-Y then it is a neceſſary point, ro know what vice and vertue is, and 
SE2S rodifcernethe cvill and good which either of rhem bring forth, 
totheend to beware leſt we dath our ſelvesunawares againft vice in ſtead 
of 'vertue, andbecanght with the deceitfull baits thereof. For this cauſe 
thegreat and famous Philoſopher, about to lay open the nature of Morall 
vertnes (according to that knowledge and light which nature afforded him) 
contented not himſelfe with 2 ſimple natration of the properties; eſſence, 
and obje& of them, but oppoſed toevery vertue on each fide the contrary 
and repugnant viceztothe end that the ſight of them; being ſoout of ſquare, 
ſo hurrfull and pernictovs, vertue it ſelfe nijght be rfiore admirable, and in 
ome eſteem. And for this cauſe alſo God himſelf,our foveraigre and per- 
& Law-giver,that he might faſhion and fir us to the mould of true and ſo= 
lid vertve, uſeth oftner negative prohibitions then affirmative command- 
ments inhis Law ; to the end above all rhings to diftra&and turne us trons 
evill; whereuntowe are of our ſelves too roo mtctrinclingd, And asby this, 
meanie fin is diſcovered and made knowne unto us, ſois the pnniſhmenta 
ſoof ſin ſet before our eyes,by thoſe threatnings and curſes.whichare there 
denounced : tothe end that whom the prom its of life and ſalvation coule 
not allure and perſivade to doe well, them the feare6f puniſhment Twhi 
followeth ſin as a ſhadow doth the bob might bridle and.reftrainefrom 
iving them overto impiety. Now then if the very threathings ought tg 
rvefor ſuch good uſe, ſhall not rhe execution and performance of them 
ſerve much more ? to wit,when the tempeſt of Gods wrath is not onely de- 
nounced, bur alſo throwne downe effe&tally upon the heads of the mighty 
ones of rhe world , when theyare difobedient and rebellious againſt God, 
And hereupon the Prophet ſaith, That when Gods judgements arc 7b earth, 
then the Inhabitants learne juftice. And doubtleſle it is thoſt rrue,thatevery 
one ought to reap profitto himſelf by fuchexamples, as well them web are 
preſented daily torheir view by experience, as them which have been done 
irtimes paſt, and are by beneffr of Hiftory preſerved. from oblivion. And 
in this regard Hiftory is accounteda very neceffary and proficable thing, 
for that in recalling to minde the truth of things paſt , which otherwile 
would be buried in filence,it ſetteth before us fach ces (as watnings and 
admonitions touching good andevill ) and layeth verthe and vice ſo.na 
before our eyes,with js puniſhments or rewards wiflided or beftpwed up- | 
on the followers of each of them, that it may juſtly bee called att eafie and 
profitable Apprentiſhip or Schoole for every minito learne to of wiſc- 
dome at another mans coft. Hence it is that Hiſtory is termed of | he hc: 
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et Philoſophers, The record andrexiſfter of Time, the light of Tra 
miftreſſe an loking-2/afſe of mens life : inſ6much as tpider the ye 
atother man it teacherh and inftructerh oth rr aÞP'y he 
err governeand carry thetnſelves vertnonlfy andhooeftly in' 
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To the Reader. 
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Wherefore they deſerve great praiſe and commendation, that have taken 
paines ta inroll and put in writing the memorable acts and occurrents of 
their times, to communicate the ſame to their poſterity : for there the 
high and wonderfull works of God doe moſt clearely, and as it wetet6 the 
view, preſent themſelves, as his juſtice and providence : whereby albeit hee 
guideth and direQeth eſpecially his owne, to wit, thoſe thar in a fpeciall 
and fingular manner worſhip and truſt in him (as by the ſacred Hiſtories, 
touching the ſtate and government of the ancient and Primitive Church, 


' It may appeate) yet heeceaſcth not for all that to ſtretch the arme of his 


power over all, and to handle and rule the prophane and unbeleeving ones 
at his pleaſnre ; for he hath a _— Empire and predominance over all 
the World; And unto him belongeth the direRion and principall condu& 
of hymane matters, in ſuch ſort that nothing in the world commeth to 
alle [ chance or adventure, but onely and alwayes by the preſcription of 
is will ; according tothe which he ordereth and diſpoſeth by a trait and 
dire& motion, as well the generall as the particular,and that after a ſtrange 
and admirableorder. And this a man may pefceive, if he would but mark 
and conſider the whole bedy , bur eſpecially the end and iflue of things : 
wherein the great and marvailous vertues of God,as his bounty, juſtice,and 
power, doe moſt clearely ſhine 3 when he exalteth and favourcth ſome, and 
debaſeth and frowneth upon others, blefſeth and proſpereth whom hee 
pleaſe ; and onthe contrarie, curſeth and deftroyeth whom he pleaſe, and 
that deſerve it. It is hee alſo which ereQeth principalities , and which 
maintaineth Common-wealths,Kingdomes , and Empires, until! by the 
ſum and weight of their iniquities they fink themſelves into ruine and de- 
firuion. And herein is he glorified by the execution of his moſt juſt and 
righteous judgements, when the wicked after the long abuſe of his lenety, 
benignity, and patience, doe receive the wages and reward of their iniqui- 
ties. In this( I ſay ence again) ſhineth out the wonderfull and incompre- 
henſible wiſedome of God, when by the due ordering of things ſo different 
and ſo many, hee commeth ſtill to one and the fame marke which hee once 
preſcribed, to wit, the puniſhment of the world accordingto their deme- 
rits. Andthis ſame is moſt manifeſt and apparant even in the Hiſtories of 
prophane Writers, albeit in their purpoſe it was never intended nor 
thought upon,nor yet au almoſt of any that read the ſame ; men con- 
tenting themſelves for the moſt part with the ſimple recitall of the ſtory, 
therein to take pleafure and paſſe away time , without reſpeRing any fur- 
ther matter : Notwithſtanding,the true and principall uſe of their writings 
tobe, diligently to marke the effes of Gods Providence,and of his 
or whereby to learne to conteine our ſelves within the bounds of mo» 
defy and the feare of God; ſeeing that they which have carried themſelves 
any ring uprightly in equity,temperance,and ether naturall vertues, have 
been in ſome ſort ſpared : and the reſt (bearing the puniſhment of their ini- 
quities) have falne into deftruRion. 

This conſideration ought to perſwade every man to turne from evill,and 
to follow that whichis good, ſceing that the Lord ſheweth himſelte ſo in- 
cenſed againſt allthem which lead 2 wicked, damnable, and perverſe: life. 
And this is the cauſe why I, having noted the great and borrible punifh- 
ments wherewith the Lord in moſt þ engnar judgement hath ſcourged the 
world for fin, accordingto that which is contained as well in ſacred as on 
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. To tht Reader. yY 
phane Hiſtories ; having gathered them together, and ſorted them one af=, 
ter another in their ſeverall rooms, according tothe diverſity of the offen- 
ces, and order and courſe of time, which as neare as I could I endeavoured 
to follow, to the endto lay downe, as it were in one Table , and under one 
I the great and fearefull judgements of God upon them thar have re- 

or repugned his holy will. And this I do not with ne to com- 

prehend them all ( for that were not onely difficult but impoſſible ) but to 

lay open the moſt notable & remarkable ones that came ro my knowledge 3 | 
co the end that the moſt wicked,difſolute, and diſordered ſinners, that with | 
looſe reines runne fiercely after their luſt , if the manifeſttokens of Gods 
ſeverity preſented before their eyes doc not touch them, yet the cloud and 
multitude of examples,through the fight of the inevitable anger and ven- 

nce of God upon evill livers, might terrifie and ſomewhat curb them: 
Verjueers, Idolaters, Blaſphemers , and other ſuch wicked and prophane 
wretches, with murderers,whoremongers,adulterers,ravifhers, & tyrants, 
ſhall here ſee by the miſchiefe that hach falne upen their likes , thatwhich 
hangeth before their eyes, and is _ to lay hold of them alſo. For alheit 
for a time they ſleep intheir fins and blindneſle , delighting in their pled- 
ſures, and taking ſport in cruelties and evill decds, yet they draw after 
them the line wherewith (being more enſnared then they were aware) they 
are taken and 'drawneto their finall deſtru&ion. 
And this may teach and advertiſe both thoſe that ate not yet obſtinate iti 
their fins, to bring themſelves to ſome amendment; and thoſe that feare 
God already, to ſtrengthen andenco them in the purſuir and continu- 
ance intheir good courſe. For if God himſelfe ſo ſevere arevenyger of 
their finnes that take pleaſure in diſpleaſing him, there is nodoubt but on 
the contrary he will ſhew kimſelfe bountifull, gracious, and liberall in $e+ 
warding all them according to his iſe which ſeeke to pleaſe him, and 
conforme their lives unto his will. Great and ſmall, young and old,men 
and women, and all other , of what degreeand condition ſoever, may here 
learne at other mens charges, how to governe themſelves in duty towards 
God, and betwixt theraſelves , by a hely and unblameable life in mutuall 
peace and unityzand by ſhunning defining ſin,againſt the which God 
(a moſt juſt Judge) powreth forth his vengeance , even upon the heads of 
them that are guilty thereof. Befide, here 1s ample matter and argument to 
ſtop the mouthes of all Epicures and Atheiſts of aur age,and to leave ther 
confounded in their errors, ſeeing that ſuch atid ſo many occurrents and 
qv arc manifeſt proofs, that there is aGod above that guideth the 
rnof the world,and that taketh care of humane matters, & that is juſt in 

puniſhing the unjuſt and malicious. Againe, whereas ſomuch evill,and fo 
many fins have reigned and ſwaycd ſo long time, and do yet reign and ſway 
upon the earth, we may behold the huge corruption and perverſity of may 
kinde, and the rotten fruits of that worme-eaten root, 0r1icinvat fon: when 
we are not dircQed nor guided by the hely Spirit of God, bit leftuntoour 
owne narure. And hereby true faithfull Chriſtians may take occaſion ſo 
much rhe more to acknowledge the great mercy and ſingular favour of 
God towardthem, in that they being received to mercy ,"are renewed'to a 
better converſation of life then others. In brief;a man may here learne (if

disfisvte the face of the whole World : when that he which ought to be 
gentle and peaceable, is become miſchievous and quarrellous : in ftcad ot 
being true and ſingle hearted, diſſoyall and deceirfull : in ſtead of deing 
modeſt,well governed,and courteous, is proud,cruell,and diflolure:in ſtead 
of ſervins God , ſerveth his owne humors and affeQions ; Which kinde 
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of behaviour is roo common and uſnall, for chere is not afty kind of wic- 
kedneſſewhich is.not found in this ranke. Vngodlineſſe vomiterth up his 
fury together with injuſtice, in thoſe men of whom it is ſaid, There is neue 
that under flandeth or ſecketh after God : their throat is an open ſepulchre, they 
aſe deceit intheir tongues , the poyſon of Aſpes ts under their lips,y hey have no- 
thing intheir thr bas curſing and bitterneſſe, their feet are ſwift ts ſhedbloud : 
defiruttion and miſery is in their waies, and they have not knowne the pay of peace *: 
ln ſumme,the fear of God is wot before thiir eyes, From whence it commeth, 
thaybeing not reftrained by any bridle, like untamed colts broke loofe, 
they gfve the full ſwinge to their bold ang violent affetions, running 
fiercely toll filchTheſſe and miſchiefe: and being thus enragee, ſome of 
thein with hogs blaſphemies (moſt villanouſly) ſpeake and doe inde- 

od,and deny him that created them; and ſegr them into the 
World : Others are not aſhamed to be open forſwearers of theraſelves, 
violating and breaking every promiſe, withqur regard of fairh or honeſty : 
Others, as they areof ctuell and bloudy mtares, ſo they doe not ceaſe to 
exerciſe theſe their natures by outrggious practiſes ; ta ſÞme, of them 
whoredomes and-advylreries are no more, ccemed , thgn as ſports and 
paſtimes, whereof they boaſt themſelves:to another ſort,couſenings,extor- 
tions, and robberies, aft ordinary exerciſes, whereof they make their beſt 
occupations, Atwhich evils are ſo common and ſo uftall at this time 
= that the World feemeth truly to be nothing elſe but an 


ocean Wl of hideous monſters, or a thicke forreſt full of theeves and rob- 
bers,ortOme horrible wildernefſſe wherein the inhabitants of the earth, 
being ſavage and unnaturall, void of ſence and reaſon,are transforined into 
bruit beaſts, ſome like Tygres or Lyons, others like Wolyecs or Foxes, 
others like, Dogges ard Swine ':*Oh finfſull nation (would the man of God 
ſay if hee lived at this boure) « preple laden mytbiniquity, a ſeed of the wicked, 
corrupt children, they have forſakenthe Lord, they have provoked the Holy Oneof 
Iſrael to anger. The noble and high minded are proug to diſdaine the lower, 
and ready-alwaies to ſmite them, making their cquntenance pale with 
vices and oathes: the Magiſtrate partiall and full of bribes, overthraweth 
equity': the Merchant covetous and deſirous of gaine remembreth pothis

What is the cauſe of the great overflow of Vice 
in thi age. 


CERN F wee would confider from whence it is that this great 
SID) RR] diſorder and corruption of manners doth ariſe, we ſhould 
= FX finde eſpecially that it is becauſe the world every day 
WW FA7 Bl groweth worſe and worſe; according to the ſayingof our 

LO>RÞ Saviour and Redeemer (Chriſt Ieſus the Sonne of God) 

BE That inthe latter dayes ( which are theſe wherein we live ) 

Iniquity ſhall be increaſed. And herein wee ſhall perceive even the juſt ven- .* 
geance of God to light upon the malice and unthankfulnefle of men, - 
ro whom when hee would dray neere, to doe good unto by offering p 
them the cleere light of his favour, the more they ſtrive toalienare and by 
keep themſelves aloofe from him, and are ſo farre from being bertered +» 
thereby, that they ſhew themſelves a great deale more malirious and 
obitinare than ever they.did before : not unlike to thoſe who by nature 
being bleare eyed, and tender ſighted, are rather dazied and dimmed by 
the Sunne beames,than any wayesenlightened ; ſo metiin Read of grow- 
ing better, grow worſe, and every adde ſome ingreafe to their wicked- 


nefle : tro whom alſo many great men give elbow-roome and permiſſion 
to ſinne, whileſt;juſtice ſlumbreth, and the not puniſhing of miſdeeds 
giveth them libertyand boldnefſe to commitr their wickednefſe; ſo that 
ſome of theſe mighty ones ſhew themſelves but little better than the ond 
other, A miſchiete to be lamented above the reft, drawing after ir ag 
horrible overflow of all evils, and like a violent fireame ſpoyling every 
whereas it goeth : when as they that ought to governe the ſterne of the 
Commonwealth , let all goe atrandome, ſufferipg themſelves to beroc- 
ked afleep with the falſe and deceirfall lullaby of effeminate pleaſures 
and delights of the fleſh , of at leaft kerting themſclyes be carried head- 
long by the tempeſt of their owne ſtrong and furious paſſions, into im- 
minenr danger and ſhipwrackes : when as their carefull watchfulneſſe and 
modeſty, accompani..d with the traine of other good and commendable 
vertues, ought to ſerve them for ſaliscables, ankers, maſts, and skuteles, 
whereby to govecrne and dire& the Veſſell whoſe ſteerſman they are ap- 
pointed, and thoſe that are their charge, to whom they ought to give 
a good example of life, and to bee unto them as it were a glaſſe of ver- 
tue : for they are ſctaloff; as it were upon a ſtage, to bee gazed at of eve- 
ry commer. Their faults and vices are like foule:ſpors and ſcars in the 
face, which cannot by any means bee hid, And therefore they ought 
tobe carefull roleadan honeſt and vertuous life, that thereby they might 
_ perſwade and move the meaner ſort of people ro doe the like : For, it 
is a true ſaying of the Philoſopher , Like Prince, like People ; infomuch 
that every one defireth to frame hing{elfeaccording-ro the humour of 
his ſuperiour, whoſe will and mannets ferve {imply foralaw todoevill: 
tothewhich men uſe by taking any! accalion roo haſtily to give them- 
ſclves over with too much liberry : whereupon followerh an uarecoverable 
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The Theatre of ſcapeunpuniſhed. 

Fl ruine, no lefſe than the fall of a great houſe, which for want of pillars 
>: and ſupporters that ſhould uphold it, ſuddenly falleth to the ground , 
ſo this ſhip being deprived of her governour, is ſet looſe and layd open 
tothe mercy of the waves, violence-of windes ,. and-rage of tempelts, 
without any direQion and government : and ſo the body of man,not 
having any more the light of his owne eyes, abiderh in darkneſſe all 
blinded, not able to do any thing that is right and g00d, but ready every 
mine to fall inro ſome pit, ' And this is the perverſity and corruption of 
this world. 
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13 CHAP. IIL 


That Great men Which will not abide to be admoniſhed 
of their faults, cannot eſcape puniſoment 
by the hand of God. 


ZN this poore and miſerable eſtate every man rocketh him- 
ſelfe aſleep, and flattereth his owne humour , every 
man purſucth his accuſtomed conrſe of life, with an 
| Kobftinate-minde to doe evill : yea many of thoſe that 
| bave power and authority over others, according as they 
=RY rc inducd and perſwaded with a fooliſh conceit of them- 
felves, make'themſelves belceve, that for them every thing is lawfull, 
and that they may doe whatſoever they plecafe ; never imagining, that 
they ſhall give up-an account of their ations, to receive any cha- 
ſtifement or _correQion for them 1; even as though there were no God 
at all that did behold them; And being thus abuſed by this vaine 

and fickle fecurity, they ſwimme in their finnes, and plunge them- 

ſelvesover:head and cares in all kinde' of ſecurity ; giving hearty wel. 

come and* entertainment to all that approve and applaud their man- 

ners, and that ſtudy to feed and pleaſe their humour, As contrariwiſe 

none lefſe welcome unto them, than: they that tell them of their 

faults, and contradict them never ſo little : for they cannor abide 

in any caſe to bee reprooyed , whatſoever they doe. And now adayes 

every baſe companion will forſooth ſtorme and fume as ſoone , if hee 

be reproved of a fault, as if hee had received the greateſt wrong in 

the world : ſo much is eyery man pleaſed with himſelfe, and puffed 

up/with his owne-'vice and fooliſh vaniries. And what ſhould a man 

doe in this cafe > It is as hatd to redrefſe thoſe great miſchictes, as 

if wee ſhould goe about to ſtop and hinder the courſe of a mighry 

ſtreame there where the banke or cauſey is broken downe : if it 

; bee not by applying exrreame and deſperate medicines, as to de- 
% ; fſperare diſeaſeh; which are'as it were” given over by the Phyſitian, 
| © and to the whieh a light purgation will doe no good, For as for 
admonitions and warnings, they are rot a whit regarded : but they 

that give them,” are'derided 'or laughed to ſcorne, or reviled for 
their -Jabovrs, What muſt wee therefore doe > it is neceflary thar 
| We 
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wee aflay by all means to bring theſe men (if ic be poſſible) to ſome. mo. 
deſty and feare of God ; which if it cannot bee done by willing and 
gentle means, force and violence muſt be uſed to plucke them out of the 
tire of Gods wrath, tothe end they be not conſumed : if not all, yetat 
ſeaſt thoſe that are not grown tothat height of ſtubbornneſle,and of whom 
there is yet left ſome hope of amendment. For evenas when a Captaine 
bath not prevailed by ſammoniog a city to yeeld up it ſelfe , heby and by 
\ placeth his cannon againſt their walls, to put them in feare ; in like ſore 
muſt webring forth againſt the proud and high minded men of this world, 
aratmy of Gods terrible judgements throwne downe by his mighty and 
puilſant hand on the wicked,more terrible and fearefull than all the roarin 
or double canons inthe World, whereby the moſt proud are deſtroyed 
conſumed even in this life, all their prideand power, how. great ſoever it 
be, being not able ro turne backe the yengeance of God from lighting 
upon their heads, to their utter deſtruRion and confuſion. And it is ma- 
nifeſt by infinite examples. Now becauſe that the nature of man is fle(hly, 
and given to be touched with things that are preſented before their faces, 
or hath been done before time ; it is a more forcible motive toftirrechem 
up, than that which as yet cannot be made manifeſt, but is rocome. There- 
fore I purpoſe here ro ſer dowathe great and fearfull jadgments, wherwith 
God hath already plagued many in this world, eſpecially them of high 
degree , whoſe example will ſerve fora glafſe both for theſe that live now, 
or ſhall live hereafter. And tothe end thatthe juſtice of God may more 


clecrely appeare and ſhew it ſelfe in ſuch ſtrange events ; beforewe goany - 


further, we will run over certaine neceſſary potnts concerning this matrer, 
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CHAP. IIII. 


How the Inſtice of God i more evidently declared whow the - 
mighty ones of thi world, than upon any other, © 
and the cauſe why. 


2 Ecing then that theſe men arc more guilty and culpa. 
ble of finne than any other, they deſerve ſo much a 
more grievous puniſhment, by bow much their miſ- 
deeds are more grievous : for doubrleſſe, There & 4 God 
that judgeth the carth(as the Plalmiſt ſaith) who as hee 
is benigne and mercifull rowards thoſe that feare and 
obey him, ſo he will not ſuffer iniquity to goe unpuni- 
ſhed:Ths « hee(ſaith the Prophet)that execwreth juſtice, 
mercy,and judgement upon the earth: for if it be theduty of an earthly Prince, 
© exerciſe not only clemency & gentleneſſe, bur alſo ſharpnes and ſeverity, 
therby by paniſhing & chaſtifing malefaRors,ro "ahegns all diſorders'in 
ric common. wealth , then it is very neceſſary,thatthe juſtice of our great 
God,to whom all ſoveraign rule & authority belongs,and whois the Iudge 
over al the world, ſhould either manifeſt it ſelf in this world,or inthe world 
tocome;& chiefly towards them which are in the higheſt places of acount, 
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who being motthurdenedatd bold to fin, do as boldly exempt themſelves 
from at! eotre& iomand puniſhments due wato them, being altogether un- 
williagto be ibjoltroany wntlerof joftice or law whatſoever : and there- 
foreby bow math the moretheyicatinorbe puniſhed by man, and that hu. 
Mabe law 6s ea'laymobold apod them, foawchtbe rather God himſelfe 
becommeth exeemioncr of his vyne juſticeupon their pates : and inſfuch 
fort, 'thitt every nblari Maypetoeive his hand co be on them, Ler any, adverſity 
or atHiftion ligkeapona manof low degree,or which 1s poore and: deſolate, 
" nomi#roenfideratbof ir tightly ; bur talking thereof, :men ceaſe not ro 
impoterhe cadſe 6f this poore ſoules miſery, either to poverty ,or want of 
faccour,ot formerher ſuch like cauſe. Therefore if any ſuch be in gtiefe, 
orby chance falſcnimoſorrpir and drowned, or robbed and killed inthe 
way by theeves + ſtraiphrway chis is the ſaying of theworld, That it com» 
ehethKas co pale, cither becaaſe he was alone without company,or deſti+ 
cate of help, ornotwell looked ro and regarded : and thus they paſſe over 
.the rmifreer, Butasooncerninggreatmen, when theyare any way afflicted, 
nofachPierentes or excuſes can be allcadged , feeing they want neither 
fervants'& atrend wponthem,norany other means of Help to ſuccor them : 
therdfare when rhefe mien areovertaken and furprifed with any great evill, 
whichby nomeant they emeſchew,and whentheir bold and wicked enter- 
priſebafepir ſuediznd codciated with firange and lamencable events, in 
thivweimnuſt zeknowedge an bfpecialihand bf God, whocan intanglc and 
potidewne the prondttiind-rraganceſt He that lives,and thofe whom the 
wortd; fearech to meddle withall. Theſe proud gallants arc they againſt 
whons God gilſptxicth' his danner of power: more openly, rhen againſt 
meaner and baſer perſons : becauſe theſe poore ſoules finde oftentimes to 
their paines, that they are puniſhed without cauſe, and tormented and vex- 
ed by thoſe tyrants, not having committed any offence at all, to deſerve it ; 
whereas (as Philip Comine ſaith) whodartbeſobold as to controll or repre- 
hend a King and his favorites,or to make enquiry of his miſdeeds : ot ha- 
vingraade:inqaificion of rhees, who date preſume roiaforme the hndge 
therof2whodare-Rand upto gecuſccbemewhio dare fitdowato judge them? 
Nay who dare take knowledge of them 2? and laſtly,who dare afſay to pu. - 
viſhthem > Seeing then ip this caſe, that our worldly juſtice hath her hands 
bound behind her from executing that which is right ; it muſt needs be 
that the ſovereigrnte Monarch of heaven and earth fhouldmeubtuplato 
His Throte of Indgeriienc;and from thence give His definieiveatihahgadic 
ſetitenee, todeliverupthe moRt guilty and Haihous 'fihners TotheRe paines 
nUrorthents which'they hayedeſerved ; atid that after aftrmtizpcandexcra- 
orditary thantier which nay ferve foraneximple'toall ophors,

» are inexcuſable in their finnes. 


p Ow tothe end'that no man (ſhould pretend ignorance 
5 for ani'excoſe, God hath beſtowed upon everyone a 
certairie knowledge and judgement of ggadand:evitl, 
which being naturally engraven inthe tables of mans 
beart, is commonly called the Law of Nature;wherby 
NNJS) every mansowne conſience giveth: fufficientreftimoz 
C2 ny untoir felfe;when inhis moſt ſecret thoughts, itei- 
30110 422 + Ttheraccuſerth or excuſerh him + for there is not aman 
living, which doth not know in his heart, that he doth an evill deed, when 
Hewrongeth another, although he had never been inftrucedelfewhere in 
rhar point. So, alrhough that in Tarquimius Superbus time ( Cicers faith) 
there was ti6 written Law eſtabliſhed 'in Rome, forbidding the raviſhing 
and deflouring of wives ah virgins, yet the wicked ſonne of this Targquine 
was' not therefore Tefle gufty of an hainous- crime , when contrary to the 
Law of Natire he viokntly robbed Zacrece of her chaſtity : for no mancan 
be ignorant,thet it is a moſt grievous crime tolay ſiege to the chaſtity of a 
married woman; with fachourrage : and foche' whole people of Rome did 
efterme of ir, 4x TEtime tnoſt wicked;ftrange, end intolerable,and worthy 
of grievous puttiſhment, Every man knowerh thus much, that hee ought 
not to doe that ro another, which he would noranother ſhould doto him :; 
which ſentence the Emperour Severus made alwaics to bee ſpoken aloud, 
and detlared by the ſonnd of the rrumper, ia the way of advertiſement, as 
often as puniſhment was taken upon any offendor, as if it were a generall 
Law pertaining to all men. This is thatequiry and juſtice which oughrco 
be ivgraffed in our hearts, & whercof narure her {elf is the ſchoolmiftreſſe: 
from this fountaine all humane and civill Lawes are derivad: if we had not 
rather ſay that they are derived from that true ſpring of equity, which is 
in the Law of God, which Law be hath given for a plaingand familiar ma- 
nifeRtation of his will, concerning juſt, haly, and rea{anable thiogs, rou> 
ching the ſervice, honour, and glory, which is dueunco bimſelfe; andthe 
murualldrty, friendſhip, and good will, which men owe onetaanothber: 
whereunto heexhorterh and enticeth every one by faire and graciqus' pros 
miſes, and forbidderh the contrary by great and terrible threatnings:(fo 
gentle and merciful! is he rowards us, anddefirous of our good.) This is 
that Law which was publiſhed before the face of more than fix-hundred 
thouſand perſons, with the mighty and reſounding noiſe of Trumpetgavirh 
earthquake, fire, and ſmoake, and with thunders and lightnings, to make 
metmoreattentiveto heare , and more prepared to receive it with: all hu. 
mility, feare, and reverence; and alſoro put them in minde, that it they 
were diſobedient and rebellious, he wanted no power and ability ropuniſh 
them ; for he harh1ightning thunder, and fire, prepared inſtruments tQ @ae 
cutehis juſt vengeance, which no creature under heaven is able to nl, 
when 
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when by the obſtinate tranſ: greſhon of wicked men he is provoked to anger 
and indignation againſt them. This 1s that holy law which hath been ſer 
forth by the Prophets ; by the rule whereof, all cheir warnings, exhortings, 
and reproovings bave been aared, Tothis Law, the onely begotten Son 
of God, our Sayiour and Redeemerleſus Chriſt, conformed his moft hol 

dodrine, bringing men tothe true uſe and abſervation thgreof, from whic 

they had declined,and whereof he is the end, the ſcope,and perfeRt accom- 
pliſhment: fothat ſo farre it is that a Chriſtian mab may be ignorant of it, 
and have it in contempt, that none can be counted and'repured a true 
Chriſtian, if hee frame not his life by the rule thereof, if nor fully, yer ar 
leaſt as farre forth as bee is able: otherwiſe, what a ſhame and reproach is ir 
for mentocall themſelves by the name of Gods children, Chriſtians, and 
Catholiques,and yet todoe every thing clean contrary to the willof God, 
to make noreckoning of his Law , to lead a diffolute and difordered life, 
and to be asevill, if not worſe than the vileſt miſcreants and Infidels in the 
world 2 God willeth and requirerh that he alone ſhould bee worſhipped 
and prayed unto; and yer the greater part'of the world are Idolarers, and 
fullof ſuperſtition, worſhip Images, ſtockes, and ſtones, and pray tocrea- 
tures; in ſtead of the Creator. God forbiddeth us to ſweare by his name 
in vaine : and yetwhat is more rife than that > ſothat a man can heare no- 
thing elſe bur oaths and blaſphemies, Many for the leaſt trifle in the world 
ſticke notto ſwearc and forſweare themſelves. God forbiddeth theft,mur- 
ther, adultery, and falſe witneſſe bearing , and yet nothing ſo common as 
backbirings, flanders, forgeries, falſe repoxty, whoredomes, couſcnings, 
robberies, extortions,and all manner of envies & enmities, God hath com. 
manded, that we love our neighbours as our ſelves ; but we,in ſtcad of love, 
hate, deſpiſe, and ſeeke to procure the hurt and damage of one another, nor 
regarding any thing but our owne peculiar profit and advantage. Is nor this 
a manifeſt and profeſt diſobedience, and intolerablerebellion againſt our 
Maker 3. What childe is there that is not bound to honour and reverence 
his father > What ſervant, that is not bound to obey his maſter, and to doe 
all that he ſhall will him > What ſubje&, that is not tied in ſubjeRion to 


bis Prince and-Soveraigne ? Yet there is not one which will not confeflc, 


yea and ſweare too with his mouth, That God is his Lord and Father. 
Which if it be true, what is then the cauſe that in ſtead of ſerving and 
pleafing bim, they doe nothing elſe but diſpleaſe and offend his Majeſty > 
Is not this the way to provoke his wrath, and ftirreup his indignation 
againſt them > Isit any marvell if hebe incenſed with anger, if bee be ar. 
med with revenge, and ſend abroad his cruell ſcourges upon the earth, to 
ſirikeand whip it withall 2 Is it any wonder, if hee pile up the wicked 
oneson heaps, and ſhoot out his revengefull arrowes againſt them, and 
make them drunken with theit owne bloud, and make his ſword of juſtice 
as ſharp asaraſor, to punifh thoſe Rebels that have rebelled againſt him 2 
For vengeance is mine (ſaith he)and belongeth only unto me, Whoſocver there. 
fore he be that followeth the defires and concupiſcence of his owne fleſh, 
and this wicked world, and ſhall lead a life contrary to the inftruQion 
and ordinance of the law of God, yea although he never heard there- 
of, yet is hee guilty thereof, and worthy to be accurſed , forſo much 
as his owne conſcience ought to ſerve for a law unto himſelfe, by the

Pal by ſo much he is the more bounden and beholden to him : 
NJ] aow it is ſo, that Kings and Princes are thoſe upon whom 

God hath beſtowed more plentifully his gifrs and graces, 
C—WV===== than upon any other, whom hee hath made as it were 
his Lievtenants in the world : for hee hath extolled and placed then above 
others, and bedecked them with honour, giving them powet and authority 
to rule and raigne, by putting people in ſubje&ion to them afd therefore 
ſo much the more are they bound to re-acknowledge him againe, to the 
end to doe him all honour and homage which is required ar their 
hands. Therefore David exhorteth them, ## ſerve the Lord even with rewe- 


rence, This then their bigh and ſuperintendent eſtate is no priviledge to 
exempt them from the ſubjeion arid obedience which they owe unto 
God,whom they ought to reverenceabove all things. Tee Princes and high 
Lords (ſaith the Prophet) give you nnts the Lord eternal glory and ſtrength : 
give unto him glory ane unto his name, and caft your ſelves before him to do bim 


SA KY Very man confeſſerh this to be true, That by how much the 


reverence, If they owe ſo much honour afro God as to their Soveraighe, 


then ſurely it muſt follow, that they ought to obey his voice, and feare to 
offend him ; and ſo much rhe rather, becauſe hee is a great deale more 
ſtrong and terrible than they, able to cauſe his horrible thundetboles to 
tumble upon their heads, they being nor able once towithſtand his puiſ.

ſance, bur conſtrained very ofren totremble therear. In all that preſcrip- Det. .is; 


tion and ordinance ordained and ſer down by God concerhing the office of 
Kings, there is nomention made of any liberty he giveth them tolive after 
their owne luſts, and to doe every thing that ſeemeth good in their own 
cyes : but hee enjoyneth them expreſly , to have alwaies with them the 
booke of his Law, delighteth ro reade and meditatetherein, and thereby 
to learne to feare and reverence his name, by obſerving all the precepts 
that arc contained in that booke. As for civill and naturall Lawes, inſo- 
much as they are founded uponequity and right ( for otherwiſe they were 
no Lawes)therein they are agreeable to, and as it were dep-ndents on the 
Law of God 1 as is well declated by Cicero in the firſt and ſecond booke 
of his Lawes ; for even they alſo condemnetheeves, adulterers, murtherers, 
parricides, and ſuch like. If then Princes be ſabje& tothe Law of God, 
(as I am about ro ſhew) there. is no doubt but that they are likewiſe ſub- 
_ jeRro thoſe civill Lawes;by reaſon of the equity and juſtice which there- 


inis commendedunto us. And if ( as P/ate faith) the Lawes ought tobe DIY 
above the Prince,notthe Prince above the Lawes,it is then moſt manifeſt, ****: 


that _, 
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Maar the Prince istyed unto the Lawcs, even in ſuch ſort, that without the 


ſame, the government which hee ſwayeth can never be Jawfull and com- 
mendable. And if itbe true, that the Magiſtrate isor ought to be a ſpea- 
king Law (as it is ſaid) and ought to maintaine the authority and credit 
thereof, by the due and upright adminiſtration of Iuſtice ( for if hee did 
not this, he were adumbe Law, and without life) how is it poſſible that 
he ſhould make it of authority and force with others, if hee deſpiſeth and 
tranſgrefleth ir himſelfe ? David did never aſſume ſomuch to bimſelfe, 
as to deſire to have liberty ro doe what hee lifted in his Kingdome,but wil- 
lingly ſubmitted himſelfe rothat which his office and duty required ; ma- 
king, even then when hewas inſtalled and eſtabliſhed King over the whole 
Land, a Covenant of peace with the Princes and Deputies of the people: 
and we know, that in every covenant and bargaine both parties are bound 
to each other, by a mutuall bond roperforme the conditions which they 
are agreed upon, The like is uſed at the coronation of Chriſtian Kings, 
whereas the people is bound and ſworne to doe their alleagance to their 
Kings ; ſo the Kings are alſo ſolemnely ſworne to maintaineand deiend 
true Religion, theeſtate of Iuſtice, the peace and tranquillity of thetr fub- 
jes, and the right and priviledges (which are nothing but the Lawes) of 
the Realme ; whereas Davidwas by the Prophet Nathar reproved forthe 
adultery and murder which he had committed, he neither uſed any excuſe, 
noralledged any priviledge whereby he was exempred from the rigour of 
the law to juſtifie his fa&, bur freely confeſſed without any cloake, that he 
had finned. Whereby it appeareth of how ſmall firength and authority 
their opinion and words be, which thinke or affirme that a Prince may 
diſpenſe with the lawes at his pleaſure : by this opinion was the mother 
in law. of Aztenizs Caracalla ſeduced , who having by her laſcivious and 
filthy alluremenrs engiced berſonne in law to luſt, and love ber, and tode- 
fire her for his wife, perſwaded him that he might bring his purpoſe to 
paſſe, and that it was lawfull enough forhim, if hee would, though for 
other it was unlawfull, ſeeing that hee was Emperour, and that itbelon- 
geth not ro him toreceive, but to give lawes : by which perſwaſion, that 
brave marriage was concluded and made up, contrary to the law of nature 
and nations, and to all honeſty and vertue, So it was reported how Cam- 
byſes tooke his owne fiſter towife , whom notwithſtanding a little after hee 
put ro death : which thing being not uſuall then among the Perſians, 
not daring to enterpriſe it (although hee was a moſt wicked man) with- 
out the advice of the Magiſtrates and Counſellors of his Realme;he called 
them together, and demanded whether ic was lawfull for him to make 
{uch a marriage or no ? to whom they anſwered freely, That there was no 
preſcript law which did allow of it : yet (that they might ſooth him up, 
tcaring toincurre his diſpleaſure) they ſaid further, that though there was 
no Jaw to command it, yet ſuch a mighty King as hee, might doc what he 
pleaſed, In like manver the trencher Philoſopher Anaxarchus, after that 
he hadtold Alexander the Greatwith a loud voice, that hee ought not ro 
{earethe penalty of any law, nor the reproach nor blame ofany man, be- 
cauſe it belonged onely to his office tocreate lawes for all otber to liveby, 


. and to preſcribe the limits of lawfull and lawleſſe things ; and that it be- 


came him, being a conquerour, to rule like a lord and a maſter, and not ro 
obey any vaine conceitof law whatſoever ; and that what thing ſoever the 
Kipg 


King did, the ſame was ſacred, juſt and lawful, without exception, And by 
this means made his proceedings farre more diffolute' and outragious in 
many things than ever theywere before, Dien inthe Epitome of x:/ph:lize 
reporteth, how the Emperours were wont to uſurpe this priviledge, tobe 


exempted from all law, that they might not be tyed toany neceſſity of 


doing or leaving undone any thing, and how in no caſe they would endure 
to be ſubje@ to any written ordinances : the which thing 1s manifeſt even 
inthe behaviour of the chiefeſt of thery, as well in regard of their lite and' 
manners, as of the government that they uſed intheir Common. wealths. 
For firſt of all, Auguſizs Ceſar baving kept in his owne hand the office of 
the Trinmvir ten yeares (as Syetonins teftifieeh) hee alſo uſurped the Tri- 
banes office and authority, and that till his dying day: and likewiſe tocke 
upon him the Cenſorſhip ; namely,the office of correRing and gov. rning 
manners and lawes,if need required : whoſe ſucceſſors(a man may truly ſay 
for the moſt part) trampled under their feet all fincere and ſacred lawes, 
by their notorious intemperance, difloluteneſle, and cruelties, And yet for 
all this there wanted nor a paraſfiticall Lawyer, who to pleaſe the Emperor 
his lerd and maſter the better, and ro ungerprop, and as it were ſeele over 
witha faire ſhew that tyrannicall government uſed by other Emperours . 
foiſted in thisas a law amongſt the reſt, Princeps Leibu ſolutus eff, That the 
Prince was exempted from all Jaw. As for that which they alleadge out of 
Ariftotles Politiques , it maketb nothing to ſer acolour upon this counter. 
feir 2 ( for ſaith Ariſtotle ) If there be any man rhar excelleth ſo in vertue 
above all others, that none is able to cqmpare with hinj, that man is to be 
accounted asa God amongſt men, to wham no law may be preſcribed, be. 
cauſe be is a law unto himſelfe :, zll which I grant robe true, if tharwhich 
was prcſuppoſed could rake place : for where no tranſgreſſion is found, 
there no law is neceſſary ; according as Saint. Pau! ſaid, The law was not gi- 
ven for the juſt, but for the unjuſt a1 +04 ear where is it poſſible co find 
ſuch a Prince ſoexcellent and ſo yertuquy, that ſtandeth nar in need of 
ſome law toberuled by ? £0 
Of the like foree and ſtrength is thatwyhich is written inthe firſt booke 
of Inſtitutions, ##.2. the words are cheſs; The Princes. plegſure [70A for a 
law, becauſe the whole body of the people hath trayſlated aff their authority, power, 
and juriſdiftion unto him, This 1s ſpoken of the Romane Emperoars, bur 
upon the ground of ſo ſlender and filly reaſon, that upon fo weake afonn- 
dation, it can never ſtand : for;if it be demanded, whether this a@1on of 
the people, of giving over their right. og preTogerye to their Prince, 
be willing or conſtrained, what, anſwer will they make 2 Tf it be by con- 


ſtraint and feare ( as it is indeed) who will not judge this vſurping of

their liberty utterly unjuſt and tyrapnicall, when one man (hall rogate | 


that to himſelfe which pertaiveth ro many, yea to the whole body of the 
people? And admit that this reaſon was effeuall, yet the glofſe upon the 


place ſaith very notably , That the Princes pleaſure may beheld for a law, 
ſo farre forth as that which pleaſeth him. be juſt and honeſt : giving us to 
know thus much thereby, That every will and pleaſure of a Prince may 
not. indifferently be allowed for a law, if it bean unjuſt and diſhoneſtaQi- 
on, and.contrary to the rule of good manners. Moreover, itappeateth by 
the Cuſtomes of many antient people and Realmes, That Princes had ne- 


verthis liccoſe given them, to dae what they liſted ; for ler them be err 
| oO 
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ſo mighty, yea as mighty as Darius, under whoſe raigne the Perſian Mo- 
narchy, was aboliſhed; yet be muſt be content (acording to thelaw of 
the. Medes and Perſians) not to be able to infringe that law which was by 
the advice of his Peers and Privy Councell enatted, and by his owne con- 
ſent and authority eſtabliſhed : no, though for Daxels deliverance ſake, 
whom he loved, he greatly deſired and tooke paines cither todiſannull,or ar 
leaſt to give a favouradle interpretation of it, 

Such ino1d timewas the cuſtome of the Kings of Zgypr,not to follow 

theirowne affetions in any ations they, went abour, but robedireted 
by the advice of their lawes : for they had not ſo much authority as ro 
judge betwixt man attd man, or to levy ſubſidies and ſuch like by their 
owne powers ; neither to puniſh any man'through choler , or any over- 
weening conceit, but were alwayes tyed toodbſerve juſtice and equity in 
all cauſes : neither did it grieverhem ſa to doe, being perſwaded thar 
whileſt they obeyed their lawes, nothing could bctide them bur good, 
The Lacedemonian Kings were in ſuch bondage to'the Jaws of their 
countrey , that the Ephori, which were ſet up to none other end but to be 
a bridle to-hold chem backe from doing what they liſted, had abſolute au- 
thoriry to corre them when rhey had committed any fault ; which ſub. 
jeQtion nothing diſpleaſed King Theopompma,as it is apparent by the anſwer 
he made his wife, that reproved him once inahger, faying , By his cowar- 
diſe he would leave a lefſe kingdome to his children; than he bad received 
of his Anceſtors, Nay (faith he) a greater, forfomuch as more durable 
and permanent. Plutarch praiſing the uprighrneſſe of King Alcamenes,who, 
for feare to breake the law, refuſed divers preſents thatwere ſent him, bur. 
ſteth into this ſpeech ; O heart 'wyorthy' of a King , thathath preferred the 
authqtity of the law defore his awne profit ! Where are thoſe fellowes 
now that exy, Kings pleaſures oyght co be, obſerved for Lawes, and that 
a Prince may make a law, bur Is nor ſubje& to ir himfclfe And this'is 
chat which Plutarch ſaith as concerning that matrer, who lived under Trajan 
the Emperor, | BY | | WES, 

Cornelius T acitze diſcovering the beginning and original! of the Romane 
Civill Law, ſaith, That Serviws the third King of Rome'after 'Remulws'and 
Numa , was the only man that moſt eſtabliſhed thoſeTawes, whereynto 
Kings themſelves ought to yceld and be obedient.” And'admir that the 
Emperours ſwayed with great power and authority almoſt all the world, 
yet forall their fiercenefle and havghrineſſe of minde,. ?/jzy curſt tell 'Tra- 
Jan, That an Emperour ought to uſe to carty himſelfe with ſuch good go- 
vernment in his Empire, as. if he were ſure to giveupan account of all his 
ations : Thou muſt not (ſaith hee) defire more liberty to follow thine 
owne luſt, than any.one of us doe : a Princes nor {er over the law,but the 
law placed in authority above.the Prince. This was theadmonition of that 
heathen man. Likewiſe, .Antonim and Severus, wwo mighty Emperonrs, 
although by reaſon of an opinion of their owne greatneſſe and havghri- 
peſle,, wherewith they littered 'rhemſelves, bragged rhar they were nor 
ſubje& roany Jaw , yer they added this clauſe withall, That notwirhſtan- 
ding rhcy would live according to the dire&ion'of the law, This (faith 
Theodoſins and, Yalentinion , twonolefſe mighty Emperours) is a voicebe. 
comming the Roya!l Majeſty and greatnefſe of a King, To confeſſe him. 

ſclfe to live underalaw ; and intruth ir is'a thing of greater importance 
than

thanthe imperialldignity it ſelfe, to put ſoveraignty under the authority 13 
of law. Among many ether good leflons and exhortations which

one worthy the remembring, how he commanded him ro love and feare c,opic.Fronc. 


God with all his firengrh, and to take heed of doing any thing that 
ſhould be contrary to his law, whatſoever ſhonld befall him ; and to 
provide that the good lawes and ſtatutes of his kingdome might be ob. 
ferved, and the priviledges of his ſubje&s maintained: to forbid Iudges 
to favour him more than any others, when any cauſe of his owne canic 
in tryall, Thereby giving us thus much to underſtand , That every good 
King ought to ſubmit himſelfe in obedience under the hand of God, atid 
under the rule of juſtice and equity. VVherefore there is neither King nar 
Keiſar that can or ought to exempt himſelfe from the obſervance of fa. 
cried and upright lawes , which if they reſiſt or diſanull; doubtleſſe they 
are culpableof a moſt hainous crime, and eſpecially of Rebellionagainſt 
the King of Kings, e344 6 10300; :

Cf niſhments that have fallen upon the heads of. the 
l Pea W of their tranſgreſfſion, of what ſort ſoever ;- which'thax 
we may the better deſcribe, it behooverh us to follow the grder of. the 
Commandements, as the examples wee bring may be fitly referred to 
any of them, And firſt we are to underſtand, that when God ſaid; 748 
fhalt have none other Gods before me , hee condemoneth under theſe words 
the vanity of men chat haye forged to themſelyes a multitude of gods. 
hee forbiddeth all falſe Religion, and deelareth, That hce would be 
acknowledged ro be the fole and true God ; and rhat we ſhould ſerve, 
worſhip, love, feare, and obey him in and above all clings ; and wha- 
ſoever it be that doth orherwiſe, either by hindring his worſhip ,. 
afticting thoſe that worſhip him, the ſame man-provoketh his heavy - 
wrath to bee throwne npan_ him, to his utter ruine, and deftreRion; 
This is the indignation that lighted upon 2har494 King, of Agypt., as 
wee read in the bogke of God : who being one of the moſt .paiſlane 
Kings of the earth ja his age, Ged choſe him foranabjeR hee hn 
wonderfull power, by the means of horrible plagues and {courges HE 
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7 hee caſt upon him, and by deſtroying him with all his armics at the 
T length, as bis rebellion well deſerved : For he like a cruell Tyrant conti- 
nuing to oppreſle the children of Iſrael, without.giving them any releaſe 
or breathing time from their miſery, or liberty toferve God, although by 
Moſes in the name and authority of God (who made himſelte wellcnough 
knowne unto him, without the help of any written law ) hee was many 
times inſtantly urged and requeſted thereunto : ſo maby judgements and 
puniſhments afſayled him one inthe neckeof another , in ſuch ſort,thar 
at length he was overtaken and enſnared therewith, Firſt of all, the very 
waters of Zgypt being converted into bloud, proclaimed warre again{t 
him : then the frogges which covered the face of the earth, climbed 
up even to his chamber and bed, and filling every corner of his land, foun- 
ded him an alarme : next a muſter of lice and gnars, and ſuch other trou- 
bleſome and ſtinking creatures, ſummoned him to combate : an hand{ull 
of embers ſcattered in theaire by XZoſes, were unto him as the ſtrokes of 
a ſtone or a ſhaft, which did wonderfully disfigure their bodies with 
boyles and moſt noyſome ſcabbes : afterward the graſhoppers were pur 
in battell array againſt him , together with the haileſtones, horrible thun. 
ders and lightenings, waſting and ſpoyling, and running up and downe 
grievouſly through his whole land. After all theſe bitter blowes, the Ty. 
rant being cut ſhort, and being ſo befieged on every fide with hideous 
and palpable darknefle, that he could not tell which wayes toturne him- 
ſelfe, yet would hee not be brought to any reaſon, but continued obſti- 
nate and hardened againſt God, though all the elements, with heaven and 
earth, had taken armour together, and conſpited his deftrution. There- 
fore while hee remained in this wretched ſtate, Gods Angell puniſhed him 
in the perſon of his eldeſt ſonne , which died ſuddenly inone night, to- 
gether with all the firſt borne of Agypt ; wherewithall both hee and all 
his people being greatly moved and grieved , at length gave the Iſraelites 
not onely leave, but alſo haſted them ro depart : but anon, as he ſaw them 
going, like a man beſtraught he ranne after them againe,and purſuedthem 
with a mighty army, untill God inthe meane while opening a paſſage for 
his children overthwart the deep Red fea, attended him in the mid way, 
where hee ſurpriſed and enfoared him, overthrew and violently overtur- 
ned the wheeles of his chariots, and put his whole army to a hurly burly , 
and that he mighr utterly deſtroy him, cauſed the ſea fromeach fide to re- 
rurne to his channell, which drowned ard devoured him and all his army. 
Andthis is one of the nobleſt and fearfulleſt judgements of God that can 
be mentioned, and therefore is very often recounted in many places of the 
Scripture, as a thing moſt memorable above others, Neither ought wee 
tomarvell, if ſonotable a Hiſtory as this is not ſet downe among the wri- 
tings of prophane authors : for that beſides their Hiſtories doe not ordi- 
narily ſtretch ſo farre, as to record ſuch antient as, there is alſo no 
doubt but the ſuccefſors of that Tytant, and all the Zgyptians, 
ſought all means poflible to cancell and blor out the memory of their 
ſo great and horrible raine. And if by chance any Hiſtoriographer 
make mentton of the departure of the Iſraclites out of Zgypt, it is 
done in ſuch ſort, that the truth is not onely diſguiſed, but wholly per- 
__ by them, and in place thereof nothing bur lies and falſhood foi- 
in, 


Like 
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Likeas Pharaoh by his unjuſt and outragious perſecuting of the chil. 


dren of God, made himlclfte ſo guilty of Gods wrath, that be defer- 


ved to be utterly deſtroyed, with the greateft part of his people : ſo 
alſo after their miraculous deliverance, whoſoever laboured cirther to 
hurt, hinder, or reſiſt them, did no lefle incurre Gods diſpleaſure and 


fierce wrath againſt them, wherewith they were conſumed: : whcr.ot 


the overthrow and diſcomficure of Amalech is a plaine example ; who, 
admit all the great wonders which God | had done for the Ifractites in 
Zgypt and in the red ſea ( whereof the brute being blowne into all 
corners of the earth, hee could not be ignorant;) yet was he fo ma- 
licious and fooliſh hardy, as ro take op. armour againſt them, and ro 
meet them to bid them battell ; but he and his wicked complices were 
by Zſhaah and his poore people ( though unwarliking. and nnacquain- 
red with ſuch ations, lately crept our of bondage , wherein they had 
been only exerciſed to: make mortar and bricke, and notto handic wea- 
pons) diſcomfited and overthrowne : for the Lord of Hoſts. ( who is 
the divider of viQories to whom he pleaſerth) at the fervent prayers of 
his ſervant Moſes , fought for them, to the confuſion of Ymalech and 
all bis traine ; and therefore he commanded Moſes to put this decd of his 
10 writing , as a thing worthy to be remembred ; who alſo ereed an 
Altar in the ſame place, for a perperuall monument. of ſo noble a vi- 
tory. | | 
6G Amalech , and-for the like finne, were Arad a King, of the 
Canaanites , Sehon King of. Amorites,.,and 0g King of Baſan, with 
their people and cities , -deſtroyed and. raſed  downe:; fo the M adi- 
anites enterpriſing to withſtand: the forefaid I{raclites, by the. wicked 
and pernicious counſell of Balaa,, were ſubducd. and put to the 
ſword, even five Kings of them , rogether., nor one. c{caping fave 
the young Virgins which had never committed; fornication. with 
man. aig! 'JS811 21:1 
After that the Children of Iſrael! had -continued a. ſeaſon peaceably 
in the Land of Canaan which the Lord had beſtqwed upon them , 
then did Zelon King of Moab riſe up, and ſubdued them by warre , 
and tyrannizedover them eighteene yeares. And although ir was Gods 
will that they ſhould be thus chaſtiſed ,: becauſe of their, corruption , 
and iniquity, neverthelefle this Moabite (his Rod) bee cauſed.(jn. rc- 
gard of his love to his people) to be. flaine by Ahrud an Ifracl;jte, as 
hee was taking his caſe in-his chamber. -lo like manner was his,wrarh 
Kirred up againſt 7abin King/of Aſor, who-had oppreſſed Iraglomenty 
yeares : whoſe army,though it was 'great and well appointed, was nat- 
withſtanding by Baraks handfull of men, under the conduct and rule 
of Deborah the Propbeteſſe , wondrouſly diſcomfired , in ſuch fort, thar 
of all the multieude there remained nor one that felc not the edge of the 
ſword, except Siſera their Caprtaine , who eſcaping from the batrell by 
betaking him to his heeles, turned inby chance into the houſe of a woman 
called hel , who hating him, as he flept, with a hammer faſtened a naile 
into his temples ; and thus eſcaping from thoſe whom he feared, he was 
murthered by her whom he truſted. And ſo this valiant warriour,as he was 
overcome in batte{l by rhe conduR of awoman, ſo was he put ro death by 
the hand ofa woman, F. 
at 
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That which happened to the Madianites in the time of Gideon, 1s admi- 
rable and very ſtrange ; wbo being furniſhed with a mighty army of ſoul- 
diers,with the Amalckites and other their Allyes, to deſtroy Iſrael,were ſo 
ſcarred and ſcattered at the ſound of the trumpers, and brightneſle of tor- 
ches of three hundred men at the moſt that were with Gideon, that through 
the marvellous aſtoniſhment they were in, they turned their blades into 
their owne boſomes, and murthered one another, till the greateſt part of 
them were deftroyedzand the reſidue being pur ro flight, and purſued by the 
men of Ephraim, two-of their Kings, Oreb and Zeb, were taken and 
{laine, 

A while aſter it cameto paſſe, that the Princes of the Philiſtims, who 
had oppreſſed the people ot God by the ſpace of forty yeares,being afſem- 
bled together w:th all their people in the Temple of Dagos their god,cven 
then when after their ſacrifices, they thought to make themſelves moſt 
ſport and paſtime with poorce Sampſon, whole eyes in mockery & contempt 
th. y had put our, were alrogether maſſacred by the fall of the houſe which 
Sampſox by his ſtrength pulled upon their heads : which was the greateſt 
overthrow that before times by his means they had received, 

In the raigreof Szw/King of Iſrael, 4gag King of Amalech,the poſte- 
rity of thoſ- that laid wait for Iſrael in the deſart, as they came out of 
Agypt,were by Sau{(following the commandement of the Lord) ſer upon, 
who running upon him and his people, made a great ſlaughter and butche- 
ry of chem, not ſparing man,woman,nor childe,butthe King onely,whom 
he tooke to mercy,and led captive,which he ought not tohave done, This 
Capraine being thus ſpared by one that was bur little better than bimſelf, 
could not ſo eſcape ; for the Prophet Sawwel became the executioner of 
Gods vengeance upon him, ſince See/ refuſed it,and with his own hand ſlew 
him,even then when he thought he ſhould live. 

A little while after, Goliah a gyant of the Philiſtims,who as well through 
the hugeneſſe of his ſtature,and ſtrength of body, as through the horrible 
cruelty which appeared in bim, 'ſeemed in mans eyes invincible , proudly 
and preſymptuouſly defied the army of the living God, offering and da- 
ring any one manof Lirael to enter combat. with him : This proud fellow 
was, rOtwithſtanding all bis brags, by young and unarmed David, ſave a 
little icke and a few flones which he had in his hands, vanqu:ſhed and 
crod under foot ; for he gave this great beaſt ſuch a knocke with one of his 
ſtones on the forchead, that at the firſt blow he tumbled bim groveling on 
the carth, and quick]y leaping upon him, canghr bold of his buge ſword, 
and therwithall cur off his monſtrous head : which the Philiſtims per. 
_ » turned their backes and fled, and were purſued and {laine by the 

raclitcs,

a3 N the time of 4chab, Benhadad'King of Syria accom- 1 King2o, 
&$ 5J panied with two and thirty Kings, came very proudly 
- againſt Iſrael, as it were in deſpight of God to bid 
&@ oY him battell, but it turned to his owne ſhame and con- 
Ay L&:/< lufion, being firſt diſhononrably pur to flight by 220 
SA {=&Y ſervantsof the Princes of Iſrael (a ſmall bandfull'ro 
\9 L=e2-9& A encounter ſo mighty anarmy:)and ſecond]y,returning 
to ſeeke revenge, found the loſſe of ro0000 forrmen 
at one clap, beſides 27000 which eſcaping by flight, were cruſhed in 
pieces by the ruine of a wall in the city Aphec. And fo this brave gallanr, 
that erſt bragged, that the gold and filver of Ifrael, yea their wives and 
childrenwere his, was now glad to fly for his life amongſt the reſt, and in 
his returne trohide himſelfe, all diſmaicd ina little chamber , and from 
thence (being adviſed thereto by his ſervants) to ſend to intreat Achab for 
his owne life, which a lictle before thongbt him ſure of rhe lives of all If- 
rac]. Yet forall this, ere long keeenterpriſed a new practiſe againſt the 
Prophet El;Fews, and beſieged alſo the ciry of Samaria fo long, thar cer- 
taine women (conſtrained by extreme famine) devoured rheir children : 
but inthe end he was compelled (through fearfull terror which God ſent 
into his army by the noiſe of infinite Chariors and Horſes which ſounded 
in their eares, as if ſome puiſſant hoſt of menof warre had been marching 
towards them) to forſake the fiege, and fleewith all his forces, leaving be- 
hinde them their tents, horſes, carriages, viAuals, and munitions, to be a 
prey for them that purſaed them not. And laſtly, falling ficke, Hazacl one 2.King.s. 
of his owne ſervants, that ſuccceded him inthe kingdome, to the end hee 
mightdiſpatch him quickly, and without rumulr, early in the morning 
rookea __ cloth dipt in water, and ſpreading it over his face, ſtifled him 
to death, | 
When the Moabires and Ammonites roſe up in arms againſt 7:hoſaphat 2.Ciron.30. 
King of [uda, as ſoone as this good King bumbled himſelfe together wich 
all his people before the face of God by faſting and prayer,forthwith God 
ſent ſuch a giddinefle of ſpirit amongſt his enemies, that they killed one 
another:and the men of Iuda without being troubled with fighting, gatbe- 
| 9 che ſpoile which they had ſcattered, and enriched themſelves with their, 
reliques, 
p 404 promoted in honour and credit above all the Princes of the E*-r7,% 5: 
Count of King Aſſerwe, conceived ſobeaſtly an hatred againſt the poore 
diſperſed Iewes (being at that time the only Church of God) thatmaliti- 
ouſly he conſpired, in one day todeſtroy and put to death the whole nation, 
to the very women and infants : and in accompliſhing this bis purpoſe, 
he mightily abaſed the authoriry of the King, whom befalſly informed, 
Thar this nation would not be ſubje& ro his ordinances and lawes which 
his other people were ſubje& unto ; and that therefore hee ought not to 
permit and ſuffer them any longer. But God that carrieth alwayes a 
watchfull cye over his Church, and knoweth how to breake and daſh wn 
C 3 the 
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the enterpriſes of his enemies, brought all this wretches purpoſes ro 
nought, by preſerving miraculouſly thoſe whom he would bave deſtroyed, 
and making him doe reverence to Xordecheus, whom. hee ſpecially ſfoughr 
to bring to infamy, and for whom he had of purpoſe provided a gibber 
ro hang him on, but was hanged thereon himlelfe, with ten of bis ſons 
beſide, all thoſe which'bad conſpired with him againſt the Iewes, were 
upon the ſame day which they had ſer downe for their mafſacre, by the 
kings commandement flaine by the hands of them whom they had appoin- 
red tothe (laughter. «+ 

Balthaſar King of Babylon, as he was feaſting among his Princes, com- 
manded amidſt his cups, the golden and filver Veſſels which Nebnchad- 
#e2z4r had takenout of the Temple of Icruſalem, to be brought, that 
both he, and his princes, and his wives and concuvines might dripke there- 
in, exalting himſelfe thus againſt the Lord of Heaven, and boaſting inhis 
idols of earth ; therefore God being ſtirred up to wrath againſt him, ap- 
pointed his deſtruRion even whileſt he thus dranke and made merry inthe 
midſt of his jollity, and cauſed a ſtrange and fearefull ſigneto appeare be- 
fore his eyes,a bodileſſe hand writing upon the wall over againſt the can- 
dleſticke ; the words of which writing portended the deſtruRion of his 
kingdome, which preſently enſued ; for the very ſame nighe hee was 
murthered , and the Scepter ſeifed upon by Dariws King of the

Antiochw,by firname Epiphanes,or Excellent (though by truerreport of 
pcople, contemptuouſly enticuled the Furious) King of Afia, being veno- 
mouſlly enraged againſt the Iewes, began at the firſt marvellouſly-toop- 
preſſe them, to rob and ſpoile their Temple, and to ilaughrer the people. 
About ten yeares after , deceiving the poore people with faire and ſmoorh 
words, coyers of moſt vile and wretched. treaſon, whileſt they imagined 
no miſchiefe, hee ſet upon them in ſuch cruell ſort, that the lofſe and 
deſolation which they endured at that time was ineſtimable , for beſides 
the deſtruQion of Ieruſalem their City, the ſlaughter of infinite multi- 
tudes of their people, and the captivity of women and infants ; as if all 
theſe were not enough, there was yet another miſcry to make up the full 
ſumme, worſe than all the reſt : which was this ; The curſed tyrant ſfee- 
ing his purpoſe not to take the full effe&t, commanded every where, That all 
his ſubje&s(I meane the Iewes) ſhould forſake and abjure the Law of God, 
and be united into one Religion with the Infidels. By means of which 
EdiQtheReligion of God was defaced; the books of his Law rent and 
burned, and thoſe with whom any ſuch books were found, rigorouſly pur 
to death : Which ſearefull cruelty when the Iewes perceived, it cauſed 
many of them to wax faint hearted, and to give themſelves over to wal- 
low in thedirty faſhions of the uncircumciſed Idolaters,and intheir mad- 
neſle to ſubſcribetothe unjuſt lawes of the vile monſter, Now after he had 
committed all theſe outrages, he was repulſed with diſhonour from the 
city of Elymais in Perſia, which he went about to ſpoile and rob,and forced 
to fly to Babylon;where after tidings of the overthrow of his two armies in 
Iudea,with griefc and deſpight he ended his dayes. 

Amtiochus the ſonne of this wretched father ſucceeding him as in his 
k1ngdome, ſo in wickedneſle, perjury and difloyalty ; when, tothe end to 


conſult about his owne affaires, he concluded a peace with the Iewes, and 
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by folemne oath as well of himſelfe as his princes, confirmed the free exer- -. 19 
cilcof their Religion: behold, ſuddenly he falfied bis plighred and (worne 
faith, and undid all that ever he had done , bur it was not long ere hee allo 
was overtaken by thearmy of Demetrin, and together with Lyſias his Go- 
vernour, put to death. 

Awhile after reigned Alexander his brother, who whileſt he was encom. 1.Macch.rr, 
bred with the troubles of Cilicia, that revolted from him, the King of 
Agypt his father in law came traiteroufly to foreſtall him of his kwgp- 
dome, tooke his wife, and gave her to his deadlieſt enemy, and afterward 
gave him batcell, diſcomfited his forces, and drove him to fly into Arabia 
tor ſafery ; where in ſtead of helpe, he found an hatchet ro chop off 
his —_ which was ſent for a Preſent to gratifte the King of Agvpc 
withall, 

Not long after, Antioch: his ſonne recovered the Scepter of his Father, :.Micch,r3, 
but alas his raigneendured but a ſmall ſpace ; for being yer but a yourg 
childe, hee was flaine by T7yphon in the way as he led him to warre againit 
the Iewes. And thus periſhed the curſed race of Antiorhas,which felt Gods 
wrath upon iteven in the third'generation. 

Antiochaus the ſonne of Demetrius (of whom mention was made bura 2-Macch.s, 
lictle before) after hee had chaſed 77yphon from the kingdome of Aha, 
which he uſurped, and broken the league which he had madewith the 
lewes, gave himſelfe who!ly ro worke them miſchiefe. Therefore com ming 
againſt Ieruſalem, he rooke it by force, commanding his ſouldiers ro pur 
alltodeath that were wirhin the ſame: ſo that withtn three days there was 
{uch a maſſacre of young and old men,women, and children, that the num- 
ber of the ſlaine aroſe to foureſcore thouſand carkaſſes. After this, baving 
executed many more villanies againſt this people, in ſo much as to make 
them renounce the law of God, putting them cruelly todeath that did nor 
obey his commandement, it came to paſſe, rhat this cruell ryrant was firſt 
of all put toflight by the inhabirants of Perſepolis a city of Perfia, for 
going about to rob their temple of rhetr treaſures : next endamaged by an 
overthrow of his army in Indza : which hee no ſooner underſtood, but he 
rooke counſell in his fury how to be revenged of Ternſalem, and belched 
forth bitter threars againſt it, But in the meane rime the Lord ſtroke him 
with a ſudden and incurable plague, and ſurpriſed him with a horrtble tor- 
ment of his entrails, Howbeit, for all this he ceaſed not his malftious en. 
terpriſe, but haſted forward his journey towards the Tewes with fuch ca- 
gerneſle, that in the way he fell out of his charior,and bruiſed fo his body, 

that ir became putrified and fo full of corruption, that very vermine ſcraw- 
led out thereof, and the rotten fleſh dropping piecemeale away, no man,no 
not himſelfe being able to endure the ſtinch thereof. Then was he conſtrat- 
ned in the midſt of his torments to confeſſe, that it was meet that he ſhould 
ſubmit himſelfunto God, that he which is mortall,cughe not roexalt him- 
ſelfe ſohigh,as to compare with the immortall God : and inthiseſtare this 
reprobate ended his wicked dayes by a ſtrange and moſt miſerable kind of 
death, :

Of thoſe that perſecuted the Sonne of God and hu Church. 


==F they who inthe law injured and perſecuted the Church 
ſe || of God, were puniſhed according to their deſerts, as we 
have already heard ; is it any marvell then if the enemics 
and perſccuters of our Lord and Saviour Chriſt Teſas, 
| which labour by all means rodiſcountenance and fruſtrate 

— bis Religion, and co opprefle bis Church, doe fecle the 
heavy and fearefull vengeance of God upon them for their very wic- 
kedneſſe and unbeliefe 2 No verily, for he that honoureth wot the Sonne, 
honoureth not the Father which ſent him, and is guilty therefore before God, 

Mar, 2, of impiety and prophanenefſe. From this hainous crime King Herod in 
nowiſe canbecxempred, that cauſed all the Infants of Bethlehem of two 
ycares old and under, to be cruelly murthered, in hope thereby ro put the 

This ex2mple true Meflias and Saviour of the world to death. For which deed, accom- 

yrs yo 4! panied with many other firange crueltics, as by killing the ordinary Iud- 

per on ae, © £es of the houſe of David, and his owne wife and children, this Caitife 
the ſixth com. wag tormented with ſundry intolerable griefes, and at laſt devoured by an 

_ cay-11, DOrribleand moſt fearefull death, For (as /oſephwreporterh) bis body was 

x7. Booke of beyled, and his bowels gnawne in two by a ſoft and flow fire, fretting in- 

the 1ewit® 2 wardly , without any outward appearatice of heate : beſides the rave- 
1171" nousand inſatiable deſircof eating , which ſo poſſeſſed him, that with. 
out chewing, his meat in whole Jumps deſcended into his body, devou- 

ring it ſo faſt as it could be throwne intohis mouth, and never ceaſing to 

farſe his greedy throat with continuall ſuſtenance : moreover, his feet 

were ſo ſwolne and puft up with ſuch a flegme, that a man might ſee 

through them ; his privy parts ſorotren and full of vermine,and his breath 

ſo ſtinking, that few or none durſt approach necrunto him ; yea his owne 

ſervants forſooke him. Now lying 1n this wretched pligbt,when this wic. 

ked man ſaw no remedy could be found to aſſwage his griefe, hee went 

about ro kill himſelfe,and being not able to performe it,he was conſtrained 

to cndure all the pangs of a motft horrible, lingriog,and languiſhing death, 

_ at laſt mad and miſcrable beſtraughr of ſenſe and reaſon, to end his 

ayes, 

Luke 9.7, As for Herod the Tetrarch, firnamed Antipas ( who to pleaſe Herodiae, 
had cauſed 1ohn Baptiſt to be beheaded ) when hee had likewiſe prepared 
ſnares for our Saviours feet, and being ſent to himby Pilate,to quit himſelf, 

This amps and gratific him withall, had jeaſted and mocked athim his belly full, 

iivore.be Deholdhis reproaches and mockes ( was he never ſo ſubtle) turned into 

longethrothe his Owne boſome : for firſt, after that his army had been diſcomfited by 
pa Engg the ſouldie1zs of King Arctes, whoſe daughter (in regard of Heredias his 

Lib 2.cap.29, brother Pbilips wife) he had repudiated ; a further ſhame and diſhonour 

os gr beſell him, even to be deprived of his Royall dignity ; and not only to

* his life, 


As 
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As couching Plate the governour of [udea, he did foexcell ia wicked- 

nefle and injultice, that notwithftanding the reſtraint of his owne con. 
ſcience, the law of civill equity, and the advertiſement of his own wile, 
yet he condemaned Chriſt Ieſus, the juſt and innocent, to the death of the 
croſle : albeit hee could not but know the power of his miracles, the re- 
nowne whereo! was ſpread intoall places. But cre long having been con- 
trained toerci# the image of rhe Emperour Caligulain the Temple of Ie. 
rulalem to be worſhipped, he was ſear tor ro make perſonall appearance 
at Rome, roanſwer to certaine accuſations of cruelty which were by the 
Iewes objeRed againft him: And inthis journey being afflicted in conſci. 
ence.with the number and weight of his miſdeeds, like a deſperate manr,to 
prevent the puniſhment which he fearcd, willingly offered violence to his 
owne life, and killed himſelfe. 

T he firſt Emperour that tooke in hand to perſecute the Chriſtians, was 
Nero the Tyrant ; picking a quarrell againft them for ſetting the Ciry on 
fire ; which being himſelfe guilty of, hee charged them withall,as deſirous 
to finde out any occaſion to doe them hurt : wherefore under pretence of 
the ſame crime, diſcharging his owne guilt upon their backs, hee expoſea 
them to the fury of the p-ople, that tormented them very ſore, as it they 
had been common burners and deſtroyers of Cities,and the deadlieſt exe- 
mi.s of mankinde. Hereupon the poore Innocents were apprebended, 
and ſome of them clad with skinnes of wilde beaſts, weretorne in pieces 
by dngges ; others crucified, or made bone-fires of on ſuch heapes, that 
the flame arifing from their bodies, ſerved 1n ſtead of rorches for the nighr. 
Toconelude, ſuch horrible cruelty was uſed towards rhem, that many 
of thei very enemies did pitty their miſerics, Butar laſt this wrerch, the 
cau'erof all, ſeeing himſelfe in danger to be murthered by one appotnted 
for char purpoſe(a juſt reward for hi- horrible and unjuft dealing)baſtened 
'bis death by killing bimſelfe, as it ſhall be ſhewed moreat [arge inthe (e- 
cond bouke,

ber : his body was buried without honour, his memory curſed to poſterity, £49: 


tian, whowas ſo pafe up and ſwolnewith pride,that hewould needs aſcribe 
uvato himſclie the name of God. Againſt this man roſe up hts houſhold 


and his enſignes and trophies throwne downe and defaced. 

Trajas, who albeit inall things, and inthe government of the Empire 
alſo, ſhewed himſelfe a good and ſage Prince, yet did hee daſh and bruiſe 
himſelfe againft this ſtone with the reſt, and was reckoned the third perſe- 


cuter of the Church of Chriſt:forwhich cauſe he underwent alſorh. cruell Dion, 


venzeanceof God,and felt his heavy hand upon him: for firſt he fell-into a 
palfie,and when hehad loſt the uſe of his ſences(perſwading himſelfe that 
he was poiſoned)gota dropſy alſo and fo died in great anguiſh. 38S 
Hadrian inthe ninth yeare of his Empire cauſed tenne thouſand Chri. 
ſtians tobe crucified in Armeniaat one time , and after that ceaſed nor to 
ſtirre up a very hot perſecution againſt them in all places. But God per{e- 
cuted him, and that to his deſtru&ion ; firſt withan iſſue of blond, where- 


with he was (o weakned and diſquieted, that ofrentimes be would faine Mandite7.h.s; 
have madeaway himſclfe: next with a conſumption of the lungs & lights, © 
which be ſpate out of his mouth continually ; and thirdly with an unfart- - 
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able dropfic:ſo that ſeeing himſelfe in this horrivle torment, he defired poi- 
ſon to haſten his death,or a knite to make quicke riddance , but when all 
thoſe means were kept backe, he was inforced to endure ſtill, and at laſt to 
dic ingreat miſery, | 

Whilcſt Marcus Antonia, firnamed Yerw, ſwayed the empire, there 
were exceeding cruclties ſet a>roach againſt the povore Chriſtians cvery 
where, but eſpecially at Lions and Vienna in Dauſphin (as Exſebivs in his 
Eccleſiafticall Hiſtory recordeth;) wherefore he wantcd nor his puniſh- 
ment, for he died of an Apopl.xy, after he had lien ſpeechleſle three 
dayes. 

Alas that Severus had proclaimed bimſelfe a profeſt enemy to Gods 
Church, his affaires began rodecline, and be found himſelfe peftered with 
divers extremities, and ſct upon with many warres ; and at Jength aſ- 
ſavltcd with ſuch an extreme paine throughout his whole body, that lan- 
guiſhing and con/um:ng,hedefired oft to poiſon bimſelf,and at laſt died in 
orcat diſtreſle, Y:tellius $ tnruinus One of His Licytenants inthoſe exploits 
became blinde : another called Claudius Herminianus Governou: of Capa- 
docia,. ho in hatred of his one wite that was a Chriſtian, had extremely 
afflicted many of the faithfu}l, was aftc rwards himſclte aft ted with the 
peſtilence,perſecured with vermine bred in his owne bowels, and devoured 
of thcm alive in mott miſerable ſore. Now Iying inthis miſery, he deſired 
not to be knowne or ſpoken of by any,lelt rhe Chriſtians that were letun- 
murthered, ſhould rejoice at his deſtruction, confefſiag alſo that thoſe 
plagues did juſtly berid- him tor his cruelties ſake, 

Decius,in hatred of Philip his prede ceflor that had made ſome profeſſion 
of Chriſtianity,wroughr tooth and naile to deſtroy the Church of Chriſt, 
uſing all the cruclties and rormenrs which his wit could deviſe, againſt all 
thote which before time had offcred themſelves tobe perſecuted. for that 
cauſe. But his devilliſh praiſes were cut ſhort by means of the war which 
he waged againſt che Scythians, wherein, when he had raigned nor full two 


' yeares, his army was diſcomfired, and he with his fon cruelly killed Others 


ſay,that toeſcape the hands of his enemies,be ran intoa whirlepit,and that 
his body was never found after, 

Neither did the jſt hand of God plague the Emperour onely, but alſo 
as well the heathen Genrilcs throughout all Provinces and Gominions of 
the Romane Empire. For immediately afrer the Ceath of this Tyrant, God 
ſent ſuch a plague and peſtilence among them, laſting for the ſpace of ren 
yeares together, that horrible it is to bheaze, and almoſt incredible to be- 
leeve. D-onyſizs writing ro 4zerax a Biſhopof Ai3vpr, declarcth the mor. 
tality of this plague to have bcen fo great at Alexandria, where hee was 
Biſhop, that there was no houſe in the whole city free. And although 
the greatneſſe of the plague tonched alſo the Chriſtiars ſomewhar, yet it 
ſcourged the heathen Idolaters much more : beſide that, rhe behaviour 
of the one and the other was moſt divers: for as the foreſaid Dionyſim doth 
record, the Chriſtians through brotherly jove and piety did not refuſe one 
to vifir and comfort another, and to miniſter to him what need required; 
notwithſtanding it was to them great danger; for divers there were, who in 
clofing up their eies, in waſhing their bodies, and interring them in the 
ground were next themſelves which followed them to their graves, Yet all 
this ſtayed nut chem from doing their duty, and ſewing mercy one to 
another. 
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another. Whereas the Gentiles contrarily being extremely viſited by the 2 
hand of God, felt the plague, but conſidered nor the ſtriker , neither yer ; 
conſidered they their neighbour, bur every man ſhifting for himſelfe, ca- 
red not for one another. Such as were infected, ſome they would caſt our 
of che doores halfe dead, to be devoured of dogs and beaſts ; ſome they 
let die within their houſes, without all ſuccor;ſome they ſuffered to lic un. 
buried, for that no mandurſt come neere them : and yer notwithſtanding, 
for all their voyding and ſhifting , the peſtilence followed them whither- 
ſever they went, and miſerably conſumed them. Infomuch that Dionyſix 
reporeth of his ownecity Alexandria, That there was not left inthecity, 
of old and young, ſo many as there was wont to be old men from three. 
ſcore yeares upwards. This plague, though it ſpred it ſelfe over the whole 
world, yet eſpecially it raged where the EdiQts of the Emperour had 
_ againſt the Chriſtians , whereby many places became utterly de- 
folate, | 

Y alerian, albeit in the beginning of his Empire he ſhewed himſclf ſom- 

what mild and gentle towards the profeſſors of religion, yet afterwards he 
became their deadly enemy z but when he had terribly perſecuted them in 
his dominions, it was not long ere he was taken priſoner in the Perſian 

wars, being ſeventy ycaresold, and made a flave to his conquerour all the 
reſt of his life : And whoſe condition was ſo miſerable, that Spor King of 1n theSermun 
Perſia uſed his backe as a blocke or ſtirrop remount upon his horſe. Yea *'*** _ 
hedealt ſocruelly with the poore old man (as Eeſebize teftifierh) rhat to FOſch Ri. Ec- 
make up the full number of his miſerics, be cauſcd him tobe fleine alive, c!2/47.c-30, | 
and poudred with ſalt. | ghct 

The like ſeverity of Gods tertible judgment is alſo tobe noted inGles- renric, de ty; 

iz his Prefident, and miniſtepof his perſecutions : for God gave him up #74: 
to be poſſeſſed and vexed of the Devill, in ſuch ſort, that biting off his 
owne tongue in many ſmall pieces,he ſoended his dayes. 

Neither did Galiens the ſonne of 7 alerian, after the Captivity of his fa- 
ther, utterly eſcape the righteous hand of God : for beſide the miſerable 

captivity of his father, whom he could not reſtore, ſuch ſtrange portents, 
and ſuch earthquakes did happen, alſo ſuch tumults, commortons,and re- 
bellions did follow, that Trebef;o doth reckon up to the number of thirty 
together, which at ſundry places, all at one time, tooke upon them to be 
Emperours of the Romane Monarchy : by the means whereof hee was not 
able ro ſuccour his father,though he would:notwithflanding the ſaid Go//- 
enus,beingas is thought, terrified by the example of his father,did retnove, Faſeb'l.7. c.13. 
orat leaſtwiſe moderate the perſecution ſtitred up againſt the Chriſtians, 
as it may appeare by his Edi& ſer forth in Exſtb;ae. 

Aurelian being upon point totrouble the quietof the thurch, which ic a 

while enjoyed under the Emperour Galien;even whilſt he was deviſing new 
praQtiſes againſt ir,a thunderbolt fell from heaven at his feet, which ſo 
amazed him,ther his malitious and bloud-thirſty mind was ſomewhat re- 
bated and repreſſed from doing that which he pretended ; untill thatretur- oi. 
ning to his old bent, and perſevering to purſue his purpoſe, when Gods \;-!: 
_— could not tertifie him, he ſtirred up his owne ſervants, tocut his 
throat, 

Diocleſian went another way to worke, for he did tot fet abroach all his 
praQiſes atone puſh, but firſt aſſayed by ſubrle means ts make thoſe that 


were 
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were inhis army to renounce their faith ; then by open proclamation com. 
manded, that their churches ſhould be rafed and beaten downe, their 
Refi. Bibles burned and torne in pieces : that they that were Magiſtrates,or bore 
any publique office in the commonwealth, if they were Chriſtians,ſhould 
be depoſed : and that all bondmen that would forſake their profeſſion, 
ſhould be enfranchifed. When hee had thus left no deviſe unpraQiſed 
that might further to aboliſh and deſtroy the religionof Chriſt, and per- 
ceiving that, notwithſtanding all his malice and cruel! rage, it every day 
(through the wonderfull conſtancy of Martyrs) increaſed and grew even 
againſt the haire , with very ſpightand anger he gave up the Empire, And 
laſtly, when he had been tormented with diverſe and ftrange diſeaſes,and 
that his bouſe had been ſer on fire with lightning,and burned with fire from 
heaven, and he himſelfe ſo ſcarred with thunder, that he knew not where to 
hide him, he fell mad and killed himſelfe. There was joyncd tothis man 
inthe government of the Empire, one Maximilian, whole crueity and ty- 
Mendat7. TanDy againſt the Chriſtians was ſo outragious alſo, that upon a folemne 
Gbacey1> feftivall day, when infinite numbers of them were aſſembled together ar 
Nicomedia, in a Temple, to ſerve God, he {ent a band of Atheiſts ro in. 
cloſe them, and burne the Temple and rhem rogether, as they indeed did : 
Euſeb.Hif. Ec- for there were conſumed at that bone- fire (as N:cephorus writeth) twenty 
SCN thouſand perſons. In like ſortdealt hewith a whole city in Phrygia, which 
after he had long beſieged, ber cauſed robe burnt to cinders, with all the 
inhabitanrs therein. But the end of this wretch was like his life, even mi. 
ſerable': for lying awhile ficke of a grievous difcaſe, the very vermine and 
ſuch horrible ſtinke came forth of his body, that for ſhameand griefe hee 
hung himſelfe. on A 4 Bhs. | 
Niteph,7 ans Maximinu that raigned Emperour in the Eaſt, was conſtrained to inter- 
ruptand make ceaſe his perſecution which he had begun, by means of a 
dangerfull and grievous ſicknefle, and to confirme a generall peace toall 

Chriſtians in his dominions,by publique Edias. « 

His ficknefle was thus : In the privy members of bis body, theregrew a 
ſudden putrifa&ion,and after in the botrome ofthe ſatnea botchy corrupt 
bile,with a fiſtula, conſuming and eating up his iatrails, out of che which 
came ſwarming an innumerable multitude of lice, with ſuch a peſtiferous 
ſtinke, rhat no-man could abide him ; and fo much the more, tor that all 
the groflenefſeof his body, by abundance of meat before he tell ſficke, was 
curned into fat ; which fat now putrified and ftinking, was ſo ug ſome and 
horrible, that none that came to him could abide the fight thereof;by rea- 
ſon whcreof the Phyſitians which had him in cure, ſome of them not able 
toabide the intolerable ſtink, were commanded to be {laine , other ſome, 
becauſe they could not heale him, being paſt hope, were alſo cruelly put to 
death. At length, being pur in reniembrance, that his diſeaſc was ſent of 
God, hee began to repent of the cruelty which he had ſhewed the Chriſti- 
ans,and forthwith commanded all perſecution toccaſe, 

But (alas) this peace was fo brittle, rhat it laſted but fix moneths for 
cventhen he ſought by all means poſſible againe ro tronble and diſquier 
theirreft, and ſent forth a new Edidt quite contrary to the former, impor- 
ting their utrer deſtrugion, And thus being nothing amended, but rather 

made worſe by his ſickneſle, it affailed him afreſh, in ſuch ſort, that every 
day growing in extremity, as he grew in cruelty, it at laſt brovght him hn 
is 
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his death, his carkaſle being all rotten and full of corruption and wormes. 25 
Saint Chryſoftome writeth) of bim, That the apple of his cye fell ont before TONY 
he died. _ \ {#538 ' Againit the 
Maxentis and Liciniws,the one Emperour of Italy,rhe other of che Eaſt, ——_ 
perceiving how the Emperour C onſtantine that raigned m the Veſt, was 
bad in great reputation, for maintaming the cauſe of the Chriſtians,began 
alſo to doe the like : but by and by their malice and hypocrifie diſcovered 
it ſelfe, when they undertook to trouble and aftiit rhoſe whom before 
they ſeemed to favour. For which cauſe Conſtantine taking arms againſt 
them, deſtroyed them both one after another ; for Maxentias thinking to 
fave himſelfe _—_ a Bridge on Tyber, was deceived by the breaking of the 
Bridge, and ſodrenched and drowned inthe water, L:ciniw was taken atid 
putro death. And thus two Tyrants ended their dayes, for perfecuting the 
Churchof Chriſt. | 
Inthe tenth yeare of the perſecution of Dzocleflan, Galerius his chiefe ranquei Core. 
miniſter and inſtrument in that praiſe, fell into a grievous {icknefle, ha- 
vinga ſore'riſen inthe neither part of hisbelly, which conſumedhis privy 
members, from whence {warmed great plenty of wormes engendred by the 
putrefaQtion: This diſeaſe could not be holpen by any Chirurgery or Phy- 
ſick:wherefore he confeſſed that it juſtly bappened unto him' for his mon- 
rrous cruelry towards the Chriſtians, and called in his proclamations h 
which he had publiſhed againft rhem. Howbeit notwithſtanding he died 
miſerably, and as ſome write ſlew himſelfe,

fire by the perſecution # Whereat the Emperour being netled, threatned 
him with dearh, and one of his chambcrlaines taunting him for his bold- 
refle, uſed him moſt curriſhly. But preſently as he went rethe Baths, to 
make them ready for the Emperour,, the band of God ſtroke him with an 
Apoplexy, that he fell downe dead intothe waters. 

Under the Empire of /z/ian the Apoſtate, all they that either conſpired 
or practiſed the death of Cyrilim a Deacon of Heliopolis, icituare neer to 
Libanus, came toa milerable cnd : for after that Conſtantine was deceaſed, 
by whoſe authority the holy Martyr had broken downe many of their Ima- 
ces and 1dolls, the abhominable Idolatcrs did not orely murther him, but 
alſo devoured his liver with bread, as if it had bcenthe ſweeteſt morſell of 
mezt in the world. But the all-ſeeing eye of God faw their villany, and 
his revengefull rod bruiſed them in peeces:: jor their teeth wherewiththe 
chewed that unnaturall food, fell all out of their heads 3 and their tongue 
wherewith they taſted it, rotted and conſumed to nothing , and laſtly,theix 
eyes which beheld it, failed them, and they became blinde. And thus were

At Tyre a City of Phoenicta,vnder the raighne of Diocleſian,many Chyi. 
ſtians that ſtoutly profeſled and maintained the Faith and Religion of 
Chriſt Jeſus, were after many tortures and deſtrucions, expoſed towitde 
beaſts to be devoured, as Beares, Libards, wilde Boares, and Buls: the (a- 
vage baſts, though made fierceand furious by fires and ſwords, yet (I know 
not by what ſecret inſtin@,) refuſed once to touch them, or to come necre 
chem, but turned their teeth upon'the Infidels that were without, and came 
fo ſet them on upon the Saints, and tore many of them in pieces in their 
fteads. Howbeit, although they upon the jawes of wilde beaſts, yet 
they eſcaped nor the fwords of them rbat were more ſavage than any bea fs: 
and though thebowels'of Beares refuſed ro entombe them, yet were they 
intrombed inthe flouds , and crowned with the Crowne of ſacred martyr- 
dome. ; | 

Procefim and\ Hartians, Keeper of the Priſon wherein the Apoſtles pe- 


* Fer and Pas! were incloſed at Rome, ſeeing the miracles which were 


wrought by their hands, believed in. Chriſt, and together with feven and 
forty other priſoners were baptized. Vhich when Paulinw the Judge per- 
ceived, hee injoynedrhetn to lay aſide their conſcience, and. offer ſacrifice 
to Idols.” But they,readier to obey God than man, could neither by threats 
nor violence bee brought to it; bnt.choſe rather to bee beaten with clubs 
or conſumed with fire , or ſcourged' with- Scorpions, as the 7: were, than 
to yeeld todeny their Maker, by doing worſhip to devilith and mon- 
firous 1dols, But that Judge the procurer of thezr martyrdomes, ſhortly 

' after becamehimſelfe an obje& of Gods wrath 3 when his,eye-ſighr fai- 
ledhim , and an evill ſpirit ſo poſſefſed and, tormented him, that inthe 
extremity of terrours and griefe,be breathed out ere long his laſt and miſe- 
Nicephorws reporteth , How the Emperour Trajen having Cauſed five 
holy 
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holy Virgins to be burned, for ſtanding in the profefſion of the Truth, 
commanded certaine Veſſels ro be made ef rheir aſhes mingled with 
brafſe, and dedicated them to the ſervice of a publique Bath ; bur the 
Bath thar before time inſtilled a wholſome and healchfull vapour iints 
mens bodies, now became pernitious and fatall unto them : for all that wa- 
ſhed themſelves therein, felt preſently ſuch a giddineſſe intheir braines, 
and ſuch a dimneſſe of fight, that they fell downe dead forthwirh : The 
cauſe of which miſchiefe being perceived by Trajan, he melted againe the 
Virgin-moulded Veflels, and cre&ed five ſtatues to the honour of rhein ; 
lochoaking as it were one ſuperſticion with another, to his owneeternall 
infamy and diſgrace,

Agapitm a young man of fifreene yeares of age, being apprehended by pergem.ib.s, 


the inhabitants of Preneſte, and grievouſly rormented, for refufing rooffer 
ſacrifice to their Idols ; and when all would not ſerve ro ſhake the foun- 
dation of his Faith (which was bnilded upon a Rocke) hee was'con- 
demned and execured to death : For, being firſt ſcourged with whips, 
then hanged upby the fect ; after having hot ſcalding water poured ppon 
bim, at laſt hee was caſt unto wilde beaſts. With all which tormentes 
deing not rerrified, nor yet diſpatched, finally had his head cur off. Bur 
behold, the Iudge called 4ntiochae, that pronounced the fentence, fell 
downe from his Throne beforethe face of the world,even whilſt the young 
man was inthe midſtof his trormenrs,and by his example made knowne to 
all men, how odious ſuch cruell perſecutors are in the fight of Him that 
judgeth the Earth, and controlleth the mighty Princes and Potenrares of 
the ſame. 
In the Empire of «/ia» the Apoſtate the Lord fentſuch horrible earth. 
uakes upon the world, that what for the fall of houſes, and raptures of 
fields, neither ciry nor countrey was ſafe toabide in : beſides, ſuch an ex. 
treame drouih dryed up the moiſture of the carrh, that viduals were very 


geaſon and deere, Theſe plagues Theodoret avoncheth to have fallea upon Lib4.ca.4; 


the world for the impiety of I#/a , and the miſerable perſecution of 
Chriſtians. = 


The Emperour Gallus had good ſucceſſe in his affaires whilſt he abſtai. Exſcb.bh.o, 
ned from ſhedding the blond of the Chriſtians ; bur as ſoone as hee gave #2 


himſelfe over unto that villany, his proſperity, Kingdome, and life-dimi- 
niſhed and decreaſed at once : for within two yeares he and his fonine Y 9. 


lefianus, in the warre againſt «&mylian, were both flaine, through the 


defeRion of his ſouldicrs, who in the point of neceſſity forſooke him, 
Beſide, the Lord in his time ſent upon the Provinces of Rome ageneta[l 
and contagious peftilence, which laſted whole ten yearcs without inter- 
miſſton,to make ſatisfaRion for the much innocent bloud' which was ſpit- 
ledamongſ them. ine Þ us &/H 


Arnolphu the fourcſcor'th Emperour raged like a Tyrant againſt all Philis oelen, 
men, bur eſpecially againſt thoſe that profefſed the Religion and'name of ey R oe 


Chriſt Ieſus : for which cauſe the Lord ftirred up a woman the witc of cbrox;pcion, 


Guido, to miniſtergnto him the dregs of his wrath iti a poyſoned cup \; by 
means whereof ſuch a rottenieſſe poſſeſſeqall his members, thar lice and 
wormes iſſuing out continoally; hee died moft miſerably in Orenge, a city 
of Bavary,the twelfth yeare of his raigne: *

Paalw Diaco- Awutharis the twelfth King of Lombardy forbad childrentobe baptiſed

To conclude, there was never apytbar ſet themſelves againſt the.Chyrch 
of God, but God ſt himfelfe againſt them by ſame notable judgewent;fo 
that ſome were murthered by their ſubjets, ax Baſe King of the Vandales ;

= Y how much the offence of the Iews was more hainous ; 
\{ not onely in deſpiſing and refeRing the Lord of glory, 
9] whom God had ſent amongſt them for their ſalvation, but 
alfo in being ſo wicked as to put him to death;by ſomuch 
&} the more hathGod beſtowed his fearfull indignation upori 
b= Sea! them': as at many other tines, ſo eſpecially by that great 
calamity and deſolation which they abid at their laſt deſtruQion, begun 
by Yeſþaſian, and perfefted by Titw ; which was ſo great and lamentable, 
asthe like was never heard of nntill this day : for if the ſacking and over- 
throw of Ieruſalem, then when 1eremy the Prophet ade his booke of 
Lamentations over it, was repured nor UrRySUs than the ſubverſion of 
Sodome, which periſtied ſuddainly, how | 


much morerhen is this laſt de- 
ſtru&ion without all Opry reaſon of thoſe horrible and firage 
miſeries, which were there both ſuddainly & in continuance of time com- 


mitted ? Neither truly is there any Hiſtory which containerh a deſcrip- 
tionof ſo many miſerics as this doth:as it may appeare by loſephw record 
of it, For aftet that they had been aftlifted in givers countries, and toffed 
up and downeby the Deputies a long while, there were flaine at Czfarea 
 Inoneday twenty thouſand : At Alexandria another time fifty thouſand : 

at Zabulon and Joppe eight thouſand and foure hundred, beftdes the bur- 
ning of the two Towns : at Damaſcus ten thouſand that had their throats 
cut. As for Jeruſalem, when it hada longtime endured the brunt of the Joſeph of th 
warre both within and without, it was pinched with ſo fore a famine, that TE of the 
the dung of Oxen ſerved ſome for meat : others fed upon the leather of old Iew3l,z- 
ſhooes and byckles; and divers women were driven to the extremity tO7;4.6.cop.56 
boyle andeat their owne children : : Many thinking to fave their lives by £3b-7..7.8. ! 
flying tothe Enemy,were taken and lit in pieces, in hope to finde gold and ©*.6.cap-1fe 
filver in their guts ; in one night two thonſand were thus piteoully dealt 
withall; and at the laſt the whole City was by force taken, and the ho 
Temple conſumed by fire. And this in generall was the miſerable iſſue of 
thar lamentable warre: during which, fourſcote and ſeventeen thouſand 
lIewes were taken Priſoners,and eleven hundred thouſand flaines for within 
the city were incloſed from the beginning to the ending; all thoſe rhat were 
aſſembled together from all quarters of the earth, to keep the Paſſeover , 
as their cuſtome was. As touching the priſouers, ſome were carried to 
Rome in triumph ; others were here and there maſſacredat their conque- 
rors wils:ſomes lot it was to be torn in pieces and devoured of wild-beaſts; 
others were conſtrainedto march in troops againſt their fellowes, and Kill 
one another as if they had as Allwhich evils COTE

for the deſpight and fury which: they uſed towards the Sonne of God and 
our Saviour 3 -and that was the cauſe wby he, foreſeeing this defolation, 
wept over Jerufalew, and ſaid, Thats Jhould be beſieged on every fide, and 
raſed tothe ground, and that net one floxe ſhould be left npon another, becauſe it 
knew not the time of ber viſttation, Likewile ſaid he tothe woman that bewai- 
ted him as he was led to the Crofſe, That they fſhenld nor weep for him, but for 
themſelves andtheir children, becavie of thedayes of ſorrow which were to 
come, wherein the barren and thoſe that had no children, and the dngs that 
never ſuckled ſhould bee counted happy. Se borrible and pitifull was 
the deſtruQion of this people, -that God would nor ſuffer any of bis owne 
children to bee wrapped in their miſeries, nor to perifh with this perverſs 
and unbelieving Nation: for.( as Esſcbias reporteth) they were a little be- 
fore the arrival! of theſe miſchicfes,advertiſed from heaven by the ſpeciall 
providence of God, to forfakethe City, and retue into ſome far Coun- 


[© try where none of theſe evils might come necr them. The re! iques of this 


wretched people that remained after this mighty tempeſt of Gods wrath, 
JIE diſperſed and ſcattered throughout all nations under beaven, beeing 
ubje@ to thera with whom they ſojourned, without King, Prince, Judge, 
or Magiſtrate to lead and guide them, or to redrefle their wrongs; but were 
Fs at the diſcretion and . commandement of .the Lords of thoſe 
Countries whereinthey made their abode 3 ſo that their conditionand kind 


of life is 2t this day ſo vileand contemptibale.( as experience fheweth)that 
nonation in the Word is balfe ft £2 pI 15 a manifeſt badge of 


$ vengeance yet abiding upon them... 
And yet for Nithis, thef diſperſcd reliques ceaſed not to vomit out the 
foan of their malice againſt Chrift, it being ſo deep rooted an evill, and 
ſo inveterate,that rime nor reaſon could revoke them from it. And no max- 
vell, ſeeing thar God uſeth ro punith the greateſt ſinnes with other ſinnes, 
as with the greateſt puniſhment: ſothey having ſhut their cyes to the lighr 
when it ſhined among them, are now given over toa reprobate and harde- 
ned ſence , otherwiſe it were pot poſſtble they ſhould remain ſo obſtinare. 
Andalbeit e God bethanked) we have many converts of them, yct I dare 
ſay for the moſt part, they remain in malitious blindneſle, barking againſt, 
and deſpighting both our Saviour himſelfe, and all that profeſſe his name, 
although their puniſhments have been ſtill according to their deferts : as 
by theſe examples following ſhall appeare. 
The Jewes of Inmeſter, a Towne [ying betwixt Calchis*and Antioch, 
beinguponatime celebrating their accuſtomed playes ard feaſts, - in the 
midſt of their jollity, as thetr uſe is, they contumeliouſly reviled not only 
Chriſtians, but even Chriſt himſelfe: for they got a Chriſtian childe, and 
bung him upon a Crofle, and after many, mocks and taunts, making them- 
ſelves merry at him, they whipt kim to death. VV hat greater villany could 
there be than this > Or wherein conld theſe Devils incarnate ſhew forth 
their malice more apparently than thus ? not content once to have cruci- 
fied Chriſt the Saviour of the World, but by imitation 10 performe it 
againe 3 andas it were to make knowne, that if it were undone, they would 
doe it : Soalſo handled they a boy called Simeon, of two years and an halfe 


2ab.3}ncez13 018, in the yeareof our Lord 1476. and an another in Fretulium five years 


after that. But above all, they wafſacred a poore Carpenters ſon in Hun- 
gary in hatred of Chriſt, whom they fallly ſuppoſed to bee a Carpenters 


ſon : 
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ſon: for they cut in two all his veines, and fuckt qut his bloud with quills, 31 
And being apprebended and tortured, they confeſſed thar they had done» ** 
the like at Thirpa foure yeares before; and thatthey could not be without 
Chriſtian bloud, for therewithall they anointed their Prieſts, But at all 

theſe times they ſuffered juſt puniſhment for being ſtill raken, they were 
cither hanged, burned, murthered, or put to ſome other cruell death, at 

the diſcretion of the Magiſtrates. Moreover, they would at divers times 

buy the Hoſt of ſome Popiſh Prieſt, and thruſt 'it through with their 
knives, and uſe it moſ deſpightfully. This did one Eleazarm.in the yeare 

of our Lord 1492, the 22 of October, but was burnt for his labour ; and 

cight and thirty 2vanother time for the fame villanie, by the Marqueſle 7o- 
achings : for the caitites would ſuffer themſelves to be baptiſed for none 0- 

ther end, but more ſecurely to exerciſe their villanies. 

Another Jew is;recorded in the yeare of our Lord-1 47 to.have ſtolnthe g2p yedin, 
picureof Chriſt out of a Church, & to havethruſt it through many times /ib. 3.c«p.6. 
with his ſword, whereopt, when bloud miraculouſly iſſued,: hee amazed, 
would have burned it,bur being raken in the manner,the Chriſtians ſtoned 
him to death. ' Thetruth of which ſtory, though I will not ſtand to avow, 
yet I doubt, not but it might betrue, conſidering that either the Devill 
might by his cunning ſo foſter and confirme their ſuperſtitioa, or rather 
that ſeeing Chriſt is the ſubze& of their religion as well as of ours, though 
after a corrupt and facrilegions forme; and that the Jew did not ſo much 
2ime at their ap C71 at Chrifg the fabje@ of i, the Lord might ſhew a 
miracle, not to eſtabliſh their errour, but to confound the Jews-impiety, 
eſpecially in thoſe young yeares of the Church 

In our Engliſh Chronicles are recorded many hiſtories ofthe malitious 
praQiſes of the Jews againſt Chriſtians, in batredot Chriſt JefusonrSavi- 
our, whom they in contempt call our crucified God; and eſpecially rhis 
devi:liſh practiſe was moſt frequent amongſt them here in Engiand, as in 
Germany, France, and other places where they were ſuffered ro ighabue 5 offi 
namely every year to ſteale ſome Chriſtian mans childe from the parents, * , 
and on good Friday to crucifie him in deſpight of Chriſt and Chriſtian 
religion. Thus they ſerved a childe at Lincolne named Hugo, of ninc years 
of age, in the yeare 1255, inthe reigne of Hewrythe third, and another at (efrenſ; 
Norwich about the ſametime z having firſt circumciſed him and detained Fiore hiftor. | 
him awhole yeare in cuſtody. Inwhich two facts they were apprehended ; 
and at Lincolne rhirty two of them put to death, and at Norwich twenty, 
But this was not all the puniſhment that they endured : as they proceeded 
and increaſed in their malice againſt Chrift and his religion, ſo he procee- 
ded in vengeance and indignation againſt them : Firſt therefore at the co- 
ronation of Richard the firſt, whereas ſome of them preſumed to enter into 
the Court-gate contrary tothe Kings exprefle commandement, a great tu- 
mult ariſing thereupon, a number of them were flaine, and their houſes 
fired in the City of London, by the raging multitude - and from thence the 
example ſpred into all other countries of the Land : forthey following the 
example of the Londoners, havocked, ſpoyled, killed, and fired as man 
Jewes as they could come by ; untill by the Kings Writs unto the Sheri 
of every County the tumult was appeaſed, and ſome few of the principall 
authors and ftirrers of this ontrage eres And it is to bee noted, that 
this yearethe Tewes held for their Iubilie, but it turned to them a fears 
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.riasdid more confidently afl 
ſo dying manseare, Beleewe in Ieſw of Nazareth whom our princes crucified, for 


*Y'* be ſball come to judge thee in the latter day: All which declareth how impious 
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of confuſion: Neither were they thns maſſacred onely by the Chriſtians, 
but they becarhe butchers of themſelves alſo : For in the City of Yorke, 
when as they had obtaitied the occupying of a certaine Caſtle for their 
preſervation, and afterward were not willing to reſtore it torhe Chriſti- 
afis againe, and being ready to bee vanquiſhed; and offering much money 
for their lives, when _—_ would not be accepted, by the counſel) of an 
old Jew among them,*every onewith a ſharpe raſor cut anothers throar, 
whereby athoufand and five hnndred of them were at that preſent deſtroy- 
ed. At Notth-Hampton a number of them were burnt, tor enterprizing 
to fire the City with wilde-fire, which they had prepared for that purpoſe 
befides many grievous impoſitions and taxes which weye laidupon them. 
Atlaſtby King Edward the firſt they were utterly baniſhed this Realme of 
England, in the yeare 1291 : For which deed the Commons 'gave unto 


 theKing a Fifteen, And abont rhe ſame timealſo they were baniſhed our 
© of France for the like praQices; and fill the wrath of God ceaſcth not to 


puniſh them inall places whereſoever they inhabit. 

' "But that their Impiety may bee yet more diſcovered, I will here ſer 
downe the confeffion of one of their own Nation, a Jew of Ratisbone con- 
verted to the Faith, one very $kilfoll in the Hebrew tongue, This man 
being asked-tmany queſtions about their ſuperſtition and ceremonies, an- 
ſwered very fitly : and being demanded, why they thirſted fo after Chri- 
ſtian mens bloud > He {aid it was a myſtery $4” nom ry tothe Rabbines 
and higheſt perſons ;but that chis" was their cuſtome he knew, when any 
of them was ready to dye, a Rabbine anointed him with this bloud , uſing 
theſe ot ſuch like words : If hee that was promiſed in the Law and Prophets 
hath truly appeared, and if this Teſus crucified bee the very CMeſfias, then let the 
bloud of this innocent man that diedin his Faith, cleanſe thee from thy ſins, and 
help thee to eternall life. Nay '- 6 apps afirmeth, That the Jews of Tybe- 

rme itthan thus : for they would whiſper into 


they areto goe againſt their owne conſcience, and upon how fickle ground 
all their Religion ſtandeth. :

| S the Religion of Chrift hath beene hitherto cru- 
7 clly crofled and beſieged by the mightieſt captaines of 
= this world (as hath been partly declared) ſo it hath not 
, -S been any better entertained by the Potentates of this 
/N /4\ age, that ceaſed not to diſtnrbe the quiet,and purſue to | 
ACE death the lives of Gods children for their profeſſions 
& ſake and to bring them utterly to ruine:to addreſle all 
the engines and ſubtiltics of their malicious and wicked ccunfels, without 
teavine) any one device unthougbt of that their wit could imagine, or their 
| power 
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power afford ; they joyned craft with force, and vile treaſon with hortible 
cruelty, Oey toſypprefle the truth, and qrench that faire and cleere 
light, which God after long time of blindnefſe and ignorance,had cauſed 
of his infinite mercy to ſhine upon us, Their fires were kindled every 
where with the bones of Martyrs, whileſt for the ſpace of forty yearcs or 
thereabours they never ceaſed to. burne- thoſe that were followers of that 
way. Now whea they ſaw thatall their butcheries and burnipgs were not 
able ro conſume this holy ſeed, bur that the more they went aboart to 
choake it, the more it grew up and increaſed, they tooke another conrle, 
and raiſed up troubles and ſeditions inall quarters,as ifby that means they 
ſhould attaine the end of their purpoſe, Hell vomited up all her Furics of 
warre,the wholecarth was in a tumult, young and old with tooth and nayle 
were imployed toroot out the-Church of Chriſt,bur God ſtretching forth

der the paſſage of the Goſpell, had bis owne tongue ſo ſwolne, that it Rop- 


ped his owne mouth , thatbefore bis, death. he could neicher ſwallow nor 
ſpeake,and ſo through faminedied in great deſpaire.

John d: Roma (hould be apprebended, impriſoned, andby procefle of law 
condemned. Which newes when the Caitife heard, he fled backe as faſt as 
he could trot to Avignion, there purpoſing to recreate and delight him- 
ſelfe with the excrements of his oppreſſion and robbery which hee had 
wrung out of the purſes of poore people : but ſee how contrary to his hope 
it fell oat ; for firſt he was robbed of his evill gotren goods by his owne 
ſervants ; and preſently upon the ſame he fell {icke' of ſo horrible and 
firange adiſeaſe, that no ſalve or medicine could be found roafſwage his 
paine ; and beſide it was witball fo loathſome, that a man could not en- 
dure his company for the ſtinke and corruption which iſſued from him. 
For which cauſe the white Fryers (his Cloyfteres) conveyed him out of 
their Covent into the hoſpirall, where iocrea(ing in ulcers and vermine, and 
being become now odious, nor onely toothers, but to himſelfe alfo, hee 
would often cry, either to be delivered from his noyſomnefſe, er to be 
flaine, being defirous, but not able ro performe the deed upon himſelfe. 

And thus in horrible rorments and moſt fearful! deſpaire he msſt miſcra- 
bly died. Now being dead, there was none found that would give Sepul- 
rure to his rotten carkaſſe, had not a Monke of the ſame Order dragged the 
carrion into a ditch,which be provided for the purpoſe. 

The Lotd of Reveſt, whoa whilc ſupplied the place of thechiefe Prefi- 
dent in the Parliament of Provence, by whoſe means many of the Faith- 
full were putto death, after hee was pvt beſide his office, and returned 
home unto his owne houſe, was attached with ſo grievous a fickneſſe, and 
ſuch furious and mad firs withall, that his wife ns ncereſt allyance not da- 
ring to come neer him, he like a frantick bedlam, enraged and ſolitarily en- 
ded his life, 6.) 

A Counſellor of the ſame Court called Belemort,was ſohor and zealous 
in proceeding againſt the poore priſoners forthe VVord of Gods ſake, that 


to theend to packe them ſoone to the fire, he nſually departed nor from the 


Iudgement Hall jſrom morning to evening, but cauſed his meat and drinke 
to be brought ſor his meales, returning nor bome but onely at night to 
take his reſt, But whileft he thus ſtrongly and endeavourouſly imploy- 
ed himſclfe about theſe affaires, there began a little ſore toriſe upon his 
foor,which at the firſt being no bigger, than if a waſpe had ſtung the place, 
grew quickly ſo red and full of paine, and ſo increaſed the firſt day by ranc- 
kling over all his foor, and inflaming the ſame, that by the judgement of 
Phyfitians and Chirorgions, through the contagious fire that ſpread ir 
ſelfe over his whole body, it ſeemed incurable, except by curting off his 
foor, the other metnbers of the body might be preſerved : which he inno 
caſe willing to yeeld unto, for all the mcdicines thatwere applyed untoit, 
found the ſecond day his whole leg infeted,and the third his whole thigh, 
and the fourth day his whole body, infomuch rhat he died the ſame day, his 
dead body being all partched as if it had been roſted by a fire, And thus he 
that was'ſo hor-ih burning poore Chriſtians, was himſelfe by a ſceret 
flame of Gods wrath;as by flow and foft fire}burned & conſumed to death.

Inthe yeare of our Lord 15 27, there was one George Halaa Saxon, Mi. Luther. 
niſter of the Word and Sacraments, and a ſtout profeſſor of the reformed 
Religion, who 7, tor that cauſe ſent for ro appeare before the Archbi- 
ſhopof.Mentz at Aſchaftenburge, was handled on this faſhion: they took 
away his owpe horſe, and ſet him upon the Archbiſhops fooles horſe, and 
ſo ſent him back homewards,conduQted by one appointed for the purpoſe : 
who not ſuffering him to ride the common and beaten way, bur leading 
him a new courſe through uncoth paths, brought him into an ambuſh 
of theeves placed there by the Biſhops appointment, who ſer upon him 
and murthered him at once; but it is gotoriouſly knowne, that nor oneof 
that wicked rabble came to a good end, but were conſumed one after

In 
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Hiſtory of 
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lna city of Scotland called Fanum Ianius, the chiefe mart towne of 
thatcountiey, foure of the chicfeſt citiſens were accuſed by a Monke be. 
fore the Cardinall, for interrupting him in a.Sermon,and by him condem- 
ned to be hanged like hererickes, when no other crime could belayd to 
their charge, ſave that they deſired the Monke totie himſelte ro his cexr, 
and not torove upand downe as he did, without any certain ſcope or appli- 
cation of matter. Now as they went ro cxecution, their wives fell downe 
at the Cardinals fect, beſecching and intreating pardon for their husbands 
lives : which he was ſo farre from granting, that he accuſed them alſoof 
hereſic , and eſpecially one of them (whoſe name was Helene) for hee 
cauſed her young infant tobe pulled out of herarmes,and her to be pur to 
death with her husband, for ſpeaking certaine words againſt the Virgin 
Mary, which by no teſtimonies could be proved againſt her. Vhich 
doome the godly woman taking cheerfally , and defiring to hang by 
ber husbands fide, they would not doe him the leaſt favour, butdrow- 
ped her in a river running by, that it might be truly ſaid, rbat no jor 
of mercy or compaſſion remained in them, Barere long the cruell Car. 
dinall found as little favour at another butchers hands, that flew 
him in his chamber, when hee dreamed of nothing lefle, and in his 
Cardinals robes hanged him over the wall to the view of men. And 
thus God revenged the death of thoſe innocents, whoſe blouds never cea. 
ſed crying for vengeance againſt their murtherer, untill he bad juſtly puni- 
ſhed him in the ſame kind, and after the ſame faſhion which he had dealt 
with them. 

Of this Cardinall,called David Beton, Buchanan reporteth many ſtrange 
aQs of cruelty, both in the Common-wealth of Scotland, in matrers of 
State, as al{o in the Church, in queſtions of Religion : how he ſuborned a 
falſe teſtament in rhe dead Kings name, whereby he would have creared 
himſelf chicfe Governour of the whole kingdome, had not his knavery bin 
ſoon detefted : and how he ſet many together by theeares,of the chiefeſt 
ſorr, not caring which of them ſooneſt periſhed, ſo that they periſhed ; 
gluttivg himſelfe thus with bloud : But amongRall his cruelries, the leaft 
was not extended towards the profeflors ofthe Goſpell, whom heendea- 
voured by all means pofſible,not ro ſuppreſſe onely, bur even utterly ro ex- 
tinguiſh: Many he pur to death with fire,divers he forced to revolt with ex- 
freame torments ; and many he puniſhed with baniſhment: among whom 
was George Buchanan, the reporter of this hiſtory ; whobeing taken and im- 
priſoned, eſcaped through a window,whileſt his keepers flept, out of this 
Lions jawes. Among the reſt there was one George Sephecarad, a molt lear- 
ned and ſincere Preacher of the word of God, in whom his {avage cruelty 
was moſt cminent:This manabiging at one lobu Cockburys houſe, a man of 
no ſmal reckoning & account, about 7 miles from Edenborovgh,was firſt 
ſent for by the Cardinall,& after being not delivered, hetogether with the 
Vicegerent,beſer all che paſſages that he mighr not eſcape; lo that Cockburn. 
was conſtrained todeliver him intotheir hands,upon the aſſurance of Earle 
Bothucl,who promiſed coprote& him from all injuries : Howbeit notwith- 
Randing the Earles promiſe, and the countermand of the Vicegerent, 
refuſed to meddle with that innocent man,yea and gave command, That no 
proceedings ſhould be made againſt him , yet the blondy tyrant condem- 


_ ned him tobe pur todeath, &alfo cauſed che condemnation robe exccuted:

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and that which doth more aggravate his cruelty, he cauſed a place to be 
prepared for him and his company, hung with tapeſtry and filke, very 
ſumptuouſly, that he might be a joy tull ſpe@atour andeye-witneſle of his 
torments: But marke how the juſt vengeancee of God ſhewed it ſelfe eveti 
inthar place: for,as it is in the former ſtory, not long after, this vile bnt- 
cher was murthered in his owne houſe, by the conſpiracy of Normans Le- 
flies, ſontothe Earleof Rothuſia, who early in a morning ſurpriſed his 


porters, and all his ſervants, in their fleepe;and murthered himrin his bed 


that had murthered ſo many Chriſtians: and to ſtop the rage and fury of 
his friends, hung out his body for a ſpectacle unto them in the ſamie place 
where a little before he had with ſuch triumph beheld the tortures of that 
guiltlefle Martyr: Infomuch that almoſt all did not only acknowledge the 
juſt view of Gods judgement herein, but alſo remembred the laſt words of 
that conſtant Saint, who being ready to give up the ghoſt, urtered this 
ſpeech in effect ; Herhat fitrerh and beholdeth us ſo proudly in that high place;

ched Chancellour of Norwich, who after he had tneſt rigorouſly condem- 
ned and mnrthered a number of ſimple and faithfull ſervants of God,was 
ſuddenly ftricken with death even as he was fitting in his chaire. . 
The like alſo fell upon Berry, Commiſſary of Norfolke, another 
bloudy perſecutor 3 who foure dayes after Queene Marierdeath having 
made a great Feaſt, whereat was preſent oneof his concubines ; -as he was 
comming home fromthe Church, whete he bad miniftred the Sacrament 
of Baptiſme , fell downe ſuddenly tothe ground with a heavy groane; and 
never ſtirred after, thus ending his miſerable life without any ſhew of re-

So DoRor Geffrey Chancellor of Idinbwyther of the fame. ſtampe, 
was ſuddenly ſtricken with the mighty hand of God in the midſt of his

- he was thus ſtricken, he had appointed to call before him ninety poore

Door Foxford,Chancellor to Biſhop Srockeſiey,dyed alſo ſuddenly.So 

did Inſtice Lelox4the perſecutor of one leffery Hurſt. by

that priſon for Religion, dyed very miſerably, being ſo ſwollen, that 

he was more like a monſter than a man, and fo rotren within that ho 
man could abide the fmell of him.

- Alltheſe almoſt, with many mere which I could recite,dyed ſuddenly, 
being moſt cruell and horrible perſecutors of the flockeof. Chriſt. Many 
there were, which though they eſcaped ſudden death, yet did not aveid 


' a moſtmiſerable and wretched end. ' In the number , whereof I may place 


firſt Alexander the Keeper of Newgate, together with his fonne in law 
lohn Peter , of whom mention was made betore ;: Alſo Maſter Woodroofe 
the Sherifte. of London, -who uſed to rejoyce at the death of the poore 
Saints of Chriſt, and would not ſuffer Maſter Rogers, going to his Mar- 
tyrdome,.to ſpeake with his- children : 'this man' lay ſeven or eight yeares 
bed-rid, having one halfe of his. body all benummed, and. ſo-.conti- 
nued till his-dying day. Alſo one Burton the Baylifte of Crowland in 
Lincolneſbire, who having been a Proteſtant in outward ſhew in King 
Edwards dayes, as ſoone as Queene eHary was quietly ſeated inthe king- 
dome, becamevery earneſt in ſetting up the Maſle againe, and conſtrai- 
ned the Curate by threats to leave A Engliſh Service, and fay Maſle. 
This blinde Bailifte not long after, as hewas riding with one of his neigh- 
bours, a Crow flying over his head, let her excrements fall upon his face, 
the poyſoned tinke and favour whereof ſo annoyed bis ſtomacke, that he 
never left vomiting untill-he came home, and there after certaine dayes, 


with extreame pom of yvomiring; crying and curſing the Crow,deſperate- 


ly bedysdw Fany token of 'repentance. Alſoone Robert Baldwine,who 
wn ricken with lightning, at the taking of William Seamen,pined away 
and dyed. . Robert Blomfield a ſo, Bailiffeto Sir 10hn Ierning hams,after be had 
proſecuted one Maſter Browne, pined away both in his goods and body,by 
aconſumprionof both. .: / 

"William Swallow the cruel! tormentor of George Bgles, was ſhortly after 
plagued of God, that all the haire of his head, and nailes of his fingeys and 
toes went off ; his eyes were well neere cloſed up, that he could ſcant ſee; 


| his wife was alfo ſtricken with the falling fickneſle, with the which malady 


ſhe was never infeRed before. 
Laftly(to omit many others)one Twiford is not to be forgotten ; who in 
King Hemries dayes was a buſie doer in ſettingup ſtakes for the burning of 


 poore Martyrs: and ſeeing the ſtakes conſume {o faſt, provided a big tree, 


_— off the top,and ſet it up in Smithfield, ſaying,/wil have a take that 
fhal{hold, Butbehold Gods hand 3 before ever that tree was conſumed, the 
ſtate of Religion turned, and be fell into an horrible diſeaſe, rotting alive 
above the ground before he dyed, 

Beſides theſe, many there were that hanged themſelves. As for ex- 
ample, one Clarke an open enemy to the Goſpell in King Edwards dayes, 
hanged himſelfe inthe Tower. So did Pavier tl;e Towne: Clarke of Lon- 
don, another bitter enemy-tothe Goſpel]. So didthe fonneof one Lewar 
a husbandman, that mocked and ſcorned at the holy Martyr Maſter Zat#- 
mer, being dead; and that at the ſame houre, as neereas could be gathered, 
whilft his father was railing upon the dead Martyr. So did Henry Smith 
a Lawyer,wtio having been a Proteſtant,became a Papift. Others drowned 

themſelves 3 as namely Richard Long at Calice, in King Herrytheeights 
dayes. lohn Plankney a Ecllow of New Colledge in Oxford, inthe yeare of 
c | our 
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our Lord 1 566. Andone Laningtona Fellow of the ſane Colledoe, ina

Others were ſtricken with madnefle : inwhich, ranke place firſt Juſtice 
Morgan, of whom wee made:mention a little before: - Theng a She- 
riffes ſervant that railed upon Tames Abbes a godly Martyr, as he was go- 
ing tobe burned 3. ſaying, That hee was an Heretique and a. mad man; 
but as ſoone as the fire was put to. the Martyr , (fuch was. the fearefull 
firokeof Gods juſtice upon him) -he was there, preſently in. the fight of 
all the people ſtrickenwith a frenzy, crying out aloud, that James Abbes 
| was ſaved, but he was damned ; and ſo continued till his dyingday, So 
likewiſe one W:il;am a Student in the inner Temple, in the midſt of his 
wn againſt the Goſpell of Chriſt and the Profeſſors thereof, fell ſtarke 
mad, 

Many other examples of the like kind I could here adde, but he that de- 
fireth to know and read more thereof, let hina have recourſe unto the latter 
end ofthe Ads and Monuments ofthe Engliſh Church,where he ſhall find 
a whole Catalogue of ſuch like examples. 

The overthrow of many mighty ones. in our Age, ſerve for a looking- 
glaſſe to repreſent the h io exploits of the wonderfull judgements which 
the King of Kings hath ſent upon thoſe that have in any place or countrey 
whatſoever, reſiſted and ſtrove againſtthe Truth: whereof ſome after great 
viderice, which by thi Brno Dre I Ve iathe 
mannaging of rheir affajres, have archieved, by a perverſe and overthwart 
end,contrary to their former proſperity,have darkned and obſcured the re- 
nowne and glory of all their brave deeds;their good report dying with their 
bodyes, and their credit impaired. and buried with them in their graves. 
Others in like manner havipg addreſſed all their forces, and laid their bat- 


tery, and placed all their Pieces and Canons againſt the wals of Sion, and ' 


thinkingto blow it up and conſume it to aſhes, have made many breaches 
into the ſides thereof, yea they have ſo bent all their ſtrength againſt it, and 


affHiced it with ſuch outragious cruelty, and unmercifull effufton of bloud, 
chat it is pitifull and lamentable to remember; howbeit after all their po- - 


licies and practiſes, their courage hath been at length abated, and them- 
ſelves raked one after another our of this world, with manifeſt markes ofthe 
juſt vengeance of God upon them. For though it may ſeem for atimethat 
God flepeth and regardeth not the wrongs and opprefſions of his ſervants, 
yet he never failethtocarry a watchfull eye upon them, and. in his fitteſt 
time to revenge himſelfe upon their enemies.

which kinde of fine may be commirred after two farts , either through 
infirmity and feare, or willingly and with deliberation ; when not being 
preſſed or conſtrained thereto by any outward means, a man doth cleere]y 
and of himſelfe abandon and forfake the true Religion, romarch under the 
banner of Satan and Antichriſt; And this is alſo of. two ſorts : either 
when a man dah ſimply forſake the profeſſion of the Tyugh, to follow. ſu- 
perſticion and Idolatry, without atremptiog any thing Sefide che-meere 
deniall of his Faith ; or when affer bis revolt he profe not onely the 
contrary Religion, bur alſo cndeavoureth;himſelfe by al] means poſſible ta 
advance ir, and ro oppreſſe and lay:fiege ro the doatine of Gods Teath in 
- thoſe that maintaine the ſame. By this it appeareth that there are three 
kindsof Apoſtaſic ; one as it were inforcedand compelled, rhe ſegond vo-

luntary, the laſt both voluntary and malitious : which though they be all 
very bainous end offenſive in the ſight of God, yer the ſecond and third 
ſort are moſt dangerous,and of them alſoone more huretull and pernitious 
than the ocher,as we ſhall perceive by that which followeth, Now as all 
theſe kinds are different one from another, ſo will reterre the examples of 
each ſort to his ſeverall place; that the efficacy thereof may be the better 
perceived, And firſt of thoſe which have fallen away through feare and 
infirmity, and afterward in order of the reft, Arthough that they whoby 
the conceit and feare of tortures preſented before their eyes, or of ſpeedy 
and cruell death threarned againſt chem, doe decline and ſlide backe from 
the profeſſion of the Goſpell, may prerend for excuſe the weakenefſe and 
feeblencfle of rhe fleſh, yer doubtlefſe they are tound guilcy before the 
throne of God, for preferring the love of this tranſitory and remporary life 
before the zeale of his glory, and the honour which is due to his onely be- 
gotren Sonne, eſpecially at that timewhen they are called our of purpoſe 
by their Martyrdome to wirneſle his ſacred truth before men, and he deſi- 
reth moſt ro be glorified by their free and conſtant perſeverance thercin : 
ro the which perſeverance they are exhorted by many faire promiſes of 
eternall life and happineſle : and from the contrary terrified by threats of 
death and confuſicn,and upon paine to be diſcharged from the preſence of 
Chriſt beforc God, becauſe they have denied him before men : which is 
the miſery of all miſcries, and the greateſt that can happen to any man; 
for what ſhall become of that man whom rhe Sonne of God doth not ac- 
knowledge 2 Now to prove that God is indeed highly offended at this 
faint-hearted cowardlinefle, he himſelf hath made knowne unto us, by the 
puniſhments which divers times he hath ſent upon the heads of ſuch of- 
tendors, As inthe time of rhe Emperour Yalerian the eighth perſecutor of 
the Church, under whoſe perſecution albeir that many Champions beſtir. 
red themſelves moſt valiantly in that combat of Faith , yet there wanted 
not ſore, whoſe hearts failing them, and who in ſtead of mainraining and 
ſtanding for their cauſe tothe death, as they ought ro have done, retyred 
and gave up themſelves ro the enemy at the firſt aſſault. Amongſt the num. 
ber of which doubty ſouldiers, there was one that went up intothe Capi- 
toll atRome, in that place where upiters Temple inold time ſtood, to ab- 
jure and recant Chrift and his profeſſion: which he had no ſooner done, bur 
he was preſently ſtrucke dumbe , and fo was juftly puniſhed in that very 
member whetewith he had offended, | , 

A woman likewiſe having renounced her profcſſion, and feeling in her 
ſelfe noremorſe of conſcience for her fall, went as ſhe was wont to doe in 
the time of her reſt and proſperity, to the Bathes and Hor. houſes tore» 
freſh her ſelfe, as if all had had gone well with her , but ſhe was ſo ſeiſed 
upon and poſſefled by an evill Spirit, that in ſtead of pleaſure, which ſhe 
fought for, ſhe fell to lamenting, and tormenting her owne fleſh, and chopr 
in pieces wirh her dainty teeth her rebellious rongue, wherewich ſhee had 
ſpoken wicked words, and diſhonoured God, and taſted meats offered ro 
Idols : and fo this poore wretch, whereas ſhe ſhonld have waſted ber ſelfe 
in teares of true repentance, and inthe true bath of grace and mercy, be- 
cauſe ſhe had more care of cleanſing her body from filth, than her foule 
from ſinne, became corrupr and filthy both body and foule, by the meanes 
of thatuncleane ſpirit which God had given power to affli& her : and 
armed 
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armed ber owne mouth,which had taſted, chewed, ard {wallowecd that cur- 
ſed food, furiouſly to riſe againſt her ſelte tro deſtroy her : ſo that ſhe be- 
came ber owne murtherer, for ſhe ſurvived nor !ong, by reaſon that her 
bowels and intrails were cho-ked up tothe throat with pane. 

Another woman well ſtricken in yeares, that in like manner had revo]- 
red from the Truth, rthruft her ſelfe notwithftanding into the aſſembly of 
the Faithſul), as they were receiving, the holy Sacrament, Burt that holy 
food which nouriſhed the ſoules of them that beleeved,turned to her bane 
for ſhe found there in ſtead of peace, a {word , in ſtead of nouriſhment, 
deadly and mortall poiſon ; in ſuch ſort, that immediately after the receir 
of that holy Supper, ſhe began ro be marvellouſly troubled and vexed in 
ſoule, and felt the hand of God fo heavy upon her for her offence commir- 
red in denying her Saviour, to ſhun her perſecution, that trembling and 
ſtamping ſhe fell downe dead. 

Therewas alſo in like mannera certaine man,that having renounced his 
faith, did notwirhitanding preſeor himſelte at the celebration of the holy 
Supper, preſuming ro come and eat at his Table, whom he had alittle be- 
foredenicd ; but receiving into his hand part of the Sacrament as well as 
the ref}, and thinking to put it into his mouth, 1t was turned into athes: 
whereapan he ſtood amaſed and confounded in himſelfe, God manifeſtin 
in him, rhat he that revoked his faich, and recoiled from Chriſt Ieſus, 
Chriſt Ieſus would recoile from him, and give him over to death, by depri- 
ving him of his grace,and ſpoiling him of che power of his quickning and 
ſaving Spirit. 

Theſe are the fearefull examples of Gods TIuagements, which Saint 
Cyprian reporreth to have lighrupon Backſliders in his time; adding more- 
over, that beſides theſe, many were poſſefſed of devils, robbed of their 


wits, and inraged with fury and madnefle, and all for this offence of Apo- 


ſtate. 


Amongſtall the examples of our age,of Gods ſovere juſtice upon Apo. Sidez hut, r: 


ſtares, the example of Francs Spicraan lralian Lawyer, a man of credit and 
authoriey in his countrey, is moſt pirtifall and lamenrable : who having 
embraced rhe true Religion with marvellous zeale,and made open profefſi. 
cnof the ſame, feared nor ireely rodeclere his opinion of cvery point of 
Do&rine chat came in queſtion, and grew in knowledge cvery day more 
and more. But it was nor long ere he was complained of tothe Popes Em- 
baſſadour ; which when he underſtood, and ſaw the danger wherein he was 
likero fall, after he had long debared and diſputed the matter in his owne 
conſcience, the counſell of the fleſh and worldly wiſedome prevatling, he 
reſolve at laſt to goc to the Embaſſadour, to the inrent ro appeaſe his 
wrath,and doewharſoever he ſhould command. Thus comming to Venice, 
and overruled with immoderate feare,he confeſled that he had done amiil&, 
and craved pardoa for the ſame, promifing ever after to be an obedient fab- 
ject tothe Popes Lawes: and that which 1s more, when it was enjoyned 
him, thar at his returne home he ſhould in his owne countrey openly recant 
his former profeſſion, he refuſed nor, but performed his recantarion in due 
fort, But irchanced very ſoone after, that this miſerable man fell ficke of 
body and foule, and began todeſpaire of Gods mercy towards him, His 
Phy brian perceiving his diſpoſition, judged, that the cauſe of his bodies 
diſeaſe, was a vehement conceir and thought of minde ; and therefore 
gave 
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gave advice to miniſter counſel! ro his troubled minde very carefully, that 
the cauſe being raken away, the effe& alſo might fſurceaſe, To this end 
many learned men frequented him every day,recalling into his minde, and 
laying open before him many expreſle places of Scripture, touching the 
greatneſſe of Gods mercy. Which things he avouched to be true, but ſaid 
that thoſe promiſes pertained not to him, becauſe he had renounced Chriſt 
leſus, and forſworne the knowne truth, and that for this cauſe nothing was 
prepared for him but hell fire, which already in ſoule he ſaw and felc ; I 
would (ſaid he) willingly, if it were poſſible, love God, bur it isaltogether 
impoſſible, I onely feare him without love. Theſe and ſuch ſpeeches uſed 
he with a ftedfaſt countenance; neither did his rongue atany timerun at 
randome, nor his anſwers favour of indiſcretion or want of mcmory ; but 
adviſ.dly warned all that ſtood by to take heed by his example, how to 
liſten too much to worldly wiſedome,eſpecially when they ſhould be cal- 
led before men to proſeſle the Religion of Chriſt, And lying 1a this ex- 
tremity, he refuſed all manner of ſuſtenance, rebuking and being angry 
with his ſonnes that opened his mouth to make him ſwallow ſome food to 
ſauſtaine him; ſaying, Since he had forſaken his Lord and Maſter, all his 
creatures oughr to forſake him ; I am affraid of every thing, there is not 
a creature that hath not conſpired to worke my deſtruQion : let me die, 
ler medie, that I may goe and feele that unquenchable fire, which alrea- 
dy conſumeth me, and which I can by no means cſcape. And thus hee 
died indeed, pined to death in deſpaire and horrible torment of con- 
ſcience. | 

Nichomachus a man that ſtoutly profeſſed Chriſt Ieſus in proſperity, be- 
ing bronghr to his tryall at Troas, aud pur into torments. he denied him ; 
and being delivered by that means, conſented to offer ſacrifice unto Idols. 
Bur as ſoone as he had faniſhed his ſacrifice, he was hoiſted up by the ſpiric 
of darkneſſe,whoſe darling now he was and daſhed againſt the earch:ſo thar 
his teeth biring his prophane tongue(wherewith he had denied his Savior) 
1n two, he died incontinently, 

Tameru a profeſſor of the true Religion, was ſeduced by his brother to 
cleave unto Popery,and tc forſake his firſt love: but for his defeion from 
the truth, the Lord gave him up intoa reprobare ſenſe, ſo that falling into 
deſpaire he hung bimſelfe. 

Richard Denton a Black (mith dwelling at Wc-ls in Cambridge: ſhire, ha. 
ving been a profeſſor of the Goſpell aforetime , when Will;am Woolſey Mar- 
tyr (whom the ſaid Dexton had firſt converted from the Truth) ſent him 
certaine meney out of priſonat Ely, with his commendations, That hee 
marvelled he tarried ſo long behinde him, ſeeing he was the firſt thatdeli- 
vered him the booke of Scripture into his band, and told him that itwas 
thetruth : his anſwer was this, I confeſle it is true, but alas I cannot burne. 
But he that could not burne in the cauſe of Chriſt, was afterward burned 
againſt hiswill ; tor in the yeare 1564 bis houſe was fer on fire, and whileſt 
he went to ſave his goods, he loſt his life, 

There was alſo one Burton Baylife of Crowland in Lincolne- ſhire,who 
prerending ancarneſt friend ſhip to the Goſpell in King £dwards time; af- 
ter the Kings death began [uſtily to ſet up the Popiſh Maſle againe, and 
would have beaten the poore Curate, if he had not ſctled himſelfe there- 


AQ and Mo- tO: but ſee how the Lords judgement overtooke him ; as he came riding 
243+ from Fennebanke one day, a Crow flying over his head, let fall herexcre- 
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ments upon his face, fo. that it ranne from the top of his noſe downe tohis FO 
beard, the poyſoned ſent and ſaveur whereof ſo annoyed his Romack, that +3 
he never ceaſcd vomiting untill ke came home : and after falling deadly 
licke, would neverreceive ally meat, but vomited till, and complaining 
of that ſtinke, curſing the Crow that had poyſored him:tobe ſhore, within 
few ” - be died deſperately,withourt any token of repentance of his for. 
mer life. | | 

Hither may we adde the examples of one Henry Swith a Lawyer of the Atsand Mo: 
micdle Temple, and Arnoldas Bomelixs a Student of Lovaine ; both which = <% 
having profeſſed the Truth a while, and after being ſeduced by evill com- 
pany,the one of Gi/ford, the other of Maſter Tilemar, Smith afterward han- 
ged himſelfe in his chamber in the Temple,in the yeare of our Lord r 5 69. 

Bomelizs raurthered himſelfe with his owne dagger. And thus theſe two 


Avpoſtata's felt the heavy ſcourge of Gods wrath, for revolting from the 
Truth which they once profeſſed,

Pn" LW EF Fe If the inhabitants of any city bave turned fromthe Lord, to 
follow after ſtrange gods, let them be deftroyed with the edge of their ſword, and 
their city conſumedwith fire, that they way be utterly raſed out and brought to ns - k 
thing. This was the finne of So/omon King of Iſrael (a brave and mighty i Kingit, 
kingdome in his time) a man ſubje& to none for power, nor fearing any for 
authority : yet for all this, ſo filthily recoyling trom the Truth which hee 
knew and had profeſſed, that in ſtead of ſerving the true God, he became a 
ſetter up of falſe Idols, and that of his owne free will and pleaſure:he that 
had been ſo well brought up and inftruted from his childehood in true 
Religion by his Schoolmaſter the Prophet Nathan, into whoſe charge hee 
wascommitted ; and (o ofren and earneſtly admoniſhed by his father Da- 
vid, to obſerve diligently the law of God, todire& his wayes thereby : and 
whom God vouchſafed this honour, to appeare twice unto, and tocnrich 
and adorne with ſuchexcellent wiſedome, that the Queene of Saba hea- 
ring his report, came to Ileruſalem to be his auditor : even this So/omon in 
his old age, when he ſhould have been moſt tedfaſt and conſtant, ſuffered 
himſelfe tobe ſeduced by the enticements of his ſtrange wives and concu- 
bines,to offer ſervice unto ſtrange gods, and to forſake the God of Heaven, 
toworſhipthe Idols of the Gentiles, And as his renowne was great and 
famous before for building that ſumptuous and beautifull Temple at Ie- 
ruſalem; ſo was his obloquy and reproach the greater, for ereQing Alcars 


and Chappels for the Idols of his wives and concubines,even for every _ 
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50 of their 1dols, tothe intent to flatter and pleaſe their humors : it was ther- 
fore juſt and equall, that the Lord (his wrath being provoked againſt him) 
raiſed up two ſtrong enemies that wrought him and his people much 
ſcath. Yea moreover [eroboam,one of his owne ſervants (whileſt hee yet 
lived) was by the ordinance of God deſigned King over ten Tribes : and 
ſo God puniſhed him for his Idolatry and Backſliding, leaving him bur a 
ſmal portion of the kingdome to continue to his ſucceſſors : which, had 
it not been for his father Davids ſake, had been alſo raken away, Ir is true, 
That we read not thar he ever hindred the ſervice of the Temple, or com- 
pelled or perſwaded any man to worſhip an Idoll ; yet he did enough to 
make him culpable before God of a grievous finne, in that he being the 
head and Soveraigne Magiſtrate of the people,committed ſuch wickednes 
and ſuch Apoſtaſic in Iſrael : befide, it is a marvellous 04K. png. that 
in all his Hiſtory there is not ſo much as any token mentioned, or tobe ga. 
thered of his true repentance after this notable fall. And hee that well 
weigherh the nature and quality of this finne, ſhall perceive that it ſome. 
what reſembleth that which is ſpoken of, Heb. 6.ver,4,5,6: for Solomon was 
not ſo ignorant and deſtitute of the knowledge of God, but rather had the 
treaſure of wiſedome in fulnefſe and abundance,and was endowed with the 
gEifrs and graces of Gods Spirit, that he was able to. inſtru others, and 
to diſcharge a Doors place inthe Church, as he alſo did both by word 
and writing, And although ther the Sonne of God was nos as then yet 
manifeſted in the fleſh « yet the power and efficacy of his death being ever. 
laſtivg, and from the beginning, whereof the Law with the ceremonies 
and ſacrifices thereof, wasas it were a Schooletnaſter,could not be hidden 

Itizmanif-& from him : Therefore ſo ſoone as he addicted bimſclfe to his Idolatry, he 

thars-'*mer forthwith abandoned the holy ordinances and ſacrifices of Gods Law, and 

bar is quitted himſelfe of the promiſe of ſalvation therein contained , diſanul- 
ſaid, rharGod Jing and making of none cffe, as concerving himſelfe, the grace of the 

_ "m >< Mediator, ordained from the beginning : ſo that his downfall was terrible 

he was a pen and perillous. Yet there be that thinke that after all this he wrote the booke

th dly, b-> Roboam his ſonne ſucceeded him, aswell in the likenefle of his fione, as 

can be? of his kingdome: for after that the Prieſts and Levites forſaking the pare 

Chriſt. of Tereboam becauſe of bis Idols,and leaving their houſes and poſſeſſions ro 

> Chron13« ſtrangers, had made repaire tohim, for feare of God, and love of his holy 

ſervice, and that he had diſpoſed and put in order his publique affaires, 

_ for theratifying and confirming of his kingdome; preſently he and all bis 

people forſooke the law of God, and gave themſelves over to Idolatry and 
Other grieyous (innes : wherefore the Lord alſo forſooke and gave them 
over tothe hands of Ceſac King of Agypr, that raiſed apa mighty power 
of men, evenathouſand and two hundred chariots, threeſcore thouſand 
horſemen, with an infinite multirude of footmen to make warre againſt 
bim : ſothar all che ſtrong cicies and fortrefles of Indab, no nor Teruſalem 
it ſelfe, was ſtrong enough torepulſe him from ſacking and taking them, 
and robbipg the Temple of their treaſures,and deſpoyling the Kings pala- 
ces of his riches, and carrying backe into Egypt a rich prey of the beſt 
and beaurifulleſt things that were therein, And rhis was the farſt ſhake that 
ever this kingdome received fince it was a kingdome, whereby it began to 

waine 
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waine and decline. Notwithſtandieg all this,yet the Lord had compaſſion I 
and pitty of him and all his people, and would not ſuffer his dignity ro be I 
troden under foot and quite ſuppreſſed, but reſtored him once againe into 

an honourable eſtate, becauſe when he was reproved by Semezathe Propher; 

he humbled himſelfe before the Lord,and his Princes alſo: which is a ma- 

feſt ſigne, that his finne was not an uaiverſall Apoſtaſie, whereby hee was 
wholly turned aſide from God and all hope of grace;bur it was a particular 
revolr,ſuch as was that of his forefathers,the children of Iſrge], when they 
imagined that God would be preſent with them in rhe idolatrous golden 
Calte,and in that figure to worſhip him, ſo groſſe and ſenceleſſe were they : 
although yet Roboams {in ſeemeth to exceed theirs in greatneſle and guil- 
tineſle, 

The Iewes that in the time of Prolomey Philopater abode in Agypt, and 
willingly renounced the law and ſervice of God, in hope thereby better to 
provide for their worldly commodities, enjoyed not long theireaſe and 
proſperity : for the other Iewes which had couragiouſly ſtucke to their 
profeſſion, and had been miraculouſly delivered from their enemies, beipg 
grieved and chaſed at rheir recoyle, made their ſoupplications to the King 
(whoſe heart God inclined to favour their ſuit) that be would permit them 
to revenge Gods quarrell upon thoſe Apoſtates as they had deſerved : al- 
ledging, that it was hard for them to be true ſubjes tothe King, who for Machab.z. , 
their bellies ſake bad rebelled againſt the commandement of God. The 
King ſeeing their requeſt reaſonable, and their reafons whichthey alledged 
likely, not onely commended them, but gave authority todeſtroy all thoſe 
that could be found in any placeof his dominion, withour any further en. 

uiry of rhe cauſe,or intelligence of the Kings authority ; inſomuch thar 
they put to death all thoſe that they knew to have defiled themſelves with 
filthy Idols,doing them before, all the ſhame they could deviſe, So that at 
that time there were diſpatched above three hundred perſons:which when 


they had accompliſhed they rejoyced greatly, 
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CHAP XVII. 


Gf the third and worſt ſort of Apoſtates, thoſe that 
through malice forſake the Truth. 


Sq @XF ſobe that they of whom we have ſpoken in the two 
\ former Chapters, arc in their revoltings inexcuſable 
8=- \» (as indeed they are)then much more worthy condem- 
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RL) Sf I8E4 nation arethiey, who not only in a villanous contempt 
Is -\ Caſt away the graceof Gods Spirit, and his holy wor- 
W441 © ſhip , but alſo of a purpoſed malice ſet themſelves 
: & againſt the ſame, yea and cadeavour with all their y 
power,utterly torace and root it ont,and in ſtead there- 
of to plant the lies, errors, and illafions of Satanby all means poſſible. 
Againſt this kindeof Monſters ſentence is pronounced inthe thirteenth 
of Dentrenomy;to wit, That juſtice ſhould beexecuted upon them with all 
extremity, and no mercy and DD ſhewed upon him, be he Prophet 
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or what elſe, that goeth about to ſeduce others from the ſervice of the Al- 
mighty, to follow falſe gods. This is the pitlall wherein 7eyoboarn the firſt 
King of Iſrael ſlipped by the perverſeneſſe of his owne conſcience,who as 
he bad by his rebellion againſt Rehoboam and the houſe of David, upreared 
a new kingdome ; ſo by rebellion againſt God and his Houſe (in hope by 
that means toretaine his uſurped ſtate and people in ſubjeRion)-upreared 
alſo anew Religion : for diſtruſting the promiſes of God which were made 
him by the Prophet 4h1as as touching the Realme of Iſracl, which be was 
already li poſſeſſion of, and deſpiſing the good counſell of God,inreſpe& 
of his owne inventions,he was ſo beſotted and bleared with them, that juſt 
after the patterne of his idolatrous forefathers, who by their Agyprian 
tricks had provoked the wrath of God againſt rbemſelves,he ſet up golden 
calves,and cauſed the people to worſhip them, keeping them ſo from going 
to leruſalem toworſhip God : nor yet content with this, hee alſo ereed 
high places to ſet his Idols in , and having reſtrained the Prieſts and Le- 
vites from the exerciſeof their charge, hee ordained a new order of Prieſts 
to ſacrifice and miniſter unto his gods, and proclaimed a newer feaſt than 
that was in Inda; even the ſeventh day of the eighth moneth : wherein he 
not onely exiled the pure ſervice of God, bur alſo perverted and turned 
upſide downe the Ecclefiaſticall diſcipline and policy of Gods Church, 
which by the Law had been inftieuted. And that which is yet more, as he 
was offering incenſe on the Altar ar Bethe], when the Prophet cryed out 
againſt the Alrar, and exclaimed againſt that falthy Idolatry, by denoun- 
cing the vengeance of God againſt it, and the maintainers thereof, he was 
ſodeſperate and ſencelefle, as to offer viotence to him, and tocommand 
that he ſhould be attached, but the power of Gods diſpleaſure was upon 
him by and by : forthat hand which he had ſtretched out againſt the Pro- 
phet,dried up, ſorthat he could not draw it backe againe ; and at the very in- 
ſtant, for a manifeſt declaration of the wrath of God, the Altar rear in 
pieces,and the aſhes that were within were diſperſed abroad. And although 
at the prayer of that holy man,his hand was reſtored to his former ſtrength 
and ſoundneſſe, yet returned not he from his unjuſt and diſloyall dealing, 
but obſtinately continued therein till his dying day. Wherefore alſo the 
fierce wrath of God hunted and purſued him continually : for firſt of all, 
hewas robbed of his ſonne 464, dying through fickneſſe : then he was 
ſet upon by CA6ia King of Iuda, with an army of foure hundred thouſand 
men of warre: and though his power was double in ſtrength and number, 
ariſing to eight hundred thouſand perſons, yet was he and his vaſte army 
quite diſcomfited : for he loſt at that field five hundred thouſand of his 
men, beſide certaincities which were yeelded to 44/4 in the purſuit of his 
victory : his courage was ſo abated and impoveriſhed ever after this,thathe 
could uever recover ſtrength to reſiſt the King of Iudah any more: And ſo 
God revenged at once the Apoſtaſic both of the King and people of I(rael, 
and laſt of all ſo ſtrucke him after, that he died. | 
Ioram King of Iuda, although his father 7oſaphat had inftruted him from 
his childehood with holy and wholſome precepts, and ſer before his face 
the example of his owne zeale, in purging the Church of God from all 
Idolatry and ſuperſtition, and maintaining the true and pure ſervice of 
God ; yet did he ſo foulely runne aſtray from his fathers ſteps, that allytng 
hinſclte by the marriage of A4thalia, to the houſe of Achab, he became wa 
_ only 
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only himſelfe like unto the Kings of Iſrael 10 their filthy idolatry, .butalſo 55 
drew his people a(ter him, cauſing the inhabitants of Jeruſalem, and men 4x 
of Iuda, to runnea whoring after bis ſtrange gods : for which cauſe Elias 
the Prophet moſt ſharply reproved him by letters;rhe contents whereof in 
ſumme was this : Thar becauſe be rebelled againſt the .Lord God of his 
Fathers , therefore the people that were in his ſubjeion ſhould rebell 
againſt him, Preſently the Arabians and Philiſtims roſe vp againſt him, 
waſted his countrey, robbed him of his treaſures, rooke away his wives, 
and putall his children to the ſword, except little 0choFzas his youngeſt 
ſonne that was preſerved; And after all theſe miſcries, the, Lord ſmote him 
with ſo outragious and uncurable diſcaſe in bis bowels; that after two 
yeares torment he died thereof, his guts being fallen out of his belly with 
anguiſh, T PF IH: 
; alſo King of the ſame country,was one towhom God had bin many 2 Chron,2:, 
wayes beneficiall from his infancy : for he was even then miraculouſly pre- 
ſerv. d from the bloudy hand of Athalia, and after brought up in the houſe 
of God, under the tuicion of that. good Prieſt Fehozada , yet he was no ſoo- 
ner litred up into his royall dignity, buthy and by he and his people ſtar- 
red aſide, to the worſhip of ſtocks and ſtones, at. that time when hce had 
taker upon him the repaire of the Houſe of, God.. Bur all this came to 
paſſcafter the deceale of that good Pop vin TuroprhoHe good deeds to- 
wards him in ſaving his life, and giving him the! hg moſt unthank- 
fully recompenced, by puting$odearh bj ſong Zacharias ; whom hee * Ch19124, 
cauſed (for reproving and threatning bis I Yarry m a publique aſſembly, 
incited thereto by the Spirit of God co beffipned, ro, death in the:porch 
of the Temple. Bur ſccipg he did fo. rebellioyſly ſer umſelte againſfthe 
boly Spirir, as if hewoul have quite oppreſſed and extinguiſhed the po- 
wer thereof, by the death of this holy Prophgr; by whom. it ſpake ; God. 
bifſed for an army of'Syrians,, that gavs him battell,:and conquered-his 
ſouldicrs, who in outward, ſhew has 2a hp firong for.them., His 
Princes alſo that had ſeduced him, were deſtroyed, and bimſelfe 'vexed 
wich grievous diſeaſes; till at length his, owne ſervants conſpired againſ 
him for the death of Zacharias,andlew higg on his. bed. , yea and his me- 
mory was ſo odious, that they could nqtaffqrd bima burying placeamong ..._ .. 
the tepulchres of their Kings. . - ea. 
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Amazias the {onne of thiswicked fayher, carried. himſelfe:alſo at the 2 Chronas. 
firſt uprightly towards God in. his ſervice,z but, jt laſted nor long. -:.for a 
whileatter, he was corrupted and turned. afide from that good:way.which: 
he had begun, totread inthe by-paths of ;his father 74&s.: for after he bad 
conquered the [dumzans, and {laine twenty thouſand \men of warre, and. 
ſpoyled divers of their cities;in ſtead of, rendring due thanks to Gad, who. 
(withour the ayde of the Iſraelites) had given him that victory, be ſet up. 
the gods of the Edomires, which he bad robbed ther of, ro be his, gods, 
and worſhipped and burned incenſe to.them, ſo, yoid, of ſence apd. rcaſon 
was.he, And being rebuked by.the Prophet of this adverſedealing, hewas 
ſo farre from humbling and repenting himſclf thereof, that quite contrary, 
he proudly withſtood and rejefted the Prophets. threatnings, menacing 
h:m with death if he ccaſed not, Thus by this means having aggrayated 
bis finne, and growing more and more obſtinate, God made him an inftru- 
ment tO haſten his owne deſtruQion ; for being proud,and puffed up wich 
: Fahy Nats 
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the overthrow which he gave the Edomires, he defied the King of 1ſracl, 
and provoked him to batrell alſo, bur full evill to his eaſe; for he loſt the 
day, and was carried priſoner to leruſalem, where before his face (for 
more reproach) foure hundred cubits of the wall was broken downe, the 
Temple and Palace ranfackt of his Treaſures, and bis children carried for 
boſtages to Samariza. And not long after,treaſon was deviſed againſt him in 
Ieruſalem, ſo that he fl:d ro Lachiſh, and bcing purſued thither alſo, was 
there taken and put todearh. 

Likewiſe King A4az for making molten Images for Bae/im,and walking 
in the idolatrous wayes of the Kings of Iſracl,and burning his ſonnes wirh 
fire, afterthe abhomination of rhe heathen, in the valley of Ben. Hinnon, 
was forſakenof the Lord, and delivered into the hands of rhe King of Syria, 
who carried him priſoner to Damaſcus ; and not onely ſo,but was alfo (ub- 
duced by P«k4h King of Iſracl, in thar great bartell,wherein his owne ſonne, 
with foureſcore thouſand men at armes, were flaine ; yea and two hundred 
thouſand of all ſorts, men, women, and children, were takcn priſoners:for 
all theſe chaſtiſemenrs did he not once reforme his life, but rather grew 
wcricand worfe. To make up the number of his finnes, he would needs 
ſacrifice ro the gods of Damaſcus alſo, thinking to finde ſuccour at their 
hands: ſo that he utterly defatced' the true ſervice of God at Icruſulem, 
broke in pieces the holy Veſſels, Ipckt up the Temple dores,and placed in 
their ſteads his abhominable Idols, for the people ro worſhip, and erected 
Altars in every corner of the city to doe ſacrificeon, But as he rebelled on 
every fide againſt his God, ſo God raiſed up enemies on every fide todi. 
ſturge bim : the Edomires and Philiſtims afſauſred him onevery fide, bear 
his people, tooke and ranſackthis cities : 'on the other fide, the Aſſyrians 
whor he had hired with a great fum for his help,turned tohis undoing and 
utter overthrow and confution, -' 

Wat ſhall we thinke of Manzſſes ? who re-edified the high places and 
Alrars, which the zeale of Ezech:45 his father had defaced and throwne 
downe, and adored and worſhipped the planets of Heaven, the Sunne, the 
Moone, and the Starres, prophaned the porch of Gods Temple with Al- 
tars dedicared to ſtrange gods, colhmitting thereon all the abhominations 
of the Genriles ; yea, and cauſed bis ſonnes to paſſe through the valley of 
Ben- Hinnon, and was an obſerver of times and ſeaſons, and gave himſclfe 
over to witchcraft, warrhners, and ſorceries, and uſed the help of familiar 
_ and Soothſayers ; and that which is more, placed a carved Image in 

ce houſe of God, flat againſt the ſecond commandemenr of the Law: 
So that he did not only goaſtray and erre himſelfe, in giving over his mind 
to moſt wicked and damnable herefics, bur alfo ſeduced the people by his 
pernitions example and authority to doe the like miſchiefe, And that 
which is yet more, and worſt of al}, he made no account nor reckoning of 
the admonitions of the Prophets ; bur the rather and the more hardened 
bis beort, to runne out into all manner of cruelty and wickednefle, that his 
finnes might have their full meaſure, For the very ſtones of the ftreers of 
Icruſalem were ſtained from one corner to another with the guiltlefſe and 
innocent bloud of thoſe that cither for diſſwading him from, or not yeel- 
ding unto his abhominable and dereftable Idolatry, were cruclly murche- 
red: Amongſt rhe number of which flaine innocents, many ſuppoſe that 
the Prophet Eſayas (although he was of the bloud-royall) _Y a 
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range manner of rorment pur rodeath. Whetefore the flame of Gods ire $+ 
was kindled againſt him and his people: ſo thar he ftirred up the Afſyrians Y 
againſt them ; whoſe power and force they being not-able co refit, were 
ſubdued, and che' King bimſelfe raken and pur in ferters, and bound in 
chaines, carried captive to Babylon : bur being there in tribulation, hee 
humbled his ſoule, and prayed unto the Lord his God ; who for all his 
wicked, crucll, and abbominable Apoſtaſie was intreated of him, and re. 
ceived him to mercy , yea and brought him againe to leruſalem into bis 
unhoped for kingdome. Then was he no more unthankfull roche Lord for 
his wonderfull deliverance, but being rouched with true repencance for 
bis former life, aboliſhed the ſtrange gods, broke downe their Alrars, and 
reſtored againe the true Religion of God, and gave trait commardement 
ro his people todoe the like, VWhercin it was the pleaſure ofthe Higheſt, 
to leave a notable memoriall unto all poſterity, of his great and infinite 
mercy towards poore and miſerable ſinners, ro the end that no man (be his 
ſinnes never ſo hainous) ſhould at any time deſpaire : for, Where fin abown- Rom.s: 
acth, there grace aboundeth much wore. Admit that this revolt of Manaſſes 
was farre greater and more outragious than was Solomons, yet his true repen- 
rance tound the grace to be raiſed up from that woetull downefall : for,God Rom.g.rs, 
hath mercy on whom hewill have merty, and compaſſion on whom he will have com- | 
psſion, O the profound riches of the weſedgme and kuowledge of God ! How un. Roa. 11.53, 
ſpeakable are bu judgements ? and huwayes peſt finding out; | 

Amon the wicked fonne of this repentant father,.commitrted alforhe like 2 Chron.3z, 
offence in ſerving range gods, butt recamred nor by like repettanee , and : 
therefore God gave his owne ſervants both will ro conſpite, 'and peer !dolatry. | 
to exceute his deſtruRion, afrer hee had ſwayed the kingdome but two £#*22-56:

BN Y how much the more God hath in theſe latter daies ponted 
) forth more plenrifully his graces upon rhe ſonnes of men, 
9 by the manifeftations of his Sonne Chrift Icfus in the 
fleſh, aud ſent forth a more cleere light by the preaching 
| of his Goſpell into theworKd than was before times , by 
ſo tnach the more culpable before God,and guilty ofctere 
nall damnation are they, who being onceenlighrened atid roade partakers 
of thoſe excellent graces, cone afterwards<cither to geIpe or makelight 
account of them, or goe about roſuppreſſe thefruch,agd quench the ſpitic 
which inſtructed them therein, This is the Sinveagaiaſt the Holy Ghoſt, 
which is mentioned in the fixth and tenth chajter tothe Hebrewes,and in 
the ewelfth of Zeke, and in another place, it is called a $/wne #nto death, be- 
cauſe it is impardonable, by reaſon that tio excuſe of ignorance cati be 
pleaded, nor any plaiſter of true repentahce applyed unto it, The Apo. 
ſata's of theold Teſtament a the Law were not guilty of this finhe ; 
for although there were many that willingly and malitiouſly revolted and 
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ſetthemſelves againſt the Prophets of God, making warre as it were with 
the Holy Ghoſt ; yer ſeeing they had no ſuch cleere ceſtimonies of Chriſt 
leſus, and declaration of Gods Spirit as we have, their-ſinne cannot be 
properly ſaid direQly to be againſt the Holy Ghoſt, and ſo never tobe re- 
mitted: according to the deſcription of this ſiane in thoſe paſſages of 
Scripture which were. before recited, as it may manifeſtly appeare bythe 
former example of King Manafſes, The Apoſtle bimſelfe likewiſe doth 
averre the eruth bereof, when he ſaith, f we. :nne willingly after that we have 
received the knowledge of the Truth, there remaineth vo more ſacrifice for ſinnes, 
but a fearefull looking for of judgement, andwviolent fire, which ſhall devoure th: 
adverſaries. If any man deſpiſed Moſes Law, he djed without mercy,under two or 
three witneſſes : of how much ſorer puniſhment ſuppoſe ye ſhall he be worthy which 
treadeth under foot the Sonne of God, and counteth the bloud of the new Teſtament 
4s a prophane thing, whereby he was ſanttified, and doth deſpight to the Spirit of 
Grace. Here we may ſee that this {inne is proper to thoſe onely that lived 
under the Gofpell, and have taſted of the comfort and knowledge of 
Chriſt: WITT | | 

Indes Iſcariot (thatwicked and accurſed Varlet)committed the deed,and 


. feeles the ſcourge of this great ſinne:for he (being a Diſciple,nay an Apo- 


ſtle of Chriſt Ieſus) moved with covcrouſnefle, after he had deviſed and 
concluded of the manner and complot of his treaſon with the enemie, ſold 
his Lord and Maſter, the Saviorof the VVorld, for thirty piecesof ſilver, 


: andbetraycd him into the hands of theeves and murtherers,who ſought no. 


thing but his deftrution. After-ehis vile traitour had performed this ex. 
ecrable purpoſe (by reaſon whereof he is called, the ſonne of perdition) be 
could finde no reſt nor repoſe-in'his guilty conſcience, but was horribly 
troubled and tormented with remorſe of his wickednefle, judging himſelfe 
worthy of a thouſand deaths, for betraying that inzocent and guiltleſſe 
bloud. If hee looked up, he ſaw the vengeance of God ready to-fallupon 
bim and inſnare him : if hee looked downeyhe ſaw nothing but hell gaping 
to ſwallow Þim up: the light of this world was odious to him, and his own 
life Ciſ- lea'ed him, ſo that being plunged intothe bottomleſſe pit of de- 
ſpaire,'eat laſt Rrangled himſelf, and burſt in twaine ig the midR, and all 
h:s »owels grſhed our. 

1 bere isa votable example.of Lucian, who having profefied Chrifti= 
a:ity for a ſeaſon under the Emperour Trajas,fell away af! cerwards;and be- 
came ſo prophaneand impious, as to make a mockeatReligionand Divi- 
nity , whereupon his firpame was called 4the;t., This wrctch abdlints 
ou! (like a foule mouthed dog) bitter taunts againſt thereligionof Chriſt, 
ſecking torend andaboliſh it,ſoke was himſelfe,in Gods vengeance, torne

Porphyrie alſo(a whelp of the ſame litrer)after he had received the know- 
ledge of the truth, for deſpight and anger tbat he was reproved of his faults 
by the Chriſtians, ſer himſelfe againſt them, and publiſhed books full of 
horrible blaſphemies, to diſcredit andoyerthrow the Chriſtian Faith, Bur 
when be perceived bow fully and ſufficiently he was confuted, and that be 
was repured an accurſed and confounded wretch for his labour, in terrible 
dceſpaire and arguiſh of ſoule bedied. | 

 T«lian the Emperour, firnamed the Apoſtate, caſt himſelfe headlong into 
the ſame gulfe : tor having, beenbrought up and infiruced fromhis childe- 
| MAT hood 
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hood in the Chriſtian faith, and afterward awhilea profeſt reader thereof 57 " 
roothers in the Church, as ſoone as he had obtained the Empire, maliri- | 
ouſly revolted from his profeſſion, and reſiſted with all his power, the 

Faith and Church of Chrift, endeavouring by all means poſſible, either Socrar. 

by force to ruinate and deftroy it, or by fine fleights and fubtitries ro vn. nor 
dermineit. And becauſe his purpoſe was to doe what hurt hee could ro 
Chriſtians,therefore he ſtudied by all he could, to pleaſe, content, and up- 

hold the contrary party, I meane the Painims : he cauſed their remples firſt 

to be opened, which Conſtantine his predeceſſor had cauſed tobe ſhut up: 

he tooke from the Chriftian Churches and their Miniſters thofe privi- 
ledges, liberties,and commodities which the ſaid Conſtantive had beſtowed Arhciſme, 
upon them: and not content with this, he confifcated the Church revenues, ***<9-25: 
and impoſed great taxes and tributes upon all that profeſſed the name of 
Chriſtians, and forbad them to have any ſchooles of learning for their 
children. And yet more to vexe and grieve them, he tranſlated many orders 

of the Church diſcipline and policy into Paganiſme. After he bad thus 

by all means ſtriven to beat down the Scepter of Chriſts kingdome, it tur- 

ned quite contrary to his expeation;for in ſtead thereof, the ſcepter of his 

owne kingdome was broken and brought to nought : at that time when | 
making warreupon the Perſians, he was wounded with an arrow, which 5745-434f: 
pierced his armour, and dived ſo deep into his fide, that he died thereof. * oY 
When he undertooke this voyage, he was furniſhed with ſuch bravery both 

of apparelland all things elſe, as it might ſeeme ir appertained to him and 

none elſe to overwhelme and overſway the world ; ſtill belching out threats 

againſt poore Chriſtians, whom he hed determined at his returne from 

Perſia utterly to deſtroy, and leave none alive,as was afterwards reported by 

one of his Councell. The number of his ſouldiers was ſo innumerable, 

and his ſtrength ſo impregnable, that he made no other reckoning bur to 

be lord of Perſia in a very ſhort ſpace, But loe how the Lord overturnerh 

the attempts of hisenemies : This great army (as S. Chryſoſtome reporterth 

againſt the Heathen) in which he put ſo much confidence, ſcemedere long 

tobe rather a vaſte and weak multitude of women and infants, than an hoſt 

of Warriours : for by evill and fooliſh condu@ and government, there roſe 

ſo greata famine amongſt them, that their horſes which were provided for 

the battell, ſerved for their bellies, yea and for want of that too,many hun- 

dreds died for hunger and thirſt. Even when he skirmiſhed, his owne fide 

came to the worſe, doing more ſcath to themſelves, thao to theirenemies z 

and laſtly (leading them ſo undiſcreetly) they could not by any means 

eſcape, but were conſtrained after he was flaine, to intrear the Perſians to 
ſufferthem toretyre ; and ſoas many as could, eſcaped and fled away to 

ſave their lives. Andthus this brave army was thus miferably diſmembred 
anddiſcomfited,to the everlaſting ſhame of that wicked Apoſtare, 

One of the Treaſurers of this wicked Emperour (who to pleaſe his Ma- Theed.Lx.c.ts, 
ſer, forſooke alſo the Religion of Chriſt) being on a time mocking and GET 
deriding the miniſtry of the holy Word, died miſerably ona fudden, vo- the Word, 
miting bis owne bloud out of his mouth, and(as Chry/oſtome ſaith)his privy 49:1:4p-346 
parts being rotten and purrified, and conſumed with lice, for all thatever 
he could doe to remedy the ſame. . 

Itis recorded of Trebelizs rhe firſt King of the Bulgarians, that being 
converted with his people tothefaith of Chriſt,to the end ro give himſelte

5 H morequiettothe meditation and exerciſe of Religion, reſigned over his 
kingdome to his elde ſt ſonne:; whom when hee perceived to renounce the 
Faith,and to fbllow ſirange gods, he not only deprived of all his Royall 
dignity, butalſocauſed his cyes to be pur out, for a puniſhment of his 
Apoſtacie, and beſtowed the kingdome upon his other ſsnne , ſhewing 
thereby, that he that abandoneth the true light of ſalvation, is not worthy 
to enjoy the comfortable light of the world. 

on Eccl.bif., During the beptarchy of the Saxons here in England, thereraigned in 
#3: Northumberland two Kings ; one called 0ftrich,who was King of the Dei- 
rians, and the other Zaxfride King. of the Berairians ( for into thoſe two 
Provinces was that countrey anticntly divided,) Theſe rwo Kings before 
they came totheir Crownes, were by the preaching of Paulinws converted 
to the Faith of Chriſt, and baptiſed intothe ſame Faith ; but as ſoone as 
God advanced them to their Kingly dignities, preſenely they expelled the 
King of Glory out of their hearts, and renouncing Chriſt, betooke ghem- 
ſelves againe to their filthy Idols. But they joyed not long io this their 
Apoſtacie; for within one yeare they were both flaine by Ceawala King of 
the Britaines, the one in battell, the other comming to ſue for peace: And 
ſothey forſaking Chriſt in their proſperity, were forſaken by him in their 
adverſity, and given over to be a prey into the hands of their enemies, This 
yeare wherein theſe two Kings thus revolted and were flaine, hath upon ir 
the marke of vengeance to this day : for by the common conſent of all 
Chronicles, that the memory of theſe Apoſtates might be utterly defaced 
and blotted our, it was reckoned in the account of the next Kings raigne, to 
wit Oſwold, a boly and religious man ;zand ſo both the name of the Kings, 
and the time of their raigne, is, indeteftationof the Apoſtacie, utterly lefe 
out of our Engliſh ſtories,as if they were unworthy to have a place among 
men,much more among Kings,that forſooke Chrift of their owne accord, 
without any conftraintor compulſion thereunto, 

A Divine at Louvaine, one /ames Lajov, who was well inſtructed ar the 
firſt inthe knowledgeof the Truth, afterwards renouncing the ſame, en- 
deavoured with all his power to oppugne and oppreſle it. This man being 
on a time mounted intoa pulpit, to preach before the Emperour Charles 
the fifth, was at the very inſtant ſo amaſcd and aftoniſhed, that no man 
could perceive what he ſaid, and ſo made himſelfca laughing fiocke to all 
that audicnce. Seeing himſelfe thus diſgraced, he returned from Bruſſels 
to Louvaine, where he fell into ſuch griefe and ſorrow of minde, for the 
diſhonour which be bad gotten, that it turned at length into deſpaire : and 
in hisdayly LeQures, theſe or like words oftentimes eſcaped after that 
goodly Sermon, That he had impugned the truth of God : which when 
divers of his owne Coat heard, they cauſed him to be ſhut up faſt in a 
houſe, where indeſperation he died,telling every man he was damned, and 
that he could nor hope for ſalvation or remiſſion of his fins, becauſe that of 
meer malice he had reſiſted and made war with God, 

Cardinall Poole an Engliſhman, had alſo ſomrtimes profeſſed himſelfero 
be well ſeen inthe ſincerity of the Goſpell, yet contrary to his conſcience 
he ſent into his countrey the Trophies and Enfignes of Antichriſt rhe 

Pope. which before had been raſed out and aboliſhed the realme , bur he 
dicd twoor three daies after Queene Hary,in horrible griefes,terrors, and 
fearfulneſſe, without any ſhew of repentance. 
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Stephen G acdiner Biſhop of Wincheſter, and after Chancellor of En. 
gland, ſhewed inhis young yeares ſome forwardnefle to withſtand the Po. 
piſh abuſes and ſuperftirions ; but as ſoone as he was exalted to honour, he 
turned over a new leafe, and began freſhly and furiouſly to afli& and to 
rend the poore & faithfull ſervants of Chrift,putting them to the cruelleſt 
deaths he could deviſe. And yet more to diſcover his prophanenefſe and 
rebellion, he wrote many books _ the pure Religion of God : and 
being thus ſwolne with venomous ſpight againſt the Sonhe of Ged, be- 
fide the extreame coverouſneſle, whoredomes, and extortions which raig- 
ned in him, behold the Lord layd his hand of wrath upon him, and ſtroke 
him with ſo ſtrange a malady, that before his death ſuch horrible tinke 
iflued from him, that none of his friends and ſervants, no nor himſelfe, 
could endure the ſavour thereof: his belly was ſwolne like a taber, his eyes 
diftrated and ſunke into his head, his cheeks thin, and the appearance of 
his whole face very terrible: his breath ſavoured of a filthy and intolerable 
ſtinke, and all his members were rotten with continuall griefes and ſwou. 
nings; yet this vilewretch inthe midſt of all theſe rorments ceaſed not to 
yell out continuall blaſphemies, and infamous ſpeeches, and ſodeſpigh- 
ting and maugring God, died, 

Peter Caftellon Biſhop of Maſton, having attained to great riches and re- 
nowne, by the means of the Goſpell, turned notwithftanding his backe to 
Chriſt, and mightily inveycd in his ſermons at Orleance againſt the pro- 
feffion of his Religion , ſeeking to make it knowne, that he had nor onely 
abjurcd and denied it, but alſo that hee was a profeſt adverſary unto ir. 
This man fitting ata time in bis chaire, fell into a ſtrange diſeaſe, which 
no Phy fitian had ever ſeene, or could ſearch out the cauſe of, for one halfe 
of his body was extreme hor,and burned like fire, the other extreame cold, 
and frozen like Ice; and in this torment with horrible cries and groanings 
he ended his life. 

A gray Frier called Picard, whoonce was not aſhamed of the Goſpel], 
afterwards ſer himſelfe to preach againſt that which he had proteſſed, and 
being inthepulpitar Orleance,after infinite blaſphemies which he had dif- 
gorge againſt the Truth,at laſt ſaid, That he prereſted before God and the 

oly aſſembly, that he would never preach more after that day, becauſe he 
was an Apoſtate : which ſaying he by and by impudently and conſtantly 
denied,to the perill and damnation of his owne ſoulezthinking by his hor« 
rible curſings and forſwearings, to abuſe the poore ignorant and ſuperſii- 
tions people;but he no ſooner came into the field, bur the puiſſant hand of 
God over-reached him, and ſtroke him ſpeechlefle, ſo that he was carried 
thence halfe dead, and within ſhort ſpacedicd, alrogether without any ap- 
pearance of repentance, ; 

Among other Iudges which ſhewed themſelves hot and rigorous 1n per- 
ſecuting and procceding again the faithfull priſoners of Valence in 
Daulphine, and other Romanes, at thatſeaſon when two Miniſters of the 
ſame city ſuffered Martyrdome, one Lanbeſpin a Counſellor, and Ponſenes 
the Kings Atrurney at the Parliament of Grenoble, both two having been 
profeſſors intimes paſt, were not the backwardeſt in that aRion , bur God 
madethem both firange examples of his wrath : for Lanbeſþimtalling in love 
with a young maid, was ſo extremely paſſionate therein, that he forewene 


his owne eſtate, and all bounds of civill honeſty,to follow her up jb 
| whither- 
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60 © whitherſoever ſhe went : and ſeeing his love and labour deſpiſed and ſet at 

| nought, he ſo pined away with very thought, that making no reckoning of 

bhimlſetfe, fuch a multitude of lice fo fed upon him, and tooke fo-guod 

liking of their paſture, thatby no means he could be cleanſed of thea;for 

they mereaſed and iſſued our of every part of his body in ſuch numoer, as 
maggots are wont tocngender in a deat and rotten carrion. Ar lenztha . 

little before his death ſeeing bis owne miſery, and feeling Gods beavy ven. 

gearce upon him, he began to deſpaire of all mercy ; and ro the cnd to 

abridge his miſerable dayes, he reſolved eo bungerſtarve bimſelfe ro death, 

Which purpoſe the lice furthered; for they Rucke fo thicke in bis throar, 

as if they would havechoaked him every moment : neither could he ſuffer 

any ſuftenanceto paſſe downe by reaſonof:rkem.. They that wereeye-wit. 

neſſes of rhispirrifull ſpeQacle, were wondroufly moved with compaſſion, 

and conſtrained him to cat whither hewould or nor. - And that they mighr 

make him rake cullifles and other tewed broaths, becauſe heretufed and 

firove againſt chem, they bound his armes, and put gagges into hismourh, 

to keep it openwhileſt others poured inthe food, ' And in this witebeing 

gagged, he died like a mad beaſt, with abundance of lice that went downe 

his throat ; inſomuch that the very Papiſts themſelves ffucke not to ſay, 

Hoentiony That as he cauſed the Miniſters of Valence to have gagges thruſt iato their 

"1243 mouths,and ſo puttodeath, ſolikewiſe he himſelfdied with agagge in his 

mouth.

- As touching Pouſenas, commonly called Bourre/ .(avery Butcher indeed 

of poore Chriftians) after he had ſold his'owne pattimony, and hiswives 

and friends alſo, tothe end to buy our his office, and had ſpent that which 

remained in houſe-keeping,hoping in ſhort fpace to take up twiſe as much 

aShe had ſcattered, fell downe into a ſtrange and aoknowne diſeaſe, and

of which ſort is Hereſic, an evill of its owne nature vety petnicious and 
contagious, and no leſſe to be feared and (hnnneiithan theheat of perſecu- 
tion: and by means whercof the whole nation of Chrifendome hath been 
beretofore toſſed with many troubles, and'the Church of God grievouſly 

vexed, But as Truth-got ever the upper had, ahd prevailed againft f; 

ſhood : ſo the broakers and upholders of falſhood came ever tothe Wes; 

and were confoundedras well by the ſtrength af Trath, as:by: the ſpeciall 
judgements of Godſent downe upon the.moſt patt'of them:

ſreer, and wich ſuch horrible pangs in his guts, and vehementdefire of dis- 
burthening nature, that he was faine to come unto the publique houſes ap- 
pointed for that purpoſe, taking them which were next at hand for a ſhitr : 
but he never ſhifted from them again;for his breath went our of his mouth, 


and his guts ran out of his fundament, and there lay he dead upon his owne 
excrements., 


As the Emperour Conftartizz was a great favourer and ſupporter of this Secr.{.2c,17. 
ſeQ,and maintained it againſt, and indeſpight of true Chriſtians, and b 
that mcans ſtirred up ſchiſms 8 diſſentions throughout all Chriſtendome:;

likewiſe he infefed the Gothes,who by his means were become the grea- '""* 
ter patr Arrians,and not Chriſtians : but neither went he unpuniſhed ; for 


when he marched forth to repreſſe the rage of the furious Gorhes, who 
were ſpread over all Thracia, and had girea them battell, he loſt the day, 
and being ſhamefully put ro flight, was purſucd ſo fiercely, that he was 


fain to hide himſelfina little houſe, which being ſer on fire by the Gothes, 
he was burnt therein, 


As for Neſtorizs; which would maintaine by his fooliſh and dangerous Nices. 
opinions, that the divinity of Chriſt was divided from his humanity, ma- lb 14s 6ap-36: 
king as itwere two Chriſts of one, and two perſons of one, and ſo turned 
upſide downe that whole ground-worke of our ſalvation, eſcaped no more 
the juſt vengeance of God than all other Heretiques did:for firſt, he was ba- 
niſhed into a far countrey,and there tormented with a ſtravge diſeaſe ; rhe 
very wormes did gnaw in pieces his blaſphemous tongue,and at length the 
earth opened her mouth,and ſwallowed him up. 

_ Concerning the Anabaptiſts, which roſe up about five hundred yeares 
ſince, it is evidently knowne how divers wayes God ſcourged and plagued 
many of them: ſome of them were deſtroyed by troupes and by thouſands; 
others miſerably executed and put to death in divers places, as well for 
their monſtrous and damnable hereſfies, as for many miſchiefes and outra- 
ges which they committed, By all which things God doth exhibir and ſet 
before our eyes, how decre and precious in his Gght the pureneſſe of his 
holy Word,and the unity of his Church is ; and how carefull and zealous 
cvery one of us ought to be in maintaining and upholding the ſame : when 
as he revepgeth himſelfe ſo ſharply upon all thoſe that go about to pervert. 
and corrupt the ſincerity thereof,or which be breeders of new ſe&s and di- p,,n;w._jn 
viſions among his people. | Anaft.

perience,what it is to blaſpheme the Lord of Heaven,or with polluted lips 
to mention his ſacred Majefty. This hapned inthe yeare of our Lord God 

five hundred and ten. 

Cyril bath recorded unto us of his owne knowledge, a more wonderfull 
and admirable wonder of God upon an Heretiqur than all the reſt, and 
ſach an one indeed, as the like (I dare ſay) was never heard of : The biftory 
is this; After the deceaſe of Saint Hierome, there ſtood up one Sabinianus a 

erverſe and blaſphemous fellow, that denied the diſtin&ion of perſons in 
the Trinity, and affirmed the Father, the Sonne, and the Holy Ghoſt,to be 
bur one diſtin perſon: and to give credit to his hereſie,he wrot a booke of 
ſuch blaſphemies, tending tothe confirmation of the ſame, and fathered 
it upon Saint Hierome, as being the Author of it. But S:lvanu the Biſhop 
of Nazaren mightily withſtood and reproved him,for depraving ſoworthy 
a man now dead , andoffering his life for the truth, made this bargain with 
Sabinianus, That if Saint Hierome the next day did not by ſome miracle te- 
Rifie the falſeneflc of his cauſe, he would offer his throat to the hangman, 
and abide death : but if he did, that then he ſhould die. This was agreed 
upon by each party, and the day following, both of them accompanied 
with greatexpeRation of the people, reſorted untothe Temple of Ieruſa. 
lem todecide the controverſie. Now the day was paſt, and no miracle ap- 
peared, ſo that Silvanw was commanded to yeeld his necke tothat puniſh- 
ment which himſelte was Author of : which as he moſt willingly and con- 
fidently did, behold, an Image like to Saint Hirrome in ſhew, appeared and 
ſtayed the hangmaoys hand, which was now ready to ſtrike : and vaniſhing 
forthwith, another miracle ſucceeded ; Sabinianw head tell from his ſhoul- 
ders, no man firikin? at it, and his carkafſe remained upon the ground 
dead and ſencelefſe, Whereat the people amaſed, praifing God, clave unto 
Silvanu, and abjured Sabinianxs herefie, VWhence wee may obſerve the 
wonderfull wiſedome of God, both in puniſhing his enemies, and trying 
his children whither they will ſtand ro bis Truth or no, and learne thereby, 
neither raſhly to meaſure & limit the purpoſes of God,nor yet eimorouſly 
- def] ua of help in a good cauſe, though we ſce no means nor likelihood 
thereof, 

Grimoald King of Lombardy was infe&ed with the Arrian herefie, for 
which cauſe the Lord puniſhed him with untimely death ; for baving been 
let bloud, the eleventh day afteras he ſtrove tadraw a bow, ke opened the 
veine anew,and ſobled to death. 

ce*;hed. bby; Cabades King of Perfia, when he ſaw his ſonne Phorſuaſa addied tothe 
*ap10,01 Maniches, he afſembled as many as he could of that ſe& into one place, 
- there ſctting bis ſouldiers on them, ſlew them till there was not one 
eft. 

Pletino ſah, Phetinuza Gallogrecian for renuing the herefie of Hebion,and affirming 
*ri0,7 Chriſt tobe but an excellent man borne naturally by Mary, after the man- 
nero' other men,cxcclling in juſtice and morall vertues,was by the Empe. 

rour Yaleptizianmw juſtly baniſhed, 
Mga ms The Emperor Inſtizias favouring the herefte of the Apthardocites,when 
* **. a$hegaveour one Edit whereby CAraftaþpm the Biſhop, and all other that 


2000089. maintained the truth, ſhould be baniſhed ; ſudden]y he was ſtroken _ 
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an inward and inviſible plague, which tooke away his life, and foreſtalled & 5 
his wicked and cruell determination from comming to the deſired effe&. 

Inall which examples we may ſee how God dothnot onely puniſh here- 

tickes themſelves, butal(o their favorers and ſupporters, yea the very pla- 

ces and cities wherein they lived and brogched their blaſphemies;as by the Paxl.01ae.t.s. 
deſtractionof Antioch is feene, which being a very finke of heretickes, was 

partly conſumed with fire from Heayen above, in the ſeventh yeare of 1u/?}- 
us the Emperor, and partly overthrowne with earthquakes below, wherein 
Euphraſius the Biſhop, and many other were deſtroyed. | 

Moreover, beſides thoſe, there were under Pope Innocent the third, cer- 

taine heretickes called Mlbigenſes, or Albiani, which being poſſeſſed with 

the ſame ſpirit of fury that the Manickes were,affirmed that there were two 

Gods ; the one good, and another evill : they denied the Reſurre&ion, deſ- 

piſed the Sacraments, and ſaid that the ſoules of men after their ſepara- contempt of 
rion, paſſed either into hogs,oxen, ſerpents, or men,according totheir me. the Word, 
rits: they would not ſpare to pollute the Temples appointed for the ſervice ***** 

of God, with their excrements, and other filthy a&ions, and todefile the 

holy Bibles with urine, in deſpight and contumely. This berefie like an 

evill weed, fo grew and increaſed, thar the branches thereof ſpread over al- 

moſt all Europe; athouſand cities were polluted therewith ; ſo that it was 

high time tocut it ſhort by violence and the ſword,as it was; for they were 


oppreſſed with ſo huge aſlaughter, that an hundred thouſand of them were 
flaine,partly by war,partly by firc,at one time. | 


Gregory of Tours hath recorded the life and death of an hereticall Monk 
of Bourdeaur, that by the help of Magicke wrought miracles, and tooke 
upon him the name and title of Chriſt, ſaying be could cure diſeaſes, and 
reſtore thoſe that were palt help by phy ficke,unto their healths : heeweng 
attired with garments made of goats haire, and an hood, profefling an au- 
ſteriry of life abroad,whereas he plaid the glutton at home ; bur at length 
his couſenage was diſcovered, and he was baniſhed the city, as a man unfit 
for civill ſociety. | 
In the yeare of our Lord God 1 204, in the Empire of 0#to the fourth, 
there was one Almaricw alſo that denied the preſence of Chriſt in the Sa- 
crament, and ſaid, that God ſpake as well in prophane Ovid,as holy Augu. 
ftixe : he ſcoffedat the doQtrine of the ReſurreQion, and efteemed heaven AY 
and hell but as an old wives fable. Hee being dead, his diſciples were © * 
brought forth into a large field neere Paris,and there in the preſence of the 
Frengh King,degraded and burnt : the dead carkaſſe of Almaricaxs being ta- 
kenoutof the Sepulchre and burnt amongſt them, it fell out that whileſt 
they were in burning, there aroſe ſo huge a tempeſt, that heaven and earth 
ſeemed to move our of their places ; wherein doubtlefle the ſoules of rheſe 
wicked men felt by experience,that hell was no fable;buta rhing,and ſuch 
a thing as waited for all ſuch rebels againſt God,as they were. 
Anaſtaſius Emperour of Conſtantinople, being corrupted with the he. 
refie of Bu#iches, publiſhed an Edi, wherein all men were commanded 
to worſhip God not under three perſons as a Trinity, but as a quaternity, 
containing in it foure perſons : and could not by any counſell be broughe 
from that devilliſherror, but repelled from him divers Biſhops with great 
reproach , which came ro perſwade him to the contrary : for which 
cauſe nor long after, a flaſh of lightning from Heaven ſuddenly ſciſed 
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upon hitm, and ſo hee periſhed when he bad raigned rwenty eight yeares. 

Inftinm the ſecond alſo, who after rhe death of 1»ſf;»ian obrained the 
Impetiall Crowne, was a matiof exceeding pride and cruelty,conremning 
poverty, and murthering the Nobility for tbe moſt part. In avarice his 
defire was ſo inſatiate, that he caufed iron cheſts to be prepared, wherein 
be might locke up that treaſure which by unjuſt exaRions be bad extorted 
from the people. Notwithſtanding all this, he proſpered well enough un- 
till he fel{ into the herefie of Pelag:16, ſoone after which, the Lord bereft 
him of his wits,and ſhortly after of his lite alſo,when he bad raigned eleven 

cares, 

, Mahomet, by birth at! Arabian, and by profeſſion one of the moſt mon- 
ffroas hereriques that ever lived, began his herefie in the yeare 625, His 
off. ſpring was out of abaſe ſtocke , tor being fatherlefle,one Abdemonoples 
a'man of the houſe of 1ſarael, bought him for his ſlave,and loved him great- 
ly for his favour and wit: for which cauſe he made him ruler over bis mer- 
chandife and other buſinefſe. Now in the meane while one Sergizs a Monk 
(flying for hereſie invr6 Arabia) inſtrufted bim in the herefic of Neſtorivy : 
a while after, his Maſter died withour children, and left behinde him much 
riches, and his wife awidow of fifty yeares of age,whom Mahoret married, 
and when ſhe died, was 'madcheire of all her riches. So chat now (what for 
his wealth and cuoning in Magicke) he was had in high honour among the 
people. Wherefore {bythe counſell of Sergiws) hee called himſelte the 
great Prophetof God. And'ſhorrly after (when his fame was publiſhed) 
hedevifed a Law and kinde of Religion called Alcaron, wherein he bor. 
rowed fomething almoft of all the herefies rhat were before his time:with 
the Sabellians he denied the Trinity:with rhe Manichees be ſaid there way 
bur two perſons in the Deiry : he denied the equality of the Father with 
the Sonne, with Ennomims ; and ſaid with Macedone that the Holy Ghoft 
was acreature ; and approved the community of women with the Nicho- 
laits : he borrowed of the Iewes circamcifion ; and of the Gentiles much 
ſuperſtition ; and ſomewhat he tooke of the Chriſtian verity,befides many 


devilliſh fantafics invented of his own braine: thoſe that obeyed his Law, 


he called Sarazi»s. Now after he had lived in theſe monſtrous abuſes forty 
R_ the Lord cut him off by the falling ficknefle, which he had difſem- 
led along time, ſaying when he was taken therewith, that the Angell Ga- 
6riel appeared unto him, whoſe brightneſſe he could not behold : bur the 
Lord made that his deftruQtion, which he imagined would be for his ho. 

nour,and ſetting forth his Se. : 
Infinite be the examplcs of the deftraQion and judgement of private 
Heretiques in all ages, and therefore we will content our ſelves with them 
that be moſt famous. In the yeare of our Lord 1561, and the third yeare 
of theraigne of Queen Elizabeth, there was in London one William Geffery, 
that conſtantly avouched a companion of his called 7ohn Moore to be 
Chriſt our Saviour, and could not be reclaimed from this mad perſwa- 
fion, untill hee was whipped from Southwarke ro Bedlam', where the 
ſaid Moore meeting bim , was whipped alſo, untill they both confe(- 
fed Chriſt to be in Heaven, and themſclves to be finnefull and wicked 

men, 

But moſt ſtrange it is, how divers ſenſible and wiſe men were deluded 
and carried beſide themſelves by the ſubtilty of Satan, inthe yeare 1591, 
and 
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and of the _ of Queene Elizabeth 33,the memory whereof is yer freſh 


in every mans head and mouth, and therefore 1 will buc briefly rouch the 
ſame. Edmund Coppingerand Henry Arthington,two gentlemen, being aflo- 
ciared withone 1/:4;am H acket, ſomrimes a prophaneand very lead perfor, 
bur now converted 1n outward ſhew, hvegll ack ininward affeion, were 
ſo ſeduced by his hypocriticall behaviour, and the devils extraorditiary de- 
viſes, that from one point to another they came at laſtto thinks, that this 
Hackes was anointed to be the Tudge of the world ; and therefore comming 
one day to Hackets lodging in London, he told them they bad bin atnoinred pogrns int 
of the Holy Ghoſt : then Coppinger asked him what his pleaſure was robe (211.024, 
done : Goe your way (ſaith be) and proclaime in the ciry,that Chriſt Ie{us 

is come with his fanne in his hand to judge the earth: and if rheywill got 

beleeve it, let rhem come and kill me, if they can. Then Coppinger anſwe- 

red, it ſhouſd be done forthwith ; and thereupon (like mad men} heand 
Arthington ranne into the ſtreets, and preclaimed their meſſage aforeſaid : 

and when by rcaſon of the concourſe of people they could nor proceed any 

further, they got up into two empty carts'in Cheape, crying, Repert, repens, 
for Chriſt Teſus us come to judge the world : and then pulling a paper out of his 

boſome, he read out of it many things rouching the office and calling of 
Hacket,how he repreſented Chriſt by taking part of his glorified body,&c. 

Beſiges, they called themſelves his Prophers, one of Iuſtice, another of 

Mercy. And thus theſe fimple men were ſtrangely deceived by a mitacy- 

lous illufion of Satan, who no doubr by frange apparitions had broughr 

them into this vaine conceit, But let us obſerve the end of ir;it was thus : 

the whole city being in amaze, tooke Hacker, the breeder of this deviſe;and 

arraigning him betore the Major and other Iuftices, found him guilty as 

well of this ſeditious praQtiſe, as of ſpeaking traiterous words againſt the 

Queene : wherefore he was ſhortly after hanged on a gibbet in Cheapſide, 
counterfeiting to his laft his old deviſes, and at length uttering horrible 
blaſphemies agaiaft the Majefty of God. As for his Prophets, Coppingzer 

died the next day in Bridewell, and Arthbington was kept in priſon, upon 

hope of repentance,

outward (ſhewes and ceremonies, as if he were like men,'to ſee nothing bur 
that which is withour, and offereth it ſelfe to the view ; but it is quirecon- 
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trary : for it is he that deſcryeth the heart,and ſearcheth out all the corners 
thereof to ſeewhat truth and fincerity is therein, and therefore hateth and 
dereſteth all bypocriſie, and abborreth all ſuch ſervice as is performed on- 
ly for faſhion ſake, or in regard of men: as appeareth by the ceprootes and 
checkes which the. Prophet Eſay denounceth againſt the hypocrites of his 
time ; who made ſhew'of honouring God, bur it was bur with their lips 
and vaine and frivolous ceremonies, not in truth of heart and aftecion : o 
our Saviour Chriſt thuadred out his curſes againſt the Scribes and Pha- 
riſees with the judgements and vengeance of God for their hypocrifie, 
With this finne was Balaarm that wicked Propher, upon whom God be. 
ſtowed acertaine gift of prophecy, infeed; for when King Balac ſent for 
him to curſe the Iſraclites, he made as though hewould not enterpriſe any 
thing contrary tothe will of God, as if he had him in great reverence and 
eftimation : neverthelcfſe being allured and enticed by the golden preſents 
which were ſenthim, be deſpiſed Gods commandement, and diſcovered 
his owne ſecret impiety,and became an hired (laye and enemy to the people 
of God : but as he was in journey towards him, there happened a ſtravge 
and prodigious thing ; an Angell met him by the way with a naked ſword 
in his band ready to. hew him in pieces : whom when he himſelfe bein 

blinded with covetouſnefle as with a vaile, could nor perceive, his afſe ſaw 
and was afraid , and that which was more ſtrange, the poore bruit and 


 dumbe beaſt ſpeaking in anew language like a man, reproved his maſters 


madnecfle. VWhereat he being ſore amaled, and notwith fttanding all the 
aſſes humbling before the Angell, yet purſued his unhappy journey, to his 
eternall ſhame and confufion, as one of an ooftinate and heardened heart , 
for he was forced by the Spirit of God toblefſe thoſe whom he had purpo- 
ſed to curſe; and yet further diſcovering his bypocrifie and envious diſpo- 
fition, he was the cauſe why the Iſraclites provoked the wrath of God 
againſtthemſelves, through the pernicious and deceivable coubſell which 
hegaveto the Madianites;for which cauſe he himſelfe was in the end ſlain. 

In this range may we place Geeſie, Elizews ſervant, who being as it were 

the Diſciple and profeſt follower both of his Maſters life and do@rine, the 
true Prophet of God, by whom for the further aſſurance and confirmation 
of the grace and bleſſing of God, he had ſeen many notable and excellent 
miracles wrought, yet notwithſianding was not true of heart, but drawne 
aſide by defireof lucre, that cauſed him ſecretly (unwitting to his maſter) 
eo runne after Na4man the Syrian in his maſters name, for the money and 
apparel! which his maſter had before refuſed: and ſuppoſing his knavery to 
be ſo hidden that it could not come to light, God diſcovered and pulled off 
his viſard, and puniſhed as well thedeed,as the maner of doing hercof,upon 
him and his poſteriey,with a perpetuall leproſie. 

Saint Zeke inthe firſt chapter of the 4s doth at large deſcribe the 
hypocrificof 4v#/as and Saphirs, who that they might ſeeme zealous to 
Godward, and charitable toward the Saints, having ſold a certaine poſſeſ- 
fion,under pretence of giving the price thereof among the poore, retained 
covertly acertaine portion of it to their owne uſe, being ſo impudent as to 
lye unto the Holy Ghoſt the Preſident of the. Church, and founder of all 
ſecrets: but being attached by the mouth of Petey, a juſt and fearfull judge- 
ment of God fell on them both, even their ſudden death at the Apoſtles 
feer,one after another. 
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 Nicephoru telleth of one ?hlip, the firſt Emperour that undertooke the gg 9 
name and profefliion of Chriſt , bur by the report of other writers, it pro- 
ceeded not from any zeale of Religion, or feare of God, bur only ro the in- 
rent to counterfeit a kinde of honeſty, and cover his foule vices and cruel- 
ties under the cloake of Religion. But God quickly eſpicd and puniſhed 
his deep hypocrifie z forbefore he bad raigned tull five yeares, both he and 
his ſon were (lain at Verona by his men of war.Let us learn then this leſſon, 
by theſe examples to carry our ſelves inall pureneſle, fincerity, and good 
conſcience before God ; that our thoughts, words, and deeds, being eſtran- 
ged from all hypocrifie, and difiimulation, may be agreeable and accepta- 
ble in his fighr, 

Moreover, evenas hypocrifie can winde and infinuate her ſelfe into the 
pure and (incere ſervice of God, as hath been declared; ſo doth ſhe play her 
part with no lefſe bravery and oftentation in ſuperſtition and idolatry : for 
the rruth whereof (before [ proceed further) I will ſet downe a hiſtory nor 
alcogether unworthy the reading and remembring. Two hundred yeares zxpnerran ds 
are not yet paſt, ſince there was 1n the raigne of Charles the ſeventh, King of -— 4 
France, a cerraine preaching Frier of Britaine, called Frier Thomes, who 
by his diſſembling cuſtomes and brags, under pretence of a certaine refor- 
mation of manners, ſo mightily deceived the whole world, that every 
where be wasrepured for an holy man, This Frier puffed upwith a greedy 
deſirc of vaine-glory, uſcd ro goe from towrie to towne, and from countrey 
tocountrey, finding exceeding, honourable entertainment in every place; 
which he tooke very willingly , and chat he might ride at the more eaſe, he 
got him a little young Mule, that would goe very ſoftly ; and inthis fore 
appointed, he was accompanied with divers of his owne Order, and many 
other Diſciples that went for the moſt part on foot by him : the people 
flocked from all quarters to ſee him ; yea, and many were ſo beſorred, as to 
forſake their fathers, mothers, wives,and children, to attend upon this holy 
man. Alwaics when hee came neere to any city, the Burgefſes,and Gentle- 
men, and Clergy, with one conſent came forth ro meet him, doing him as 
much reverence (faith mine Author) as they would have done roone of 
Chriſts Apoſtles if hewere alive. Hee was very well content, that honou- 
rable perſonages, as Knights and ſuch others, being on foot, ſhould hold 
his Mule by the bridle, to be in ſtead of pages and lacquies tolead him 
intothe townes, His entrance into every City was with great pompe and 
magnificence, and his lodging provided at the richeſt and ſtatelicft Bur- 
gcſſces houſe, Now that he might the berter play his part, they prepared 
him in the beſt and convenienteſt places inthe city, a ſcaffold richly hung 
and garniſhed, upon the which his cuftome was firſt to ſay Maſſe, then tg 
begin his Sermon ; wherein hee ripped upthe vices of every eſtate, but 
reproved eſpecially the Clergies enormities, becauſe of their concubines 
and whores which they maintained : wherein he did ſay nothing bur that 
which was gond and lawfull , but in the ſame he uſed ne diſcretion, but 
joyned madneſſe and facriledge with his Monkiſh nature, in ſtirringup 
little children to exclaime upon women for their attyre, promiſing certaine 
dayes of pardon to them, as if he had been a god : ſo that Ladies and Gen- 
tlewomen were inforced to lay afide for a ſcaſon their accuſtomed trinkers. 
Moreover alſo, towards the end of his Sermons hee commanded to be 
broughtunto him their Cheſſe-boords, Cards, Dice, Nine-pins, and _ 
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all. And that he might give more ſtreogrh and credit to this his paltry rif. 
raffe, he cauſed the men and women to be divided on cach fide, with a line 
drawne betwixt them,as in a Tennis court;and by this means he drew toge- 
ther ſomrtimes twenty thouſand perſons : ſo ready and zealous is and ever 
bath been the world to follow after ſuch hypocriticall deceivers, rather 
than the true preachers of Gods Word. | 

But let us heare the ifſue of this holy hypocrite ; it was thus: When he 

had in the forenamed ſort traverſed as well France as Flanders,it took h m 
in the head to paſſe the mountaines, and vifit Rome, imagining that itwas 
no hard matter to obtaine the Popeſhip, ſeeing that in all places where he 
went, there was equall honour given unto him : or if he ſhould faileof 
that hope, yet at leaſt the Pope and his Cardinals would entertaine him 
honourably , but it happened farre ſhort of his expeCation: for Popes are 
not ſo prodigall of their honours, to doe any ſuch reverence to a poore filly 
Monke, but arevery niggards and ſparing thereof even towards Kings ; (o 
farre arethey from leaving their Thrones of Majeſty to any other ; neither 
muft wethinke that the Pope cared greatly for all thoſe trickes and quid- 
ditigs of Fricr Thomas, ſeeing he himſelfe is the onely merchant of ſuch 
traſh. When he was arrived at Rome, Pope Engenir ſceing that he came 
not according to cuſtome, to kiſſe his holinefle teer, ſent for him twiſe,and 
underſtanding that he refuſed ro come, and that he feigned himſelfe to be 
evill atcaſe, ſent his Treaſurer, bur not to1mpart tohim any treaſure, bur 
to apprebend and attache him. The Frier now perceiving that enquiry was 
made for him, and that they were at his chamber dore, leapt our ata win- 
dow, thinking by that means toeſcape ; but he was quickly taken priſoner 
by the Treaſurers ſervants, waiting before the dore, and brought before 
the Conſiſtory of Cardinals: Law proceeded againſt him, by doom where. 
of, though noerroneous opinions could be proved againſt him, he was ad- 
judged to the ſtake tobe burned for an Hereticke : but it was ſufficient to 
make him guilry, becauſe he defamed the Prieſts in his Sermons, and had 
ſpoken ſo broadly of their Goflips, and had been ſo bold to uſurpe the au- 
thority of giving pardons, which the Popes claime for apriviledge of their 
owne See; and beſides, had made no more account of him thar is a perty 
god on earth, but had done all theſe things withour his leave and licence : 
itwasa hard matter to be endured of the Biſhops of Rome, thata filly 
Monke ſhould ſo intermeddle with their affaires, and ſhould derogate any 
whit from their ſupremacy, ſeeing that they quit themſelves ſo well with 
Kings and Emperours, and can atevery fleight occaſion makethem ſtoup: 
neither is it to be doubted, but that Pope Exgenin was very jealous of the 
honour which Frier Thomas attained unto in every place, and fearcfull left 
his preſence might diſturbe his preſent eſtate. By this means God, who 
uſcth all inſtruments for his owne purpoſe, and can direRevery particular 
to the performing of his will, did puniſh and corre@ the hypocrifie of this 
Monke, that ſeemed to be holy and wiſe,being indeed nothing but fooliſh, 
ſiubborne,and ambirious. 

Moreover, moſt notable was the hypocrifie of two counterfeit holy 
Maids;one of Kent in England,called E/:Jabeth Bartox;the other of France, 
called Toape la Pucelle : the former of which, by the procurement and infor- 

mation of one Richard Maſter, Parſon of Aldingron, and Edward Bocking 
DoRor 
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Door of Divinity, a Monke of Canterbury, anddivers others;tountet- 
feited ſuch manner of trances and diſtortions in her body, with the utre- 
ring of divers counterfeit vertues and holy words,tending to che rebuke of 
ſinne, and reproving ſuch new opinions as there bezzn to ſpread; that ſhee 
woon- great credit among{trhe people, and drew after her a multitude of 
favourires3 beſides, ſhe would prophecy of things ro come,” as that ſhee 
ſhould be helpedot herdiſeaſe by none but the Image of our Lady in Al- 
dingtoa 5: whither being broughr, ſhe appeared tothe people tobe ſudden- 
ly relieved from her{icneſſe; ; by meanes of which Bypocritical diflimula- 
oo ſhe was broughr into marvellous eſtimation, not only withthe com- 
ple, but with divers great men alſo, infomnichthat a book was put 
Fa pt nt,touching her fained miracles and revelations. Howbeit, not con- 
tent to delude the people; ſhe began alſoto meddle with the King himfelf, 
Hepry the cig ht ; ray ivg, Thar if be proceeded to be divorced from his wiſe 

Queens Katherine, he thould not remaine King one month after, and inthe 
rePutat ton of God not one day: for which and many other tricks praQiſed 
by her,fhe with her complices was arraigned of high treafon;and after con- 
{Gon ofall ker knavery,drawn from the Tower to Tyburne,and there han- 


ged;the holy maidens head being fet upon London bridge, and the other an 
certaine gares of rhe City.

Ti othe Lan, and te the Tetimony f Wherefore it was a 
commendable thing, .and worthy imitation, when they that had received 
the Faith by Pauls preaching, having uſed Curious Arts,'asMagicke and 
ſuch like, being touched with the feare of God,, brought rheir bookes, and 
ugh the price thereof atnounted to fifty 
thouſand of Glver, with by Bydeus his ſupputationariſethto five 
thouſand [542 ch Crownes,, The Councels, as that of Carthage,-and that 
ather of Cevſtantineple,, xept the ſecond time inthe ſuburbs, 'utterly con- 
demnedthe practices of all Conyurers and Enchanters, The twelve Tables 
in Rome adjudged tor, puniſhments thoie that bewitched' the-ſtanding 
corne. And for the Civil Law, this kind is condemned both bythe Lav 
Tali and Corneiie., In like. manner the wiſeli Emperours(thoſe I mean chat 
Atained tathe honour. of Chriftianity) ordained divers Edidts and Prohi- 
bitions, under yery ſharpand grievous puniſhments, againſtal! fuch villa- 
ny :as Canffantine in che ninth book of, the Coa.ci#.,18.enatted, That whofo- 
ever ſhould attempt any-ation by Art Magicke, againſt the ſafety of any 
perſon, or ſhould bring jv or ſtir up any man, ro make him fall into any 
mil er ciorowsd aur, ſhould ſuffer a grievous puniſhment : in 
the fifth Law he forbiddeth every man to aske counſel! at Witches; or to 
uſe the helpe of Charmers and Sorccrers, under the paine of death. Let 
them(faith beintbe fixthLaw) be throwne to wild beaſts to be devonred, 
that by conjuring or the helpe of famylian ſpirits S about to kill either 
their enemies, or any other. Moreover in the ſeventh Law he willeth, that 
not ſo much as his ONE rIcrs and ſervants, ifthey were found faulty in 
this crinn, ſhould be y_ but Large 3-59 yet nevertheleſſe, 
many of this ve themſelves over to this n)thy finne, without either 
fears of God, Ts of Law : ſome through > fooliſh afnd. dangerous

-Fe&ions; 20d a third fort, troubled with the terrqurs of anevilleonici- 
ence, defire ro know wht ſhall betall ayd Happey unto” them in the 


 *Tyus Sa#l the firſt King of Liracl being troubled in bimſelfe, and terri- 
fed withthe army of tbe Philiſtims rhar came againſt him, would ngeds 
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forecknow'his owne fortune, and the" iſſue of this doubtfull'watre. Now 
whereas before whileft he petformed rhe daty of a good King, and obeyed 13 
the commandement of God; hee had cleanſed his Realme of Witches atd 
Enchanters ; yeris he now {0 mad as to make them ſerve his owne turn,and 
to uſe their counſels in his extremity; adding this wickedneſle re the num- 
ber of his other great'ſins, thar the meaſure thereof might be full; hewerit 
theretoreroa Witch to ſecke counſell, who cauſed a Devill to appeate 
and ſpeake untohim in the fhape of Samuel, and foretell him of ( Gods 
juſt jadgementupon his wickedneſſe) his utter and finall ruine and de- 
firucton. | 
Anexample not much unlike unto this in the event, but maſt like in B«char.rerum: 
praife, wee'finde recorded of Natholicas,the one and thirticth Kitig of the *©55%4: 
Scots :who, after he had unjuſtly uſurped the Crowne and Scepter, and 
intalled himfſelfe by much bloudſhed into the Throne of the Kingdome, 
by open intruſion, and-no apparent ſhew of right, ſought by the: ſame 
means to confirme and eſtabliſh rheKingdome unto him : And therefore 
(as wickedneſfe is alwates accompanied with ſuſpition.and feare). hee ſent 
one of his rruſtieft friends roa Witch, to enquire of things to come, both 
whatſaccefſthefhould have in his Kingdome,and alſo how long he ſhould 
live: the Witch anſwered, Thar he ſhould not live long, but ſhould ſhort- 
ly bemurtbered, netby his enemy, but by his familiar friend : when the 
Meſſenger _ inftantly of whom ſhe anſwered, of him : hee deteſting 
herar firſt, and abhorring the thought of wy og villany, yer atten x4 
conſidering that it was not faferodilclofe the Witches anſwer, and onthe 
other fide, that it could nor be concealed, refolved for his moſt ſecurity, 
rather to kill the Tyrant, with rhe favour of many, than to fave him alive 
with the hazard of his owne head. Thereforeas foohe as he was returned 
home, being in ſecretalone with the King, to declare unto him the Wit- 
ches anfiwer, be flew him ſuddenly, and gave him his juſt deſert, both for 
hishorriblectnelty, and wicked ſorcery, Let all them that miake no con- 
ſcience of running to Witches, cither for their loſt goods, or for recovery 
of their owne or friends health, remember thisexamplecither for their 
inſtruction to amend, or fot their terrour, if they continue that devilliſh

: Plutarch inthe life of Romulus reporteth of one Cleomedes, a man in pro- r1ut, now; 
tion of body, and cruell practiſes, huge and gyant-like ; who for that 
e was the cauſe of thedeath of many litrle children, and was purſued by 
the pareats of rhoſe dead infanrs, who ſought ro be we on him for 
that cruel] part, he hid hitnſclfe ina coffer, cloſing the lid fat to him : but 
when the Coffin was broken up, the Cotjurer was not therein,neither alive 
nor dead, but was tranſported by the tmalitious ſpirit the Devill, toa place 
of greater torment. 2 | CRF | 
Antient Hiſtories make mention of one Piſo, a man of credit and aut. razr; 
thority among the Romanes, whom the Etmperonr Tiberius gave unto his 
ſonne Germanic for an belp and counſellor in the marnaging of his af- 
faires in Alia, ſowellwa$ he perſwaded both of his ſolheiehcy, contige, 
and loyalty rowards him. It chanced a while after, that Ke was ſuſpeQe 
to have bewitched rodeary the ſaid Germenicws : the fignes and markes of 
which ſuſpition were, certaine dead mens bones digged out of the earth 
with divers charmes and curſes, arid Germanicy name engravenin —_— of 
| cad, 
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lead, and ſuch liketraſhwhich Witches uſe to murther men withall, were 
14+ found with him. VV bereupon Trberizs himſelſe accuſed him of that crime, 
-»Lut would not have the ordinary Iudges to fat upon it, but by ſpeciall pri. 
viledge committed the enquiry thereof unto the Senate, P:ſo, when every 
man thought be was preparing himſelf for his defence againſt the morrow 
(like awiſe man to prevent all miſchiefes) was found dead the day before, 
baving his throat cut, and,as moſt likelibood was, finding himſelfe guilty 
of the fa, and too weake to overweigh the other fide, foreſtalled the 
infamy of a moſt ſhamefull death, by killing himſelfe ; although there 
bc that ſay, that the Emperour ſent one of purpoſe todiſpatch himin this 
manner, 
Lib.3.capa; Olaus Magnustelleth of one Methetin,a noble Magitian in old time, that 
Of th: Nor- by his deluſions did ſodeceive and blinde the poore ignorant people, that 
therne pe®pIe+ they accounted him not onely for ſome mighty man, but rather for ſome 
Referthis alſo demy god z ard intoken of the honour and reverence they bare him, they 
5041.62 offcrcd up ſacrifices unto him,which he refuſed nor , bur ar laſt his knave- 
ries and couſenages being laid open, they killed him whom before they ſo 
much eſteemed : and becauſe his dead carkaſſe with filthy ſtinke infe&ed 
the approachers,they digged it vp,and broached it upon the end of a ſtake,

chaps. of the ' Another called Holere (as the ſame Author witnefleth) plaid the like 
forcſaid book, pricks iN abuſing the peoples minds as irongly as the other did, infomuch 
that he was reputed abr a god: tor he joyned with his craft, ftrevgth and 
power £6 make himſelfe of greater authority in the world, When he liſted 
to paſſe over the ſca,he-uſed-no other ſhip bur a bone figured with certaine 
charmes,whereby he was tranſported, as if both ſayles and wind bad helped 
and driven him forwards ; yet his inchanted bone was not of power to fave 
him from being murthered of his enemies. 
Sings Harun, The ſame Author writeth, That in Denmarke there was one Orroa great 
"Rover and Pyrat by ſca, who uſed likewiſe to paſſe the ſeas withour the 
help of ſhip or any other veſſel], and ſunke and drowned all his enemies 
with-ghe waves, which by his cunning ke ftirred up: bur at laſt his cunni 
praQiſe was over- reached by one more expert in his art than himſelfe, and 
as he had ſerved others, ſo was he himſclfe ſerved,even ſwallowed up of the 
waves. \ 
There was a Conjurer at Saltzburg, that vaunted that he could gather to- 
gether all the ſerpants within half a mileround about into aditch,and feed 
them and bring them up there : and being about the experiment, behold, 
the old and grand ſerpent came inthe while, which whileft he choughbr by 
the force of his charmesto make toenter into the ditch among the reſt, he 
ſet upon and'incloſed him round about like a girdle fo ſtrongly, that hee 
drew bim perforce into rhe ditch with him, where he miſerably died. Mark 
here thc wages of tuch wicked miſcreants, that as rhey make it their occu- 
pation to abuſe fimple folke, they are themſelves abuſed and couſened of 
the Devill,whbo is a finer jugler than them all, 

Tr was a very. lamentable fpeQacle that chanced to the Governour 
of Maſcon a M agitiap, whom the Devill ſnatched up indinner while, and 
boiſted aloft, carrying bim three times about the towne of Maſcon in the 

Hugode Cluni, Preſence of many beholders, ro whom he cried on this manner, Help,help, 
my friends ; ſo that the whole rowne ſtood amaſed thereat, yea and the re- 
membrance 
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membrance of this ſtrange accident ſticketh ar this d:y faſt in the minds 
of allthe inbabirants of this country;andthey ſay,that this wretch having 
given himſelfero the Devill, provided ſtore of holy.bread (as they call it) 
which he alwaies carried about with him,thinking thereby to keep himſelf 
from his claws; but it ſerved him to ſmall ſtead, as his end declared, 
About the yeare 1437, Charles the ſeventh being King of France, Sir 
Gyles of Britaine, Lord of Rais, and high Conſtable of France, was accu- 
ſed (by the report of Enguerran de Monſſrelet) for having murthered man 
infantsand women with childe, torhe number of eightſcore or more, with 
whoſe bloud he either writor cauſed to be written books full of conjurati- 
ons, hoping by that abheminable means to attaineto high matters: bur it. 
hapned cleane croſle and contrary to his expeRation and praGiſe; for 
being convincedof thoſe horrible crimes (it being Gods will, that ſuch 
rofle and palpable ſinnes ſhould not go unpuniſhed) he was adjudged ta 
hanged and burned to- death, which was alſo accordingly executed at 
Nantes, by the authority ef the Duke of Britaine, |: 
Tobn, Francts P1cus of Mirand faith, That he conferreddivers times with 
many, who being inticed with a vaine hopeof knowing things to come, 
were afterward fo grievouſly tormented by the Devill ( with whom they 
had made forme bargainzthat they thought themſelves thriſe happy if they 
eſcaped w th their lives, He fait moreover, That there was in his time 2 
certaine Conjuicr rhat. promiſed a too curious and nogreat wiſe Prince, ta 
preſent unto him upon a ſtage the fiege of Troy, and Achibes, and HeFor 
fighting together as they did when they were alive; bur he could nor per- 
forme his promiſe for another ſport and ſpeAacle more hideous and aug y, 
tohus perſon ; for he was taken away alive by a Devill, in ſuch ſort, thaFL 
was never afterward heard of, | | EE DEE og 
 Inonrowne memory the Earle of Aſpremont, and his brother Lord of 
Orne, were made famous, and inevery mans mouth, for their ſtrange and 
prodigious feats, wherein they were ſo unreaſonably diflolute and vaine- 
glorious, that ſometime they made it their ſport and paſtime to breake 
downe all the windowes about the Caſtle Aſpremont, where they kept 
(which lyeth in Lorraine two miles from Saint Aic/aet) and threw. theng 
piecemeale into a deep VVell to heate them ery plumpe : but this vaine ex-+ 
ceſſe preſaged a ruine and deſtruftion to come, as well upon their houſe, 
which at this preſent lyeth deſolate and ruinous in many refpeRts, as upon 
themſelves, that finiſhed their daics in miſery one after another,as we fhall 
now underftand of the one the Lord of Orne : as fer the Earle, how hee 
died, ſhall more at largebe declared elſewhere. Now it chanced, that : 
the Lordof Orne was of moſt wicked and cruell conditions, ſo hee had 
mn evill favoured looke, anſwerable to his inclination and name, tobeeg 
Conjnrer : the report that went of his cruelty was this, That upon atime 
kepur the Baker(one of his ſervants, whoſe wife he uſed ſecretly to enter- 
Efine) into a tun,which he cauſed to be rowled from thetop of 2 hill, into 
the bottome, ſometimes 3s high as a Pike, as the place gave occafion 3 but 
by the great mercy of God, notwithſtanding all this.this poore man ſaved 
his life. Furthermore, it was a common report, that when any Gentlemen 
or Lords cameto ſee him, they were entertained; (as they thought)very ho- 
nourably, being ſerved with all fort of moſidainty faire and exquiſite di- 
thes, as if he had not ſpared to make them the beft cheer that _—_ : 
Ha but 
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but at their departure, they that thought themſelves well refreſhed, , found 
their ftomacke empty and almoſt pined for want of food, having neither 
eaten nor drunk any thing fave in imagination only;andit is to be thought, 

that their horſes found no better fare than their maſters. It hapned one 
day that a certain Lord being departed from his houſe, one of his men ha- 
ving left ſomething behind, returned to the Caſtle, andentring ſuddenly 
into the hall where they dined but a little before, hee eſpied a Munky be- 
ting the maſter of the houſe that had feaſted them of late, very ſore, Aad 
there beothers that ſay , that be hath been ſeen through the chink of adore 
lying on atable upon his belly all at length, and a Munky ſcourging him 
very ſtrangely 3 ro whom he ſhould ſay, Let me alone, let me alone, wilt 
thou alwayes torment me thus > Andthus he continued a long time:but at 
length after he bad made away all bis ſubſtance, hee was brought to ſuch 
extremity, that being deſtitute of maintenance, and forſaken of all men, he 
was fain(for want of a better refuge)to betake himſelfe tothe Hoſpitall of 
Paris,which was his laſt Manſion houſe, wherein hee died. See here to how 
pitifull and miſerable an end this man fell; that having beene eſteemed 
2mongſt the Mighties of this world, for making no more account of God, 
and for following the illufions of Saran (the common enemy of mankind) 
became ſo poore and wretched as todye in an Hoſpitall among Cripples 
and Beggars. ” ; 

It isnot long fince there wis in Lorraine a certaine man called Coulep, 
that was over much giveti to this curſes Aﬀ;amongft whoſe tricks this wag 
one to be wondred ar;zthat he world ſuffer harquebuſes or piſtols to be ſhot 
at him,and catch their bullers in his hand without receiving any hurt : but 
npon a certain time one of his ſervants being angry with him, hot him ſach 
lock with a piſtoll(notwithſtandingall his great cunning) that he killed 
him therewith. 

Moreover, it is wotthy to be obſerved, That within theſe two hundred 
yeates hitherto, mote Monks and Prieſts have been ſound given over to 
theſe abhominations and devillifſhneſſes, than of all other degrees of peo- 
ple whatſocver,as it 1s declared in the ſecond volumn of Engaerran de M01- 
ſtrelet more at large : where be maketh mention of a Monke that uſed to 
ra&iſe his ſorceries in the the top of a tower of an Abbey, lying neereto 
Tongin upon Marne, where the Devils preſented themſelves _—_ at his 
commandement : and this was in the raigne of Charles the ſixth. In the 
ſame booke it is recorded, That inthe raigne of Charles the ſeventh, one 
Maſter William Ediline DoQor in Divinity, and Prior of Saint Germaine 
in Lay, having been an Auguſtine Frier, gave himſelfe ro the Devill for 
his pleaſure, evento have his will of a certain woman : he was upon a time 
in a place where a Synagogue of people were gathered togetber ; where to 
the end that he might quickly be(as he himfelfe confeſſed )be took a broom 
and rode upon it, He confeſſed alſo that he had done homage tothar enemy 
of God, the Devill 3 who appeared unto him.in the ſhape of a ſheep, and 
made him kifſe his hinder parts, as he reported. For which cauſes hee was 
placed upon a ſcaffold, and openly made to weare a paper containing his 
owne faults, and afterwards plotted to live priſoner all the reft of his lite 
laden with yrons, in the Biſhop of Exreex his houſe, which was according- 
ly executed. This hapned in the year 1453, 
In the raigne of the ſame King, 1457, there was a certain CER F 
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village necre to Soifſons, who to revenge himſelfe of a Farmer thatretai- 
ned from him the renths which were appointed to the Knights of the 
Rhodes, wenttoa Witch, of whom he received ingitta fat toad inan ear- 
then pot, which ſhe had a long while fed and brought up, which ſhe com- 
manded him to baptiſe ; as he alſodid, and called itby the name of 7hy : 


albeit I tremble to recite ſo monſtrous and vile a fact , yet that every man Conrempt of 


Sacramen:s,

might ſee how deadly beſorted thoſe fort of people, are that give them. 
ſelves over to Satan,and with what power of errour heoverwhelmeth them, 
and beſide, how full of malice this uncleane ſpirit is, that as it were in de- 
ſpight of God, would prophane the holy Sacrament of Baptiſme, This 
good holy Corate, after he had conſecrated the holy hoſt, gave italſo to 
the roade tocat, and afterward reſtored ir to the Witch again,who killing 
the roade, and cutting it in pieces, with other ſuch like ſorceries, cauſed 
a young wench to carry it ſecretly into the Farmers houſe,and to put it un- 
der the table as they were at dinner , whereupon immediately the Farmer 
and his children that were at the table fell ſuddenly ficke, and three dayes 
after died : the Witch her ſelfe being deteted, was burned, but the Cu- 
rate ſuffered onely a little impriſonment inthe Biſhop of Paris houſe, and 
that not long for what with friendſhip and money he was ſoone delivered. 
Froiſſard, who was Treaſurer and Canon of Chymay, reporteth of ano. 
ther Curarte in the countrey ofeare (under Charles the ſeventh) that had 
a familiar ſpirit which hee Orthon : whoſe helpe hee uſed tothe 
diſturbance of the Lord of Coroſſe, by caufing a tertible noiſe to bee 
heard every night by him and his ſervants 1n his caſtle, becauſe the ſaid 
Lord withheld his tyrhes from him, and converted them to his ewne 
uſe. 

Ia the yiare 15 30, at Nuremburg a certaine Prieſt ftudied Art Magick, 
and being very covetous of gold and filver, the Devill (whom hee ſerved) 
ſhed him through a Chry ſtall certaine treaſures hidden in the city : he by 
and by (greedy of this rich prey) went to that part of the city where he 
ſuppoſed it to have lien buried : and being arrived at the place, with a cont- 
panion whom he broughe torhis pretty paſtime, fell a ſearching and dig- 
ging upa hollow pit,untill he perceived a coffer that lay in the bottome of 
the hole,with agreat blacke dog lying by it : whither he was no ſooneren- 
tred, but the earth fell downe and filled up the hole,and ſmothered and cru. 
ſhed him to death. So this poore Prieſt was entrapped and rewarced by his 
maſter nc otherwiſe than he deſerved ; bur otherwiſe than he expeRed or 
looked for. 


 Howbeit they are not onely fimple Prieſts and Friers that deale with Neucler,vinc. 


theſe curſed Arrs, but even Popes themſelves. Silveſter the ſecond (as 2/a- 
tiza and others report) was firſt a conjuring Frier, and gave himſelte to the 
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Ca 


Deyill upon condition he might be Pope, as he was indeed; and having 


obtaincd his purpoſe, as it ſeemed he began earneſtly todefire co know the 
day wherein he ſhould die : which alſo his Schoolmaſter the Devill revea- 
led untohim, but under ſuch doubrſull rearmes, thathe dreamed in his 
foolifh conceir, of immortality, and that he ſhould never die, It chanced 
ona time as he was ſinging Maſſe at Rome ina Temple called Icrufalem 
(which was the place aſſigned him to dic in)and not Teraſalem in Paleftina 
(as he made himſelfe falfly to beleeve,he heard a great noiſe of Devilsthar 


H 3 he 


; , } a A note worth 
came to ſetch him away (note that this was done in Maſſe while) whereat the noting. 
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he being terrified and rormented, and ſeeing bimſclfe not able any way 
to eſcape, hee deſired his people to rend his bgdy in pieces after his death, 
and lay. it upon a charriot, and let horſes draw it whither they would , 
which was accordingly performed : for as ſoone as he was dead,the pie- 
ces of his carkaſſe were carried out of the Church of Laterane by the wic- 
ked ſpirit, whoas he ruled him in life, fo he was the chiefe in his death and 
funerals. TD 

By like means came Bevedze# the ninth tothe Popedome, for he was a de- 
teſtable Magirian; and in the ten yeares wherein he was Pope having com- 
mitted infinite villanies and miſchiefs,was at laft by his familiar friend the 
Devill ftrangled to death in a forreſt, whither he went to apply himſelfe the 
more quieter to his conjurings. 

Gregory the (ixth, ſcholler to Silvefter, as great aconjurer as his maſter, 
wrought much miſery in his time, bur was at laſt baniſhed Rome, and en- 
ded his life in miſery in Germany. 

Iohnthe two and twentieth, being of no better diſpoſition than theſe we 
have ſpoken of, but following judiciall aſtrology, fed himſelfe withavain 
hope of long life, whereof he vaunted himſelfe among his familiars, one 
day above the reft at Viterbum, in a chamber which he had lately builded, 
ſaying,that he ſhould live a great while, he was aſſured of it : preſently the 
floore brake ſuddenly in pieces, and he was found ſeven daies after cruſhed 
tO pieces under the ruines thereof, All-this gotwithſtanding, yer other 
Popes ceaſed not to ſuffer themſelves to be infeted with this execrable 
poiſon:as Hildebrand;who was called Gregory the ſeventh,and Alexander the 
ſixth, of which kinde we ſhall ſee a whole legend in the next booke, Doe 
but marke theſe holy Fathers how abhominable they were, tobe in ſuch 
ſort given ever tO Satan, ' K 

Cornel: 4 Agrippe, a great Student inthis curſed Art, and a man famous 
both by his owne works and others report, for his Necromancy, went al. 
waics accompanied with an evill ſpirit inthe fimilitudeof a blacke dogge : 
but when his time of death drew neer,and he was urged to repentance, hee 
tooke off the inchanted collar from the dogs neck, and ſent him away with 
theſe fermes , Get thee hence thou curſed beaſt, which baſt utterly deftroyed mee 
Neither was the dog ever after ſeen:ſome ſay he lepr into Araris, and never 
co_ out againe. CAeripps himſelte died at Lyons ina baſe and beggarly 

nne. 

Zeroaſtres King of BaQria isnotified ro have bin the inventer of Aſtro- 
logy and Magicke. But the Devill (whoſe miniſtry he uſed) when he was 
too importunate with him,barned him to death; 

Charles the ſeventh of France, put Zgedius de Raxa' Marſhall of his IKing- 
dome, toa cruelland filthy death, becauſe he practiſed this Art, and inthe 
{ame had murthered an hundred and twenty teeming women and yong in- 
——_ cauſed him to be hanged upona forke by a hot fire, and roaſted to 

cath, _. 

Bladnd the. ſonne of Lud King of Britaine, now called England, in 
the yeare of the World 3100, ( hee that builded the city of Bath, as 
our late Hiſtories witneſſe , and alſo made therein the Bathes ) addicted 
hbimſelfeſo much tothe Devilliſh art of Necromancy, that hee wrought 
wonders thereby, inſomuch that he made himſelfe wings, and attemp. 
ted to flee like Dedalns + but the Devill (as ever like a talſe knaveyfor- 


ſooke 
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ſooke him in his journey , ſo+that hee fell downe and brake his. necke, 79 
In the yeare of our Lord 1578, one 8im07 Pembrooke dwelling in Saint 
Georges pariſh in London, being a figure ſetter, and vehemently ſuſpeCed 
ro bc a Conjurer, by the eommandement of the Indge appeared inthe pa- 
riſh Church of Saint Saviexr at Court holdenthere : where whileſt he was 
buſie in entertaining a Proctor, and leaned his head upon a pew a good 
ſpace.the ProQor began to liftup his head ro ſee whathe ayled,and found 
him departing out of this life, and ſtraightwayes he fell downe ratling in 
the throat, without ſpeaking any one word. This firange judgement hap- 
enced before many witnefſ-s, who ſearching him,found about him five de- 
villiſh books of conjuration and moſt abhominable praQiſes, with a pi- 
&ure in tin of a man having three dice in his hand, with this writing, 
Chance dice fortunately , and much orher traſh : ſo that every one conteſſed 
it to be a juſt judgement againſt Sorcery, and a great example to cauſe 
others to ſcare the juſt judgement of God, Now let every one learne by 
theſe examples to feare God, and to ſtand firme and ſtedfaſt to his holy 
Word, without turning from it on any fide, fo ſhall he be ſafe from ſuch 
like miferable ends as theſe wicked varlets come unto, 
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Of thoſe that through pride and vaine-glory ſtrove to 
' #uſurpe the howour duc unto God. 


I fore: Andthis is when we afcribe nor unto God the 
(SF VS, glory of his benefits, to give him thanks for them, but 
$— Cs V= chrough a fooliſh pride extoll our ſelves highegrhan 
Sm CEVYSzS) weought, preſuming above meaſure and reaſon in our 
owne power, deſire 'toplace our (elves in a higher degree than is meer, 
With this fond and fooliſh affetion (I know not how) our firſt fathers 
were tickled and tainted from rhe begintiing,to chink to impaire the glory 
of God : and they alſo were puffed up with the blaſt of-ambirion, thar I 
know not with what fond, fooliſh, raſh, and proud conceit went about after 
the floud to build a city and tower of exceedingheight,by that means ro 
win ſame and reputation amongſt men: In tead whereot they ought rather V<=17+ 
to have prayſed God by remembring his gracious goodneſle in their mira- 
culous deliverance in their fathers perſoris, from that geticrail deluge and 
ſhipwracke of the world : but foraſmuch as with a prond and bigh ſto- 
macke they lifred up themſelves againft-God, to whom all glory ontly ap- 
pertaineth, thercfore God alſo ſer himſeM* agaioſt them and againſt their 
over bold practiſes, interrupting all their determined preforapta6ns pur- 
poſes, by ſuch a confuſion and alteration of tongues which he ſenramong 
them, that one could not underſtand anorher : ſo tharwith ſhame they 
were conſtrained t9 leave their begun worke. 'And beſides, in ſtead of that 
firongand ſurc habitationwhich they dreamed on,'to maintain and gh 
them- 
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; 8 oO themſelves by,againſ all enemies, and the fortreſſe.and cafile —_— they 


went about to keepother in ſubjetion tothem,they were forced to forſake 
the place by the juſt judgementof God,who ſcattered and diſperſed them 
hither and thicher, that he might bring them to that eſtate and condition 
which they moſt of all feared,and ſtrove roſhun. And thus God reſiſteth 
the proud, and favoureth che humble : Toe here the puniſhment wherewith 
God puniſhed their {10, remaining till upon them rhis dayfor a chaſtiſe- 
ment of their proud ſpirits. 

With the ſtaine of this finne, moſt commonly, the mightieſt Poten- 
eatcs of this world are defiled, who although both by word and writing 
avouch and confeſſe their power to be by the grace of God, yet for the 
moſt part they are very unthankfull for the ſame, and ſo proud and high 
minded, that they ſhew themſelves moſt obſtinate and ungratefull of all 
men : for oftentimes they rob him of rhe honour and glory which is pecu- 
liar unto himſelfe, and attribute it to themſelves, in ſetting forth their 
brave and ſumptuous ſhewes and triumphs : this 1s the finne whereof Nu- 
buchaduezzar King of Babel! was reproved ; for God having beſtowed upon 
him a kingdome with ſuch pompe and renowne, that he made whole nati- 
ons to tremble before his face, and putting many people in ſubje&ion un- 
der him, he (in ſtead of giving thanks for theſe great benefits) exalted 
himſelfe, ſuffering his heart to ſwell, and his underſtanding to waxe hard 
with pride,not regarding the Lord who extolled him ſo high : and yer not- 
withſtanding he was conſtrained to confeſſe and acknowledge him for the 
true God, to baveaneverlaſting Kingdome,and an infinite power, as well 
by the foagewarning of dreames which Paxze/ interpreted, as by the miracu- 
lous deliveranceof three young men out of the burning furnace , there- 
fore as he walked one day in his royall palace at Babylon, and vaunted of 
his greatneſſe, and magnificence, ſaying to himſclfe, 7s not thisgreat Babell, 
which 1 have built for the houſe of the King dome, by the might of my power, aud 


' for the honour of my Majeſty ? Now whileſt the word was yet in his mouth, a 


voyce was heard from heaven, ſaying, O King, to thee it is ſpoken, Thy King - 
dorse ſhall depart from thee : and accordingto the tenour of the voyce hee 
was immediately depoſed from his royall ſeat, ſpoiled of all his glory,dri- 
ven from the ſociety of men, deprived of ſenſe, and made a companion for 
the bruit beaſts, and wilde aſſes,cating grafle like oxen, even ſo long, untill 
his haire was growne ſtiffe like Eagles feathers, and his nailes like the 
clawes of birds. In which eftate he continued the ſpace of ſeven yeares , 
even he that a little before was ſo proud and arrogant, and he that had con- 
quered ſo many kingdomes and nations, that triumphed over Teruſalem, 
with the Kings thereof, This is a moſt excellent looking glafle for Kings 
to behold the fickleneſſe and inſtability of all their power and pomp,when 
it pleaſeth God to humble and bring them under : there is neither Scepter, 
Crowne, ſtay, or ſtrength of man, that is able to higder and turne aſide 
the handof the Almighty, the King of Kings, from abaſing and weakning 
the moſt high and ſtrong of this world, let them be never ſo brave an{ jelly, 
and bringing them intoa low, contemptible,and brutiſh eſtate. 

Beſides this which we bave already touched, there is another kinde of 
pride and preſamption moſt damnable and deteſtable of all, and it is when 
a mandoth ſo much forget bimſelfe, as to ſeiſe and take upon him that ho- 
nour which onely appertaineth to God, aſcribing to himſelfe a certaine 
deity, 
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ſtrove to uſurpe Gods honour. | 


deitie, One would hardly thinke that there were any ſuch in the world, fo &x 
proud as to commit this ſinne , did not experience by certaine examples 
teach us the contrary ; As firſt of all the King of Tyre whoſe heart was {6 
exalted with-the multitude of riches, and the renowne and greatneſſe of 
his houſe, that he doubted not toeſteeme himſelfe a $00 , and to deſire ma- 
jeſtic and power correſpondent thereunto. For which preſumption God by cup. +2.v; 
the Prophet Ezechiel reproved him, and threatned his deſtruction , which 223-*<- 
afterward came upon him , when by the power of a ſtrange and terrible 

nation, his goodly Godhead was overcome and murthered, feeling indeed 

ber he was no god, as hee ſuppoſed , but a man ſubjeR to death and 
miſery. | 

King Herod, firnamed 4grippa, which put Tamer the brother of Tobnto as. i. 

death, and impriſoned Peter, with purpoſe to make him taſte of the ſame | 
cup, was puffed up with no.lefle ſacrilegious pride 3 for being upon a time 

ſeated in his throne of judgement, and arrayed in his royall robes, ſhewing 

forth his greatnefle and magnificence in the preſence of the Embaſſadors 
of Tyre and Sidon, that defared to continue in peace with him, as he ſpake 
untothem , the people ſhouted and cryed , That it was the voice of God, 
and not of man: which titles of honour he diſclaimed not , and therefore 
the Angell of the Lord ſmote him ſuddenly, becauſe he gave not the glory 
to God : ſo that he was eaten with wotmes, and gave up tbe ghoſt. Toſephus 
reporteth the ſame ſtory more at large on this manner : Upon the ſecond jewiſh Anti-

ted for the Emperours health , there being a grear namberof Gentlemen *©** 


and Lords preſent,that came from all quarters to his feaſt, he came betime 
inthe mori:ingto the Theatre, clad in a garment all woven with filver of a 
marvellous workmanſhip; upon which, as the Sun-rifing caſt his beames, 
there glittered out ſuch an excellent brightneſle, that thereby his perni- 
tious fAlatterers tooke occaſion to call him with a loud voice by the name of 
God : for the which ſacrilegious ſpeech, he not reproving nor —_ 
them , was preſently taken with moſt grievous and horrible dolours an 
gripes in his bowells , ſo that looking upon the people he uttered theſe . 
words : Behold here your goodly god, whem yon but now fo highly hono- 
red, ready todye with extreame paine. And ſo he dycd indeed moſt miſeq 
rably, even when he was in the top of his honour and jollitic,and as it were 
1n the midſt of hisearthly Paradiſe, being beaten downe and ſwallowed up 
with confuſion and ignominy,not ſtricken with the edge of {word or ſpear 
(for that had been farre more honourable ) but gnawne in pieces with Lice 
and Vermine. | 
S;men eMagm,otherwile called Simon the Samaritaine,borne ina village gyje.1,2.ca2; 
Called Gitton, after he was curſed of Peter the Apoſtle, for offering to buy Phil.ix Chron. 
the gifts of the Spirit of God with money, went to Rome , and there put- £143.61 
ting in praiſe his magicall arts, and working miracles by the Devill, was 
reputed a god, and had an imageereded in his honour , with this infcrip- 
tion, To Simon the holy god : Beſides, all the Samaritanes, and divers alſo of 
Other nations accounted him no leſle, as a oe by the reverence and ho- 
Nour which they did unto him : infomuch , ſo his companion, 
or rather his whore Helena(for that was her profeſſion inTyre a city of Phe- 
Dicia) the firſt mover that diſtilled out of Simons boſome.Now he,to foſter 
this fooliſh and ridiculous opinion of theirs, andto ecternize his tiame, 
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boaſted that he would at a certaine time fly up into heaven, which, as he 2t+ 
tempted to doe by the helpe of the Devill , Peter the Apoſtlecommanided 
the unclen ſpirit ro caſt him down again, ſo that he fell uponthe earth and 
was bruifed todeath , and proved himfelfe thereby to be ri& more than a 
mortall, wicked, and deteſtable wretch. OIERS 
Moreover elſewhere we read of Alexander the Great , whoſe courage 
and m:gnanimitie was ſo exceeding great, that he enterprite#to goe out of 
Greece and ſet uponall Afia , onely withan army of two and thirtie thon- 
ſand footmen, five hundred horſezand an hundred and foureſcore ſhi Þs : and 
in this appointment paſſing the ſeas; he conquered in ſhort ſpacethe grea- 
teſt part of the world : for which cauſe he was repreſented to the Prophet 
Daniel in aviſion, by the figureof a Leopard with wings on his backe, to 
notifie thegreat diligence and ſpeedy expedition which he uſed in com- 
paſſing ſo many ſudden and great viRories 3 with pride he was fo ſoone 
infe&ed, that -e would brooke no equal] nor companion in his Empire z 
but as heaven had bur one Sun, ſo he thought rhe earth ought to have 
but one Monarch, which was himfſelfe « which mindof his he made known 
by bis anſwer to King Dariz , demanding peace, and offering him the one 
balfe of bis Kingdometo be quiet , when he refuſed to accord thereuntos 


{aying, He corned to be partner inthe halfe, and hoped to be fall poſſeſſor 


of the whole. Attcr bis tirſt viRtory hadof Darin, and his entrance 1n- 
to Agypt (which he tookewitbout blowes, asalfo he did Rhodes and Ci- 
licia) be pratiſediandfubordedthe Prieſts that miniftred at the Oracle 
of Hammov, to mikehim be pronounced and entituled by the Oracle, The 
ſonne of Tupiter ( which. kind of jugling anddeceir was common at that 
time.) Havingobtarnedrhuis honour , forthwith he cauſed himfelfe to be 
worſhipped as a god,accotding tothe cuſtome of the Kings of Perfta : nei- 
ther wanted he flatterers about himrhat egged him forward, and footed 
bim up 1m rhis proud humor, albeit that _ of thebetter ſort endeavou- 
red tooth and nayle torurne him from it. Ic hapned as he warred in India. 

he reccived fo fore a wound, thar with paine thereof he was conſtrained te- 
fay, Though he was the renowned ſonne of Z7apiter,yet he ceaſed not to feel 

the infirmities of a weake and diſeaſed body : finally , being returned to 
Babylon, where many Embaſſadors of divers farre countries, as of Car- 
th:ge, andother cities in Africa, Spaine, France, Sicily, Sardinia, and cet- 
tainecities of Italy,were arrived to congratulate his good ſucceſle, for the 
reat renowne which by his worthy deeds he had gotten; as he lay there ta- 
Ing his reſt many dayes,and bathing himſelfe in all kindof pleaſure, one 
day after a great feaſt,that laſted a whole day anda night, in 2banquet after 


tupper, being ready to returne home, be was poyfoned; when before hee 


had'drunke his whole draught, be gave a deepe ſigh ſuddenly, as if hee had = 


beeathruſtthroughwith adart , and was carried away in a ſwoone , vexed 


with ſuch hortible torment, that had he not been reſtrained, he wou'd have 
killed himſelfe. And on this manner, he that could not content himſelfe = 
with the condition of a man, but would needs climbe above the clouds, 


to goe in equipage with God , drunke up his owne death, leaving as fud- 


 denly all his worldly pompe , as bee had ſuddenly gotten it: which va- 


diſhed like ſmoake ; noneof his children being any whit the better for 
KK, | 

Thete was in Syracuſa a citie of Sicilia(which is now called Sorapoſſe)u 
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Phyfitiancalled 2enecrates, whoſe folly and preſumption was ſo great, that 9 
he accounted himfſeltea god, and defired tobe ſoreputed by others, inſo- I 
much that he required no other wages and recempence of the patients 

which he tooke in hand (as <£/;an witneſleth) bur that they ſhould onely 
acknowledge him to be Iupiter, and call him fo, and avow themſelves to his 
ſervice, Vponatime Deys the tyrant, defirous to make ſome paſtime with 

him, madea feaſt, and invited him amongſt others to be his gueſt ; butbe- 

cauſe he wasa god, to doe him honour anſwerable to his name, he placed 

himata table all alone,and ſer before him nodiſhes, but only acenſer with 
frankincenſe, which was a proper and convenient ſervice for the gods. This 
honourableduty pleaſed the Phy fitian very well at the firſt, ſo that he ſnuf- 

fed up the perfume moſt willingly : but when this poore god ſaw the other 

gueſts cating and drinking indeed, and himſclfe not being ableto be fed 

with ſmoake, ready to ſtarve with hunger, aroſe up and went away all in- 

raged in himſelfe, and derided of others , having more need to purge his 

one braines of their ſuperfluous humor, than others from their fick- 

nenues, 

Caligula the firſt, Emperor, being become an ordinary deſpiſer and open 
mockcr of all Religion, it came preſently in his braine tobelceve(ſodrun- 
ken was he with a draught of his owne fooliſh conceit) that there was no 
other God but himſelfe ; therefore hecauſed men to worſhip him, and to 
kifſſe his hands or his feet in token of reverence (which honour afterwards. 
the Popes tooke upon them) yea and was {o beſorted, that he went abour 
by certaine engines of art tocounterfeit thunderand lightniogs: albcir in 
all this pride and arroganicy, or rather: folly, :there was none fo timerous 
and fearetull as he,or that could Hg upon lighter occaſion bediſmaied, 

One day as he was by mount Erna ih Sicily, bearing by chance the violent 
cracking of the flames which all that ſeaſon aſcended out of the top of the 
bill,it ſtrucke ſo ſudden and horrible a feare into him, that he never ceaſed 
flying all night till he came to Phar in Meflina, Every little thunderclap 
put him in feare of death,for he would leap.up and downe like a mad man 
when he heard it thunder ; finding himſelfe notable by his godhead tode- 
fend bimſclfc from the power thereof : bur if there chanced greater cracks 
thanordinary, then would not his hot bed hold him, bur needs muſt he run 
into the cold floore underneath the bed, to hide himſelfe, Thus was hee 
compelled againſt his will to feare him whom willingly he would not 
deigne to-acknowledge, And thus it falleth out with all wicked miſerable 
Atheiſts, whoſe hearts imagine there is no God ; and thereforc have fo 
little aſſurance in themſelves, that tbere need no thunder and lightening to 
amaſe them ; for the ſhaking of every leate is ſuficient romake them trem- 
ble: To conclude, this Atheiſt, void of all Religion and feare of God,and 
fullof all prophanenefle,was according tohis due deſert, murthered by one 
of his ſervants: of the which will follow more ar large in che next booke, | 

Domitian likewiſe was ſo blinded with pride, that hee would be cal- 6rof,t.74.7+ 
on a god, and worſhipped ; of whom alſo wee will ſpeake in the ſecond 

ooke. 

Totheſe we may adde them alſo, that to the end to make themſelves Don Mets 
feared and reverenced as gods, have counterfcired the lightnings and thun- E AEY 
ders of heaven, as we read of one Alladiwe a Latine King that raigned be- 
fore Romnlu : whobeing a moſt wicked Tyrant, and acontemner of G , 

inventc: 
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inventeda tricke whereby to preſent to the care and eye, the ratling and 
ſwift Chine of both thunder and lightning ; that by that means aſtoniſhing 
his ſubje@s, he might be eſteemed of them for a god : but it chanced that 
his houſe being ſet on fire by true lightning,and overthrowne with the vio. 
lent ſtrevgth of tempeſtuous rain, together with rhe overflowing of a pond 
that ſtood neer, he periſhed by fire and water,burat and drewned, and all at 
ONCE, 

Did not the King of Elide the like, and to the ſame end alſg,by the de- 
viſe of a charet drawne about with foure horſes, wherein were certain yron. 
works, which with wrinching about gave an horrible ſound reſembling 
thunder, and torches and ſquibs which hee cauſed to be throwne about 
like lightniogs, in ſuch ſort, that hee oftentimes burnt the beholders: 
and in this manner he went-up and downe braving it, eſpecially over an 
yron bridge which he had of purpoſe byilt to pafle and repaſſe over at his 
pleaſure ; untill Gods long ſuffering-could not endure any longer ſuch 
outragious and preſumprtuous madnefle, bat ſent a thunderbolt from hea- 
ven upon his head, that all the world might ſee by his deſtruction, the ex. 
ceeding folly and vaine pride which bewitched him in his life time : 
which hiſtory the Poet in the perſon of SibyHla , ſetterh downe to this cf- 
mer.

And loves cleere lightning : whilſt withtorches bright, 
Drawne with foure fora. and br andiſhed his light,

Thus this arrogant King was puniſhed according to the quality of his 
offence, even inthe ſame kinde wherein he offended :which thing though 
it be found written in a Poer, yer ought not be rejeted for an old wives 
tale,ſeeing it isnot incredible, that a King might make ſuch paſtimes and 
yron-craſhing noiſes,nor that he might be juſtly puniſhed for the ſame:and 
the rather, becauſe Caliculadid the like, as we have heard before. And wee 
read alſo,that one Arthemeſixs, in the time of the Emperour 7uftinian, coun. 
terfeited by certain engines and deviſes, in his owne houſe in Conftantino- | 
ple,ſuch earthquakes, lightenings,and rhunders,that would aftoniſh a wiſe 
braine to heare or behold them on a ſudden. et 

But above all others that by darkning the glary of God, to increaſe their 
own power, have proudly exalted themſelves againſt him, the Popes are the 
ring-lcaders,whoſe unbridled boldnes hath bin ſo much the more impudent 


and pernitious ; for that in terming themſelves the ſervants of the ſervants

of God, inwordy.in deed, take nnto them theauthoritie and power bf God: 
himſclfe :asof pardoning and abſfolving fintes y creating lawes and ordi- 
nances at their pleaſure,in bindingor nnbindirig ntens confciences; which 
tings appertaine to God onely..)

If it be ſo therefore, that no man ought to arrogateto himlſelfe any title 


of deitie, then conſequently it is no lefle unlawtull rogive that divine ho- 
nour to.any other mortall creature 3 and therefore the people of Czfarea 
faulted greatly, when blaſphemouſly they called King Heroda god , as hath 
been declaredbefore. Likewiſe it was highand proud preſumption inthe 
Senat of Rome, not to receive any godto their Common-wealth, without 
their owne ſore-approbation and conſent. As if that God could not main- 


 taine his dignitie, nor ſtand without the good liking and aflent of mens 


oras if that man could defiewhom he liſted, which is a moſt ridiculous 
and abſurd thing. And thus the Romans in time of Tiberics conſecrating 
tothemſelves a whole legion, even thouſands of falſe gods ,. would not 
_ of the true God, and his Sonne Chriſt, but rejeed him above all 
rs. 
Among all the vanities of the Athenians, this was one worthy noting; 
how they ordained,that Dewerrivs, 4lexanders fucceſior (for re-eſtabliſhing 
their popular and antient libertie ) with his father 4»##gonw', ſhonld be 
called Kings, and honoured with the title of Saving-gods , and to havea 
Prieſt that ſhould offer ſacrifice unto them : and moreover cauſed their pi- 
Qures to bedrawne in theſame banner where the pictures of Iupiter and 
eAinerva (the proteRors of their citic) were drawne in broideted worke : 
bur this goodly banner as it was carried about in-proceſfion , was rent in

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pieces by a tempeſtuous ftorme that aroſe ſuddenly, God thereby mani- 87 
feſting, how odious and diſpleafant both rhis new and old ſuperſtition was 
in his ſight : beſides that, doe but conſider the laudable vertues that fo 
commended this new god Demetrius, to make them honour him in ſuch 
ſort, they were violence and crueſties, intemperance, with all inordinate 
laſciviouſneſſe, villanics, and whoredomes : fo that it was no marvell if 
they had made hima god, being unworthy altogether of humane fociety. 
This new found god having gotten a great victory by ſea, as he triumphed 
and braved it with ſhips after the ſame, was ſo ſhattered with a ſudden 
tempeſt, that the greatcſt part of his navy went rowrecke, and afterwards 
was vanquiſhed by Seleuchus ina battell, wherein his father _4*tizonus was 
flaine : and when he thought to returne to Athens, they ſhut their gates 
upon him, whom alittle before they had canonized for a god : for which 
cauſe he raiſed war againſt them, and ſo wearied them with onſets on each 
fide, and ſo incloſed them both by ſea and land, that being brought to ex- 
treame famine and neceſſity, they were compelled to entertain him again, 
and to behold the horrible outrages of their owne made god, to their griefe 
and confuſion. But not long after, Seleuchus onee againe damped his cou. 
rage, inſomuch that having lived three yeares in a countrey of Syria, like a 
baniſhed outlaw ; for feare to be delivered into his hands, and weary of his 

_ ownelife, he ſtuffed himſelfe ſowith food, that he burſt in pieces. There- 
fore let every man learne by theſe examples, not to tranſlate the honour and 
majeſty of God to any creature, bur to leave it to him alone,who is jealous 
thereof, and will not (as the Prophet ſaith) give his glory unto ano- 
ther. 
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CHAP. XXIII. 
Of Epicures, and Atheiſts. 


& S touching voluptuous Epicures and curſed Atheifts, 
that deny the providence of God, beleeve nor the 
immortality of the ſoule,think there is no ſuch thing 
as life rocome, and conſequently impugn all divini- 
ty, living 1o this world like bruit beaſts and like dogs 
and (wine, wallowing in all ſenſuality ; they docalſo 
ſtrike themſelves againſt this commandement, by 
going about to wipe out and deface the knowledge 

of God , and if itwere poſſible, to extinguiſh his very Effence ; wherein 
they ſhew themſelves more than mad and brutiſh, whereas notwichftan- 
ding all the evident teftimonies of the vertue, bounty, wiſedome,and eter- 
hall power of God, which they dayly ſee with their eyes, and feele in them- 
ſelves, doc neverthelefſe ſtrive to quench his lightof nature,which enligh- 
teneth and perſwadeth them and all Nations of this, There is a God, 4y 
. Whom we live, move, and have our being ;, whoalthough in his Eſfence is invi- A4ts:7,22. 
ſible, yet maketh he himſelfe knowne,and as it were ſeene by his works and 
creatures, and mighty government of the world, that he that would feeke 
after him, may (as one might ſay) handle and feele him.

eyes are in darknefſe and blindnefle > Can you behold all the ſecrets ofna- 
ture > Is there nothing but a voice, a ſinging of birds, or an harmonious 
conſort of muſicall inſtruments in rhe world 2 And yet who perceiveth 
theſe ſmall thivgs > Can you behold the winde > Can you ſee the ſweer 
ſmell of fragrant flowers along the fields > Can you fee the ſecrets. 
of your owne bodies, yourentra1les, your heart and your braine 2 And yet 
you ceaſe not to beleeve that there are ſuch things,except you be heartleſſe 


and brainlefſe indeed : Why then doe you meaſure God by your own fight, 


and doe not beleeve there is a God, becauſe he is inviſible, fince that he ma- 
nifefteth himſelfe more apparently both ro underfianding and ſence, than 
either voice, ſmell orwinde > Doc not your owne oathes,blaſphemies,and 
horrible curſings beare witnefſe againſt you, when you ſweare by, deſpighr 
and maugre him whom you deny to be > Doth not every thunderclap con- 
ſtraine you totremble at the blaft of his voyce > If any calamity approach 
neere unto or light upon you, or if death be threatned or ſer beferc your 
eyes, doe not you then feele, in ſpight of all your reaſon, thar the ſevere 
judgement of God doth waken up your dull and fleepy conſcience to come 
to his tryall > There was never yctany nation or people ſo barbarous, which 
by the perſwafion and inftind of nature hath not alwayes beleeved acer- 
tainedeity, and tothipke otherwiſe is not only a deteſtable thing, but alſo 
moſt abſurd,and ſo contrary to humane reaſon, that the very Paynims have 
very little tolerated ſuch horrible blaſphemy. The Athenians are witneſ- 
ſes hereof, who baniſhed Protagoras their city and countrey, becauſe inthe 
beginning of one of his books he called in queſtion the deity, and cauſed 
his books to be burned openly. Neither ſhewed they any lefle ſeverity to- 
wards Diegoras, firnamed the Atheiſt : when being (as ſome ſay) injuri- 
ouſly and falfly accuſed of thiscrime, and for feare of puniſhmenr, fled 
away, they proclaimed, that whoſoeyer did kill him ſhould havea talent 
of ſilver in recompence, which invalue is as much as fix hundred crowns, 
after the rate of five and thirty ſhillings French to the crowne. How much 
morethen is the ſtate of Chriſtendome atthis day to be lamented, which 
weſce in many places infeted with ſuch a contagious peſtilence, that 
divers men invenomed with this deadly poiſon, arc ſo miſchievous and 
wretched, as to make roome for Atheiſme, by forbidding and hindering 


by all means pofible,the courſe of rhe Goſpel! : wherein they make known. 


what they are, and whatzcale they beareto the religion and ſerviceof God, 

and with what affe ion they are led towards the good and ſafety of rhe 

commonwealth, and what hercafteris to be hoped of him: for where there 
is 
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is no knowledge nor feare of God, there allo is no bridle nor bond to re. g 
fraine and hold men backe from doing evill:whereupon they grow to that * 9 
paſſe tobe moſt inſolent and propnane. This is the Divinity and goodly 
inftru&ion that commeth beyond the mountaines, from thar ſcienrificall 
'Vniverfity and Colledge of the right reverend Maſters, and from theex- 
cellent holineſſe of'ſome of their :-Popes : whoſe manner of life is fodil _ 
ſolute, laſciviors , diſhoveſt, and Sardanapal like , that thereby their 19% 1.5-20.

and his holy Word, than a dog: he made the promiſes and threats contai- 

ned in holy Scripture, and all elſe that we belecve, matter to laugh ar,and 

things frivolous and of no weight , mocking at the fimplicity, the faith, 

and beleete of Chriftians : for one day when Cardinall Bembus (who alſo 

ſhewed himſelfe to be none of the beſt Chriſtians in the world, by his Ve- 

netian hiſtory, where as oft as he ſpeaketh of God be v{cth the plurall 
number, after the manner of heathen writers) alleadged a place out of the 

 Goſpell, his damnable impudency was ſb great as to reply, That this fable 

of Thrift had brought ro him and ſuch as he, no little profir. Oh Rinking 

and curſed throat to belch our ſuch monſtrous blaſphemy 1 doe nor theſe 
ſpeeches bewray a villanous and abhominable Atheiſt, if ever any were > 

Is not.this to declare himfſelfe openly ro be Antichriſt > For he is Anti- 

chriſt which denierh Ieſus to be Chriſt, and which denieth the Father and 

the Sonne, according as Saint 7ohn ſairh, Albeit in the meane while this cur- : fn 2.22:

weragainft Chriſt Icſus 1n the perſon of his ſervant Luther, Now after he 

had by his pardons and 1nd1igences drawne out a world of money, and 

beaped up great treaſures Þy rhe maintenance of courtizans and whores, 

and had enriched bis baſtards, one day being at mear, he reccived newes of 

the overthrow of the French in Lombardy, whereat hee rejoyced out of 
mea'ure, and for that good ridings doubled his good cheare ; ſuddenly ke 

was conſtrained to turne his copy from joy into ſadnefſe, from pleaſure 1nro 

griefe and gnaſhing of reeth, by a moſt bitter and unlooked for death, 

which deprived him at once of all his pleaſures, tomake him drink the cup 

of Gods fierce wrath, and to throw him dowre headlong into everiaſting 

paines and tormerſts which were provided for him, Pope Leo (ſaith Saine 

Martin of Belay in his ſecond buoke of memorable things) hearing of the 


great loſſe which the Frenchmen ſuſtained at Milan, rooke fo great joy os 
thereat, thata catarrheand an ague enſuing, killed him within three dayes 7 
after; a happy man indeed todie with joy. vs 


Pope Tali the third was one of the ſame ftampe, nothing inferiour to 
the former in all manner of diflolute and infamous living, and vile and cur - 
{.d ralke, making knowne by his impiery, that he had none other god bur #4: 115.r.c4p, 
.. bis belly, and that he was none of Chriſts fold, but one of Epicures crew; * nt 
| hewas ſuch aglatton, and ſo paſſionate in his luſts, and ſo prophane a de- 
 tpiſer of God and his Word, that once at ſupper being inraged, and blaf- 
- pheming 
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heming becauſe they had not ſerved in a cold Peacocke which be com. 
manded to be kept whole at dinner, though there were other hot on the 
table; a Cardinal! that was preſent, deſired him not robe ſo moved for ſo 
ſmall a trifle : What(quorh he)if it pleaſed God to be ſoangry for eatin 
of anapple,as to thruſt Adaws and Eve out of paradiſe, ſhould not I whic 
am his Vicar be angry for a Peacocke, which is far more worth than any 
apple > See how this wicked wretch prophaned the haly Scripture, and 
like an Epicure and Atheiſt mocked God : but he died of the gout, after 
he had been long plagued with'it,together with other diſcaſes, [caving none 
other good name behind him,ſave the report of a moſt wicked and abhomi- 
nable man. 

Philip 8trzze,whom Paniu Iovie reporteth to have bin commonly brui. 
ted to be an Atheiſt, was an Exile of Florence, and afterwards priſoner 
there in the time of Coſimns Medims, the Prince of that Commonwealth, 
(againft whom this Philzp had enterprized to make warre) and being in pri- 
ſon, be killed himſelfe with the ſword of a Spaniard his keeper, which 
by overſight he bad leſt behinde, ſetting the point againſt his throar, 
and falling downe upon it : ſo may all Arheiſts periſh and come to | 


naught. * 


5 Francis Rabelais having ſuckt up alſo this poiſon, uſed like a prophane 


villain,to make all Religion a matter to laugh and mockeat , but God de. 
prived him cf his ſences, that as he had led a brutiſh lite,ſo he might die a 
Þrutiſhdeath ; for be died mocking all thoſe that talked of God, or made 
mention of mercy in his cares, | 

How miſerable was the end of Periers the author of that detefſtable book 

intituled Symbolum mund;, wherein he openly mocked at Ged and his Reli- 
ion, even finally he fell into deſpaire, and notwithſtanding all that guar, 
ded him,killed himſelfe. 
Todellealſoa French tragicall Poet, being an Epicure and Arheift, made 
a very tragicall and moſt pittifull end; for he died in great miſery and di- 
ftreſle, even pined to death, after he had rioted our all bis ſabftance, and 
conſumed his patrimony, L#zveroles rhe Courtier, to make himſelfe ſeeme 
a-man of ſervice, made open profeſſion of Atheiſme ; but his end and 
deſtragion came from thence whence he looked for credit and advance. 
ment. 

To bring the matter to an end, I will here ſer downe a notable and 
ſtrange thing that chanced in the raigne of Zews the ninth (as Zxgnerran de 
eMonſtrelet in his ſecond volume of Hiſtories recordeth ir)upon the fif- 
teenth day of Iune inthe yeare of our Lord God 1464, there happened a 
ſtrange thing inthe Palace at Paris : So it was, that tIfere was a matter in 
law to be tried betwixt the Biſhop of Aongiers, and a rich citicen, whom 
the Biſhop charged to have ſpoken before many witneſſes, that he beleeved 
not that there was either God or Devill, Heaven or Hell. Now whilſt the 
Biſhops Lawyer laid to his charge theſe things, the place began to tremble 
very much wherein they were,and a ſtone fel] downe from the roof amongſt 
them all, without hurting any ; yet every man was ſore afraid, and departed 
out of the houſe untill the morrow, then the matter was begun againe to 
be pleaded, which was no ſooger in hand, but the chamber began afreſh to 
ſhake,and one of the ſummers came forth of his mortiſchole,falling down- 


wards two foor, and there ſtayed : {o that all that were withinthe hall loo- 
| king 
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Ling to bave been flaine outright, ran out ſoviolently, that ſome lefr be. 1 
binde them their caps, others their hoods, others their ſlippers:ſaummarily, s 
glad was hethat could get out firſt ; neither durſt they plead any more 
cauſes in that place untill it were mended. Thus much reporteth Engaerran, 
without mention of any deciſion of that matter. Now foraſmuch as no- 
thing happeneth by chance, it is moſt likely that God by that accident 
would give us to underſtand, both how monſtrous and deteſtable all ſach 
ſpecches are, as alſo how men ought to feare and abhorre them, ſeeing that 
tho dumbe and fencelefle creatures,and wood, beams,planks,and ftones,and / 
the earth itſelf (by nature ſtedfaſt and fix<d)are fo far from enduring them, W//7 | 
that they are moved withall. "© 
There was acertaine blaſphemons wretch, that on a time being with his picipatu & 
companions in a common Inne, carowſing and making metry, asked them, !mp.ſermr32, 
if they thought a man was poſſeſſed with a ſoule or no > Whereuntowhen 
ſome replyed, That the ſoules of men were immortall, and that ſome of 
them after releaſe from the body lived in heaven, others in Hell (for ſo the 
Writings of the Prophets and Apoſtles inſtructed them) hee anſwered 
and ſwore, that he thought it nothing ſo; but rather that there was no ſoule 
1n man to ſurvive the body, but that heavenand hell were meere fables,and 
inventions of Prieſts to get gaine by ; and for himſelfe, he was ready to 
ſell his ſoule to any that would buy it : thenone of his companions tooke 
upa cup of wine and ſaid, Sell me thy foule for this cup of wine: Which 
he receiving, bad him take his ſoule, and dranke up the wine. Now Satan 
himſelfe was there ina mans ſhape (as commonly he is never far from ſuch 
meetings)and bought it againe of the other at the ſame price, and by and 
by bad him give him his ſoule ; the whole company affirming'ir was meer 
he ſhould have it, ſince he had bought it, not perceiving the Devill : bur 
preſefitly he laying hold of this ſouleſeller,carried him into the aire before 
them all, roward his own habitation, to the great aſtoniſhment and amaſe- 
ment of the beholders; and from that day tothis he was never heard of, bur 
tryed to his pain that men had ſoules,and that hell was no fable; according 
to his godlefle and prophane opinion, 
| Pherecides (by birth a Syrian,a tragicall Poet and a Philoſopher by pro- Atienu de 
{cflion)boaſted impudently againft his ſchollers of his proſperity,learging 7©-b#6-14- 
and wiſedome ; ſaying, that although he offered no ſacrifices unto the 
gods, yet he led a more quiet and pro{perous life, than thoſe that were ad- 
dicted toReligion, and therefore he paſſed not for any ſuch vanity.Bur ere 
long his impiety was juſtly revenged , for the Lord firuck him with ſuch a 
ſtrange diſcaſe, that out of his body iflued ſuch aflimy and filthy ſwear, 
and engendred ſuch a number of lice and wormes, that his bowels being 
conſumed by them, he died moſt miſerably. 
At Hambourgh not long fince there lived an impious wretch,that deſpi. rh:arr.vifore 
ſed the preaching of the Goſpell, and the Miniſters thereof, /accounting it 
as a vaine thing not worthy the beleeving of any man : neither did he thus 
bimſelf only;but alſo ſeduced many others, bringing them all ro Atheiſme 
and ungodlinefſe. Wherefore the Lord juſtly recompenced him for his 
impiety: for he thatbefore had no ſence nor feeling of God in his cooſci- 
ence, being touched with the finger of the Almighty, grew to the con- 
trary, even to too much feeling and knowledge of God, that he fell into 
extreme deſpaire; affirming now his ſinnes tobe paſt forgivencſle, mom 
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he had withdrawne others from the truth, as well as himſelfe, whereas be- 
fore he thought himſelfe guilty of no fiane , and that God was fo juſt, 
that he would not forgive him, wh. reas before be thought therewas no 
God (fo mighty is the operation of the Lord when he pleaſeth to touch 
the conſcience of man) finally, continuing in this deſperate caſe, he threw 
himſelfe from the roote of a houſe into a well, and not finding water 
enough ro drowne him, he thruſt his head into the bottome thereof, till he 
had made anend of his life, 
In the yeare of our Lord 1502 there lived one Hermaznu Briwicke, a 
rand Atheiſt, and a notable inſtrument of Satan, who affirmed, that the 
world never had beginning, as fooliſh Moſes dreamed : and that there was 
neither Angels, nor devils, nor hell, nor future life, bur thar the ſ{oules 
of gen periſhed with their bodies : beſides, that Chriſt Ieſus was nothing 
elſe but a ſeducer of the people; and thatthe faith of Chriſtians,and what- 
ſoeverelſe is contained in holy writs, was meere vanity. Theſe articles full 
of impiety and blaſphemy, he conſtantly avouched to the death , and for 
the ſame cauſe was together with his books burnt in Holland, 
A cerraine rich man at Holberſtadium abounding with all manner of 
catthly commodities, gave himſelfe ſo much ro his pleaſure, thar he be. 


came beſotred therewith , in ſuch-ſorr, that he made noreckoning of Reli. 


gion, nor any good thing, bur dared to ſay, that it he might lead ſuch a 


| life continually -vpon earth, hewould not envy heaven, nor defire any ex- 


Marlow, 


change. Norwithſtanding ere long(contrary to his expeRation)the Lord 
cut him off by death, and fo his defired pleaſure came to an end: but after 
his dearth there appeared ſuch diabolicall apparitions in his bouſe, that no 
man daring to inhabite it,it became deſolate: for every day there appeared 
the Image ot this Epicure firring at a board, with a number of his gheſts, 
drinking, carouſing, and making good cheare , and his table turtliſhed 
with delicares, and attended on by many that miniftred neceffaries uato 
them, beſide with minfrels, trumpetters, and ſuch like, In fumme, what- 
ſoever he delighred in,in his life time,was thereto be ſcene every day. The 
Lord permitting Saran to blcare mens eyes with ſuch ſtrange ſhewes, ro 
the end that others might be terrified from ſuch Epicuriſme and impiety, 
Not inferior to any of the former in Atheiſmeand impiety, and equall 
toall in mannerof puniſhment, was one of our owne nation, of freſh and. 
late memory, called 24rlin, by profefiion a ſcholler, broughtup from his 
youth in the Voiverſity of Cambridge, but by practiſe a Play-maker, and 
a Poet of ſcurrility , who by giving too large a ſwing tohis owne wit, and 
ſuffcring his luſt to have the full reines, fell (not withour juſt deſert)ro that 
great outrage and extremity, that he denied'-God, and his ſonne Chriſt, 
and nor onely in word blaſphemed the Trinity, but alſo (as it is credibly 
reported) wrote books againſkir, afirming'our Saviour tobe but adecet- 
ver, and Xfoſes to be but a ſedueer of the people, and the holy Bible robe 
but vaine and idle ſtories, zndall Religion bura device of policy. But ſee 
what a hookethe Lord put in the noftrils ofthis barking dogge : ſo ir fell 
our, that as he purpoſed to ſtab one whom he ought a grudge unto, with 
his dagger, the other party perceiving, ſo avoyded the ſtroke, that withall 
catching hold of his wreſt, he ſtabbed his owne dagger intohis own head; 
in ſuch ſorr, that notwithſtanding all the means of ſurgery that could be 


wrought, he ſhortly after died thereof: the manner of his death being ſo 
| rertible 
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rerrible (for he even curſed and blaſphemed to his laſt gaſpe, and together 
with his breath an oath flew outof his mouth) that it was not onely a ma- 93 
nifeft figne of Gods judgement, but alſo an horrible and fearefull terrour 

ro all that beheld him, Burt hereindid the juſtice of God moſt notably ap- 

are, inthat he compelled his own hand which had writtenthoſe blaſphe- 
mies, tobe the inſtrument to pnniſh him,and that in his braine,which had 
deviſed the ſame. 

Another alfo of our owne nation is not to' be overpaſſed, who for an 
Atheiſt and an Epicure might compare with any of the former,and for the 
judgement of God upon him doth give place to none. .It was a gentleman 

of Bark(hire,whoſe name I forbearc toexpreſſe,a man of great poſſeſſions. 
This man was an open contemner of God and all Religion, a profeſt 
Atheiſt, and a {corner of the Word of God and Sacraments; inſomiuch,as 
I have heard reported of very credible perſons, being a witneſle at the bap- 
tifing of a childe,he would needs have it called Bee/zebub. Beſides this, he 
was given overto all ſenſuality of the fleſh, keeping in his houſe continu- 
ally notorious ſtrumpets, and that openly withour ſhame : his mouth was 
ſoaccuftomed ro ſwearing, that he could ſcarſe ſpeake without an oath. 
This miſerable man, or ratber beaſt, having continued long in this damna- 
ble courſe of life, at laſt Gods heavy vergeance found him out : for upon a 
certain day riding abroada hunting with another companion,as they were 
diſcourſing of many vaine matters, it pleaſed Almighty God of a ſudden 
ro firike him wich ſudden death : for falling ſuddenly to the crupper of his 
horſe backward, be was taken downe ſtarke dead, with his rongue banging 
out of h1s mouth after a fcarfull manner, and became a terrible example ro 
allwicked Atheiſts,of Gods juſtice. 

Hither I might adde the examples of others, who having been in high 
places of favour in former times, are fallen like Lecifer from their heaven, 
that is, their worldly felicity, and live like him in chaines of impriſon- 
ments, Theſe had wont (being in their bravery) to mocke ar all Religion, 
and to make themſelves merry with ſcoffing at the holy Scripture, but the 
Lord hath brought them downe,and plucked the feathers of their pride,to 
reach them ro know there is a God, and that Religion is no matter of po- 
licy, bur Gods owne ordinance, tobring men tobleſſednefle; and lerthem 
be aſſured,if they repent not, the Lord will yet further execute his venge- 
ance upon them,and make them more manifeſt ſpeRacles of his juſtice. 

Many tnore moderne and home: bred examples I could adde ; of ſome 
that wcre hariged, ſome that dicd deſperate, fome that were deprived of 
their ſeaſes, having been hotorious Arheiſts and Epicures in their lives , 
but I hope theſe already named are ſufficient to prove, that the Lord of 
heaven obſerveth the wayes of men,and rewardeth every man according to 
his works, eſpecially ſuch as ſirive to deny his Eſſence-or his ſonne Chriſt, 
I would ro God (and [ pray ir from my heart) thatall Atheiſts in this 
Realme, and in the world beſide, would by the remembrance and con- 
fideration of theſe examples either forſake their horrible impiety, or that 
they might inlike manner come todeſtruction;and ſo that abominable fin 
which ſo flouriſheth amongſt men of greateſt name, might cither be quite 
extinguiſhed and rooted our, or at leaſt ſmothered and kept under, that it 
durſt not (hew it head any more in the worlds eye. Fo kg 
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CHAP X XII. 


Touching the tranſgreſſors of the ſecond ( ommanu- 
dement, by Idolatry. 


W/ > ther by malice, or impiery, or Apoſtafie , or herefie, or 
v\V&//22 otherwiſe bave tranſgreſſed the firſt Commandemenr 
N[Z> bave been puniſhed : Let us now conſider the judge- 
9 ments that have befallen Idolaters, the breakers of the 
g yAT \ ſecond Commandement. But before we proceed, wee 
NS SV muſt know, that as it is required of us by the firſt Com- 
mandement, to hold God for onr true and onely God, to repoſe all our 
whole truſt and confidence in him, and call upon him, ſerveand worſhip 
him alone , ſo in the ſecond to this the contrary to this 1s forbidden ; 
which is, todoe any manner of ſervice, honour, and reverence by devorion 
to Idols, foraſmuch he is a Spirit (that is to ſay, of a ſpirituall nature and 
Eſſence, which is infinite and incomprehenſible) fo loveth he a ſpirituall 
worſhip and ſervice, which is anſwerable tohis nature, and nor by Images 
and piures,and fuch other outward and corruptible means,which he hath 
innowiſe commanded : wherefore Iſaiah rhe Prophet reproving the foll 
and vanity of Idolaters, ſaith, T# whom w:ll you hken God, or what ſmilituds 


7 2© BE have hitherto ſeene how and in what ſort they,that ei- 
\/ 


_ will you ſ#'up unto him : Therefore if it be not Gods will, that under pre- 


rence and colour of his owne name, any Image or pifure ſhould be adored 
(being a thing not only inconvenient, bur alfo abſurd and anſcemly)much 
leſfecan hee abide to have them worſhipped under the name and title of 
any creature whatſoever. And for this cauſe gave he the ſecond Comman- 
dement, Thou ſhalt not make to thy ſelfe anygraven lmage ec. which prohibi- 
tion the Iſraelites brake in the deſarr, when they ſer up a golden calfe,and 

bowed themſclves before ir after the manner of the Paynims,giving it the 
honour which was onely due to God : whereby they incurred the indigna- 
tion of Almighty God, who is ſtrong and jealous of ſuffering any ſuch 

flander to be done unto his name : wherefore he cauſed three thouſand of 
them to be ftroken and wounded to death by the hand of the Levires, at 

the commandement of cMoſes, to make his anger againſt Idolatry more 

manifeſt, by cauſing them to be executioners of his revenge, who were 

ordained for the minifiry of his Church, and the fervice of the Altar and 

Tabernacle. Howbeit for all this, the ſame people not long after, fell back 

intothe ſame fin, and bowed themſelves bales ftrange gods, and through 

the allurements of the daughtersof Afoab, joyned themſelves to Belphegor: 

for which cauſe the Lord being inſenced, firoke them with fo grievous a 

plague, that there dicd of them in one day about twenty and foure thou- 

ſand perſons. 

And albeit that after all this, being brought by him into the Jand of 
promiſe, he had forbidden and threatned them, for cleaving to the Idols of 
the nations, whoſe land they poſſeſſed, yer were they fo prone to Idolatry, 
that notwithſtanding all chis, they fell ro ſerve Badl and 4ftaroth:wherefore 
the fire of Gods wrath was inflamed againſt them, and he gave them over 

eo 
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| tobe a ſpoile and prey-unto their: enemies onevery. fide, ſo that for many 95 
yeares, ſometimes the Moabares opprefled them, otherwhiles the Madia- 
nites, andever after the death of any of their Judges and Rulers which God 
raiſed up for their deliverance, ſome grievous punifhment befellthem : for 
then (being without Law or government Jevery mandid that which ſcemed 
in his own eyes,and-ſoturned afide from the right way. ©. | 
— Nowalbeit theſe exatnples may ſeeme to have fome affinity with Apo- 
ſtafie, yet becauſe the ignorance and rudenefſe of the people was rather the 
cauſe of their falling away:from God, than any walfull affe&ion that raig- 
ned in them, therefore: we-place thein in this tanke, as well as they have 
been alwaies brought upand nuzled in Idolatry. : - a_No1en; 201 
One ofthis crew was.0cboſias King of Juda, ſonne of /#ram, who having, cy,on.z.; 
before him an evill precident of his wicked father, and a worſe inftrution = 
and bringing up- of his mother cA4thalia, who together with the houſe of 
Achab 'pricked him forward to evill;- joyned himfelfe to themand totheir 
Idels, and' for that cauſe was wrapped inthe ſame puniſhment and deſtru- 
Rion with lorem the: King, of Iſrael; whom Jebs flew together with the 
Princes of Juda, and many of his neere kinſmen, 
Andrcobe ſhort, Idolatty hath been the decay and ruine of the kingdoms 
of Juda, as at all otker times, ſoeſpecially. under [oachas ſonne of loſias, that x Kings 331 
raigned not above three moneths in Jeruſalem, before he was taken and led 
captive into Zgyptby the King thercof, and there dyed : from which time 
the whole land becarne tributary tothe King of Zgypr. FTI 
 Andnot long after, it was utterly deftroyed by the forces of Nabuchad- , Kings 24.39 
nezz4r King of Babell, that came againſt Jeruſalem and tooke it,and carried 
King /oachim with bis mother, his Princes, his ſervants, andthe treaſurers- 
of the Temple, and his owne houſe, into Babyl6a ; and finally tooke Ze- 
dechias that fled away, and before his eyes cauſed his ſonnes to be ſlaine: 
which as ſoone as he had beheld, commanded them alſo to be pulledout, 
and fo binding him in chaines of Iron; carried him priſoner to Babylon z 
purring all the Princes of Juda to the ſword , conſuming with fire the 
emple, with the Kings Palace, atdall the goodly buildings of Jeruſa- 
lem. And thus the whole Kingdome' (thongh by an eſpectall prerogative; 
conſecrated and ordained of God himſelfe ) ceaſed tobe a Kingdome, and 
came to ſuch an end, that it was never re-eſtablifhed by God : it is no mar- 
yell then if the like bapned tothe Kingdome of Iſraell, whichwas aftera | 
fort begun and confirmed by the filthy idolatry of 1eroboams calves, which 77det.r, £192 
as his ſucceſſors maintained or favoured more or lefle, fo were they expo- 
ſed to more or lefle plagues and ineumbrances. ' + 4/14 pF 
 ' Nadab, Teroboams ſonne, being mizled and nurtured up in Idoll worfhipy : Kings x5, 37 
afrer the example of his father, received a condigne punifhment for his 
iniquity : for Basſathe ſonne of Lh1ij4h put both him and all theoff-ſpring 
of teroboams houſe tothe ſword, and ra igned in bis ſtead: 'whoalfo bei 
no whit better than thoſe whom he had ſlaine, was: puniſhed inthe oirfek 
of Elahis ſonne,whom Zambriialſo his ſervant ſlew. And this againe uſurp- 
ing the Crowne, enjoyed it -but ſeven dayes; -at the end whereof ( ſeeing 
himſelfe in danger in the city of Tirza, taken by 4», whom the —_ 
had choſen for theit King) went into the palace of the Kings houile;and bur.

As for Achab;he multiplied Idolatry in Irael;and committed ud anle-n5!t 
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kedaefe: than all his predeceſſors, wherefore the wrath of God was ftret- 
ched out '2gainſt kim and his ; for he himſelfe was wounded dearh iti 
battell by the Sytians, his ſon ler am {laine by 1chs,and threeſcore and ten of 
his children put todeath in Samaria by their governours and chiefe of the 
City, ſendingtheir beads in baskets to /chs. 4 | | 
Above all, a moſt xetable and manifeſt exatnple of Gods judgement | 
was ſcene inthe death of Tezabel his wife, that had been his ſpurre and pro- 
voker toall miſcheife, when by her Ennuchs and mofitruſty fervants,at the 
commandement of 1ehs, ſhe was throwne downe out of a window, and 
trampled under the korſe feet, and laſt of all devoured of dogs.” Moreover 
the greateſt number of the Kings of Iſrael that ſucceeded him; were mnr- 
thered one after another : ſo that the Kingdome fell to ſuch a low decline, 
that it became firſt tributary tothe Kingof Aſlyria,and afterward invaded 


and ſubverted by him;andrhe inhabirants tranſported into his land, whence 


they never returned, but remained ſcattered here andthere like vagabonds, 
and all for their abhominable ſdolatry, Which ought to be a lefſ6nto alt 

ople, Princes, and Kings, that feeing that God. ſpared not theſe two 
[299 of Jadaand Iſrzell, but deſtroyed and rooted them out from the 
earth, much leſſe will'be ſpareany other Kingdome and Monarchy which 
continue by their Images and Idoll-worſhip, to ſtirre up his indignation 
againſt them. |

got footing and increaſe intheir dominions, ſocqual-

raiſed and fortified them , as before time he had done the Affyrians 
and Babylo 


hians, as whips and ſcourges tochaſtenthe peopleand Nations 


: .of the world that wickedly had abuſed his holy Goſpell, andbearing rhe 


name of Chriftians, had become Idolaters * for no other namne than this 

can be giventhem, that in devotion do any mannerof homage to Images 

and Pifures, whatſocver may ſuperficially bealleadged tothe contrary: 

For be it the Image either of Prophet, Apoſtle, or Chriſt Jeſus himſelfe, 

yer it is neceſſary thatthe Law of God ſtand whole and found, which faith, 
T hon ſhalt wake thy ſelft no graven Image, wor any likeneſſe of things either in 

heaven abave,or in earth beneath, thou ſbalt not baw dewne 101hemr, nox wer ſbi 

them, &c. Wherefore he performed the part ofagood Biſbsp,that findi 

a vaile ſpread in the entrance of a Church doore, wherein the Ima jt 
-Chriſt or of ſome other Saint was piftured, rent it in pieces, with ef 
ay words, 
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 Chriftendome afflicted Gods I udgements.

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words, That it was againſt the authority of the ſacred Scriptures, 10 have any 
Image of Chriſt ſetup inthe Church, After the ſame manner, Serenw Biſhop 
of Marſcilla, beat downe and baniſhed all Images out of his Churches,as 
occaſions of Idolatry : and to ſhun them the more, it was ordained inthe 
Elibertine Councell, that no Image nor piQure ſhould be ſerup in any 
Church : for which cauſe alſo the Emperour Leo the third, by an open 
Edi commanded his ſubjeAs ro caſt out of their Temples all picures 
and tarues of Saints, Angels,and whatſoever elfe,to the intent that all oc- 
caſions of Idolatry might be taken away: yea and he burned ſome,and pu- 
niſhed divers otherwiſe,that in this regard were not phianr,but diſobedient 
to his commandement, After which time, when Images were recalled into 
Greece and into Conſtantinople (the chiefe city and ſeat of the Eaſt Em- 
pire) it came to paſle by a greatand dreadtull(yet juſt)judgement of God, 
that this famous and renowned city, in the worlds eye impregnable, after 
long fiege,and great and furious afſaults)as at length taken by the Turks, 
who having won the breach, and entred with fury, drove the poore Empe- 
roar Paleolezwus (even till then fighting for the cities defence)ro that extre. 
miry, tharin retyring amovg the preaſe of his own ſouldicrs,he was thron- 
zed and trampled todeath ; and his ſlain body being found,was beheaded, 
and his head contemptuouſly caried about the city upona launce. Now af. 
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rer the maſſacre of many thouſand men,tomake up a compleat, & abſolute 


cruelty, they drew the Empreſle with her daughters and many other ladies 
and gentlewomen to a banquet, where after many vile and horrible wropgs 
and diſgraces, they killed and tore them in pieces in moſt monſtrous man- 
ner. Inall which, the execution of Gods moſt juſt wrath for Idolatry did 
moſt lively appeare: which'finne,accompanied with many other execrable 
and viſe v ices, muſt needs draw after it a grievous and terrible puniſhment, 
to ſerve for example to others that were to come : neicher was it a thing 
by chance, or hap-hazzard,that the Chriſtians were made a mocking Rock 
to them in that wofull day, when in their bloady triumphs they cauſed a 
Crucifix to be carried through the ſtreets in contempr, and throwing durrt 
upon it, cried in their Language, This the gallant god of Chriſtians, And 
thus did God licenſe and permit theſe ſavage Turks to commir every day 
grievous outrages, and to make great waſts and defolations in all Chri- 


ing of ZaFantius touching the returne of the Empire into Alia, be not ve- 
rified and accompliſhed very ſhortly if there be no amendment praiſed : 
forwe ſee by wofull experience, that almoſt all the forceswhich Chriſtian 
Princes have muſtered from all quarters, ia pretence torefiſt their fury and 
rage, have not only been bootleſle and tnprofitable,but alſo that which is 
worſe, giventhem further occaſion by their bloady viRorics, and wonder- 
full laughter of ſo many millions of men,to make them more obſtinare in 
their deteſtable Mabomeriſme & Turkiſh Religion than they were before: 
for they make thcir boaſts thereof, and 'reare up trophies of their crael- 
ries, taking no more pitty of the vanquiſhed, than the'Burcher doth of a 
Sheep allotted ro the flaughrer. VVhereof we have a piceifull example in 
the overthrow of che French army,which hz che ſome of Philip Dake of 
Burgondy led againſt the Turke Bajaer, and by the treachery and cowar- 
diſe of the Hungarians,whoin the time of battell rarned their backs and 
fied, was overcome : in that this wicked and cruell Tygre expreſly _— 
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ſtendome, till that they grew ſo mighty, that it is to be feared leſt the ſay- guage 
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That all the priſoners (in number many) ſhould be murthered one after 
another, which was readily executed belore his cyes ; ſothat ſaving the 
chiefe Caprtaines and certaine few Lords of the company,that were ſpared 
in reſpe& of great ranſomes,there eſcaped nor one alive. 

Beſides theſe generall calamities, the Lord bath particularly ſhewne 
forth his indignation againſt private perſons and places for Idolatry : as in 
Spoletium at one time there periſhed by an earthquake three hundred and 
fifty, whileſt they were offering ſacrifice unto Idols. Art Rome under che

piter was miraculouſly melted, the Prieſts going about to pacike che an- 
ger of their gods with LeQiſterns and ſacrifices, foure of them together 
with the Altar and [doll were ſtricken in pieces with a thunderdolr, and 
ſuddenly ſuch a terrible darknefle overſpread all the ciry, that moſt of the 
inhabitants ran our into the fields all amaſed. Moreover, did not the Lord 
ſend lightning from heaven to inflame that notorious Temple of Idolatry,

ked Apoftate, whileft he was exerciſing tortures upon one Theodor: a 
Chriſtian, and did it not conſume the Image of 4pollo toaſhes > The ta- 
mous and rich Temple of 1»piter at Apamea, how ftrangely did it come to 
ruineand deſtruRtion 2 For when the Preſident and Tribunes (who had in 
charge todeftroy it) thought ita thing almoſt unpoſiible, by reaſon of the 
ſirepgth of the wals, and matter of it; Marce//us the Biſhop undertook the 
labour, and found out a man that promiſed to ſhake and root up the foun- 
dation of it by fire ; but when he bad put itin practiſe, a blacke Devill ap- 
peared and hindred the naturall operation of the fire ; which when 2 arce/- 
Iams perceived, he by carneft and zealous prayer drove away the Devill, and 
ſothe fire rckindled and conſumed it to nothing. In all which examples 
we may (c« the wonderfull indignation of God againſt Idoli-worſhippers, 
when by ſuch flra6; e and extraordinary means he bringeth them todeſtru- 
Qion. And tl: 1s doubtlefſe is no new courſe, for even fince the beginning 
of the world (it wc conſult Hiſtories)we ſhall finde, that well nigh all rhe 
kingdomes, places, perſons,and countries that have been any wiſe infeted 
with this ſinne, bave ſtill come to ſome ruine or other, and to ſome great 
overthrow, and their Idolatry ſuppreſſed by ſome notable and ſtrange ac- 
cident, Whereot Saint H:erewme may be a witnefſe, who affirmeth , That 
when leſus being a childe was carried into Agypt for feare of Herod, all 
the Idols of Agypt fell downe,and all their miracles became mute,which 
the Prophet 7ſaras foreſeeing, ſaith, Behold, the Lord rideth upon a ſwift cloud. 
and ſhall come into Mgypt,andihe Idols of Ag ypt ſhall melt in the midſt of her, 
Befides, the generall filence of the Devill 1n his Oracles throughout the 
world preſently upon Chrifts Incarnation, is a thing known and confeſſed 
of all men. Notwithſtanding all which, the holy Pope will Rill maintain 
his Idolatry, albeit the Lord hath made manifeft tokens of his indigna- 
tion againſt it, As appeareth by that which happened in the yeare 14 5 1, 
being the Popes, Tubile, when ſuch a concourſe of people was made from 
all quartersof the world to honour that ſuperſtirious day : for the people 
being upon Adriens bridge, were ſo thruſt rogether, that two hundred men 
and three horſes loſt their lives, being trampled upon and Rifled rodeath ; 
many fell intothe water over the bridge,and ſoperiſhed , of whom an hun- 
dred and thirty were buried at Saint Celſw.' And theſe are the fruirsof 
their 
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their Indulgences, which are too much bought and ſought for , and of 
their Iubilies, proceeding from the Biſhop of Rome his 1mpious and ſa- 
crilegious zeale, Now to eſchew theſe and ſuch like misfortunes ; the 
rrue and onely means is, an unfained diverfion from all Idolatry and Su- 
perſtition, and whatſoever elſe contrarieth the pureſervice of God, and a 
converſation unto him,to ſerve him in ſpirit and truth, as the Scripture ex- 
horteeh. 
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CHAP: XXVI. 


Of thoſe that at any time cerrupted and mingled Gods Religion 
with bumane inventions or went about to change or diſ- 


quiet be diſcipline of the Church, 


I \@x-,7 Ow ſceing that God hath ſer downe a certaine forme 
& {45 of doarine and inftruRion , according to which hee 
would have us toſervehim, and eſtabliſhed a kinde of 
diſcipline tobe obſervedand maintained ofevery man 
& inviolably ,'it behoveth therefore every Chriſtian ro 
p) conforme himſelfe untothis order; and not to be 
SE guided by, every fickle imagination of his own braine, 
or every raſh preſumption that ariſeth in himſelfe, bur onely by rhe'dire& 
rule of Gods Word, which onely we ought to follow. By meanes of neg- 
lefing which duty, many vaipe.and'/perniticusceremonies and ſtrange 
ſuperſtitions have beene brought in and ſwayed mightily : by reaſon 
whereof great Controverſies and Diſputations are taken up at this day, 
. Albeit, indeed iitbea thing manifeſt , that being not grounded and prop- 
ped upon the Anchor of the Scriptures,they ought to be aboliſhed, what 
brave outward ſhew in appearance ſoever they beare, 
. . And that they ſet abroach things are not blameleſle and excuſable be- 
fore God,it appeareth by the puniſhment of Nadab and _16bihn,who being 
ordained Prieſts of God, to ſacrifice and offer onely thoſe things which 
werecommanded in the Law, yet were ſoevill adviſed as to offer ſtrange 
incenſe and perfume upon the Altar ,. received-at the very inſtant of the 
factcondigne puniſhment for their preſumption: for ſuddenly this their 
ſtrange fire invaded them ſo fiercely,and ſo piercingly, that they were ſoon 
burned and conſumed therewith: and ſo they were not ſpared, albeit 
they were _4arons ſonnes, even his firſt borne , and cHoſes Nephewes , 
that by them all other might feare and take warning how to enterpriſe any 
thing ia Gods ſervice contrary to his expreſſe Ordinance, 
This moderation alſo ought to beobſerved in the Church Diſcipline, 
towirt, that every man containe himſelfe within the Precinas of his yoca- 
tion,and that none inerude themſelves into any charge without being cal- 
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led of God thercunto : whercof Corah greatly faulted, when being not yyumb,: 6, 


content with the dignity ofa Levites = which God had beſtowed up. 
On him, he ambitiouſly aſpired tothe Prieſts office, and beſides this ſtirred 
Up and drew to his faction Dathan and Abiram, and many others , to the 
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number of two hundred and fifty perſons, againſt AZoſes and Aaron : but 
hedrew withall the vengeance of God downeupon bimſelfe arid 1! that 
tooke his part in moſt horrible and fearefull manner : for ſome of thetj, 
towit,the fyohundred and fifry, who, notwithſtanding <349ſes reproofe, 
were ſo hardy and preſumptuous as to preſent themſelves rhe next rtiotrow 
after the tumulr,openly before the Tabernacle, to offer Incenſe, as if they 
had beene true Prieſts, were for their flame of Ambition and Pride,ſet on 
fire and conſumed with the flame of Gods wrath : others, towit, Dathan 
and abiraw, for their audacious enterpriſe againſt God, inthe perſonof 
his ſervants, Moſes and Aaro,and their bigh mindednefle and rebellion, in 
not comming out of their Tefts.at the conimandment of Moſes, were 
thrownedowne into the loweſt pit, the earth opening her mouth, and ſwal. 
lowing them up alivewith their Tents and Families,and all that belonged 
unto thetn, to the fearefull amaſement of the whole people, that were be- 
holders of this SpeQacle. | 

Oziah King of Iuda, carried himſelf a long while uprightly and mo- 
deſily in the fervice of God : but after God had given him many great 


_viQories over his enemies the Philiftims, the Arubians,the Amorites,and 


that his tenowne and feare was ſpread rot onely to his neighbours, . but al- 
ſoro ſtrange narions, by and by his heart was puft up with pride and ſelfe. 
conceir,that he dared to cater the Temple of God, and burne Incenſe up- 
on the Altat, which belonged onely to the Prieſts office rodoe: and not 
obeying the Rrong refiftahce and ermand of the good Prieſts that 
had charge of the Tetaple, hewisAtueken with a Leprofie, and haſtily 
carriedvir and ſequeſtred from the fociery of men allthis tife time. And 
fothis proud King that fooliſhly tvoke upon him more chan was lawfult 
and convetiieat,was forced to recoile, and tobe fill, being bumbled under 
ſo grievous aſconge as never forſboke him till his death, * * ; 

Whehtthe Atke of the Covenant was in bringing from 46b5»4dabs houſe 
in Kyriathjarim,ina Cart guided by 7z=e and 4hio, Abinidabs ſonnes , it 
fell out on the way, that it being ſhaken by the Oxen , (unfit Servitots for 
ſuch a werke ) Yzz« put forth his hand to hold it; but therein hee went 
beyond his charge, and therefore was puniſhed forthwith with prefenc 
death, forhis inconfiderate raſhnefle : for albeit be was both a Levite, and 
thought noevill in his heart, yet in no reſpe& was he licenced to ronch 
the Arke,being a thing lawfull for the Prieſts onely, Ler therefore every 
one be adviſed by theſe Examples, to follow the rule in ſervifg God, that 
is by him deſigned, in all fimplicity, modeſtic, and obedjence, withont 
altering or declining, or undertaking any thing above of beſide theit 
calling. EY, 3:1 
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CHAP. XXV II. 
Of Perjuries. 


KGRF He third Commandement (whichis, 7hou ſhalt not 
ana take rhe Name of the Lord thy Godin vaime ) is firſt and 
Be Eſpecially broken by Perjury, when God is fo lightly 

A <clteemed, nay, ſo deſpiſed , that without any regard 

- —& bad to his Name, that is to ſay, tohis Greatneſſe, 

ct 2) Majeſty, Power, Divine verrue, and fearcfull Iuftice, 

LW (for theſe bee his names) men by fraud and ma- 
lice abuſe their Oathes , cither in denying that which is true, or 
affirming that which is untrue; or negleQing their promiſes made 
and vowed to others : for this is neither to have reſpe& unto his preſence, 
who is every where, nor reverence to his Majeſtie, who is God of Heaven 
and Earth, but rather to make him beare witnefle to our lyc and falfhood 
as it he approved it, or had no power to revenge the injury and diſhonour 
done tohim. And therefore againſt ſuch, in threatningwords hedenoun- 


ccth judgement , that He wil! not hold him guiltheſſe that taketh his Ngme in 


vaine, Howbeit very many over-boldly give themſelves over tothis finne, 
making little or no conſcience to couſen one another even by forſwear- 
ings: whereby they give moſtcleare evidence againſt themſelves , that 
they have very little feare of God beforetheir eyes, and are not guided by 
any other rule ſave of their owne affe tions by which they ſquare out and 
build cheiroarthes, and pull them done againe at their pleaſures; for ler it 
- bea matter of vantage, and then they will-keepe them, but traightway if a 
contrary perſwaſion come in their braine, they will cancell them by and 
by : wherein they dealc farre worſe and more injuriouſly with God, than 
with their knowneenemies ; for he that contrary to his {worne faith de- 
ceiveth his cnemy,declareth that therein he feareth him, but feareth nor 
God ; and careth for him, but contemneth God, It was thereforenot 
without good reaſon that all antiquity ever marked them with the coar of 
infamy that forſwore themſelves. And thereupon it is that Homer fo of- 
ten taunteth the Trojans by reaſon of their ſo uſuall Perjuries. The Egyp- 
_ tians had them in deteſtation as prophane perſons, and reputed it ſo Ca- 
pitall a crime , that whoſoever was convinced thereof was puniſhed by 
death. The ancient Romanes reverenced nothing more then faith io pub, 
like affaires, for which cauſe they had in their Citie a Temple dedicated 
to it: wherein fora more ſtrait bond they uſed ſolemnely to promiſe and 
ſweare toall the conditions of Peace, Truces, and Bargaines, which they 
made,and tocurſe thoſe which went about firſt to breake chem : for grea- 
ter ſolemnity and confirmation hereof, they were accuſtomed at thoſe 
times to offer ſacrifices to the image of faith for more reverence ſake. 
Hence it was that Attilius Regulwchiefe Captaine of the Romane Arm 
againſt the Carthaginians, was ſo highly commended of all men, becauſe 
when he was overcome and taken priſoner,and ſent to Rome, he oncly for 
' bis oathes ſake which he had ſworne, returnedagaine to the enemy, albeir 
bee knew what gricvous torments were provided for him at his returne. 
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Others alſo that came with him,thbough they were intreated, and by their 
Parents, Wives, and Allies, inftantly urged not roreturne to Harnibals 
Campe, could in no wiſe be moved thereunto: but becauſe they -had 
ſworne to the enemie, if the Romans did not accord to thoſe conditions 
which were offered, to come againe., they preferred the bond and reve- 
rence of their promiſed faith,though accompanied with perpetuall caprti- 
viry,before their private commodiries,and neereſt linke'of affe@ion, Bur 
two of theſe ten ( for ſo many were they ) falſified their oath, and wharſo- 
ever miſt they might caſt to darken and diſguiſe rheir Perjury with, yet 
were they condemned of all men for cowards, and faint-hearted Traytors ; 
inſomuch thar-the Cenfors alſo nored them with infamy for the fact , 
whereat they tooke ſuch griefe and inward ſorrow, that being weary of 
their lives, they ſlew themſelves. Now what can they pretend that pro- 
feſſe themſelves Chriſtians and Catholickes,to excuſe their Perjuries, ſee- 
ing that the very Heathen cry out ſoloud and cleere, That an oath and 
faith is fo facredly to be kept towards our enemies > This is one of the 
reateft vercucs and commendations which the P{almiſtattributerh tothe 


' faithfull man, & him that feareth God,and whom God avoucheth for his: 
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 owne, Not to falſifie his 0ath thar he ſweareth, though it be to his dammage. The 


Gibeonires although they.were ſo exccrablea people, that for their grear 
and -horriblewickednefſes andabominations they might be well efteemed 
for Hereticks,/yet the Prifices of Iſrac], after they had ſworne and given 
their faith untothem, would in no wiſe retraQ or goe agaiuſt their oath, 
albeit therein they were deceived by them, for feare of incurring the 
wrath of God, that ſuffereth not a Perjurer to goe unpuniſhed, Vpon 
whatground or example of holy Scripture then may that DoQtrine of the 
Councellof Conſtance be-founded , the purport whereofis, That a man 
ought not to keepe his faith with Hereticks 2 I omit to ſpeake how theſe 
good Fathers ( by Hereticks ) meant thoſe meri who\fearing God, relyed 
themſelves upon his Word, and rejected the fooliſh and ſuperſtitious in- 
ventions of men, And under what colour can the Popes uſurpe this Au- 
thority, ro quit and diſcharge ſabjeas of their oath wherewith they are 
bound to their Superiors 2 yet this was the impious audacity of Po 
Zacharia, Pope Bonifacethe 8, and Pope Benedit? de la Lune, who freed t 
Frenchmen from their duty and obedience which they ought unto their 
Kings.In like manner diſgorged Gregory the 7 his choler and ſpight againſt 
the Emperour Henry, by forbidding bis SubjeRs to be his Subjes, 
_ to yeeld that obedience unto him which Subje&ts were bound 
tO GOC, 

Howbeit ifanoath be madeeither againſt God, orto the damage and 
hurt ofour neighbour ( it being for that cauſe unlawfull ) it behoveth us 
to know that we ought rorevoke it, leſt wee fall into the finne of Sel and 
Herod, Now what puniſhments God hath laid upon Perjuries, theſe Ex- 
amples that follow ſhall make known untous. Oſce the laſt King of Iſrael, 
being made ( by Gods juſt jadgemenr for his ſinnes ) ſubje& and tribura- 
ry tO Salmanazar King of Athur, withour regard to the bond wherewith 
be was bound,and to his faith which he bad plighted, conſpired and ente- 
red leaguewith the King of Zgypt,againſthim: but he diſcovering their- 
{editions and privie conſpiracies,afſembled his forces, ſpoyled his coun- 


trey,and bad them warre on all ſides ; laying fiege to the chiefe Citie of 
his 
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his Kingdome, after three yeeres rooke it, together with the forſworne 
King, whom he put in cloſe priſon,and kept very firaightly, leading him 
and his whole Nation captive into Syria, tocnd their dayes in miſery: of 
which evill,as of all others that happened in that warre, the diſloyalty and 
Treafon of Ofee was the next and chiefeſt cauſe. | 

| Among the bed. roll of finnes which Zedechizs the laſt King of Iuda is 
noted withall in holy Scripture, Perjury is one of the count: tor notwith- 
fianding he received his Kingdome of Nabuchadnezzar , and had ſworne 
fealty to him, as to his Soveraigne, yet brake be his, oath in rebelling 
againſt him, which was the very cauſe of his deſtruQion: for Nebuchadnez. 
=4r tobe revenged on his difloyalty, ſent a puiſſant Armie againſt leruſa- 
lem, which took, ſpoyled, and burat it, and overtooke the Perjurer in his 
flight,and firſt made him a bebolder of the ſlaughter of his owne children, 
and then had his owneeyes bored out,and was carried in chaines to Baby. 
lon, ſerving for a ſpeRacle toall poſteritie, of Gods wondrous judgements 
upon Perjurers. And thus both the Kingdomes of Ifrac| and Iuda 


were for breach and falfifying their Oath quite extinguiſhed and ra- 


ſed out, | 

The greatdeceiver and moſt treacherous perſon, one of them, that ever 
Greece ſaw,was Liſander the Lacedemonian,a buſie-body,full ofcunning, 
ſubtilty,and crafr,and one that performed the moſt of his a&ts of Warre, 
more by fraud and ſtratagems,than by any other meanes: this was he that 
ſaid, That when the Lions skinne ( meaning Fortitude ) would not ſerve, ir 
was needfull then to ſow unto it the Foxes caſe (meaning ſubrilty ) he 
made fo little reckoning of forſwearing himſelfe, that he would often ſay, 
That children were to be couſened with trifles, as Dice and Cockles, and 
o1d men with Oathes : but wirhdeceitfull tricks hewas occaſion of much 
evill,and divers murders : bur at laſt this Foxe making warre againſt the 
Thebans,for that they had taken part with the Athenians againſthim, and 
given them ſuccour and meanes for recovering their liberty, was taken in 
the trap, and ſlaine at the foor of their walls. 
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Metixs Suffetics, Generallof the Albanes, procured the Fidenates to en- £ivix 


ter warre againſt the Romanes, contrary to his oath which he had ſworne 
untothem, and being called by the Romanes to their ſuccour, and placed 
in anout Wing to helpe if need were, whileſt thereſt were fighting, hee 
drove away the time in ordering his men, and ranging them into ſqua- 
drons,to ſee which part ſhould have the beſt, that be might joyne himſelfe 
unto that fide . But Tus the Roman King having obrained the viRory, 
and ſeeing the cowardiſe, ſubtilrty, and treaſon of this Albane, adjudged

ampletoallothers to be more fearefull and true obſervers of their cathes

In old timethe Africans and Carthagenians were generally noted for 
perfidy and falſhood aboveother Nations; the cauſe of which bruit was 


principally that old ſubtile Souldier &»nibal,an old deceiver, and anoto- ;;,.n.,uq.s. 
rious Perjurer,who by his crafts and couſenings which be wroughe with» 16,1. 


out Religionor feare of God, taiſed up the evill report, - This _ Foxe 
| aving 
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having made warre in Italy ſixteen yeeres, and all thatwhile troubled and 
vexed the Romanes ſore, after many viQories, waſtings of Countries, 
ruines, and ſackingsof Cities, and cruell bloodſhed, wasat length over- 
come by Scipio in his owne Conntrey ; andperceiving that His Country. 
men imputed the cauſe of their fall untohim , and fought to make him 
odious to the Romanes,by laying to his charge the breach of that league 
which was betwixt them, he fled to 4Antiochw King of Syria , not ſomuich 
forhis owne ſafcties fake, as to continue his warre againſt the Romanes, 
which he knew Antiochw tobe in hammering, becauſe they came ſo neere 
unto his Frontiers : but he found his hope fruſtrate ; for King Antioch, 
for the ſmall truſt he affied in him,and the daily ſuſpition of his treachery, 
would not commit any charge of his Armie into his band, although for 
valiantnefſe and proweſle he was ſecond to none of that Age. Ir came to 
paſſe therefore, that as ſoone as Antiochu was overthrown of the Romanes, 
he was conſtrained to flie to Prafims King of Bythinia,that tooke.him inrn 
his proteRion : bur being as treacherous himſelfe, hee ſoone deviſed a 
meanes to betray him to Puintizs, the Generall of the Romane Armie : 
which when 4n»/ba/ underſtood , and ſeeing that all paflages forevaſion 
were cloſed up, and that he could not any way eſcape, he poyſoned him. 
ſelfe, and ſo miſerably ended his treacherous life. And thus the de- 
ceit which he practiſed towards others, fell at length upon his ewne Pate, 
to his utterdeftruQion, 

Albeit that Perjurers and forſwearers were tothe Egyptians very odi- 
ous and abominable ( as wee faid before) yet among them'there was one 
Prolome,who to bereave his ſiſter 4rfinoe of her Kingdome, ſtained himſclfe 
with this villanous ſpot,and thereby brought his purpoſe to paſle; for pre- 
tending and proteſting great affeRion and love unto her in the way of 
marriage(for ſuch inceſtuous marriages were there through a perverſe and 
damnable cuftome not unlawfull) and avowing the ſame by folemne oath 
before her Embaſſadours,did notwitſtanding ſoon make knowne the drift 
of bis intent,which was to make himſelfe King : for being arrived in 
ſhew to conſummate Marriage, at his firſt approach hee cauſed 'his 
Nephewes ( ber ſonnes which ſhe had by her former husband Lyſmachss, - 
and were come forth from their mother to give him entextainment on the 
way) tobeflaine, yea, and leſt they ſhovld eſcape his hands, hee purſued 
them even to their mothers boſome, and there murthered them, and after 
(expelling her alſo from her Kingdome ) caught the Crowne, and reigned 
Tyrant in her roome : all which miſchiefe he commitrred by reaſon of the 
faithleſſe oath which bee had taken: and although that in ſuch a caſe no 
oath ought to bee of force toconfirme ſo lawfull affiance ( though ir bee 
pronounced and taken by the name and inthe Temple of their Idols ) yer 
notwithanding it being donewith an evill conſcience, and toan ev:;1l pur- 
poſe,he that did it can be no lefle then a Perjurer. Burt for this and other 
vices it came to paſſe,thatere long he was conquered by the Gaules, who 
taking him in battel], flew him and cut off his head,and having faſtened 
it upona Lance, carried it in figneof viQory and triumph up and downe 
the hoafft. 

A moſtnotableexample of the puniſhment of Perjurie and falſhood in 
Y ladiſlaws King of Hungary and his Army deftroyed by the Turkes , is ſer 
downe in Bonfinw his Hungarian Hiſtory , after this manner. Ir fell our

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that the King of Hungary had ſo well beftirred himſelfe 
that Amwurathes was glad ( upon unequall canditions, and evento his owne 
hurt,and their good) to concludea peacewith himwhercin it was agreed, 
that certaine Provinces ſhould be reſtored to the Hungarian, which other. 
wiſe could not have been recovered butbygreat loſſes of men. Thisleague 
being made,and the Articles thereof engrofled in both Languages, with a 
ſolemne oath taken on both parties for the confirmationof the ſame, be-

great men which were priſoners;and had reſtored the Realme of Raſcia 4 

all their Captives; according to the tenour of theit late league, not know- 
ing ofthis new breach: inthe meave while ( I ſay y he ſer forward bis Ar« 
mic towards the great Turkes in all expedition. Now the Turkes ſecure 
and miſdoubringnothingwere ſet upon unaware by the King, yet purting 
themſelves in defence,there grew a long and ſharpe batrell, rill Amurathes 
parcels his fide todecline, and 


ome the Articles of the aforeſaid peace, 8 lifting up his cyesto heaven, iur- 
red theſe ſpeeches: O leſus Chiiſt,thele are the leagues that thy Chtifis 
ans have made and confirmed by ſwearing ys 


hy name, and yet have bro. 
ken them againe :: if thou beeſt a God,as ſay thou art, revenge this 
injuriewhich is offered both thee and mee,and puniſh thoſe Trucsbreak- 
ing Varlets. He had ſcarcecnded theſe ſpeeches but the Chriſtians bat- 
tell and courage began torebate , Yladiſiaxe hitnſelfe was flaine by the In+ 
nizaries,bis horſe being firſt hurt, his whols Army was diſcomfited; and 
all bis people putto the ſword, ſaving a few that fled : amongſt whom was 
the right reverend Embaſlador of the Pope , who as ſoone as he had thruſt 
in over the eares, withdrew himfelfe (forſoath) farreenbugh from blowes 
or danger. Then follewed a horrible butchery of people;and « lamentable 
noyſe of peore ſoules ready to be {laughteted, for they ſpared hone, bur ha- 
led them miſerably in pieces, and executed a ju and rigorous judgement 
of God for that vile treachery and perjury which was committed:

SF7]Ve letus adde a few more examples of freſher memory, as 
hy rouching this ungodly Perjury : And firſt King Philip of 
Wh Macedony, who never made reckoning of keeping his 
1 689 J$<-] oathes, but ſwore andunſiwore them at his pleaſure, and for 
ms 43 y his commedity : doubtlefle it was one of the chiefeſt cau- 
"US + ſes why he and bis whole Progeny came quickly to deſtru- 
Qion ( as teſtifieth Paxſaniss) for hee himlelfe being 46 yeeres old, was 
ſlaine by oneof his owne ſervants, after which O/ympies his wife made 
away two of his ſonnes, Anidews,and another which he bad by Cleopatra, At- 
telus his neece, whom ſhe Tod to death ina Cauldron : ' his daughter Theſ- 
ſalonicaes children likewiſe all periſhed : and laſtly, Alexander afterall his 
great viRories,if-the middeſt of his potipe,was poyſoned at Babylon, 
Gregorie Tours raaketh metition of a wicked Varlet in France among the 
people called 4verni,that forſwearing himſclfe in an unjuſt cauſe, had his 
tongue ſo'preſently tyed,' that he could not ſpeake but roare, andſoconti- 
nued,till by hisearneſt prayers and repentance the Lord reſtored to him- 
ſelfe the uſe of that unruly member. | 
_ There were inold timecertaine people of Italy called «£9u7 ,, whereof 
the memory remainerh only at this day , for they were utterly deftroyed 
by 2.Ciniimatw; Theſe havibg ſoleminiely made a league with rhe Ro- 
manes,and ſmorne unto itwith'one conſent; afterward choſe Graerhau Clus- 
lius for their Captaine, andiinder his condud ſpoyled the Fields and Ter- 
ritories of the Romanes , omg 4 to the former league atid oath, 
Wherupon the Romans ſent 2. Fabixe, P. Polumnius, and 4. Poſthuminu 
Embaſſadors. tothem, rocomplaine of- their wrongs and demand faciſ- 
fation: bur their Captaine ſo little eſteemed rhem, that he'bad chem 
deliver their meſſage to an Oake ſtanding thereby , whileſt hee atren- 
ded other bufineſfſe. Then one of rhe three turning himſelfe-towards 
the Oake, ſpakeon this'manner : Thou hallowed oake, and whatſoever elſe 
belongeth to the gods in this place, heare and btare witnes of this diſlbyall part , 
and favor our inſt complaints , that with the afiiſt ance of the gods wee may bee 
revenged on this injury, This done- they returned home, and ſhottly after 
Furs apowerof men, ſet upon and over came that truce-breaking 
ation, . PIO 27.3; 
In the yeer of Rome built, 3 17, the Fidenates revolted from the friend- 
ſhip and league of the Romans , to To/aminm the king of the Yeyans, and 
adding cruelty to treaſon , killed foureof their embaſſadours that came to 
know the cauſe of their defeQion:which diſloyalty theRomans not brook- 
ing, undertooke war againſt them, and notwithſtanding all their private 
and forrein ſtrength, overthrew and flew them. In this batrell it is ſaid, 
that a Tribune of the ſouldiers ſeeing Toluminu bravely galloping up and 
down, and incouraging his ſouldicrs, and the Romans trembling at his ap- 
proch,ſaid,Is this the breaffer of leagues,and violater of the law of nations? 
If there be any holinefſe on earth, my ſword ſhall ſacrifice him tothe 
ſoules 
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ſoules of our ſlaine embaſladours, and therewithall ſetting ſpurres to his 'F 
horſe, he unhorſt him, and fafiening :him to the earth with his ſpeare, cut 7 
off his perfidious head : whereat his army diſmaicd,retired, and became a 
flaugbrer to the enemies. k 

Albertus Doke of Franconia having flaine Conrade the Earle of Lotha. #*:#cbr. 
ringia, brother ro Lewis the fourth, then Emperor, and finding the Emper-  * 
ors wrath inccnſed againſt him tor the ſame, berooke himſelfe to a ſtrong 
caſtle at Bamberg ; from whence the Emperour neither by force nor poli- 
cic could remove him for ſeven yeares ſpace, untill 4:70 the Biſhop of 
 Mentz by rrecherie delivered him into his hands, This Atts under ſhew of 
friendſhip repaired to the caſtle, and gave his faith unto the earle, that if 
he would come downe to parle with the Emperor, he ſhould ſafely return 
into his hold : the Earle miſtruſting notraud , went out of the caſtle gates 
with the Biſhop towards the Emperour , but A4tto (as it wereſuddenly re- 
membring himſelte, when indeed it was bis deviſed plot) defireth to re- 

' turne back and dine cre he went, becauſe it was ſomewhat late: ſo they do, 

dine, and returne,” Now the Earle was no ſooner come tothe Emperor,bur 
he cauſed to be preſently put to death, notwirchſtanding he urged the Bi- 
ſhops promiſe and oath for his returne: for it was anſwered, that his oath 
was quit by returning backe todine, as he bad promiſed. And thus the 
Earle was wickedly betrayed, though juftly puniſhed. As for 4tro the 
ſubrill traitor, indeed he poſſeſſed himſelfe by this meanes of the Earles 
lands; but withall, the juſtice of God ſeiſedupon him , for within a while 
after hewas firicken with a thunderbole , and as ſome ſay, carried into 
mount Zrna, with this noy ſe, Sic peceata Ines, atque ruende rues. 

Cleomenes King of Lacedemonia making warre upon the Argives; ſur. conpsyfulgo; 
priſcd them by this ſubtilry, he tooke truce with them for ſeven dayes,and £##:7<-3+ 
the third night whileſt they lay ſecure, andunwarie in their truce, heop- 
preſſed them witha great ſlaughter, ſaying, (toexcuſe bis trecherie, 
though no excuſe could cleare him from the ſhame thereof ) that the truce 
which he made was for ſevendayes onely, without any mention of nights: 
hoewbeit far all this, it proſpered not ſowell with him as hewiſhed : for the 
Argive women, their husbands ſlaine, tooke armes like Amaſons, Te/eſi//z 
being their captaineſle,and compaſling the citic walls,repelled Clromeres, 
halfe amaſed with the ſtrangenefle of the fight. Afrer which hewas bani- 
ſhed into Egypt, and there miſcrably and deſperatly ſlew himſeltfe, 

The Pope of Rome with all his heard of Biſhops, oppoſed himſelfe a- Cbrou.cariox. 
eainſt the Emperor Henry the fourth, for he baniſhed him by excommus. 
nication from the ſociety of the Catholike Church, diſcharged his ſub- 
jeRs from the oath of fealty, and ſenta crowneof gold to Redolph king of 
Suevia, tocanonize him Emperor: thecrowne had this inſcription, Petra 
dedit Petro, Petrus diadema Rodulpho , that is, The Rocke gave unto Peter, ad Th. roke 
Peter gave unto Rodalph the crown: Notwithſtanding Reds/phremembring is Chriſt. 
his oath to the Emperour , and how vilea part it was to betray him whom * ©%"'® 
he had ſworne toobey and defead, at firſt refuſed the Popes offer : howbe. 
it by the perſuaſion of the Biſhops ſophiſtrie, he was induced to undertake 
the name and title of Ceſ«r, and to oppugne the Emperor Henry by armes, 
even by foure unjuſt battels, inthe laſt of which Roao/ph being overcome, - 
loft bis right hand, and was. ſore wounded otherwiſe : wherefore being rea- 
dyto die, when one brought unto him his hand that was cut off in the __ 
cell, 
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rell, he in deteſtation of the Popes villanic , burſt torth into theſe rermes, 

( many Biſhops ſtanGing by) Behold here the hand wherewith I ſwore fealtieto 

the Emperor, this will be an argament of my breach of faith before God,and of your 

traitergys impulſion thereunto. And thus hedeceaſed, juſtly puniſhed even 
by his owne confeffion for his perjurie, Howbeit for allthis manifeſt ex- 
ample, the Pope and Biſhops continued to perſecute the poore Emperor, 

ea and to ſtir up his owne ſonnes, Conrade and Henry, to fight againſt him; 
ſo hardned are their hearts againſt all Gods judgments, 

Teſeb.i,6.c.8, Narciſſus Biſhop of Ieruſalem, a man famous for his vertues, and (ſharpe 
inreproving and correQing vice, was acculed by three wicked wretches 
of unchaſtity, and that falſly and maliciouſly, for to prove their accuſati- 
on true, they bound it with oaths and curſes on this wiſe ; the firft ſaid, 
If 11y, 1 pray God I may periſh by fire: The ſecond , 1f1 ſpeake aug ht but trath, 

Calumniation 7 p7ay God I may be conſumed by ſome filthie and cruell aiſcaſe, The third, If 7 ac- 

Lib.2.cap.24+ cuſe him falſely,T pray God I may be deprivedof my ſig ht,and become blinde, Thus 
although the honeſty and chaſtity of Narcifgſu was fo well knowne to all 
the faithfull, that they belecved none of their oaths, yerthe good Biſhop, 
partly mooved with griefe of this falſe accuſation, and partly with defire 
of quietnefle from worldly aftaires, forſooke his biſhopricke , and lived ig 
adeſart' for many yeares. But his forſworne accuſers by their death wit- 
nefledhis innocencie, which by their words they impugned : for the firſt, 
his houſe being ſer on fire extraordinarily, periſhed in flame , with all his 
family and progenie, The ſecond languiſhed away with an irkeſomediſ- 
eaſe that beſpread his bodie all over. The third ſceing the wofull ends of 
his companions , confeſſed all: their villanie , and lamenting hiscaſe and 
crime, perſiſted ſo-long weeping , til] both his eyes were our, Thus 
God in his juft judgement ſent upon each of chem their wiſhes, and there. 
by cleered his ſervant from ſhame and opprobry. 

chron Eraeti, Burebard Archbiſhop of Magdeburg, though in regard of his place and 

Brecanff. profeſſion, he ought to have given good example of honeſtic in himſelfe, 
and puniſh perjurie in others, yet he thrice broke his promiſe and oath 
with his owne Citiſens, the Senar and people of Magdeburg : for firſt hee 
befieged them with a power of men, and chough they redeemed their li- 
berty with a ſummeof money (he ſwearing nor to befiege rhem any more) 
yet without reſpe& oftrurhand credit he returned afreſh to the liege: bur 

1s perfidie was {oone tamed ; for they tooke him priſoner ar that aſſault : 
howbcit he ſo aſlwaged their angrie mindes, with his humble and lowlie 
entreaties and counterfeitoatbes , never to trouble them any more, bur to 
continue their ſtedfaſt friend , that they not onely freed him from impri- 
ſonment , but reſtored him ro all his dignities with ſolemnitie: never. 
thelefle the traiterous Archbiſhop returning ro his old vomir, got diſpen- 
{arion for his oath from Poupe 7o4y the xxiij,and began afreſh tovex,moleſt, 
and murther them whom he had ſworne to maintaine: but it was the will 
of God that he ſhould be once againe caught, and being encloſed in pri- 
ſon, whileſt his friends ſought meanes to redeemehim , the gaoler beat 
him todeath with adorebarre, or as ſome ſay, with an yron rod takenout 
of a window ; and ſo at Jaſt,though long, his perjuric found its deſert. 
rheatr,biftce. The ſmall ſuccefle that the Emperor 812iſmand bad in all his affaires, 
(after the violation of his faith given to hn Hws and Hieromeof Prague

burned) doth teſtific the odioulſnefle of his fin inthe fighr of God. But 
above all, this one example is mott worthie the marking, of a fellow that 
bearing perjury condemned in a pulpit by a learned preacher, and how 1t 
never eſcaped uppuniſhed ; ſaid in a braverie, I have oft forſworne my ſel/e, 
and yet my right haud is not a whit ſhorter than my left, Which words he had 
ſcarce uttered , when {uch an inflamation aroſe inthar hand, that he was 
conſtrained to goto the Chirurgion and cur ir off, leſt ir ſhould infe his 
whole bodie, and ſo his right hand became ſhorter than his lefr, in recom- 
pence of his perjurie,which he lightly eſteemed of, 

Ahour the yeare of our Lord 92 5,when King Ethelſftane, otherwiſe cal- 
led Adelſtane,raigned here in England, there was one £lfrede a Nobleman, 
whowitha faQion of ſeditious perſons conſpired againſt the King pre- 
ſently after the death of his Father, and at Wincheſter went about ro put 
out hiseyes : but the King by the good providence of God eſcaped that 
danger ; and Elfrede being accuſed thereof, fled to Rome, to the end to 
purge himſelf of the crime by oath before the Pope : who beeing brought 
to the Church of Saint Peter, and there ſwearing, or rather forſwearing, 
himſelf ro becleere,when indeed he was guilty, behold the Lords hand on 
him, ſuddenly as ſoon as his oath was pronounced, he fell down in a ftrange 
ficknefle , and from thence being brought to the Engliſh houſe in Rome, 
within three daies after departed this life, The Pope ſent word hereof to 
King Ethelflave, with demand, Whither he would have him buried among 
Chriſtians or no : VWho through the perſwaſtons of his friends and kings. 
folke, granted, that though he neither lived nor died like a Chriſtian, yer 
he ſhould have Chriſtian buriall. | 

In the towne of Rurlinquen a certaine paſſenger came into an Inne,and 7b-'* 6ef, 
gave a budget to his hoaſt to be kept, in thewhich there was a great ſum Arraghc-o 
of money : but when he demanded it againe at his departure, the hofl de- 
nied it, and gave him injurious words, with many mocks and taunts. 
Whereupon the paſſenger callerh him' in queſtion before the Tudge, and 
becauſe he wanted witneſſes, deſireth to have him ſworne : who withour 
all ſcruple offercd to ſweare and proteſt, That he never received or concea- 
led any ſuch budger of money from him giving himſelfe rothe Devill if 
he ſwore falſely. The paſſenger ſeeing his forwardneffe ro damne himſelf, 
demanded reſpit roconſider of the matter, and going out, hee meets with 
two men, whoenquire the cauſe of his comming thither, and being in- 
formed by him, offer cheir help untohim in his cauſe : rhereupon they re- 
turne before the Iudge, and theſe two nnknowne perſons juſtifie that the 
budget was delivered unto the hoſt, and that hee had bidden ir in ſuch a 
place : wherear the hoſt being aſtoniſhed, by bis countenance and geſture 
diſcovered his guilrineſſe : rhe ludge chereupon reſolved to ſend him to 
priſon, but the two unknowhe witneſſes (who were indeed two fiends of 
hell)began to ſay, you ſhall nor need, for we are ſent to puniſh bis wicked- 
neffe ; and ſo ſaying, they boiſted him up'into rhe ayre,where he vaniſhed 
with them,and was never after found, As Wo 
| Inthe yeareof our Lord ro5s5, Geodwize Earle of Kent fitting at the ta- scow.Chion, 
ble with King Edward of England,it happened thatone of the cupbearers 
ſtumbled, and yer fell not: whereat Goodwine laughing,ſaid, Thar if one 
drother had not kolpen another (meaning his legs) all the wine ny <p 
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120 ſpilt:with which words the King calling to mind his brothers death,which 
3 was ſlaine by Geodwire , anſwered, So ſhould my brother Alphred have hol. 
pen me had not Geodwine been: then Goodwive fearing the Kings new kind. 
led diſpleaſure, excuſed bimſelfe with many words, and art laſt cating a 
morſell of bread, wiſhed it might choke him if he were not guiltleſſe of 
Alphreas bloud. Buthe ſwore falſly, as the judgement of God declared, 
for he was forthwith choaked in the preſence of the King, ere he removed 
one foot from that place ; though there be ſome ſay he recovered life 
again, 
rey Chron, gf 7 time after this, in the raigne of Queene E/;Jabeth, there was in 
the city of London, one Anne Averies widow, who forſwore her ſelfe for 
a little money that ſhe ſhould have paid for {ix pounds of tow at a ſhop in 
Wondſtreet: for which cauſe being ſuddenly ſurpriſed with the juſtice of 
God, thee fell downe ſpeechlefſe forthwith, and caſt up ather mouth in 
great abundance, and with horrible ſtinke, that matter which by natures 
courſe ſhould have been voided downewards,and ſo died, tothe terrour of 
all perjured and forſworne wretchos, There are in hiſtories many more ex- - 
amples to be found of this hurtful] and pernitious fin,exerciſed by one na- 
tion towards another,and one man towards another, in moſt prophane and 
villanous fort, neither (haming to be accounted forſworne, nor conſe. 
quently fearing todiſpleaſe God and his majeſty. But foraſmuch as when 
we come to ſpeak of murtherers in the next book,we ſhall have occaſion to 
ſpeake of them more, or of ſuch like, I will referre the handling thereof 
unto that place : onely this, let every man learne by that which hath been 
ſpoken, to be ſound and fraudlefle, and ro keep his faith and promiſe to- 
wards all men, if for no other cauſe, yet for feare of God, who leaveth not 
this fin unpuniſhed,nor holdeth them guiltlefſe that thus taketh his name 
in vaine, |

ſart,was puniſhed : he was taken, put in priſon, and condemned, and ſpec- 
dily ſtoned to death by the whole multitude : and uponthat occaſion (as 
evil] manners evermore begat good Jawes)the Lord inſtituted a perpetual! 
law and decree, that every one that ſhould blaſpheme and curſe God , of 
what eſtate or degree ſoever, ſhould be toned ro death, intoken of dete- 
| ſtation: +

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ſtation: which ſentence, if it might now adaies ſtand in force,there would \, 1 
not raign ſo many miſerable blaſphemers and deniers of God as the world 3 
is now filled and infeted with. lt was alio ordained by a new law of 1uffz- coditib.z, 
#1an,T hat blaſphemies ſhould be ſeverely puniſhed by the judges and ma. *#*:43+ 
giſtrates of Commonyeales:burt ſuch is rhe corruption and miſery of this 
age,that thoſe men that ought trocorre@ others for ſuch ſpeeches, are of- 
rentimes worft themſelves : and there are that thinke, that they cannot be 
ſuſhiciently feared and awed of men, except by .horrible bannings and 
ſwearings they deſpighr and maugre God : nay it is further come to that 
paſſe, that in ſome places,to ſweare and ban be the markes and enſfignes of 
a Catholike, and they are beſt welcome that can blaſpheme moſt. How y;4.6.vt 
much then is that good King Saint Lews of France tobe commended, who Of French 
eſpecially diſcharged all his ſubje&s from ſwearing and blaſpheming © 0nicies 
within bis realm, infomuch that when he heard a * nobleman blaſpheme 1cnville. 
God moſt cruelly, he cauſed him tobe laid hold on; and his lips to bee (lic 
with an hot yron, ſaying, hee muſtbe content to endure that puniſhment, 
* ſecing be purpoſed to baniſh oathes out of his kingdome. Now wee call 
blaſphemy (according to the Scripture phraſe)every word that derogateth 
cither from the bounty, mercy, juſtice, eternity, and ſoveraigne power of 
God. Of this fort was that blaſphemous ſpeech of one of King lorams 
Princes, whoat the time of the great famine in Samaria, when it was be- 
B fieged by the Syrians, hearing Z{zze the Propher ſay, that the next mor- 
row there ſhould be plenty of vicuals. and good cheap, reje&ed this pro- 
miſe of God made by his Propher,ſaying that it was impoſſible; as if God 
wereeither a lyar,or not able to performe what he would: for this cauſe this , xing.>, 
unbeleeving blaſphemer received the ſameday a deſerved puniſhment for 
his blaſphemy,for he was troden to death in the gate of the city under the 
feet of the multitude that went out intothe Syrians campe, forſaken and 
left deſolate by them, through a feare which the Lord fent among 
them. | 
SenaccheribKing of Afſyria, after he had obtained many viAories, and 2 ing 19. 
ſubdued much people under him,and alſo layd fiege to leruſalem, became 
ſo proud and arrogant, as by his ſervants mouth torevile and blaſpheme 
the living God, ſpeaking no otherwiſe of. him than of ſome ſtrange idell, 
and one that had no power to help and deliver thoſe that-truſted in him, 
for which blaſphemics he ſoone after felt a juſt vengeance of God upon 
himſelfe and his people: for although in mans eyes he ſeemed ro be with- 
out the reach of danger (ſeeing he was not afſayled, bur did aflayle, and 
was guarded with ſomighty an army, that aſſured him ro make him lord 
of Ieruſalem in ſhort ſpace) yet the Lord overthrew his power, and de- 
ſtroyed of his men in one night by the hand of his Angell 185 thouſand 
men, ſo that he was faine to raiſe his ſiege, and returne into his owne king» 
dome,where finally he was flaine by his owne ſons, as hewas worſhipping 
on his knees in the rempleof his god. | 
Inthe time of the Machabees, thoſe men that were in the ſtrong hold : Macho: 
caljed Gazara, fighting againſt the Iewes, truſting to the ſtrength of the 
place wherein they were, uttered forth moſt infamous ſpeeches againſt 
God : butere long, their blaſphemous mourhs wereencountred by a con- 
d:gne puniſhment : for the firſt day of the ſiege, Machabews put fire tothe 
towne,and conſumed the place(with the blaſphemers in ir)to aſhes. 
*%y Holgfernes, 
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Holofernes,when Achier advanced the glory of the God of Iſrael,replyed 
on this faſhion : Since thou haſt propheſied unto us, that Iſrael ſhall be Jefended 
by their Ged, thou ſhalt prove that there is no God but Nabuchadne3Far when the 
(wordof mine army ſball paſſe through thy (ides, and thou ſhalt fall among their 
ſlaine : bur for this blaſphemy the Lord cut him ſhort, and prevented his 
cruell purpoſe by ſudden death, nnd that by the hand of a woman, to his 
futther ſhame. | 

Nay, this finne is ſo odious inthe fight of God, that he puniſheth even 
them that give occaſion thereof unto others, yea though they be bis dea- 
re{t children, as itappeareth by the words of the Prophet Nathan unto 
King David : Becauſe of this deed (ſaith he) of murthering Vriah,and defiling 
Bathſhabe, thou haſt made the enemies of the Lord to blaſpheme, the chilae that 
# borne unto thee ſhall ſurely die, 

In the Empire of /z{ian the Apoſtara, there were divers great men that 
for the Emperours ſake ſake forſooke- Chriſt and his religion : amongſt 
whom, was one /#/a, uncle to the Emperour,and Governour of the Eaſt, 
another, Felix the Emperours Treaſurer : the firſt of which two, after hee 
bad ſpoyledall Chriſtian Churches and Temples, pifled againſt the table 
whereon the holy Sacraments were uſed ta be adminiſtred, incontempr, 
and ſtrucke Exz0izs on the care for reproving him for it : theother behol. 
ding the holy veſlcls that belonged to the Church. ſaid, Seewhat pretious 
veſſels Maries (onne is ſerved withall. After which blaſphemy, the Lord 
plagued them moſt ſtrangely : for 7lias fell into fo ſtrange a diſeaſe, that 
his intrailes being rotten, hevoided his excrements at his mouth, becauſe 
when they paſſed naturally, he abuſed rhem to the diſhonour of God. Fe. 
lix vomited bloud ſo exceſſively night and day at his blaſphemous mouth, 
that hedied forthwith, 

About the ſame time there lived a famous ſophiſter and Epicure called 
Libanizs ; who being at Antioch, demanded blaſphemouſly of a learned 
and godly ſchoolemaſter, What the Carpenters ſonne did, and how he 
occupied himſelfe £ Marry (quoth the ſchoolemaſter, full of the ſpirit of 
God)the Creator of this world (whom thoudiſdainfully calleſt the car- 
penters ſonne)is making a coffin for thee,to carry thee to thy grave:where- 
at the ſophiſter jeaſting, departed, and within few daies dying,was buried 
inacofhin, according to the propheſic of that holy man. 

The Emperour Heraclius ſending Embaſſadors to Coſroe the King of 
Perſia to intreat of peace,returned with this anſwer, That be would never 
ceaſe to trouble them with warre, till he had conſtrained them to forſake 
their crucified Chriſt,and toworſhip the Sunne. But ere long he bore rhe 
puniſhment of his blaſphemy: fer what with a domeſticall calamity, and 
a forrein overthrow by the hand of Heraclizs,he came toa moſt wofull de- 
ſtruction, 

Michael that blaſphemous Rabbine, that was accounted of the Iewes, 
as their Prince and Mefſias,as he was ona time banquetting with his com- 
panions, amongſt other things this was chiefeſt ſauce for their mear, to 
blaſphme Chriſtand his mother Mary, inſfomuch as he boaſted of a vito- 
ry already gotten overthe Chriſtians God, But marke the iſſue : as hede(- 
cended downthe ftayres,his footſlipping, he tumbled headlong and broke 
his neck;whereinhis late viory proved a diſcomfiture and overthrow, to 
his eternall ſhame and confuſion. 

Three 
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Three fouldiers (among the Tyrigetes, a people of Sarmaria) paſling 
through a Wood, there arofe a tempelt of thunder and lightening, which 
though commonly it maketh the greateſt Arheiſts ro tremble, yet one of 
them ro (hew his contempt of God and his judgements, burſt forth into 
blaſphemy and deſpightings of God. But the Lord ſoone tamed his re- 
bell:ous rongue : for he cauſed the winde ro blow up by the root a huge 
rree, that fell upon him and cruſhed him to pieces, the other eſcaping to 
ecfti fic ro the World of his deftruQtion. 
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At a village called Benavides in Spain, two young men being together Anthoni» de 
iva field, there aroſe of a ſudden a terribletempeſt, with ſuch violence of 79799 


weather and winde, and withall fo impetuous a whirlwinde, that it amaſed 
thoſe that beheld it, The two young men ſeeing the fury thereof com- 
ming amaine towards them, to avoid the danger ran away as faſt as they 
poffibly might : but make what baſte they could it overtooke them : who 
fearing leſt the ſame ſhould ſwing them up into the ayre, fell flarclong 
down upon the earth, where the whirlwinde whisking about them a pretty 


_ © while, andthen paſſing forth, the one of them aroſe ſo altered and in ſuch 


an agony, that be was ſcarcely able to ſtand on his feet : the other lying 
ſtill and nor ſtirring, ſome others afarre off, that ſtood under a hedge, 
weſt toſec how hee did, and found him, to be ſtarke dead, not withour 
markes upon him of wonderfull admiration: for all his bones were ſocru- 
ſhed, rthar the pipes and joynrs of his legges and armes were as caſic tobe 
tarned-the one way as the other, as though his whole body had been made 
of moſle; and beſides,his tongue was pulled out by rhe roots, which could 
not by any meanes be found, though they ſought for it moſt diligently. 
And this was the miſerable end of this wretched man, who was noted to 
be a great outragious ſwearer & blaſphemerof Gods holy name , the Lord 
therfore chaſe him out, to make him an example ro the world of his juſtice, 
Noleffe notable is the example of a young girle, named Den Beneſield, 

of twelve yeares of age :who going to ſchoole amongſt other girles, when 
they fell rorcaſon among themſelves after their childiſh diſcretion about 
God, one among the reſt ſaid that he was a good old father : What, hee 2 
(faid the foreſaid Dez ) he is an old doting foole ; which being told to her 
miſtrefſe, ſhe purpoſed tocorre@ her the next day for it : bur it chanced 
that the next day her mother ſent her ra London to the market, the wench 
preatly intreating ber mother that ſhe might nor goe, ſo that ſhe eſcaped 
her miſtrefſes corretion, But the Lord in vengeance met with her : for 
85 ſhe returned homeward, ſuddenly ſhe was ſtricken dead, all the one fide 
of her being black; and buried at Hackney the ſame night. A terribleex. 
ample (no doubt) both to old and young, what it is forchi!drentoblal- 
 pheme the Lord and God, and what ir is tor parents to ſuffer their young 
ones 10 grow up in bliadneſſe, without gurtering them in the feare of God,

Lathey upon There was upon a time in Germany, a certain naughty packe of a moſt 
the r yay. wicked life, and ſo evill _— up,that at every word he ſpake almoft, the 
the Corlath, Devill was at one end ; if walking he chanced to tread awry,or to ſtumble, 
preſently the Devill was in his mouth ; whereof albeit he was many times 
reproved by his neighbors, and exhorted to corre and amend fovile and 
deteftable avice, yer all was in vaine : continuing therefore this evill and 
damnable cuſtome, it happened, that as he was upona time paſſing over a 
bridge, be fell downe, and in his fall gave theſe ſpeeches, Hoiſt up with an 
hundred Devils : which he had no ſooner ſpoken, bat the Devill whom he 
called for ſooft, was at his elbow to ftrangle him,and carry him away with 
him. 
wiriz 3 Book A certain ſouldier travclling through Marchia,aconntry of Almaigne, 
chap.17-o:he and finding himſelfeevill ateaſc in his journey, abode inan Inne till hee 
ſpirits, might recover his bealth, and committed to the hoftefles cuftody certaine 
money which he had about him. Now a while after being recovered of his 
ſickneſle, required his money againe ; but ſhe having conſulted with her 
husband, denied the receit, and therefore the returne thereof;and accuſed 
him of wrong,in demanding that which ſhe never received : The foaldier 
on the other {ide fretted amaine,and accuſed ber of couſenage: Which ſtir 
when the goodmanof the houſe underftood (though privy to all before) 
yetdiffembling,tooke his wives part, and thruſt the ſouldier out ofdoors: 
who being thronghly chafed with that indignity, drew his ſword, and ran 
at the doore with rhe point hereof: whereat the hoſt began to cry, Theeves, 
+ theeves, ſaying that he would have entred his houſe by force: ſo thar the 
poore ſouldier was taken and caf} into priſon, and by procefſe of law ready 
to be condemned to death : but the very day wherein this bard ſentence 
was to be pronounced and executed, the Devillentred into the prifcn,and 
told the ſouldier that he was condemned todie , howbeir neverthelefle 4 
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hee would giuehimſelfe bodie and {oule unto him , he wauld promiſe to 
deliuer him out of their hands : the priſoner anſwering, ſaid, That he had 
' ratherdie being innocent, and without cauſe, than to be delivered by that 
meanes: againe the divell replied , atd propounded unto bim the great 
danger wherein he was, yea and uſed all cunning meanes poſlible to per- 
ſwadc him : but ſceing that he loſt his labour, he ar lengeh left his ſuir, 
and promiſed him both helpe, and revenge upon his enemyes, and that for 
nothing : adviſing him moreover when he came to judgement, toplead 
not gu1ltic, and todeclare his innocengic and their wrong , and to intreat 
_ the Indgetogrant him one in a blew capthat ſtood by to be his advocate : 
(o0w this one in a blew cap was the Divell himſelfe) the ſouldier accep- 
ting bis offer, being called tothe barre, and indicted there of Felonie, pre- 
ſently deſired ro have his Atturney , who was there preſent to plead his 
cauſe; then began rhe fine and craftie DoRor of the lawes to plead, and 
defend bis client veric cunningly, affirming him to be falfly accuſed, and 
conſequently unjuſtly condemned, and that his hoſt did withhold his mo- 
ny and had offered him violence,and to prove his affertion he reckoned up 
every circumſtance inthe ation, yea the verie place were they had hidden 
the mony. The hoſt on the other {ide ftood in denia]l very impudently,wi- 
ſhing the divell might cake him ifjhe had ic: then the ſubtill lawyer inthe 
blew cap, looking for noother vantage, left pleading, and fell ro lay hold 
of the hoſt, and carrying him our of the Seſſions hoaſe, hoiſted him into 
the ayre ſo high, that he was never after ſeen nor heard of, And thus was 
the ſouldier delivered from the execution of the law moſt rangely,to the 
aſtoniſhment of all the beholders, that were eye witneſſes of that which 
happened to the forſworne and curſing hoſt. 

In the yere of our Lord 155 1,at Megalopole neer Voildſtat, it happened 
in the time of the celebration of the feaſt of Pentecoſt, the people being 
ſet on drinking and carouſing , that a womanin the company commonly 
named the Devill in her oathes ; till that he being ſooftencalled on, came 
ofa ſudden,and carried herthrough the gate alofr into the ayre before 
them all,who ran out aſtoniſhed ro ſee whither he would tranſport her, 
and found her a while hanging io the ayre without the cowne,and then fal- 
ling downe upon the ground dead. 

About the ſame time there lived ina City of Savoy one that was both a 
monſtrous ſwearer, &alſo otherwiſe very vicious,who put many gaod men 
to much fruitleſſe paines,that in regard of their charge employed them- 
ſelves often to admoniſh and reprove his wicked behaviour, to the end be 
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might amend it : but all invaine, they might as well ca} Gnas againſt {traws 


the wind;for he would not ſomuch as liſten totheir wards, much leflc re- 
forme his manners. Naw it fell out that the Peſtilence being in the City, 
he was infe&ed witb it , and therefore withdrew himſelfe a part with his 
wife & another kinſwoman intoa garden which he had;oeither yet in this 
extremity did rhe Miniſters forſake bim,but ceaſed not continually tp ex- 
hort bim torepentance,and rolay before his eyes his faults and offepces 
to the end to bring him into the right way, But he was fo farre from being 
touched or moved with theſe godly admonirions, chat he firove 'ragber 
to harden himſelfe mcre _—_ more in his finnes. Therefore one day 
hafting forward his owne miſhap, as hee was ſwearing and denying 
God,and givipg himſclfe tothe Devill, and calling for bim with me 
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hemency, behold even the Devill indeed ſnatched him vp ſuddenly, and 
heaved him into the aire, his wife and kinſwoman looking on, and ſeeing 
him fly over their heads.Being thus ſwitely tranſported, his cap tumbled 
from his head, and was found at Roſne ; but himſelfe no man could ever 
aftcr ſet eye 0n. The magiſtrate advertiſed hereof,came tothe place where 
he was taken, to be bMter informed of the truth, taking the witneſſe of the 
two women toyching that which they had ſeene, Here may wee ſee the 
flrapge and terrible events of Gods juſt vengeance upon ſuch vile caitifes; 
which doubtleſſe are made manitgft to ſtrike a feare and terrour into the 
heart of every ſwearer and denicr of God (the world being but too full at 
this day of ſuch wretches) that are ſo inſpired with Satan,that they can- 
not ſpeake but they muſt name him, even him that is both an enemy to 
God and man, and like a roaring lion runneth and roveth too and fro co 
devourethem:nort ſeeking any thing but mans deſtruQtion. And yet when 
any paine afſaileth them, or any trouble diſquieteth their minds, or any 
danger threareneth to oppreſle their bodies, deſperately they call upon 
him for aid, when indeed it were more needfull ro commend themſelves 
to God,and to pray for his grace and aſſiſtance, baving both a comman- 
dement ſo to doe, and a promiſe adjoyned, that he will helpus in our ne- 
ceſſities, if we comeunto him by true and hearty prayer. It is not there- 
fore without juſt cauſe, that God hath propounded and laid oper in this 
corrupt age,a Theatre of his Indgements,that every man might be warned 
thereby.

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the tenor whereot is this, I knew (ſaid be) in France a man of good parts, 13 
well infiructed inReligion, anda maſter of a Familie, who in his anger 7 
curfing, and bidding the Divell rake one of his children, had preſently his 
wiſh ; forthe childe was poſleſled immediatly with a Spirit: from which 
chough by the fervent and continuall. prayers of the-Church. be was at 
length releaſcd,yet erc he had fully recovered his health he died. The like 
we read to have happened toa woman, whom her husband inanger devo- 
red with bitter curſes to the Dive!l, for Sathan aſſaulted her perſcntly, 
and robbed her of ker wits, fo that ſhe could never be recovered.

Inthe yere of our Lord 1557, the day before good fryday, at Forche. 7-5. Fincelius, 
puma city in the Biſhopricke of Bamburg , there was a certaive crooked 434346: 
Prieſt both in body and minde, through age and evill conditions, 
that could not go bur upon crutches, yet would needs be lifted intothe 
pulpitto make a Sermon : his text was out of the 11 chap. of the firſt Epi- 
ſtle tothe Corinthians, touching the Lords Supper ,; whereout taking oc» 
caſion to defend the Papiſticall errours and the Maſle', hee uſed theſe or 
ſuch like blaſphemous ſpeeches, O Panl,Pasl, if thy doarine touching the 
receiving of the Sacrament in both kinds betrue, andifit be awicked 
thing to receive it otherwiſe , then would the divell might take me : and 
(turning to the people ) if the Popes doarine concerning this point be 
not true, then am I the divels bond(laue, neither do I feare to pawne thy 
ſoule upon ir. Theſe and many other blaſphemous words he uſcd, till rhe 
Divell came indeed, transformed into the ſhape of a tall wan, blacke and 
terrible, ſending before him ſucha fearefullnoyſe, and ſuch a wind, thar 
the people ſuppoled that the Church would have fallen on their heads ; 
but he not able to hurt the reſt, trooke away the old Prieſt, being his devo. 
ted bond(lave, and carried him fo far that hewas never heard of. The bi. 
ſhop of Rugenſtines brother hardly eſcaped his hands : for he came back - 
to fetch him, buthe defending himielfwith his ſword, wounded his owne 
body, and vcry narrowly eſcaped with his life, Beſide, after this there were 
many viſions ſeene abour the cite, as armies of men ready toenter and ſur-

Theaty.biſt,' At Ofter avillage in the duchy of Megalopole, there chanced a moſt 
ſtrange and fearefull example upon a woman that gave her ſelte to the De- 
vill both body and ſoule, and uſed moſt horrible curſings and oathes, both 
againſt her ſelfe and others : which deteſtible manner of behaviour, as at 
many other times, ſo eſpecially ſhee ſhewed at a marriage in the foreſaid 
village upon S. lob» Baptiſts day, the whole people exhorting ber to leave 
off that monſtrous villany:but ſhe nothing betrered, continued her courſe, 
till all the company were ſer at dinner, and very merry, Then loeythe De. 
vill having got tull poſſeſſfionof her, came in perſon, and tranſported hex 
into the aire before them all,wirh moſt borrible outcries and roarings, and 
in that ſort carried her round about the rowne, that the Inhabitants were 
ready todie with feare,and by & by tore her in foure pieces; leaving in four 
ſeverall high wayes a quarter, that all that came by might be witneſſes of

- or handle the Sacraments unreverently, which are the ſeales of bis mercy; || mc 
or todeſpiſc his Miniſters, which are bis meſſengers untous. And this utt 
he maketh knowne unto us not only by Edias and Commandments, = bu 
alſo 
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alſo by examples of his vengeance on the heads of the offendors in this 
caſe. For the former, look what Pax! ſaith , That for the unworthy recei- 
ving of the Sacraments, many were weake and ficke among the Corinthi- 
ans, and many flept. How much more then for the abuſing and contem- 
ning the Sacraments ? And the Prophet Davis, That for caſting the Word 
of God behinde them, they ſhould have nothing todo with his Cove. 
have, How much more then for prophaning and deriding his Word 7 And 
Moſes, when the people murmured againſt him and ©Laros, ſaith, That 
their murmurings were not againſt them , which were but Miniſters, buc 
againſt the Lord, How much more then is the Lord enraged, when they 
are ſcoffed ar, detided , and ſer at naught > Hence it is that the Lord de. 
nounceth a VWoto him that addeth or raketh away from the Vord; and 
calleth them dogs that abuſe ſuch precious pearles. | 

But let us cometo the examples wherein the grievouſneſle of this finne 
will ly more open than by any words can be expreſſed. 

Firſt, to beginwith the houſe of Iſrael , which were the ſole ſele& peo. 
ple of the Lord, whom he had choſen out of all other nations of the world, 
tobe his owne peculiar flocke, and his chicte treaſure; above all other 
people of the earth, and a eons of Pricfts, and a holy Nation ;, when 
as they contemned and defpiſed his Word ſpoken unto them by his pro- 

hets , and caft his law behinde their backe,, he gave them over intothe

; tainno mercy nor favour, as the Prophet Hoſea ſpeaketh. D 
This we ſee plainly verified firft inthe ten tribes, which under /eroboam 
fellaway from the Scepter of Inda: for after that the Lord had fundry 
times ſcourged them by many particular puniſhments, as the famin, 
ſword, and peſtilence, for their idolatry and rebellion to his law; at the 
laſt in the ninth yere ofthe raign of Hoſhea King of Iſrael, he brought up- 
onthem a finall and generall deſtruction, and delivered: them intothe 
hands of the King of Aſhur, who carried them. away captive into Aſſyria; 
and placed rhem in Hala and in Habor, by theriverof Goſan, and in the 
cities of the Medes; and in ficad of them ſcated the men of Babel, of Cu- 
thah, Ava, Hamath, and Sepharvaim, in the cities of Samaria, Thuvwere 
they utterly rooted up, and ſpued out of the land of their inherirance, and 
their portion given unto ſtrangers,as was threatned to then by the mouth 
of Moſes the fervant of the Lord:and the cauſe of all this is ſer down by:rhe 
boly Ghoſt,2 Xiz.17.13. to be,for that thotgh the Lord had: teſtified to 
them by aſhis prophets & ſeers,ſaying, Turn from your evillwayes,and keept 
 mycommandements and my ſtatutes according to all the Law which I commanacd 
your ponees : nevertheleſle they would not obey, bur hatdned their:necks : 
&then it followeth in the 18 ver,Therforethe Lord was excteding wrothwith 
[ſratl, and put them out of his fizht , and none wasleft but the Tribe of 1ndaonely, 
Now houch the kingdome of Indacontinued in good-cftatelongat- 
ter the deſolation of the ten tribes, (for this hapned in the raighe of 44«z 
Kibg of Iuda; ) yet afterward in the raigne of, Zed:kjab; the great and fa- 
mous citie Icruſalem was taken by NabuchadnezFar the King of Babel, and 
utterly ruined and defaced : the glorious and fhately remple of the Lord;

The king 
bimſelfe was bound inchaines, and after he had ſeen his owne ſors flaine 
before his eyes, had his owne eyes put out , that he might never moretake 
comfort of the lighr. The prieſts and all the greateſt and richeſt of the 
people were carried away incaptivity, and only the poore were left behind 
todrefſe the vines and til the land. Now what was the caule of this la, 
mentable deftru&ion of rhis holy City, of the Temple and Sanctuary of 
the Lord , andof his owne people ? it is fet downe by the holy. Ghoſt in

Thus was the firſt city and temple deftroyed : and did the ſecond fare 
any bertrer > noverily, but far worſe: for as their ſinne was greater, in that 
the former Iews contemned only the Word ſpokenby the Prophers which 
wer e but ſervants, theſe deſpiſed the Word ſpoken by the Sonne himſelf, 
which is the Lord of life z ſotheir puniſhment wasalſo the greater ; for as 
the Apoſtle ſaith , 1f they which deſpiſed Moſes Law died without mercy, haw 
much ſorer puniſhment are they worthy of which treadunder foot the Saune of God, 
and count the bloudof the Teſtament as an unholy thing , and neglect ſo great ſal- 


. vation, which ff beg an to be preached by the Lord himfelfe , and afterward wa 
e 


confirmed by them which heard hins. Thetefore the defirution of the ſecond 
City and temple by Titw and Yeftafiav Emperours of Rome, was far mare 
lamentable than that of the former: yea , ſo terrible and fearetull was the 


mitie and miſery was heard or read of : there at the fiege of Ieruſalem the 
famin was ſo great within the walls, and the ſword fo terrible without, that 
within they were conſtrained to'eat not only leather and old ſhoo's , but 
horſe. dung, yea'their owne excrements , and ſome todevour their owne 
children: and as many as iſſued out were crucified by the Romans, as they 
bad-crucified the Saviour of the world; till they had no more wocd to 


That ſuch ſhould be the tribulation of that time , as was nat from the beg inning if 
the world, nor fbouldbe againe tothe end. Atthis deſtruction periſhed eleven 
hundred thouſand Iewes, as Hiſtorians report, beſides them which Yeſþu- 


ARES a oem os ea oo. 


which were ſould and ſent into Zgyprand other provinces,to vile ſlavery, 
co the number of ſeventeene thouſand : two thouſand were broughe with 
Tix in'triumph ; of which, parthe gave to bedevoured of wilde bealts, 
and part ctherwIſe moſt cruelly were {laine, By whoſe caſe:all nations 
may take example, what it is to reje@ the viſitation of Gods verity beiog 
ſent untorbero , and much more to perſecutethemwhich be ſent of Ged 
for theirſalvation. Andhere is diligently to beobſcrved the grearcqui- 
ty of this judgment : they refuſed Chriſt co be their King,and choſerachet 
tobe ſubject unto Ceſar; now they are by the ſaid (their owne) Coſarde- 
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' The like example of Gods wrathfull puniſhment is to be noted no 7 43 
lefſe in the Romans alſo themſelves, for deſpiſing Chrift and his Goſpel : _ 

for when Tiberius Nero the Emperor baving received by letters from Ponr;- "E tal, Apot. 
 Pilat, a true report of the doings of Chriſt Ieſus, of kis miracles, reſur- OT” 
re&tion , and aſcention into heaven, and how he was received as God of 

many good men, was himſelfe mooved with beleefe of the ſame, and did 

confer thereof with rhe whole Senat of Rome, ro have Chriſt adored as 

God. But they not agreeing thereunto, refuſed him, becauſe that contra- 

xy tothe law of the Romans, hewas conſecrated (ſaid they) for a God 

before the Senat of Rome had decreed and approved him. Thus the vaine 

Senat which were contented with the Emperor to raign over them, were 

not contented with che meeke King of glory , the Sonne of God, tobe 

their King « yea they contemned alſotbe preaching of the two bleſſed 

Apoſtles Peter and Paul, who were alſo moſt cruelly put to death inthe 

later end of Domitizs Nero bis raigne, and the yeare of Chriſt 69, for the 

teſtimony and faich of Chrift. And cherefore after much like ſort to the 

lews were they ſcourged and entrapped by the ſame way which they did 

prefer: for as they preferred the Emperour , and rejeRed Chriſt, ſo did Seccon, 
God ſtirre up their owne Emperours againſt them, in ſuch ſort, that both **"** 

the Senators themſelves were all devoured , and the whole city moſt bor. 

ribly afflicted the ſpace almoſt of three hundred yeares together, Neither 

were they only thus ſcourged by their Emperors, buralfo by civill wars, 

whereot three were fought intwo yeares at Rome after Nero's death: as - 

likewiſe by other caſualties: for in Seerorixe is teſtified, five thouſand were 

hurt and ſlaine by fall of a Theatre, . 

How hcavy and fearcfull the judgement of God hath beene rowards 

thoſe ſeven famous Churches of Afia, rothewhich the holy Ghoſt wri- 

teth his ſeven Epiſtles, Revel. 2 ad 3. hiſtories ſufficiently reſtifie, and ex- 

perience ſhewerh : for whereas in the Apoſtles time, and long after in the 

dayes of perſecution, no Churches in the world more flouriſhed , after, 

when they began'to make light account of the word of God, andto fall 

away from the truth toerrors, from godlineſſe to impieties, the Lordalfo 

made light account of them, and removed his Candlcſticke, that is, the 

miniſtery of his Goſpell, from amongft them, and made them a prey unto Revelz,y, 
their enemies : and ſo they which before were ſubjects ro Chriſt; are now 

ſlaves to Mahomet ; and there where the true God was worſhipped is now = 

a filthy Idol adored, and inſtead of the Goſpel of Chrift,is the Turks\Al- 

coran , in ſtead of the ſeven ftars and ſeven candleſticks,are ſeven thouſand 

prieſts of Mahower, and worſhippers of him: and thus for rhe contempt of 
the Goſpelof Chriſt, is the Chrurch of Chriſtians made a cage of Divels; 

Venerable Bede in his Ecclcſticall hiſtory of England reporteth, That **@#*146i5+ 

about the yeare of our Lord 420, after that the Brittons had been long 

aMiRed by the Iriſh, PiRs, and Scots, and that the Lord had given them 

rſt from all cheir enemies, and had blefled them with ſuch great plenty 
of corn, and fruits of the earth , as had notbeen before heard of, they fell 
into all manner of ſins and vices, and in ſtead of ſhewing themſclves thank- 
tull to the Lord for his great mercies, provoked his indignation more 
ercely againſt them: for,as be ſaith, ragetherwith plenty grew ryor;and 
this was accompanicd with a train of niany other foule enbrmities;cſpeci- 
allythe hatred ofthe truth, &ccontempr of the Word,and'that not ouly = 
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the Laity and ignorant le, bur cven alſo in the Clergy and Sheep. 
heards of the people: for which cauſe the Lord firſt ſent among them 
ſach a contagious plague, that the Ifving were ſcarce ſu ficient to bury 
thedead: and when by this puniſhment they were not reclaimed, then by 
their owne counſels and procurement the Lord brought upon thema 
fierce and mighty nation, eventhe Saxons of Germany ; who albeit they 
came at firſt as helpers and ſuccorers of them againſt their enemies, yer 
ere long proved their ſoreſt foes themſelves, and after much bloudſhed 
drave them almoſt quite out of their Kingdome, confining them into 
2 haven, nooke, and corner of the ſame, where they remaine till this day: 
and all this came uponthem (faith that reverend Authour) for their in. 
gratitude for Gods mercies, and contempt of the Word of God, 
Againe, we reade a little beforethis, how that God flirred up Gilda 
a godly learned man, to preach to the old Brittons , and to exhort them 
ro repentance and amendment of life , and to forewarne them of plagues 
tocome,ifthey repented not : but what availed it ? Gi{das was laughed to 
ſcorne and taken for a falſe Prophet, the Brittons, with whoriſh faces and 
unrepentant hearts,went forward in their fins ; and what followed > God

mies On every fide,and deftroying them, gave their land toother nations, 

Againe, not many yeares paſt , Almighty God ſceing idolatry, ſuper. 
ſtition , hypocrifie, and wicked living uſed inthis land, raiſed up that 
godly learned man 7obn Wickliffe to preach unto our fathers repentance, 
and toexhort them to forſake their idolatry and ſuperſtition : bur bis ex. 
hortations were not regarded, bewith his ſermons was deſpiſed , his 
bookes and himſelfe after his death , were burnt : What enſued > A moſt 
grieyous and heavy vengeance : they flew their lawtull King , and ſet up 
three other on a row, under whom all the noble bloud was flaine up, and 
halfe the Commons deſtroyed ; what by warre in France, and civile dif. 
cord among themſelves, the cities and towns were decayed, and the land 
brought half to a wildernefſe.O,cxtrem plagues of Gods juſt vengeance! 

Bur theſe examples be generall over whole nations: now let us def. 
cend to particular judgments upon private perſons, for contemning, 


. .._.  ſcorning, ordeſpiſfing the Word of God, the holy Sacraments, and the

Miniſters of the ſame. 
Hemingime a learned Divine, 10 his  24argy upon the firſt chapter of 
S. Jobs Coſpell reporteth, That about the yere 1550 there. was a certain 
lewd companion in Denmark, who had long made profeſſion to mockeat 
all Religion, and at devout perfons: This fellow entering into a Church 
where there was a ſermon made by the Miniſter of the place , began con- 


'-trary toall thoſe that were preſent, to behave himſelfe moſt prophanely, 


and to ſhew by lewd countenances and geſtures, his diſlike and contempt 
of chat holy exerciſe : ro whom the preacher (being inſtant upon his buſi» 
nefſe in hand) ſpake not aword, bur only ſighing, praied unto God, that 
this mocker might be ſuppreſſed : who ſecing that the Preacher would 
not conteſt againſt him; bur contemned his unworthy behaviour , goeth 
ourof the Church, but yet not out of the reach of Gods vengeance: for 
preſently as he paſſed our, a'tyle fell from the houſe upon his head, and 
ſlew himupon rheplace: a juſt judgement ſo prophane a wretch. 


Ftommwhence all ſcornersandderiders of godly ſermons,and the gy" 
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of the ſame, may take example for their amendment , ifrhey have any 7" 4.5 
race in them, | ET 

Chriſtopher Turkea Counſcllor of Eſtate to a great Nobleman in Ger- Mort. Ty, 
many, going one day to horſe, and mocking ata certaine godly Noble- gc; 
man whowas then priſoner in his enemies hands, uttered theſe or ſuch 
like ſpeeches; Sec what is become of theſe gallants , that ſung ſo much 
one with anothet, When any one doth wrong us , God is our ſuccor and defence : 
but he had ſcarce ended his words, when asa ſudden priefe rooke him, 
ſo that he was forced toalight from his horſe, and tobe carricd to bed; 
where in ſtead of ſinging, he dyed indiſpaire, drawing forth his rongue as 
blacke as a cole, and hanging out of his mouth. This happened the ninth 
of Tune, 1547. 

The contempt of the Sacrament of baptiſme was moſt notably puni- g,,.p feure, 

ſhed ina certaine Curate of Miſnia in Thuring : whoſe cuſtome was when- /+.3-4»na/, 
ſocver hee had baptiſed any women children, in contemptof the foxmi- 4%: 
nine ſex, and without any regard tothe holy Sacrament, to ſay, That they 
ſhould not carry them backe to the houſe, but caſt them into the River. 
This prophane Curate looking one day over the bridge of Elbe (which is 
a large and adeepe River) how the boats did paſſe; no man touching him, 
nor his braine any way altered, but by a ſecret judgement of God, fell 
over the bridge intothe water, and was preſently drowned : that he which 
ſo impiouſly wiſhed drownirg to other, and that at the Sacrament of 
Bapriſme , was drowned himſelfe, This happened in the yeare 
1505. | | | 

Thecontemptuous and irreverent handling of the Word of Godinthe Aar and uc- 
pulpir, together with open harredof the Goſpel, was moſt famouſly re. nments.pags 
venged in one Nis hting ale the Parſon of Gondal beſides Canterbury,inthe '7**' 
raigne of Queen Mary, Aunm1555. This wretched Parſon upon Shrove 
Sunday (which was the third day of the moneth of March) making a Ser- 
mon to his pariſhioners, entred beſide his text, into an impertinentdiſ- 
courſe of the Articles lately ſer forth by the Popes authority;in commen- 
dation thercof, and to the diſgrace of the Goſpell: ſaying more over thus |. 
unto the people My maſters and neighbours, rejoice and be merry, for the 
prodigall ſonnc is come home : for I know that the moſt part of yonare as 
Iam, I know your heatts well enough, and I ſhall tell you what happened 
to me this wecke paſt : I was before my Lord Cardinall, and he hath made 
me as cleane from finne as I was at the Font-ftone, and he hath alſo ap- 
pointed me to notifie unto you the Bull of the Popes pardon and fo rea- 
ding the ſame unto them , he thanked God that ever he lived to ſce thac 
day : adding moreover , that he beleeved, that by the vertue of that Bull 
he was as cleane from finne as that night that he was borne : which words 
he had no ſooner uttered , but the Lord to ſhew that he lyed , ſtroke him 
with ſuddendeath,and ſo he tel down ont of the pulpir, never ſtirring hand 
nor foor, not ſpeaking word, butthere lay , an amazement and aſtoniſh- 
ment toall the people. | 

Denterizs an Arrian Biſhop being at Bizantium, as he was about to bap- 
tiſe one Barbas after his blaſphemous manner, ſaying, I baptiſe thee in the 
name of the Father, through the Sonne, in the holy Ghoſt, (which forme 
of words is contrary to the preſcript ruleof Chriſt, that bad his diſciples to 
baptiſe all nations, In the Name of the Father , the Sonne, and the

holy Ghoſt) the water ſuddenly vaniſhed, ſo thar he could notthen be 
baptiſed : wherefore Barbas all amaſed,fled to a Church of purerReligion, 
and there was entertained into the Church by bapriſme. Socrates in his 
Eccleſiaſticall Hiſtory reporteth the like accident to have happened to a 
Iew, who had beene oftentimes baptiſed , and came to Parlu a Novatian 
Biſhop,to receive the Sacrament againe;but the water as before vaniſhed . 
and his villany being deteAed, he was baniſhed the Church. 

Vrbanrs Formenſis and Felix Iducenſis, ewo Donatiſts by profeſſion, ru. 
ſhing into Thipaſaa city of Mauritania, commanded the Euchariſt to be 
throwne among, the dogs ; but the dogs growing mad thereby, ſet upon 
their owne Maſters, and rent them with their teeth, as being guilty of de. 
ſpiſing the body of Chriſt. Certainly a nctable judgement xo condemne 
the wicked behaviour of theſe miſcreants, who were ſo prophane, as nor 
only to refuſe the Sacrament themſelves , butalſoto caſt it to their dogs, 
as if it were the vileſt and contemptibleſt thing inthe world. 

Theopimpus a Phyloſopher being about roinſert certaine things out of 
the writings of Moſes, into his prophane works, and foto abuſe the ſacred 
Word of God, was ſtrickenwith a frenzy ; and being warned of the cauſe 
thereof ipa dreame, by prayers made unto Gad, recovered his fences 
againe. This tory is recorded by 1oſephu. As allo another of Theodettes 
a Poet, that mingled his Tragedies with the holy Scripture, and was ther- 
fore ſtricken with blindnefle, untill he had recanted his impiety. 

In a towne of Germany called Irzfith , there dwelta certaine husband- 
man that was a monſtrous deſpiſer and prophaner of the Word of God 
and his Sacraments : he upon a time amid(t his cups, railed with moſt bir. 
ter termes upon a Miniſter of Gods Word ; after which, going preſently 
intothe fields to overlooke his ſheepe, he never returned alive, but was 
found there dead, with his body all ſcortched and burnt as blacke as a 
cole : the Lord having given him over into the hands of the Divell, tobe 
thus uſed for his vile prophanenefſe and abuſing his holy things. This 
D. Iuflus Tones in Luthers Conferences reporteth tobe moſt true, 

In the yeare of our Lord 1553,a certain Coblers ſervant being brought 
up among the profeflors of the reformed Religion, and having received 
the Sacrament in both kinds, after living under Popery , received it after 
their faſhion in one kinde z but when he returned to his old Maſter, and was 
admoniſhed by him to goagaine tothe Communion as he was wont, then 
his fleepy conſcience awaked and he fell into moſt horrible diſpaire, cry- 
ing that he was the Divels bondflave, and therewithall threw himſelfe 
headlong out of the window, ſo that with the fall his bowels guſhed our 
of his mouth, and he died moſt miſerably. 

When the great perſecution of the Chriſtians was in Perſia under king 
Sapor, in the yeare of our Lord 347, there was one cHiles an holy Biſhop, 
and conſtant Martyr ; who preaching, exhorting, and ſuffering all manner 
of torments for the truth of the Goſpel, could not convert one ſoule of 
the whole city whereof he was Biſhop, to the faith : wherefore in batred 
and deteſtation of it he forewent it cleane : but after his departure the 
Lord made them worthily rue their contempt of his Word ; for he ſenc the 
ſpititofdivifion berwixt King Sapor and them, ſo that he came with an ar- 
my of menand three hundred Elephauts againſt ic, and quickly ſubverted 

1t, that the very apparance and memoriall of acity was quile defaced _ 
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rooted our, For certainly this is a ſure poſition , where Gods word is ge- 
nerally deſpiſed, and not regarded nor profited by, there ſome notable de- 
ſtruR1on approcheth, 


Inacerraine place there was acted a tragedy of thedeath and paſſionof mp. re. 
Chriſt in ſhew, but in deed of themſelves: for he that played Chriſts pare, !n#.n cofe- 
hanging upon the Croſſe, was wounded todeath by him that ſhould have ©**** #5n'7- 


thruſt his ſword into a bladder fall of bloud tyed to his fide , whowith his 
fall ſlew another that played one of the womens part that lamented under 
the Crofle : his brother that was firſt ſlaine ſeeing this , ſlew the marther- 
er, and was him(elfe by order of jaſticc hanged therefore : ſo that this tra- 
gedy was concluded with foure true , not counterfeirdeaths, and that by 
che divine providence of God, who can endure nothing lefle than fuch 
prophane and rediculous handling of ſo ſerious and beavenly matters. In 
theY n1iverſity of Oxford the hiſkory of Chriſt was alſo played,and cruelly 
uniſhed , and that not many yeares fince : for he that bore the perſon of 
Chriſt,the Lord ſtruck bim with ſuch a giddinefſe of fpiric and brain, that 
he became mad forthwith, crying when he was in his beſt humour, That 
God had laid this judgment upon him for playing Chriſt. Three othet 
AQors in the ſame play were hanged for robbing, as by credible re- 
rt is affirmed. 
Moſt lamenrable was the judgement of God upon 1ohn 4powel ( ſome- 
times a Serving-man) for mocking and jeaſting at' the Word of God:

This 10hn Apowet hearing one William Malden reading certaine: Engliſh ' 


prayers,mocked him after every word, with contrary gaudes and flouting 


termes ; inſomuch that ar laſt hee was terribly atraid, ſo that his haire 


ſtood upright on his head, and the next day was found befides his 
wits,crying night and day without ceafing,T he Divellthe Divel, O the D3. 
vellof Hell, now the Devill of hell there he goeth : for it ſeemed tobim as the 
other read, Lord have mercy upon ws,at rhe end of the prayer, that the Devill 
appeared unto him, and by the permiſſion of God deprived him of his un- 
derſtanding. This is a terrible example for all thoſe that be mockers, ar 
the Word of God,towarne them ( if they doe not repent ) left the ven- 
geance of Gad fall upon them in like manner. Thus we fſce how ſeverely 
the Lord puniſheth all deſpiſers and prophaners of his holy things, and 
thereby ought to learne to carry a moſt dutifall regard and reverenceto 
them,as alſo to note them for none of Gods flocke,whoſoever they be that 
deride or contemne any part of Religion,or the Minifters &f the fame.

' CHAP. XXXV. 
of thoſe that prophane the Sabbath day. 


AN the fourth and laſt Commandement of the firſt Table, 
A || itis ſaid, Remember to keepe holy the Sabbath day: by which 
Wer || words itis ordained and enjoyned us to ſeparate one day 
PX [| of ſeven from all bodily and ſervite labour, not to idte- 
27) || neſſeand looſeneſſe, but to the worſhipof God, which is 
= ſpirituall and wholeſome. Which holy ordinance when 
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one of thechildren of Iſrael in contempt broke, as they were in the wil. 
14 dernes, by gathering ſticks upon the Sabbath, he was brought before Mo. 
ſes and Aaron, and the whole CONgregation, 8 by them pur 10 priſon untill 
ſuch time as they knewtheLords determination concerning him:knowin 
well, That he was guilty of a moſt grievous crime. And at length by the. 
Lords owne ſentence to his ſervant Moſes,condemned to be ſtoned to death 
without the hoſt, as was ſpeedily executed. Wherein the Lord made 
knowneuntothem, both how unpleaſant and odious the prophanation of 
his Sabbath was in his fight, and hew ſeriouſly and carctully every one 
ought toobſerve and keepe the ſame. Now albeit that this ſtri& obſer. 
vation of the Sabbath was partly ceremoniall under the Law, and that 
in Chriſt Ieſus we have an accompliſhment, as of all other, ſo alſo of this 
ceremony, (He being the true Sabbath , and aſſured repoſe of our ſoules) 
yet ſeeing we fill Rand in need of ſome time for rhe inſtruction and exer. 
Ciſe of our Faith, it is neceſſary that we (ſhould have art leaſt one day ina 
weeke to occupy our ſelves in and about thoſe holy and godly exerciſes, 
which are required at our hands ,z and what day fitter for that purpoſe 
'than Sunday > which was alſo ordained in the Apoſtles time for the ſame 
end,and called by them Dzes Dominicusthat is,the day of our Lord.becauſe 
upon that day he roſe from the dead, to wir, the morrow aſter the lewcs 
Sabbath; being the firſt day of the weeke : to which Sabbarh it by com. 
mon conſent of rhe Church ſucceeded, tothe end that adifference might 
cd 8.3.,.2 be put berwixt Chriſtians and Iewes; Therefore ir ought now religiouſly 
#10, to be obſerved,as it is alſo commanded 1n the civill law,with exprefle pro. 
hibition not ro abuſe this day of holy reſt,in unholy ſports and paſtimeF 
of evillexample, Neverthelefle in ſtead bercof we ule the evill imploy- 
ance,abuſe,and diſorder of it for the moſt part, for beſide the falſe worſhip 
and plentifull tuperſtitions which reigne in ſo many places, all manner of 
diſorder and diflolurenefle is in requeſt, and beareth ſway intheſe dayes : 
this is the day for tipling houſes and tavernes to be fulleſt fraught with 
ruffians and ribalds,and tor villanous and diſhoneſt ſpeech,with lecherous 
and baudy ſongs ro be moft rife : this is the day when dicing, dauncing, 
whoring, and ſuch noyſome and diſhoneſt demeanors, muſter their bands 
and keep ranke together; from whence foame out envies, hatreds diſplea- 
ſures,quarrels,debates,bloudſheddings,and murthers, as daily experience 
reſtifieth, All which things are evident ſignes of Gods heavydiſpleaſure 
upon the pr ople where theſe abuſes are permitted, and nodifference made 
of that day wherein God would be ſerved,but is contrarily moſtdiſhoro- 
red by the overflow of wicked examples, 

And that it isarhing odious and condemned of God, theſe examples 
following will declare. Gregory Thronenſis reporteth, Thar a husbandman, 
who upon the Lords day went to plough his ficld, as be cleanſed his plow- 
ſhare with an yron, the yron ſtucke ſo faft into his hand, that for rwo yearcs 
hee could not be delivered from ir, but carried it about continually to his 
exceeding great paine and ſhame. Another prophane fellow,withour any 
Sergos,  T<gardof Godorhis ſervice, made no conſcience to convey his corne ont 
"Om of the field on the Lords day in Sermon time , bur hee was well rewar- - 

ded for his godlefſe covetouſneſle : for the.ſame corne which with ſomuch 
Ccarche gathered together, was conſumed with fire from heaven, with the 
barge and all the graine that was in it.

Gods Iudgements. the Sabbath day. : 


Of thoſe that prophane 

A certaine Nobleman uſed every Lords day to goe a bunting inthe 
Sermon while;which impiety the Lord puniſhed with this jadgement:he 
cauſed his wife to bring torth a childe witha head like a dog, that ſeeing 
he preferred his dogs before the ſervice of God, hee might have one of his 
owne getting ro make much of, 

Ar Kimſtat a towne in France,there lived in the yere of our Lord 1559, Fincell,g, 
a certain cavetous woman,who was ſo cager npon the world,and greedy of de Mirec. 
gaine, that ſhe would neither frequent the Church to heare the word of 
God her ſelfe,nor ſuffer any of her family ro doe it,but continually abode 
labouring and toyling about drying and pilling flax, and doing other do- 
meſticall buſineſſes : neither would ſhe be reclaimed by her neighbours, 
who admoniſhed and dehorted her from ſuch untimely works. One Sab- 
bath day as they were thus buſily occupied, fire ſeemed to iſſue among the 
flax, without doing any hurt : the next Sabbath day it tooke fire indeed, 
bur was quickly extin& : for all this ſhe continued obſtinare in her pro- 
phanenefſe even the third Sabbath, when the flax againe taking fire, could 
not be quenched till it had burnt her and two of her children to death;for 
though they were recovered out of the fire alive, yet the next day they all 
three died. And thatwhich was moſt to be wondred at, a young infant in 
the cradle was taken out of the midſt of the flame,wirthoutany hurt, Thus 
God uſeth to exerciſe his judgements upon the contemners of his com- 
mandements, 

The Centuriators of Magdeburge, intreating of the manners of Chri- cexe.12.c0p.6; 
Fians,made report out of another hiſtory,that a certaine husbandman (in 
Parochia Gemilacenſi)grinding corne upon the Lords day,the meale be- 
gan to burne, 4nno Dow.1126, which though it might ſeemeto be a thing 
meerecaſuall, yet they ſer it downe as a judgement of God upon him for 
breaking the Sabbath. As alſoof thatwhich they ſpeake in the ſame place Zccu/.b;g. 
of one of the Kings of Denmarke, who whenas hee (contrary to the ad. 6135124, 
monition of the Prieſts, who defired him todeferre it) would needs upon 
the day of Pentecoſt make warre with his enemy,died inthe batrell. Bur 
that may be better knowne tous all, which is written inthe ſecond booke 
of Macchabces, ' of Nicaner the Iewesenemy,whowould needs ſetupon 
them on the Sabbath ; from which when other the Iewes that were com- 
pelled to be with him,ceuld no way difiwade him, he was flaine inthe bats 
rell,and moſt miſerably bur deſervedly bandled, even the parts of his bo. 
dy ſhamefully diſmembred,as in that Hiſtory you may'read more atarge, 

Therefore in the Councell at Paris every one labouting to petſwade un- ,._.,, wi 
toa more religious keeping of the Sabbath day, when they had juſtly %3.r.cep.50, 
complained, that (as many other things) ſoalfo the obſervation of the 
Sabbath was greatly decayed through the abuſe of Chriſtian liberty ; in 
that men too much followed the delights of the world, and their owne 
worldly pleaſures,both wicked and dangerous : They further adde, M/s 
nanque nofirum viſu multi ctiam quorundam relatu dedicimus,Crc.For many of 
u$ have beeneye-witnefſes, many have intelligence of it by the relation of 
others that ſome men upon this day being abour their husbandry, have 
been ſtrucken with thunder, ſome have been maimed and made lame, ſome 
have had their bodies (even bones and all) burnt in a moment with vifible 
fire, and have conſumed eo aſhes,and many other judgements of God have 
been, and are daily ; Whereby ir is declared, char is offended _ 
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the diſhonour of ſo high a day. And our time hath not wanted examples 
in this kind, whoſoever hath obſerved them,when ſometimes in the faires 
upon this day the Wares have ſmumme in the firectes ; ſometimes the 
ſciffolds at Playes bave falne downe, to the hurting and endangering of 
many ; ſometime one thing , ſometime another hath fallen our, to the 


. Freat damage and hurt of many that have noconſcience of this day ; yea, 


often to the endangering of their lives : and that which is moſt ſtrange, 
within theſe late yeares,a whole town hath been twice burnt for the breach 
of the Sabbath, by the inhabitants, as all men judged : The juſt report 
thereof I paſſe over here to ſer downe, untill ſuch time as I ſhall be better 
inſtructed, ; 

Famous and memorable alſo isthat example which happened at Lon- 
don in the yeare 1583 at Paris garden, where, upon the Sabbath Jay 
were gathered together (as accuſtomably they uſed) great multitudes of 
prophane people, to behold the ſport of Beare- baiting, without reſped of 
the Lords day,or any exerciſe of religion required therein:which prophane 
impiety, the Lord that he might chaften in ſome fort, and ſhew his Flite 


' thereof, he cauſed the ſcaffolds ſuddenly to breake, and the beholders to 


rumble beadlong downe; ſo that tothe number of eight perſons, men and 
women, were ſlaine therewith, beſides many others which were ſore hurt 
and bruiſed,to the ſhortening of theirdayes. The like example happened 
at a towne in Bedfordſhire called Riſley, inthe yeare 1607 : Where the 


 floore of a chamber, wherein a number wcre gathered together to ſee a 


play on the Sabbath day, felldowne, by meanes whereof many were fore 
burt,and ſome killed. Surely, a friendly warning to ſuch as moredelighr 
themſelves with the cruelty of beafts,and vain ſports, than with the works 
of mercy and Religion, the fruirs of a true faith, which ought to be the 


© Sabbath dayes exerciſe. And thus much for the examples of the firſt Ta- 
' ble, whereof if ſome ſeeme toexcecd credit, by reaſon of the ftrangeneſſe 


of them, yet let us know,that nothing is impoſſible ro God , and that hee 
doth often worke miracles to controll the obſtinate impiety and rebelliog 
of .mortall men againſt his comcandement. Beſides, there is not one ex- 
ample here mentioned, bur it bath a credible or probable Author forthe 
avoucher of it. Let us now,out of all this that hath been ſpoken, gather up 
this wholſome lefſon, to lave God with all our heart and affeQion, tothe 
end we may worſhip him, invocate his holy name, and repoſe all the 
confidence of our ſalvation upon him alone through Chrift 


Ieſus, ſeeking by pleaſing and obeying his will, to ſet 
forth his glory, an

Marvellous ſtrahge was the malice of 45/oox, to rebell fo furionufly 2Szm-15. 
apainft his father David,as [0 wage warre agaialt him :wwhbich he did wi 
all bis ſtrongeft endeavours, without ſparing any thing rhac mighe further 
his proceedings ; infomuch chat he grew. 10'that oureage and maginef(e, 
through the wicked and pernicious counfellof biropbel, that hee' (ha- 
med not vilſanoully to commit inceſt with his farhets cogcubines; and 25am.rs, 
pots his blondeven before the eyes of the multicude: by whichmeans 
ing become altogether odious and abhominable, hee fhortly after loſt 2 Saw. rs, 
the battell: whereinthough hindſelfe received no burenor wound, 'yerwas 
be not therefore quit;but being purſued by Gods juſt judgement, toll un- 
wittingly into the ſnarewhich he had deſerved : for as He rode alopg'the 
forreft,to ſave himſelfe from his fathers armyghis moyle carrying bimun- 
der a thicke oake, left him hanging by che haire a -occ 
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heaven and earth, untill being found by 7oab, he was wounded to death 
with many blowes. VV hereby every man may plainly ſee that God wag. 
reth no means to punith finners when it pleaſerh him , but maketh-rhe 
dumbe and ſenceleſſe creatures the inſtruments cf his vengeance : for hee 
that had eſcaped the brunt and danger of the batrell, (and yet not having 
therefore eſcaped the hand of God) was by a bruit beaſt brought under a 
ſencelefle tree, which God had appointed to catch hold of him as an exe. 
cutioner, of his juſt judgement : which if wee conſider, isas ſtrange and 
wonderftill an accident as may poſſible happen , and ſuch an one as God 
himſelfe provided, to puniſh this wicked, proud;-and. rebellious wretch 
withall: for ſeeing bis outrage and villany was ſo great as to rebel] againſt 
his father, and ſo good and kinde a father towards bim as he was, it was 


moſt juſt, that he ſhould endure ſo vilea puniſhment. Beſide, herein doubt. . 


lefſe God would lay open to the eyes of all the world, a fearefull ſpeacle 
of his judgements againſt wicked and diſobedicnt children, thereby to 
terrifie the moſt” impudent” and malicious wrerches that live, from this 
horrible finne. And for the ſame cauſe-1t was his pleaſure, that tharwic. 
ked and falſe 4chitephel ſhould fall into extreme ignominy and confufion 
for forſaking David, ahd ſetting forward with counſell and preſence yong 
Abſolonagairii bis father; forwhich cauſe with deſpaire he bung him- 
ſelfe. Now by thispxatyple iv is eaſtc to. perceive how unpleaſant this fin 
is in Gods fights aud how mych he would have eyery man to hateand de- 
reſt it; ſeeing that Nature her ſelfe teacherhand inftruQeth us ſo farre, as 


ro yeeld duty and obedience unto thoſe that begar,nouriſhed,and brought 


Notwithſianding all this,yer is the world full of-ill adviſed and illnur- 


tured youth, that ate little lefle diſobedient unto their parents than Abſo» 


lon was, as Adramalech and Saraſer, that flew their father Senwacherib as he 


was worſhipping inthe Temple of N:(r0:4 his god but whercas they loo- 
ked for the ſoveraignty, they loſt the-benefir of ſubjeCtion, and were 


baniſhed into Armenia, 'their brother Eſarhaadon rdigning 7 ig their. 


ſtead, oY 7 310.3; © 

Gregory of Tours maketh mention of one Crannim the ſon of.Clotarime 
King of France, who having conſpired treacherouſly; and raiſed -warre 
againſt his father, together with tlie Earle of Brittaine bis ſuppoxter,were 
both vanquiſhed and put to flight ; but the Earle was flaive in the-purſuir: 
The Prince himſelfe alſo (thinking to eſcape by ſea, where lay provided 


- certaine ſhips ready to receive. him) was:in-the mid-way. overtaken, ,toge- 
ther with his wife and children, whom bepurpoſed tomake partakers.of 


his fortune, and werealtogether (by the 'exprefſe commandement of his 
father) ſhutupin@ little houſe, and there burned togetber, In-this wiſe 
did Clotariue 1 the treachery and rebellion of his ſonne, after a more 
ſevere, cruell, and fierce mannerthan King Paviddid, who would have ſa- 
ved his ſonhe.d6ſolons life, nowwithRanding all biswickedneſle, [and mas- 


| litious and furious rebellion ; but this man contrarijyiſe being bereft ofall + 
fatherly.affe&ion, would uſe nocompaſſion towards bis fonne; but come : 


edſo cruell gn execution/to bee performed, not onely. upop him, 
butypon his daughter in law alſo, and theit children,percbance altogether 
leffe of that. crime. A. very zare and firapge example, 
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-*Þ his cloathes, and pirifully crying to God, world in no caſe lct go his hold 
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cocker their childrens children than their own, Therefore we muſt think, 153 
that it was the providenee of God to leave behind a notable example of his 
moſt juſt and righteous ſeverity againſt diſobedient and rebellious chil- 
dren, to the end to amaſe and feare all others from enterpriſing the 
like. : '- 
Philip Cominexs hath recorded the treacherous tragedy of a moſt wicked Philip comine- 
and cruell ſonne called Ado/phw (for the world waxeth every day worſe 2 5 i5igne 
than other) that catne inan evening ſuddenly to take his father the Duke twelfth.cop 6; 
of Gilderland priſoner, even as he was going to bed, and would not give 
bim ſo much liberty as to pull on his hoſe(for he was bare legged) but car- 
ried him away in all haſte, making him march on foot without breeches 
five long Almaine miles, ina moſt cold weather : and then clapt him up 
in the botrome of a deep tower, where there was no light ſave by a little 
window, and there kept him cloſe priſoner fix moneths together. Afeer 
which cruell fat, he himſelfe was taken priſoner in like manner, and car- 
ried bound to Namur, where he lay a long time,untill the Gaunrs reprived. 
him forthwith, and led him with them againſt Tournay,where he was ſlain: 
in the while of his impriſonment, his father yeelding to nature, diſinhe. 
rited him of all his goods, for his vile ingratitude and unnaturall cruelty, 
and left che ſucceſſion of his dukedome to the Duke of Bonrgondy, = 
In the yeareof our Lord 1461, ina village called Inchi, neere to Came Enguerrede ' 
bray, there dwelt a certaine man (or rathera beaſt) that ina great rage oafr, vel. d; 
threw his owne morher outof his doores thrice inone day, and the third 
time told her in fury, That hee had.rather ſee his houſe on fire, and burnt 
to coles, than thar ſhe ſhould abide'there bur one day longer. It happe. 
ned that the very ſame day, according to his curſed ſpeech , his houſe was 
indeed fired, but how orwhence no man could judge: and the fire was ſo 
fierce,that it conſumed to aſhes not only that houſe, bur alſo twelve other 
houſes adjoyning : which was an eyident figure of Gods juſt judgement in 
aniſhing ſo vile and unvaturall a deed by fire , ſeeing he deſerved at the 
leaſt to loſe his houſe for baniſhing her out of it, that had borne him in 
her belly, and nouriſhed him with the milke of her paps. ”. i 
Inthis place I may fitly inſert two memorable examples of the ſame 4#x.«b At. 
ſubje&, gathered by an author of credit and fame ſufficient, rothis effeR. \ freuraay 
Itis not long (ſaith he) fincea friend of mine, a man of a great ſpirit, and 
worthy to be belceved, recounted to mea very ſtrange accident which, he 
ſaid, hapned to himſelfe, and proved his ſaying by the teſtimony of many 
witneſſes : which was this : That being upon a time at Naples at a kin(- 
mans and familiars houſe of his, he heard by night the voice of a man cry- 
ing inthe ſtreet for aid, which cauſed himto riſeand light a candle, and 
run out to ſee what the matter was : being come out of the Goores, he per= 
ceived acrucll and ougly ſhaped divell, ſtriving with all his force tocatch 
and get intohis clouchesa yorg man, that ſtrove on the other fide tode- 
tend himſelfe, and for feare raiſed that outcry which he had before heard: 
the yong man ſeeing him, ran to him forthwith, and catching faſt hold by 
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batill his cruell cnemy forſooke him : and being brought into rhe houſe 
all diſmaicd and befide himſelfe,would not let go his hold untill hecame 
to his ſences againe out of that exceeding feare. The cauſe of which 
aſſault was, he had led all his time a _ wicked life, and had beenacon- 
remner 
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temner of God, and a Rebell againſt his parents, ufing vilerailingand bir- 
154 ter ſpeeches againſt them, in ſuch ſort, rbat in ſtead of bleſſing, they had 
layd a curſe upon him. And this is the firſt example. _ | 
Concerning the ſecond, I will alſo-ſet downe the Authors owne words, 
as followeth, Ofall the ſtrange things (ſaith he) that ever T heard report 
of, that which happened nor long ſince at Rome1s moſt worthy to be re- 
membred, of a certaine yong man of Gabia , borne of a baſeand poore fa- 
mily, but endued with terrible and furious nature, and addicted to a looſe 
and diſordinate lite, This gallant picking a quarrell with his owne father, 
in his anger reviled him with moſt grofſe and reprochfull tearmes: In 
which mad fits , as one wholly given over toche Divell, he purpoſely de- 
parted toRome to praiſe ſome naughty deviceagainſt his father: but 
his ghoſtly father the Divell mer him in the way, underthe ſhape of a 
cruell and ougly fellow with a thicke buſhie beard, and haire hanging 
diſorderly , and cloathes all rent and tattered z, whoas they walked toge- 
ther, enquired of him why he was ſo ſad : He anſwered, that there had 
paſſed ſome bitter ſpeeches betwixt his fatherand him, and now he devi- 
ſed to work him ſome miſchiefe, The Divell by and by like a crafty knave 
ſoothed him up & ſaid,thathealſo upon the like occaſion went about the 
ſame praRiſe , and deſired that they might purſue both their voyage and 
enterpriſe together : it was ſoone agreed upon betwixt them, being like 
tolike, as the proverbe goeth, Therefore being arrived at Rome, and lod- 
ged at the ſame Inne, onebed did ſerve them both ; where whileſt the 
yong man ſecurely and ſoundly ſlept, the old malicious knave watching 
his opprtunity , caught him by the throat to ſtrangle him: whereat the 
poore wretch awoke, and cried for help to God , ſo that the wicked ſpirit 
was conſtrained to forſake him without performing his purpoſe, and to 
fee out at the chamber with ſuch force and violence , that the bouſe roofe 
crackt, and the tyles clattered downe ahoundantly. The hoſt of the houſe 
ky being awaked with the noylſe, cryed out to know what the matter was, and 
; running into the chamber where this noyſe was, with a candle in his hand, 
found the poore young man all alone betwixt dead and alive, of whom 
(recovered) he learnt out the whole truth, as hath been told : buthe af- 
ter this terrible accident repented him of his wicked life , and was touch- 
ed with the ſence of his grievous finne ſo nearly, that ever after he led 
r\ more circumſpeR and honeſt life. Thus much we findewritten in that 
uthor, 
Philip, Melons Henry the fifth inſpired with the furies of the Pope of Rome , made 
lib 4.chron, warre upon his father Henry the fourth, vexing him with cruelland often 
battels, and not ceaſing till he had ſpoiled himof his Empire, and till 
thc Biſhop of Mentz had proudly and inſolently raken from him bis Im- 
periall ornaments even in his preſence : but the Lord in recompence of 
his unnaturall dealing , made him and his army a prey unto his enemies 
the Saxons, and to flie before them , ſtirring up alſo the PopeofRome 
to be as grievous a ſcourge unto him, a$he had beene before time to his 
father, Now as the ambition of a Kingdome was the cauſe of this mans 
ingratitude, foin the example following, pride and diſdaine ruled, - 
and therefore he is ſo much the more to be condemned , by how 
4 much a Kingdome is a ſtronger cord to draw men tovice, than a:mans 
| owneaffeRion, 
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Gotts Tudgements, Of difobedient Children: 
There was (ſaith HM ml;ws) anvid man crooked with age , diftrefſed 155 
with poverty, and almoſt pined with hunger, that had a ſonne rich, ſtrong, 2, 0.5.4; 
and fat, of whom he intreated nogoldor filver, or peficſhon, bur food and 
fuftenance for his belly, and clothes for Iris backe , but could nor obtaine 
itat his hands : for his proud heart, exalted with proſperity, thought ic 
a ſhame anddiſcredir to his houſe, robeborneof fo poore and baſe paren- 
tage, and therefore not onely denied him reliefe, but alſo diſclaimed 
him from being his farher, and chafed him away withbitrer and crabbed 
reproaches. The poore old man thas cruelly handled , ler reares fall as 
witnefſeof his griefe, and departed comfortlefle from his Tygre.-minded 
ſonne, But the Lord that gathererth up the rears of the innocent, looked 
down from heaven in juſtice, and ſent a fury into the fences and under. 
ſtanding of this monſtrous ſon, thatas hewas void of nature and compaſl- 
fion,ſo he might bevoid of reaſon and diſcretion for ever after. 
Another not ſo cruell and difdainfull as theformer , yer cruell and dif- Mazlimin 
dainfull enough to plucke downe vengeace upon bis head, would nor fee © 
his father beg indeed, nor yet abjure him as the other did , but yet under- 
taking to keepe him , uſed him more likea ſlave than afather : forwhar 
| ſhouldbe toodeare forhim thar gives us life? yet every good thing was 
too deare for this poore father, Vpon a time a'dainty morleſ{ of mear was 
upon the boord to be earen, which as ſoone as he came in he conveied | 
away, and foiſted in courſer vituals in the roome., But marke whathis ide: /t ap3d. 
_ dainties tarned to: when the ſeryane. went to fetch it againe , he foynd in 44#borem- 
ſtead of meat ſnakes, and of ſauce ferpents, to the grear terrour of his con 
ſcience : but that which is more, one of the ſerpents leaped in his face, 
and catching hold by his lip, hang there cill his dying day, fo that hee 
could never feed himſelfe, but he maſt feed the ſerpent withall, And I 
this badge carried he abour as a cogniſance' of an unkindeand angrate- & 
full ſonne. | 
Moreover this is another judgment of God, that commonly as childret * 
deale with rheir parents, ſodoe rheir children deale with thetn : and this 13 
in the law of proportion is moſt jaſt, and in theorder of paniſhing moſt 
uſuall ; for the proofe whereof,as experience daily teacherh, ſoone exam. 3 
pleor two I will ſubjoyne It is reporred how a gertaine unkind and per- Thearr.b'f. a 
verſe ſonne beat his aged fatherupon a time, uhd drew himby the baire 
of his head to therhreſhold : who when hee was 01d was likewiſe beaten 
of his ſonne, and drawne alſo by the haire of the head not to the thre- 
ſhold , but out of doores into the durt, and how hee ſhould ſay he was 
rightly ſerved, if he had left himat the threſhold, as he left his father, and 
not dragged him into the ſtreets, which hee did nor to his. Thos did 
bis owne mouth beare record of his inipiery,atd his owne conſcience con. 
demne him before God and men. 
Another old man being perſuaded by hisfon' ( that had maried a yong Cui! co 
wife) with faire and ſagred promiſes of kindnefſes and conretitmetits, ro jpg © 
 furrenderhis goodsand lands unto him, yeelded to his requeſt, and formd 
for a ſpace all things robis deſire : but when his often coughing atinoyd 
his yong and dainty wife , he firſt removed his lodying from a faite high 
chamber toa baſe under roome,and after ſhewed him many other utkifde 
and unchildly parts : and laſtly when the old mans ked fot eloathes, he 
bought foure elnes of Aoath,rwo wherof he beſtowed uponhim,and _ 
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vcd the other two for himſelfe, Now his young ſonne marking this nig. 
gardiſe of his father towards his grandfather, hid the two elles of cloath, 
and being asked why hee hid them (whether by ingeniouſneſſe or inftin& 
of God) he anſwered, To the end toreſerve them tor his father, againſt he 
was 1d, to be a covering for him, Which anſwer touched his father fo 
neere, that cver after hee ſhewed himſelfe more loving and obſequious to 
his father than he did before, Two great faults, but ſoone and happily 
amended. Would it might be agexample toall children, if not to mitt- 
gate them, yet at leaſt to learne them to feare how to deale roughly and 
crookedly with their parents, ſeeing that God puniſheth ſinnewith finne, 
and finners in their owne kinde, and meaſureth the ſame meaſure to every 
man which they have meaſured unto'orhers. The like we readof another 
that provided a trough for his old decrepit unmannerly father to eat his 
meat in:;who being demanded of his ſonne alſo to what ule that trough 
ſhould ſerve,anſwered for his grandfather : What (quoth the childe) and 
muſt we have the like for you when you are old > Which words ſo abaſhed 
bim, that he threw it away forthwith. 

At Millanthere was an abſtinate and ungodly ſonne, that when he was 
admoniſhed by bis mother of ſome fault which be had committed,made a 
wry mouth,and pointed his fingers at her in ſcorne and derifion. Where. 
athis mother being angry, wiſhed that he might make ſuch a mouth upon 
the gallowes. Neither was it avaine wiſh, for within few daies he was ta- 
kenwith a theft, and condemned by law to be hanged;and being upon the 
ladder, was perceived to wryth his mouth in griefe, after the ſame faſhion 
which he had done before to his mother in derifion. 

Henry the ſecond of that name, King of England, ſonne of Geffrey Plan- 
tagenct, and Maud the Emprefſe, after he had raigned twenty yeares, was 
content to admit his young ſonne Hewry (married 'to Margaret the French 
Kings daughter) into participationof his Crowne:but he like an unnatyu- | 
rall ſon ro requite his fathers love, ſought rodiſpoſſeſſe him of thewhole, 
for by inciting the King of France and certaine other Nebles, bee tooke 
armes,and raiſed warre againſt his owne naturall father:betwixt whom di- 
vers ſtrong battels being fought, as well in England by the Deputies and 
friends of borh parties, as alſo in Normandy, Poytou, Guian, and Britain; 
the victory alwayes inclined to the father, ſothat the rebcllious ſon with 
his allies were conſtrained to bend tohis fathers will, and to defire peace, 
which he gently granted, and forgave his offence, Howbeir the Lord for 
his diſobedience did not fo lightly pardon him, but becauſe his haſty 
mind could not tarry for the Crowne till his fathers death, therefore the 
Lord cut him ſhort of ir altogether, cauſing him to die fix yeares before 
his father,being yer but young,and like to ſiye long. 

Lothair King of Soifſons in France, committed the rule of the province 
of Guian to his eldeſt ſon Cramirs,who when(contrary to the mind of his 
father) he oppreſſed the people with exaRions, and was reclaimed home, 
belike an upgratious and impious ſon, fled ro his uncle Childebert, and pro- 
voked him towarre upon his owne father, wherein he himſelfe was by the 
Job ons of God taken, and burned with his wife and childrento 

catn, | 

Furthermore it is not(doubtlefſe)but toa very good end enaQed in the 

law of God, That he which curſeth his fatheror mother ſhould die 4 
Ws. hs death, 
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deatb,and rhat rebellious children and ſuch as be incorrigible, ſhould ar 
the inſtance and purſuitof their owne parents, by order of law be ſtoned 
todcath, 

As children by all cheſc examples ought not onely to learne to feare to 
diſpleaſe and revile their parents, bur allo to feare and reverence them, leſt 
that by diſobedience they kindle the fire of Gods wrath againit them : ſo 
likewiſe oh the other ſide parents arc here advertiſed to have great care in 
brioging up and infiruging their children in the feare of God, and obedi- 
ence to his will;leſt for want of inflrution and corre&ion on their parr, 


- they themſelves incurre a puniſhment of their carelefle negligence in the 
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rſon of their children. And this is proved by experience ot che menof 2Kin2. 


Bethel,of whoſe children two and forty were torne 1n pieces by Beares, for 
that they had been ſoevill cauz,hras to mocke the holy Propher Elizews,in 
calling him bald-pate. 

Hel: likewiſe the high prieſt was culpable of this fault, for having two 


' wicked and perverſe ſonnes, whom no feare of God could reftraine, bein 


diſcontent with that honourable portion of the ſacrifices allotted them by 
God, like famiſhed and unſatiable wretches fell ro ſhare out more than 
was their due, and by force to raven all that which by faire meanes they

could not get : and that which is worſe, to pollute the holy Tabernacle of contemyr of 


God with their filthy whoredomes, in ſuch ſort, that the Religion of God 
grew in diſgrace through their prophane dealings. And albeir it may ſeem 
that their father did bis daty in ſome fort, when he admoniſhed and repro- 
ved them, yet it is manifeſt by thereprehenfion of the man of God, that 
hedid no part of that atall, or if he did, yer it was info careleſſe, looſe, 
and cold naanner, uſing more lenity than hee ought, or leffe ſeverity than 
was neceſſiry,that God turned their deftructions(when they were ſlaine at 
the overthrow of Iſracl by the Philiſtins) to be his puniſhment:for under - 
anding the dolefull newes of bis ſonnes death, and the Arkes taking, at 
once,he fell backewards from his ttoole,and burſt his necke, being old and 
heavy,even foureſcore and eightcene yeares of age, not able either ro help 
or ftay himſelfe. 

Davidalſo was not free from this offence , for hee ſo much cockered 
ſome of his childrcn, that chey proved the greateſt plagues and ſcourges 
unto him, eſpecially Abſolon and Adonyah : for the one openly redelled 
againſt him,and almoſt drove him our of his kingdome;the other uſurped 
the title and honour of the kingdome before his fathers death : of this ir 
is recorded, That David ſo cockered and pampered him, that he would ne- 
ver diſpleaſe him from his youth, But ſee how he was puniſhed 1nthem 
for this too great lenity;both of them came to an untimely death,and pro- 
ved not onely the workers of their owne deſtruction, but alſo great croſſes 
to their father,

Ludovicus Vives ſaith, That in his time a certain woman in Flanders did £5.2-c9p.10, 


ſo much pamper and cocker up two of her ſfonnes, even againſt her hus- 
bands will, that ſhe would not ſuffer them to want money, or any thing 
which might farniſh their roiotous life, both indrinking,banquetting,and 
dicing'; yea ſhewould ſteale from her husband to minifterunto them: bur 
as ſoone as herhusband was dead, (hewas juſtly plagued in them borh, for 
they fell from royoting to robbing, ( which two vices are commonly 
linked together)and for the ſame one of them was exccuted by the ſpe. 
N 23 an 
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and the other by che halter, ſhe her ſelfe looking on as a witnefleof their 
deſtrutions,whereof her conſcience told her that her indulgence was the 
chiefeſt cauſe, -Hither may we referre that common and vulgar ſtory, and 
I ſuppoſe very true, which isalmoſt inevery childes mouth, of him that 
g0ing tothe gallowes, deſired to fpeake with his mother in her care ere he 
dyed; and when ſhe came unto him, in ſtead of ſpeaking, bir off her eare 
with his teeth,exclaiming upon her as the cauſer of his death, becauſe ſhe 
did not chaſtiſe him in his youth for his faults, but by her flatteries eſta- 
bliſhed him in vice, which brought him to this wofull end:and herein ſhe 
was doubly puviſhed,both in her ſonnes deſtruAion, and her owne infamy, 
whereof (he carried about her a continuall maike. This ought tobe a war- 
ping to all parents, to looke better to the education of their children,and 
to root out of them in time all evill and corrupt manners ; leſt of ſmall 
ſprigs they grow to branches, and of qualities to habits, and ſocither be 
hardly done off, or at leaſt deprave the whole body, and bring it to deftru. 
@tion : but above all to keep them from idlenefle and vaine pleaſures, the 
diſcommodiry and miſchiefe whereof this preſentcxample will declare, 
At a towne called Hannuel in Saxony, the Devill transforming himſelfe 
into the ſhape of a man, exerciſed many jugling trickes and pretty pa- 
ſtime to delight young menand maids withall , and indeed to draw after 
him daily great companies : one day they followed him out of the city 
gates, unto a hill adjoyning, where he played a jugling tricke indeed with 
them,for he carried them all away with him, ſo that they were never after 
heard of. This hiſtory is recorded in the Annales of the aforenamed city, 
andavouched to be moſt true;being a notable and fearcfull admonition to 
all parents, to (cr their childrento learning and inftrution, and to with- 
draw them from all ſuch vaine and fooliſh paſtimes. 


CHAP. IL

"7. Ow as it is a thing required by law and reaſon, that chil- 
; < dren beare that honour and reverence to their naturall 
©} parents which is commanded ſo it is neceflary by the 
ſame reſpeQ, that all ſubjes performe that duty of 
189} N &/ honour and obedience to their Lords, Princes, and 
(@ YEN 5, Kings, which is not derogatory to the glory of God; 
SDA & the rather, becauſe they areas itwere their fathers, 
in ſupplying that duty towards their ſubjets which fathers owe their 
children: as namely in maintaining their peace and tranquility inearthly 
things,and keeping them under the diſciplineof Gods Church; to which 
ewo ends they were ordained, For this cauſe the Scripture biddeth every 
man to be ſubje& to the higher powers ; not ſo much to avoid the puniſh- 
mentwhich might befall the contrary,as becauſe it is agreeable to the will 
of God. And in another place, To honour the King ; and, To give unto Ceſar 
that which is C eſars,s unto God that which is Gods, So alſo in Moſes law wee 
are forbidden to detract from, or ſpeake evill of the Magiſtrate,or tocurſe 
the Ruler of the people.

 Yerforall this the children of Iſracl were not afraid many times to 
commit this (tn, but then eſpecially when they charged Moſes with con- 
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ſpiring the murther of thoſe Rebels that (under Corah, Dathan, and CAbi- Num,1s. 


ram, Captaines of that enterpriſe ) ſet themſelves againſt him and Aaron , 
whom not he, but God for their pride and ſtabburnneſſe, had rooted our 
and deſtroyed: and thus they backbited and flandered <Moſes, and muti- 
ned againſt him, being their ſoveraigne Magiſtrate and ConduQor, that 
ſo meekly and juſtly had brought them out of Egypr, cven by the ſpeciall 
commiſſion of Almighty God. But the fury of Gods diſpleaſure was ſo 
ſtirred up againft them for this their fa, that they were ſcourged with a 
grievous plague, whereof dyed about foure thouſand and ſeven hundred 
perſons. 


In the time of King Davids flight from Abſalom, who purſued him to 2 $am.16. 


bereave him of his kingdome, there was one Semmeza Ieminire , that in his 
wicked and perverſe humour, in ſtead of ſervicedone unto his Soveraigne, 
eſpecially in that extremity,not only preſented nothimſelfeunto him as a 


ſabje&, bur as a railer curſed bim with moſt reproachfull tearmes, as of atander-3. 
murtherer, and wicked man, and alſo threw ſtones at him and his follow- curlers, 


ers, in moſt deſpighttull manner : forwhich his malicious and rebellious 
a, though whileſt Davidlived he was not once called in queſtion : yer 
was he not exempred from puniſhment therefore ; for in theend his wic- 
kednefſe fell upon his owne head,and deſtrution overtooke him by defere 
of another fault ,at the commandement of Se/ommon,

The puniſhment of Sh;b4 the ſonne of Bichri tarried not all ſo long, 2 Saw.o.. 


who having alſo witha proud and audacious heart ſtirted up the greateſt 
part of [ſrael torebell againſt David, rhen when he thought to have been 
moſt at quiet,cnjoyed not long his diſloyall enterpriſe; for being ſpeedily 
purſued by Davids ſervants, and beſieged inthe city Abel, his head was 
cut off by the citizens,and chrowne over the wall,as a juſt reward for his re- 
bellious a. 

But let us paſſe over theſe ſacred hiſtories, and come to prophane, yer 


probable, and more neere examples. When Camillus befieged the Phalif: ZLrvib.s, 


chi,a people in Hetruria,neere to mount Floſcon, a Schoolemafter of the 
city,who had the rule over the chiete mens ſons, both touching inſtruction 
and governance, led them out of the ciry gates one day in ſhew towalke, 
but indeed to betray them into Camillas hands : which unfaithfull dealing 
Camillus did not onely miſlike, bus deteſt and refuſe, thinking it anunho. 
neſt part by ſach ſiniſter meanesto bring even his enemics in ſubjefion z 
and therefore reproving the truſtlefle Schoolmaſter,and binding his hands 
bebind his back, he gave every one of his ſchollersa rod, with commande- 
ment to whip him backe uatothe parents, whom hee had pretended ſo to 
deceive. A moft noble a in Camiliy (would wee could finde the like 
among Chriſtians) and a moſt deſerved puniſhment of the Schoolmaſter, 
(would no traitor might be ſerved better.) Neither might chat worthy 
Romane repent his deed, forthe Phaliſchi in admiration and love of this 
notable juſtice, freely yeelded themſelves and their ciry to bim, which 
otherwiſe in long time,and without great effuſion of bloud he could not 
have atchieved, 


Did T«7pcis the daughter of Sp.Tarpeizs ſpeed any better,when ſhee be- 2;x:lb.n 


trayed the tower whereof her father was the overſeer,to Tatiws King of the 
Sabines, 
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Sabines, who at that ſcaſon beſieged Rome, upon condition of a ſumme 
of gold, or as other writers ſay, of all that the ſouldiers wore on their lefe 
bands > Noverily,for the Sabines (as ſoon as they had obtained their pur- 
poſc)overwhclmed her with herlefthand gifts; to wit, their ſhie]ds, and 
not their rings and bracelets, which ſhe hoped : to the end to leave an ex. 
ample to the poſterity, how no promiſe nor oath ovght to be of force ta 
traitors,to keep them from puniſhment. 

Neither did theſe noble young men of Rome, amongſt whom were the 
Conſull Brutus ſonnes, come to any better iſſue, when they conſpired to 
receive King Tarquiziu into the city by night, who by the vertue and va- 
lour of their father was worthily expulſed : for their ſecret and wicked 
counſell being bewrayed to the Conſuls Iunivs and Pab Y alerinsby Y in. 
dicioabondflave, they were apprehended, having letters about them wric. 
ten to Tarquinizs to the ſame effet: and being condemned, were firſt 
ſhamefully ſcourged with rods,and aftcr executed to death. 

Pauſanias King of Sparta having conſpired with the Perſians againſt his 
own countrey,and as it were offered violence to his owne bowels, fled into 
the SanAuary of Pafas for reliefe, when he ſaw the Ephoritogo about ro 
cali him in queſtion for his treaſon. Now whereas it was irrelegious to 


| take him from thence by violence, they agreed to (hut him up there con- 


rs/.in Apoph.

tinually,and foto pine him to death, Which when his mother underftood, 
ſhe was the ficſt perſon that brought a ſtone to ſtop up the doores, to hin- 
der him from getting forth:and therein ſhewed a notable example of god- 
ly cruelty to her childe, and cruell pitty to her:countrey : approving 
that ſaying of Ariſtippms, who being demanded why hee negleRed his 
ſonne being borne of his body ? anſwered , Doe wee not caſt from us 
lice and flegme which are alſo bred of our bodies ? Infinuating, That 
they which have nothing to commend them to their parents bur genera. 
tion, are not to be eſteemed as children;much lefle they that degenerate, 
W hen Brennws, Captaine of the Gaules,brother to Belinys, and ſonne to 
Melnutics King of Brittaine, befieged Epheſus, a devilliſh woman enti- 
ced with the jewels which Brennus wore about him, betraied the city into 
his hands. But Brennw dereſting this abhominable covetouſneſie,when he 
cntred the city ſo loaded her with gold, that he covered and oppreſſed her 
therewith, | 
Inlike manner Herodamon delivered up to the Emperour Aurelian his 
own native city Tiana,in hope to ſave his owne life by betraying his coun- 
trey. But it fell out quite contrary to his expeQation ; for though Ceſar 
had ſworne not to leave a dog alive within the wals, becauſe they ſhut their 
gates againſt him, and alſo his ſouldiers were inſtant and urgent upon his 
promiſe, yet he ſpared the city,and deſtroyed the traitor,and quit himſelfe 
of his promiſe, by hanging up every dog in the city, contrary to his owne 
intent,and his armics expeRation ; yet agreeable to his words, and moſt 
correſpondent to equity and true fortitude, | 
Inthe yeare of our Lord 1270, the Biſhop of Colonea praQtifing to 
ſpoile the city of her priviledges,and reduce it under his own juriſdiQion: 
Hermanus Grinu, Conſul, and chiefe Magiſtrate, withſtood his power and 
authority with all bis force, ſo that he could not bring his purpoſe about. 
Wherefore two Cannons belonging to the Biſhop, ſought to undermine 
this their enemy by policy, and to take him out of the way : for which 
end 
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end they invited him in very kind manner todinner, but when he was come 
they brought him intoa young [yons denne (which they kept in honour 
of the Biſhop)and unawares ſhut the doores upon him, bidding him ſhife 
for himſelfe,thinking that it was impoſſible for him to eſcape out alive, 
But the Conlull perceiving in what great danger he was, wrapped his 
cloake abour his left arme, and thruſting ic tato the mouth of the huogry 
Lion, killed him with his right hand, and ſoby the wonderfull providence 
of God,eſcaped without hurt, Bur the two traitcrous Canons he canghe 
righr ſoone,and hung them at their Cathedrall Church,to their owne con. 
ſulion,and tertor of all traitors, 
It was noble ſaying,and worthy the marking,of Auguſtus Ceſar,to Rami- 
zalches King of Thracia, who having forſaken 4»thony, to take part with 
LAnugnſtes,boaſted very infolently of his deſerts towards him : then Ceſar 
d1\ſſemoling his folly, dranke to another King, and ſaid, I love treaſon, bur. 
I cannot commend nor truſt a trattour, The ſame alſo in effeR Philip of 
Maccdony and [lis Ceſar were wont to ſay, That they loved a traitour 
ar the firſt, but when hee had finiſhed his treaſon, they hated him more 
than any other : ſignifying, that traitours deſerved no retribution of 
thaykes, ſeeing their office was accepted for a time, yet they themſelves 
could never be counted leflethan naughty and diſloyall perſons : for no 
honeſt man ever betrayed his countrey or his friend : and what greater pu- 
niſhment can there be than this > But for manifeſt proofe hereof ler this 
one example ſerve in ſtead of many, namely, of Theodoricke King of Fran- 
cia,and /rmizfride King oft Thuringia, who being profeſt foes, and having 
fought many cruell batrels, at length the latter was conquered of the for- 
mer, by the lucky aſſiftance of the Saxons, This 1rminfride rhus ſubdued; 
ſued for pardon and releaſe at the conquerours hand, but hee was ſo farre 
from pittying his eſtate, that he corrupted one 7rirgu.a Nobleman, and 
Irminfride's ſabje&, to murther his maſter, which he performed kneeling 
betore Theodoricke, running him through with his ſword at his backe: 
which traicerous deed, as ſoone as it was finiſhed, Theodoricke, though the 
ſetrer of ir, yet he could notabide the atour,but bad him be packing, for 
who could put truſt in him that had betrayed his owne maſter 2 At which 
words Irj,5us (mad with anger and rage) ranne at Theodericke alſo, with 
purpoſe to bave ſlaine him too , but his hand miſſing the marke,rcturned 
bis ſword into his owne bowels,fo that he fell down dead upon his maſters 
carkaſſe, What more notable and wonderfull Joc gemene could happen ? 
ſurely it is an example worthy to be written in golden letters, and to bee 
read and remembred of every one, to teach men allegiance and obedience 
totheir Princes and Superiors, leſt more ſudden deſtruRion than this fall 
upon then. | 
After the death of Teronimys King of Siracuſe, 4ndronedoyus and Themi- 
ftins, provoked by their wives deſcending of the bloud royall, affetedan 
uſurpation of the crowne, and wrought much hurtto the commonwealth: 
but their praiſes being diſcovered, the Pretors (by the conſent of: the 
Senatours) flew them borh in che market place, as rotten members of 
their common body, and therefore fitto be cur off. And when they un- 
deritood, how their wives Damarata and Harmonia were breeders and incen- 
ſers of this miſchiefe, rhey ſent rokill them alſo; yea and Heraclia, Har» 
moviaher filter, guiltleſle and witlefle of the crime (for no other mm 
ur 
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but becauſe ſhee was fiſter unto her) was pluckt fromthe Altar, and {lain 
inthe tumult, with two of her daughters that were virgins. And thus is 
treaſon plagued notonly in traitors themſelves, but alſo in thoſe that are 
linked unto them in friendſhipand affinity. 

The glory and reputation of Fabritizs the Roman is eterniſed by that 
noble a& of his, in ſending bound to Pyrrhwa traitor that offered to poy. 
ſon him. Foralbeit that Pyrrhws was a ſmornc enemy tothe Roman Em. 
pire, and alſo made war upon it, yet would not Fabritizs trecherouſly ſeeke 
his deſtrn&ion, but ſent back that traitor unto him , tobe puniſhed at his 
diſcretion, 

What notable treaſons did Hadrianthe fourth, Popeof Rome, practiſe 
againſt the Emperor Frederick Barbaroſſa, yet all was ſtill fruſtrate , for the 
Lord proteRed the Emperour, and puniſhed the traitour with a ſudden 
and ſtrange death z for he was choaked with a flie which went downe his 
throat and ſtopped his breath , and could by no meanes be pulled our till 
itmadean end of him. Beſides, many others that went abont the ſame pra. 
Riſe, were brought to notable deſtructions : as that counterfeit foole 
whom the Italians ſet on to murder Fredericke in his chamber, which had 
been performed, had he not leaped outof a window intoa river, and 
ſo ſaved his life : for the foole being taken, was throwne headlong out of 
the ſame window and broke his necke. Asalſoan Arabian Doctor,a grand 
poyſoner, who going about to infe@ with poyſon his bridle, his ſaddle, 
his ſpurres, and ftirrops, that as ſoone as he ſhould but tonch them, hee 
_ be poyſoned, was diſcovered and hanged for his labour. 

n the yeare of our Lord 1 3 64, when as the Emperour Charles the 
fourth, and Philip Duke of Auſtria, were ready to joyne battell io the 
field, Charles diftruſting his owne power , undermined his foe by ſubtil. 
ty on this faſhion: he ſent for three of Duke ?4:/ps captaines privily, and 
perſuaded them with promiſes of rewards to worke ſome meanes to terri- 
fie the Duke, and diſſuade him from that battell: which they performed 
with all diligence; for they told the Dake, that they had ftolve into the 
KEmperours tents by night, and viewed his power, which they found to ex- 
ceed his by three parts, and therefore counſelled him not to try the ha- 
zard of the battel] , bur to ſave his ſouldiers lives by flight, which ifthey 
tarried, they were ſure to looſe. Wherewithall the Duke miſtruſting no 
fraud, fore affrighted , tooke the next occaſion of flight, and returned 
home with diſhonour. Now when tkeſe three traitors came to the Em. 
perour for their compacted rewards, he cauſed them robee payed in coun- 
terfeit money, not equivaling the ſumme of their bargaine by the twen- 
tieth part: which although ar firſt they diſcerned not, yer afterwards 
finding how they were couſened , they returned to require their due, and 
complaine of their wrong. But the Emperor looking fternely upon them, _ 
anſwered, That counterfeit money was good enough for their counter- 
feit ſervice, and that if they tarried long, they ſhould have a due reward 
of their treaſon. 

Ladiſlam LereFin, Governour of Alba Tulia in Hungary, under Maximi- 
lian the Emperour , inthe yeare 1566 : the City being beſieged, and in 
ſome danger of loſing , albeit hee was advertiſed, That within two dayes 
he ſhould receive ſome reliefe, yet yeelded the City traiterouſly intotbe 


hands of the Turkes upon compoſition. The cruell Turks forgetting _—_ 
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of his former treaſon) put him into a great Pipe ſtickt full of long nailes, 
and then rolled him downe from a high mountaine, ſa as the natles ran 
chrough him, and ended his life in horrible torment. Beſides, his lonne 
thatwas alſo partaker of this treaſon, died miſerably without meanes, and 
abandoned of all men, in great poverty and extremity, 

When as the City of Rhodes was beſicged by the Turke, there was in 
ita certaine traiterous Nobleman, who upon promiſe to have one oi Sly. 
mans daughters given him in-marriage, did many ſervices to the Tutke in 
fecrer, to the prejudice of the City. The Ifland and towne being woon, he 
preſented himſelfe to So/yman, expeCting the performance of his promiſe: 
but hee in recompence of his treaſon cauſed him to be flayed alive; fay- x.torica! me- 
ing, That it was nor lawfull for a Chriſtian to marry a Turkiſh wife, ex. 4#427-7, 
cept he pur off his old skinne: being thus flayed , they layed him upon 
a bed all covered with ſalt, and fo poudered him, that in ſhort ſpace he di-1 
ed in unſpeakable rormenes. N_* NY 
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CHAP. III. 
More examples of the ſame ſubjett. 


F Antiochwith an army prepared againſt the Turke, one £*F* dere 
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himſelfe of the Crowne, and of the City, and to flayall thatany way 


When the Turke vefteged Alba Grzca, certaine ſouldiers conſpired z,,;,,..; 3. 
to betray the City into his hands, for be had promiſed them largerewards Decad 5, 


withall, but he that was laſt was faine to devour his owne body, + - 
Scribonianus a captaine of the Romans in Dalmatia, rebelled againſt the 
Emperor Claudizs, 2nd named himſelfe emperor in the army ;: but bis re-. 
dellion was miraculouſly puniſhed, for though the whole army favored 
him very much , yer they could not by any meanes ſpreadtheir banners, - 
orremove their ſtanders out of their places as long as he was:called by the. 
name 
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16 4 name of Emperor , withwhich miracle being moved, they turned their 
loves into hatred, and their liking into loathing, ſo that whom lately they 
ſaluted as Emperor, him now they murthered as a traitor, 

Languet. To rehearſe all the Engliſh traitors that have conſpired againſt their 
Kings from the Conqueſt unto this day , it isa thing unneceſlary, andal. 
-moſt impoſhble. Howbeit, that their deſtruQaions may appeare more evi. 
dently , and thecurſe of God upon traitors be made more manifeſt, I will 
briefely reckon up a catalogue of thechiecteſt of them. In the yere 1295 
Lewlize Prince of Wales rebelled againſt King Edward the firſt, and after 
much adoe, was taken by Sir Roger Mortimer , and his head ſet upon the 
Tower of London, In like fort was David, Lewline's brother ſerved, Ries 
and Madok eſcaped no better meaſure in ſtirring the Welchmen up to re. 
bellion. No moredid the Scots, who having of their owne accord com. 
mitted che government of their kingdome to king EFaward, after the death 
of Alexander (who broke his neck by a fall from an horſe, and left no iſſue 
male ) and ſworne fealty unto him , yet diſpenſed with their oath by the 

Popes commiſſion, and Frenchmens incitement , and rebelled divers 
times againſt King £award: for he overcame them ſundry times, and made 
Naughter of their men, ſlaying at one time 32000 , and taking divers of 

Lenquek their Nobles priſoners. Inlike mannerthey rebelled againſt King EZ. 

Stow, ward the third, who made three voyages into that land in the ſpace of foure 
yeares, and at every time overcame and diſcomfited them, inſomuch that 
well neere all the nobility of Scotlahd, with infinite number of the com- 
mon people were {laine, Thus they rebelled in Henry the fixths time, and 
alſo Henry the eights, and divers other kings reignes, ever when our Eng. 
liſh forces were buſied about forraine wars, invading the land on the other 

fide moſt traiterouſly. 

Larguet, In the reigne of King Hepry the fourth there rebelled at onetime againſt 
bim Sir 19h» Hofand, D. of Excefter, with the Dukes of Aumarle, Surrey, 
Salisbury, and Glouceſter : and at another time Sir Thomas Percy Earle of 
Worceſter, and Henry Percy ſon to the Earle of Northumberland : at ano- 
ther, Sir Richard Scroope Archbiſhop of Yorke, and divers others of the 
houſe of the Lord Aſoubray : at another time Sir Henry Percy the father, 
Earle of Northumberland, and the Lord Barab/ph: and laſtly, Ryce ap Dee 
and Owen Glendowr , two Welchmen : all whichwere cither flaine, as Sir 
Henry Percy the younger ; or beheaded, as the reſt of theſe noble Rebels, 
or ſtarved rodeath, as Owen Glewdowy was in the mountaines of VV ales, af- 
ter he bad devoured his owne fleſh. 

In the reigne of Hewry the fifth, Sir Richard Earle of Cambridge, Sir 
Richard Scroope Treaſurerof England, and Sir Thomas Gray were beheaded 
for treaſon. 
No lefle was the perfidious and ungratefull treachery of Humphry Ba- 

»ifier an Engliſhman towards the Duke of Buckingham his Lord and ma- 
ſter, whem the ſaid Duke had tenderly braught up, andexalted to great 
promotion, For when as the Duke being driven intoextremity, by reaſon 
of the ſeparation of his army which he had muſtered together againſt 
King &chard che uſurper, fled to the ſame Bavifter as his truſticſt friend, 
to be kepr in ſecret untill he could find opportunity toeſcape; this falſe 
traitor,apon hope of a thouſand pounds which was promiſed ro him that 


could bring forth the Duke , betraicd him into the hands of 79%n a 
irife 
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Shirife of Shropſhire , who conveied him to the city of Salisbury,where 165 
King Richard kept his houſhold « where he was ſoone after put. rodeath, 
But as for +. pr Baniſter, the vengeance of God purſtied him to his 
utter ignominy : for preſently after, his eldeſt ſonne became mad and 
died ina bores ſtie: his eldeſt daughter was ſuddenly ftricken with a foule 
lepry : his ſecond ſonne marvellouſly deformed of his lims, and lame : his 
oungeſt ſonne drowned in a puddle: and he himſelfe in his old age ar- 

raigned and found guilty of a murther, and by his Clergy ſaved : Andas 
for his thouſand pounds, King Richard gave him not a farthing ; ſaying, 
That he which would be untrue to fo good a maſter , muſt needs be falſe 
to all other. | 

To paſſe over the time of the reſidue of the Kings, where in many exam- 
ples of treaſons and puniſhments upon them arc extant, and tocome nee- 
rer unto our owne age, let us conſider the wonderfull providence of God 
in diſcovering the notorious treaſons which have been ſo oftenpretended, 
and ſo many, againſt our lare Soveraigne Queene Elizabeth, and prote- 
Qing her ſo fatherly from thedint of them all. Firſt therefore, tobegia 
with the chicfeſt, the Earles of Northumberland and Weſtmerland, in 
the eleventh yeare of herraigne began a rebellion in the North , preten- 
ding their purpoſe ro be ſometimes to.defend the Queenes perſon and go- 
vernment from the invaſion of ſtrangers, and ſometimes for conſcience 
ſake to ſecke reformation of Religion: under colour whereof they got to- 
gether an army of men, tothe number of ſix thouſand ſouldiers ; againſt 
whom marched the Earle of Suſſex, Lieutenant of the North, andthe 
Earle of Warwicke , ſent by the Queene to his ayde : Whoſe approch 
firucke ſuch a terrour into their hearrs,, that the two Eatles, with divers 
ofthe arch Rebels, fled by night into Scotland, leaving thereſtof their 
company a prey untotheir enemies , whereof threeſcore and ſix, or there- 
abai.c, were hanged at Durham, As for the Earles,one of them (rowit ) 
of Northumberland, was after taken in Scotland , and beheaded at York. 
Weſtmerland fled into another Countrey , and left his houſeand family 
deſtroyed and undone by his folly, _— ne, 

A while after this, what befell tro /ohn Throgmerton , Thomas Brooke, 
George Redman , and divers other Gentlemen at Norwich, whopretcnded 
arebellionunder the color of ſuppreſſing Rrangers, were they not diſco- 
vered by one of their owne conſpiracy T homas Ket , and executed at Nor. 
wich for their paines > The ſame end came Francis Throgmorton to, whoſe 
trecheries as they were abhominable, and touching the Queens owne per- 
ſon, ſo they werediſcloſed not without the eſpeciall providence of God. 

Butaboveall, that vile and ungratefull traitor William Parry , upon 
whom the Queene had powred pleantifully her liberality., deſerverh to be 
had in everlaſting remembranceto his ſhame , whoſe treaſons being dif 
covered, he payed the tribute of his life in recompence thereof, Whar 
ſhall I ſay of the Earle of Arundell, anda ſecond Earle of Northumber. 
land > Did not the juſtice of Gad appeare in both theirends, when belng 
attainted for treaſon, the one flew himſelfe inpriſon, and the otherdi 
by courſe of nature in priſon alſo > Notorious was the conſpiracy of thoſe 
arch. traitours, Ballard, Babington, Sawvadee, and Tylney, &c. yet the Lord 
brought them downe , and made them ſpeQacles tothe World of his ju- 


ſtice, Even ſo that notorious villaine Door Lope; ( the Queenes Phyſi- 
O tian ) 
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tian) whoa long time had not onely beenean intelligencer tothe Pope 
and King of Spaine of our Engliſh Counſells, but alſo had poiſoned ma. 
py Noblemen, and went abouralſo to poyſon the Queene her ſelfe, was 
he not ſurpriſed in his treachery , and brought to ſudden deftraRion? In 
ſumme, the Lord preſerved her Majeſty not only from theſe , but many 
other ſecret and privy foes, and that moſt miraculouſly, and contrary to 
all reaſon, and ſpread his wingsoverher , evermore to defend her from all 
herenemies ,and indeſpight of them all brought her, being full of yeares, 
in peace to her _ All theſe treaſons had their breeding and begin- 
ning from that filthy ſinke of Romiſh ſuperſtition, from whence the poi- 
ſon was conveied into the hearrs of theſe traiterous wretches,by the means 
of thoſe common firebrands of the Chriſtian World, the wicked Ieſvites, 
whoſe chiefeſt art is Treaſon, and whoſe profeſhon is equivocation, and 
praciſe, to ſtir up rebellion ; and therefore as long as they breath in the 
world let us looke for no better fruits from ſuch trees. 

And hath the reigne of our now Soveraigne King 7ames beene free from 
theſe Sinons > Hehath as yet ſwayed the Scepter of this Kingdome not 
fully nine yeres, and how many treaſons have beene complotted and pra- 
Aiſed againſt his Majeſty and the State, and how miraculouſly hath the 
Lord preſerved him evermere, even as the apple of his eye, and the figner 
on his right hand, To omit the treaſon of Raleigh and Cobham,and that al- 
ſoof Watſon and Clerke, that late and laſt divelliſh and damnable praQiſe 
of blowing up the Parliament houſe with gunpowder, together with the 
King, Prince, andallthe Nobles and chiefe Pillars of the Land, is never 
tobe omitted nor forgotten, but tobe remembred as long as the Sunne 
and Moone endureth , to the ſhame of theirreligion, and the profefſours 
thereof : never Nation ſo barbarous, that ever praiſed the like : never any 
religion ſo odious, that maintained the like:bur ſuch are the fruits of their 
ſo much advanced religion, ſuch the cluſters of their grapes : Howbeit the 
Lord prevented their malice, and turned it upon their owne pates, not on- 
ly by a Divine and miraculous diſcovery of their treaſon ( the very night 
before it ſhould have beene cffeRed) but alſo by bringing the chiefe plot- 
ters thereof unto confuſion z ſome by the ordinary proceeding of juſtice, 
and ſome by {laughter in refiſtance : and that which 1s not to bee overpaſt, 
ſome of the principall of them being together in a chamber , were ſo 
ſcorched by their owne powder , which was in drying, that they were dri- 
ven to confeſle the heavy judgement of God te be upon them. I pray 
God ſuch may ever bee the end of all traitours, and that the religion 
which bringeth forth ſuch horrible fruits may not onely be ſuſpeRed but 
abhorred of all. 

Moreover, there is yet another kind of treaſon, and another ranke of 
traitors as pernitious as any of the former, and as odious before God and 
man. Such are they which either upon private quarrels, or reccived inju- 
ries, or hope of gaine, or any other filly reſpeR, forſake their countries,and 
take part with the enemies to fight againſt it : orthey that in time of ne- 
ceflity refuſe to fight,or dare not fight in defence of it: the former ſort are 
called fugitives, & the latter cowards, As touching the firſt,they havebeeti 
alwayes in deteſtation in well governed Policies, and alſo evermore ſe- 
verely puniſhed, The Zginates puniſhed themwith the loſe of their right 
hand thumbs, to the end they might no more handle a ſpeare or a m—_ 

ut 


of choſe that 
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but an oare : the Mirylenians with lofle of their lives : the inhabicants of 1.6. 


Samos marked them in the face with the piure of an Owle: and the Ro, 
mans puniſhed them after divers faſhions. Fabizs Maximus cauſed all 
thoſe that had fled from the Roman ſuccours tothe enemy to loſe their 


hands. Africanxs the former, though gentle and mild by nature, yer in pitr;iu 2445. 


this reſpe& he borrowed from forreine cruelty : for having conquered in: 


Carthage , and got into his powerall thoſe Romane Rebels that rooke 
part againſt his countrey , he hung the Romans as trairors to their coun- 
trey, and mitigated the puniſhment of the Latines, as but perfidious con- 
federares. 4fricanw the later , when hee had ſubdued the Punicke Nati- 
on, he threw all fugitives amongft wilde beaſts tobe devoured. 

Lucius Paulus after the conqueſt of the King of Perſia, committed theſe 
fellowes tothe mercy of Elephants. Generally there is no Nation under 
the Sunne which holderh them nor in execration: and therefore our Eng- 
liſh fugitives, who under cloke of Religion not onely abandon their coun. 
trey, their kindred , and their Prince, bur alſo conſpire the undoing 
and ſweare the deſtraQion of them, are they not worthy tobe bandled 
like traitours,and to have their quarters ſpeQacles of perfidy z Thebridge 
and gates of London beare witneſle of the wofull ends that theſe runna. 
gates Come unto. 

As touching cowards (I meanec ſuch as preferring their lives or liberty, 
or any other by-reſpe&s, before their countries welfare, and either dare 
not or will not ſtand toutly in defence of it in time of warreand danger). 
they deſerve no lefle puniſhment than the former , ſeeing that as they are 
open oppugners , ſo theſe are cloſe underminers of the good thereof, And 
therefore the Romanes did ſharpely chaſten them in their governmenr, 
as may appeare by diverſe examples of the ſame: as firſt they were noted 
withthis ignominy , never to eat their meat bur ſtanding; and hereunto 
they were ſworne : Nay , they were in ſuch batefull account amongſt 
them , that when A4rn:b«! offered the Senate 8000 captives to be redee.

med, they rcfaſed his offer; ſaying, That they were not worthy to be re. 4x, © tes. 


deemed, that had rather be taken baſely than die honeſtly and valiantly : 
The ſame Senate dealt more favourably with the captives which King 
P;rrhu tooke, for they redeemed them, but with this diſgrace, degrading 
them from their honours and places, untill by a double ſpoile they had 
moon their reputation againe, Z. Calparnixs Piſo handled Titins the cap- 
faine of his horſemen in Sicilia ( one who being overcharged with eve. 


mies, delivered his weapons untothem) on this manner, he cauſed bim 


togoe bare footed before the army, wearing a garment without ſeames 


faulr, and from a Generall over horſemen he debaſed him toa common 
ſouldier. How did the ſame Senate corre& the cowardiſe of Caiws 7 atic- 
% (who to theend to priviledge himſelfe from the Iralicke warre, 
cut off all the fingers of his left band: ) even they proſcribed his 
200ds, and caſt him into perpetuall priſon, thatrhat life which heere- 
fuſed ro hazard indefence of his countrey, he might conſume in bondage 
and fetters. 


Fulzofius ſaith, That among the Germanes it was ſo unhonourable Lith..cap.% 


a part to loſe. but a ſhield in the warre, that whoſover had happened rodoe 
{o, was ſuſpended both. from the place of common councell, and from

be forbad him ſociety with avy ſave ſuch as were nored with the ſame 6s.2.cap.:. 
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168 the temples of Religion , inſomuch , that many ( as hereporteth) killed 
themſelves to avoid the ſhame. The people called Daci puniſhed cowards 
- on this ſort: they ſuffered them nor to ſleepe bur with their beads ro the 
beds feet-ward ; and beſides, by the law they made them ſlaves and ſub. 
jeas totheir owne wives, VVhat viler diſgrace could there be than this > 
7b; Ageflau, And yetthe Lacedemonians plagued them more ſhamefully : for with 
them it was a diſcredit to marry in the ſtocke of a coward; anyman might 
ſtrike them lawfully, and intheirattire they went with their clothes ren, 
and their beards halfe ſhaven. Thus are all kind of traitors continually py- 
niſhed of the Lord by one meanes or other ; and therefore letus learne to 
ſhun treaſon as one of the vileſt and deteſtableſt ehings in the world. .

| was paſt, the Lord threw the rod into the fire, for he 
enjoyed the Crowne bur ſeven dayes : forall Iſrael, deteſting his fact, 
made OmriKing over them, who beſieged him in Tirza, and drove him in. 
tothat extremity , that heewent into the palace of the Kivgs houſe, and. 

burat himſelfe and the houſe with fire. 

2 King, 12,22. IoFachar the ſonne of Shimesh, and Teozabed the ſonne of Shomer, came 
ro no better end for murthering 7ehoaſh King of Iuda: for CAmaziah his 
ſonne after the kingdome was confirmed unto him, cauſed them both to 
be put rodeath : but cheirchildren he flew nor, according tothat which is.

2 King,15. Neither did Shalurn, that flew Zacharia King of Iirael, proſper any bet- 

ter ; for he reigned but one month in Samaria, when 2/en4him the ſonne of 

Gad; rebelled againſt him, and {lew him as he had done his maſter. 

Amon, the ſonne of "Adanaſſeh , was ſlaine by his owne ſervants, bur the 
Lord ſtirred up the people ot the Land to revenge his death,and to kill all 
them that had conſpired againſt their King. | 

Bue toler paſſe the holy hiſtories of the ſacred Scripture, wherein,ever 
after any treaſon, the Holy Ghoſt preſently ſerreth downe the puniſhment - 
of traitours, as it were of purpoſe to ſignifie how the Lord hateth all ſuch 
Rebels that roſe up againſt his owne ordinance : let us confider a little the 
conſequents of theſe in prophane, yet credible authors, and apply them 
unto our purpoſe, | 

L4Archelau King of Macedonia had a minion called Cratenas, whom. 


hee loved moſt entirely ; but he againe requited him not with love but 
with

with hatred, and ſtretched all his wits to inſtall bimſelfe in bis king- 
dome, by depoſing and murthering him : which though he accompli- 
ſhed, yet his deſerts were cut ſhort by the vengeance of God: for he con- 
tinued not many dayes in his royalty , bur he was ſerved with the ſame 
ſauce that he had made Archelaws before him to taſte of , even betraied 
and murthered, as he well deſerved. 

Lodovicws Sfortia to the end to inveſt himſelfe with the Dakedome of 
Millain, ſpared notto ſhed the innocent bloud of his two Nephewes, 
the ſonnes of Galcachw, together with their tutors, and one Francis Cala- 
| ber,a worthy and excellent man, but the Lord fo diſpoſed of his purpoſes, 
thathe ( in ſtead of ovtaining the kingdome) was taken priſoner by the 
King of France, ſothat neither he nor any of his off ſpring injoyed that 
which he ſo much affeRed. 

When Namerianu was to ſucceed Carw his father in the Empire, Arri- 
wid xer his father in law, tothe end to tranſlate the Empire untohim- 
ſelfe, entercd a conſpiracy, and flew his ſonne in law, that nothing mil- 
truſted his diſloya!ry: bur the Pretorian army underſtanding the mat- 
ter, diſcharged Arriws, and ele&ed Diocleſran in his roome, who laying 
hold upon his competitour, laied anaCQion of treaſon to his charge, and 
put him to death in the fight of the multitude, 

T heodoricke and Fredericke conſpired againſt their owne brother Thuriſ- 
mund King of the Viſigothes, tothe intent to ſucceed him in his King- 
dome: And albeit thar nature rcclaymed them from the a, yet they 
ſlew him without all compaſhon. Bur after thirteeve yeres reigne the 
ſame Theedericke was requited by his other brethren with the ſame meaſure 
that he before mered to his brother Thuriſmund, And ſo though vengeance 
ſlept a while, yet at length it wakened. 

Elias Antonize Gordianus , Eraperour of Rome, though ſo excellent 
a young Prince, that hedeſerved to be called the Love and [ewell of the 
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World, yet was beſlaine by one promoted by himſelfe ro high honour, ,,.,,;..w.. 


called Philip Arabs, when he was but two and twenty yeres oldzafter whoſe 
deceaſe this Philip got himſelfe eleAed Emperour by the Band, and con- 
firmed by the Senate. All which notwithſtanding, after five yeres Deciue 
rebelled, and his owne ſouldiers conſpired againft him, ſo that both he at 
Verona, and his ſonne at Rome, were (laine by them abour one time, 
After the death of Conftantive the Great, his three ſonnes dividing the 
Empirebetwixt them, ſucceeded their father. Conſtantize the eldeſt had 
for his ſhare Spaine, France, the Alpes,and England ; Coxftaxce the ſecond 
held Italy, Africa,Grzcia, and Illyricum , Conftantive the younger was 
King and Emperour of the Eaſt, Burtambirion ſuffered them not ro enjoy 
quietly theſe their poſſeſſions : for when the eldeſt being more proud and 
{editious than the other, not content with his alotred portion, made warre 
apon his brother Conſtance his Provinces , and ſtrove to enter Italy, he was 
flaine ina battell by L4qsilcia, when he was bur five and twenty yeares 
old; bywhich meanes, all the provinces which were his, fell to Con- 
ffaxnce, and therewithall ſuch a drowſineſle and Epicuriſme for want of 
a ſtirrer ap after his brothers death, that he fell into che gout, and 
negleRed the governement of the Empire: Wherefore in Auſpurge 
and in-Rhetia they created a new Emperour, one Magnentiw, whoſe 
life before time Conſtance had ſaved from the ſouldiers, and therefore

puniſhed,

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170 his treachery was the greater. This Afagnentius deprived and flew Cop. 
Nomblein. J{amce, but was overcome by Conſtantzne the third brother in Illyricum, 
zatiude pu- YET in ſuch ſort, that the conqueror could not greatly brag , for he loſt 
niſhed © an infinit company of his men, and yet miſſed of bis chiefe purpoſe, the 
taking of A/agnentirs, for be eſcaped to Lyons , and there maſſacring all 
that he miſtruſted,at laſt growing (I ſuppole) in ſuſpition with his owne 
hearr,ſl.w himſelte alſo : and fo his traiterous, iogratefull,and ambitious 
murther was revenged with his owne hands, 
nitim lik, 4 PF iFericus betrayed Lnyba king of Spaine, and ſucceeded in his place, 
reg:b.Hiſpan. ſeven yeares after, another traitour ſlew him , and ſucceeded alſo in his 
place. Mavuritivs the Emperor was murthered by Phocas , rogether with 
his wife and five of his children, be ſeating bimſelfe Emperour in his 
5 roome: Howbeit, traitors and murtherers can never come ro happy ends : 
xg V for as he had ſlaine cManritize ; fo Priſcus, Heracliants, and Phorius three 
of his chiefeſt captaines, conſpiring againſt bim, with three ſeverall ar. 
mies gave him ſuch an alarmeat once at his owne doores, that they ſoone 
quailed his courage,and afrer much mangling of his body, cut him ſhor- 
ter by the head and the kingdome at one blow, 

In the time of Edward the ſecond and Eaward the third in Evgland, 
one Sir Roger Mortimer committed many villanous cutrages in ſheddin 
much bloud, and at laſt King Zaward himſelfe, lying at Barkley caſtle,to 
the end that he might (as it was ſuppoſed ) enjoy /ſabel! his wife, with 
whom he had very ſuſpitious familiarity, After this , he unjuſtly accu- 
ſed Edmund Earle of Kent of treaſon,and cauſed him to bee pur to death 
therefore : and laſtly, he conſpired againſt King Edward the third , as it 
was ſaſpe&ed, for which cauſe he was worthily and\deſervedly beheaded. 

Among this ranke of murrherers of Kings we may fitly place alſo R:. 
chard the third, uſurper of the Crowne of Epgland , and divers others 
which he uſed as inftruments to bring his deteſtable purpoſe to effe& : 
as namely Sir lames Tirrel Knight,a man for natures gitcs worthy to have 
ſerved a much better Prince than this &/chard, if he bad well ſerved God, 
and beene endued with as much truth and honeſty as he had ſtrepgth and 
wit :alſo 2files Foreft,and 1ohn Dighton two villaines fleſhed. in murthers. 
Bur to come to the faR, .it was on this ſort : When R#chard the uſurper 
had enjoyned Robert Brackenbury to this piece of ſervice of murthering 
the young King Edward the fifth, his Nepbew, in the Tower , with bis 
brother the Duke of Yorke,and ſaw it refuſed by him: he commitrted the 
charge of the murther to Sir [ames Tirrel , who haſting to the Tower, by 
the Kings Commiſſion received the keyes into his owbe hands, and by 
the helpe of thoſe two butchers, Dighton and Foreft , ſmothered the two 
Princes in their bed , and buried them at the ſtaires feet : which being 
done, Sir /ames rode back to king Richard, who gave bim great thankes, 
and as ſome ſay, made him knight for his lahour. All which things on 
every part well pondered, it appeareth , that God never gave the world 
a notabler example, both of the unconſtancy of worldly wcale, and alſo 
of the wretched end which enſueth ſuch deſpightfull cruelty : for firſt, 
to begin with the miniſters, Mzles Foreſt rotted away peecemeale at 
Saint Martins, Sir /&mes Tirrel died at the Tower hill beheaded for 
treaſon , King Kichard himſelie ( as it is declared elſewhere) was ſlaine 
in the field, hacked and hewed of his enemies, carried on horſe- 

| backe 
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backe dead, bis haire in deſpight torne and tugged like a dog : beſides, the 171 
inward torments of his guilty conſcience were more than all the reſt: for 
ic is moſt certainly reported, T hat after this abhominable deed hee never 
had quiet in his minde : when he wenr abroad, his eye whirled abour, his 
body was privily fenced, his hand ever upon his dagger, his countenance 
and manner like one alwaies ready to ftrike, his ſleep ſhort and unquier, 
full of fearcfull dreames, inſomuch that he would often ſuddenly ſtartup 
and leap out of his bed,and runne about his chamber, his reſtlefſe conſet- 
ence was ſo continually tofſed and tumbled with the tedious impreſſion 
of that abbominable murther. 
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CHAP. V. 


Of [uch as rebelled againſt their Superiors,becauſe of Sub- 
fidies and Taxes impoſed upon them.

| /S, ant \S% firme, nor to the end that it ſhould be licenſed to 
IULEV SZ them toexerciſe all manner of rigour and unmeaſu- 
| | rable oppreſſion upon their ſubjeas (as ſhall bede- 
Clared hereafter more at large) but we entreat onely here of their dutics 
which arc in ſubje&tion tothe power of other men, whoſe authority they 
ought in no wiſe to reſiſt, unlefle they oppoſe themſelves againſt the ordi- 
nance of God, Therefore this poſition is true by the word of God, That 
no ſubje & ought by force to ſhake off the yoke of ſubjeion and obedi- 
ence due unto his Prince, or exempt himſelfe from any taxe orcontribu- 
tion, which by publicke authority is impoſed : Gzve (ſaith the Apoſtle) 
' tribute to whom tribute belongeth, cuſtome to whom cuſtome pertaineth, feare to 
whom feare it due, and honour to whom henoar « owing. And generally in all 
ations wherein the commodities of this lite (chough with ſome oppreſh- 
on and grievance)and not the Religion and ſervice of God, nor the conſci- 
ence about the ſame is called into queftion, we ought with all patience to 
endure whatſoever burthen or charge is laid upon us, without moving any 
troubles,or ſhewing any diſcontentments for the ſame: for they that have 
otherwiſe bebaved themſelves, theſe examples following will ſhew how 
well they have been appaied for their miſdemeanors. 
In the yeare of our Lord 1304,afrerthat Guy Earle of Flanders baving wich, G14.vohs 
rebelled againſt Philip the Faire bis Soveraigne, was by ſirength of armes 
reduced into ſubjeRion, and conſtrained rodeliver bimſelfe and his ewo 
ſons priſoners into his hands, the Flemings made an'infurreQtion againſi 
the Kings part, becauſe of a certain taxe which he had ſetupon their ſhips 
that arrived at certaine havens : and upon this occaſion great warre,divers 
battels, and ſundry overthrowes on each ſide grew, bur fo, that at laſt the 
King remained conqueror,and the Flemings (for a reward of their _ 
ion) 
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lion) loſk in the battell fix and thirty thouſand men that were ſlaine, beſide 
a great number that were taken priſoners. 

Two yeares after this Flemmiſh fiirre, there aroſe a great commotion 
and burly burly of the raſcall and baſeſt ſort of people at Paris, becauſe of 
the alteration of their coines : who being not ſatisfied with the pillage 
and ſpoilage of their houſes, whom they ſuppoſed to beeither cauſes of 
the ſaid alteration, or by counſell or other meanes any furtherers there. 
unto, came in great troupes before the Kings Palace, at his lodging in the 
Temple, with ſuch an bideous noiſe and outrage, that all the day after, 
neither the King nor any of his officers durſt once ſtir over the threſhold: 
nay they grew to that overflow of pride and inſolency, that the viRuals 
which were provided for the Kings diet, and Carried to him, were by them 
ſhamefully throwne under fect in the dirt, and trampled upon in deſpight 
and diſdaine. But three or foure daies after this tumult was appeaſed, ma- 
ny of them for their pains were hanged before their own doores, and inthe 
city gates,to the number of eight and twenty perſons, 

In theraigne of Charles the fixth, the Pariftans (by reaſon of a certaine 
taxe which he minded to lay upon them) banded themſelves and conſpi- 
red together againſt him: they determined once (ſaith Froiſard) to have 
beaten dowre Loure, and S, Vincents caſtle, and all the houtes of defence 
about Paris , that they might not be offenſive to them. Bur the King 
(though young in yeares) hancled them ſo ripe and handſomely ,thar ha- 
ving taken away from them their armor, the city gates and chaines of the 
fireets, and locked up their weapons in S.V incents caſtle, hee dealtwith 
them as pleaſed him. And thus their pride being quaſhed, many of them 
were executed and pur to death : As alſo for the like rebellion were at 
Troyes,Orlean, Chalon, Sens,and Rhemes. | 

Aboutthe ſame time the Flandrians, and eſpecially the inhabitants of 
Gaunt wrought much trouble againſt Lews the Earle of Flanders, for di- 
vers taxes and tributes which he had layd upon them, which they inno re- 
ſpe&would yeeld unto. The matter came to be decided by blowes, and 
much bloud was ſhed, and many lofles endured on both ſides, as a meanes 
appointed of God tochaſtiſe as well the one as the other. The Gaunts 
being nomore in number than five or ſix thouſand men, overthrew the 
Bacles army conſiſting of forty thouſand, and in purſuit of their victory 
tooke Bruges, whither the Earle was gone for ſafety, and lying in a poore 
womans houſe, was conſtrained (in the babir of a beggar) to fly the City, 
And thus he fared till King Charles the fixth ſent an army of men to his 
ſuccor(for he was his ſubjea)by whoſe ſupport he overcame thoſe Rebels 
ina battell fought at Roſe Bec,to the number of forty thouſand : and the 
body of their chiefetaine Philip Artevil, ſlaine in the throng,he cauſed to 
be hanged on a tree. Andthis was the end of that cruell Tragedy, the 
countrey being brought againe into the obedience of their old Lord, © 

Awhilebefore this, whileſt King 794» was held priſoner in England, 
therearoſe a great commotion of the common people in France, againſt 
che nobility and gentry of the realme, that opprefſed them : this tumule 
began butwitk an hundred men that were gathered together in the coun- 
trey of Beauvoiſin, but that ſmall handfull grew right quickly to ag arm- 
full, even to nine thouſand, that ranged and robbed throughout all Brie, 
along by the river Marne to Laonoifſe, and all about Soiffons, armed with 
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great bars ſhod with yron : an headlefle crue without Governour, fully | &5 
purpoſing to bring to ruine the whole nobility, In this diſorder they | 
wrought much miſchicte, broke up many houſes and caſtles, murthered 
many Lords, fo thar divers Ladies and Knights,as the Ducheſſes of Nor- 
mandy & Orleance, were fain to fly for ſafegard to Meaux : whither when 
theſe Rebels would needs purſue them, they were there overthrown, killed,

[n the yeare of our Lord 15 25, there were certain husbandmen of Sou. Slei 
abe that began ro ſtand in reſiſtance againſt the Earle of Lupsfen, by rea- 
ſon of certaineburthens which they complained themſelves to be over- 
laid with by him : their neighbors ſeeing this, enterpriſed the like againſt 
their Lords: And ſo upon this ſmall beginning (by a certaine contagion) 
there grew up a moſt dangerous and fearefull commotion, that ſpread ir 
ſelfe almoſt over all Almaine: the ſedition thus increaſing inall quarters, 
and the ſwaines being now full forty thouſand ſtrong, making their owne 
liberty and the Goſpels a cloake to cover their treaſon and rebellion, and 
a pretence of their nndertaking armes (to the wonderfull gricfe of all that 
feared God) did not onely fight with the Romane Catholickes, but with 
all other withoutreſpec,as well in Souabe as in Franconia: they deflroy- 
ed the greater part of the Nobility,ſacked and burnt many caſtles and for- 
rreſſes,rothe numbgr of twohundred,and put to death the Earle of ' Hel- 
feſt,in making him paſſe through their pikes, But at length their ſtrength 
was broken, they diſcomfited and torn in pieces with a moſt horrible maſ- 
ſacre of more than eighreen thouſand of them. During this ſedition there 
were {laine on each fide fifry thouſand men. The captaine of the Souabian 
ſwaines called Geifmer, having betaken himſelfe to flight, got over the 
mountaines of Padua,where by treaſon he was made away, 

Inthe yeare of our Lord 1517, ig the Marqueſdome of the Vandales, 
the like inſurre&ion and rebellion was of the commonalty, eſpecial! y the 
baſer ſort, againſt the Nobilicy, Spirituall, and Temporall by whom they 
were oppreſſed with intolerable exaQions ! their army was numbred of 
ninety thouſand men all clowns and husbandmen,that conſpired together 
to redrefſe and reforme their owne gricvances,without any reſpe& of civill 
Magiſtrate, or feareof Almighty God.. This raſcality of ſwaines raged 
and tyranizedevery where,burning and beating down the caſtles and hou- 
ſes of Noblemen,and making their ruines even with the ground: Nay, they 
handled the Noblemen themſelves, as many as they could attaine unto, not 
contumeliouſly only, but rigorouſly and cruelly, for they tormented them 
todeath, and carried their heads upon ſpeares, in token of vitory. Thus - 
they ſwayed awhile uncontrolled, for the Emperour cMaximilianwinked 
at their riots, as being acquainted with what injuries they had been over- 
charged: but when he perceived that the rude multitude did nor limit 
their fury within reaſon, but -let- it runne too laviſh to the damnitying as 
well the innocentas the guilty, he made out a ſmall troup of mercinary 
ſouldicrs,togerher with a band of horſemen, to ſupprefle chem, whocom- 
ming toa city were preſently ſocnvironed with ſuch a multitude of theſe 
ſwaines,that like locuſts overſpread theearth, that they thought it impoſ. 
ſible to eſcape with their lives;wherefore feare and extremity made them 
to ruſh out to battellwith them. But ſee how the Lord proſperetha good 
cauſe,for all their weak number in compariſon of their enemies, yet = a

ther man or beaſt that killeth him ; adding moreover, That whoſoever ſheddeth 
s mans blond, by man alſo his blond ſhall be ſhed, ſeeing that God created him after 
' bx owne Image : which he would not have to be baſely accounted of, but 
»geare and precious unto us, If then the bruit and unreaſonable creatures

* © thattheguilt of innocent bloud might netbe imputed anto them. And 


if by overfight ornegligence without any malice, batred, or pretence, one 
killed another, yet was he not exempted from all puniſhment, but ſuffered 
tofly tothe city of refuge, robe kept, and as it were incloſed untill his in- 
nocency were made manifeſt, or at the leaſt untill the death of the high 
Prieſt. From this(it may ſeeme)aroſe the cuſtome of Painims in the like 
caſe; which was,that if a man had unwillingly committed murther, he did 
preſently avoid the countrey,and goe unto ſome man of power and autho- 
rity of a ſtrange nation, and preſent himſelfe at his gate, fitting with his 
face covered, humbly intreating pardon and reconciliation for his mur- 
ther : and for one whole yeare he might not returne intohis countrey. On 
this manner was the ſonne of a certaine King of Phrygia entertained in 
King Creſus court, who unadviſedly had ſlatne his owne brother, Whereby 
it is manifeſt, how odious and cxecrable in all ages, and all places, and all 
people, this murther hath been : infomuch that men did (hun their ver 
meeting and company, and abandon them out of their temples and pub. 
licke aſſemblies, as people excommunicare and prophane. And yet for all 
this, mankinde (for the moſt part) like ſavage beaſts hath by the inſtiga- 
tion of thatwicked ſpirit(whowas a murtherer from che beginning) been 
roo too addied to this kind of cruelty, not being afraid to offer violence 
tonature,and ſhed innocent bloud. Such was the franricke and perverſe 
cruelty of the ſecond man Cain, when without any occaſion, bur onely 
through envy,he ſlew his brother A621, and that traiterouſly:which deed, 
albeit it was done in ſecret and without the view of men, yet it could nor 
ſhun the piercing eye of God, who reproved him for it, ſaying, 7hat the 
| bloudof' Abel cried for vengeance from theearth, And although this curſed and 
wieked murtherer received not immediately a condigne puniſhment an- 
ſwerable to his crime (God to theend to ſpare mans bloud, ufing undeſer- 
_ ved favour towards him) yet eſcaped hee not ſcot free, for he was purſued 
with a continuall torment and ſting of conſcience, together with ſuch an 
inceſſant feare,that he became a vagabond and a runnagareupon theearth: 
and ſecing himſelfe brought into ſo miſerable an eftate, be fell ro complai- 
ning, that the puniſhment was greater than he was able to bearce. Thus 
God permitted this wretch to draw out his life in ſuch anguiſh, that for a 
greater puniſhment he might pine away the reſt of his daies without com- 
fort, A man may find inthis world many ſuch brother-murthering Ca, 
who 
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I who for no occalion ſticke not to cut their throats, whom (tor the bond of 
/ common nature whereinall menare linked together as branches to one 
root) they ought to acknowledge for their brethren and friends : upon 

whom the heavy band of God hath not Heene more ſlacke to puniſh either 

by one meanes or other, than it was upon their eldeft brother Cai, But 

ſceing the number of them is ſo great, and it is not ſo convenient to heape 

up here ſo huge a multitude together, it ſhall ſuſfice onely ro recount the 

moſt famous and notableſt of them, as of thoſe that have beene men of 

note and reputation of the world, or that through an ambitious deſire of 
raigning , have by armes ſought roatchieve their purpoſes : for theſe for 

art are the greateſt murtherers and butchers of all,thatthrough 
edaffections, worldly pompe, ordefirc of revenge , have no re- 


, morſe of making adore run like rivers upon theearth , making 
no more account of the lifeof% Man,than of a flic or a worme. 
ludg.g. Such an one was Abimelech one of the ſonnes of Gedeow, whoto the end 


to uſurpe the regiment of the people, (which his father before him refn. 
ſed) got together a rout of raſcal and vile fellowes,by whoſe aid comming 
to his fathers houſe, he flew ſeventy of his brethren , even all except 194-4 
than the yongeſt, that ſtole away and hid himſelfe. Afrer which maſſacre, 
he raigned in jolity three yeares, and at the end thereof was cut ſhort by 
God, rogether with the Sichemites his provokers and maintainers, who 
were alſo guilty of all the innocent bloud which he had ſhed: for God 
- ſent the ſpirit of diviſion betwixt them, ſo that the Sichemitcs began to 
deſpiſe him, andrebell againſt him , but they bad the worſt end of the 
ſtaffe, and were overcome by him : who purſuing the vicory , rooke their 
city by force,and put them all tothe edge of the ſword. And after he had 
thus deſtroied their city, put firealſoto the caſtle, wherein he conſumed 
neere about a thouſand perſons of men and women , that were rctired thi- : 
ther to ſave their lives. And thus God brought upon them the miſchiefe I 
which they had conſented and put their hands unto ; for as they had lent f 
him aid and furtherance to the ſhedding of his brethrens bloud, ſowas ls 
their owne bloud with their wives and childrens ſhed by him : yet this ry- f 
ran not content therewith, made war alſo with the inbabirants of Tebez, 
and rooke their city , and would have forced the tower alſo, wherein the 
Citiſens had incloſed themſelves ; but as he approched to the wall , awo- 
man threw downe a picce ofa milſtone vpon his head , wherewith finding 
himſelfe hurt todeath, he commanded one ct his {oldiers to kill him 
outright. And thus this wicked murtherer that had ſhed the bloud of 
many men, yea of his owne brethren, had his braines knockt out by awo- 
* man, anddied a moſt deſperatedeath. 
2Sam4 The bloudy treachery of Baana and Rechab , chiefe captaines of 7/bbo- 
ſheth, Sauls ſon, in conſpiring againſt and wurthering their maſter whileſt 
he ſlept, abodenor long unpuniſhed , for baving cut off his head, they

ad in indignation, and to ſhew that he was not yet fo'drunken bur he knew 
how to draw his bow. He cauſed his own brother tobe mnridered prive 
ly, for feare he ſhould raigne after him; and flew his fifter for repso- 
ving him for that deed. In his voyage to Ethiopia, when bis armie 
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. . Was brought into ſo great penurie of viduals, that they weteglad to feed 


upon: horſe fleſh, hee was {o.cruell and barbarous, that after their borſes 
were ſpent he cauſed them tocat one another : but at his returne from A- 
gypt, the Suſtans his chiefe citizens welcommed him home with rebellion : 
and at laſt, as hewas riding, it ſo chanced , that his ſword fell out of 
the ſcabberd, and himſelfe upon the point of it, fo that it pierced him 
through, and ſo he dyed. | 

After that Xerxes by his overbold enterpriſe had diſturbed the gre:teſt 
part of the world , paſſed the ſea, and traverſed many countries , to t'e 
end to aſſaile Greece with innumerable forces, he was overcome beth 
ſea and. by land, and compelled privily to retire into his countrey with 
ſhame and diſcredit : where he had net long beene,but Art«banw the c:p- 
taine of his guard killed him in his palace by night : who a.ſo after thar 21,4 
many other miſchiefes committed by him, was himſelfe cruelly murthere4, 

The thirty Governours which the Lacedemonians ſet over the Arheni- 


ansby compulſion, were ſuch cruell tyrants, oppreflors, and bloudſuckers 


of the peop 
chaſed, away themſelves violently : an 
ſued, were all killed one after another. 

Pyrrhas king of Epire that raigned not long after Alexander the great, 
was naturally diſpoſed to ſuch a quicknes and heat of courage, that he could 
never be quiet but when hewas cither doing ſome miſchiete to another, or 
when another was doing ſome unto him : ever deviſing ſome new praiſe 
of moleſtation for paſtimes ſake, This his wilde anddangerous diſpoſition 
began firſt roſhew it ſelfe in the death of Neoprolemus, who was conjoyned 
king with him , whom having badden to ſupper in his lodging under pre- 
tence of ſacrifice tohis gods, he gran”; ſlew : preventing by that meanes

Neoptolemus pretended purpoſe of poyſoning him when occaſion ſhould 
Rn gr: Macedonia by armes, and came into talie to 


le,that they made away a =_ part of them, untill they were 
then being ſecretly dogged and pur- 


make war.witt omans,inthe behalfe of the Tarentines,and gavethem 
battel inthe field;and ſlew fifteen thouſand of them in,one day: he took their 
camp, revoked many cities from their alliance, and {poyled much of their 
countrey eventothe walls of Rome: and allthis ina trice without breath- 
ing. Againe by Aſcolie he encquntred them the ſecond time, where 
there was a great overthrow of each fide of fifteene thouſand men : bur the 
Romanes had the worſt, and tooke their heeles. Vhen hee was intreated by 


. the Sicilian embaſſadors to lend them aid to expullſe the Carthaginians 


out of their Iſle, hee yeelded preſently and chaſed them out. Being recalled 
by the Tarenti into Italy for their ſuccour, he was conquered by the Ro- 
manes after heHadmade war upon them ſix yeres. At his returneto Epire he 


re-entred by violence Macedonia,tooke many places, overcame the armyaf 


king 4ntigonm that reſiſted him, & haJ all thewhole realm rendred into his 
hand.Being intreated by Cleominns to make war upon Sparta,to the end tore> 
inſtall him in his kingdome which hewas deprived of:forthwith he muſtered 


his forces, beſieged the citie, and ſpoyled and waſted all the whole country. 
Afterwards there being a ſedition raiſed inthe city of Argos betweene two 


of the chiefeſt citizens,one of the which ſent unto him for aid,he (what iflue 


:  foeverwas like to cnſue,whether vitory or vanquiſhment) could not abide 


in peace from diſquieting others and himſelfe,but muſt needs go to take part 
in that dition : but to his coſt;even to his deftru@ion, For firſt in his way

and caſt him in priſon,and there without any proceſie or forme of law-ſttan- 
gled himto death, with his mother and grandtather, Buy: it coſt thegriery 
rs : for Clcomenes who was joynt King with 4z#, 2lbeit be had conſented 
tothe weaving of thatweb himfelf,tothe end be might raigne alonesyet cea- 
ſedhe-not to proſecute reverge upon them, which heedid not onely by his - 
daily and uſuall practiſes openly,but alfo privily 3 for taking themonce ar 
advantage,beingat ſupper all together, hee caufed his mento kill them fud- 
denly as they fat.; And thus was the good King 4g# revenged; But this laſt 
.murtherer which was ſullied and polluted with ſo mich bloud, he wentmor 
long uppuniſhed for his misdeeds : for ſoone after, 4#tigonum King of Mace- 
ona gave him 2 great overthrow ina battc !], wherein hee-Joſt Sparta bis 
chiefe city,and fled mto Zgypt for ſuccour:where after ſmall abode, upon 
an accuſation !a1d againſt him, be was caſt. into prifon, 'andthoigh he efca- 
ped out with his company by cunning and craft, yet as hewalked up'and 
down Alexandria in armor,ia bope that through his ſeditious praifes the 
citizens would take his part,andhelp to reſtore him to his hberty 3whenhe 
perceived it was nothing ſo,but that every man forſookehim, and that there 
 waSno hope left of recoyery,he commanded his men to kill one anothet, as 
they did-In which deſperate rage and fury he himſelfe was flain, & his body 
being found,was commanded by. King Ptolowey to be hangd on a gibbet; and 
his mothergwives, and children that came with him into Zgypt,tobee-put 
todeath. Andthis was rhe tragicall end of Cleomenes King of parta. ; -/ 
© Alexander the tyrant of Pheres never ceaſed to make ahd ſpy out all occa-

rally in ſubjcftion under his dominion : he was a moſt bloudy and cruell 
minded man,haying ncither regard of perſon or juſtice in any a@ion;Inhis 
cruelty heburicd ſome alive, :others heclothed inbeares and -boaresskins; 
and then ſet dogs at rhcir tailes to rend them in pieces 3 others leeuſed 
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I 90 1n way of paſtime to ſtrike through with darts and arrowes. And ore day 


as the-inhabitants of a certaine city were aſſembled together in counſell, he 
cauſed his guard to incloſe them A ſuddenly, and to kill them all even rg 
the very infants.He flew alfo his owne uncle,and crowned the ſpeare whey. 
with he did that deed with garlands of flowers, and ſacrificed unto him be. 
ing dead,as to a god. Now albeit this cruell Tygre was garded continua 


with troupes of ſouldiers that kept night and day watch about hiobay, | 


whereſoever hee lay, and witha moſt ougly and terrible dog, unacquainted 
with any ſaving himſelfe, his wife, and one ſervant that gave him his meat, 
tied to his chamber dore, yet could hee not eſcape the evill chance which 
by his wives meanes fell upon him : for ſhe taking away the ſtaires of his 
chamber, let in three of her owne brethren provided to murther him, ag 
they did : for finding him afleep,onetooke him faſt by the heeles,the other 
by the haire, wringing his head behind him, and the third thruſt him 
through with his fword, ſhee all this while giving them light to diſpatch 
their buſineſſe, The citizens of Pheres when they had drawne his car- 
kaſſe about their ſtreets, and trampled upon it their bellies full, threw it 
to the dogges to be devoured 3 ſo odious was his very remembrance among 
them. 

Iugurth, ſonneto Maveffabal, brother to Mcipſa King of Numidia, by 
birth a baſtard , for hee was borne of a concubine, yet by nature and 
diſpoſition fo valiant and full of courage, that hee was not onely belo- 
ved of all men, but alſo ſo deerely eſteemed of by Micipſa, that he adop- 
ted him joynt heire with his ſonnes Adberbat and Hiempſal, to his crowne, 
kindly admoniſhing him in way of intreaty to continue the union of 
love and concord without breach between them, which hee promiſed tg 
performe;. But Micipſs was no ſooner deceaſed, but hee by and by not 
content with a portion of the Kingdome,ambitiouſly ſought for the whole, 
For which cauſe hee firſt found meanes. to diſpatch Hiempſal out of his 
way by the hands of the guard, who in his lodging by night cut his 
throat, and then by battell having vanquiſhed A dberbal his brother, 
obtained the ſole regiment without controlment, Beſides, hee corru 
ted ſo by bribes the Senators of Rome that had ſoveraigne authority in 
and over his Kingdome, that in ſtead of puniſhment which his murther 
cried for, he was by the decree of the Senate aliotted to the one halfe 
of the Kingdome. VVhereupon being growne yet more preſumptuous, 
hee made excurſions and ryots upon Adherbals territories, and did him 
thereby much injury : and from thence falling to open warre, put him 
to flight, and purſued him to a city , where hee beſieged him fo long, 
till he was conſtrained to yeeld himſelfe. And then having gotten bim 
within his power, put him to the cruelleſt death he could deviſe : which 
villanous deed gave juſt cauſe to the Romanes, of that warre which they 
undertooke againſt him, wherein hee was diſcomfited : and ſeeing hitm- 
ſelfe utterly loft, fled to his ſonne in law Bochw,; King of Mauritania, 
to ſeeke ſupply of ſuccour, who receiving him into ſafegard, proved a falſe 
gard to him,and delivered him into the hands of his enemies,and ſo was ke 
carried intriumphtoRomeby Mariw faſt bound;and being cometo Rome, 
caſt into perpetuall priſon, where firſt his gowne was torne off his backe 
by violence, next 2 ring of gold pluckt off his care, lap and all 3. an4 
laſtly, himſelfe ſtarke naked throwne into a deepe ditch , where com- 
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bating with tamine fix dayes,, the ſeventh miſerably ended his wretched 
life, according to the merits of his mildeeds.

| Anne flew him alſo : for which cauſe the Romanes tooke up the quar- 
rell,” and made warre upon him , by meanes whereof much loſſe and in- 
convenience grew unto him.as well by ſea as by land. Aﬀer the firſt oyer- 
throw, where ore of his {iſterswas taken priſoner , when he ſaw himfelfe 


in ſo deſperate a caſe, that no hope of. helpe was left , he flew two ather of 


his ſiſters,with two of his wives, having before this warre given his foruth 
ſiſter. (who alſo was his wife ) be on of. poylon to make up the tragedy. 
Afﬀerward being vanquiſhed jn the night by Porpey the'Roman , and ut 
to flight with onely three of his company, as he went about to gat 


a rew ſupply of forces, behold tydings was, brought him of the revolt of 


many of his Provinces and countries; and of the delivering up of the reſt 
of his daughters into Pompeyes hand , and of the treaſon of his yong ſonne 
Pharnax, the gallanteſt of his fonnes , and whom be purpoſed to make his 
ſucceſſor, who had joyned bimſelfe to his epemy, which troubled and aſto- 
niſhed him more than all the reſt - ſo that-his courage-being quite daſhed, 
and all hope of bcttering his eſtate extinguiſhed , his Other two daughters 
he poyſoned with his owne hands, and ſought to CARAT the ſame experi- 
ment upon himſelfe, but that his body was to rong or the poiſon,and 


killed the - ration thercof by ſtrength of narure;,: but that which poyſon 


could not effect,his owne fivord performed. 
Though Pompey the great was never any. of the moſt notorious offenders 
in Rome, yet did this ſtaine of wie, foes) 20a and delire of rule, cleave 
unfo him : for firſt he juyning himſe ſe to 3illa, dealt moſt cruelly and un- 
naturally with Carbo, whom after familiar conference , in ſhe of friend- 
ſhip, he cauſed ſuddenly to be ſlain, without ſhew of mercy. And with 
Auntie V alerins , a wiſe and well lettered man ,-with whom walking bur 
two or three turnes, he committed to a cruell, and unexpe&ed ſlaughter. 
He executed ſevere puniſhment upon the enemies of SyHa, eſpecially thoſe 
that were moſt of note and /- ping , and ynmercifully put Bratze to 
death, that had rendered himſelfe unto his mercy. It was- he that deviſed 
that new combat of priſoners and wilde beaſts, to make the people ſport 
withall 3 a moſt inhumane and bloudy paſtime , to ſee humane and manly 
bodies torne and diſmembred by brute and ſenſelefle creatures : which,if 
wewill belecve Plutarch , was he onely cauſe of his deftrution. Now af- 
ter ſo many brave and gallant viftories , ſo many magnificent triumphs ; 
3 the taking of King Hiarbes, the overthrow of Domrrize , the conqueſt of 
Africa, the pacifying of Spaine, and the overwelding of the commotions 
were therein ,, the clearing of the ſea coaſts from Pirates , the vito- 
ty over Methridates, the ſubduing of the Arabians , the reducing of Syria 
to a Province, the conqueſt of Iudea, Pontus, Armenia, Cappadocia,and 
Paphlagonia : I ſay,after all theſe worthy deeds of armes and mighty vi- 
Qories ,; be was ſhamefully overcome by Iuliz Ceſar in that civill warre, 
wherein it was generally ELLE that he had undertaken the better cauſe 
ih maintaining the authority ofthe Senat, and defending the liberty of the 
people, as he pretended to doe: being thus put to flight , and makin oo 
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wards Zgypt, it tope the King (for that before time he had beene his tu- 
tor ) would prote&t and furniſh him, that be might recover himſelfe 
againe, he found himſelfe {0 farre.deceived of his expeRtation, that in ſtead 
hero the Kings people cut himſhort of his purpoſe,and of his head both 
ar olice, ſending it for a tokefi' to Caſar , 3 row him withall: Never- 
theteſfe, for allthis, his muttherers and bertayers, as the yorg King, and 
all 6thers that were cauſers'of his death were juſtly puniſhed for therr cru-

| ithouch that Thliue Ceſar . (concern ing whom more occaſion of Ipecch 
will-be given hereafter) did tyrannouſly ufurp the key of the Roman Com- 
mon-wealth ,.atid intruded hinfelfe into the Empire againſt the. law 
cuſtomes , and authority of the people arid Senate , yet was 1t accounts 
2 roofs teairerous ang crnell part to maſſacre and kill him in the Senate, as 
he Pat i his ſeat mi doubting no'miſhap , as the ſequell of their ſeverall 
ends which wer&a@ors in this tragedy 4id declare : for the vengeance of 
Gol was ſo manifeſtly diſplayed upon thern , that not one of theconſpi- 
rators.eſcaped ; but was purfued by ſea and land fo eagerly, till there was 
not one. left of that wicked crye whom revenge had not overtaken. Caſfiius 
being diſcomfited in the batrefl of Philippos , fuppoſing that BY«#ms had 
beene alſo in the fame cafe , yſed the ſame fword againſt himſelfe ( a mar- 
vellous thing) wherewith before he had ſmitren Ceſir. Brutus allo a few 
dayes after, when a fearefull viſion had pears tivice unto him by night, 
underſtanding thereby that his time of life was but ſhorr , though he had 
thebetter of his enemies the day before , yet threw hutnſelfe deſperately 
into.the greateſt danger of the battell., for bis ſpecdier difpatch'3 but he 
was reſerved to 2 more ſhamefull end , for feeing his men flaine before 
him , be retired baſtily apart from view of men, and ferting his fword to 
his breaſt, threiv hirnſelfe upon it , piercing him through the body , and 
ſ> ended his life, And, thus was Ceſars death revetiged by Octavis and 
Anthony who xemained conquerors,after all that bloudy crew was brougtit 
to. nought : betwixt whom alſo ere long burſt out a moſt cruell diviſion, 
which greiv unto a furious and cruell battell by ſea, wherein 4»thony was 
overcome, and ſent flying itito Egypt andthere raught his owne hands 
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to be his murtherers. And ſuch was the ed of his life, who had beene = 


2n 2@or in that pernicious office'of the Triumvirſhip , and a cauſer ofthe 


' deathsof nanymen. And foraſmuch as Cleopatra was the firſt motiveand 


fetteron of Anthony to this warre, it was 
cake ſore of that puniſhment which chey boch 


reaſon that ſhe ſhould par- 
d&ſerved; as ſhe did: for be- 


- ing furpriſed by her enemies ; to the intent ſhe might not becarried intri- 


raph ro Rome, ſhe: cauſed an aſpe tobite berto death. Marke here the pit- 
rifall Tragedies thar following one another in the necke , were fo linktto- 
gether, that drawingand holdmgeach other, thieydtew withtherna world 
of miſeries to a moſt wotull end: a moſt tranſpa rent and cleere plaſle, 
wheteifuche viſages of Gods heavy judgements upon all murtherers are ap- 
parently deciphered. q 
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Othtr examples like unto the former. 


+ Fter thatthe Empire of Rome,declining after thedeath 
- 5 of Theodsfims 


"= IS tm,only for ſecret ſurmiſewhich hehad,” withour pro- 
bability , that they two ſhould weave ſome ftie web for his deſtruftion. 
Afterwhich cruell deed,as he was one day at fupper , a hſhes head of great 
bignefle beeing ſerved into the table,purpoſing to be very _ » fudden- 
ly the vengeance of God affailed, amaled, opprefſed, and purſued him {© 
freſhly,thatwithout intermiffion or breathing it ſent his body a fenſclefle 
trunk into the grave in a moſt (ſtrange and marvellous manner: for he was 
conceited (as himfelfe reported)that the fiſhes head was the head of Simme- 
c<s,whom he had but latefy flaine , which grinned upon him, and ſeemed 
to face him withan overthwart threatning and angry eye: wherewith h&e 
was {o ſcarred,that he forthwith roſe from the table,and was poſſeſſed with 
ſuch an exceeding trembling and icie chilnefle that ran through all his 

joynits;that he was conſtrained to take his'chamber andgoeto bed , where 

ſoone after with griefe and fretting and diſpleaſure hee died.” He com- 

mitted alfo another moſt cruell and traiterous part upon Owfoxcer 5 whom 

inviting toa banquet , he deceittully welcommed witha meffe of fyords 

in ſtead of other vi&tuals, to kill himwithall , that he might fway the Em- 

pirealone both of the Gothes and Romanes without checke. 


It was not without cauſe that AtFila was called the ſcourge of God : for jade. 
with an army of five hundred thouſand men he waſted and ſpoiled all fields, de Tours. 


cttiesand villages that he piſſedby, putting all to fire and word, withour 
ſewing mercy to any : on this manherhe went ſpoiling through France, 
and there at one time gave battell tothe united forces of the Romans, Vice- 
gothes,Frenchmen, Sarmatians, Burgundjans, Saxons, and A lmaignes ; 
after that he entered Traly , tooke by way of force Aquilea , ſacked = - 
roy 
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ſroyed Millan, with many other cities; andina word ſpoiled all the coun- 
trey : in fine, being returned beyond' Almaigre; having.married a wite of 
excellent beauty, though he was well wived before, hedzed on his-marrs. 
2genight ſuddenly in his bed : for baving, well ca rowſcd the day before; he 
Gilingo ſo dead a fleepe, that lying upon his backe without: reſpe& ,-the 
bloud which was often woont to iſſue at hisnoſtrils, findingthoſeconduirs 
ſtopped by his uÞright lying , deſcended into his thxeat; and ſtopped his 
winde: And ſo that bloudy tyrant that had ſhed the bloud of ſo many peo- 
ple, was himſelfeby tlic effuſion of his owne'bloud murthered- and Rifled 
todeath. | 3 Rs ' 210; -1 3245 072 
tthilbald king of Gothiaat: the inſtigationof his wite put to death very 
unadviſedly one of the chicfe peeres of his realme: after which murther, ag 
he fate banquetting one day with Hts princes , environed with his gard and 
other attendants, having his hand in the diſh, andthe meat between his fin- 
gers, one ſuddenly reached him {uch a blow ith a ſword, that it cut off his 
head, fothat it almoſt tumbled'upon thetable; to the great aſtoniſhment of 
all that were preſent. | 
Sigiſmund king of Burgundy ſuffered. himſelfe to be carried away with 
ſuch anextreame paſhon of choler , provoked by a falſe and malicious ac- 
cuſationot his ſecond wife, that he cauſed ore of his fonines which he had by 
his former wife, tobe ſtrangled'in his bed; becauſe he was induced to think 
that hewent about to make himfelfe king: which deed being blowne abroad, 
Clodomire ſonne to Clodover and: Clotild king France , ahd couſin german to 
Siziſmund , came With anarmy forto revenge this cruell and unnatural! 
part 3his mother ſctting forward and inciting him thereunto, in regard of 
the injury whicli Siziſmundsfather had doneto her father and mother, one 
of whom heſlew ;-and drowned the,other; As they were ready to joyne 
battell; Sig/ſmands ſouldiers forfooke him, ſo that hee was taken and/pre- 
ſently put to death , and his ſonnes which he had by 'his ſecond wife were 
takenalſo, andcarricd captiveto Orleance, and there drowned in a Well. 
Thus was the exccrable murther of Sig/ſmund and his wite puniſhed in 
their owne children. As for Clodomire, though he went conqueror from 
this battell , yet was beencountered with another diſaſtrous misforrune ; 
for. as hee marched forward with his forces ro fight with S:g1ſmands bro- 
ther, he was by him overcome and flaine 3 and for a further difgrace, his 
diſmembred head faſtened on the top of a pike was carried about to the en- 
terview of all men;: Hee left: behinde him three young ſonnes , whom his 
owne -brethren-and their uncles Cletaire and Childebert , notwithſtand ing 
their young and tender yeres , tooke from their grandmother Cletildes cy- 
ſtody, that brought themup ,-as if they would inſtall them into ſome part 
of their fathers kingdome 3 but moſt wickedly and cruelly, to the endto 
poſleſle their goods , lands ,. and ſeigniories, bereft them allof their lives, 
ſave onethat ſaved himſelfe ina Monaſtery. In this ſtrange and monſtrous 
act Clotarre ſhewed himſelfe more than barbarous , when he would not take 
Pity upon the youngeſt of the two, being but ſeven yeares old, who hearing 
his brother (ofthe age of renne yeres ) crying pittifully at his ſlaughter, 
threw himſelfe at his uncle Childeberts feet with teares, deſiring him to fave 
his life : wherewith Ch4ldebers being greatly affefted, entreated his brother 
with weeping eiesto have pity upon him, and ſpare the life of this poore: 
infant : but.all his warnings and entreaties could not hinder the ſavage beaſt 
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from performing this cruc!l murther upon this poore childe, as he had den 195 
upon the other. | 
The Emperour Phoce attained by this bloudy means the imperiall dip- 0 —_ D 
nity,even by the flanghter of his ford and maſter Mawricime,whom as he flag wml” 
 indifguiſed attire for feare of a treaſon pretended againſt him, he being be- 
foretime the Lievtenant Generall of his army, purſued fo maliciouſly and 
hotly,tharhe overrooke him in his flight,and for his further griefe,firſt pur 
all his children ſeverally to death before his face, that every one of them 
might be a ſeverall death unto him before he died, and then flew him alſo. 
This murtherer was he that firſt exaltedto (0 high a point the popiſh horn, 
whenat the requeſt of Boxiface he ordained, That the Biſhop of Rome ſhould 
have preheminence and authority over all other Biſhops : which he did to 
the end that the ſtaine and blatne of his tnoſt execrable murther might be 
either quite blotted out,or at leaſt winked at. Vnder his regency the Ro 
of the Empire grew wondrouſly intodecay : France,Spaine, Almaigne, and 
Lombardy,revolted from the Empire:and at laſt himfelfe being purſued by 
his ſon in law Pr:ſc- with the Senatours,was taken,and having his hands and 
ſeet cut off, was together with the whole race of his off-ſpring put toa moſt 
cruell death,becauſe of his cruell and tyrannous life. 
Among all the ſtrange examples of Gods jud nts that ever were de- 
Clared in this world, that onethat befell a King of Poland, called Popiel, for 
his murthers, is for the ſtrangeneſſe thereof moſt worthy to be had in me- 
mory:he reigned in the yeareot our Lord 1346.This manamongſt other of 
his particular kinds of curſings and ſwearings, whereof he was to niggard, 
uſedordinarily this oath, 1f'#t be not tree would rats mig ht devoure me 3 PIO- Munp.co/ 
pheſying thereby his owne deſtructions for hee was devoured by the ſame Kandary, © 
meanes which he fo often wiſhed foras the ſequell of his hiſtory will de- **fing-lu 
clare.The father of this Popjel feeling himſtlfe neeredeath, reſigned the go- ___ 
vernment of his kingdome to two of his brethren,men exceedingly reveren- 
cd of all men for the valour ahd vertue which appeared in them. He bei 
deceaſed, and Pepie! being growne up to ripe and lawfull yeares, when he ſay 
himſelfe in full liberty, without all bridle of gpvernment to doe what hee 
lifted, he began to give rhe full ſwinge to his lawlefle and unruly deſires, in 
fuch ſort, that within few daies he became fo ſhanieleſſe, that there was no 
vicewhich appeared not in his behavior,even to the working of thedeath of 
his owneuncles,for all their faithfull dealing towards him,which he by poi- 
ſon brought to paſſe. Which being done,he cauſed himſelfe forthwith to he 
crowned with garlands of flowers, atidto be perfumed with precious oynt- 
ments : and to theend the better to ſoletnniſe his entry tothe crowne, com- 
manded a ſumptuous and pompous banquet to be prepared, whereunto all 
the Princes and Lords of his kingdome were invited. Now as they were 
about to give the onſet upon the delicate cheere, behold an army of rats ſal- 
lying out of the dead an ok ey d-napen of his uncles, ſet upon him, his 
wife and children,amid their dainties,to gnaw them with-their ſharp teeth, 
inſoruch thar his gard with all their weapons and ſtrength were not able ro 
chaſethem away, but being weary with reſiſting their daily and mighty aſ- 
ſaulrs,gave over the battell:wherefore counſell was given to make great cole 
fires about them, that the rats by that means might be kept off,not knowing 
that no policy or power of man was able to withſtand the unchangeable de- 


Cree of God; for,for all their huge forces they ceaſed not to run through = 
midſt 
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midſt of them, and to aſſault withtheir tecth this cruell murtherer, Then 
they gave him counſel! to put himſelte, his wite, ard children into a boat, 
| _ thruſt it intothe middeſt ofa lake; thinking that by reaſon of the wa- 
ters the rats would not approach unto them:but alas in vainesfor they ſwum 
through the waters amaire, and gnawing the boat, made ſuch chinkes into 
the ſides thereof, that the water began to run.in : which beirg perceived of 
the boatman, amaſed them ſore, and made them make poſte haſte untothe 
ſhore, where hee was no ſooner arrived, but a freſh multer of rats uniting 
their forces with the former,encountred him fo fore,that they did him more 
{cath than all the reſt, Whereupon all his guard,ard others that were there 
preſent for his defence, perceiving it tobea judgement of Gods vengeance 
upon him,abandoned and forſooke himat once : who ſceing himſelte deſti- 
tute of ſuccour,and forſaken on all fides, flew 1rto a high tower in Chouz- 
itze, whither alſo they purſued him, and climbing even up to the higheſt 
roome where hee was, firſt eat up his wife and children (ſhe being euilty of. 
| his uncles death)and laſtly gnew and devoured him to the very bones. 
Munſter &ſ- Afﬀer the ſame fort was an Archbiſhop of Mentz,called Hate, puniſhed 
mezrapbie. inthe yeare 940,under the reigre of the Emperour Oo the great, tor the 
extreme cruelty which he uſed towards certain poor beggers,whom in time 
of famine he aſlerabled together into a great barn,not to relieve their wants, 
as he might and ought,but to rigtheiFlives,as he ought not,but did : for he 
Mandats, {et on fire the barne wherein they were, and conſumed them all alive 3 and 
Avariceand comparing them to rats and mice that devoured good corne, but ſerved to 
unmercituines 1 other good uſe. But God that had regardand reſpe&t unto thoſe poore: 
- wretches, tooke their cauſe into his hand, to quit this proud Prelate with 
juſt revenge for his outrage committed againſt them 3 ſending towards him 
' an army of rats and mice to lay ſiege. againſt him withthe engines of their 
tecth on all ſides,which when this curſed wretch perceived,he removed into 
2 tower that ſtandeth in the midſt of Rhine, not far from Bang DaDer hee 
preſumed this hoſt of rats could not purſue himzbut he was deceived : for 
they ſwum over Rhine thick and threetold,and got into his tower with ſuch 
ſtrange fury,that in'very ſhort ſpace they had conſumed him to nothing; in 
memoriall whercof,this tower was ever after called the tower of rats. An4 
this was the tragedy of that bloudy arch-butcher that compared poore 
Chriſtian ſoules to {rutih and baſe creatures, and therefore became him- 
ſelfe a prey unto them,as Fopiel King of Poland did before him 3 in whoſe 
{ſtrange examples the beames of Gods juſtice ſhine forth after an extraor- 
dinary and wonderfull manner;to the terrour and feare of all menzwhen by 
the means of ſmall creatures they made roome for his vengeance, to mike 
entrance upon theſe exccrable creature-murtherers, notwithſtanding all 
mans deviſes and impediments of nature : for the' native operation of the 
elements was reſtraimed from hindering the paſſage of them,armed and in- 
ſpired with an invincible and ſupernaturall courage, to feare neither fire, 
water,gor weapongtill they had finiſhed his command that ſent them. And 
thus in old time did frogs, flyes,graſhoppers,and lice, make war with Pha- 
ra6h,at the command of him that hath all the world at his becke. 
After this Archbiſhop, in the ſame ranke of murtherers we finde regi- 
ſired many Popes, of all whom the moſt notorious and remarkable are 
theſe two,/2mocent the fourth, and Boniface the eighth, who deſerved rather 
to be called Nocents and Malefaces than Innocents and Boniface,for their wic- 
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ked and perverſe lives : for as touching the firſt of them, from the time that | 97 
he was firſt inſtalled in the Papacie, he alwayes bent his bornes againſt the 
Emperor Fredericke, and fought with him with anarmie not of men, but of 
excommunications and curſings 3 as their manner is : and ſeeing that all his 
thundering Buls and Canons could not prevalle fo farre as he delired,he pre- 
 fently  foughr- to bring to paſſe that by treaſon which by force he' could 

not: for he ſo enchanted certain of his houſehold ſervants with foule bribes 
 andfairewords, that when by reaſon of his ſhort draught, the poyſon WHICh gjerca. 
he miniſtred could not hurt him, he gor them to ſtrangle him to death. Maris, 
Moreover, he was chiefe ſower of that warre betwixt Henry, Lantgrave of 
Thuring, whom hee created King of the Romanes, and Comrade, Frederickes 
ſonne, wherein he reaped a crop of diſcomfitures and overthrowes : after 
which, he was found ſlaine in his bed, his body being full of blacke markes, 
as if be had beene beaten to'death with cudgels. LEES | 

Concerning Boniface, after he had by ſubtile and crafty meanes made his 
predeceſſor diſmifſe himſelfe of his hs ma enthroniſed himſelfe there- 
in, he put him todeath in priſon, and afterward made war upon the'Gibi- 
lines,and committed much cruelty 3 whereforealfo he dyed mad,as we heard Murdering 
before. But touching Popes and their puniſhments, we ſhall ſee'more 1n mage 
the 44 chapter following, whither the examples of them are 'referred; that 
exceeding inall kinde of wickednefle, cannot be rightly placed in the trea- 
tiſe of any particular commandement.

=— 9 A DVtiam,Colnty of Henault,offeted them the combat 
in the city of Queſney to decide the controverſie, when 
as by law it could not be ended : whereunto they being come, and having 
broken their ſpeares in two,and encorinteted valiantly with their ſwords, 
at length hethat was charged withand indeed guilty of the murder, was over- 
come of the other, and made to confeſle with his mouth in open audience 
the truth of the fa& : Wherefore the County adjudged him in the ſame 
place to be beheaded 3 which was ſpeedily executed,and the conquerour ho- 
nourably conducted to his lodging. Now albeit this manner of deciding 
controverſies be not approved of God,yet we muſt not think it happened at 
all adventures, but rather that the iſſue theteof came of the Lord of Hoſts, 
that by this meanes gave place to the execiition of his moſt high and ſove- 
raigns juſtice, by manifeſting the murderer, and bririging him to that pu- 
niſhment which he deſerved, | 
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Abour-this very timethere was a moſt cruell andoutragious riot praQt Y 
ſed and performed upon Lewis Puke of Orleance, brother to Charles the 


Mozftr, Vol. 1. ſixth, by the complor-and deviſe of Ibn Dukeof Burgundie, who ( as hee 


was naturally haughtie and ambitious) went about to uſurpe the: govern- 
ment of the realme of France, for that the king by reaſon of weakeneſle of 
his braine was not able tomannage the affaires thereof, ſo thatgreat trouble 
and uncivill warres were growne up. by that occaſion in every corner of the 
realme. As therefore he affeed and gaped after the rule, ſo hee thoughr no 
meanes diſhoneſt to attaine unto it, and therefore his firſt enterpriſe was 
to take out-of the way the Kings brother,who ſtood betwixt hum and home. 
Having therefore provided fit champions for bis purpoſe, he found oppor- 
runity one night to cauſe him to come out of His lodging late by counterfeit 
tokens from the king, as if he had ſent for him about ſome matters of im- 
portance: and being in theway to S. Pauls hoſtie, where the kitgs lodging 
was-in Paris, the poore Prince ſuſpe&ting nothing, was ſuddenly ſetupog 
with eighteen roiſters at once, with ſuch fury and violence, that in 
ſhort ſpacethey left him dead upon the pavement, by the gate Barber, has; 
braines lying ſcattered about the ſtreet. After this deteſtable and odions' 
2& committed and detected, the cruell Burgundian was fo farre from ſha. 
ming, that he vanted and boaſted ar it, as if he hadatchievedthe moſt valo- 
rous and honourable exploit in the World (fo farre did his impudencie 
outſtretch the bond of reaſon. ) Nevertheleſle,to calt ſome'counterfeit co- 
lour upon this rough praftiſe, he uſed the conſcience and fidelitie of three 
famous Divines of Paris, who openly in | rar aſſemblies approved of 
this murder 3 ſaying, That he had greatly offended, if he had left it undone, 
About this device he imployed eſpecially M. 704» Petir, a Sorboniſt Do- 
Qor., whoſe raſhneſle and braſen-facednefſe was fo great, as in the councel- 
houſe of the King, ſtoutly to averre, That that which was done in the death 
of the Duke of Orleance was a vertuous and commendable aQion, and the 
author of it to be void of fault, and therefore ought tobe void of punifſh- 
ment. The preface which this brave Orator uſed,was, That he was boanden 
in duetie to the Duke of Burgundie, in pes of a goodly penfion which he 
had received at his hands,and for that cauſe he had prepared his poor tongue 
in token of gratitude to defend his cauſe. He might better have ſaid thus, 
That feceing his tongue was poore and miſerable, and he himſelfe a ſenceleſſe 
creature, therefore he ought not to allow or defend fo obſtinately ſuch ade- 
teſtable 8 traiterous murder committed upon a Duke of Orleance,and the 
ſame the Kings brother, in ſuch vile ſort 3 and that if he ſhould doeother- 
wiſe,he ſhould approve of that which God and man apparently condemned, 
yea the very Turkes and greateſt Paynims under heaven 3 andthat he ſhould 
juſtifie the wicked, and condemne the innocent, which is anabomination 
before God; and ſhould put darkenefſſe in ſtead of light, and call rhat which 
isevill, good: ( for which the Prophet Eſay in his faftth chapter derounceths 
the jugdements of God againſt falſe prophets ) and ſhould tollow the ſteps 
of Balaam, which let out his tongue to hire for the wages of iniquity : but 
none of theſe ſuppoſes came once into his minde. But to returnetoour Hi- 
ſtory : The Duke of Burgundy having the tongues of theſe brave Doors 
at his commandement, and the Pariſians who bore themſelves partially in 
this quarrell ( generally favourers of his fide ) came to Paris in armes, to 
juſtifie himſelfe, as he pretended, and ſtrucke ſuch a dreadfull awe of him- 


ſelfe 
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felfe into all mens mindes,that notwithſtanding all the: earneſt purſuit of 
the Dutcheſſe, rhe widqw of Orleance, for juſtice, he eſcaped unpuniſhed, 
untill God ( by other mecanes ) tooke vengeance uponhim : which happe- 
ned after awhile, after that thoſe his complices of Paris'{ being become 
lords and rulers of the citie ) had committed many horrible and cruell mur- 
ders, as of the Conſtable and Chancellor, two headofficers of the realme, 
whoſe bodics faſt bound together, they drew naked through the ſtreets from 
place to place in molt deſpighttull manner': for the Daulphin eſcaping 
their hands by night, and fafegard in his caſtle; after that he heard of the 
ſeiſuare of the citie, forind meanes to aſlemble certaine forces, and 
marched to Montercaufautyon with 20000 men, of purpaſe to be reven- 
ged on the Duke for all his brave and riotous demeanors : hither ,' under 
colour of parling and deviſing new means to pacifietheſeold civill troubles, 
he enticed the Duke , and being come, at his very firſt arriwall, 'as he was 
bowing his knee in reverence to him, he cauſed him to be ſlaine; And on 
this manner was the Duke of Orleance death quitted, and the cevillandcru- 
elty ſhewed towards him , returned upon the'murderers owne necke y for 
as he ſlew him trecheroufly and cowardly , ſo was he alfo trecherouſly and 
cowardly ſlaine, and juſtly requited with the ſame meaſure that he before: 
had meaſured co another : notwithſtanding herein the Naulphin was not free, 
froma grievous crme>t diſloyaltic andtruth-breach, inworking his dearh 
without ſhame ofcither faith-breach or perjury, and that in his owne-pre- 
ſence, whom hee had ſooften with proteſtation of aſſurance andifafetie, ire: 


queſted to come to him. Neither did he eſcape unpuniſhed for it ; for af-, 


ter his fathers deceaſe he was in danger of lofing the Crowne, ;andall for 
this cauſe : for Philip Duke of Burgundie taking his fithers revenge 'into. 
his hands , by his cunning devices wrought meanes'to.diſplace him from, 
the ſucceſſion of the kingdome, by according a marriage betwixt the King 
of England and his ſiſter, to whom he in favor agreed to give his kingdome 
in reverſion after his owne deceaſe. Now afſfoone- as the King of England 
was {erſed upon the governement of France , the Daulphin was preſently 
ſummoned to the marble Table, to give anfwere for the death of the old 
Duke : whither, when he made none appearance, they preſently baniſhed 
him the rcalme, and pronounced him to be unworthy tobe ſucceedertothe 
noble Crowne : which truely was a very grievous chaſtiſemeat, and fuch an 
one a5 brought with it a heape of many miſchiefes and diſcomfitures,which 
happened in the warre betwixt England and him , for the recovery of his 
kingdome. tr | 4

__The EleQors of the Empire diferccing in ſuffrages, Adolphe Dake ent. wy 
Q 2 of I" þ, Melan.lib, 
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202 Of Naſſivia, and Alberts Duke of Auſtria, tooke upon them the regi- 
ment and managing of the State ; whereupon grew grievous wars 1n all 
Germanie, and difſention between the two State-men , ſo that Adolphyy 
was ſlaineby the Duke of Auſtria in battell by the citieof Spire : whoſe 
death was thus notably qakiar. All that tooke part againſt him, or 
that were acceſlary to the murder , periſhed moſt ſtrangely 3 4/bert Earle 
of Hagerloch was flaine, ' Otto of Ochſenſteme was hanged , the Biſhop 
of Mentz died ſuddenly of an apoplexie, in his. cellar, the Biſhop of 
'Strasbrough was butchered. by a Butcher : the Earle of Leimingen died 
of a frenfie , :the Duke of Auſtria himſelfe was flaine by his nephew 
Tobn, from whom hee had taken the government of Suevia, becauſe of 
his unthriftineſſe : generally they all came to deſtruction, ſo Arenas 
is the.crie of innocent bloud, againſt thoſe that are guilty thereof. 

After the death of Woldimiras King of Rhythenia , his ſonne Berifas 
ſucceeded. in the kingdome',. who thongh .hee was a vertuous and telj- 
gious Prince, yet could not his vertue or religion priviledge him from 
the malice of his brother S#adopelcw, who gaping and itching for the 
Crowne , flew his brather this good Prince as hee was ſleeping in 
Chren.Pel. 66. his Chamber, together with his Eſquire that attended upon him : and 
3. cap, '% not content herewith, -but adding murder to murder, hee aſſaulted ano- 

ther of his brethren by the ſame impietie, and brought him to the 
ſame end.-,. Whereupan the laſt brother: 7oriſlaws ( to bee revenged on 
this villanie ) ſet upon him with an armie. of men, and killing- his 
complices ,, drove him to fly to Crachms king of.

and rehounced them ; betaking himſelfe to the profeſſion ofthe purer reli- 
gi0n,and the company-and acquaintance of godly men, : amongſt whom was 
Bucer that excellent man , who ſent him alſo to Nurybiurge ; to.overſee the 
printing of a booke which he was to-publiſh.VWhileſt Dzazizs lived at this

ther he had ſent word he would ſhortly repaire 3 when he came not, a me{\- 
ſengerwas diſpatched to ſeeke him out 3 andafter much _y at London 
and Roan,andelſcyherc,he learnt at laſt in an Inne , that a Lucquois Mer- 
chant about ſixe moneths before had lodged there, and was gone to Paris : 

where alſo not hexring any tydings of him, he ſuſpeed that he was mur- 

thered, & made his complaint tothe Court of Parliament at Roan:Which 


imbracing this buſineſſe ( being dire&ed by Gods providence ) made en- 


quiry up and downe the Towne, Whether therewere any that within ſeven 
oreight moneths had ſet up a new ſhop 3 and finding one , cauſed him ro 
bearreſted for a ſuppoſed and a pretended debt : but in the end examined 
him upon this murther,and laid it to his charge : herewiththe priſoner, ſo- 
licited partly bythe remorſe of his conſcience,8 partly by hope of freeing 
bimſ:16: by a bribe,confeſſed the fad in private to the Juſtice : but as ſoone 
as he perceived that he went about to call in witneſſes to his confeſſion, hee 
denyed it ag1ine : in briefe,the new Merchant is committed to priſon, and 
he ſueth the Juſtice for forgerie and falſe impriſonment : the Juſticecan 
by no meanes cleare himſelte,but onely by the affurance that all men had 
of his honeſty. - The matter hangs thus in ſuſpence, till at length the dead 
carkaſſeofthe Lucquois was heard of, and the blind manalſo came to light 
who heard the noyſe of the murther : to make ſhort , this blind man was 
brought toconfront the priſoner 3 and twenty men were cauſed to ſpeake 
one after another , and ſtill the blinde man was demaunded,whether hee 
knew their voices,and ſaid, That that was the man that anſwered him onthe 
mountaine. This courſe being ofttimes re-iterated, the blind man hit al- 
wayes onthe right,and never miſſed. Whereupon the Court condemned 
him to death,and before he dycd he confeſſed the faR, to the great glory of 
Gods Juſtice, and the great amwzement and ftrange aſtonuſhment of all 
men, R | 

At Paris, inthe yeare of our Lord 1551, a certaine young woman was 


brainedby a manwith a hammer , neere unto Saint Opportunes Church, 24/4, 
as ſhewas going to midnight Maſſe, and all her rings and jewels taken from Recercher, 


her : This hammer was ſtolne from a poore Smiththere by the ſame eve- 
. hing3who therefore being ſuſpeed of the murder, was cruelly handled, 
and put to extraordinary torture, by reaſonof the vehement preſumptions 
made againſt him ; in ſuch fort, m_ hee was quite lamed and GN 
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of the meanes to get his Iiving 3 whereby being reduced into extreame po- 
verty,he ended his life it great mifery. All this woile the murderer re- 
maircd unknowne almoſt for the ſpace of twenty yeares, and the memory 
of the murder ſeemed to be buried with che poore woman in her grave : 
now marke the juſtice of God,who hath promiſed,thar nothing fhall be {6 
hid but ſhallbe brought to light. It hapned,that one 19hs Flamtng, Serge- 
ant ofthe Subſidies ar Paris,being upon occaſion of buſineſle at S. Leups, 
a Village by Montmorency, chanced among othertalke at Supper to ſay, 
how he had left his wife at home ficke;avd no body with her but a little boy: 
there was an old man then preſent,named 42nftier, and a ſonne in law of 
his, who immediatly upon this ſpeech went away that night, with each of 
them a basket of cherries and a greene gooſe,and came about ten ofthe clock 
the next morning to Flamings houſe;where they intended to murder beth 
thewornan and the boy, and to poſlefle themſelves of all the goods that they 
could conveniently carrie away : but the Lord prevented them oftheir pur- 

ſe: for being let in at thedores by the boy, pretending that they came 
from the husband with thoſe remembrances to hs wite,they preſently flew 
the boy,thinking alſo to ſurpriſe the woman3but ſhe hearing the cry of the 
boy, lockt faſt her chamber dore,and cried for he!pe out at het window, 
whereupon the neighbors running to the houſe rooke theſe two villaines , 
one hidden inthe funnell of the Chimney 3 andthe orher in a Well in the 
Cellar,with nothing but his noſe above water. Now theſe two wretches be- 
ingthus apprehended;arraigned,and condemned , being on the ſcaffold at 
the place of exectition,the 014 man defired to ſpeake with the Smithes wi- 
dow, whoſe husband was ſuſpeRed for the firſt murder : of whom when ſhe 
came, heeasked Drpiveneſle ſaying , that it was he which had killed the 
young woman by S. Opporttenes Church. Thus the Lord diſcovered both 
the innocency of the Smith,and the guilfineſle of this vile murderer , and 
thar twenty yeeres after the fat was commuted, 

Not long ſince the like diſcovery of a murderer was made here in Eng- 
land in Leiceſterſhire,not farre from Lutterworth, almoſttwenty yeeres 
after the fat committed, The murder was committed by a Millet upon one 
in his Mill,ywhom he buried inthe ground hard by : This Milkr removed 
unto another countrey,and there dwelt a long ſpace, untill at laſt guided by 
Gods Almighty providence,to the manifeſtation of his juſtice, he returned 
unto that place to viſit ſome of his friends. Now ih the meane time whileſt 
he was tkere;the Miller that now poſſeſſed the former Mill,had occaſion to 
dig deepe intothe pom iees he found the carkafle ofa dead man, pre- 
fently it was fuſpeSted that ſome had beene murdered,and was there buried: 
whereupon the Lor4 put it into their hearts to remember, how about 
twenty yeares before a certaine neighbour of rheirs was ſuddenly miſſed, 
and ould never be heard of, inſomuch that all ſuppoſed him to have beent 
dead in ſome ſtrange countrey : this carkaſle they ſuſpeed to be his , ahd 


' bethinking themfelves who was then Miller of that Mill , behold he was 


there ready in the towneznot having been there for many yeares before. This 
man was ſuſpe&ed,nd thereupon examined,and without much adoe confel- 
ſed the fa&t,and received deſerved puniſhment.

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that ſpill the bloud of others , much more guilty arethey before God that 
ſhed their owne bloud : and if nature bindethus to preſerve the life of all 
men as much as lyeth in our power , then much more are we boundto pre- 
ferveour owne lives, ſo long as God ſhall give us leave, Ve are here ſet 
in this life as ſouldiers ina ſtation , without the licenceof our Captaine 
we muſt not depart : our ſoule is maried to the body by the appointment 
' of God, none muſt preſume to put afunder thoſe whym God hath coupled : 
and our life is committed tous asa thing in truſt, we muſt not redeliver it, 
nor part with it, untill be require it againe at our hands that gave it into 
our hands. Saint Avgnſtine in his firſt Booke De Crwvitate Det , dath moſt 
ſtrongly evince and prove, That for no cauſe voluntary death is to be un- 
dertaken : neither toavoid temporall troubles , leaſt we fall intoeternall ; 
nor for fearc tobe polluted with the ſinnes of others, leſt by avoiding other 
mens ſ{innes , we encreaſe our owne; nor yet for our owne finnes that are 
paſt , for the whichwe have more need of life that we might repent of 
them : nor laſtly : for the hope of a better life , becauſe they which are 
guilty of their owne death, a better life is not prepared for them. Theſe 
be the words of Cangwſtine: wherein he alledgeth foure cauſes , by 
which men are mooved to this unnaturall a& ; and concludeth , that for 
none of them , nor for any other caiiſe whatſoever , a man ought to lay vio- 
lent and bloudy hands upon himſelfe; yea, concludeth peremptorily, 
that 2 better if after death doth not receive ſuch , ro wit, that wilfully 
and deſperately murder themſelves, anddie without repentance, as com- 
monly they doe. But here it is to be obſerved ; that many which ſceme tg 
make away themſelves, are murdered and made away bythe Divell; and 
not by themſelves : for otherwiſe it were not poſſible that they ſhould pe- 
riſh ſo ſtrangely as they doe : as when ſome have beene- hanged with their 
knees almoſt touching the grouhd3 others upon a weake twigge , not 
ſtrong enough to beare the weight of the tenth partof their body : others 
beene drowned ina puddle oP water : which plainely ſheweth, that the 
Divell; eithet as the principall a&tor, or at leaſt as a _— , was the 
rocurer of their murders, and not alwayes themſelves : And therefore 
muſt needs ſay with Zuther , That both charity and conſcience inhibites 
reſohitely to judge all ſuch to be damined that ſeeme to have made havocke 
of their owne lives 3 for the mercy of Gad is incomprehenſible ,, and why 
may he not ſave the ſoules of them , whoſe bodies Ae gone leave to the Di- 
vell ro torment , yea to deſtroy 2 Beſides , we of many holy: wo- 
men, who inthe time of perſecution caſt themſelves into the deep ſtream 
to preferve their chaſtity from the violence of the wicked perſecutours 
and yet were reputed in the Church for holy Martyrs. Saint <4 #gs- 
fines judgement is worthy to be learned and imitated of all n—_— 
this matter, who thus defineth the caſe : Of theſe (faith he) 7 dare avonc 
nothing raſbly: it may be the Churchof God was perſwaded by drvine authority 
' torective them into the number of Martyrs, or it may bethey didthis atF,nat be- 
ing deceived, afier the manner of men , but being commanded of God ; not &r- 
ring, but obeying as alſoweareto judge of Sempſon : now when God biddeth, 
and without all doubt makes knowne his will, who can call this obedience 
crime ? who can accuſe a duety of piety > But alittle after hegiveth a ca- 
veat, Ne djvina infio ullo nutet incerto ; that is, that we be ſure God bids; fot 
oftentimes the divell tranſlates himſelfintoan Angell of light,and wil obs 
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a meſſage from God , which proceedeth from his owne malice. All this is 
to be conceived only touching that extraordinary caſe of thoſe holy women 
that drowned themſelves , ny, wont were held for Martvrs in the Churchof 
God: as for others that ſhall wilfully ard wofully ſhed their owne blouds, 
and rob themſelves of that precious jewell of life which God hath given 
them to keep, n@ doubt but as they commit a horrible and hainous cr1 


fothey incurre a horrible and fearefull judgement : yea,the very act it ſelfe 


is both acrime and a judgment;a crime deſerving a further judgment,cven 
eternall damnation in hell fire 3 and a judgement and puniſhment of ſome 
notable ſinnes committed by them before, and of an ungodly and wicked 
life unrepented of. The drift therfore & purpoſe of theſe examples follow- 
ing is this, toſhew how the Lord puniſheth oftentimes 1n men an ungodly 
li with voluntary and wilfull murder of themſelves,and this waltull mur- 
der of themſelves with eternall damnation after this lite ended, as a juſt re- 


 compenceof their deſerts 3 andall to teach us repentance, the onely means 
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to prevent both theſe. 

Thefirſt we reade of in holy Scripture that cruelly murdered himſelfe 
with. his owne hands,was King Sau{;zwhozas it is recorded of him,was a moſt 
wicked man and a.Tyran : for being choſen trom among allthe people of 
Iſraeltobe King bythe Lords owne appointment,and advanced as 1t were 
from che Plough tothe Scepter, he like a moſt ungratetull wretch kicked 

ainſt his advancer, and rebelled againſt his God that had done fo FIC 
things for him : yea 3 hee not onely contemned his lawes, and caſt his 
commandements behind his backe but alſo proved a moſt cruell Tyran,and 
ſhed much'innocent blood : amongſt the reſt of his cruelties, this was the 
chiefe'3+ upon the falſe accuſation of Derg the Edomite , he:cauſed foure- 


| ſcore aid fiveperſons;that wete Prieſts,and wore a linnen. Ephod, to bee 


flaine at onetime;and Nob the Citie of the Prieſts to be {mote with the 
edge of the firord;both man and woman,childe and fuckling,Oxe and Aﬀe: 
yea, fo wicked was he,that when the Lorggyould not anſwer him rceither by 
Prophets,nor by Jreames,nor by any other meanes, he went ro take COUN- 
ſell ofrhe Divell,at the mouth of the Witchof Endor :. for all which his 
abominablewickedneſſe,the Lord gave him gver at laſt to fo deſperate a 
minde,that rather than he would fall into the hands of his enemics , he fell 
upon his owne ſword,and murdered himſelte. | 

'Zimrialſo,the King of Iſraelis ſet forth by the holy Ghoſtto be a wic- 
ked man,and a traitor : for he.confpired againſt his maſter E/a, the ſonne 
of Bazſhs King of Iſrael,and flew him as he was drinking in T irza, and pro- 
claimed himfelfe King in his roome : but the army hearing thereot , made 
Omri,the Captaine &f the hoſte, King : who comming to beſiege Tirza, 
wherein Zimri was,Zimri ſeeing that the Citie was taken,went into the pa- 
lace of the Kings houſe,and there,together with the houſe burnt himſelte, 
rather than he would fall into the hands of his enemy : Now the holy Ghoſt 
ſetteth itdowne in plaine words, that the Lord fent this judgement u 
him for his-ſinnes which he had finned, in doing that which was evill in the 
ſight of the Lord, and walking in the way of Jerobeam, who made Iſrael 
tofinne.

the Citie : yet notwithſtanding, this man rather than hee would fall intothe 
hands of Nicanor his enemy , murdered himſelfe after a-moſt fearefull and 
ſavage manner, for firſt hee fell upon his ſword, and when as for haſtethat 
ſtroke diſpatched him not, hee ran boldly or rather furiouſly tothe wall, 
and caſt himſelfg downe headlong 3 after which yet breathing, hee got up 
ona ſteepe rocke , and rending out his bowels with his owne hands , threiv 
them amongſt the people , calling upon the Lord of life , that hee world 
reſtore them againe unto him. The author of that booke cotnmendeth this

_— the writer of this tory ) having hid themſelves ina cave,by muty- 
all conſent killed one another, rather than they would fall intothe hands of 
the Romanes * [oſephus onely, with one other , by his perſuaſion , by great 
art and induſtry , after the other were ſlain , proceeded rot in that bloudy 
enterpriſe, but yeelded themſelves to the mercy of the enemies , and lo ef- 
caped withtheir lives. This fearefull obſtinacy may well be imputed to the

The third example ſurpaſſeth both the former both in cruelty and obſti- 
nacy : Eleazer the Jew after thetaking of Jeruſalem fled into rhetowerof 
Meſſada with nine hundred followers ; being beſieged thereby Sabinu Fla- 

viue, a Roman Captaine , when he faw that the walls were almoſt beaten 
downe, and that there was no hope of eſcaping, he perſuaded his compani- 
ons by a pithy and vehement Oration, and drew them to this reſolution, 
that tenne ſhould be choſen by lot, which ſhould k11lallthe reſt , rogether 
with their wives and children, and that afterward they themſelves ſhould 
kill each other. The former part of this Tragedy being performed , the 
ſurviving tenne firſt ſer on firethe Tower , that no prey might come unto 
the enemy (the victuals only preſerved , to the end it might be knowne, 
that not hunger, but deſperate valour drew them to this bloudy maſſacre : ) 
then according to their appoyntment , by mutuall wounds they diſpatched 
one another : and of ſo great a number not one remained , beſides one wo- 
man with her five children, who hearing the horribleneſſe of their determi- 
nation, hid her ſelfe in a cave inthe ground , and fo eſcapedwith the life of 
her ſelfe and her children, and became a reporter of this whole ſtory. 
The like tory is recorded by L:vie touching the Campagnians 3 who 
being beſieged by the Romanes,and conſtrained to yeeld uptheir City unto 
hem upon compoſition, Yibiw#, a chiefe nobleman of the City, with ſeven 
and twenty other Senatours , that they might not fall into their enemies 
hands, after they had glutted themſelves with wine and good cheere, dranke . 
all of them poyſon, and ſo bewayling the ſtate of their countrey and embra- 
cing cach other,and taking their laſt farewell, died ere the enemies were re- 
ceived intothe city. | | 

Buthes, otherwiſe called Beges by Herodotue,Governor of Thracia, being 
beſieged inthe city Eion,by _ the Athenian capraine , to the endthat 
the enemy might receive no benefit nor: great glory by his victory, firſt 
cauſed the city to be fired , and then by one conſent they all killed them- 
ſelves.So likewiſe did Ariarathes king of Capadocia, when he was beſieged 
by Perdicca. Cato Yticenſis , rather than he would fall into the hands of 1uli- 
as Ceſar, his enemy.,after his victory over Pompey,fell upon his owne ſword, 
and ſlew himſelfe ; having firit read P/at#'s booke of the immortality of the 
ſoule. So likewiſe did 24arcus 4ntoniwe, after that he was overcome by 4«- 
gnſtus. And Cleopatrathe Agyptian Queene, when as by herallurements 
he could not intice Ls cm to herluſt , as ſhe had done Anthony , but 
Perceived that ſhe was reſerved for triumph , eſcaping out of priſon, and 
placing her ſelfe in her ſumptuous ſepulchre, neecre to the body of her dead 
paramour, ſet an Aſpeto her left arme, by the venome whereof ſhe diedas

burned by a publike Decree,would nor ſurvive his own writings, and there-- 
fore killed himſelfe. ' Lucretize the Atheiſt taking a love potion to incite 
his luſt,wasby the force therof deprived of his fenices,and ſo deprived him- 
ſelfealſoof lifein his rage. Empeaveles the vainglorious Poet, affeting the 
name ofa god, andof immortality, threw himſelfe headlong into mount 
AZtna;and fo periſhed. Silvius Italicwbeing taken with'an incurable dif- 
eaſe,choſe rather'tobe his owne murderer, than to endure the torment. of 
his ſickneſſe. Cornelius Gall an amitorius Poet, having robbed the Ciry 
Thebes, over which hewas ſet-to be governour by Auguſtus Ceſar, and fea- 
ring to be calledto/atcount, prevented the puniſhment of humane juſtice, 
byexecuting the juſtice of God upon himlelfe with his owne hands. 
Ofthoſe that perſecuted the Church of Chriſt,very many were given 0- 
ver by God tobe perſeeiitors of thernaſelves,' and ſpoylers of theit owne 
lives: as Nero for example;the firſt Emperour that tooke in hand*to per- 
ſecute Chriſtians 7he ſeeing himſelte- in danger to bethurdered by one ap- 
pointedfor that purpoſe, to prevetit'the malice ofthemurderer, murdered 
himſelf: Magnentii another tyrantzand enemy to Chriſts Church,being 
overcome Conſtantin, brother to Conftans, whom he had flainie, fled to 


Lions ;':and there{became his owne Butcher: whoſe death as ſoone as his 


brothict Decentizswidevſtood;he alſo hanged himfelfe. |

- 1 Galerixy the Emiperour,after he had tormentedthe Chriſtians by all cru- 


ell meatis;and left no way unattempred whereby he might root theni ut of

and ſo miſerably erided his dayes. |

bandman,that mocked and ſcorned at the holy Martyr maſter Latymer : fo 
likewife” did Henry Smith a Lawyer, another open adverſary to Gods 
truth.” | 

Richard Long another enemy to Gods truth,drowned himſelHe at Calice, 
in King Hezrythe cights dayes. '70hn Plankney, a Fellow of New Colledge 
in Oxford, did the like Ano 1 566. and likewiſe one Having ton,a Fellow of 
the: ſanie; Colledge, in'a well at Padua 3 or;as ſomethinke, ar Rome. Of

Hither I might adde many examples of moderne experience, as natne- 


ly ofa covetous wretch inthe Ifle of Elie, who being caſt in a ſuitof Law, 


through impatience of griefe,came home and hanged himſelfe : of another 
that had beene a 'great dealer: in. worldly mattcrs, and an undoer of 
2 Family or two of «good credit and revenue;by way £ and taking for- 
feitureof bonds,and that by hisowne flattering perſivaſion: being himſelfe 
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was able enough,cut his owne throat, after a moſt fearefull and horr ible 
manner : another being a manof note and good poſſefions, threw himſelf? 
downe headlong from the top of a Church. Many ſuch like examples I 
could adjoyne,with their names and places of abode,but I forbezre, leaſt by 
reporting Gods judgements upon the dead, I ſhould offend ſome that are 
alive. | 

Theſe therefore already propoſed may be a ſufficient taſte of this kinde 
of judgement, inftied by God upon wicked perſons : and alfo may ſerve 
for a caveat and warning to all men totake heed how they offer violence to 
their owne lives,fceing tt is not onely a punifhment of ſinne paſt,but a fear- 
fall finne it ſelfe, and a forerunner and caufer of puniſhment to come, 
even of eternall puniſhment , except the Lord extraordinarfily and mi- 
raculoufly ſhew mercy, which none ought to preſume of. 


CHAP. XIII. 
Of Paricides, or Parent Marderers. , 


CD F all effuſion of humane blood be both horrible to be- 
= hold,and repugnant to nature,then is the murdering of 
- Parents eſpecially deteſtable,when a man is fo poſſeſſed 
£72 withthe Devill,or tranſported witha helliſh fury, that 
2-/© he lifteth up his handagainſt his own father or mother, 
to put them to death: this is ſo monſtrous and inor- 
A mous an impiety,that the greateſt Barbarians ever have 
had it in deteſtation : wherefore it is alſo exprefly coma- 
manded inthe Law of God. That whoſoever ſmiteth his father or mo- #x04.31: 
ther in what ſort ſoever;though not to death,yet he ſhall die the death. If 
the diſebedience,unreverence,and contempt of children towards their Pa- 
rents,are by the juſt judgements of God moſt rigoroufly puniſhed (as hath 
becne declared before in the firſt commandement of the fecond Table)how 
much more then when violence is offered, and above all,when murder is 
cotnmitted> Thus the Agyptians puniſhed this finne : they put the com- 
tittatits upon a ſtacke of thornes,and burnt them alive;having beatet theit P:odorÞSte. 
bodies beforchand with ſharpe reeds made of purpoſe. Selon being deman- 
ded why he appointed no puniſhment in his Lawes for Paricides;anſwered, 
that there was no neceſlity,thinking that the wide world could not afford ſo 
wicked a wretch. It is (aid,that Romwlus for the ſame cauſe ordained no pu- 
niſhment in his Common-wealth for that crime, but called every murde- 
ter a Paricide 3 the one being in his oPinion a thing exccrable,and the other 
impoſſible. And intruth there was not for 600 yeeres ſpace (accordingto 
Plutarchs report ) found in Rome any one that had committed this execra- 
ble fat. The firſt Paricide that Rome ſaw,was Lucaw Oftins , after the firſt 
Punicke warre 3 although other Writers affirme, that 47. Mallzolas was the 
firſt,and Lucime the ſecond : howſoever it was , they both underwent the 
puniſhment ofthe Law Pomptia,which enafted, That ſuch offenders ſhould 
be thruſt intoa ſacke of Leather,and an Ape,a Cocke,a Viper, and a —_ 
put in to accompany them, 2nd then to be throwne into the water; to t F 
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end that theſe beaſts being enraged and animated one againſt another, might 
wreke their teene upon them, and fo deprive them of life after a ſtrange 
f1\hion,being debarred of the uſe of the aire,water, and earth, as unworth 
ro participate the very Elements with their deaths , much leſſe with 
their lives : which kindeof puniſhment was after praCtiſed and confirmed 
by the conſtitution of Conſtantine the Great. Andalbeit the regard of the 
puniſhmert ſeemed terrible,and the offence it ſelfe much more monſtrous, 
yet ſince that time there have beene many ſo perverſe and exceeding wic- 
ked,as to throw themſelves headlong into that deſperate gulte. 

As Cleodoricke ſonne of Sigebert King of Auſtria, whobeing tickled with 
an unſatiable luſt of raigne through the deceivable perſwaſions of Cleg- 
devins King of France, flew bis father Sigebert as he lay afleepe in his Tent 
in a forreſt at noone time of the day 3 who being weary with walking , laid 
himſelfe downe there to take his reſt : but for all that , the wicked wretch 
was {o farre from atraining his purpoſe, that it fell out cleane contrary to 
his expectation : for after his fathers death,as he was viewing histteaſures, 
and ranſacking his coffers, one of Cleodovics factors ſtrooke Toa ſuddenly, 
and murdered him, and ſo Cleodovim ſeiſed both upon the Crowne and 
Treaſures. 

After the death of Hircanw, Ariflobulu facceedgd in the government of 
Judea,which whileſt he ſtrove to reduce into a mon » and to weare a 
crown,contrary to the cuſtome of his eyes s$,his mother & other bre- 
thren contending with himabour the fame,he caſt in priſon, & took Antigs- 
nu his next brother to be his aflociate:but ere long(a good gratefull ſon)he 
famiſhed her to death with hunger that had fed him to life with her teares, 
even his naturall mother : And: after perſwaded with falſe accufations,cau- 
ſed his late beſt beloved Anwgonm to beflaine by an ambuſh that lay by 
Strato's tower , becauſe in the time of his ſicknefle he entredthe Temple 
with pompe. But the Lord called for quittance for the two bloodſheds 
immediately after the execution ofthem : for his brothers blood was ſcarce 
waſhed off the ground.ere in the extreamity of his ſicknefle he was carried 
intothe ſame place, and there vomaiting up blood at his mouth and noſt- 
hrils,to be mingled with his brothers,he fell downe ſtarkedead , not with- | 
out horrible tokens of trembling and deſpaire. 

Nerothat unnaturall Tyran ſurpaſſed all that lived, as inall orher vices, 
ſoin this ; for he attempted thrice by poyſon to make away his mother 
Aerippina : and whenthat could not paevaieby reaſon of her uſuall Anti- 
dotes and preſervatives, hee aſſayed divers other meanes : as firſt a deviſe, 


whereby ſhe ſhould be cruſhed to deathas fhe ſlept , a looſened beame that 


ſhould fall upon her 3 and ſecondly by ſhipwracke : both which when ſhe 
eſcaped;the one by diſcovery,and the other by ſwimming, he ſent Aniceru 
the Centurion to ſlaughter her with the {word : who with his companions 
breaking up the gate of the City where ſhe lay, ruſhed into her Chamber, 
and there murdered her. It is written of her , that when ſhe ſaw there was 
no remedy but death,ſhe preſented her belly unto the murderer, and deſired 
him to kill her inthat part which had moſt deſerved it, by pry, 2 into the 
world ſo vilea monſter : and of him,that he came tO view the >. carkafle 
of his mother,and handled the members thereof,commending this, and dif- 
commending that,as bis fancy led him,and in the meanetime being thirity,

ſhee ſnatcht up a ſharpe axc,and firſt ſet upon her eldeſt ſon,being but eight 
yeares old, ſearching him out with acandle behinde a hog{-head,where he 1d 
himſelfe, and preſently ( notwithſtanding his pitifull praiers and com- 
plaints)clave his head in two pieces, and chopped off both his armes : Next 
ſhec killed her daughter of five yeares old, after the ſame manner : another 
little hoy of three yeares of age ( ſeeing his mothers madneſfle ) hid himſelfe 
( poore infant ) behinde the gate, whom as ſoone as the Tygre eſpied, ſhee 
drew out by the haire of the head into the floore,and there cut off his head: 
rhe yongeſt lay crying in the cradle but halfe a yeare old, him ſhe ( without 
all compaſhon ) pluckt out and murdered in like ſort. Theſe murders being 
Haifhea, the Diuell incarnate ( for certaine no womanly nature was left in 
her ) totake puniſhment of her ſelfe for the ſame, cut her owne throat; and 


albeit ſhe ſurvived nine dayes, and confefſing her fault, dyed with teares and 
repentance, yet we ſee how it pleaſed God toarme her own hands againſt 


her ſelfe, as the fitteſt executioners of VENgeANCes 


The like tragicall accident wereade to have happened at Cutzenborff , a Thear.bif- 


City in Sileſta,1n the yeare 15 36,to a womanand her three children z who 
having ſlainthem all in her husbands abſence, killed her ſelfe in like manhter 
alſo to makeup thetragedy. 

.. Concerning ſtepmothers, it is a world to reade how many horrible mur-

Te =@ Ecing then they that take away their neighbours lives doe not 
RE eſcape unpunithed, ( as by the former examples it x! 3-7 T0 it 
JA = pr needs follow,that if ny to whom the ſword of Juſtice is 
— committed of God,to repreſſe wrongs,and chaſtiſe vices, dogive 
over themſelves to cruelties, and to kill and ſlay thoſewhom they ought in 
duty to prote& anddefend,muſt receive a greater meaſure nd oqurngen. 
according to the meaſure and quality of their offence. Such an one was 
Sasl the firſt king of Iſrael z who albeit he ought to have beene ſufficiently. 
inſtructed out of the law of God in his duty in this behalte-: yet was hee {6 
cruell and bloody-minded, as contrary to all Juſtice, to put todeath <dbi- 
melech the high Prieſt, with foureſcore and hve other Prieſts, of the family 
of his father,onely for receiving David into his houſe : a ſmall,or rather no 
offence. And yet not ſatisfied therewith,be vomited our his rage alſo againſt 
the whole city of the Prieſts,and put to the mercileſke fword both man,wo- 
man,and child, without ſparing any. He flew many of the Gibeonitey, who 
though they were reliques of * Amorites that firſt inhabited that land, 
yet b.cauſe they were received into league of amity by a ſolemne oath, and 
permitted of long continuance to'dwell amongſt them , ſhould not have 
beene awarded as enemies, nor handled after fo cruell a faſhion. Thus 
therefore hee tyrannizing and playing the Butcher amongſt his own ſubjeRs 
( for whichcauſe his houſe wascalledthe houſe of ſlaughter) and praQi- 
ſing many other foule enormities,he was at the laſt overcome of the Phili- 
ſtims,and fore wounded : which when he ſaw , fearing to fall alive into his 
enemies hands,and not _ any of his owne men that would lay their 
hands upon him,deſperately ſlew himſelfe. The ſame day three of his ſons, 
and they that followed him of his owne houſhould,were all ſlaine. The 
Philiftims the next day finding his dead body diſpoyled among the carkaſ- 
ſes,behexded it,and carried the head in triumph to the temple of their god, 
and hung up the trunke in diſgrace in one of their Cities,to be ſeene, lookr 
upon,and pointedat. And yet for all this was not the fire of Gods wrath 
quenched : for in King Davids timethere aroſe a famine that laſted three 
yeeres,the cauſe thereof was declared by God tobe the murder which Saul 
committed upon the Gibeonites : wherefore David delivered Sauls ſeven 
ſons intothe Gibeonites hands that were left , who put them to the moſt 
ſhamefull death;that is,even to hanging. Amongf all the fins of King 4- 
chab and Iezabel, which were many and great,the murder of Nabsth ſtanderh 

inthe fore front 3 for though hee had committed no ſuch crime as mi 
any way deſerve death , IM by the fubtill and wicked deviſe of 7:zabel, 
fooliſh and credulous conſent of Achab, and falſe 2ccufation of the two ſub- 
orned witneſſes , he was cruelly toned todeath : but his inzocent blood 
was puniſhed firſt in Achab, whonot long afterthe Warre which he made 
with the King of Syria , received fo deadly a wound, that he dyed there- 
of,the dogs licking up his blood in the ſame place where Naborhs blood was 
licked,according to the foretelling of Elias thePropher. And ſecondly 


| of lezabel, whom her own ſervants at the commandement of eu (whom 
- God had made executor of his wrath)threw headlong out ofan highwindow 


unto the ground, ſo that the wals were dyed withher blood, and the horſes

: Toram ſonne of Tehoſaphat King of Judah, being after his fathers death 2 ©ixon. 21: 


poſſeſſed ofthe Crowne and Scepter of Judah, by and by exalted himſelfe 
1n tyranny,and put to death fixe of his owne brethren,all younger than him- 
ſelte,with many Princes of the Realme : for which cauſe God ſtirred up 
the Edomites to rebell, the Philiſtines and Arabians to make warre a- 
gainſt him,who forraged his countrey, ſackedand ſpoiled his cities, and 
tooke priſoners his wives and children, the youngeſt onely excepted , who 
afterwards alſo was murdered,when he had raigned King but a ſmall ſpace. 
And laſtly,as indoing to death his own brethren, he committed cruelty a- 
g4inſt his owne bowels, fo the Lord troke him with ſuchan incurable diſ- 
eaſc in his bowels,and fo perpetuall ( for it continued two yeares ) that his 
very entrails ifſued out with torment,and ſo he dyed in horrible miſery. - 
Albeit that in the former booke we have already touched the pride and 
arrogancy of King Alexander the Great,yet we cannot pretermit to ſpeake 
of him inthis' place,his example ſerving to fit forthe preſent ſubjet3 for 
although as touching the reſt of his life he was very well governed in his 
private a&ions , as a Monarch of his reputation might be, yet in his de- 
clining 2ge (I meane not in yeares, but to deathward ) he grow exceeding 
cruell,not onely towards ſtrangers,as the Cofleis,whom he deſtroyed to the 
ſucking babe,but alſo to his houſhold and familiar friends : Infomuch that 
being become odious to moſt, fewelt lovedhim, and divers wrought all 
meanes poſſible to make him away,but oneeſpecially, whoſe ſonne in law 
and other neere friends he had put to death,never ceaſed untill he both mi- 


niſtred a deadly draught unto himſelfe , __ hy him of his *&*: 
a 


wicked life,anda fatall ſtroke to his wives and chil 


er his death, to 
the accompliſhment of his full revenge. | 


Phalaris,the Tyran of Agrigentum, made himſelfe famous to poſterity g,y;, 


by noother meanes than horrible cruelties,exerciſed upon his ſubjects, in- 
venting every day new kinds of tortures to ſcourge and affli& the poore 
ſoules withall, In his dominion there was one Peri/{us artificer of his craft, 
one expert in his occtipation,who to flarter and curry favour with him, de- 
viſed a new torment;a braſen bullof ſuch a ſtrange workmanſhip, that the 
voyce of thoſe that were roaſted therein , reſembled rather the roaring of a 
Bull,thenthe cry of men. The Tyran was well pleaſed with the Invention, 
but he would needs have the Inventor make firſt triall of his owne worke, 


aS hewell deſerved, before any-other ſhould take tafte thereof. But what. cic,of.z. 


was the endofthis Tyran ? The people not able any longer to endure his 
monſtrous and unnaturall cruelties, ran upon him with one conſent , with 
ſuch violence,that they ſoone brought him to deſtruion : and as ſome ſay, 
put him into the braſen Bull ( which hee provided to roaſt others ) to.bee 
roaſted therein himſelfe : deſerving it as well 'for approoving the deviſe, 

as Perzllus did for deviſing it. RS 
Edward the ſecond of that name,King of England, at the requeſt and de- 
fire of Hug h Spencer his darling , made warre upon his ſubje&s,and put to 
death divers of the Peeres and Lords of the Realme, without either right or 
form of the law, infomuch that queen 1/abel his wife fled to France with her 
yong ſon, for fear of his unbrideled fury, 8 after awhile finding opportynuy 
and means to return again, garded with Perla ſmall forces which ſhe had 
3 —_ 
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inthoſe countreyes gathered together, ſhe found the whole people diſcon- 
tented with the Kings demeanours,and ready to afliſt her againſt him: fo 
ſhe beſieged him with their ſuccour,and tooke him priſoner , .and put him

ofition 3 ſothar ſhortly after by the Eſtates (being aflembled together ) 
bs was generally and joyntly reputed and pronounced unworthy tobe King, 
for his exceeding cruelties fake which he had commutted upon many ofhig 
worthy Subje&s ; and ſodepofing him, they crowned his young fonne #4. 
ward( the third of hisname ) King 1n his roome;he yet living and beholding 
the ſame. 

Tohn'Maria Duke of Millan may be put into this ranke of Murtherers ; 
for his cuſtome was divers times when any Citizen offended thim, yea,and 
fomtimes without offence too,tothrow them amongſt cruel! Maſtives to be 
torne in pieces and devoured. But as he continued and delighted in this un- 
naturall kinde of murther;the people one day incenſcd and ſtirred up againſt 
him,ranne npon him with ſuch rage and violence, that they quickly depri- 
ved him of life. And'he was ſo well beloved,that no man ever would or durſt 
beſtow a Sepulchre upon his dead bones,but ſuffered his body to lie 1n the 
open ſtreets uncovered,ſave that a certaine harlot threw a few Roſes upon 
his wounds;and ſo covered him. 

, Alphonſw the ſecond, King of Naples, Ferdinands ſonne , was in tyranny 
towards his ſubjects nothing inferiour to his father : for whether of them 
impriſoned and put to death more of the Nobility and Barons of the 
Realme'it is hard to ſay 3 but ſure it is, that both were too outragious in all 
manner of crue'ty : for which,fo ſoone as Chartes the eight, King of France 
departing from Rome,made towards Naples, the hatred which the people 
bore him ſecretly,with the odious remembrance of his fathers cruelty , fo 
gan openly to ſhew 1t ſelfe by the fruits; for they did not nor could not 
diſkmble the great deſire that every one had of the approach of the French- 
men-: which when 4 {phonſme perceived, and ſeeing his affaires and eſtate 
broughtunto fo narrow a pinch, he alſo cowardly caſt away all courage to 
reſift,and hope to recover fo huge atempeſt : and he that for a long time 
had made warre his trade and profeſſion,and had yet all his forces andarmies 
completeand in readineſſe, making himſelfe banquerupt of all that 1:onour 
and reputation,whichby long experience and deeds of armes he had gotten, 
reſolved to abandon his kingdome, and to reſigne the title and authority 
thereof to his fonne Feramand, thinking by that meanes to aſlwage the heat 
of their hatred, and that ſo young and innocent a King,who in his owne per- 
fon had never offended them, might be accepted and beloved of them, and fo 
their affeRion toward the French rebated and'cooled. Bur this deviſe fee- 
med to tio more purpote than a ſalve applyed to fore out of feaſon , when 
it was growne incureable, or a-prop ſet to a houſe that is already falne; 
Therefore he tormented with the fling of his owne conſcience , and finding 
in his minde no repoſe by day,nor reſt by night, but a continuall ſummons 
and advertiſement by fearefull dreames,that the Noblemen which hee had 
put toideath,” cryed ro the people for revenge againſt him, was ſurpriſed 


' with foterrible terror , thar forthwith, withour making acquainted with 


his departure either his brother or his owne ſonne;he fled to Sicilie,ſuppo- 
fing in his journey; that rhe Frenchmen were ſtill arhis backe , and ſtarting 
atevery little noyfe, as if he fearedalithe Elements had A __ 

; ruction;

ſtruction, Philip Cominers, that was an eye-witnefle of this journey, repor- 
teth, That every night he would cry,that he heard the Frenchmen, and that 
the very trecs and ſtones echoed France into his eares : And onthis manner 
was his flight to Sicilic, King Charles in the meane while having by force 
and bloodſhed to terrifietve reſt;takentwo paſſages that were before him, 
the whole Realme without any great reſiſtance yeelded it ſelfe unto his met- 
cy , albeit that the young King bad done what he could to withſtand him. 
Butat length ſeeing t'1e Neapolitanes ready to rebel], and himlelfe in dan- 
ger tobetaken prifoner,he fled from the Caſtle of Naples,and with a ſmall 
company got certaine Brigandines , wherein he ſayled tothe Ifland Ifchia, 
thirty miles from Naples : ſaying at his departure this verſe out of the 
Plalmes, How varne are the watchmen andgaras of that City which is not gar- 
ded and watched by the Lord ? which he often repeated,and fo long as Naples 
was'in his view. And thus was cruelty puniſhedbothjn Ferdinand the fa- 
ther,and Alphonſdthe ſonne. 


Artaxerxes Ochia the clght King of the Perſians began his raigne with Handab 


thus many murders : he flew two of his owne brethren firſt : ſecondly, 


Euagoras King of Cyprus,his partner and aſſociate inthe kingdome; third- 


ly,he tooke G1don traiterouſly, and was the cauſe of forty thouſand mens 
deaths that were flaine and burned therein 3 beſide many other private mur- 
ders and outrages which he committed : for which cauſe the Lord in his 
juſtice rained downe vengeance upon his head : for Bageas one of his Prin- 
ces miniſtred ſuch a fatall cup to his ſtomacke, that ir mortified his ſenſes, 
and deprived him of his unmercifull fpule and life, and not onely upon his 
head, but upon'his Kingdome and his ſonne Arſame alfo, forhe was alfo 
poyſoned by the ſame Bagoas,and his Kingdome was tranſlated to Dariue 
Princeof Armenia 3 whom when the fame Bagoae went about to maketaſte 
of the ſame ctip,which his predeceffors did,he was taken in his owne fnate s 
for D4ri#s nderftanding his pretence, made him drinkeup his owne wy: 
ſo which he provided for hint : ahdthus murder was revetiged with mhur- 
der, and poyſon with poyſon , according to the Decree of the Almighty, 
' who ſtirh, Eye for eye,tooth for tooth orc.

Inthe yeare of the World 3659. Morindus 'a moſt cruett and bloody 5v. 


minded Pritice raigned here in England, who for his cruettics ſake came to 
an unhappy and. bloody end : . for out ofthe Iriſh feas came forth a Mon- 
ſter which deſtroyed much people : whereof he hearing,would of his vali- 
ant courage needs fight with it,and was devoured of it : ſo that it mayttu- 
ly herebe faid,that one Monſter devoured another. 


There was ( as Elan reporteth ) acruell and pernicious Tyran, who tiazu; 


to the end to prevent all praRifes of conſpiracy and'tredfon ( Fi Tyrans are 
ever naturally and upon defert timerous)that might þe deviſed againfthim, 
enacted this Law among his ſubje&s, That no man ſboal! cv efrre with 
another,cither privately ot pitblikefy,upon pairieof death: and fo. ifidee 
be abrogated all civill ſociety: ( For ſpeech; as it was the begitiningan 
birth of fellow ſhip,fo it is thevety joynt and gldt thereof) burwhat cared 
he for ſocicty,that reſpeCted nothing but his owne fafery 2 hee was ſo' farre 
from regarding the common g600d, that when! his brit As, 'not ting 1 
ſpeike, fignifiedrheft mindes By 0h, he profibite ye 46: and Ty 
which'is yet mote, when nor daring ro;ſpeake,or yer make ſigfies , they fel 
toweeping and lamentingtheir miſery, he came with'a band of men wt 
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to reſtraine their teares too : but the multitudes rage being juſtly incenſed, 
they gave him ſuch a deſperat welcome;,that neither he nor his followers re« 
turned one of them alive. And thus his abominable cruelty cametoan end, 
together with his life 3 and that by thoſe meanes (which is tobe obſerved ) 
by which he thovght to preſerve and maintaine them both, 
Michatl.Rie. Childericus,who in the yeare 697,fucceeded inthe Kingdome of France 
tib.r.de regi- Theogoricke (that for his negligence and ſluggiſh government was depoſed, 
7 Pg and made of a King,a Frier ) exerciſed barbarous and inhumane cruelty up- 
on h1s ſubje&s : for he ſpared neither noble or ignoble, but mixtly ſent 
them to their graves,w ithout reſpe& of cauſe or juſtice. One of. the noble 
ſort he cauſed to be faſtened to a ſtake,and beaten with clubbes,not todeath, 
but to chaſtiſement: which monſtrous cruelty ſo incenſed the peoples mind 
againſt him,that there wanted no hands to take part with this club-beaten 
man againſt the Tyran his gnemie. VV herefore they layed wait for him as 
he came one day frorfi hunting,and murdered him, together with his wife 
great with childe,no man either willing or daring to defend him, | 
Tymocrates the King,or rather Tyran of the Cyrenians, will give place 
to none inthis commendation of cruelty ; For he afflicted his ſubjets with 
many and monſtrous calamuties,inſomuch that he ſpared not the lors of 
his gods, which commonly were in reverent regard among the Heathen z 
As the bloody death of Menalippms ( Apolio's jeus ) did witneſle , whom 
tothe end to marry his faireand beautitull wite 4rezaphila , he cruelly pur 
to death :- howbeit,it proſpered not with him as he deſired : for the good 
woman not contented with this ſacrilegious contra, ſought rather meanes 
to revenge her firft hugbands death , Than to pleaſe this new letchers hu- 
mour : Wherefore ſhe aſſayed by poyſon to efte& her wiſh 5 and when 
that prevailed not, ſhe gave a yong daughter ſhe hadto Leanaery,the Tyrans 
brother, to wife,who loved her exceedingly3but with this condition,that he 
ſhould by ſome praiſe or other worke the death and deſtru@ion of his 
brether : which indeed he performed 3 for he ſo bribed one of the groomes 
of the Tyrans chamber, that by his helpe he ſoone rid wicked Tymocrates 
. out of the way by a ſpeedy and deſerved death. But to abridge theſe long 
diſcourſes, let us looke into all times and ages,and tothe hiſtories of al 
Countries and Nations,and we ſhall finde,that Tyrans have ever come to 
one deſtruction or other, | 
D:omedes the Thracian King fed his horſes with mans fleſh as with pro- 
vender, but was made at laſt provender for his owne horſes himſelfe by 
Hercules, SHE; "I 
Calippus the Athenian, that ſlew Dion his familiar friend, and depoſed 
Dionifius the Tyran,and committed many other murders amongſt the peo- 
Phil, Melanft, Ple,was firſt baniſhed Rheginum , andthen living in extreame neceflity, 
tb,z, ſlaine by Leptives and Polyſperchon. 
Y alemar. Clephes the ſecond King of the Lumbards, for his ſavage cruelty towards 
his ſubjeRs was ſlaughtered by one of his friends. 
D eneftpey that maſſacred ſo many Citizens of Rome , was cut off by 
Scyhs.- as IS 
Ecelinus that played the-Tyran at Tauriſium,guelding Boyes,deflowring 
Maydes,mayming Matrons of their Dugs,cutting children out of their mo- 
thers bellies,and killing.1 300 Pataviansat once that were his friends, was 
*#*$0-18.6-3 cut ſhort inabattell. In a Word, ifwe read and conſult hay of all 
__ Countries 
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Conntries and times, we ſhall find ſeldome or never any notorious Tyran 
and oppreſſor ofhis ſubje&s that cameto any good end, but ever ſome no- 
table judgement or other fellupon them. 
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CHAP. XV.

But above all that by treaſon and deceit made my unto their cruelty, 
the Emperour Anteniwe, furnamed Caracalla,was the c 
himſelfe more at full uponthe Citizens of Alexandria in &gypt,feynedas 
ifhe would come ſee their City,built by Alexander, and receive an Oracle 
from their god : Which when he approached neere unto,the Alexandrians 
Prepared toentertain him moſt honourably : and being entrebe went firſt 
toviſite their Temples where to caſt more colours upon his rfeachery, hee 
offered many ſacrifices, & in the mean while perceiving the people gathered 
together from all quarters to bid him welcome, finding —_— ty fitting 
his wicked and traiterous enterpriſe, he gave commandement,that all the 
young men of the Citie ſhould aſſemble together at one place; ſaying, 
That hee would acquaint them to range themſelves in battell after 
the manner of the Macedonians , in honour of King Alcxavder, But 
whileſt they thus aſſembled together in mirth and bravery ; hee making as 
though he would bring them in array by oing upand down amongſt them, 
and holding them intalke,his army encloſed them on all fides: then with 
drawing himſelfe with his guard, he gavethewatch-word, that they ſhould 
ruſh upon them;which was fer formed with ſuch outrage,that the poor cre-- 
dulous people being ſurpriſed at unawares,were all moſt cruelly maſſacred. 
There might you ſeethe moſt horrible, barbarous , and incredible butcher 
ry of men thatever was heardof: for beſides thoſethat were a&ors in this 
bloody tragedy, therewere ethers that drew the flaine bodies into great 


 Ofthoſethatareborh God: Iudgemems, = cruelland difloyall, = 
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was ſo much, that the mouth of the River Nilus, and the ſea ſhore were 
dicd with the ſtreams thereof, that ran downe by ſmaller Rivers into 
thoſe plain places. Furthermore, being defirous to obtain a victory over 
the Parthians, that he might get himſelfe fame and reputation thereby, 
he paſſed not at what rate he bought it : he ſent therefore Embaſladours 
with Letters and Preſents to the King of Parthia, to demand his daugh- 
ter in marriage, though he never intendedany ſuch thing, and being non- 
ſuted at the firſt with a deniall, yet purſued he his counterfeit purpoſe 
with much carneſtres, and with ſolemne Oath proteſted his ſingular good 
affetion and love that he bore unto her 3 ſo that in the end the match was 
condeſcended unto by all parties, whereof the Parthian people were not 
a little glad, in hope of ſo durable a peace, which by this marriage was 
liketo be eſtabliſhed betwixt them. The King therefore with all his 
ſubje&s being ready toentertain this new Bridegroom, went out withone 
conſent to meet him inthe mid-way : their encounter was ina fair pains 
where the Parthians having ſent backetheir horſes, being unarmed, and

This wickeIwoman, through the meanes of Pope Adrian, took up 
the body of Con#antine Emperour of Conſtantinople, her owne husbands 
ther 3 and when ſhe had burned the ſame, ſhe cauſedthe aſhes to be caſt 
into the ſea, becaife he diſannulle4- images. Afrerward reigning with her 
ſon Con#antine the fixth,; ſon to Leo the fourth, and being at diſſention with 
him for difatlowing the worſhipping of images, cauſed him to be taken 
and laidin prifon : who afterward, through power of friends, being re- 
ſtored to his Empire again, at laſt ſhe cauſed the ſame her owne fonto be 
caſtin priſon, and his cyes to be put out ſo cruelly, that within ſhort ſpace 
hedied. After this; the ſaid Empereſle as it'weretriumpning in her cruel- 
ty and idolatry, cauſed/a Councell tobe held'at Nice, where it was decreed, 
That images ſhould"again be reſtored to the'Church :-but this Councell 
was after repealed by another Councell holden at Frankford by Cha?les the 


Great: and :t length this wicked woman was depoſed by Nicepherus (who 


reigned after) and was expulſed the Empire, and afterthe example of Edit 
burgaabove mentioned (being condignely puniſhed for her wickedneſſe) 
va her life in much penury andimiſery. 


_ :- AleximEmperonr of the Greekes dying, left behinde him a wicked $ebet.86.7. 
. and ctruellwoman, his late wife now widow. This- widow being exhorted 


by the Peeres of the Empire to a ſecond marriage, and to that end choice 
being offcred unto her of all the Nobility, to chuſe whom ſhe ſhould beſt 
affe&, notwithſtanding refuſed all : for ſhe was fo linked in familiarity 
with one of her owne houſhold called Grifs (who afterward when he came 


- tobe Emperour called himſclfe Emanuel). that for his loveſhe refuſed all 


other matches : with this Grefo this wicked woman entereth a ſecret and 
bloudy praiſe : ſhe conſulted with him) that he ſhould bring into the 
Court a number of his ſervants ſecretly armed; which comming in at di- 
vers times; and by divers wayes, to avoid ſuſpition, ſhe diſpoled in the 
houſe in ſecret places, to be ready at her callto execute her bloudy defigne- 
ment. This being thus plotted, ſhe called rogether. the Peeres of theEm- 

ire, and demandedof them, if they were content that ſhe ſhould chuſe ro 
bis husband whom ſhe pleaſed; and that they would acknowledge him for 
their Empetour whom ſhe ſhould chuſe ; when as the Noblemen hereunto 
coal T_ fu borny that ſhe would have choſen one fitting for her eſtate, 
ſhe preſently fa uted this Grifo, her old adulterous companion, for herhuſ- 
bd and Emperour, *agd commanded them All to fivear fealty unto him ; 
whicluwhen as they all utterly refuſed and diſdained, the wicked woman 
forthwith/called the bloudy troop prepared . for that purpoſe, and cauſed 
them alltobe murdered; not one eſcaping alive. Thus to farisfie herwic- 
ked luſt, ſhe ſpared not to ſpill the bloud of the moſt part of her Nobility 
aftet a moſt ſavage and-crnell mariner : and; indeed ſhe injoyed het defire, 
but behold che ilfe of it - from this time forward the raceof ConFantine 
ceaſed to (it inthe Imperiall throne, and nodoubt but:Gods vengeance alſo 
fellnpofi her and her wicked hiisband.

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thanthe wife of, the greateſt Prince in the World. Among many that 
were.{u iters unto her, there was one Ritigerw, a noble and mighty Prince 
of the Theutons 3 whoſe ſuit being not onely denied, but ſcornefully re- 
jected, and he notwithſtanding greatly inflamed with her love, went abour 
toenforce ber by ſtrength to his will : but ſhe as valiant as he, raiſeda 
great power to withſtand his violence : when the matter was ready tocome 
to deeiding by blowes , Ritigerw his army perce1vang the reſolution of 
Queen Yenda, and the danger and loſſe which was like to ariſe to them, and 
that upon ſo ſlight an occaſion, refuſed to fight : fo. that Ritigerus be- 
ing thus forſaken, for griefe and ſhame flew himſelte; and Queen Yendg 
returning to Cracovia, and there ſacrificing ty her gods for her good-ſuc- 
ceſſe; at laſt, leaſt her ſuccesfull government ſhould. be ftained with ſome 
diſaftrous misfortune, and fo her pride abated, to prevent this fear, deſpe- 
rately chrew her ſelfe from an high bridge into the River V iſtula, and there 
ended ber glorious and proud dayes with a fhametull and ignominious 
death.

Oh how mens mindes are blinded with over much proſperity | Heeſteem- 
ed himſelfe at that time to be higher in dignity than all othet, when he 
thus threw to wilde beaſts peopleof farre Conntries, and in the preſence 
of the people cauſed fo much bloud tobe ſhed : but not long after himſelfe 
was betrayed by the treachery of the Alexandrians, and {lainby abond- 
flave (a juſt quittance for murdering ſo many of that condition : ) thus 
much of Sezeca. Now it- is manifeſt that this was an ordinary paſtime 
among the Romans, albeit it is ſtrange, that any paſtime or pleaſure could 
ariſe by ſeeing poorCreatures interchangeably ſtrike one another to death, 
and humane bloudtorun like water along the ſtreets, 


Itwas not then without cauſe,but by a ſpeciall will of God to revenge Cu- Fler; 


elty,that the bondſlaves(conduGted bySpartacus the Fencer)rebelled againſt 


their maſters in Rome, after they had broken through the guards of Lex- 


tals his houſe, and ifluing out of Capua, gathered together above ten 
thouſand fighting men, and encamped themſelves in mount Veſuvius 
where being beſieged by Clod:us Glaber, they fallied fo rudely and boiſte- 
rouſly upon hint, that the viftory and ſpoil of theit eneniies tents remain- 
ed on their ſides : after this they ran over all the Land, forragedthe Coun- 
trey, and deſtroyed many Villages and Townes, but eſpecially theſe four, 
Nola, Nocera, Terrenevz, and Mctaponte, were by them ſacked and ſpoil- 
ed with a ſtrange and bloudy overthrow : after all which, bavitgencoun- 
tred two Conſuls, they overcame Lentulw on mount Appennine, and diſ- 
comfited Gaius C afizs near Modene * all which viRtories and lucky pro- 
ceedings did ſo embolgen and puffe up the courage of Captain Fezcer, that 
he determiried to give an alarmeto Rome, and to ley ſiege unto it : butthe 
Romanes preparing and dirc&ing all their Forces towithſtand their pja- 
ices,gave him and his crue ſo ſorea tepulſe,that fromRome they were fain 
to flie tothe uttermoſt parts of Iralie, and thete ſeeing themſelves pent. in 
onall fides, and driven to deep extremity, they gave ſo deſpetate an onſer 
on their enemies, thr both their Captain and they wete.all ſlain. And 
thus the Romans made jolly paſtirhe with their Fencers and bondflaves, 
and more (I thitike at this time) than they cither looked or wiſhed for : F.. 
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four hundred of them being taken by the bondmen, were enforced to ſhew 
them paſtime at the ſame game whereat-they: had oftentimes made them- 
ſelves merry at their coſts 3 and to kill one another, as they had before 
time cauſed them todo. 

How curious and deſirous the people of Rome- was wont to be of be- 
holding theſe bloudy and miſchievous games, Cornelius Tacitus inthe fourth 
book of his Annales declareth at large : where he reporteth, That inthe 
City of the Fidenates (in the twelfth year of the Raigneof Tiberims) the 
people being; gathered together to behold the Fencers prizes were fifty 
thouſand Eg. uth hurt and maimedat one time, by the Amphitheatre that 
fell upon them; a cruel! paſtime indeed, and a ſtrange accident, not com- 
ming by. adventure (as ſame ſuppoſe) but by the juſt vengeance of God, to 
ſuppreſle ſuch,pernitiqus and uncivill. ſports. The fame ſtory is regiſtred 
by Pawlas Oreſirs in his ſeventh book, with this adjeQtion, Thatat that time 


were ſlain more than twenty thouſand. perſons. 
©, L.cannot paſſe over in {alence two notable and memorable Hiſtories of 


two Lions, recorded by two famous Authours, Seneca the one, and <A#lus 
Gellis the other. The firft of whom reporteth, That he ſaw onthe Theatre 
2 Lion, who ſeeinga f{lave that ſometzmes had-been his keeper, throwhe 
among the beaſts to be1deyoured, acknowledged him, and defended him 
from their tecth, and would nat ſuffer any of them to do him hurt. The 
ſecond bringeth the reſtimony of one Appianw, that affirmeth himſelfe to 
have ſeen af Rome a Lion, :who for 91d acquaintance ſake which he had 
with a condemned ſervant, fawnedupon him, and cleared him in likeman= 
ner. from rhe = of theather beaſts. The Hiſtory was this: 

”. A cettainbond{lave too roughly handled by his maſter, forſook him, 
and fled away, and in,bis fight retiring into a defart, and not knowing bow 
to beſtow himſelfe, took.upa cave for his lodging, where he had not long 
abode, but a mighty Lion came halting to his den, with a ſoreand bloudy 


leg: thepoor ſlave all fargone at this-ſtrange and ugly ſight, looked every 


minute tobe devoured, but the Lion in another mood came fawningly and 
ſoftly towards him, as it he would complain unto him of his gricf : where- 
at (ſomewhat heartened) hc'bethought himſelfe to apply ſome medicine to 
his wound, andto binde,up the ſore as well as he bas. 3 which he had fo 
ſooner done, but the Lion made out: for his prey, and ere long returning, 
brought hometo his Hoſk and Chirurgion certain gobbets'of raw fleſh, 
which he halfe roaſting upona. rocke,by the Sun-beames, 1nade his gail 
fuſtenance,. for the time of his abode there : notwithſtanding at lenarh 
wearied witk.this old and favage life, and batingto abide long in that eſtate, 
he forſook the defart, and put himſelfe again to adventare : ;now it-chanced 
that he was taken by his old maſter, and. carried. from ' Zgypt toRomey to 
theend to beanaRor 19.thoſe beaſtly Tragoedies 3! but by chance his old 
patient the Lion (taken alſo fince his departure, being ready amongſt other 
beaſts to play bis part) knew:-him by and by, and ran unto him, fawping 
and making much of him, the people wondring at this ſtrange accident, 
after enquiry made of the cauſe thereof, gave him the Lion, and cauſed him 
to lead him ina ring through the City for a miracle : for indeed both this 
and the former deſerve, no; other name. Thus God- reproveth the ſavage 
inhumanity of men, by The example of the wilde and-fturious beaſts at 
whoſe rock poor ſervants found, more favour than at their maſters er” ; 
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Gods T wdgements. Oftoo much ſeverity. 


The Emperour Con##antine weighing the indignity of theſe and ſuch like 
paſtimes, and knowing how far they ought to, bebaniſhed from the ſociety 
of men, by a publike Edit aboliſhed all ſuch bloudy and monftrons ſpe- 
Qacles. In like manner theſe monomachies and fingle combates performed 
in places incloſed for the purpoſe, wherein one a the leaſt, it not both, 
muſt of neceſſity die, ought to be abrogated in a Chriſtian policy, as by 
the Laterane Councell it was well enadted, with this penalty, That whoſo- 
ever ſhould in that manner be ſlain, his body ſhould be deprived of Eccle- 
ſiafticall buriall : and truely moſt commonly it commethto paſſe, that 
they that preſume moſt upon their owne proweſle and ftrength, andare 
moſt forward in offering combar, either loſe their lives, or gain diſcredit, 
which is moze grievous than death.

EAZ@3& of his indignation. -Infomuch therefore as the Romans 
uſed ſuch rigour towards their ſervants, 'it came to- paſle by a juſt judge- 
ment of God, that they being Lords over all the World, werethree ſundry 
times driven by their ſervants into'great extremities. As firſtin Rome 
within thewals, at the ſame time when they alſo were troubled with the ſe- 
ditious fa&tions of their Tribunes. Secondly in Sicily,where they horribly 
, aid waſte the whole Countrey : the cauſe of which commotion was, be- 
cauſe the Romans had chained a multitude of ſlaves rogether, and in that 
orderſent them to manure and till the ground : for a certain Syrian firſt 
aſſembled two thouſand men of them that came next Hand, then breaking 
upthePriſons,multiplied his Army to fourty thoufand,and with rhem pul- 
led downe Caſtles, raſed up Townes, and deſtroyed every where: - Thethird 
undertaken by a Shepherd, who having killed his maſter, ſer at liberty all 
the bondmen, and prepared an Army 'of them, whetewith hefpoiled Ci- 
ties, Townes, Caſtles, anddiſcomfited the-Armies'of Servilim and Lucul- 
lus, who were Pretors at that time: 'but at laſt rhey-were deſtroyed and 
rootedout by little and little : and this good ſerviee'got the Romans ar 
their ſervants hands. LESS: 4 ne DO NINIOTSTT1 [ ; 

As every Nation hath his proper vertne and vice aſcribedtoir, fo the 
Spaniards for their part are fored 'fatnows for cruelty towards their ſub- 
je&s and vaſlals, infomuch rhat (as experience 1 many 'witnefferh) they 
are intolerable in'thar kinde': for which cauſe they have bornethe markes 
of Gods [uſtice, for their rigorous and barbarous handling of the poor 
Weſt-Indians z«vhom” they have brought fo that extremity” by poning 
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them to ſuch exceſſive travels in digging their mines of Gold (as namely in 
the iſland Hiſpagnola) that the moſt part by ſighes and teares with by death 
to end their miſeries : many (firſt killing their children) have deſperately 
hung themſelves on high trees 3 ſome have throwne themſelves head! 
from ſteep mountaines, and others caſt themſelves into the ſeato be rid of 
their troubles 3 but the Tyrans have never eſcaped ſcot-free, but came al- 
wayes to ſome miſerable end or other : for ſome of them were deſtroyed 
by the inhabitants, others {lew one another with their owne hands, pro- 
voked by inſatiable avarice : ſome have been drowned in the ſea, and others 
ſtarved 1n the Deſart 3 in'fine, few eſcaped unpuniſhed. 

Bombadills, one of the Governours of Hiſpagnola, after he had fivayed 
there awhile, and enriched himſelfe by the ſwear and road of the inhabi- 
tants, was called home again into Spain : whitherward ( according to 
the commandment received) as he imbarqued himſe lfe, ſhipping with him 
ſo much treaſure as in value mounted to more than an hundred and fi 
thouſand duckats, beſide many pieces and graines of Gold, which be car- 
ried to the Spaniſh Queen for a Preſent, whereof one weighed three thou- 
ſand duckats, there aroſe ſuch a horrible and outragious tempeſt inthe 
broad ſea, and beat fo violently againſt his ſhips, that four and twenty 
veſſels were ſhivered in picces,' and drowned at that blow : there periſhed 
Bombadilla himſelfe with moſt of his Captaines, and more than five hin- 
dred Spaniards, that thought to returne full rich into the Country, and be- 
came with all their treaſures a prey unto the fiſhes. 

In the year of our Lord 1 541. The eight day of September, there chan- 
ced in the City Guatimala (which lyeth inthe way from Nicaragna Veſt- 
ward)a ſtrange and admirable ju . Aﬀerthe deathof Alvarado, who 
ſubdued this province, and founded the City ; and was but a little before 
lain in fight, it rained fo ſtrangely and vehemently all this whole day and 
night, that of a ſudden ſo buge a _ and floud of waters overflowed the 
earth,ſtreaming from the bottom of the mountains into the lower grounds, 
with ſuch violence, that ſtones of incredible bigneſle were carried with it z 
whichtumbling ſtrongly downewards, bruiſed and burſt in pieces whatſo- 
ever was in their way. In the mean while there was heard inthe air fearfull 
criesand voices, and a blacke Cow was ſeen running up and downe in the 
midſt of the water, that did much hurt. The firſt houſe that was over- 
throwneby this tempeſt, was dead  Alvarads's, wherein his widow (a very 
-proud woman, that held the Government of the whole Province in her 
Fand, and had before deſpited God for her husbands death) was flainwith 
all her houſhold, and ina moment the Citie was either drowned or ſubverr- 
cd: there periſhed in this tempeſt of men and women ſixſcore perſons : 
but they that atthe beginning of the floud fled, faved their lives. The mor- 
row after the waters were ſurceaſed,'one might ſee the poor Spaniards lie 
along the fields, ſome maimed in their bodies, other with broken armes or 
legs, or otherwiſe miſerably wounded. And thus did God revenge the mon- 
ſtrous Spaniſh cruelties exerciſed upon thoſe poor people, whom inſtead 
of inticing by fair and gentle meanes to the knowledge of the true God 
and his Son Chriſt, they terrified by extraordinary tyranny (for ſuch isthe 
Spaniſh nature) making them thinke that Chriſtians were the cruelleſt and 
moſt wicked men of the earth. 


In the year of our Lord 1514. happened the horyble ſedition aud 
butchery 
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TEETER of the Croyſadoes i in Hungary : the ſtory i is this, There was a ge- 
nerall diſcontent amongſt the people, agairift'the King and chicteſtof tie 
Realme, becauſe they went not about to conquer thot: places again from 
the Turke which he held in - ungary, .Thereupon tbe Popes Legate 
publiſhed Pardons for all thoſe that wonld crofſe themſelves to goto war 
ag1inſt the Turke. VWhereupon ſuddenly there gathered together a wON- 
detfull cottiþany of thieves 'and robbers, from every cornerof "Hungary, 
who together with Freat tnultitudes' of the ' common people that were op- 
Red y the Itifolei y of the Nobility { (creatinig themſelves a Generall 
ironed amoft Orb pol aliwoft over all By ary 3 murdering all 
the Gentleth& 4h Biſhops they could meet withpll "the richeſt and rhoſe 
which were Hob Ikeſt Yeſtended, they etnpailed alive; This cruell rage con- 
titning, at laſt the Kits raiſed Forces againſt thetny and ere loggthey were 
debated it a &battle, by.tubwthe Gag Vayvod Styphen, who having cut 
the moſt of them in —_ s, took their Leaders; put themrodeath b 
ſuch ſtrange t5frnents as I have horrour to remember; for the General of 
this feditions'tt56p, callell Grorge, he cauſed to be Rript naked, and a

veine« tobe'o , and "made Liveatmw' his brother to drinke the bloud

CD T followeth by the order of our ſubje& now totouch

tery.: in whichwords, as alſo in many other Texts of 

| Scripture, Adultery is forbidden, and grievous threat- 
nings denounced againſt all thoſe that defile theit bo- 
'A dies-with filrhy and impure a&tions , eſtrange them- 
ſelves from God, and conjoyne themſelves to whores 

ue and ribauds. b | 
This ſin did the Iſraelites commit with the woman of Madian, by means 
whereof they were to follow {trange gods, and to fall into Gods heaviediſ- 
pleaſure, whoby acruell Plague deſtroyed 24000. of them for the ſame 
ſiri. And foraſmuch as-the Madianites (through the wicked and pernicious 
counſell of Balaam) did. lay this ſnare for them, andwere ſo villanous and 
ſhameleſſe, 25 to proſtitute and be Bauds to their owne wives ; therefore 
they were by. the expreſſe Commandement of God diſcomfited, their 


| Kings 'and-falſe prophets, with.all their menand women, except onely their 


tnpollited virgins that, had knowne no man, flain : and all their Cities and 
dwellings. burned and conſumed to. aſhes. : As.,every one ought to havere- 
gardand careto their honeſty, ſo maides eſpecially, whoſe whole credit and 
reputation hangeth thereupon ;,; for they that make no.accqunt thereof, but 
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venth, baſtard ſon. to Landp his predeceſſour, who by meanes of his Adul- 45 
terieswith Theodore, then Governeſſe of Rome, came by degrees tothe Pa- 
pacy 3 ſohe paſſed the bleſſed time of his holy Popefhip with thisvertu- 
ous Dame,to whom he ſerved inſtead of a common Horſe to fatisfie he&-in- 
ftiableand difordinate luſt : but the good and holy father was at laſt taken 
and caſtin priſon, and there ſmothered to death with a pillow. Benedid? the ,c, 
Eleventh,diningon a time withan Abbeſle,his familiar,was poyſoned with 
certain figs that he eat. C/ement the Fifth was reported to be a common 
Bawd and a protecour of whores : he went apart into Avignion, and there 
ſtayed of purpoſe to do nothing but whore-hunt : he died 1n great torment 
of thebloudy flax, pluriſie, andgricf of the ſtomacke. 

In our Engliſh Chronicles we reade of Sir Roger Mortimer Earl of 
March, in thetime of Edward the Third,who having ſecret familiarity with 
Iſabet; Edward the-Seconds wife, was not onely the cauſe to ſtir her upto 
make war'iagainſt her husband, but alſo when he was vanquiſhed by her,and 
depoſed from his Crowne, his young ſon being inftalled in his Throne, 

 canſed him moſt cruelly to be put'to death, by thruſting a hot ſpit into his 
body,'at his fandamenr. He-alſo procured the Earlz of Kent, the Kings 
uncle;to bearraigned and beheaded at. Wincheſter, forthat he withſtood 
the Queenes and his dealings, 'and would not- ſuffer them to do what they 
liſted. All theſe miſchiefes ſprung out from the filthy root ef Adultery. 
Bur the:juſt jadgement of God not permitting fuck odious crimes to 
unpuniſhed nor undetected, i To fell forthatthe Jength, rhar 7ſabel rhe old 
| Queetiwasdiſcovered-to be with childe by the ſaid AHortimer : whereof 
complaint being made tothe King, as alſo of the killingof King Edward 
his father, and'conſpiringand procuring the death of the Earle of Kent the 
Kingsuficley be was arteigned and'indicted, and by verdict found guilty, and 
ſuffereddeath accordingly like a Traitor, his head being exalted upon Lon- 
don-btidve; for-# fpe&tacle for all murdeters and adillterers ro behold;rhar 


they mightſeeand fear the heavy vengeance of God. WAY , 
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246 incontinuance of time it chanced that fitty-of the Lacedemonian'yirgins 
being come to thoſe ſolemne feaſts, were purſued by the Meſſeniatt pallants, 
to have their pleaſures of them: but they joyntly making reſiſtance, and 
fighting for their honeſties, ſtrove ſo long, not one yeelding themſelves a 
prey into their hands, till they all dicd : whereupon aroſe ſo long and miſe- 
rable a war, that all the Countrey of Meſlena was deſtroyed thereby.

hands, andtoreventge his injury': ſhe told him, that ſhe.knew wherea rich 

treaſure lay hid inadeep pit 3 whither when with greedinefſe of mob 
he haſtened, and ſtanding upon the brinke, priedand peered intotheBor- 
tomeof it, ſhethruſt himwithbothher "ol 1 into the hole,| and rumibled 
Hones after him; that he might never finde meanes to ovuic forth: for

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which fa& ſhe was brought before Alexander, to have juſtice ; FTER de- 


manding her what ſhe was, ſhe anſwered, that Theagenes, who led fhe The- 


bane Army againſt the Macedonians, was her brother. Alexander percei- 
ving the marvellous conſtancy of the woman, and knowing the cauſe of 
her accuſation tos be unjuſt, manumitted and ſet her free with her whole 
Family. | 
When Cn. Manlixs having conquered the Gallo-Grecians, pitched his 
Army againſt the Tectolages (people of Narbonia towards the Pyrene 
monntaines) amongſt other priſoners, a very fair woman, wife to 07g:agous 
Regulus, was in the cuſtody of a Centurion, that was both luſtfull and cove- + 
tous : this lecher tempted her firſt with fair perſwaſions, and ſeeing her 
uhwilling, compelled her with violenceto yeeld her body, as aflave to for- 
tune, foto infamy. and diſhonour : after. which a&, ſomewhat to mitigate 
the wrong, he gave her promiſe of releaſe and freedom, upon condition of 
a certain ſum of money 3 and to that purpoſe, ſent her ſervant that was 
captivewith herto her friends to purvey the fame : which he bringing, the 
Centurion alone, with the wronged Lady. met-.him at a place appointed, 
and whileſt he weighed the money, by ber counſell was murdered of het 
ſervants : ſo ſhe eſcaping, carried to her husband both-his money,. and 
threw at his feet the villaines head thathad ſpoiled her of: her chaſtity. - 
andrea King of Hungaty having undertaken the voyage into Syria fot 
the recovery of the Holy Land, together with many other Kings and Prin- 
ces; commuredthe charge of his Kingdom-and Family to one Bannebanreu, 
42wiſe and faithfull man, who difcharged his Office- as faithfully as he took 
it willingly upon him. Now the Queen had a brother called Gertrude, that 
cameto Sir and comfort his ſiſter in her: husbands abſence; and by that 
meanes ſojourntd wirh her a long time, even fo long, till he fell deadly'ih 
Jovewith Baznebanins Lady, 4 fair and verfuous woman; arid one that yes 
thought a 94 OrG} company with the Queen contihwally' : towhom 
when he had unfolded his ſuit, and received ſuch ſtedfaſt repulſe, thathe 
was without all hope of obtaining his deſire, he begantodroupand pine, 
untill'the Queen has fiſter perceiving his diſeaſe, found this perverſe remu- 
dy forthe cure; thereof; the would often give him oppotrunity of diſ- 
courſe, by withdrawing her ſelfe from them being alone, and many ritnes 
: dangetous places, of purpoſe that he might have 
his will of her, but ſhe would never conſent unto his luſt 3 and therefore at 
laft, whenhefaw no remedy, he conſtrained het by force, and made her ſub- 
Je&to his will againſt her will: which viledifgracetull indignity wheri ſhe 
had ſuffered, ſhe returned home fad and tnelancholy, and when ber husban 
would have embraced her, ſhe fled from him, asking him, 'if he would en 
brace 4 whores and'related untohim-ber whole abuſe, deſiring bimeither:

"he poſtertyto'rhe Colttt>and upbraigiet 
&h Queen'with'ber ungratefull: and abominabke treachery, runneth'her 
throughwith his/fword, anditaking her heart in his' hand,” proclairfieth 
openly; that itwas not a deediof inconfideration,” but of 'Judpernent;/ irrte- 
comhpenceof- the lofſe of -hig wives! Chaſtity ; forthwith 'heflieth towhrds 
the King his Lord, that now! was at'Conſtghrinopleytand deelatingro by 
his EQ, and-ſhewing-tohim his fyord beſineared With is en band, 
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ſubmitreth himſelfe to his ſentence, either of death in rigour, or pardon i, 
compaſſion : but the good King enquiring the truth of the cauſe, though 
grieved with the death of his wite, yet acquit him of the crime, and held 
him inas much honour and eſteem as ever he did 3 condemning alſo his 
wife as worthy of that which the had endured, for her unwomanlike and 
traiterous part. A rotable example of juſtice in him, and of puniſhment 
in her, that forgetting the law of womanhood and modeſty, made her ſelfe 
a Bawd unte ber brothers luſt : whoſe memory as it ſhall be odious and 
exccrable, ſo his juſtice deſerveth to be engraven in marble with characers 


of gold. 
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Equal tothis King in puniſhing a Rape, was Ochs the firſt : foras he yywcrancy, 
ſl 


paſſed through Italy withan Army, a certain woman caſt her ſelfe downe 
at his feet for juſtice againſta villain that had ſpoiled her of her chaſtity ; 
who deferring the execution of the law till his returne, becauſe his haſte 
was great, the woman asked, who ſhould then put him in mindethereof? 
he anſwered; This Church which thou ſeeſt ſhall be awitneſle betwixt mc 
and thee, that I will then revenge thy wrong. Now when he had made an 
end of this warfare, in his returne, as he beheld the Church, he called to 
minde the woman, and caufed her be fetched 3 who. falling downe before 
him, defired now pardon for him whom before ſhe bad accuſed, ſeeing he 
had now made her his wife, and redeemed his injury with ſufficient fati(ſ- 
faction : not ſoI ſwear (quoth 0r4o) your compaGting ſhall not infringe, 
or colludothe ſacred Law, but he ſhall die for his former fault, and fo he 
cauſed him to be put to death. A notable example for them, thar after they 
have committed flthinefſe with a maid, thinke it no fin, but competent 
amends, if they take her in marriage whom they abuſed before in forni- 
Cation. | 

Nothing inferiour to theſe in puniſhing this fin, was Goyzaga Duke of 
Ferrara, as by this Hiſtory following may appear. In tbe year 1547ca Ci- 
tizenof Comun was caft into Priſon upon an accuſation of murder, whom 
to deliver from the judgement of death, his wife wrought all meanes poſſi- 
ble : therefore comming to the Captain that held him Priſoner, ſhe ſued 
to him for ber husbands life ; who'upen condition of her yeelding to his 
luſt and payment of two. hundred Ducats, promilſed ſafe deliverance for 
him 3 the poor woman ſceing that nothing could redeem ber husbands life, 
but loſſe and ſhipwrackeof her owne honeſty, told her husband : who wil- 
led her to yeeld to the Captaines deſire, and not to pretermir ſo good an oc- 
caſion ; whedekace ſhe conſented : but after the pkeaſure paR, the traiterous 
and wicked Captain put her husband to death notwithſtanding : which in- 
jury when ſhe complained to Gevzdge Duke of Ferrara, he cauſed the Cap- 
eain firſt to reſtore backe her twohundred Ducats;with an addition of ſeven 
hnndred Crownes, and ſecondly to'marry her to his wife 3 ahd laſtly, when 
he hoped toenjoy her body,to be hanged for his treachery. Onoble juſtice, 
and comparableto the 'warthieſt deeds of Antiquity, and deſervingtobe 
held in perpetuall remembrance ! | | pt

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- As theſe before mentionedexcelled in: puniſhing this fin, ſothis fellow 7... ,;8 


following excelled in cotamitting it, andin being puniſhed for it'; his 
name is Nevelins Cararims, Lordof Pavie, a man of -note and credit un the 
World for hisgreatneſſe, but of infamy and diſcredit for his wickedneſſe. 
This man after many cruell myrders and bloudy practiſes, which he =; 
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Ciſed in every place where Fe came, fell at laſt intothis notorious and;ab- 
hominable crime 3 for lying at Vinceatia, he fell in love with a young maid 
of excellent beauty, but more excellent honeſty, an honeſt Citizens augh- 
ter, whom he commanded ber parents to ſend unto him, that he might have 
his pleaſure of her : but when they regarding their credit, and ſhe her cha- 
ſtity, more than the Tyrans command, refuſed to come, hetook her vio- 
lentlyout of their houſe, and conſtrained her body to his luſt ; and after, tg 
adde crue!ty to villany, chopped her into ſmall pieces, and ſent them to her 
parents in a basket for a preſent : wherewith her poor father aſtoniſhed 
carried it to the Senate, who ſent it to Venice, defiringthem to conſider the 
fact, and to revengethe cruelty. The Venetians undertaking their defence, 
made war upon the Tyran,and beſieging him in his owne City,took him ar 
laſt priſoner, and hanged him with his two ſons, Francs and William, 
Diocles, fon of Piſi#tratw, Tyran of Athens, for raviſhing a maid was 
ſlain by her brother 3 whoſe death when Hippias his brother undertook to 
revenge, and cauſed the maidens brother to be racked, that he might diſco- 
ver the other conſpiratours, he named all the Tyrans friends (which by 
commandment being put to death) the Tyran asked, whether there were 
any more? None but onely thy ſelfe (quoth he) whom I wouldwiſh next to 
be hanged 3 whereby it was perceived how abundantly he bad revenged his 
ſiſters chaſtity : by whoſe notable ſtomacke all the Athenians being put in 
een of their liberty, expelled their Tyran Hippias out of their 
ity - 
£2 und, a young Gentleman of Rome, raviſhed the chaſte Matron Pas- 
lina in this faſhion : when he perceived her reſolution not to yeeld unto his 
luſt, he perſwadedthe Prieſts of Iſis ro ſay, that they were warned by an 
Oracle, how that Anubias the god of Egypt, deſired the company of the 
ſaid Paulina : towhom the chaſte Marron gave light credence, both becauſe 
ſhethonght the Prieſts would not lie, and alſo becauſe it was accounted a 
reat renowne to have to dowitha god : and thus by this meanes was Pa- 
n4 abuſed by Mundus in the Temple of 1ſis, under the name of Anwbins, 
Which thing being after diſcloſed by undus himſelfe, he was thus juſtly 
revenged ; the Prieſts were put to:death, the Temple beaten downe to the 
ground,the Image of 1fis throwne intoTiber, and the young man banifhed. 
A principall occaſion of the Danes firſt arrivall here in England (which 
after conquered the whole Land, and exerciſed among the Inhabitants moſt 
horrible cruelties and outrages) was. a Rape committed by one Osbright a 
deputy King, under the King of the Weſt-Saxons inthe North part. Thjs 
05brizht upon a time journeying by the way, turned into the houſe of one 
of his Nobles called Br#er, who having a wife of great beauty (he bein 
from home) the King after dinner (atlured with: ker excellent beauty) t 
her to a ſecret Chamber, where he forcibly, contrary to ber will; raviſhed 
her : whereupon ſhe being greatly diſmayed and vexed, made her moneto 
her husband at his returne, of this violence: and injury received. 'The No- 
bleman forthwith ſtudying revenge, firſt wenttothe King, andrefigned to 
his handsall ſuch ſervices and poſſeſſions which he held of him, and then 
took ſhipping and failed into Denmarke, where he had great friends, and 
had his bringing up : there making his mone to Codrimw the King, deſired 
his aid in revenging of the great villany of Osbr2gbt againſt him and his 
wife. Codrinze glad to entertain any occaſionof quarre!l againſt this Land, 
boy preſently 
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reſently levied an Army, .and preparing all things for the ſame; ſengeth 25x 
forch Ingo and Hebbe,tho brethren, wich a mighty Army of metro a 
England 3' who firſt arrivingat Holderneſſe, burnt up the Countrey, and

Elerins, two Roman Knights, 
that died-in the very ation of filthineſle, is 
Holinſhed, In the Iriſh Hiſtory we finde recorded a notable judgement of God upon 
a notorious and cruell lecher, one 7#rgeſns, a Norwegian; who having 
twice invaded Ireland, reigned there as King for the ſpace of thirty yeares; 
This Tyran not onely cried havocke and ſpoil upon the whole Countrey, 
abuſing his victory very inſolently, but allo ſpared not to abuſe virgins and 
women at his pleaſure, to the fatisfying of his filthy luſt. ag hlilen 
Kingof Meth was in ſome truſt with the Tyran : his onely daughter Twr- 
geſms craved for his Concubine but he. having a ready wit, an watching 
his opportunity, ſeemed not onely not to deny his daughter, but to offer 
him the choice of many other his 'neeces and couſins, endowed (as he ſet 
them forth) with ſuch {ingular beauty, as they ſeemed rather Angels than 
'mortall Creatures. The Tyran as it were raviſhed, and doting in love with 
thoſe peerleſle pieces, could endureno _ but muſt needs poſſeſſe him- 
.ſelfe of theirbodies, and that very ſpeedily : to which Omalagblilen con- 
deſcending, attired bis danghtet in pruncelike apparell, and with her ſixteen 
roper young men, beautifull and amiable to behold; in like array, and fo 
- being ſent untothe I preſented unto himin his Privy Chamber, 
having none about him bur a few diflolute youthfull perſons : whereupon 
thoſe diſguiſed yoring ſtriplings drew forth from under their long wo- 
maniſh garments their-skenes, and valiantly beſtirring themſelves, firſt 
ſtabbed their weapons'points through the body of the Tyran, andthen ſer- 
_- 'ved all thoſe SR about him with the like ſauce, they making ſmall of 
no reſiſtance. And thus the abhominable lecher, :together with his rabble 
of filthy Pandars, received the duc reward of their ugly filthineſſe ; and 
by this meansthe Iriſh Nation was freed from the ſlavery of a cruell Tyran.

—_ _ he was (though married) tootoo much addiced. ' The like befell one Ber- 
ou traneFerricrat Barcelone in Spain, according to the: report 'of Pentenar, 
Falgeſlib.6: Jn like manner there was one Giachet Geneve of Saluces, a man that had 
4p.13 bothwifeandchildren of kis owne, of good yeares, 'well learned, and of 
pood eſteem amongſt his neighbour Citi ſens, that ſecretly haunted the 
company of a young woman ; with whom. being coupled one evening in 
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his ſtudy, he fdenly died : his wifkeand'childien ſeeing his longtariance, 
when time required togo to bed, called him, and: knocked at his door very 
hard, but when noanſwer was made; they broke open the doores that were 


2 lockedonthe inner ſide, and found him (to their great grief anddiſmay) 
lying uponthe woman ftarke'dead, and her dead alfo, _ 
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Claudits of Aﬀes, Counſellour of the Parliamentof Paris, (a man very 
evill-affeted toward the Profeſſours of the Goſpel) committed villany 
with one of his waiting-maids, inthevery midſt whereof he was'taken with 
an Apoplexy, which immediately after made an end of him. 

Not long ſtncey here in our! owne Countrey, a Noblemans ſervant of 
good credit and place with bis maſter, having familiarity with another 
mans wife, as he was about to commit villany with her in a chamber, he 

fell downe ſtarkedead-with his hoſe about his heeles : which being heard 
(by reaſon of the noiſe his fall made) of thoſe which were inthe lower 
room, they all ran »p;haſtily, and caſily perceived both the villany hewentr 
. about, and the hoxrible judgement of God upon him for the ſame. This 
happened in Northamptonſhire, as it was teſtified by very godly, boneft, 
and ſufficient witneſles. 
| Anotbet in Hertfordfhire about Barkway, having the company of a 
harlot ina Wood, was alſo ſurpriſed by the ju tof God, and ſtrucke 
| dead as:it. ſeemed. in the very commitrtall of that filthy a& : his name I 
conceal, as alſo of the former, that none might thinkethemſelves diſgraced 
thereby; but all learne to fear the wrath of God, and tremblear his judge- 
 Weteade alſo of a Chirurgeon, who diſdaining his honeſt wife, had 
}abandpned himſelfe to a ſtrumpet 3 and going on a time to horſebacke, and 
asked by his wife whither he went, he anſwered ſcornefully, To the Stewes, 
going-indeed preſently to his Adultereſfe. Afﬀer a while he returnethto 
orſe, anoffering to manage his round, the horſe leapes and bounds extra- 
ordinarily, and caſts this wretched man out of the ſaddle, in ſuch ſort, as 
ene of his feet hung in the bridle. The horſe being hot,' ran fo furiouſly 
uponthe ſtones, as he beat out his braines, and- neverngiyyed untill he came 
before the Stues, where this miſerable man remained dead upon the place.

The Spaniards in the Weſt-Indies going to ſeek gold near unto the gulfe zuz, 
of Uruba, their Captain, called Horeds, carried away the daughter of the Gemare, 


Cacique or Lordof the place priſoner, and abuſed her as his Concubine : 
the Cacique ſoon after came tothe Captain, making ſhew that he came to 
redeemhis daughter,but being come into his preſence, he reproached him

But this villanous Captain eſcaped not theat- 
row of Gods wrath: for he was drivento retire out of that Countrey into 
Hiſpaniola, where he diedof his wonnd within few dayes after in extreme 
Paines : all his company being imbarqued to Spain-ward, were driven 
backe by the winde, and after infinite toiles, ſome of them were ſlain by 
the Indians, and the reſt died miſerably of divers. Diſeaſes : and this was 
the fruit of that;Adultery.

in ſo bad a place) as well for common Adultery, as unnaturall Sodomy, to 
be exerciſed in, He uſed (as Heliog abalws was wont to do)to maintainwhole 
beards of whores, with whom he participated his friends and ſervants as 
they ſtood in nced, and by Adulteries reared yearly great revenues ifiro his 
purſe, Balews ſaith, That at this day every whore 1n Rome payes tribute to 
the Pope, a Tulle 3 which amounted then to twenty thouſand Ducats by the 
year at leaſt z but now the number is ſo encreaſed, that it ariſeth to fourty 
thouſand. I thinke there is none porn, how Pope Pen! the third had by 
computation five and fourty thouſand whares and curtezans, that paid him 
a monethly tribute for their whoredomes :. and thns alſo this holy Father 
was a proteQour and upholder of the Stues, and deſerved by his villanous 
behaviour (for he was one of the lewdeft Adulterers of that time) to bear 
the name of the maſter anderefour of theſe filthy places : and hereinboth 
he and the reſt of that crue have fhewed themſelves enemies to God, and 
true Antichriſts indeed, and have not'onely imitated, but far ſurpaſſed 
ſhameleſſe and wicked Caliguls in all filrhy and monſtrous dealings. Thou

d 24 Ecing that oftentimes it falleth out, that thoſewhich jn 
2A@, ſhew ſeem moſt honeſt, thinke it a thing lawfull to con- 
- verſe together as man and wife by ſome ſecret and pri- 
& vate contra, without making account of the publike 
celebration of Marriage as neceflary , but for ſome 
worldly reſpects, according as their fooliſh and difor- 

PAT = 2 linate affetions miſperſwadeth them , to diſpence 

therewith : It ſhall not be impertinent as we go,. togive warning how un- 
lawfull all ſuch converſation is, and how contrary togood manners, and to 
the laudable caſtomes of all civill and well governed people. For it is fo 
far from deſervingthe name of Marriage, that on the other ſide it can be 
nothing but plain whoredom and fornication : the which name and title 
Tertsll;angiveth toall ſecret and:privy meeting which have not been allow- 
edof, received, and bleſſed by the Churchof God. Again, beſides the evill 
examples which is exhibited, there is this miſchief moreover, that the 
children of ſucha bed cannot be eſteemed legitimate, yea God himſelfe ac- 
curſeth ſuch lawleſſe familiarity, as the miſchiefes that ariſe therefrom do 
declare, whereof this one example which we alledge fhall ſerve for ſuffici- 
ent proof, | | | 
In the reigne of Lews the Ninth, King of France, and 7#/7w the Second, 
Pope of Rome, there was a Gentleman of Naples called 4ntonio Bologne, 
that had been Governour of Fredericke of Arragons houſe, when he was 
King of Naples, and had the ſame Office under the Ducheſle of Malk after 
the was widow 3 with whom in-protra@ of time hegrew to have ſuch ſecret 
and privie acquaintance (albeit ſhe was a princeſle and he her ſervant) thar 
he enjoyeed her as his owne wife. And thus they converſed ſeeretly together 
under the colour of Marriage accorded betwixt them, the ſpace of certain 
yeares, untill ſhe had bore unto him three children : by which meanes their 
proven dealings which they ſo much defired to fmother and keep cloſe, 
urſt our and bewrayed it ſelfe. The matter being come to her brothers 
eares, they took it {o to the heart, that they could not reſt untill they had 
revenged the vile injury and diſhonour which they pretended te have been' 
done to them and their whole houſe, equally by them both. Therefore 
when they had chaſed them firſt from Ancona, whither in hope of quiet- 
nefle they had fled out of Naples, they drave them alſo out of Tuſcane: 
who ſeeing themſelves ſo hotly purſued on every fide, reſolved to make to-. 
wards Venice, thinking there to-finde ſome ſafety: But in the midway ſhe! 
was overtaken, and brought backe to Naples, where in ſhort ſpace ſhe mi- 
ſerably ended her life : for her brothers Guard ſtrangled her todeath, to-- 
gether with her chambermaid, who had ſerved im' ſtead of aBaudto them ; 
and her poor infants which ſhe had by the ſaid Bologne. But he by the good- 
neſſeof his horſe eſcaping, took his flight to Milan, where he ſojourned 
quietly a long while, untill at the inſtant purſuit of one of her brothers, 
the 
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the Cardigall of Arragon, he was ſlain in the open ſiteers, when be leaſt 257 
miſtruſtady preſent danger. And this was a true Cardinall like exploit 
indeed, repreſenting that mildeneſſe, mercifulnefle, and good nature which 
is ſorequired of every Chriſtian, in traiterouſly murdering a man fo many 
yeares after the firſt rancour' was conceived, that might well in halfe that 
ſpace have been digeſted, in foſtering hatred ſo long in his cruell heart, and 
waging ruffians and murderers ro commit ſo monſtrous an a& : wherein al- 
beit the Catdinals crnelty was moſt famous, as alſo in putting todeaththe 
poor infants, yet Gods juſtice bare the ſway, that uſed him as an inſtru- 
ment to puniſh'thoſe who under the vail of ſecret Marriage thought it law- 
full for them to commit'any villany. And thus God bulteth ſometime the 
moſt wicked about his will, and maketh the rage and fury of the Devill 
kitnſclfe ſerve for meanes to bring to paſſe his fearfull judgements. - - -

reaſon, goeth about to conſtrain and interrupt the law of nature. The 
chiefeſt thing rhat is required in Marriage, is the conſent of parties, as 
wellof themſelvesthataretobe joyned together,as of cachoftheur parents ; 
the contrary whereof is conſtraint,wherecither party is forced: as it hapned 
to thoſe two hundred maids which the Benjamites took by force and vio- 
lence to betheir waves. 

This was a reproach to Romwlw the firſt King of Rome, when he raviſh- 
ed the Sabine virgins that came to ſee their ſports, which was cauſe of 
great war betwixt them, Moreover beſides the mutuall joint of love which 
ought to be betwixt man and wife, it is neceſlary that they that marry do 
marry in the Lord, to ſerve him in greater purity, and with lefle diſtur- 
bance 3 which cannot be if a Chriſtian marry an Infidel), for the great dif- 
ficulties and hinderances that uſually ſpring from ſuch a root. Therefore 
it was {traitly forbidden the people of God to contract Marriages with 
Kolaters 3 yea, andthe holy Patriarchs before any ſuch law was Iver had 
carefully great regard (in the Marriages of their children) tothis thing, 
as the example of Abraham doth ſufficiently declare. Therefore they that 
have any mannerof government and authority over unmarried folkes, whe- 
ther they be fathers, morthers, kinſinen, or Tutors, ought to have eſpeciall 
care and regard thereof. Yea, Chriſtian Princes and Lords, or Rulers of 
Common-wealths, ſhould not in this reſpect be ſo ſupine and negligent in 
the performance of their Offices, as once to permit and ſuffer this amongſt 
them, which is ſo dire@ly contrary to the Word'of God, but ratherby 
eſpeciall charge forbid it, rothe end that both-their. Layes might be con- 
formable,and inevery reſpe& agreeable to the holy Ordinance 0 3 and 
that the way might be Kopped to thoſe miſchiefes which were likely toariſe 
from fuch 2 jon why cog, eo what reaſon is it that a young maid 
baptiſed and brought up inthe Church of Chriſt, ſhould be given in marri- 

etoaworſhipper of Images and Idols;and ſent tg {uchaCountrey where 
= worſhip of God is not ſo much as once thought-upon ? Is not this to 
. pluckea ſoul out of the Houſe of God,and thruſt it\into the houſe of the de- 
vill? out of Heaven,into Hell? than which,what greater apoſtaſie or falling 
from-God can therebe > whereof all they are guilty, that'either make up 
ſuch Marriages 3 or give their good will or conſent to them, 'or donot hin- 
der the cauſe and, proceedings of them, it any manner of way they can. 
Now that this confuſion and mixture of Religion in Marriages is unplea- 
fant and noyſom ta God, it manifeſtly appeareth Gen.6. where it is ſaid, 
that becauſe the ſonnes of God (to wit, thoſe whom God had ſeparated for 
himſelfe from the beginning of the world to be his peculiar ones,) were ſo 
evill adviſed, as tobe allured with the beauties of the daughters of men, 

(towit, of thoſe which were not choſen of God to; be his people 3. andto 
marry with them, corrupting themſelves by this contagious acquaintance 
of prophane people, with whom they ſhould have had nothing to do) that 
thereſpre God was incenſed againſtthem, and reſolved ſimply to.revenge 
the wickedneſle of ;each party without reſpeR. Beſide, the monſtrous fruits 
of thoſe prophane Marriages, do ſufficiently declare their odiouſneſle in 
Gods ſight: for fromrhem aroſe gyants of ſtrengthand ſtature; exceeding 
the proportion of men, who by their. ngepelle did much wrong and vio- 
lence in the world, andgained fearful and terrible names tothemlelves : 
but.God'(provoked by their oppreffions) drowned their tyrannies inthe 
Floud, and made an end of the world for their ſakes. | In

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Inthetime of the Judges in I{racl, the Ifraclites were chaſtiſed by the: 259 
handof God for this fame fault 3 for they tooke to wives the daughters of 
the uncircumciſed, and gave them their daughters alto. In like ſort framed Judges 3. 
they themſelves by this meanes to their corrupt manners and ſuperſtitions, 
od; to the ſervice of their Idolatrous gods: but the Lord: of heaven raigned 
downe anger upon their heads, and made them fubjeA to a ſtranget; the 
King of Meſopotamia, whom they ſerved the ſpace ofeight yeares. - 

Lookewhat hapnedto King Selomen for giving his heart to ſtrange wo- : Kings 11: 
men that were not of the houſhold of Gods people : he that before was re- 
pleniſhed with ſuch admirable wiſdome , that he was the wonder of the 
world, was in his oldeage deprived thereof, and befotred with a kinde of 
dulneſſe of underſtanding, and led afide from the true knowledge of God to 
ſerve Idols, and to buildthem Altars and Chappels for their worſhip; and 
allthis to pleaſe forſooth his wives humours , whoſe acquaintance was the 
chieſe cauſe of his miſery and Apoſtaſie. =

Cambyſes King of Media and Perſia, married his owne ſifter, 
but it was not long ere he put herto death : a juſt proofe of an unjuſt and 
accurſed marriage. Many others there were in protra& of time,that in their 
inſatiable luſts ; aa themſelves no lefſe unſtaied and unbridled in-rheir 
lawleſſe affe&tions then he : One of which was Antigonu King of Judea, 7eeph. antie. 
ſonof Heredes, ſirnamed Great, who bluſhed not to marry his ſiſter , the 5-17.cap.15« 
late wife of his deceaſed brother _,lexander , by whom ſhe had borne two 
children : but for this anddivers other his good deeds, he Joſt not only his 
goods (which were confiſcated) but was himſelfe alſo baniſhed out of his 
conntrey intoa forraine place, from Judea to Vienna, in France. 

Herod alſo the Tetrarch was ſo impudent and ſhamelefle, that he tooke The gime, 
from his brother Philip his wife Herodies, and eſpouſed her unto himſelfe : {5.:8.cep.3- 
which ſhameleſſe and inceſtuous deed Toby Baptiſt reproving in him, told 
him plainly how unlawfull it was for him to poſleſſe his brothers wiſe: but 
the puniſhment which befell him for this; and many other his fins;we bave 
heard inthe former booke, and need not here to be repeated. - 

Anton. Caracaliatooke to wife his mother in law, allured thercunto by 
her faire enticements : whoſe wretched and miſerable end hath already been 
touched inthe former booke. | 

The Emperour Heracliw, after the deceaſe of his firſt wife , married his

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260 Owneneece the daughter of his brother: which turned mightily to his un- 


doing 3 for beſides thar, that under his raigne, andas it were by his occaſi- 
pry Saracens -entred the borders of Chriſtendome, and ſpoiled andde# 


ſtroyed his dominions under his noſe, tb his foule and utter diſgrace, he yas 


over and above:ſmitten corporally with ſo grievous and irkſome adiſeaſe of 
dropſie, that he.dyed thereof, rl REY 
hus many menirun ryot, by aſſuming to themſelves too much liberty, 
and breake the bounds of civill honeſty required in all Contracts, and too 
audaciouſly ſetthemſelves againſt the commandement of God,which obght 
to be of ſuch authority with all men , that none (be they never fo great) 
ſhould dare toderogate one jot from them,unleſle chey meant wholly ro op- 
poſe themſelyes as profeſt enemies to God himſelfe; and to turne all the 
order ofthings into confuſion. All which notwithſtanding, ſome of 
the Romiſh Popes have preſumed to encroach upon Gods right, and todif- 
anull by their fooliſh decrees the lawes of the Almighty : As Alexander the 
ſixth did, who by his Bull approvedthe inceſtuous marriage of Ferdinand 


King of Naples with his owne Aunt his father A!phonſus iſter by the fathers 


{ide : which otherwiſe (faith Cardinall Bembw)bad been againit all law and 
equity, and in no caſe to be tollerated and borne withall. 

Henry the ſeventh, King of England, after the death of his eldeft ſon 4r- 
thar, cauſed (by the ſpeciall diſpenſation of Pope I»lizms)his next ſon named 
Henry, to take to wife his brothers widdow called Katherine, daughter to 
Ferdinando King of Spaine, for the deſire he had to have this Spanith affini- 
ty continued: who ſucceeding his father inthe Crowne, aſter continuance 
of time, beganto adviſe himſelfe,and to conſult whether this marriage with 
his brothers wifewere lawfull. or no; and found it by conference both of 
toly and prophane lawes utterly unlawfull : whereupon he ſent certaine Bi- 
ſhops to the Queene to give her to know, That the Popes diſpenſation was 
altogether unjuſt, and ot noneeffedt ro priviledge ſuchan a& : towhom ſhe 
anſwered, That it was too lateto call.in queſtion the Popes Bull which fo 
long time they had allowedof. Thetwo Cardinals that were in Commiſſi-- 
on =o the Pope to decide the controverfie, and to award judgement upon 
the matter, were once upon/point to conclude the decree which the King de- 
fired, had not the Pope 1mpeached their determination in regard of the 
Emperour Charles, nephew tothe ſaid Queene, whom he was loath to dif. 

leaſe: whereforethe King ſeeing humſelfe fruſtrate of his purpoſe in this 
halfe, ſent into divers Countries to know the judgement of all the learned 
Divines concerning the matter in controverſie, who (eſpecially rhoſe that 
dwelt not far off ) ſcemedto allow and approve the divorce : Thereupon he 
reſolved (rejefting hisolde wife) to take him to a new, and to marrie (as Fe 
did) Arne of Bulloine one of the Queenes maides of honour , a woman of 


, moſt rare andexcellent beauty. Now as touching his firſt marriage with 


his brothers wife, how unfortunate it was in it owne nature, and how unjuſt- 
ly diſpenſed withall by the Pope, we ſhall anon ſee by thoſe heavy, ſorrow- 
full, and troubleſomeevents and iſſues which immediatly followed in the 
neck thereof. 
And firſt and formoſt of the evill fare of the Cardinall of Yorke, with 
whom the King being highly diſpleaſed for thatat his inſtance and requeſt, 
the Pope had oppoſed himſelfe to this marriage, requited him (and not un- 
deſervedly) onthis manner : firſt he depoſed him from the office of the 


Chancel- 
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Chancellorſhip : ſecondly, deprived him of two of his three biſhoprickes 264 
which be held : and laſtly, ſent him packing to his owne houſe,as one whom | 
he never purpoſed moreto ſee : yet afterward being advertiſed of certaine 
inſolent and threatning ſpeeches which he uſed againſt him , he ſent againe 

for him : but he not daring to refuſe to come at his call, dyed in the way 

with meere griefe and deſpight. The Pope gave his definitiveſentence 
againſtthis act, and favoured the cauſe of the divorced Ladie : but what 
g2ined he by it, fave only that the King, offended with him, reje&ed him 

and all his trumpery, retained his yearely tribute levied out of this Realm, 

and converted it to another uſe : and this was the recompence of his good- 

ly diſpenſation with an inceftuous marriage : whereinalthough, to ſpeake 

truly and properly, he loſt nothing of his owne, yet it wasa deep check and 

no ſhallow loſſe to him and his ſucceflors, to be deprived of fo goodly a re- 

venue, and ſo great authority in this Realme, as he then was.

foiſteth in ads ſeed (even his enemies brats) in ſtead of his owne,not on- 

ly to be fathered, but alſo to be brought up and maintained by him, and in 

time to be made inheritors of his poſſeſſions : which thing being once 

krowne, muſt needes ſtir up coales to ſet anger on fire,and Foe Jeter much 

miſchiefe : and albeit that the poore infants are innocent and guiltleſſe of 

the crime , yet doth the puniſhment and ignominie thereof redound to 

them, becauſe rhey cannot be reputed as legitimate, but are even marked 

with the black coale of baſtardy whileſt they live: ſo grievous is the guilt of 

this ſin, and uneaſie to be removed. For this cauſe the very Heathen not on- 

ly reproved adultery evermore, but alſo by authority of law prohibited it, 

and allotted to death the offenders therein. 

4bimelech King of the Philiſtims, a man without circumciſion , and Gen.z6. 

therefqre without the covenant , knowing by the light: of nature (for hee 

knew not the law of God) how ſacred and inviolable the knot of marriage 

ought to be, expreſly forbad all his people from doing any injury to Iſaac 

in regard of his wife, and from touching her diſhoneſtly upon paine of 

death. Out of the ſame fountaine ſprang the words of queene Hecabain Ex- 

ripides, ſpeaking to Menelaw touching Helen, when ſhe admoniſhed him ro 
ena this law, That every woman which ſhould betray her husbands cre- 

dit, and her owne chaſtity to another man, ſhould die the death. 

In olde time the Agyptians uſed to puniſh adultery on this' ſort; the Dieder. 
man with a thouſand jerkes with a reed, and the woman with curting off - 
ber noſe, but he that forced a free woman to his luſt, had his privy mem-

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bers cut off, By the law of /#4a, adulterers were without difterenceadjudg- 
ed to death, inſomuch that I#/;#s CA#tonius, a man of great parentage and 
reputation among, the Romanes, whoſe ſonwas nephew to Auguſtus ſiſter 
(as Cornelins Tacitmy reporteth) was for this crime executed to death, Ay- 
relianus the Emperour did {o hateand deteſt this vice, that to the end to 
ſcare and terrific his ſouidiers from the like offence, he puniſhed a ſouldier 
which had committed adultery with his hoſtefſe. in moſt ſevere manner, 
even by caufing him to be tyed by both his feet to two trees bent downe to 
the earth with force, which being let goe,returningto their courſe,rent him 
cruelly in pieces, the one halfe of his body hanging on the one tree, and the 
other onthe other. Yeaand at this day among(t the very Turkes and Tarta- 


_ rians, this fin is ſharply puniſhed. Sothat we ought not wonder that the

Lord ſhould ordaine death for the Adulterer. If a man (faith the law) lic 
with another mans wite, it (I ſay) he commit adultery with his neighbours 
wife; the Adulterer and the Adultereſle ſhall die.the death. And in ano- 
ther place, Ifa man be tound lying with a woman married to a man, they 
ſhall diebothtwaine 3 to wit, the man that lay with the wife, and the wife, 
that thou maieſt put away evill from IKrael. Yea, and before Moſes time al- 
ſo, it was a cuſtome to burne the Adulterers with fire, as it appeareth by 
the ſentence of 1a4a (one of the twelve Patriarchs) upon Thamar his daugh. 
ter in law, becauſe he ſuppoſed her to have played the whore. Beſide allthis, 
to the end. this ſin might not be ſhuffled up and kept cloſe, there was a 
meanes given, whereby if a man did but {ſuſpect his wife for this fin, op 
ſhecould by,no wit ec prooks beconvinced, her wickedneſle notwith+ 
ſtanding moſt ſtrangely andextraordinarily might be diſcovered, And it 
was this : The woman publikely at her husbands ſuit called in queſtion be 
fore the Prieſt, who was to give judgement of her-after divers - ceremonies 
and circumſances performed, and bitter curſes pronounced by kim, hee 
belly would burſt,and her thigh would rot, if ſhe were guilty,and ſhe ſhould 
be a curſe amongſt the people for her fin ; but if ſhe was free, no evill 
would come unto her. Thus it pleaſed God to make knowne, that the fil- 
thineſſe ofthoſe that are polluted with this fin, ſhould not be hid. This 
may more clearely appeare by the example ofthe Levites wife, of whom it 
is ſpoken in the 19, 26, and 21. Chapters of 1udges, who having forſaken 
her husbatdto play the whore, certaine moneths after he had. agiine recei- 
ved hertobe his wite, fhe was given over againſt her will to the villanous 
and monſtrous luſts of the molt wicked and perverle Gibeonites, that fo 
abuſed her for the ſpace of a whole night together, that in the morning ſhe 
was found dead upon the threſhold : which thing turned to a great deſtru- 


_ Rionandoverthrow in [irael 3 for the Levite, when he arole; and found his 


wite newly deadat the dore of his lodging, he cut and diſmembred her body 
into twelve pieces, and {ent them into all rhe countries of Iſrael , to eve 
tribe one, to givethem tounderſtand, how vile and monſtrous an injuric 
was done unto him : wherenpon the whole nation aflemblingand conſulring 
ther, when they ſaw how the Benjamites (in whoſe tribe this monſtrous 
villany was committed) make no reckoning of ſeeing pnniſhment executed 


, uponthoſe execrable wretches, they tooke armes ain{t them, and made 


them 5 wherein though at the firſt conflit they loſt to the num- 
forty thouſand men, yet afterward they diſcomfited and overthrew 


the Benjamites, and flew of them 2 5000. rafing and burning —_— bo 
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City Gabea ( wherethe ſinne was committed ) with all the reſt of the Ci- 126; 
ties of that T1ibe , in ſuch ſort that there remained alive; bur fix hiindred 
perſons , that ſaved their lives by flying into the defart , and there hid 
themſelves foure moneths , untill ſuch rime as the Iſraelites taking pitty 
of the, leſt they ſhould utterly be brought to nought; gave them towwite 
(tothe end torepeople them againe) foure hundred virgins of the inha- 
bitants of Jabes Gilead, reſerved out of that flaughter of thoſe people, 
wherein man, woman, and childe; were put! to the ſword , for nut com- 
ming forth to take part with their btethren inthat late warre. And foraſ 
much as yet there remained two hundred of them unproyided for, the An- 
tients of Iſrael gavethem liberty to take by force two hundred of the daugh- 
ters of their people : which could not be but great injury and vexation 
unto their parents , to be thus robbed of their daughters, and to ſet them 
married at all adventures , without their conſent or liking. Theſe were 
the miſchicfes which iflued and ſprang from thar'vile and abominable a- 

- dult.ry of the wicked Gibeonites with the Levites wife , whoſe firſt vo- 
luntary ſinne was in like manneralſo moſt; juſtly- puniſhed by this ſecond 
rape : and this is nonew practiſe of oar moſt juſt' God, to puniſh one one Gn puni:

poſe himſelfe to Maximwe in his defence , ſave one of his:Eunuchs, who 
ſtepping betwixtto fave his life , loſt his owne : and the amagement of 
thewhole City with this ſudden accident was fo great , that Maxim ha- 
ving revenged himſelfe thus upon the Emperour, without much adoe not 
only ſeiſed upon the Empire , but allo upon the Empreſle Eudoxia, and 
that againſt her will, to be his wife (for his owne dyed but a little before : ) 
Now the Empreſle, not able to endure 1o vile an indignity (being above 
meaſurepaſſionate with griefe and defire of revenge) conſpired his deftru- 
Aion onthis manner : She ſent ſecretly into Africa to folicite and requeſt 
moſt inſtantly Genſericus King of the Vandales, by. prayers mingled with 
preſents, to come to deliver her and the City of Rome trom the cruel! ty- 
Tranny of Maximw , and to revenge the thrice unjuſt murder of herhuC. 
band Y alentinian 3 adding moreover, that he was bound to doe no lefle, : in 
conſideration of the league of friendſhip which by oath was confirmed 
betwixrt them. Genſericu well pleaſed withthele newes, laid hold upon 
the offered occaſion, which long time hee had more wiſhed than hoped 
for , and forthwith ( being already tickled with hope of a great and ineſti- 
mable booty ) rigged his ſhips and made ready his armie by Sea, 
Jlanching forth with three, hundred thouſand men , Vandales and 
- Moores , and with. this huge flecte made ſtraight for Rome. 244- 
ximus meane while miſtruſting no ſuch matter, eſpecially from thoſe 
parts, ,was fore affrighted at the; ſudden brute of their comming 3 
and not. yet underſtanding. the full effet of the matter , perceiving 
the whole Citty to bee in diſmay , and that not only the common 
people, but alſo the Nobilitie had for feare forſaken their houſes , 
and fled to the Mountaines or Forreſts. for ſafery : hee I fay de- 
ſtitute of ſuccour , . tooke himſelfe alſo to his heeles, as his ſureſt 
refuge 3 but all could not ſerve to rid him from the juſt vengeance of 
acaulas. God prepared for him, for the murders which hee had beene cauſe 
lih,25649-8: of : for certaine Senatours of Rome., his private and ſecret foes, 
finding him alone in the way of his flight , and remembring their o1de 
quarrels, fellupon him ſuddenly and felled him downe with ſtones, and af- 
ter mangled him in pieces, and threw his body into 'Tiber. Three dayes 
after arrived Genſericu with all his forces; and entering Rome, found it 
naked of all defence, and left to his owne will and. diſcretion : where (al- 
beit he profeſſed himſelfeto be a Chriſtian) yet he ſhewed more pride and 
cruelty, and leſle pitry than either Attila or AHaricus, two heathen Kings : 
For having givenhis ſouldiers the pillage of the City,they not only ſpoiled 
all private houſes, but alſo the Temples arid Monaſteries in moſt cruell and 
riotous manner, All the beſt and beautifulleſi things of the City they took 
away, and carried 2 huge multitude of people priſoners to Aﬀeica,amongſt 
the which was Exdexia the Empreſle (with her twodaughters Zudocia and ' 
Placidia) whowas the cauſe of all this calamity ; but her trechery ſaved not 
Treaſon, her ſelf nor them from thraldome. And thus was Rome ſacked and deſtroyed 
b$6.2.cap-3.- more thanever-it was before 3 inſornch,that the Romane Empire could ne- 
| ver after recover it ſelfe, but decayed every day, and.grew worſe and _ 
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| Theſe werethe calamities which the adultery of Yalentmion brought upon 26x '

good a rte : forthe King as ſoone as he ſmelt out the hatnt of their uncha- 
ſtity, cauſed themtobe apprehended and impriſoned preſently : howbeir 
one of them (namely, the Countefle of Poitiers ) her innocency being 
knowne, was ſet at liberty, and the other two (to wit , the Queen of Na- 
varre, and the wifeol T9hn de le March) being found guilty by proofe,were 
adjudgedto perpetuall impriſonment : and the Adulterers (two brethren 
of the countrey of Anjou)withwhom theſe Ladies had often lyen,were firſt 
cruelly flaine, and after hanged.

the Lord of Carouge, came upon aday when he knew her husband to bee 
from home, to her houſe ; and faining as ifhe had foe ſecret meſſage ro

entred with her all alone into a moſt ſecret chamber, where as ſoone as he 
had gotten her, he lockedthe doare,and throwing himſelfc upon her, forced 
ber umto his luſt, and afterward ſaved himſelfe by ſpeedy flight. Her huſ- 
' band at his returne underſtanding rhe injury and wrong which was done 
himby this vile myſcreant, ſought firſt torevenge himſelfe by juſtice , and 
therefore put his cauſe to be heard by the Parliament of Paris 3 where be- 
 ingdebated, it couldnot well be decided, becauſe he wanted witneſſes to 
convincethe crime, except his ownewives words , which could not be ac- 
cepted: fothat the Qoutt, tothe end that there might ſome end be 'made 
of their quartell, ordained a combate betwixt them ; which avas fortliwirh 
performed : for the two duelliſts entering the liſts, fel{ preſently ro ſtrokes, 
 andrhat ſoeagerly; that in ſhort [pace thequartell was decided : the Lord 
of Carvuge, kusbahd of thewronged Lady, remained conquerour , afterhe 
' had flaine his enemy that had wronzed bima ſo wickedly and difloyally the 
vanquiſhed was &thwith delivered tothe hangman of Patis, who dragged

cuſtome of deciding controverſies hath no ground nor warrant either from 
humane or divine Law (God having ordained only an Oath to end doubts, 
where proofes and witnefles faile) yet doubtleſſe the Lord uſed this as an in- 
ſtrument to bring the treacherous and cruell Adulterer to the deſerved pu- 
niſhment and ſhame, which by deniall te thought toeſcape. 

A certaine Seneſchall of Normandy percerving the vicious and ſuſpiti- 
ous behaviour of his wife with the Steward of his houſe , watched them fo 
narrowly, that he tooke them in bed ee 3 heflewthe Adulterer firſt, 
and after his wife : for not all her pittifull cryings for mercy, with innume- 
rable teares for this one fault , and holding up in her armes the children 
which ſhe had borne unto him, no nor her houſe and parentage, being fiſter 
to Lews the eleventh then King, could not withhold him from killing her 
with her companion : Howbeit, King Lews never made ſhew of anger, or 
offence for her death. | 

Meſſelina, the wife of Clandizs the Emperour, was a woman of ſonotable 
incontinency, that ſhe would contend with the common harlots in filthy 
pleaſure : ar laſt ſhe fell in love with a faire yourg Gentleman called Silras, 
and to obtaine more commodioully her defire, ſhe cauſed his wife S:Xavato 
be divorced 3 and notwithſtanding ſhe was wife to the Emperour then 1i- 
ving, yet ſhe openly married him, for which cauſe, after great complaint 
made tothe Emperour by the Nobles, ſhe was worthily put todeath. 

Abuſehed King of Fez was with fix of his children murdered at once by his 
Secretary for 11s wives ſake whom he hadabuſcd. And it is not long ſithence 
the two Cities Dalmendine and Delmedine were taken from the King of 
Fez, and brought i der the Portugals dominion, only for the raviſhment of 
2 wom?n, whom the Governour violently took from her husband toabuſc, 
and was flain for his labour.

preſerved : and to prove his innocency, ſhe miraculouſly handled Iron red 
with beat without any hurt 3 which when the Emperour ſaw, fearchingout 
the cauſe very narrowly he found out his wives villany, and for her paines 
cauſed het to be burned at a ſtake, but on the Eatles wife he beſtowed, great

Hedion inhis Chronicletelleth of a DoQor of the Law that loved his c,g.y«4 
ProRors wife, with whom as he acquainted himſelfe overfamiliarly and un- parr.s. 


honeſtly, both at her owne houſe, when her husbaril-was abſent, and at a 
bath in an olde womans houſe hard by, the Protor watched their haunt ſo 
neere, that he caught them naked together in the bath, and fo cutried the 
lecherous Do@or with a curry-combe, that he ſcraped out his eyes,and cut 
off his privy members 3 ſo that within three dayes after he dyed : his wife 
he ſpared, becauſe ſhe was with childe, otherwiſe ſhe'ſhould have taſted the 
ſame ſauce. | 

Another ſtorie like unto this he telleth of a Popiſh Prieſt, that never 
left to lay ſiege to the cbaſtity of an honeſt Matron, till ſhe condeſcending 
to his deſire, brought him-into the ſhare, and cauſed her husband to geld 
him. I would to God that allthar diſhonour their profeſſion by filthy a&i- 
ons might be ſerved after the fame manner, that there might be fewer ha- 
ſtards and bauds and common ſtrumpets than there are now adaies, and that 
fince the feare of God is extinguiſhed in their ſoules, the feare and certain- 
ty of ſudden judgements might reſtraine them, = 

Wolfius Schrenk reported to Martin Lather, how in Vaitland fotire mut- 
| ders were committed upon the occaſion of one Adultery 3 for whileſt the 
Adultereſſe trumpet was banqueting with her lovers, her husband came in 
with a hunting ſpeare in his hand, and ftruck him through that ſat next un- 
to ber, and then her alſo z other two inthe mean while leapt dowiie ſtaires 
with feare and haſte, broketheir armes and ſhortly after dyed. | 


A ccrtaine Cardinall committed daily Adultery with a mans wife, that ricrr.bitur: 


winked and as it were ſubſcribed unto it : wherefore her brother taking this 
diſhonour to his houſe inevill part, watched when the lecher had promiſed 
to come, but upon occaſion came not, and in the datke flew his fiſtet and 
her husband, ſuppoſing it to have been the Cardinall : but when he per- 
ceived his errour, he fled the countrey for feare of the Law : Howbeit, be- 
fore his departure he wrought ſuch meanes,that whom hemiſſed in his pur- 
ap of the ſword, him he murdered by poyſon. This judgement is not on- 
7 for Adulterers, but for Wittals alſo, that yeeld their conſenes to the 
iſhonouring of their owne wives 3 a monſtrous kinde of creatures, and de- 
generate not only from the law of humanity, but of nature alſo; | 
Mwtin Luther hath left recorded inhis writings many examples of judge-

ſo wooed, that he got his pleaſure of her 3 and what fitter time but when 
Maſſe was ſinging did he daily chuſe for the perfortning of his villany ? In 


©this haunt he perſiſted a long ſeaſon, tillthe Maſon finding him in bed with 


his wife, did not ſummon him to Jaw nor penance, bnt tooke a ſhorter 
courſe and cnt his throat. s 7 
Another Nobleman in Thuringa being taken in adultery, was murther- 
ed after this ſtrange fahion by the Adultereſles husband ; te bound him 
hand and foot and caſt him into priſon 3 and ro quench his luſt, ſeeing that 
Ceres, that is, gluttony, is the fewell of Yenw, that is, luſt, denied him all 
manner of ſuſtenance, and the more to augment his paine, ſet hot diſhes of 
meate before him, that the ſmell and ſight thereof might more provoke 
his appetite, and the want thereof torment him more. 0 this torture the 
wretched lecher abode ſo long, untill he gnew off the fleſti from his owne 
ſhoulders, and the eleventh day of bis impriſonment ended his life, His 
puniſhment was moſt horrible, and toe too ſevere in reſpeR of the infli- 
Qer, yet moſt juſt in reſpet of God, whoſe cuſtome is to proportion his 
judgements tothe quality of the ſinthat is committed. Laher affirmeth 
this to have hapned in his childhood, and that both the parties were known 
untohim by name, which for honor and charity ſake he would not diſcoſe; 
There was another nobleman that ſo delighted in luſt, and was fo inor- 
dinate in his deſires, that he ſhamed not tofay , that ifhis life of pleaſure; 
and paſſing from harlot toharlot might endure ever, he would not care fot 
heaven or life eternall, VVhat curſed madneſle and 1mpiety is this > a man 
tobe ſo forgetfull of his Maker and himſelfe, that he preferred his whores 
before his Saviour, and his filthy pleaſure before the grace of God > Doth 
it not deſerve tobe puniſhed with Scorpions ? Yes verily, as it was indeed 3 
for the polluted wretch dyed amongſt his ſtrumpets, being ſtrucken with a 
ſudden ſtroke of Gods vengeance. 
Inthe yeare 1505. a certaine Biſhop well ſcen in all learning andelo- 
quence, and eſpecially $kilfull in languages, was notwithſtanding ſo filth 
in his converſation, that he ſhamed not to defile his body and name wit 
many adulteries : but at length he was flaine by a Cobler, whoſe wife bee 
had often corrupted, being taken in bed with her, and fo receiveda due re- 
ward of his filthineſle. | |

CArichbertws eldeſt ſon unto Lothariue King of France, dyed even as hee 
was etabracing his whores. 
In ſumme to concludethis matter, our Engliſh Chronicles report, that 
in the yeare of our Lord 349. there was ſo. great a plenty of corne and fruit 
in Britaine , thatthe like bad not been ſeenc many yeares before : but this 
was the cauſe of much idleneſle, gluttony, lechery, and other vices in the 
land : (For uſaally eaſe and proſperity arethe nurſes ofall enormity : ) but 
the Lord requited this tier riotous and incontinent lifewith ſo great a pe- 
ſilence apd mortality, thatthe living (cantly ſufficed to bury the dead. 
Petrarch maketh mention ofa certaine Cardinall, thatthough hee way 779%: 
ſeventy yeares old, yet every night would have a freſh whore, and tothis 
end had certaine bauds purveyours and providers of his traſh : but hedyed 
2 miſerable and wretched death. And Mariin Leather reported,that a biſhop 
being a common frequenter of the ſtewes in Hidelberg, came to this miſe- 
rable end 3 theboards of the chamber whither he uſed to enter were looſen» 
| ed, that as ſoone as he came 1n he {lipped through and broke his neck.

But above all, that which we findewritten inthe ſecond booke of Fince- 197 Fizcet 
lizs is moſt ſtrange and wonderfull, of a prieſt in Albenthewer, a towne Wen 
neare adjoyning to Gaunt in Flanders, that perſwadedS young maidtore- 
jeAXanddifobey all her parents godly admonitions, and to become his con- 

\ cubine : wheii ſhe objeRted bow vilea fin it was, and: how contrary to the 
Law of God, he told her , that by the authority of the Pope, he could dif- 
pence withrany wickedneſle, were it never ſo great, and further alledged the 
diſcommodities of marriage, and the pleaſure that would ariſe from that 
kinde of life : in fine, he conquered her vertuqus purpoſe, and made her 
yeeld unto his filthy luſt, But when they had thus pampered their defizes 
together a while, in came the devill, and would needs conclude the play : 
for as they were banquetting with many ſuch like companions, be tooke 
her away from the Prieſts {ide,and notwithſtanding her pittifull crying and 
all their exorcifing and conjuring, carried her quite away,telling the Prieſt 
tat very ſhortly he would fetch him alſo, for he was his owne darling. |

 gulfe, Satan did thruſt them headlong into others :: for firſt they praQiiſed 


and performed the maſſacre of her husband , walking'in-his Warren, by 

two murderers ſuborned totharend t: and fecondly, when her eldeſt ſonne 
ſeemed-to diſlike; her wicked:behaviour with the Advocate , on allo 

wrought his death, b loohihg certaine boords in a gallery , where he uſed 

ordinarily towalk, ſo that as;foone as he ſet his foot ontheſedisjoynted 
boords, he fell downe headlong; and had his braives beaten out. Andthird- 
ly; when ber youriger ſon ſhaweit his diſconrent to their brutiſh-converſa- 
tion, yet nothing miſdpubred thenmro be guilty of the former. particides, 
theſe wicked wretches reſobretto preventÞim alſo;leſthe ſhould'ifterrupr 
theit reſolved filthinefle.

trucion : for when he ſaw himſelfe in ſuch ſtraits, that no meanes could be 
found to reſiſt 0Zavims, he ſheathed with his owne hands his ſword into his 
bowels, when all his ſervants being requeſted;refuſed to performe the ſame;

Cleopatra ſeeing this pittifull ſpeRacle, all amaſed let downe Chaines 
and cords from the high window, and with the help of ter two maids drew 
himup into the monument, unitingtheir forces,and doing what they could 
to get his poore carkaſſe, though by a ſhametull andundecent manner , for 
the gate was locked and might not be opened 3 and it wasa lamentable ſight 
to ſee his poore body all be{meared with blood, and breathing now his laſt 
blaſt (for hedycd as ſoone as he cameto the by ) to be drawne up onthat 
cruell faſhion. As for Cleepatra, who by ber flattering allurements raviſh- 
ed the heart of this miſerable man, and was cauſe of his ſecond divorce, ſhee 


. played her true part alſo in this wofull mw y, and as ſhe partaked of rhe 


*1in, ſo ſhe did of the puniſhment : For after ſhe ſaw ber ſelfe paſt hope of 


help,and her ſweet-heart dead, ſhe beat her owne breaſts,and tormented her 
ſelte ſo much with ſorrow, that her boſome was bruiſed, and halfe murder- 
ed with her blowes, and ber body in many places exulcerate with inflamati-

neſſe and a matke of this terrible jndgement,the earth and face of that coun- 

. trey continueth (till parched and withered : and (as [oſephus faith) whereas 
- "before it was a-moſt p'entifull and fertile foile,and is it were an earthly pa- 
radiſe, bedecked with five gallant Cities 3 now it lyeth defart, unhabirable, 
ind barren, yeelding fruit in ſhew, but ſuch as being touched , turneth to 
cinders.

Howbeit this maketh not but that ſtill there are too many ſuch monſters 
in the World, ſo mightily is it corrupted and depraved : neither is it any 
mzrvell, ſeeing that divers Biſhops of Rome, that take upon them to be 
Chriſts Vicars, and Peters ſucceſſours, are infefted with this filthy conta- 
gion : As namely, Pope /«liz: the third , whoſe cuſtome was to promote 
none t9 Eccleſiaſticall livings ſaveonly his buggerers : Amongſt whom was 
or.e Innocent, whom this holy father (contrary to the Suffrages of the whole 
Colledge )would needs make Cardinall : nay, the unſatiable and monſtrous 
luſt ofthis beaſtly and ſtinking goat was ſo extraordinary, thathe could not 
abſtaine from many Cardinals themſclves. [ohn 4 laCaſa, a Florentine by 
birth, and by office Archbiſhop of Benevento, and Deane of his "Roe ſtati- 
call chamber, was his Legat and Intelligencer in all the Venetian re 
ries + a man equal!, or rather worſe then himſelfe ; and ſuch a one,a$whoſe 
memory ought to be accurſed of all poſterity , for that deteſtable booke 
which he compoſed in commendation and praiſe of Sodomie 3 and was {0 
ſhameleſſe, nay rather poſſeſſed with ſome devilliſh and uncleane ſpirit, as 
todivulgate it to the view of the world.

When Charlemaigne reigned in France, there happened a moſt notable 
judgement of God uponthe Monkes of $. Afartin in Tours, for their difor- 
dinate luſts : they were men whoſe food was too much and dainty, whoſe 
caſe was too eaſie, and whoſe | (pms were too immoderate, being altoge- 
ther addicted to paſtimes and merriments : in their apparell they went 
Clad in filke like great Lords 3 and (as N:chol. Gill. in his firſt Volume of 
French Chtonicles faith) theirſhooes were gilt over with Gold , fo great 
was the ſuperfluity of their riches and pride : in ſfumme, their whole life 
was luxurious and infamous : for which cauſe there came forth a deſtroy- 
ing Angel from the Lore (by the report of Exdesthe Abbot of Clugnie) 
an ſlew them all in one night, as the firſt born of Agypt were laine, fave 
one only perſon that was preſerved, as Lot in Sodome was preſerved. This 
ſtrange accident moved Charlemaigne to appoint a brotherhood of Canong 
to be in their roome, though little better, and as little profitable to their 
Commonwealth as the former. 

It is not for nothing that the law of God forbiddeth to lie with a beafh, 
and denounceth death againſt them that commit this foule fin : for there 
have been ſuch monſters in the world at ſome times, as we reade in Caliw 
and Yolaterranw, of one Crathes 2 ſhepheard , that accompanied carnally 
witha ſhee Goat 3 but the Buck finding him ſleeping, offeaded and provo- 
kedwith this ſtrange a&tion,'ran at him ſo furjouſly with his hornes,that he 
left him dead upon the ground. God that opened an Afles mouth to re- 
ow the madneſle of the falſe Prophet Balaam, and ſent Lions to kill the 

ange inhabitants of Samaria, employed alſo this Buck about his ſervice 
inexecuting juſt vengeance upon a wicked varlet.

'Tyranof Athens: to put todeath a young man for kiffing her daughter in 


the ſtreets, as he met her, although it was nothing but love that moved him » 
thereto. Saint Auguſtine alſoaffirmeth , That be which wantonly Kkifleth a 7 


woman that is not his wife, deſerveth the whip. It is true, that the holy j. 


Scripture often mentioneth kiſſing, but either berwixt father and childe, or © 


brethren or kinsfolkes, or at leaſt in a manner of ſalutation betwixt one an- 


other of acquaintance, according torhe cuſtome of the people of God ; and 
ſometimes alſo it is mentioned as a token of honour and reverence, which 


the ſubje& performeth to his ſuperiour in this ation. In the former ages | | 


Chriſtians uſed tokiſſe alſo; bur ſo, that it was ever betwixt parties of ac- - 


quaintance 3 and in ſuch ſort, that by this manner of greeting they teſtifi- 
ed toeach other their true and ſincere charity, peace,and union of heart and 
ſoule in the Lord. Such chearings and loving embracings were pure and 
holy, not laſcivious and wanton, like the kiſſes of prophane and leacherous 
wretches and trumpets, whereof Solomon maketh mention. 
Furthermore, every man ought to ſhun all meanes and occaſions which 
may induce or entice them touncleaneneſſe ; and amongſt the reſt eſpeci- 
ally Idlenefle, which cannot chuſe but be as it were a wide doore and paſlage 
for many vices toenter by, as by experience we ſee in thoſe that occupy 
themſelves about no good nor profitableexerciſes, but miſpend their time | 
intrifling and doing nothing, and their wits cither upon vaine and fooliſh 
conceit tothehurt of others ; or upon laſcivious and unchaſte thoughts,to. 
their owne overthrow ; whereas on the contrary, to them that are well em- 
ployed either in body or minde, no ſuch thing betideth z wherefore wee 
ought to be here advertiſed every ore of us to apply our ſelves to ſome ho- _ 
neſt and ſeemly trade, anſwerableto our divers and feverall eſtates and con- 
ditions, and not to ſuffer our ſelves to be overgrowne with Idleneſle, leſt | 
thereby we fall into miſchiefe 3 for whom the adverſary (that malicious 
and wicked one) findeth in that caſe, heknowes well how to fit themto his 


purpoſe, and to ſet them about filthy and pernitious ſervices. - 


Next to.idlenefle, the too much pampering the body with dainty and 
much food is to be eſchewed.: for like as a fat and well fed horſe winceth and 
kicketh againſt his rider, ſo the pampered fleſh rebelleth againſt God and a 
mans owne ſelfe.

ſo that Helzoderw that came-in with ſo great a company of ſouldiers and at-

lay deſtitute of all os of recovery, ſo heavy was the hand of God upon 
him, untill by the prayers of Oni.s the high Prieſt he was reſtored ; ther 
loe he confeſſed, that be which dwelt in heaven had his eyeon that place,and 
defended it from all thoſe that came to hurt and ſpoile it.

ladle to melt gold in, that it might be glutted with that being dead, which

toſepbus 1.17. Herod following the ſteps of H:rcanm his predeceſſor, that tooke out of 
Conar. Ann"! the ſepulchre of King David threethouſand talents of money, thinking to 
finde the like treaſure, broke up the ſepulchre in the night, and found no 
money, but rich ornaments of gold; which he tooke away with him 3 how- 
beit to his coſt : for two of his ſervants periſhed in the vault, by adjvine 
fire, as it. is reported, and he himſelfe had ſmall fuccefſe in his worldY af- 
fires ever after. . : 
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ing, It was anunſeemly thing for 4polte to be beardlefſe and his fon bearded: 294 
he deprived Iup:cer Olygzpus of his golden raiment, and gave him a woollen 
coat 1aſtead thereof ; ſaying it was too heavy for him in the Summer , and 
too cold in winter, and this was more convenient for both ſeaſons. The Pre- " 
text of all his ſacriledge was this, That ſeeing the gods were good , why 
' ſhould not be be partaker of their goodneſle, 

Such another was Cambyſes King of Perſia, who ſent fifty thouſand men £abet.t.1.e.z. 
to rob and deſtroy the temple of [up#ter LaAmmon; but in their journey ſo Herod.ib.4. 
mighty a tempelt aroſe, that they were overwhelmed withthe ſand, not one 

| of them remaining to carry newes of their ſucceſle. 

Brennus was conſtrained to flay himſelte, for enterpriſing to rob the Teme Fulg.lib.1.c.2. 
ple of Apollo at Delphos : Philomelus, Onomarchys,and Phayllns, went about 
the ſame practiſe, and indeed robbed the Temple of all the treaſures there- 
in; but one of them was burned, another drowned, and the third broke his 
neck : to.conclude, the Athenians put to death a. yong childe, for taking 
but a golden plate out of Diana's Temple 3 but firſt they offered him other 
jewels and trinkets, which when he deſpiſed in reſpec of the plate, they ri- 
gorouſly puniſhed hum as guilty of ſacriledge. |

Now in; © 
this extremity one could not help another, nor one envy another, bur all © 
were concluded under the ſame deſtruction, all ſurpriſcd,aſſieged, and envi- 
roned alike,as weli hethat roved in the fields,as he that ſtayed in the houſes, 
he that climbed up intothe mountaines, as he that abode in the vallies , the ' 
mercileſſe waters ſpared none : it was to no purpoſe that ſome aſcended

1 Kings 12. ſelfe, it appeareth by Naboaths refaſall to King CAchab, to give him his 

vineyard, though he requeſted it (as it may ſeem) upon very reaſonable 

conditions, either for his money, or for exchanpe, fo that a man would 

thinke he ought not to have denied him: howbeit kis defire being thus 

crolled, he could not mend himſelfe by his authority, but fell to vexe and 

grieve himſelfe, and to champe upon his owne bit, untill by the wicked 

and deteſtable complot of ezabet, poor Naboath was falſely accuſed, un- 

juſtly condemned, and cruelly murdered 3 and then he put in poſſeſſion of 

his vineyard: which murder (doubtlefle) ſhe would never have attempted, 

nor yet Naboath ever have refuſed to yeeld his vineyard, if by any pretence 

Nwnb:36:9- of Law they could have laid claim unto it : but Nabvath knowing that ig 

was contrary to Gods Ordinance, for him to part with his patrimony

ment and juftice : take away your exactions from my people, and ceaſe to thraff 

them from their goods and beritages, Now concerning the law of man, which 

all men agree unto, becauſe it 1sgrounded upon reaſon andequity, we finde 

no permiſſion givento Kings touſe the goods of other men at their plea- 

ſures; for that was far from-equity : neither was there any ſuch liberty 

beſtowed upon them, by thoſethat firſt in the beginning exaltedthem to 

that degree of dignity : but rather (as divers worthy Authours avouch) 

their owne vertues and good behaviour which woon them creditamong(t 

Cic.lib.3. de the better ſort, inſtalled them firſt unto thar honour. And truely there is

300 butes and taxes, theſe three were chicf, Caligula, Nero, and Caracalla; of 
© Whomthislatterdid moſt pill and pull the people, and would often fay, 
Dov. &X'pb. That the gold and filver of the Kingdom pertained in right tonone but 
him. Being reproved of his mother ata time, for his immoderate andex- 
ceſſive expences 3 ſaying, That there was almoſt not ſo much more trea. 
ſure left as be had already ſpent 3 he made her this anſfiver, That ſhe ſhould 
take no care for that 3 for as long as his hand was abletowield his ſvord 
(which he beld naked before her) be would not want money. This is the 
{word which many now adayes (after the example of Carace/la) have taken 
up, tocut out (by force and violence) a way to their owne wils, and to cut * 
the throat of equity and juſtice, and to compell the poor people to forgo 
their goods, and ſurrender them into their hands : Now how odious and 
hatefull theſe three were made unto the pus by their owne wicked de- 
meanours, their miſerable ends do ſufficiently reſtify 3 which wee have al- 
ready before ment joned, and mean afterward more at largeto ſpeak of. 
Fulg.lib.y.c.qg. The Emperour Con#ance, fon to ConFantine, whoſe father was Heraclins, 
comming at a time out of Greece intoRome,abode there bur five dayes;but 
in that ſhort ſpace committed ſo much outrage in ranſacking the Temples 
and other publike places, and carrying away fo many richornaments and 
pictures (whereof thoſe places then abounded) that in mans remembrance 
no forreigne barbarous cncmy, having takenthe City by force of war, ever 
went away withthe like ſpoil : beſides, he did ſo oppreſle the Allies and 
Tributaries of the Empire (and chiefly the Sicilians) with taxes and im- 
poſts, that many of them were conſtrained to fell their children for mo- 
ney to ſatisfie hisextortion: and by this meanes he ſcraped rogerher an in- 
finite maſſe of rapines and cvill gotten goods 3 but enjoyed the ſweetof 
them not very long 3 for very ſoon after he was murdered by his owne men 
of war, inhis returne-out of Sicily : and all that ſpoil which hehad un- 
juſtly ſurpriſed, was ſuddenly taken and tranſported into Africa by the 
Saraſens, that then inhabited the City Panorme. 
Lewis the eleventh, King of France, after he had overcharged his ſub- 
jets with too grievous burdens of payments and taxes, fell into ſucha ti- 
won Snmiend nr of death, INE wy ns did wha _ 
tempted all meanes of avoiding or mg the ſame ; as firſt, during his 
fickneſſe, he gave his Ph fs nents Ton thoutand crownes, by that 
meanes tocreep into his favour : wherein he, being in all other things a 
very Niggard and pinch-penny, ſhewed himſelf on the other fide more chan 
prodiga : next he ſent into Calabria for an Hermir, reported tobean 
ly anddevout man, to whom at his arrivall, he performed ſo much duty 
xeverence, as was wonderfull and unſeemly-:' for he threw-himfeſfe on 
his knees, and beſought him to prolong his decaying life, as if be had been 
a God, and nota man : but all that be could do was tono purpoſe 3 nonor 
the reliques which Pope Sextw ſent him ro buſie himſelfe withall; nor the 
holy viallof the Rheimes which was brought him, could pro this life 
of his, nor Mon om dying 2 diſcontent and unwilling death : 
he ſuſpeRed the moſt part of his neareſt artendants, and would nor ſuffer 
them to approach unto him in his ſicknefle : afrer he had thus prolonged 
the time in hope,.and yet ſtill iſhed in extream diſtreſſe of his diſ- 
eaſe, it was at Jength told him in all ſpeed, that be ſhould not fer his minde 
20y longer uponthoſe vain hopes, nor upon that holy man, for his time

was come, and he muſt needs die. And thus he that during his Ruigne 391 
ſhewed himſelfe rough and cruell to his ſubjeQs, by too many and heavy 
impoſitions, was himſelfe in his latter end thus roughly and hardly dealt 
withall, 
Chritierne the eleventh, King of Denmarke, Norway, and Suecia, after 
the death of King John his father, reigned, the year of our Lord 1514. 
and was too intolerable in impoſing burdens and taxes upon his ſubjects ; 
for which cauſe the Suecians revolted from his government : whom though 
after many bartels and fieges he conquered , and placed amongſt them his 
g2riſons to keepthem jnawe, yet ceaſed they not to rebell againſt him, and 
cbat by the inſtigation of a mean Gentleman, who very quickly got footing T 
into the Kingdom, and poſleſſed himſelfe of the Crowne and government. 
Now Chrif:erne having lotthis Province, and being alſo indiſdain and 
hatred of his owne Countrey, and fearing leaſt this inward heat of ſpight 
thould grow to ſome flame of danger to his life, ſeeing that rhe inhabi- 
tants of Lubecke conſpiring with his uncle Fredericke, began totake armes 
againſt him, he fled away, with his wife (ſiſter to the Emperour Charles 
the fifth) and his young children, to Zealand, a Province of the Empe- 
rours, after he had reigned nine yeares: after which the Eſtates of the 
Realme (aided by them of Lubecke) afſembling together, exalted his uacle 
Fredericke, Prince of Holſatia (though old and antient) to the Crowne 
and publiſhing certain writings, addreſſed them,to the Emperour and the 
Princes of his Empire, to render a reaſon of their proceeding, and to 
make knowne untothem upon how good. conſiderations they had depoſed 
and baniſhed Chriierne, for the tyranny which hee exerciſed among 
them. Ten yeares after this he got together a.new Army by ſea, in hope 
rorecover his loſſes, but contrary to his hope he was taken priſoner, and in 
captivity miſerably ended his dayes. 
Hewry King of Suecia was chaſed from his Scepter' for emerpriſing to Xs.6it.vok1 
burden his Commons with new contributions: thoſe that were deviſers of 
new Taxes and Tributes, for the moſt part ever loſt their lives in their la- 
| bours : for proof whereof, let the example of Parobenus of Porchetes ſerve; 
who for giving counſell to King Theedebert touching the raiſing of new ftb- 
ſidies, was ſtoned to death by the multitude, in the City Trieves. 
Likewiſe was George Preſquov cruelly put to death by thepeople, for 
perſwading and ſetting forward Henry of Succia, tothe vexation and ex- 
ation of his ſubjeds.

ry one adogge : which if they cameto any miſhap, or wereeither too far 
or too, leane, the keeper was ſure tobe beaten, or at leaſt ſome fine tobe 
ſet on his head. This Tyran was taken by /obz Galeacius, and after ſeven 

moneths impriſonment poyſoned to death, 

Languet. Archigallo, brother to Gorbonianwu in nature, though unlike in conditi- 
ons ( for te was a good Prince, whereas this was a tyran) was crowned King 
of Britainc in the yeare of theworld 3671 : we maywell place him in the 
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ranke of opprefſours3 for be depoſed the Noblemen , and exalted the 
ignoble; he extorted from men their goods, to enrich his treaſure ;, for 
which cauſe theEſtates of the Realme deprived him of his royall Dignity; 
and placed his younger brother E/yaww in his room, after he had raigned 
five yeares. | 

x bay Fab King of Denmarke., after the death of Haro/dwas ordained 
King of England, in the year of our Lord 1047. This King as he was 
ſomewhat cruell (for he cauſed the body of Hard to be taken up out of 
theSepulchre,and ſmiting off his head,to be caſt out intotheRiverThames, 
becaule he had injured his mother Zmwewhen he was alive 3) fo he was 
burdenſom to his SubjeRs in tributes andexaQtion: for which cauſe grow- 
ing into harred with God and his Subje&s, be was trucken with fudden 
death, not without ſuſpitton of poyſoning, after he had raigned three 

Cares. 

7 Wikiam Rafms, ſecond fon of Wiliawthe Conquerour, ſucceeded his fa- 
ther, as inthe Kingdom of England, foin diſpoſition of nature : for they 
were both cruell, inconſtant, and covetous, aud burdened their people 
with unreaſonable taxes 3 inſomuch, that what by the murraine of men by 
peſtilence, and oppreſſions of them by exaCtions, the tillage of theearth 
was put off for one year, betng the year. Lo99. whereby enſuedgreat ſcar- 
city the year following throughout all the Land : but for theoppreflion 
Willam was juſtly puniſhed by ſudden death, when being at his di of 
hunting he was wounded with an arrow glauncing from the bow of Tyrill 
a French Knight, and fo his tyranny and lite ended together. 

And here is further tobe noted, that the place where this King was ſlain, 
was called New Foreſt 3 in which ſame place Richard, the Coulin ger- 
mane of King Witiam, ſonto Duke Robert his brother, was likewiſe ſlain, 
This New Foreſt was made by Williamthe Conquerour their father, who 
plucked downe and depopulated divers Townes and Churches the compaſſe 
of 30.miles about,to make this a Foreſt Jor wikde Beafts:2 moſt keaſdly fin, 
yea a bloudy crying ſin, roo to00 much practiſed inthele dayes, and that by 
great perſons, that make noconſcience to turne Townes into paſtures, and 
men into ſheep : but let all them behold the juſt vengeanceof God upon 
this Kings poſterity : for when men either cannot or will not revenge, 
then God revengeth either inthem or their poſterity.

About the ſame time the Commons of Gaſcoigne roſe indivers places, 
upon the ſame cauſes, and notwithſtanding all that the Lord of Monneins, 
the Kings Lieutenant, and all other Officers couli do, they madeagreat 
fpottof many honourable Houſes, and maſſacre. of much people : wnſo- 
much, that the Lordof Moneins himſelfe was flain by them, whileſt he 
was makingan Oration to them to. pacifie their rage : but at length theſe 
Rebels were ſuppreſſed by Francis of Lorraine, Earle of Aumale, and 
ane of Mommorancye, high Conſtable of France,. andthe chief ang.

yet becauſe his Chancellour Towſee uled extortion ard exaction amongtt 
his Subjeds, and he being advertiſed thereof, did nor puniſh him, he was 
ſlain traiteronſly by his owne Subjects, _ : Try | 

It 5 not unworthy to be noted, how Edward the Third, Kingof Enp- 
{and, proſpered a long while im the warres againſt France, and got many 
worthy and wonderfull victories : but when Prince Eaward, fon untothe 


aforelaid Edvard, after conditions of concluded, beganto ſet taxes 


and impoſitions upon the Country of Aquitain,then didKingEdwards part 
begin Ky inclive, and the ſucceſſe of war, which the ſpace of fourty yeares 
never forſook him, now frowned upon him, ſo that he quickly loſt allthoſe 
lands which by compoſitionof peace were grantedunto him. *

When the Cities'of Greece (faith 079fia) 
would needs through toogreedy 2 defire and ambition of reigne,ger every 
one the maſtery ſoveraignty of the reſt, they all together made ſhip- 
wracke of their owne liberties by encroaching-upon others: as for in- 
ſtance, the Lacedemonians, how hburtfull and incommodious the deſire of 
bringing their neighbour _— Cities under their dominion was unto 
them, the ſundry Jif:omkieures and diſtreſſes withinthe time of. that war; 
undertaken upon that onely cauſe, befetthem, bear ſufficient record. 
Servixs Tull, the ſonto a bondman; 'addited himſelfe: fo much to the 
exploits of war, that by proweſle he got ſo great credit and reputatioh | 
among the Romans, that he was thought fitto be fon in law-of King Tar- 
quinius, by marrying one of his daughters 3 afteriwhoſe death he uſurpe( 
the Crowne, under colour of the Prote&orſhip”of theKin two young 
ſonnes 3 who when they" cameto age and bignefle, marriedthe daughters 


of their brother in law Tullzs 3 by whoſe exhortation and-cominnall pro- 


vokement theelder of them,whichas called Toquizias,confpired againſt 
his father in law, and praiſed to make himſelfe King, anttorecover his 
rightfull inheritance, and that by this'meanes >che watched his opportus 
nity wheh wy AOErs part of the people wereatitiof the City abourges 
thering their fruit in thecfields, and'vhen'placinghis companions itt readis 
nefſe, to ſerve his-turne if need ſhonidbe;, he marched ro the palace inthe 
royall robes;gardedwith accompany of his confederates;andbaving called 
a Senate, as he began rocomplain ham of the treachery and impudency of 
Tull, belioJd, Tullm himſclte cameinand would have run violently upon 
him $ but Targei/ziw catching him about the middle, threw him OY 
. | owre 
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\ red, bee wa$accuſed, found guilty, and by the conſent of the multitude 
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Jowne the ftaires, and preſently ſenr certaine of his guard to makean end 367 
of the murder which he had begun. Bur herein the cruelty of Ta{iawas . 

moſt monſtrous 3 that not onely firſt moved her husband ro this bloudy 

practice, but alſo made her coach to be driven over the body of her father, 

which lay bleeding inthe midſt of the ſtreet, ſcarce dead. TT 

Manlins, after hee had maintained the fortrefſe of Rome againſt the #6. 2.cop.rr. 

Gaules, glorying in that aCtion , and envying the good hap and ptoſÞetiry 

of Camillus, went about to make himſelfe King, under pretence of reſtoting 

the peopleto their antient entire libertie : but his praiſe being diſcove- 
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adjudged to bethrowne headlong dow ne fromthe top of the ſame fortrefle, 
ro the end that the ſame place which gave him great gloric ,might beawir- 
neſſe and a memor1all of his ſhame and laſt contuſion : for all his valiant 
deeds before done were not of ſo much force with the people, roexcuſe 
his fault or ſave his life, as this one crime was of weight to bring him to 
his death. Z 

In former times there lived in Carthage one Hanne, who becauſe he had 
more riches than all the Common-wealth beſide, began to aſpire tothe do- 
mination of the Citie :which the better to accompliſh , hee deviſed to 
make ſhew of marrying his onely daughter,to rhe end that at the marrjage 
feaſt hee might potſon the chiefef men of credit and power of the City 
whom he knew could or would not any wayes withſtand or countermand 
his purpoſe : but when this deviſe tooke no efteR;, by reaſon of the diſcove- 
ry thereof by certaine of his ſervants, hee ſought anorher meanes to effe&t 
his will: Hee go rogether a huge number of bondflaves and fervants,which 
ſhonld at a ſudden pur him in poſſeſſion of the city + but being prevented 
herein alſoby the Citizens, he ſciſed upon a caſtle with a thouſand nien 
of baſe regard, even ſervants for the moſt part ; whither thinking to draw 
the Africans and Kingof the Moores to his ſuccour, he was taken and firſt 
whipped,next had his eyes thruſt out,and then: his armes and legs broken in 
pieces,and fo was executed to death before all the people : his carkaſſe be- 
ing thus mangled with blowes, was hanged upon a gallowes,and all his kin- 
dred and children put to death, that there might not one remaine of his 
ſtraine,either tocnterpriſe the like deed, or to revenge his death. 

That great and fearefull warrior Ixlius Ceſar, ane of the moſt hatdic and 
valiant picces of fleſh that ever was, after hee had performed fo many nota- 
ble exploits, overcome all his enemies, and brought all high and haughtic 
purpoſes to their deſired cffe& , being prickt forward with the ſpurre of 
ambition and a high minde, through the meanes and affiſtance of the migh- 
ty forces of the common-wealth, which ( contrary to the conſtitution of 
the Senat ) were left in his hands, hee ſer footing into the State, and ma- 
king himſelfe maſter and Lord of the whole Romane Empire, uſurped a P/tarc. 
ſoveraigntic over them : but as he attained tohis dignitic by force and vio- one 
lence, {o he enjoyed it not long, neither {rs any great benefit by it, ex- 
cept the loſſe of his life may be counted a benefir, which ſhortly after in 
theopen Scnat was bereft him : for the conſpirets thereof; as ſoone as hee 
was {ct downe in his ſeat, compaſſing him about, ſo vehemently overchar- 
ged him on all ſides, that notwithſtanding all the reſiſtance hee could make 
for his defence, toffing amongſt them, and ſhifting himſelfe up and downe, 
be was Overthrowne on the earth, and abode for dead, through che RA 
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of blowes that were given him, even three and twenty wounds, 

The Monarchie of Aſſyria was at one inſtant extinguiſhed in Sardana pa- 
lus 5 and of Babylon in Balthaſar, «Arbaces being the worker of the firſt, 
and Darius King of Perſia, of the later both of them receiving the wa- 
ges, not of their wickedneſle, but alſo of their predeceſſors, and great 
grandfathers cruelty. and oppreſſions, by whom many people and nat ions 
had been deſtroyed. | 

Moreover, as the Babylonian Empire was overthrowne by Darius of 
Perſia, ſo was his Perſian Kingdome (in Darius the laſt King of that 
countrey his time, this mans ſucceſſor) overturned by Alexander. Again, 
the great dominion of Alexander ( who ſurvived not long after) was not 
continued to any of his by inheritance, but divided like a prey amongſt 
his greateſt captaines, and from them the moſt part of it inſhort time de- 
ſcended to the Romanes 3 who ſpreading their wings, and ſtretching their 
grecdie tallons farre and neere, for awhile ravenedand preyed over all the 
world, and enriched and bedecked themſelves with the ſpoyles of many 
nations 3 and therefore it was neceſſary that they alſo ſhould be made 2 
prey, and that the farre fetcht Goths and Vandales ſhould come upon them, 
as upon the bodie of a great VVhale that ſuffers ſhipwreck upon the ſea 
ſhore : ſince which timethe Romanc Empire went to decay, and grey eve- 
ry day weaker than other 3 yea,and many Princes ſctting themſelves againſt | 
and above it, have robbed it of the realmes and provinces which it robbed 
others of before. Andthus wee may fee how all things run as it were in 
a Circle, and how, great the uncertainetie of this world is, ſeeing that the 
mightieſt are ſubje& to ſo many and great changes : for it there be any 
thing under the Sun that may carry any ſhew. of, ſtability or continuance, 
ſurely it is a Monarchie or Common-wealth, grounded upon the unitie 
and conſent of all people, maintained by the authoritie of the greateſt and 
moſt mightie, an 6 AS wan 3 pre the ſhores of much ſtrength and 
wealth, as the Romane Empire was z and yet for all that, there was never 
any, though never ſo well rearcd and furniſhed, and deepe rooted, which at 
the length hath not bin demoliſhed, ranſacked, and pulled up by ſome no- 
table and ſtrange calamitie. And this is that which the ſpirit of God 
would give us to knowe, by the viſionof that great image, repreſented to 
Nabuchadnezzar inadreame, according to Darrels interpretation thereof ; 
to wit,that the foure great and puiſſant Monarchies of the world ſhould at 
laft be ruined and diſperſed, like the chafte before the winde, till they were 
conſumed and brought to nothing, albeit they were glorious and excellent 
as gold and {ilver, or Frong and mighticas braſle and iron. 

How. much more fooliſh and evill adviſed are they then, that for a cer- 
taine apparant ſplendour and ſhew of worldly honour (which is as fraile 
as any roſe;as variable as the winde;as light and vaine as a ſhadow or ſmoke, 

as unaſſured as a rotten planke ) have the eyes of their minde ſo dazeled, 
and their wits ſo bewitched, and all their afte&ions fo tranſported, as to 
mingle heaven and earth together, to daſh the Eaſt againſt the Weſt, to 

firre updiſcordand diflention betwixt manand man, and to ſhed ſo many 
thouſand mens bloud, and all tor a paltriedeſire of reigne, though to their 

owne finall ruine anddeſtrucion. : 

_Andthus it cameto paſſe in the time of the emperor Ortho to a Duke of 
Venice, called Peter Cau4jan, who. ( not content with his Dukedome ) 
went 
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went about to uſurpea tyrarinicall rule over the whole Seigniorie, and that 36 * 
by pride and threats,defiring rather to make himſelfe terrible to the people 
by thoſ&bad meanes, than amiable and beloved by any meanes whatſoever 
and thus daily hee grew as in age ſo in inſolencie : he placed a garriſon of 
men about his-palace, and'ſo fortifying himſelfe, preſently he ſhewed-him- 
ſelfe in his colours, namely a cruell Tyran ; which when the multitude 

erceived,and remembred withall their libertie, which they wete like to 
fofe, they tooke up armes forthwith,in purpole to beat downe his haugh- 
tie minde:therefore they firſt ſet on fire his houſe,and cauſed him to forlake 
his fortreſſe, and to betake himſelfe to his ſhifts : but when by reaſon of 
the ſtopping of the paſſages he could not eſcape, they tooke him and his 
young ſonne/alſo which was with him,'and put them toa moſt cruell and 
ſudden death; and caſt their carkafles to be devoured of dogs. 

In the Empire of Maximilian, Lewis Sforce, a Prince of an inconſtant Bembus,libez, 
and turbulent ſpirit, ambitious, and one that made no account of his Ofraeventre 
promiſes nor faith, tooke upon him the governement of Milan, after the | 
death of his brother Galeaz, Duke of Milan, who was traiterouſly flaine : 
in which a@ion the firſt wrong which hee did was to his brothers widow, 
whom hee depoſed 3 the ſecond to his young nephew, his brother Galeaz 
ſon,whom he {© brought up-as if he never meant he ſhould come to honour 
or goodneſle 3 for he ſuffered him not to be trained up either in learning 
or armes, but let him runne into all poſhble occaſions that might corrupt 
and ſpoyle his tender age. Thus hee enjoyed the principalitie thirteene 
yeares, allthe while under his nephewes reigne 3 towhom wheri 4/phonſ736 
King of Naples had given in mariage one of his —_— and perceived 
what ſmall reckoning his uncle made of reſtoring him his Dukedome 
after he-hadoften and inftantly intreated him without prevailing, at length 
he fell to threaten him with warre : he fearing to have the worſe, and to 
loſe ſogreata dignitie, wrought ſo by his owne ſhifts and devices, together 
with-the helping hand. of Pope Alexander, that hee put in the head of 
Charles the eighth of France to go and con y=ue Naples, for the hatred 
which his heatt poſſeſſed againſt 4/phonſu 3 ſuppoſing by this meanes the 
better to accompliſh his affaires to his 'owne defire; The King of France 6uiccierd.6.t 
was no ſooner entred Italie, but Lewis Sforce miniſtred an Italtan poffet to 
his young nephew [9hn Galeaz, that hee immediatly died upon it, and then |. 
he proclamed himſelfe Prince of the Duchie, by the aid of the principal! 
of the Councell, whom he had woon to referre that honour unto him, by 
depoſing the young ſonne of 1ohn Galeaz, beeing then but five yeares old : 
but he declared preſently his inconſtant and perfidious nature, 1n breaking 
; promiſe with the King of France, whome he had induced with ſo many 
- faire ſpeeches to undertake that voyage, and entering a new league With the 
Venetians both againſt him and the Pope, although ere long he ſerved them 
with the ſame meaſure : but Lewis the twelfth, ſucceeding in the Crowne of 
France, could not brooke this injurie done to his predeceffor, but preten- 
ding atitle tothe Duchie of Milan, he diſpatched an armie thitherwatd,; 
that beſtirred. it ſelfe ſo-well, that in ſhort ſpace they brought ander their 
ſubje&ion all the Cities and Townes neere adjoyning;: which thecitizens 
perceiving, began to rebell againſt their: Duke, and killed his 'Treafuter : 
whereupon he ( being not able to make 'his part good: with the Preach a- 
broad, nor-daring to put any confidence in his'owne at home ) lefe his caſtle 
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370 to the charge and cuſtodie of a captaine, and fled himſelfe with his children 
to Almaine, towards the Emperour Maximilians court, hoping to finde 
ſuccour at his band, as indeed he did : for he returned to Milan with five 
hundred Burgundians, and eight thouſand Switzers, and was received a- 
gaine into the Citie. Being thus refortified with theſe and other more 
troupes that came unto him, he encamped betorc Navarre,and by com 
ſition gotrhe City into his hands from the Frenchmen. TheFrench Ki 
in the meane while ſent a new ſupplie of men into the Duchie, among 
whom were many SW itzers, who ſo dealt w ith their countrimen that were 
on the Dukes fide, that they brought them alſo to favour the King of 
France, and to forſake the Duke : which when he underſtood, hee preſent] 
departed the citie, and poſting to the campe, hardened his ſouldiers, defi- 

ring them to play the men,and not to ſhrinke, for he meant togive batrell 
without delay : but the captains made anſwer,that rhey might not fight a- 
gainſt their owne nation, without eſpeciall leave fromtheir Lords. Now 
in the meane while, whileſt theſe things were in doing, they tooke order, 
that the Frenchmen ſhould apprEich to Navarre, and intercept all the paſ- 
ſages, that the Duke might not eſcape: He therefore laid afide his horſe, 
and marched on foot in the ſquadron of Switzers,now joyned tothe French, 
in attire and armour like a Switzer, thinking by this tricke to fave his life : 
but all his counterfeiting could nor ſave him from being taken, and from 
lying ten yeares priſoner in the Tower of Loches, where he alſodied : and 
84ictiard, 1 Toall his high and ambitious thoughts ( which ſcarcely Italie could con- 
lib.4.  taine) were pendup ina ſtrait and narrow roome, 

With the like turbulent and furious ſpirit of ambition have many Ro- 
man Biſhops been inſpired, who what by their jugling trickes, ——_ 
and ſubtill deviſes, and what by force, have proſpered ſo well, that of fim- 

le Biſhops ( which they were wont to be ) they are growne temporall 

ords, and as it were Monarchs 3 having in their poſſefions lands, cities, 
caſtles, fortreſſes, havens, garriſons, and guar ds, after the manner of 

po agh 7% Kings; tay they haveexalted themſelves above Kings (fo intollerable js 
their impudence ) and made them ſubje& to their wils 3 and yet they call 
themſelves the Apoſtles pedigree, whom Chriſt forbad all ſuch dominari. 

on. But what of that ? Ir pertaineth not to them to ſucceed in vertue, but 
inauthoritie the Apoſtles : for if that charge had concerned them, then 

bak Pope Leciws the ſecond would never have beene fo ſhameleſle, as to requeſt 
in right of his Popeſhip the ſoveraigntie over Rome as hee did : neither 

when it was denyed him, to bave gone about to uſurpe it by force, and to 

bring his minde about to have layed ſiege tothe Senat houſe with armed 

men, tothe endthat either by baniſhing or murdering the Senatours then 

aſſembled together, he might inveſt himſelfe with the Kingly dignitie : but 

what got he by it ? Marry this, the people being in an uprore in the Citie, 

upon the ſight of this holy fathers proud attempt, tooke themſelves to 

armes, and ran with ſuch violenceupon maſter Pope, that they forthwith 

ſtoned his Holinefſe to death 3 but not like Stephen the Martyr for the pro- 

feſſion of Chriſt Ieſus, but like avile and feditious theefe for ſeeking the 


Common-wealths overthrow.

Bal, inthe Papacie, and alſo in ambition, rooke in hand his omitted enterpriſes; 


for he excommunicated the Romanes, untill they had baniſhed we 2 
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Biſhop, that gave them counſellto retaine the power of eleQing their ma-_ 371 
giſtrate, and governing their citie in their hands (a Tong repugnant to his 
intent ) and after hee had degraded the Conſuls, to make his part the ſtron- 
ger, he cauſedthe Emperour Fred:ricke to come with an armieto the citicz 
whom notwithſtanding hee handled bur baſely for his paines : for hee did 
not onely checke him openly for ſtanding on his feet, and holding the ſtir. 
rop of his horſe with his leſs hand, but alſo denied him the crowne of the 
Empire, except hee would reſtore to him Poville, which ( he ſaid ) pertai- 
ned unto him : howbeit he got the Crowne notwithſtanding, and betore his. 
returne from Rome, into Germanie, more than a thouſand citizens that 
would not.yeeld nor ſubſcribe untothe Popes will, were flaine. After Fre. 
derickes d:;parture, the Pope ſeeing himſelte deſtitute of his further aid,firſt 
excommunicated the King of Sicilie, that in right of inheritance poſſeſſed 
the foreſaid Poville : but when this ſerved him to ſmall purpoſe, he practi- 
ſed with. Emanuel the Emperour of Greece to-ſet upon him 3 whichthing 
turned to his finallconfuſion. After this (through his intollerable pride ) 
hee fell out with Fredericke the Emperour, and: to revenge himſelte upon 
him, diſcharged his ſubje&s from their fealtie to him, and him from his 
authoritie over them. Now marke his end: As he walked one day. to- 
wards Aviane, a flie got in at his mouthand downe his throat fo farre, thar 
it topped the conduit of his breath, ſo that for all that his phyſitions could 
do,hee was choked therewith. And thus hethat ſought by all the meanes he 
could tomake himſelfe greater than he ought to be, and toget the maſterie. 
of every thing at his owne will and pleaſure, and totake away other mens 
rights by force, was cut ſhort and rebated by a ſmall and baſe creature, and 
conſtrained to leave this life, which he was moſt unworthy of. . EY 
Hither may be.referred that which befell the Emperour 4/bert, Duke of 

Auſtria, and one of his lievtenants in Switzerland, for going about tou- 
ſurpeandappropriat certaine lands and dominions tohim, which belonged 
not unto hjm. This Emperour ſad man children whom he defired to 
leave rich and mighty, and therefore by all meanes poſſible he endeavoured 
to augment his living, even by getting from other men whatſoever hecould; 
and amongft all the reſt, this was one eſpeciall practiſe, wherein helaboured 
tooth and nayle toalienate from the Empire the land of the Switzers, and 
to leave it for an everlaſting inheritance to his heires : whichalthough the 
Switzers would in no caſe condiſcend nor agree unto, but contrariwile ſued 
earneſtly unto his Majeſty for the maintenance of their antient liberties 
and priviledges which were confirmed unto them by the former Emperors, 
and that they might. not be difirated fromthe Empire 3 yet notwithſtan- 
ding were conſtrained toundergo for a ſeaſon.the yoke of moſt grievous ty- 
ranny and ſervitude impoſed by force,upon them; and thus the poore.com- 
munaltie indured many; miſchietes, and many grievous andcruell extorti- 
ons and indignities at the hands of the Emperonrs officers, whileſt they; 
lived in this wretched and miſerable eſtate. 

| Amongſt the reſt there was one called Griſlier that began to ere a ſtrong 
fort of defence upon a little hill neere unto Altorfe, to keepe the countrey 
in greater awe and ſubje&ion 3 and deſiring to deſcrie his friends from his 
foes, he invented this deviſe : He pur a hat upon the end of a long pole, 
and placed it inthe field before Altorfe, where were great multitudes of 


people, with this commandement, That everie one that came by — 
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372 obciſance, andvaile bonnet tothe hat, and in every reſpe& ſhav themſelves _ . 
as dutifull unto it, asto bis owne perſon, imagining that his greateſt ene-, 
mies conld not endure nor finde in their hearts to do it, andtherefore upon 
this occaſion he might apprehend them, and diſcover all their cloſe praQti- 
ſes, and conſpiracies, which rhey might brew againſt him : now there was 
one, a ſtout hearted man, that pafling everie day up and downe that wayes, 
could in no wiſe be brought to reverence the dignitic of the worthy hat, 
( founreaſonable a thing it ſeemed in his eyes ) whereupon being taken, 
the ryran commanded him (for puniſhment of his open contempt ) 
to ſhoot ar an apple laid upon the crowne of the head of his deareſt childe, 
and if he miſt the apple, to be put todeath : the poore manafter many ex- 
cuſes, and allegations, and entreaties that he might not hazard his childes 
life in that ſort, was notwithſtandingenforcedto ſhoot, and ſhooting, God 
fo dire&ed his ſhaft, rhat the apple was hit, and the childe untouche 5 and 
yet for all this, he adjudged himto perpetuall priſon - our of which he mi- 
raculouſly eſcaping, watched the tyrans approach in fo fit a place, that with 
the ſhaft that ſhould have beene the death of his ſonne, he ftrooke him to 
the heart ; whoſe unluckie end, was a lnckie beginning of the Switzers de- 
liverance from the bondage of tyrans, and of the recovery of their antient 
freedome, whichever after they wiſely and conſtantly maintained. 

The Emperour Albert, putpoſing to be revenged uponthem for his in- 
jury, as alfo for ſlaying many'tnore of his men, and breaking downe his 
caftles of defence which he had cauſed to be builded in their countrey, de- 
terthined to mak war upon themzbur he was ſlaihe ere he could bring it hat 
determination to effe& by one of his owne nephews, frem whom ( bein 
his overſeer andgardant for bringing up) he withheld his patrimonie a- 
gainſt all equity 3 neither by ptayers or entreatie could be perſwaded to re- 
ſtore it. Theſe things ( according to Nz. Gils report in his firſt volume of 
the Chronicles of France ) bappened about the reigne of Saint Lew. 

Ex Bibliothecs | Hither may be referred rhe hiſtory of Richard the firſt, King of En- 

Cerienf,rc. gland, called Richard Coeur de Lyon : though not ſo much a fruite of ambi- 
tion in him, as of filthie covetouſneſſe. This King, when as Widomarw 
Lord of Linionice in little Britaine having found a great ſubſtance of trea- 
ſure in the ground, ſent him a great part thereof, as chiefe Lord and Prince 
of the countrey, refuſed it 3 ſaying, That he would either have all or none ; 
but the finder would not condiſcend: to that : whereupon the King layed 
fiege to a caſtle of his called Galuz, thinking the treafure to lye there ; but 
as hewith the Duke of Brabant went about viewing the Caſtle, a ſouldier 
within ſtroke him with an arrow in the arme, the yron whereof feſtering in 
the wound,cauſed that the King within nine daiesafterdied: And fo becauſe 
hewas not content with the halfe of the treaſure that another man found, 
loft all his owne treaſurethat he had, together with his life the chiefeſt rrea-

8 F open larcenies and violent robberies and extortions 
are forbidden by the law of God, as we have ſeene 
they are,then it is nodoubr bur that all deceit and un- 
- juſtdealings and bargains uſed to the dammage of 0- 
» thersare alſo condemned by the ſame law;and namely 
 Uſarie, when a man exaReth ſuch unmeaſurable 
« gaine forcither his mony -or other thing which hee 
| ſendeth, that the poore borrower is ſogreatly indam- 
maped, that in ſtead of benefitting and providing for his affaires, which he 
aimed at, he hitteth his further lofle and finall overthrow. "This finne is ex- 
preſſely prohibited in Leviticus,25, Deuteronomy 2 3, and Pfalme, 15 3 
where the commitrants thereof are held guilty before Gods judgement |. _ .

f Neither truely doth the juſtice of God ſleepe in this reſpeR, but taketh 
vengeance upon all ſuch, and puniſheth them after one ſort or other, either 
in body or goods, as it pleaſeth him : I my ſelfe knew a grand uſurer inthe 
countrey of Vallay that having ſcraped together great maſles of goldand 
ſilver by theſe unlawfull meanes, was in one night robbed of fifteene hup- 
dred crownes by theeves that broke into his houſe. I remember alſo-ano- 
ther uſurer dwelling in a town called Argental,nigh unto Anovay under the 
jiuriſdition of Tholofle in high Vivaria, who being in hayitime ina mea- 
dowe, was ſtung in the foot by a- ſerpent, or ſome ather'venomous beaſt, 
that he died thereof: an anſwerable puniſhment for his often ſtinging and 
biting many yore people with his cruell and unmercifull uſurie. © 
Nay it is fo contrarie'to equitie and reaſon, that all nations led by the 

inſtin& of nature, have alwayes abhorred and condemned it 3 infommuch 
that the conditions of theeves hath bin more eafie and tollerable than uſii- 
rers 3 for. theft was wont to be puniſhed but with donble reftitution, but 
uſurie with quadruple : and to ſpeake truely, theſe rich and gallant uſurers 
do more rob the common people and purloine from them, than all the 
"pa theeyes that are made publike examples of juſtice in the world. 

tis to be wiſhed thar ſome would examine uſurers bookes, and make a pe officio prin- 
bond-fire of their obligations,as that Lacedemonian did when Azeſslawre- cip.16.4.ce.14 
ported that hee never ſaw a clecter fire : or that ſome Lucullzs would deli- 
ver Europe from that contagion, asthe Romane did Afia in his time. L#- Atex.ob Ales. 
e#rgw baniſhed this canker worme out of his Sparta : Amaeſir puniſhed it #5-rcep.7. 
ſeverely in his Zgypt : Cato exiled it out of Sicilie 3 and Sol#» condemned 
it in Athens; how much more ſhould ithe held in dereſtation among 
Chriſtians ?'S. Chryſoffome compareth it fitly ro the b 
2s he that is ſtung with an aſpe, falleth a ſleepe as it were 
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but dieth ere he awaketh 3 ſo mony taken in uſurie, delighteth and conten- 
teth at the firſt, but it infeQethall his poſſeſſions, and ſucketh out the mar- 
row of them ere it be long : Seeing thervit is abhominable both by the law 
of God and nature, let us ſhun it as a toad, and flie from it as a cockatrice : 
But when theſe perſuaſions will not ſerve, let them turne their eyes to 
theſe examples following, whercin they ſhall ſee the manifeſt indignation 
of God upon it. ;_ | 
In the.Biſhopricke of Collen a notable famous Uſurer lying upon his 
death-bed ready to die; moved up and downe his chaps and his lips, as if he 
had bincating ſomething in his mouth 3 and beeing demanded what hee ear, 
hee anſwered, his money,and that the divell thruſt it in his mouth perforce, 
ſothat hee could neither will nor chuſe but devour 1t : in which miſerable 
temptation he died without any ſhew of repentance.. - 
The ſameauthor tellethof another Ulurer, that alittle before his death 
called for his bags of gold and filver, and offered them all to his foule, 
upon condition it would-not, forſake him : But if hewould have given all 
the world, it could not ranſome him from. death ; wherefore when he ſaw 
there was no remedic but hee muſt needs dic, hee commended his ſoule ro 
the Divell,to be carried intoeverlaſtingtorments.: which words when hee 
had utteredhee gave up.the ghoſt. . wm 
. ., Another Ufurer being. ready to die, . made this his laſt VWill and Teſta- 
ment:My ſoule ( quoth he) hee thre divell who is owner of it, my

Uſury confifteth not only in lending and borowing,but buying and felling 
alſo, and allunjuft and crafty bargaining, yea and It is a kinde of uſurie tg 
detain through too much covetouſneſſethoſe commodities from the people 
which concerne the publike good, and to hoord them up fortheir private 
gain,til ſome ſcarcitie orwant ariſezand this alſo hath evermore beene moſt 
ſharpely-puniſhed, as by theſe examples may appeare. About the yeare 
1543. at what, time a'great famine and dearth of: bread afflited the worlg, 
there was in Saxonie'a countrey peaſant,.that having carried his corne to 
the market,and ſold it cheaper than he looked for,as be returned homewards 
he fell into mot heavy dumpes and dolours of minde with griefe that the 
price of graine was abated : and when his ſervants ſang metrrily for joy of 
that blefled cheapneſle, he rebuked them moſt ſharpely and cruelly,yea and 
was. ſo much the more rormented and troubled in minde, by how much he 
more he ſaw any poore ſoule thankfull unto God for it : but marke how God 
gave him over to a reprobate and deſperate ſence: VW hileſt his fervants rode 
before, hee hung himſelfe at the cart taile, being paſt recoverie of life ere 
any man looked backe or perceived him. A notable example for our En: 
gliſh cormorants, who joyne barne to barne, and heape to heape, and will 
not ſell nor givea handful of their ſuperfluiticto the poore,when it. bearer 
a low price, but-preſerve it till ſcarcity and want come, and then they el! 
itat their owne rate 3let them feare by this, leſt the Lord deale ſoor worſe 
Another .covetous wretch,when' he could.not ſel his corneſadear as heede; 
fired, faid the:miſe ſhould-eat it rather than he would leſſen one jor of the 
price thereof > Vhich words were no ſooner ſpoken, but vengeance zooks 
| | UE 
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them : forall the miſe inthe countrey flocked to his barnes and fieldes, fo 375 
that they left him neither ſtanding nor lying corne, but devoured all. This 

ſtory was written to Martin Luther : upon occaſion whereof he inveying ;,,,., 
mightily againſt this cruell uſurie of husbandmen, told of three muſers | 

that in one yeare hung themſelves, becauſe graine bore a lower price than 

they looked for : adding moreover, that all ſuch cruell and muddy extorti- 

oners deſerved no better a doome , for their unimercifull opprefſi- 
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Anothber rich farmer, whoſe barnes were full of graine, and his ſtacks D-Pomeranus, 
untouched, was ſo covetous withall, that in hope of ſome dearth and deere- 
neſle of corne, he would not diminiſh one heape, but hoorded up dayly 
more and more, and wiſhed tor a ſcarcity upon the earth, to the end hee 
might enrich his coffers by other mens neceſſities. This cruell churle re- 
joyced ſo much in his aboundance, that everie day he would go into his 
barnes, and feed his eyes with his ſuperfluitie : Now it fell out as the Lord 
would, that having ſupped and drunke very largely, upona night as hee 
went, according to his cuſtome, to view his riches, with a candle in his. 
hand, behold the wine, or rather the juſtice of God, overcame his fences, 
fo that he fell downe ſuddenly into the mow, and by his fall ſet on fire the 
corne, being dry and eafie to be incenſed, in ſuch ſort that in a moment all 
that which he had ſcraped together and preſerved ſocharily, and delighted 
in ſo unreaſonably,was conſumed and brought to aſhes, and ſcarce he him- 
ſelfe eſcaped with his life. | 

Another in Miſhia, inthe yeare 1559, having great ſtore of corne hoor- 1ob.Fincel b.2. 
dedup, refuſed to ſuccor the neceſlitie of his poore & halfe famiſhed neigh- 
bours : for which cauſe the Lord puniſhed him with a ſtrange and unuſuall 
judgement, for the torne which he ſo much cheriſhed, aſſumed life, and be- 
came feathered fowles, flying out of his barnes in ſuch abundance, that the 
world was aſtoniſhed thereat, and his barnes left emprie of all proviſion, 
in moſt wonderfull and miraculous manner, 

No leſſe ſtrange was that which happened in a tow neof France called Theſame Au - 
Stenchanſen, to the Governour of the towne, who being requeſted by one *** 
of his poore ſubjeRs to ſell him ſome corne for his money, when there was Fides ft apud 
none tobe gotten elſewhere 3 anſwered, hee could ſpare none, by reaſon he ©*#%97em- 
had ſcarce enough for his owne hogs : which hoggiſh diſpoſition the Lord 
requited in it owne kinde 3 for his wife at the next litter brought forth ſeven 
pigs at one birth to increaſe the number of his hogs : that as he had prefer- 
>. filthie and ougly creatures before his poore brethren, in whom the i- 

eof God in ſome ſort ſhined forth, Sha might have of his owne get- 

ting more of that kinde to make much of, ſince hee loved them {o 
well. 


Equall toall the former both in cruelty touching the perſon, and mira- The ſame, 
Cle touching the judgement, was that which is reported by the ſame au- 
thour, to have happened to a rich couetous woman in Marchia, who in an 
extreame dearth of viduals, denyed not onely to relieve a poore man whoſe 
 Childrenwere ready to ſtarve with famine, but alſo to ſell him but one by- 
ſhell of corne, when he wanted but a penny of her price: for the poore 
wretch making great ſhift to borrow that penny, returned to her againe,and 

deſired herhe might have the corn:but as he payed her the mony, the penny

Falyſ.ub.z. Sergius Galba, before hee came to be Emperor (being Preſident of Africa 
cap.3, under Claudius, when as through penurie of vituals, corne, and other food 
was very ſparingly ſhared out and divided amongſt the armie ) puniſheda 
cettaine ſouldier that ſould a buſhell of wheat to one of his fellows for an 
hundred pence, in hope to obtaine a new ſhare himſelfe, in this manner, he 
comandeithe Quzſtor or Treaſurer to give him no more ſuſtenance, ſince 
hee preferred lucre before the neceſlity of his owne body and his friends 
welfare 3 neither ſuffered he any man elſe to ſell him any 3 fo that hee peri- : 
ſhedwith famine, and became a miſerable example toall the army, of the 

fruits of that foule droupſie covetouſneſle. 

And thus wee ſee how the Lord rained downe vengeance upon all cove- 
tous Uſurers and opprefſors, plaguing ſome on this faſhion, and ſome on 
that 3 and never paſſing any, bur either in this life ſome notable judgement 
overtakes them, either in themſelves or their off-ſprings ( for it is notori- 
only knowne that uſurers children, thoughleft rich, yet the firſt or ſecond 
generation became alwayes beggers ) or inthe life to come they are throw 
into the pit of perdition, from whence there is no redemption nor deli-

Pay rhoagy hl a Horace at heathen Poet avouched rhe unlawfulneſle ofthis thing even in 
RI his time,when he faith that Dice-playing was forbidden by their law. Zews 
Cake, theeighth, King of France, renouned for his gogd conditions and rate ver- 


rues; 


Maced. any party in play,ſhould be beſtowedupon the poor,to theend that both the f 
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tues 3 among(t all the.excellent laws -which he made, this was one, That all 377 
ſports ſhould be baniſhed the Common-wealth, except ſhooting ( whether 
with long bow or Crofſebow) andthat no Cards nor Dice ſhould be either 
made or fold by any 3 to theend that all occaſion of gaming might beetaken 
away. Surely it would be very profitable and expedient for the Weale-pub- 
lique, that this Ordinance might ſtand in uſe at this day, and that all Mer- 
chants and Mercers whatſoever, eſpecially thoſe that follow the reformati- 
onof Religion, might forbeare the ſale of all ſuch paltry Wares : for the 
fault in ſelling ſuch traſh1s no lefle than the abuſe of them in playing at 
them, for ſo much as they upon-greedinefle of fo ſmall a gaine, put as it 
werea {word into a mad mans hand, by miniſtring to them the inſtruments 
not onely of their ſports, but alſo of thoſe miſchiefes that enſue the ſame. 
There a man may heare curſes as: rife as words, bannings, ſwearings, and 
blaſphemies, banded up and downe 3 there men fret-themfelves to death, 
and conſume whole nights in darke and diveliſh 'paſtimes ; ſome loſetheir 
horſes, others their cloakes, a third ſort all that ever they are worth, to the 
undoing of their houſes, wives, and children ; and ſome again from brau- 
lings fall to buffetings,from buffets to bloudſhedding, from bloudſhedding 
to hanging : and theſe are the fruits of thoſe gallant ſports. | 
But this you ſhall ſee more plainely by a few particular examples. In a Di/cip';de tem- 
towne of Campaniaa certaine Iew playing at dice with a Chriſtian, loſt a 9976113 
great ſumme of money unto him 3 with' which great lofle being enraged, and 
almoſt beſide himſelfe, as commonly men in that caſe are affeed, hee 
belched out moſt bitter' curſes againſt Chriſt Iefus, and his mother the 
bleſſed Virgin, in the midſt whereof the Lord deprived him of his life and 
ſenſe 3 and ſtrooke him dead in the place : as for his companion the Chriſti- 
an, indeed he eſcaped ſudden death, howbeit he was robbed of his wit and ay 
underſtanding, and ſurvived not verie long after : to teach us not  onely Ft Fr 
what a grievous ſinne it 1s to blaſpheme God, and to accompanie ſuch wret- : 
ches, and not to ſhun, or at leaſt reprove their outrage 3 but alſo what mon- 
ſtrous effe&ts proceed from ſuch Kkinde of ungodly ſports, and how grie- 
vouſly the Lord puniſheththem, firſt by giving them over toblaſphemy, 
ſecondly to death, and thirdly and laſtly to eternall and irrevocable damna- 
tion : Let our Engliſh gameſters confider this example, andif it will not 
efrifiethem from their ſports, then let them looke to this that followeth, 
which if their hearts be not as hard as adamant, will mollifie and perſwade 


them, 

In the yeare 1 5 3 3-neere to Beliflana a citic in Helvetia, there were three 70b.Fince, 
prophane wretches that phyed at dice upon the Lords day without the wals _—_ Parc} 
of the citie, one of which called Ylrich Schreterw having loſt much mony, 61aſphemie. * 
and offended God with many curſed ſpeeches,at laſt preſaging to himſelfe 
good lucke,, he burſt forth into theſe tearmes, If fortune deceive menow, ,,,. - 
Iwill thruſt my dagger into the verie body of God as farreas I can : now Breach of '54- 
fortune failed him as before, wherefore forthwith he drew his dagger, and >>$»6-.c.35.- 
taking it by the point, threw it againſt heaven with all bis ſtrength: behold, Blaphergie, 
the dagger vaniſhed away, and five drops of bloud diſtilled upon the table 66-1.cap.3r. 
before them, and without all delay the divell came in place, and carried a- 
way the blaſphemous wretch with ſuch. force and noylſe, that the whole ci- 
ty was amaſed and aſtoniſhed thereat : the other two ( halte beſide them- 
ſelves with feare ) ſtrove to wipe away the drops of bloud out of the gg 
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but the more they wiped it, the more clearly it a ppeated; The rumor of 


wigs accident flew into the citic, and cauſed the people to flocke t'1icke and 


threefold unto the place, where they found the other two gameſters waſh- 
ingthe boord 3 whom ( by the decree of the Senate ) they bound with 
chaines, and carried towards the priſon 3 but as they paſſed with them 
through a gate of thecitic, one of them was ſtroken ſuddenly dead in the 
midft of them, with ſuch a number of lice and wormes creeping out of 
him, that it was both wonderfull and lothſome to behold : the third they 
themſelves ( without any further inquiſition or triall ) toavert the jindis- 
nation which ſeemed to hang over their Þcads, put incontinently to deat; 
therable they tooke and preſerved it for a monument, to witneſle unto pg. 
ſterity, both how an accurſed paſtime dicing is, and alſo what great incon- 
venienciesand miſchiefes grow thereby. 

But that we may fee yet morethe vanitic and mifchicvous working of 
this ſport, I will report one ſtorie more out of the ſame authour, though 
not equallto the former in ſtrangeneſle and height of ſinne, yet as tragicall, 
and no lefle pitifull. 

In the yeare 1550, there lived in Alfatia one Cd aam Steckman, one that 
got his living by tximming, pruning, and drefling vines 3 this man having 
received his wages, fell to dice, and loſt all that he had gotten; infomuch 
that he had not wherewith to nouriſh his family, ſothar he fell into ſuch 2 
gricfe of minde, and withall into fuch paines of the head, that he grew al- 
moſt deſperate withall : one day his wife being butic abroad, left the care of 
her children unto him 3 but he tooke ſuch great care of them that he cut all 
their throats, eventhree of them, whereot one lay inthe cradle, and laſtly 
would have hanged bimſelfe,had not his wife come in the meane while,who 
beholding this pitifull tragedie, gavea great OutCric, and fell downe dead ; 
whereupon the neighbours running in, were eye witneſſes of this wofull 
ſpeRacle : as for him, by law he was judged to a moſt ſevere and cruell py- 
niſhment : and all theſe pitifull events aroſe from that curſed root of Dice- 

lay. 

F We ought therefore to learne by all theſe things thar have beene already 
ſpoken, to abſtaine not onely from this curſed paſtime, but alſo from extor- 
tion, robberies, deceit, guale, and other ſuch naughty practices that tend to 
the hurt and detriment of one another 3 and in place thereof to procurethe 
good and welfare of each one in all kindeneſle and equity, following the A- 

ſtles counſell, where he ſayeth, Let them that ſtole ſteale no more, bat ra- 
ther rravell by labouring with his hands in that which is good, that be may have 
wherewith to ſuccor the necesſitie of others.

who ſhewed himſelfe more —_— aftefted in the cauſe than the reſt, pur- 


ſued this enterpriſe in more ſpeedy and deſperate manner : for as the Ty- 


rant returned from the Theater by a by-way to his Pallace (the third day 
of the feaſt, which he celebrated in honour of 1u/:45 Cxſar) rhe Tribune pre- 


torious 3 for divers times he uſed to feaſt many faire-Eadies and their buſ-

ſented himſelfe,as if in regard of his office ,'to.import ſome matter of in 
portance unto him; and having received a curriſh word or two at his 
hands (as his cuſtome was) he gave him ſuch a troke bctweene the head and 
the ſhoulders, that what with it and the blowes of his complices, that go- 
ing for the ſame intent, ruſhed upon him, he was ſlaine amongſt them, no 
man ſtirring a foot to deliver him out of their bands, though many looked 
on , and Might bave aided him if they would : - he was no ſooner {laine, bur 
his wife incontinently was ſent after, and his daughter alſo that was cruſhed 
to death againſt a wall 3 and thus came his wretched ſelfe, with his filthic 
progenie, to a wretched and miſerable end. | 

| Nero (heyged himſelfe not onely an _—_y to God in perſecuting his 
Church, but alſo perverter and diſturber of humane nature, inembruing 
his hands inthe bloud of his owne mother and grandmother, whom he cau- 
ſed to be put to death, and in killing his owne wife and ſiſter , and infinite 
numbers of all kinde of people : betide, in adulteries he was ſo monſtrous; 
that it is better to conceale them from modeſt cares, than to ſtirreup the 
puldle of ſo ftinking and noyſome a 290. : for which his villanies the 
Senate condemned him to a ſhamefull and moſt ignominious death, and his 
armies and forces forſooke him : which when hee underſtood, be betooke 
him to flight, and hid himſelfe in an out-way amongſt thornes and buſhes,

which with great paine having paſt through, being weary of his life, hee - 


threw himſelfe downe-into a pit foure foot deepe 3 and when he could ger 
none of his men to lay their hands upon him, he deſperately and miſerably 
ſlew himſelfe. | 

Y itellixs, for the murders and other outragious miſdeeds which he com- 
mitted, was taken in his ſhirt; and drawne through the ſtreets witha halter 
about his necke, and his hands bound behinde him , and the point of a dag- 
ger under his cin3 the people caſting durt and dung upon him in deteſta- 
tion, and calling him make-bate and ſeditious villain; with other opprobri- 
ous reproches : aud at laſt being maſſacred with many blowes; was drawne 
with a hooke into Tyber, like a carrion. | 


Swneron. 


Domitian was a cruell enemy of the Chriſtians : hee rejected his owne Suetoi, 


wife totake a new, and being covertly reproved by Helvidiae for the ſame, 
in a Play of the divorce of Pars and Enon, which he preſented unto him, he 
put him todeath for his labour.. Many worthy Senatours and chiefe men, 
| ad. Cc 3 and 
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and ſuch./4s bad bornethe office of the Conſull, without juſt cauſe given of 
reprehenſion, were murdered by him : hee ſpared not bis owne bloud and 
neareſt allies , no nor his owne brother Ti#ws , but what with poyſon'and 
ſword, deftroyed them all to confuſion. But in the end, when hee ſaw that 
the world hated himifor his outragious cruelties, he conſulted withthe A- 
ſtrologians and Conjurers,what death did waite for him3 oneof the which 
amongſtthe reſt told him that hee ſhould be {laine, and that very ſhortly : 
wherewithall being ſore troubled ; hee firſt cauſed him that had prognofti- 
cated thisevill unto him, to be ſlaine : then he compaſled: himſelfe with a 
ſtrong guard, and to the end to ſee thema that ſhould comeneare, hee made 
his gallery walls where hee walked, of ſuch a kinde of gliſtrin and ſhining 
ftone, that he might ſee in them all about him, both behinde and before. 
When the day and houre which was fore-calculated for. his death was 
come, orie of the Conſpirators came in with his left arme in a ſcarfe, as if 
he had beene ſore hurt ; feigning that he would: bewray the whole treaſon 
which hee:ſo-much feared 3 and being entred his Chamber, he preſented 
him witha long diſcourſe in writing, touching the matter and manner of 
the C iracie : and when in _ ſame, he ſaw him moſt aſtoni- 
ſhed ; then he tooke occaſion to ſtrike him ſuddenly into the belly with his 
dagger; his owne ſervants making up the murther , whenthey ſaw him goe 
. aboutto reſiſt. And thus by all his wiſedome and providence he could not 
rid himſelfe from being ſurpriſed, nor hinder the execution of Gods juſt 
fore-appointed judgement. And theſe were the ends of thoſe wicked Em- 
perours, who in regard of their vile lives, were rather monſters than men; 
and not onely they whom we have named, but many moe alſo, as 4#tonims, 
Cardcalla , Heliogabalis , and other like may bee worthily placed in this 


ranke. | | 
- But of all, Heliogabalms is moſt famous : of whom is recorded in hiſto- 
ries, that hee was ſo prodigious in all gluttonie, filthineſfle, and ribauldrie, 
that the like I thinke was never heard of, except thoſe monſters that went 
before; and yet I fuppoſe he ſurpaſied themtoo. Such was the exceeding 
and luxurious potnpe of this beaſt-like Emperour, that in his lampes hee 
uſed baulme,and filled his fiſh-ponds with-roſe-water : the garments which 
he worewere all of the fineſt gold and moſt coſtly filkes : his ſhooes gliſte- 
red with'precious ſtones, curiouſly engraven : he was never two dayes ſer- 
vedwith one kinde of meat , nor wore one garment twice; and fo likewiſe 
for his fleſhly wickedneſle , he ove». it every time : Some dayes hee was 
ſervedat meales with the braines of Oftriches, and a ſtrange fowle called a 
Phylocapterie, another day with the tongues of Popingayes, and other 
ſiveet ſinging birds, being nigh to the ſea 3 .hee never uſed fiſh;in places 
farre diſtant from the ſea: all his houſe was ſerved with moſt delicate fiſh: 
at one ſupper his table was furniſhed with ſeven thouſand fiſhes, and five 
thoaſand fowles : At his remoovals in his progreſle, there followed him 
commotily fix hundred chariots : he uſedto ſacrifice with young children, 
and preferred to the beſt advancements inthe Common-wealth moſt lighr 
perſons 3 as Bawdes, Minſtrels, Players; and ſuch like : in one word, hee 
was an enemy toall honeſty and good order. And when he was fore-told by 
his Sorcerers and Aſtronomers, that he ſhould die a violent death , he pro- 
vided'ropes of filke to hang himſelfe, ſwords of gold to kill himſelfe, and 
ſtrong /poyſons in Jacinths and Etnerauds to poylon himſelte, if _— a 
ou 
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ſhould thereto be forced : Moreover, hee made an high tower, having the 
boordedfloore covered with gold plate,and broideredwith-pretious ſtones, 
from the which tower he might throw himſclie downe, if hee were purſued 
of his enemies. But notwithſtanding all this proviſion, (Gods vengeance 
not permitting him to die as hee would) hee was {laine of the fouldiers , 
drawne through the citie, and caſt into Tiber, after hee. had raigned two 
yeares and eight moneths. | 
T igellinw, one-of the Captaines of Neroes guard , and a chiefe:procurer 
and ſetter forward of his tyranny, was the cauſe of the death of many great 
-rſondges in Rome : and being enriched by their ſpoyle and other ſuch 
ike robberies, after the death of Nero (whom in his extremity hee for- 
ſooke) plunged himſelfe, and wallowed inall manner of licentions and diſ- 
ordinate delights. Now though hee was worthy ofa thouſand deaths for 
his cruelties towards many good citizens, yet by the-meanes of one 7anim, 
the Emperour Galba his chiefe minion, whoſe favout hee bad by great 
ſummes of money bought and obtained (for hee gave upto his daughter at 
one time five and twenty thouſand crownes; and to'bjmfclft at another time 
a-carknet worth fifteen thouſand crownes for a preſent) he was ſpared and 
kept in-ſafety : but as ſoon as Othe was inſtalled inthe Empirezhis downfall 
and deſtru&ion began preſently to follow:'for 0:bo,ta thecnd togratifiethe 
Romans, ſent to-apprehend him, who was then in his houſes of pleafure in 
the field ; banquetting and ſporting with his harlots, and ufing all mannet 
of tiot, albeit by reaſonof a deadly diſeaſe which was 'upon him, heew4s 
even at deaths doore. VWheg hee ſaw himſelfe this taken, and'thatino 
meanes of eſcape was left, (n© not by the-veſlels which he had prepared at 
the ſea ſhore for purpoſe, if need were, to. convey him' away) and'that hee 
which had commiſſion to take him, would give 'him no advantage of eſcas 
ing, though he offered him great rewards for the fame; he entreated onely 
i» ureto ſhave his beard before he went 3 which being granted, he tooke a 
rafor;and in ſtead of ſhaving, cut his owne throat.

devonre, and to exerciſe all kinde of crueky agaitftevery man, and all kind 
of ryot and exceſſe of filthineſle agaifiſt himſelfe »ſothat he became ſo odi- 
Qus and contemptible to his ſubjects, IF confpired againſt him, ro 
c 4 


deprive 
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J Ieronymus, a true Tyran of Sicily; enured and faſhioned 77. Liv. 
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deprive him both of his life and kingdome : which conſpiracy though it 


came to light , yet for all that wanted not his due effe& : tor atter hee had 
(through liſkning to falſe reports) put todeath unjuſtly his trueſt and deg- 
reſt friends, and thoſe that would indeed have belped him in his neceſſity, 
both with good advice and other ſuccour, he was ſurpriſed as he walked in 
2 narrow and ftrait way , and there cruelly murthered. Now there was 
one Androvedorws his brother in law , that afpired to the crowne, had cor- 
rupted his manners, and thruſt him forward to all theſe miſdemeanours, to 
the end by thoſe praftiſes he might make him odious to his people, that by 
that meanes he might obtaine his owne purpoſe,as indeed he did: for after 
his death he ſeiſed upon the Scepter, though with no long enjoyance ; for 
through the troubles and commotions which were raiſed in the countre 
by his meanes, both hee, his wife , and whole race, together with the whole 
propenie of H/eronymws, whether innocent or guilty , were all utterly roo- 
ted out and defaced. 
4Andronicus was one of the moſt wickedeſt men that lived on the earth 
in his time ; for he excelled in all kinde of evill : in ambition, boldnefle in 
doing miſchiefe, cruelty, whoredome, adulterie, and inceſtalſo to make u 
the whole number : beſides, he was ſo treacherous and diſloyall, that hee 
traiterouſly ſlew the ſonne and heire of the Emperour Emanuel, ſhutting 
him in-a ſacke, and fothrowing him into the ſea 3 after which, by violence 
he tooke poſſeſſion of the Empire of Conſtantinople, and like a ftrong 
theeſe ſeiſed upon that which was none of his owne 3 butas ſoone as he ha 
gotren his deſire,then began his luſts roeageand rave,then he fell to whore- 
1ngand forcing women and maids to his luſt, whom after he had once rob- 
>ed of their chaſtities; he gave ovet to his bauds and ruftans to abuſe ; and 
that which is more than all this, he raviſhed one of his owne fiſters, and 
committed inceſt with her: moreover, to maintaine and upbold histyran- 
nous eſtate, he ſlew moſt of the nobility, and allelſe that bore any ſhewof 
honeſty or credit with them, and lived altogether by wrongs and extorti- 
ons : wherefore his ſubjets ( provoked with theſe multitudes of evils 
which reigned in him, and not ableto endure any longer his vile outrapes 
and indignities) rebelled againſt himand befieged him, got him into their 
mercilefle hands, and handled him on this faſhion following : firſt they de- 
2raded hfm and ſpoyled him of his imperiall ornaments, then they pulled 
out one of his eyes , and ſet him-upon an afle backward, with the tayle 
in his hand in ſtead of a Scepter, anda rope about his necke in ſtead of a 
crowne 3 andin this order and attyre they led him through all Conſtanti- 
nople, the people ſhouting and reviling him. on all ſides, ſome throwin 
durt, others ſpittle, divers dung, and the women their piſpots at his head: 
after all which banquetting diſhes, be was tranſported to thegallowes, and 


' there hanged, to make an endof all. 


Charles King of Navarre, whoſe mother Iean was daughter to Lews Lat- 
:on King of France, was another that oppreſlcd his ſubjeRs with craeſty 
and rough dealing : for he impoſed upon them grievous taxes and tributes, 
and when many of the' chicfeſt of his Common-Wealth came to make 
knowne unto him the poverty of his people, and that they were not able to 
endure any -more fuch burthens, he cauſed them all ro be put to death for 
their boldneſle : he was the kindler of many great miſchiefes in France,and.

ſperxely burſt 'into Frantis Pizerrer houſe , (then Marqueſierand Gover- 
nour of Peru) and at the firſt brunt ſlew a Captaine that guarded the ente- 
rance of the Hall, and next him 2M@rti» of Alcantara, and other'more; that 
kept the entrance of the-Chamber, ſorhat hee-»fell dead"even at his 'bro- 
ther the Marqueſſes feet : who albeit his men were all-{laine before his 
eycs,'and himſelfe left alone amiddeſt his enemies, yet gave'not over'to de-

thorr ſpace made away above three hundred Spaniiatds', and all as it were. 
with his own hand; was drawn up and downe at a horſe tayle the ſpace of 
halfe a quarter of an houre,apd then hanged upon the gallowes, & quartered 
in foure parts. The Monke of Vativatd, called Fi#cenr,who with his crofſe 
and porteiſe had encouraged Piserre ind his atmy againſt 4rtebalibe , and 
was. for that cauſe created Biſhop of Peru , when Diezo came tothe 
vernement, fled into the Iſland Puna to eſcape his wrath ; but in ſeeking 
to avoyde him, he fell into as great a ſhare 3 tor the I{landers aſſaulted him 
one night , and knockr him to death with ſaves and tlubs., together with

falſe accuſers, they were puniſhed =o after another with notable judge- 
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$3 for one that was a chiefe doer therein became his OwWne murderer , 
and Maximinu himſelfe was confumed with wormes and rottenneſle , as 
hath beene ſhewed in the former Booke. 

It was a law among the Romaris , that if any man had enforced an accy- 
ſation againſt another, cither wrongfully, unlawtully, or without probahj- 
lity, both his legs ſhould be broken, in recompence of his malice: which 
cuſtome, as it was laudable and neceſſary, fo was it put in execution at di- 
vers times, as prey under the Emperour Commodas , when a prophane 
wretch accuſed Apolionima 6 godly and profeſt Chriſtian, and afterward a 
conſtant martyr of Chriſt Jelus ) before the Judges , of certaine grievous 
crimes, which when he could by no colour or likelyhood of truth convince 
and prove, they adjudged him to that ignominious puniſhment to have his 
legs broken, becauſe he had accuſed and defamed a man-without cauſe, 

Euſtathius Biſhop of Antioch , a man famous for eloquence in ſpeech, 
and uprightneſſe of life, when as hee impugned the hereſie of the Arrians, 
was circumvented by them , and depoſed from his Biſhopricke by.this 
meanes : they ſuborned a hy trumpet to come in with a childe in her 
armes, and in anopen Synod of two hundred and fifty Biſhops to accuſe 
him of adultery, and to {weare that hee had got that childe of her body 
which though he denied conſtantly, and no juſt proofe could be brought a- 

inſt him, yet the impudent ſtrumpets oath tooke ſuch place, that bythe 
| lea cenſure hee was baniſhed from his Biſhopricke 3 howbeit ere 
long his innocency was knowne ,: for the {aid {trumpet being deſervedly 
touched with the finger of Gods juſtice in extreame ſickneſſe;confeſſed the 
whole praiſe, bow ſhe was ſuborned by certaine Biſhops to ſlander this 

holy man, and that yet ſhe was. not altogether a lyar., for one 5 gre 2 
handy-crafts man got the childe, as ſhee had ſworne, andnot Zuſtathixs the 

Biſhop.

ſhifted off by this deviſe, he ſent Timothews the Presbyter of Alexandria in- 
to the Synod in his place , who — to the woman , asked her before 
them all, whether ſhe durſt ſay that he had raviſhed her ; ro whom ſhe re- - 
lyed, yea,I ſweare and vow that thou haſt done it (for ſhee ſuppoſed it to 
ve beene Hthanefim, whom ſhee never ſaw) whereat the whole Synod 
perceived the cavill of the lying Arrians, and quitted the innocency of that 
ood man. Howbeit theſe malicious hereticks ſeeing this praiſe not to 
ucceed, invented another worſe then the former; for they accuſed himto 
have ſlaine one Arſenias, whom they themſelves kept ſecret ; and that hee 
carried one of his hands about him, wherewith he wrought miracles by en- 
chantment : but 4r/exiws, touched by the ſpirit of God » ſtole away from 
them, and came to Athenefis, tothe end he ſhould receive no damage by 
his abſence, whom he brought in tothe Judges , and ſhewed them both his 
hands, confounded his accuſers with ſhame of their malice, inſomuch as 


_ they ranne away for feare, and ſatisfied the Judges both of his integrity, 


their envious calumniation : the chiefe Broker of all this milchiefe 
was Stephanus Biſhop of Antioch, but he was degraded from his Biſhop- 
ricke, and Leomims elected in his roome, nfs 
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Inour Engliſh Chronicles we have'recorded # notable hiſtory to the like 
effe& of King Cannmtu the Dane, who'after muchi'trouble, being eſtabliſhed 
in the Kingdome of England, cauſed aParliament'to bee beld a London 
where (amongſt other things there debated)-it'was' propounded'to the Bi- 
ſhops, Barons, and Lords of that Afenibly', Whether tn the'c&mpoſition 
made betwixt Bdmond and Canutus any ſpecialliremembrance was made for 
the children or brethren of Edmond, touching any RR of any part of 
the land 2 which the Engliſh Lords, flattering theking, ehoughi ily and 
againſt the truth, yea and againſt their owne conſciences, denied to be 3 and 
not onely ſo, but for the Kings pleaſure confirmed their falſe words with 2 
more falſe oath, that to the uttermoſt of their powers they'Would/put off 
the bloud of Zdmend from all right and intereſt : 'by reaſon of which oath 
and promiſe they thought to have purchaſed'witt-the King Srear favours 
but by the juſt retribution of God it-chanced farre dtherwiſe: for many of 
them, or the molt part, eſpecially ſuch/as Canutis perceived tohave fiyorne 
fealtie before time to Edmond and his heires 5 he miftruſted' atid difdained 
evet after : inſomuch, that ſome he exiled, many he beheaded;and divers by 
Gods juſt judgement died ſuddenly; Ve | 

"Inthe Scottiſh Chronicles we read how Hamilron the Scot was brought 
unto his death by the falſe accuſation'of a falſe Frier called Campbel: wha 
being in the fire ready to be executed, cited and ſummoned the faid Frier to 
appeare before the high God, as generall Judge of all men,to atifiver to the 
innocency of his death,and whether his accuſation were juſt or not, betwixt 
that an4 a certaine day of the next moneth; which he there riamied.” Now ſee 
the heart and hand of God againſt a falſe witneſle, ere thit day came the Fri- 
er died without any remorſe of conſcience 3 and'no doubt he gave a ſharpe 
account to Almighty Godof his malicious and unjuſt accuſation. 

In rhe yeare of our Lord 1105 , Henry Archbiſhop of Mentz, being 
complained of to the Pope , fent'a learned man, a ſpectall friend'of his, to 
excuſe him, named Arzold; one for whom he had mnch done, and promo- 
ted to great livings and promotions : but this honeſt man in ſtead of an ex- 
cuſer became an accuſer 3 for hee bribed the two chiefeſt Cardinals with 
gold, and obtained of the Pope thoſe two to be ſent Inquifirors about the 
Archbiſhops caſe : The which comming into Germany ; furhmoned the 
{aid Henry, and without either law or juſtice, depoſed himifrom his Arch- 
biſhoprick, and ſubſtituted in his place Ar»eld, upon hope of his Eccleſi- 
aſticall gold : Whereupon that vertuous and honourable Hezry is repor- 
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ted to have ſpoken thus unto thoſe perverſe Jucgs Ag I ſhould appeale to as and Me- 
e Na 


the Apoſtolike Sea, for this your unjuſt proceſ againſt me, perha 
ſhould but loſe my labour , and gaine nothing but _— of body, loſte of 

s, afflition of minde, and care of heart : Wherefore I doe appeale to 
the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, as to the moſt higheſt and juſt Judge, and cite you 
before his judgement ſeat, there to anſiver for this-wrong dorie unto me ; 


.. forneither juſtly, nor godly, but corruptly, and unjuſtly, have you judged 


my cauſe. Whereunto they ſcoffingly ſaid , Goe you firſt, and we will fol- 
low. Not long after, the ſaid Henry dyed : whereof the two Cardinals ha- 
ving intelligence, ſaid one to the other jeſtingly, Behold he is gone before, 
and wee muſt follow according to our promiſe. And verily they ſpoke 
truer than they were aware for within a while after they both dyed in otie 
Gy: the one ſitting upon 2 jakes to caſe himlſelfe, voyded out all his en- 
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{ is tongue, that he could neither ſwallow nor ſpeake for a ' 
certaine ſpace before the time of his death. ; 

Hither might be adjoyned the vengeance of God upon Juſtice Morg aw, - 
who condemned to death the innocent Lady ave ; but preſently after fell 
madde , and fo dyed , having nothing in his mouth but Lady 7aze, Lady 
Tane. | 

_..Inthe reigne of King Henry the eighth,one Richard Long,a man of armeg 
in Calice, Pore falſe witneſſe againſt maſter Smith, the Curate of our La- 
dy Pariſh. in Calice , for eating fleſh in Lent , which hee never did :/ but 
' hee eſcaped not vengeance 3 for ſhortly after he deſperately drowned him- 
ſelfe. A terrible'example unto all. ſuch as are ready to forſweate them- 
ſelves on a Booke upog malice, or ſome other cauſe : a thing in theſe dayes 
over rife every where, and almoſt of moſt men little or nothing regarded.

Hitherto we may adde the example of one W:lram Feiningyyho accuſed an

\ - he much defired:: for which cauſe the poore manibeing arraigned at Berry

On the ſix and twentieth of November 162 1, one Richard Borne, ſervant 
to Jeſpar Burch Gardiner of Ely, accuſtomed to travell upon the Lords day; 
and making no reckoning of the Sabbath, ſeldome or never comming to 
Church on that day, but went onwards to Saint Ives market, and fo-fpent 
the day 3 and being drunke, was at length overtaken by the juſt judgement 
of God : and going up the ſtreame in his boate, which he had toaden wirh 
marketable wares, he fell into the river, and was fo drowned. 

On the third day of Auguſt 1618, one Thomas Alred of Godmancheſter, 
in the Countie of Huntington Butcher , an accuſtomed Drunkard, being 
entreated by a neighbour tounpitch a load of hay, and being at that very 
time in drinke, letting his pitch-forke ſlip out of his hand, and ſtooping to 
take it up againe, ſlipped from the cart with his head-down-wards; his fork 
Randing upright with the tines, he fell dire&ly upon: them, which at once \./ 
ran into bis'breaft, and ſtroke his heart ſo, that he dicd ſuddenly, =..- + ; .. -.

Under the Empetour Mauritius the Cite of Antioch was Nrakn 
witha terrible Earthquake , after this "rung There was a Gus 
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Citjzen-ſo given to bountifulneſſe to the Poore, rhat hee would never 
ſuppe nor dine, unleſſe hee had one poore man to:be with him ar his. 
Table. Upon a certaine evening ſecking for ſuch.a gueſt, and find ing 
none, a grave old man met him in the Market-place, cloathed in white, 
with two companions with him , whom hee entreated to a 6 with 
him : But the old man anſwered him, That he had more necd to pra 
againſt the deſtru&ion of the Citie; and preſently ſhooke his hand- 
kerchicfe againſt one part of the Citie, and then againſt another 3 and 
being hardly entreated , forbore the reſt, Which hee had no ſooner 
done, but thoſe two parts of the Citie, terribly ſhaken with an Earth- 
uake,were throwne to the ground, and thouſands of men ſlain. Which 
this good Citizen ſeeing, trembled exceedingly. To whom the old 
man in white anſwered and ſayed, By reaſon of charity to the poore his 
houſe and Familie were preſerved. . And preſently theſe three men 
(which no queſtion were Angels) vaniihbed out of ſight, This ſtorie $7- 


eabert in his Chron, reporteth, .4nns 585. 


Philip Melantthon reporteth , That ina certaine Village reare unto 
the Citie Sygnea, a woman ſent ber ſonne into the wood to fetch home 
her Kine : inthe meane while, ſuch a ſnow fell, that the boy could not 
returne home againe : his parents the next day ( taking more care for 
the boy then for the kine) went out to ſeeke him 3 and within three 
dayes, found him in the middeſt of the wood, 4itting in a faire place 
where no ſnow had fallen : They demanded of him, Why he made rot 
haſte home : He anſwered, That he tarryed till.it was evening; being 
inſenſible both of the time and of the cold.: They asked him againe, 
Whether he had received any food or.no ? .. The, boy anſwered, That a 
certaine man brought unto = bread and cheeſe, which hee did cate. 
Thus without doubt the childe was preſerved by an Angell, and the 
man that brought him the bread and ſe was at Angel of God. 

Tiburtixs the Governour of Areciam, a Heathen man, forbad two 
Chriſtian brothers, Pergentinu and Laurentinus,to preach Chriſt: Firſt, 
he allured them by flattering ſpeeches 3 which when it ſucceeded not, 
he cauſed them to * beaten with clubbes. . But the armes of them that 
beat them were {o withered, that they could not ſtrike a ſtroke : Then 
he went about to ſtarve them in priſon , but they were nouriſhed by an 
Angell of God : After , hee commanded them to walke bare- footed 
upon burning coales, which they did without any ſenſe of hurt : Laſt- 
ly, the Image of per being brought unto them to worſhip, they cal- 
ling upon the name of Jeſus , the brazen Image reſolved into duſt : 
whereupon many ofthe Heathen people forſooke their Idols, and rur- 
ned unto the faith of Chriſt. This ſtory is written by Mareullus Spala- 
renſis, lib.r.cap.s. Trmogpnrngp 

In that battell wherein 1#d« Hachebews overcame Timothew , five 
men appeared in golden Armour whereof two defended M achabems, 
and the other three aſſaulted. the enemies 3 the ſecond of Machabees , 
Chapter the tenth. Likewiſe in, the eleventh Chapter of the ſame 
Book, it is declared how two men in goodly Armour, and upon white 
horſes, fought for the Jewes againſt their enemies as Caſtor and Pollux

me that we ſhould. remove Grymew out of that place preſently , for the 
Sergeants wete come to apprehend him 5'and to caſt him. into priſon :

The like happened at'Huntingtons. wharo;Saigth Marrs Church , 
having a decayed Steeple , the Pariſhioners Maſons to repaire it ; 
who about noone comming downe totheirdinner, left certaine children 
which were taught by the Miniſter, playing in the body of the Church, 
Who had no ſooner runne into the Chancell to their vituals , but the 
Steeple rumbled downe into the Church, beating downe a great part 
of the Church:: withalf, behold rheawonderfaltprotetion of God, if 
the Steeple had fallen upot\ the Lords &iy 5 many hundreds had beene 
flaine 3 and if at any other time of the day, the Maſons and the children 
had all periſhed : but bleſled be the name of the Lord for this ſafe de- 
Iiverance., 

Another example was related unto me by men of good credit, upon 
their owne knowledge 3 how a certaine man riding between two woods 
ma@great tempeſt © thundering and lightening, rode under an Oake to 
ſhelter himſelfe 3 but his horſe would by no meanes ſtay under that 
Oake, winching, and kicking, and running away, whether his Maſter 
would or no: which his maſter perceiving , went unto another Oake - 
hard by , where the horſe ſtayed very quietly : but they had not long 
ſaid there, but the firſt Oake with a grievous clap of thunder and ligh- 
rening was torne all to fitters, and the man and horſe in the other place 
eſcaped ſafely : Ohthe wonderfull protetion of God, and that by the 
miniſtery of his holy Angels! pet 
__In the yeare_15.65., 40. a tempeſt of raine and waters aroſe at 
Iſlebia, that it bare downe houſes before it 3 it fell moſt violently u 
the houſe of one Barehold Bogt , ſo that it broke downe the fore-part of 
his houſe, where lay a childe in a cradle 3 which the father, with hazard 
of his life, brought forth and carried into his adjoyning neighbours 
houſe : two other of his children endeavouring alſo to ſave, hee tooke 
in his armes to carry forth of the houſe, but the rage of the water hin- 
dered him, ſo that they reſted upon a beame 3 from whence the one of 
his children was violently taxen out of his armes, and he and the other 
being ſhaken from the poſt, were carried into the Orchard 3 where fin- 
ding footing,ſtood up tothe neck in water,withrhe childe im his armes; 
and looking about for his other childe, he found it fitting upon a piece 
of timber, and comming towards him , which hee alſo tooke into his 
armes , and got up into a high pile of wood, where he reſted all night , 
none being able to afford him any helpe. The next morning, when the 
waters were decieaſed, he came downe to looke for tiwo other of his chil-

all his grea;Trophies 206 Friump  (Andyyhen bee gnſwered him, They 
were not thereto be ſeene3* Socaares replyed, Cur 1gitur ob il/a ſuperbss , que 
cjrca nullam terre partem exiſtunt ? that is, VVhy then art thou ſo rao of 

theſe things which are not viſible in any part of theearth ? 

Neither was the Church lr ſelfe free from tis finne in the dayes of 
learned Saint Bernard, who in one of his Sermons thas complaines.

But as the ſmoake, which of its owne nature is blacke and obſcure, yer 
covets to aſcend from a light and bright flame ; but in the midf of its vio.

nature and name: So the proud and ambitious , howſoever courlly and 
obſcurely parted , yet will elevate and advance himſelfe above others; yer 
in his ſtriving to ſtand high, is often precipitated, and loſeth - both his 
place and memory : Bebold (faith the Prophet) He that lifteth ap himsſelfe,, 
his minde i not {Fo ; but the Inſt (hall live by hi faith.

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How Pride hath beene ſeverely puniſhed by the Almighty, we finde fre» 
quent.examples in the holy Text : It was 'punifht in-our firſt Parents'b' 
their Exile out of Paradiſe. In the Builders of Babel; (who ſaid;Come let wus 
build us a Citie and 4 Tower, whoſe top may.reach\up tothe Heaven, that we may 
get 94a name,@&c.) Intheir ſcattering over the fs of the earth, and the con- 
tuſion of their Languages:In Sodome and Gomorrahby:raining down fire and 
brimkone upon their Cities and people : In A4iriam the filter of Moſes, by 
Leaprofie : In Korah, Dathay, and Abiram, for their pride, and rebellion 
againſt Afoſes 3 the ground clave afunder that was under them, andthe earth 
opened her month and ſwallowed them up, with their families; and/all the 
men that were with X9r44,;and all their-goods 3 fo they: and all that they 
had went downe alive untothe pit,and theearth covered thern, arid they pe- 
riſht from amongſt the LT. op. ohm 'In;Golah the 'Philiſtime, {laine by 
the hands of David :-In Sheba the ſonne of Bicri.,\whb' lift up his hand a» 
241nſt the King 3 by-having'his headicut off, and caſt over the walls to Teeb, 
Capraine of the hoalt: . In. Abſalom, who togke !fuch/pride in; his /haire, 
that it after became his halter: In deſtroyinyeft Devias people, for his 
pride in numbringthem : In Adoniah , who tor 'eddultifling C46:;ſheg the 
Shunamite to wife, (who had layen inhis fathers boſorfie) Wk 2:46. the 
commandment'ot Solomon, by the hand of Benaiah: the ſoritie of It 


In Benbadad King of Aram, Rabſakeh and Zenacharib : In Olefernes the oreat Ll 


Caprain of the Aſſyrian hoaſt,{lain by Twdjth at the ſiege of Bethulia:In Ha- 
man the ſon of Hammedaha the Agagite, whom the great: King Ahaſhveroſh 
exalted, and ſet his ſeat above all rhe Princes that were under him 5 whoſe 


pride growing up with his promotion, at length advanced him toa Gibber - ' 


fiftie foot high, upon which 1n the glory of his ambition he was ſtrangled: 
In Nabuchadnezar,and Balthaſſar King of the Chaldeanis :” In the great King 
Antiochus, who went up towards Iudea and Hieruſalem , with-a mighty. peo 
ple, and entred proudly into the SanCtuary, and rooke away the golden Al- 
tar, and the Candleſticke forthe light, and all the inſtruments belonging 
thereto; and the Table of the Shew , and the powring veſſels, and the 
Bowles , and the golden Baſons, and the Vayle,'and the Crownes, and the 
golden apparrell which was before the Temple , and brake all in pieces : 
He brake alſo the Silver and Gold, andthe-precious Jewels, with the ſecret 
treaſures that he found, and then departed'away into his owne Land. -But 
the ſame proud Prince comming after with great.diſhonour from Perfie, 
the God Almighty roke hinv with an inviſible and an. incurable plague,by 
2 Paine in his bowels , which was remedilefle, and which;grievouſly torr 
mented him in the inner -parts 3 for ſo he had tormented other mens bowels 
with divers cruell and ſtrange torments 3 .yet would not bee ceaſe from his 
arrogance, but ſwelled the more with pride, againſt Gods owne, people to 
deſtroy them 3 and commanded to haſte his journey for that purpoſe: . bur 
ſo it was, that he fell. downe from the Chariet that ranne ſwiftly , and;all 
the parts and members of his body were bruiſed.” Thus he who but a day 
before thought hee might command the Elouds;, (ſuch was his Luciferian 
pride, beyond the'condition of man) and-to.weigh the high mountaines ig 
the ballance, was caſt on theexrth and carried in an horſe-litter 3 declaring 
unto all the world the manifeſt 'power-of Gad : ſo that the wormes came 
- out of his body in abundance-and his;fleſh dropt from. his bones with 

paine and rorment, and allthis Army wasigrieved at his \mell : No man 
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could now endure him becauſe of his ftinke , who bur a little before, 
thought with his hands he might reach the ſtarres of Heaven : And then 
__ to0 late) he began to abate his haughty and peremptory inſolence ; 
when being plagued , he came to the knowledge of himlelfe by the juſt 
ſcourge'of God 3 and by his inward torments which every moment increa- 
ſed upon him : and when he himſelfe could not abide his owne ſavour, he 
ſaid, It is meet for man to be ſubje& to God, and that he who is but mortall 
ſhould not oppoſe himſelfe againſt his Maker. 

The like puniſhment we reade of in the perſon of Nzcavor, who came 
unto Mount Si9», whom the Prieſts and the Elders of the people wen 
forth of the SanRuary to falute peaceably,and to ſhew him the daily burnt 
offerings for the King 3 but he laughed atthem andderided their devotion, 
accounting them meerely prophiane, and ſpake proudly, and fware in his 
wrath , If Tudas and his Hoaſt be not delivered into mine hands; If ever I 
ſhall returne in ſafety , I will burne up this houſe , &c. and ſo departed 
thence in great fury : but obſerve the event of his ſo great oftentation and 
infolence. Ids after ſome few dayes (though againſt infinite oddes ) ha- 
ving {laine Nicanor in battaile, and routed his whole Army , he cauſed his 
head to be ſtruck off, and that arme and hand which he had fo proudly lifted 
up againſt the Temple of the God of 1ſraet, and brought them to Hiersſa- 
tem , and there cauſed themto be hanged up, as a remarkable judgement. 

But not todwell on thoſe, frequent in the holy Text : I come now to the 
like examples gathered from Ethnick and Morall remembrancers , and out 
of them give you onely a taſte to prevent ſurfet, till I fall upon thoſe more 

Alexander the farniliat and moderne. C4lexabder the Great, in his height of potency,and 

—_—_ ſupereminent fortune, contemning the remembrance of his tather Phlip, 
would be called God , and commanded himſelfe to be tiled the ſonne of 
iupiter Hamon; who notwithſtanding in the ſufferance of many heats and 
colds; his ſubje&tion to humours and paſſions, his enduring of ſmarts and 
wounds, and all other infirmities belonging to man , would not be ſenſible 
of his mortality 3 till in the very Apex of his ſublimity he wes treacherouſ- 
ly poyſoned, and ſo moſt miſerably ex pired. 

Nero Ceſar And Nero, the Arch-tyrant ſince Adam, after he had filled the Earth 
with many inſolencics , and Rowe (the then Worlds Metropolis) with in- 
finite Rapes, Murders, and Maſlacres , not ſparing his neare Kinſman Gey- 
manicw, his corrivall in the Empire, nor his great grave and learned Tu- 
tor and Maſter Sexeca3 to make himſelfe unparalleld in all kinde of parrt- 
cidy , He cauſed the wombe of his owne naturall mother Agrippina to be 
ript up before his face, onely in an ambition to diſcover the place of his 
firſt conception 3 notwithſtanding which inhumanities, hee was ſo in- 
flamed with an ardent deſire of future memory, that by a publike Edi he 
proclaimed that the moneth L.pri/ ſhould loſe its ancient name, and be 
called after his owne appellation, Nero; and the Citic of Rome, Neropolis- 
Yet this proud man inthe end, being quite abandoned and forſaken of all 
his Sycophants and oily flatterers , was glad to fly from his Royall Court 
to ſecke refuge in a ruſtick Cottage; and with greater terrour to his owne 
conſcience, then before he had uſed tyranny upon the carkaſles of others; 
he was compelled to fall upon his ſword , his body being after , moſt con- 
temptibly draggd through the ſtreets of theCitie,with more bitter execra- 
tions and curſes, then before he had lived houres or minutes, 
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Another, called Yaras Pergew, was ſo infected with the adulatory aſlen- 
tations of his Flatterers , Buffoones , and. Trencber-flyes 3 That hee was ww Perigh= 
brought to perſwade himſelfe to be of all faire men, the moſt beautifull , ». | 
of all able men, the moſt {innowie and ſtrong 3 of all underſtanding men, 
the moſt prudent andwiſe 3 and that in all kindes of muſick and melody, he 
could out-play and out-ſing even the Muſes themſelves : But this poore 
effaſcinated wretched creature, 'when hte had long fooled and ſpent the 
prime and beſt of his age, inthis vaine and idle falſe conceit 3 he grew to- 
wards his end to be ſtrangely disfigured and deformed in viſage, feebled and 
diſabled in his vigour and ſtrength 3 idioted and beſorted in his underſtan- 
ding and ſence 3 and fo farre from ſong or Hatmony, that his tinlamented 
death was accompanied with his owne ſhreeking;/and howling. 

We further reade of one Menecrates,a rage Phylitian; who in his praiſe Menecrates thi 
had done'many extraordinary. cures upan feverall Patients, infomuch that Phyſirian: 
he was held in a generall admiration; eſpecially amongſt thoſe 'to whom 
he was beſt knowne : who! having gathered himſelfe a competent eſtate, 
or-rather a furpluſage of meanes, that he preſumed no caſualty or adverſe 
fortune was any way ableto decline him to necefſityor wants he then in a 
proud and'infolent oftentation, puft up with;the vanity of his qwne fancie, 
admitted all ſickly arid diſeaſed perſons ro have free acceſle unto hit ; for 
whoſe cures he demanded no other fatisfa&ion or reward, but that they 
ſhould acknowledge him their new Creator , not contented to. be called by 
the name of Apollo, or «£ſculapine, the two Imaginary gods of Phylicke, and 
Chirurgery, bur his ambition was to be called ſuper himſelfe ; yet ſoone 
after being quite abandoned by his owne Art , and forſaken by his fellow 
Phyſitians, he ſuddenly died of an incurable Impoſtume. 

Neither have Emperours , Kings, and Princes, with other Sages and pride ii aH 
ſeeming wiſe men , beene onely tainted with this ſuperarrogant haughti. ſtares, conditi- 
neſſe and ambition 3 but this miſcellane ſinne, which hath intruded it ſelfe 2224 ſexes: 
into all delinquencies and malefa&tions whatſoever, claimeth a predomi- 
nance over all eſtates, qualities, fun&ions, mariufaQures, ſexes, and ages ; 
whether in Court,Citie, Campe,or Country: from the ſcarlet to the ruſſer, 
from the Scepter tothe ſheep-hooke, the Tetrarch to the Tradeſman, For 
inſtance, The rurall Girle being a little flattered, (hall be eaſily perſwa- 
ded to be a rare courtly Gentlewoman. : nay, even kitchen-maides have 
held competitorſhip with Court Madams 3 no lefle proud,though pethaps 
lefſe painted 3 and the very courſe Coridon will ſcarce give precedence to 
the complementall Courtier, thinking himlſelfe as well accommodated in 
his ruſtick ruſſer, as the other in his richeſt raiment. In the like manner I 
could goe thorow all qualities , and A minimo ad maximum, from the leaſt 
to the greateſt , which for brevities ſake I omit deſiring rather to fatisfie 
the judicious Reader with matter then manner 3 the ſubſtance,and not ſha- 
dow of diſcourſe. | 

And yet to looke a little further into che nature of this deadly ſinne, 51. ,uce o 
which hath all the'other, its concomitants and attendants. Plato ſaith, he Pride. 
that xnoweth bimſelfe beſt, eſteemeth himſelfe leaſt 3 and husbandmen ber- 
ter value thoſe eares of graine which bow downe their heads from the ſtalke, 
and waxe crooked, then thoſe that ere&t themſelves and ſtand upright ; be- 
cauſe they preſume to finde more corne in the firſt than in the laſt, Pride 
(faith Saint AugaFine) is the mother of Envy, and he that knoweth how to 
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Platarch. 


ſuppreſle the mother, may eafily finde the way tO bridle the daughter, Lewis 
the eleventh King of France, was woont to ſay, That whenſoever Pride fate 
in the ſaddle, miſthieſe and ſhame rid upon the cropper : One compareth 
it to'a ſhip without a pilot, {ti1} toft up and downe upon the Seas by the 
winds and tempeſts 3 another to a vapour, which ſtriveth to aſcend high, 
and then vaniſheth into ſmoake firſt, and after returnes to nothing. In 
bricfe, Pride cateth gold and drinketh blood , and climerh fo high by other 
mens heads, that in . 6 end it breaketh its owne neck. 1 cannot ſtand to di- 


. vide it into ſeverall bratiches or heads , but proceed direaly on to Hi-

Let all ſuch , prided in'their owne ſelfe-conceited knowledge and wiſe- 
dome , be attentive toa ſtory- extrated from a learned and grave Spaniſh 
Chronologer 3 by him to'this-purpoſe related. A/phonſw King of Spaine, 
being a very Wiſe, learned, anddiſcreet Prince, was woont to deviſe many 
darke and difficult problems, propoſing them to his Lords and Peeres ; to 
ſhew his owne excellent wiſdome, and to taske their ignorance:, who had 
ſpent their time in more'looſe and idle frudies: amongſt others ttere was 
a Knight in the Court called Do Pedro, One who was very confident -in his 
owne wiſedome , and would undertake to make ſolution of what difficulty 
ſoever the King at any time propounded 3 of which hee fo infolently boa- 
ſed, that comming to the Kings care, he was much incenſed thereat; and to 
let him know what diſtance his weakneſſe had fromeſlentiall wiſedome, he 
cauſed him to be ſent for; and when he , according to his ſummons made 
appearance before him , the King at the firſt, ro: humour his ſelfe-conceit, 
Dogan much to applaud his witty and ready anſwers,which not a little plea- 
ſed him, but at the length concluded ſomewhat more ſharply , telling him 
that he would propoſe three Problems 3 of the interpretations of which, if 


© hee couldnot within one and twenty dayes give him a true and plenall ac-

count ,” both his life and goods were immediately forfeit to the Crowne z 
and this ſentence notwithſtanding any meanes or mediation, no way to;be 
altered. The three Queſtions were theſe , which he delivered unto himr'in

What hath mans Iaboxy moſt increaſt , 
Yet of it ſelfe deſires it leaſt. 

The ſecond, 

What hath to man moſt honour gain'd,

Theſe he no ſooner received,but the King with a contrafted brow depar- 
ted, and fo left him 3 by which he might eaſily conjeRure in what a dange- 
rous treight he was now environd:and returning very ſad home,and having 
long ruminated upon theſe riddles, but wanting an Oedipwe to unfold them, 
he grew into a deepe melancholly , inſomuch that he abſtained both from 
meat and-{leepe : which obſerved by his daughter Petronela, a faire and 
beautifull virgin, of ſome {ixteeneyeares of age, or thereabour, ſhe ſo farre 
infinuated into her fathers diſcontents, and to know the cauſe thereof; that 
at length-upon her great importunity he unfolded the whole matter unto

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het< who after fome pawſe, began 'greatlyro comfort him ; and rold.him 5 
ſhe would interpole her ſelfe berwixt him and all danger 3 who though ht:

felfe before his Majeſtzez attended with bisdanghter (who was very tump- 
ttiouſly attyred) befought his Majeſtic, :that whileft he himſelte was ftent; 
hewould vouchſafe to:heare; what his daughtcy could ſay concerning; thete 
problems before propoundety;is ng booty on la Ly. 
The King much taken on the ſudden Wwxkyher beauty and modeſt behavi- 
our, and in a great expectation whether {Þee were'\able to dehver her ſelfe 
1n language anfiverable to the:former, gave her tree liberty of ſpeech 3 when 
bowing her face totbecarth, andafter ſetling her ſeite upon her knees; ſhe: 
began as followeth': VWonder you may my Royall:Leige; that ſo grave and 
experienc't a-Khight as-my father here prefent., ſhould lay all his fortunes 
both-of life-and livelytood , upon ſoweake and mnfirme an apprehenſion ; 
which cannot be better expected from my render yeares., and immature 
knowledgez yet ſince his contidence is ſo farre built on me , and your high 
Majeſtie-ſo gracious to accept of me,I make bold thys further to proceed,

and annuall vicifſitude without theſe injurics; isableot her felte ro: yeeld 
herbs and flowers, graſte and hay, plants and trees,with food and ſuſtenance

With which anſwer ſo modeſtly delivered , and in a kinde of matxon-like 

gravity, (rarely to be found in one of her tender and young yeares ) the 

King was'ſo highly raptur'd, that he not onely received her father mto for- 

mer grace, but ſpake openly, (being then a Batchelour) that had ſhe beene 

borne of noble bloud, he would have made her his Queen and Royall Con- 

ſort 3 and taking her from the carth, cauſed her to ſtand before him : when 

inſtantly newes was brought him that an Earledome was then talken unto 

the Crowne, which he preſently for her ſake conferred upon Don Pedro het 

Advantage father : of which ſhe taking advantage, fell downe againe upon ber knees, 
well taken.  togive the King thankes for ſo great an honour beftowed upon him , for 
which ſhe proftrated unto him 1n all humble manner ber life and ſervice, 

adding withall ſome words to this purpoſe : My Royall Liege, excuſe my 
over-boldnefle, if I challenge your Majeſtic of your Kingly word and pro- 

miſe paſt unto me before all rhis preſence ; who demanding of her wherein 

he was any way ingaged ? ſhe made reply, But late great Sir, you ſaid that 

were I noble, you would accept of my unworthy ſelfe as your royall Bride 

and Spouſe : Then pardon my preſumption if I thus farre prompt your 
memory,to put your Highnefle in minde that I am now nor onely (by your 


Grace) ennobled , but an Earles daughter ;z at which word covering her 

face with her hand , ſhee concluded in a baſhfull and modeſt bluſh : All 
Their marri. WPICh fo highly pleaſed the King , that making good his Princely word, he 
age. gave order for the preſent celebration of their nuptiall. 

This Hiſtory though it have a comicall concluſion , yet is pertinent to 
the diſcourſe now in agitation ; for Do» Pedyoes pride of knowledge was 
ſentenc't with death, and his life, (howſoever redeem'd by his faire and ver- 
tuous davghter) was immediately forfeit by the doome of the King; and 
therefore the judgement in Juſtice , howſoever nor in execution , remark- 
able. 

We reade in the French Chronicle of one Tordazne of Litle, by Nation 
a Gaſcon, and Nephew to Pope 7ohn the two and twentieth of that name, a 
man of a moſt high and inſolent ſpirit , daring any thing though never fo 
facinorous; cruell, inhumane, or bloudy, building all his heinous and hor- 
rid a&s upon the greatneſle of his Unkle 3 who after he had beene pardo- 
ned for cighteene capitall crimes, ſtill grew more impious and ay es 

2 (former 
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(former-mercy making him ſtil] the more preſumptuous) at the laſt being - Ba 
apprehended and brought to Pars , he was arraigned, convidted, 'and con= 


demyned-by Charles the fourth, (ſurnamed the Faire) King of France; where 
notwithſtanding his great allyes, he fuftered like a common felon and mur- 
dexer on the Gallowes. - 

:...It.js credibly reported a}{o of a proud Italian Gentleman, borne in Ge- 
-n0a', who.in.a-fingle duell-having the better of his Antagonilt 1n the field, 
.inſomuchthar he diſarmed him of his weapon ; andthe other now ſtanding 
at his. mercy, he fell to parle with him upon theſe termes , that there was no 
way for him to eſcape immediate death , but by abjuring his Chriſtianity 
and renouncing his Saviour, to which the other through baſe timerouſneſle 
aſſented 3. ofwhich the Victor taking diveliſh advantage, even in the midit 
of his moſt jimpious Apoſtaſie, h. ſtab d him to the heart and flew him, vt- 
tering theſe/(more then heatheniſh) words : before I had been onely reven- 
ged upan.thy body, but now I have ſent both thy body and foule to the De- 
vill, and that's a revenge which deſcrves a chroficle : But what became of 
this fircbrand of Hell, and limbe of the Devill 2 being apprehended for the 
murder, and, his diabolicall proceedings in the act being related to the 
Judges 3 as a terrour to others he was firlt committed to the rack, and after 
many ather inſufferable tortures, deſpairingot all mercy from God , ha- 
ying ſhewed' no compaſſion towards man , he moſt miſerably ended his 

ite, 

One Herebert, Earle of Yermendoys in France , was of that haughty and 
inſolent ſpirit, that he durſt.lay hands upon his Soveraigne, Charles, Kin 
of France (furnamed the Simple) who cauſed him to be impriſoned, £Y 
under whoſe cuſtody hee ſhortiy after died at Perowne, which ſeem'd for a 
time to be {mothered, and he ſt11l fubſifted in his former eminencie : bur 
where man ſeemeth moſt to forget, God doth remarkably remember, nor 
doth he ſuffer deeds of ſuch horrid nature to paſſe unpunithed in this world, 
what vengeance focver. he (without true repentance) reſerveth for them in 
the world to come 3.as it 18 obſervable in this preſent Hiſtory : for Lews 
the fourth, the thirty third King of France, by lineall diſcent , comming to 
the Crowne, (being the ſonne to the before-named Charles the ſimple) and 
loath that ſogroſle a treaſon commaitred againſt his father, ſhould be ſmo- 
thered without ſome notable revenge 3 (being very ingenious) he bethought 
himſelfe how with the leaſt danger or effuſion of bloud, in regard of the 
others greatneſle and alliance, how to bring it about 3 and therefore he de- 
viſed this plot following. He cauſed a letter to be writ, which he himſeife 
did dictate, and hired an Engliſh-man who came diſguiſed like a Poſte to 
bring it'unto him as from the King his Maſter, at ſuch a time when many 
of his Pceres were preſent 3 and amongſt the reſt this Herebert was among ft 
them : this ſuborned Poſte delivereth the letter to the-Kings hands , hee 
gives it to. his principall Secretary, who read it privately unto }1m3 who 
preſently ſmiling, ſaid openly, Moſt ſure the Engliſh-men are ncr fo wiſe 
as I eſteemed them to be : for our Brother of England hath fignified vnto 
me by theſe letters, that in his Countrey a labouring-man having invited 
his Lord and Maſter to dine with him at his houſe, and be vouchſafing to 
grace his Cottage with his preſence z inthe baſe requitall of ſo nob'e a cur- 
telie, he cauſed him tobe molt treacherouſly flaine : and now my Brother

The King having ended his Speech, the Lords were at firſt filent, till a 
length Theobant Earle of Bloyes was the firſt that ſpake, and ſaid, that hee 
was worthy firſt to be tortured, and after to be hanged on a Gibbet, which 
ſentence all the Lords there preſent confirmed : and ſome of them amongſt 
the reſt , much aggravating the puniſhment , which alſo Herebert Earle of 
Vermendoys did approve andallow of : whereupon the Kings Officers,who 
by his Majeſties appointment then waited in 4 with-drawing roome of pur- 

ſe, ſciſed upon him with an armed guard : at which ſudden ſurpriſe hee 
being much amazed , the King raiſing himſelfe from his ſeat, ſaid, Thou 
Hebert art that wicked and treacherous labourer,who didſt moſt trayterouſ- 
ly inſidiatethe life of my father, thy Lord and Maſter ; of which felonious 
a&t thine owne ſentence hath condemned thee , and die thou ſhalt, as thou 
haſt welldeſer-c4 : whereupon he was hanged on a Gibbet on the top of a 
Monnt2in- called Lodan , which ſince his execntion is called Mount Hebert 
tO £131S Gay. 

Pact the great Emperour of the Turkes , who in his mighty pride 
thovzht with his numerous Army todrinke rivers dry, and to weigh the 
mount2ines in a ballance 3 who had made ſpoyle of many Nations,and with 
tyranny perſecuted the Chriſtians, diſperſed through his vaſt dominions; 
who compared theworld to a Ship , and himſelfe to the Pilot : who com- 
manded the ſayles, and ſecured the helme : yet afterwards being met in 
battaile by Scythian Tamberlajne , and his Army being quite routed , his 

rſon alfo taken priſoner in the field , the Conquerour put this untamed 
beat into an iron cage, and cauſed him to be fed from the very fragments 
and ſcraps from his table 3 and carried along with him whitherſoever hee 
bal and onely then releaſed him from his impriſonment, when he was 
forced to ftoope and humble his body as a blocke to tread upon, whileſt 
T amberlaine mounted upon his ſtced : but here ended not Gods viſible 
Judgements againſtthis Uſurper, Perſecutor, and Tyrantz who in deſpaire 
rayling upon his Prophet Mabomet , in whom he had in vaine truſted , a- 
gainſt the Iron grate in which he was incloſed, beate out his owne braines, 
and wretchedly expired. Infinite are the examples to the like purpoſe, but 
I will leave thoſe Forraine to come to our Domeſtick, extracted out @f our 
owne, Chronologers, and firſt of King Bladyd. 

Who was the ſonne of Lud Huraribras, and after the death of his father, 
was call'd from Rome, where hee kad ſtudied darke and hidden Arts, and 
was made Governour in this Iſle of Brittaive, inthe yeare of the world 
foure thouſand three hundred and eighteene, (for fo teſtifieth Gualfride Po- 
lichronicon, and other ancient remembrancers. This Bladud was altogether 
devoted to the ſtudy of Magick and Necromancy, and very expert in Ju- 
diciall Aſtrology, by which he is {aid to make the hot Baths in the Towne 
then called Caerbadon, but now Bath ; which Citie he is ſaid to have ere- 
ed. This King cauſed the Art of Magick ro be taught through his Realm, 
and ordained Schooles and Schoole-maſters to that purpoſe, in which hee 
rooke ſuch pride and preſumption, as that he thought by it all things were 
poſſible to be done: ſo much the Devill, the firſt maſter and founder of 


| that Art had deluded him fo farre, thar at the length having called a great 


confluence of his people about him, he made an attempt to flic in the aire, 
bur 
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bur'fell. upon the Temple of his god 4pelo., where he brake his neck ;:his! x4 
body being torne and bruiſed after he-had raigned twenty yeares, leaving a! 
ſonne called Lejre to ſucceed him, and continue his paſterity. 1 
 Gooawin, Earle:ot welt Saxon, inthetime of Edward the fonne of Egelre- 
4, was ofthat inſufferable ambition, by reaſon of his great revenues, and 
numerous iffue,: (for he had five ſonnes and-one> daughter) 'that he-ſwayed: 
the whole: Kingdome,, .and almoſt compulſively compelled rhe:Kingthis 
Soveraigue, to take his daughter Edith rowite : Afeet rebelling againit-the: 
Kangsand forced with his ſonnes to depart the Land, yet;after. he made ſuch 
meanes, that hee mediated his peace, and: was 'reconciled to bim :: but a- 
mongl(t all his other -inſolencies he was acceſſary to the death ofthe Kings 
brother, or at leaſt-much ſuſpeQed tobe fo; which was the firſt breach be- 
twixt his Soveraigne and him :.!But. fot happened inthe thirteenth-yeare 
ofthe raigne of this King Edward, Earle: Goodwin upon an. Eaſter, Monday: 
(ting: with diverfeother Lords and Peeres:of the Kingdoine, atrche Kings 
cable inthe Caſtleaf Windſor, it happened-one of the Kings Cup-bearefs ro 
(tumble, and yet well to: recover himfelfe: without $alling; and nor ipitling 
any;gof the wine::' which:Earle Goodvin obſervingz:laughed aloud and fad, 
T:hexe-one brother frelped the other (thereby intimatmg that the. one leg or foot 
had well ſupported the orher from falling.)To which wordsthe King ifiſtznit- 
ly xeplyed,and ſa might my brother 4/prred have bin Gill living to have hel- 
pedand-fupported me;had not Earle Goodwin ſupplanted: him by death: Ae 
which words being una eniochcod got ing:fuſpetedbim of his 
brothers murder, thirik ing to;excule hinifolf ofthathoirable'a&t; he ſaidto 
the King, Sir, I perceive by your ſpecrhes. late uttered;thir ſoine whbrare ng 
wetl-wilhers oft mine, but rather ſecke to-poyſonmy reputarionwith your 
ajeſty, have poſſeſſed you that I have been accellatyzortie deattiof jour 
es and. procceded further (having thena piece of bread-iwhis hand!'; 
reedy to put into his mouth) but ſo may 1 fafely frallow this mbfſell.av'Þ

In his Chappell he had a Dean, who was a great Divine, anda man of 
excellent learning 3 a Subdean, a Repeater of the Quier, a Goſpeller, an 
Epiſtoler, ten ſinging Prieſts, a Maſter of rhe Children-quirifters, twelve 
Seculars being {1nging men of the Chappell, ten finging boycs with a ſer- 
vant toattend upon them 3 in the Reveſtry, a Yeoman and two Groomes, 
beſides divers retainers who repaired to his Palace at principal! feaſts. 
Therich Furnirurg of his Chappell almoſt exceeded apprehen fon, for 
jewels and ſumptuous ornaments continually there uſed, where have been 
ſeene in aProceſſion about the Hall foure and fourty rich Copes all of 
one ſuit, with Croſles, and Candleſtickes, and other furniture of great 
value ; he had moreover two Crofle-bearers, and two Pillar-bearers in his

Privy-chamber,and {ixGentlemen-waiters,he had ten Lords to attend him, 
and every one had two Gentlemen toattend upon them, onely the Earle of 
Derby had five allowed him; he had of Gentlemen, Cup-bearers, Car- 
vers, Sewers, andthe like, to the number of fourty perſons, fix Yeomen-« 
"eng wa Groomes, and Yeomen that daily waited in his Chamber 
fourty five. | 

Cinives DoRours and Chaplaines beſides thoſe of his Chappell conti- 
nually waited at his Trencher, with the Clerke of the Cloſet, two Secre- 
taries, two Clerkes of the Signet, and four Counſellours learned in the 
Lawes, and for as much as it was neceflary, for divers Officers of the 
Chancery to attend him 3 namely, the Clerke of the Crown, a riding 
Clerke, a Clerke of the Hamper, a Clerke of the Wax, anda Clerke of 
Checke z he gave meanes and allowance to them all ; he had alfo four 
Footmen cloathed in rich Coates with his Armes imbroidercd upon then ; 
an Herald at Armes, a Serjeant at Armes, a Phyſitian, an Apothecary, 
four chief Muſitians with their Conſort, a Keeper of his Tents, an Ar- 
mourer, an Inſtructer of his Wards, two Yeomen of his Wardrobe of 
Robes, anda Keeper of his Chamber continually in the Court ; he had 
moreover in his Houſe the Surveyour 'of Torke, a Clerkeof the Green- 
cloath, and all theſe were with him upriſing and down-lying, and dieted at 
his charge 3 he kept in his Great-chamber a continual! Table for the 
Chamberers and Gentlemen-Officers, with a Meſle of young Lords, and 
another of young Gentlemen 3 nor was there any Officers Gentlemen or 
other perſons of account, but were allowed ſome one, ſome two, ſome three 
ſervants to attend them, which no queſtion grew to a mighty number, 
beſides Officers extraordinary, retainers and ſutors who might come freely 
and dine in the Hall without. any to contradi& them - and thus farout of 
his Checke role, whercby we ſee his pans. greatneſle, but of which 
grew ſuch pride, that he bluſhed not to prefer himſelte before his So- 
veraigne, in theſe words, Ez0 & Rex mew, | and my King. But to conclude 
with him, this potent prelate falling after into a premunire, forfeited his 
whole eſtate tothe Crown, and then (though late) confeſſing, That if he had 
ſought ſo much to honour God as he had rived to honour his King, he 
might ſtill have continued in his revenew eminently : and being deprived of 
all his power and pompe, riches and ſubſtance, and broughtalmoſtto the 
extremeſt indigence and penury, being ſent for from Torke to Londen, (2s 
ſome have ſuppoſed to anſwer for his life) he fell ſicke by the way, and in a 
poor Friery ended his wretched dayes not without ſuſpition of poyſon z 
and ſuch have been Gods judgements from the beginmng againſt this firſt 
and capital of the ſeven morrall finnes called Pride, of whych I ceaſe to 
write further, and proceed'to the ſecond. 
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CHAP. II. 
Of Gods jult Tudgements inflifted upon envious perſons. 


Nvy is defined tobe agrievance and ſorrow for the thri- 
3 ving and proſperity of others, who in his heart would 
kill the happineſle of his Neighbour, and before God 
. 1s heldnobetter than an Homicide, the Hebrews call it 
Kineah and Kanno, which is Emulation or Envy, in 
> which we are.ſaid four wayes to offend; firſt, when 
& we grieve at the good eſtate or fortune of another 
man, as fearing becauſe of. his ability, he may be alſo willingtoendamage 
us or others. Secondly, when werepine at another mans felicity, becauſe 
we have not what he hath, nor abound with the like abundance and riches, 
and this the Philoſopher cales Jelws, and the: firſt may. be in ſome kinde 
held laudable, If we emulate a man for his vertves and goodnefſe ſeeking 
by imitating to exceed them, bur if it be for temporall goeds it may be 
brought within the compaſle of fin. The third is, when we maligne ano- 
ther man, becauſe he injoyes:theſe temporall bleſſings which he doth not 
deſerve, and ſuch vexation, becauſe it is Orang riches' and honour, 
which happen both to the worthy and unworthy alike,by the Philoſopher it 
is called Nemeſis, which.though CAr:#otle approves, yet our Chriſtian Re- 
ligion will not allow.

tobe idle and imperfe&t. Thethird is called capitall,. becauſe from it ari- 
ſeth ſuſurrati», that is, a thutteringor murmuring behinde ones backe; ſtri- 
ving to darken or ecclypſe the reputation. or good name of another in ſe- 
cret, Next Detraction, when openly we fcandall or revile any man to leflen 
his worth, or darken his g'ory' Then Exultation, when wetriumph or re- 
Joyce in the diſaſtre or diſtreſle of our neighbour.

was Demetrius, a man of moſt approved honeſty,-and imitable cordition ; 
whoſe knowne vertues his younger brother , ofa malevolent and cumbred 
ſpirit much envying , framed 2 moſt ſcandalous and detraQting indirement 
againſt him ; pretending that he had privately inſidiated his fathers life 
and Kingdom,and fold them both unto his enemies the Remans;of which by 
ſuborned witneſſes, he had made ſuch proofe, (and bribingto that purpoſe) 
prevailed fo farre, that he was convented , conviRted, an cendentdel an 
moſt innocently ſuffered the rigour of the Law, by tiaving his head ſtrooke 
off: But the King having had notice of theſe barbarous and injuft procee- 
dings; ſurpriſed with exceſſe of griefe; died not' long after $ and this mali- 
cious fratricide ſucceeded in the Kingdome : 'who now having all things 
anfwerable to his own defites, thinking Macedonia too narrow a limit for 
bis unbounded ambition 3 he in great preſumprion not onely oppoſed but 
invaded the Reman Empire, whoſe envy and detraQion againſt his brother

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God thus puniſhed: Hedrew bim with 3ll his puilſznt Army neare unto 
the tiver of Danubim 3 where being encointred;by.the Roman Confiil Aims.

Bffianus, Otherwiſe called Heliogabalus, the ſonne of Semiamira , ſuccee- 
ded in the Empire 3 He was firſta Prieſt of the ſunne, and after by meanes 
of his grandmother eſa (a rich and potent woman) was made Emperour; 
who though a young man of an extraordinary aſpeR and feature, able to at- 
trac the loves and affeQtions of all men, yer was be inwardly infeted with 
the contagion of all the vices that could be named : | Infomuch, that in all 
his ations he rather appeared a monſter rhen a man , {o that hee grew not 
onely deſpiſed, but hatefull to the people. Whichthe wiſe Lady Meſa ſee 
ing, and fearing his fall, and in his, ter owne ruine 3 as farre as ſhe could 
ſhe excuſed his grofleſt crimes, laying the fault upon the tendernefle of his 
youth 3 and w ouger ſo, that by his conſcnt £4lexianu who was the ſonne 
of Mammea, her daughter was admitted companion with him in'the Em- 
pire, which Alexianm after called alexander Severn , was a wile and pru- * 
dent Prince , whoſe vertue had gained him the generall love of the Settate 
and people for which Heliogabalxs fo znvied him (for vice and vertue are 
ſtill in oppoſition) that he made many attempts to poyſon him , which by 
the care of Meſa and Mammea, were prevented, But how was this envy pu- 
* Niſhed?.. The people ſeiſed upon Heliogabalw, with his mother Semiamira, 
and dragging their bodies through the chiefe ſtreets of Rome, having after 
rorne them, piece-meale 3 would not affoord them the honour of buriall, 
on caſt their quarters into the common jakes, that ſtood upon the river

Enyy in Wo- Neither have women beene free from this rankorous ſinne of Envy , as 
_ appeareth by the ſtory following 3 and ſhall be made more apparant 'here- 
after. This Prince Alexander Severns afore-named ,; all the timie' that his 
grandmother Meſa lived , who ſuffered none but grave and wiſe men to be 
about him 3 (inſomuch that no Emperour before or after him could be-faid 
to exceed him in all theſe attributes that belong to an Imperiall Monarch) 
was both beloved and feared : ' 'But ſhe being dead , his mother /ammes 
grew to that height of pride, covetouſneſle, and envy, that his indulgent fuf- 
terance of her ambition was a great,and the ſole blemiſh of his government, 
who comming to maturity, and the Empire now fetled in his owne hands, 
he tooke to wite a daughter of one of the moſt nobleſt Senators of Rome, 
which was alſo by his mothers conſent : but when this Lady came to take

Filixs ante diets putrios inquirit in Whos, ) bf ny 
was ſicke of his fathers life, *envying and grievirgthat be kept Him fo long 
from the Crowne: but wanting meanes'to rridke' Aitn away-ptivately b 
poylon, or the like, becauſe his ſervants about him'were'fajth ll, nay y'a} 
to be corrupted; he therefore oppoſtd hini by publike bolttny; {ncenfiry 
his Unkle Childcbert againſt him; who ſupported Hitt in'all his jr olenc 
againſt his father. Bur Childebert being dead, arid-he now wahti g his Brea 
ſupport, was forc't to mediate his peace-with his farhet, who upon his fub-

forces, by which the wearied Souldiers were compelled to forſake the field, 
and gave'place to the Romans,who flew them without mercy 3 ſo that Caſs.

houſe, called Saint Swithens. Abbey , and made; him a Monke : his/two 
other ſonnes were Aurelius Ambroſius ,,and ter, firnamed Pendragon, 
But Conſtantine rhe father being trayrerouſly murdered, one Yortiger, who 
then was the moſt potent Peere in the Land; tooke Conſtantine the el- 
deſt ſonne out of the Monaſtery , and made hin King onely it name, for 
le himſelfe ſwayed the government of the.Kingdome, with all the pow- 
er that belonged to a Crowne and Scepter. Yet. not with that contented;, 
he envied the ſtate of the innocent King 3 and though he had all the power, 
yct he cou'd not content himlelfe without the title 3 and therefore placed a 
ouard of an hugdred P:&s and Scors about the Kings perſon, and having in- 
groſſed into his hands the greateſt part of the Kings Treaſury , hee was fo 
bountifull to thoſe ſtrangers, that they feared not to ſay openly that be bet- 
ter deſerved tobe King then Conſtantine; and waiting their beſt advantage- 
ous opportunity, murdered hum : Whoſe head being, preſented to Yorts- 
ger, then at Lor.don, he made much ſeeming ſorrow for his death 3 and to ac- 
quit himſelfe of the a& , cauſed all thoſe hundred Knights to be beheaded: 
by which the people holding him innocent, crowned him King, when the 
other had raigned about five yeares : and.this his corqnation cauſed thoſe 
that had the keeping of the two younger brothers, Aurelius and Yter, to flic

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with them into lirtle Britrain,wherethey remained long after ; Vitt'as a jul 


-rewardofthis trayterous ſupplantation, hee was never afterinany peace or 


quietneſſe,his Land beingalwayes in combuſtion and'trouble;hi$Peeres fulſ- 


pefting him of the death of the King, made inſurre&ion againftthinr; 1mſo- 


much that hewas forced to ſollicite aide of the Sexoms:whothoitghthey hel- 
ped him for the preſentzafter,of his friends they grew to be his enetnics,and 
were 00 mighty for him : fo that when be had rargned in great'moteſtation 
andtrouble {ixteen years, the Br/#taines deprived htm of all Kmyly-dignity, 
and crowned his eldeſt ſonne Yortimerms in his ſtead, Who when he had in 
many bartailes overcome the Saxons, and had almoft quite'expniſed them 
the Land, he was pr by his ſtepmorher Rewatine , when he had plori- 
ouſly and viRoriouſly ſeaven yeares governed the Land, and his father Yor. 
tiever was againe made King, who was after twice taking prifoner by Hevgeſt 
King of the Saxons, and his Peeres and Nobles cruelly burchered in is pre. 
ſence :- At length thetwo-younger brothers of Conſtantine invaded the Land, 
being aided by the diftrefled Brittains, and purſued him into VVales, where 
hee and divers of his complices fortified themſelves in a firorg Caſtle ; 
which Caſtle the rwo brothers with their Army beficged, and atrer many 
wvaine aſſaults, (it being valiantly defended) with wilde-fire they burned and 
conſumed'the Fort, together with Yortiger , and all his fouldiers and ſer-

Worthy it is to obſerve by how many ſeverall kinde of Judgements this 


- finneofEnvy hath beene'puniſht, as in the former examples is made ap- 


ant : namely, by the _ ford, by battaile, by poyſoning, ſtrarg/ing, 


eading, rn murdering and __ to pieces, by being ſwallowed 
up of monſters; the living to be buried with the dead,by famithing in pri- 


ſon, by being torne piece-meale, and the bleeding limbes caſt into common 
Privies : ſome burnt with ordinary fire; others with wilde-fite; the bro- 
ther murdering the brother , aad the mother the ſonne; the bondage and 
vaſſalling of Nations, &c. which ſinne, _ the commonneſſe and 
familiarity it hath amongſt us,is ſcarce minded;or thought upon; (becauſe 
many who are envious may ſo hide it, that they may appeare honeſt with- 
allz) yet is this hypocrifie no excuſe, for you fee how hatefull it is in the 
eyes of the Creator,by ſo many viſible puniſhments thereof. Bur I proceed, 
. After many dreadfull battailes fought (and not withour great fuſion of 
bloud) betwixt Edmund, firnamed for his ſtrengrh and valour ren-ſide, the 
ſonne of Erhelftane, and Canutrs the ſonne of Swangs , during this warre be- 
4wixt thoſe martiall Princes,to the great deſolation of the Realme;and mor- 
tality of the people 3 It was agreed betwixt the rwo Generals to conclude 
the difference in a ſingle duell : The place where this ſhould be performed 
was-in an Ile called Olney, neare unto Gloceſter, incompaſt with the water 
of rhe Severne ; In which place at the day appointed both the Champions 
met, without any company or affiſtance 3 and both rhe hoaſts ſtood as (| pe- 
Rators without the Ifle, there awaiting the fortune of the batt: ile : where 
the Princes firſt proved one another with ſharpe ſpeares , and hey being

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the Land betwixr then 3 and during their-naturall lives lived roetther , nl 
 tovedas brothers. Bur rhere was one Bates Duke of Mertia,of whom'my 
-Aurthor givesthis' charaRer : A man of baſe and low birth), but ratfed by 
. favour to wealth and hHogour 3 fubtile of wit, butfalſe of turnin&5ebquert 
of ſpeech, but perfidious both in thought and promiſe; who inall his #&5- 
ons complyed with the D a#es,to the dammage of his owne Coutitrey-men; 
and yet with ſmooth language, proteſtations, and falfe oathes, cold fafhi- 
on his excuſe at his pleaſure. This falfe Traytor, 1 whoſc heart the ſerpent 
of envy and baſe conſpiracy ever burned, at length break ing out ihto Hime 
- ag4inft his owne Prince Iron-ſide, (tor what cawle is fot knowhe) 2ndthink- 
' 4ingto get rhegrace and favour of Cartwr, he 1b awaired his opportunity, 
that hee moſt treacherouſly flew his King and Maſter Tron-fde, Which 
dotie, thinking thereby to be greatly exalted , he poaſted in a1] hate ro ©a- 
witss;ſhewing him what he had done for his love 3 and falnted him by rhe 
Rile of ſole King of England : which, when the Prince of 'D4/rs had well 
-nnderftood, and pondering what from his owne mouth he had' confeſt; like 
a juſt and wiſe Prince, he anſwered him after this manners! Since EAricus 
thou haft (for the Tove thou fayeſt thou beareſt unto me) ſhirethy:natorall 
Lord and King, whom I moſt loved, I ſhall in requicall exattthy head above , . NES 
all the Lords (thy fellow Peeres) of England , and forthwith commanded Afi Judge

Unparalleld was that piece of Envy in Foſtins, one of the ſonnes of Earle 
Goodwin, and brother to Harold, after ms bee inthe two and twentieth 
yeate of the raigne of Zaward the Confefſor, upon ſome diſcontent betwixt 
him and his brother Harold, came wirh a company of Ruffins and rude Fel- 
lowes, and rid downe to Hereford in the marches of Wales; where at thac 
timie his brothers ſervants were very buſte to make proviſion tor the ehter- 
tzinment of the King, invited thither by Harold ; who, when he was thither 
come, moſt cruelly and inhumanely he fell upon the mnocent' fervants, and 
flew them all 3 and after, cut them into pieces and gobbers, which he pur 
into fowce and falt, pickling and powdering their Iimbes 3 and afterward 
ſent meſſengers to the King and his brother, to give them to underſtand; thar 
if they brought freſh meate along with rhe , hee had provided them of 
* Powdered meate,as much as they could defire. Which barbarous at bein 
bruited abroad, it made bim fo hatefull to all men,that his owne tenanrs = 
peopte,(menof Northumberland)the Province of which hewas then Lord, 
roſe np-in Armes againſt him, ſeiſing all the Lands and Goods of which he _ 
was poſſe ; and Faſed him into Flanders, with no more then one or two mph rag 
ſervants to attend him 3 where he remained with his wife and children, du- afters, 
ring the Kings life. But when his brother Harold (after thedeceafe of K. Bd- 
wird) had uſurped the Crowne, Foftins envying his brothers'Sovera 'gity, 
having purchaſed to himſelfe'a Navy of threeſcore ſmall ſhips, failed about 
the Ifle of Wight , and the conſt of Kent , where hee robbed and tooke 
pteyes , and from thence went into Lindſee, where hee did much harme 
by fire and ſ'vord 3 but was chaſed thence by Edwin and Matearas,the Eatles 
of Mercia and Northumberland : Then' he fayled: into Scorttand , Won, 
he ſtayed rill the Summer after. And when Harold Harfager the fonne ©

But leaving many Hiſtories and Examples with ſtrange infliions im- 
poſed upon this ſine. I come to the later times,as low as to the raigne of 
Edward the fixt : over whom, by his fathers laſt Will, forthe time of his 
minority, his two Unkles the brothers Seymors being made chiefe Guardi- 
ans ; it happened that the two great Dukes of Northumberland and Suf- 
folke, Dudley and Gray, much murmured and ram; gon that they ſhould 
beare ſuch ſway in the Kingdome : The one being Lord ProteQtor, the c- 
ther Lord high Admirallz one having great power by Land, the other by 
Sea, by which their glories ſeemed to be much ecclipled : and finding no 
way how to ſupplant them by their ſervants, they took a newer courſe, and 
practiſed it by their wives, to draw their ruines out of their owne boſomes; 
and thus. it happened. "7M 420; 

Sir Thowas Seymor the younger , brother being Admirall, and having 
married King Hewries Queene Dowager, (whole good fortune it was of all 
the reſt to ſurvive her husband) ſhe was ſuggeſted to-conteſt with her ſiſter 
in law, for priority in place, to which the other (for. both were privately 
incouraged by the two Dukes) would no way aſſent : the one claiming pre- 
cedence as ſhe had beene-Queene, the orber challenging it as ſhe was now 
the ProteQtors wife. The wives ſet their husbands at oddes by taking their 
parts 3 inſomuch, that there grew envy and heart-burning betwixt them, ſo 
that in the third yeare of the young King, the Admirall was queſtioned a- 
bour his Office 3 and by the conſent of his brother , condernned in Parlia- 
ment to have his head ſtrooke off, the ProteAor with.nis owne hand ſigning 
the Warrant for his death. = 

The one brother being thus removed, there was now the lefle difficulty 
to ſupplant the other : for in the ſame moneth of February in which his 
brother loſt his head, was the ProteQor by the Lords of rhe Counſell com- 
mitted to the Tower ; but about a yeare after, by interceſſion of the King, 
and his ſubmiſſion to the Lords of the Counſel], upon the fixt of February 
he was releaſed and ſet at liberty : yet this proved but a lightning before a 
clap ofthunder. For the two Dukes, his great and potent adverſaries, ſtill 
proſecuted their malice; inſomuch, that nor long after, calling himto a ſe- 
cond account, when he had nobly acquitted himſelfe of all Treaſons what- 
ſoever, that could be alleadged againſt him; He was in a tryall at Guild- 
Hall (not having a Jewry ot his Peeres) convicted of Felony ; and in the 
firſt yeare of the King, upon the two and twentieth day of [anwary the great 
Duke of Sommerſet (the Kings Unkle and Lord ProteQtor) was beheaded 
upon the Tower Hill. But this envy in the two Dukes eſcaped not without 
Gods heavy Judgements 3 for after the Kings death Northumberland havin 

a large commiſſion from the Lords .ſigned with the great Seale of EnglanT 
to raiſe an Army to ſuppreſle the Lady Mary - afterward repenting there- 
of, ſent a countermand after him , and when he thought himſelfe in moſt 
ſecurity, the Nobility forſaking him, and rhe Commons abandoning him, 
hee with his ſonnes and ſome few ſervants in Cambridge were left alone ; 
where notwithſtanding in the open Market-place he proclaimed the Lady

were in the Synagogue when they heard it, were filled with wrath, and roſe up and 
#hraſt him out of the City ; and led hims unto the edge of the hill on which their 
City was-bwilt, to caſt, him downe beadlong ; but he paſſed through the midſt of 
them and went bis way. Many other Texts are to this purpoſe, to reprove 
and condemne wrath and anger; the fruits and effte&s whereof are for the

Noted njurde- - - Of, Homicides,theſe amongſt others are named in the Scriptures 3 Cain, 
Fg Sa the ho- $;meon and Levi , Abimelech, Dorg the Edomite, Toab, Baanah and Rechab, 
2  . who flew iſbboſeth the ſonne of Sawl, who looking for a reward, David 
commanded his young men, and they flew them, and cut off their hands and 
 feer, and hanged them up over-the poole in Hebron, &c.

Athalies the 
ſervants of /vaſh King of Indeh, who ſlew him in the houſe of 244, with in- 
finite 'others 3 whoas they were inhumane in their praQiſes, ſo were their 
ends  mierabl and abortive, even all of them, who have not truely re- 
But I come now to Ethnick Hiſtories ;-and: firſt of them moſt forraigne: 

In handling of whick, I-will give you tobegio with a C__ of ſuch as 
have beene moſt cruell, Prolowens Piſco one of the Kings of Agypt, cauſed 
his owne ſonne Memphites. (whom he bad begnt of bis wife and {iſter Cleopa- 
&r4)-to be {laine, andthen commanded his-head, hands, and feet ; to be-cur 
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off, and to be ſhut ini a curious casker made for the purpoſe, and ſent them 33 
wnoto her as a preſent on his birth-day 3 and then after, when he perceived 
that by his barbarous tyranny he was growne odious unto all his ſubje&s, 
that he might the better oppoſe the danger , hee cauſed a Schoole ( where 
moſt of the Nobilities children, with others, were dodrinated) to be beſet 
and round environed with ſwords and fire, and fo ſuddenly aſſaulted them ; 
that ſome by ſteele, others by the flame, wereall deſtroyed, not one of them 
eſcaping : Bur that which hee thought to be his refuge, proved his ruine, 

For the people were-ſo much incenfſt with this barbarous and bloudy AR, 
that with an unanimous conſent they fell upon him , and tore him in 
1CCES, 
j The like (if not greater cruelty) was praiſed by a woman, one Cycens 
the dauzhter of Drogerides, King of Thrace, who greatly delighted to behold 
living men cut in the middle, and invite parents to feaſt with their owne 
murdered children, cookt and dreſt ſeverall wayes 3 but ſhe was after depo- 
ſed from her principality, and none of her former ſubje&s relieving her, 
(© hatefull were her inhumanities) ſhe was famiſht to death, and died of 
unger. 

| = io Artaxerxes cauſed her who was his wife and mother in law, (for his 
marriage was inceſtuous') to have her head parted from her ſhoulders, 
though nothing worthy death could be alleadged againſt her; nor did his 
tyranny end there, for after his farher had reſigned the Kingdome to his 
charge, like an unnaturall paracide, he cauſed him, with an hundred of his 
children , Nephewes and Kinſmen , to be cruelly murdered : nor did hee 

eſcape unpuniſhed, for the Kingdome tyred with his infolencies , and the 

World weary with his horrible murders , made him in his death remark- 

able 3 for as ſome write, he diedby the ſtroake of lightening. | 

': Paroldw,Princeof Lituania,ſtudied divers forts of tortures and torments 

for men, upon any fleighr cauſe condemned to death, ane of which,was; he 

would command them to' be ſewed in Beares skinnes, and then made it his 

ſport to behold them torne in pieces with fierce Maſtiffes : Moreover in 

all his warlike expeditions, hee had alwayes a ſteele bow ready bent , and 

what ſouldier ſoever but ſtept our of his ranke', hee inſtantly ſtrooke him 

dead with an arrow, glorying to himſeife that he was ſo good a tnark5-man:

the botromethereof be cauſed the living Bodies of men tobe faſtened, and 
a fire. of wetbillets and'danke; recdes and ſtraw to be put underthem, till 
ſome with the flame.conſumed, others wth the ſmoake ſuffocated, -all pe- 
riſhed rogerber, with which manner of torture (borrowed from his preſi-

He firſt married OfFavia, and then Sebina.Peppeas, firſt commanding their 
husbands to be ſlain, and was the cauſe of -boththeir deaths after,' for after 
in bis implacable fury he had killed Pappas. (berng' at that time big with 
childe) with a'ſpurne —_— her wombe, by which ſhe periſhed with heras 
fant, becauſe 4moniathe: daughter of Clandire (fearing the like) refaiſed ty 
marry with him, he commanded her to be put to death, He pertectecd.the 
Church, and under his Tyranny, Saint 'Feter and Saint.

Antonizs Commodus one of the Roman Emperours, had ſo troubled the 
Empire with gladiatory {laughters, that the people 1n contempt gave him 
the denomination of Gladzator or Fencer. He (as Lampridius witneſleth) 
when he ſaw any man weak or unſerviceable by reaſon of ſome diſeaſe-in 
his feet,would ſhoot himwith arrowes to death, havinga ſtrong ſtecl Bowe 
made for that purpoſe. The braines of others he uſed tobeat out of their 
heads with cds. and boaſted that therein he imitated Hercules,to that pur- 
poſe putting on a Lions skin. He was alſo ſo irriligious and ſuch a con- 
temner ofthe gods,that offerings and ſacrifice at the altars he would mingle 
with the blood and fleſh of men; and if any man ſhewedeither a ſmiling or 
ſupercil:ous brow at what he did, (both were alike) him he commanded to 
be caſt to the Lions and other wilde beaſts to be devoured. One of his ſer- 
vants'being commanded to reade unto hmmthe tyrannous Raigne of Calrg «- 
la, with the manrer of his death,as it was ſet down in Szeronim Tranguilins, 
becauſe it diſpleaſed him as ſomewhat refleQing on bis perfon,: be com- 
manded to be caſt tothe Lions. If any man in his own hearing or by the 
information of other, ſaid he muſt die, he was precipitated from a rocke, 
or ſome other high place, and his body cruſhed ro pieces : he delighted ro 
ſee the bellies of fat men ript up, and how ſuddenly their guts andentrals 
would rumbletothe ground.

Notorious was the 
lazineſle and ſloath of Henorize the Emperour, for where, as it is the cu- 
ſtome of all Princes whatſoever, not to ſet their hand or ſeale to any 
Briefe, Grant, or Warrant , before they had diligently peruſed the con- 
tents, leſt perchance they might doe- ſomething againſt their honour and 
dignity 3 yet be was of that idle condition, that he had neither the patience

| as ſhedurſt, modeſtly to reprove and taxe this ſtrange ſloathfulnes in him;

his mortiferous club, with his farall ſhafts and bow, betook himſelfe unto 
| all effeminacie : : inſomuch, that changing his maſculine habit, he put -= 
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<0 - the looſe garments belonging to women, that he might.the more freely in- 
Op". ſinuate into the good grace and favour ot Omphadle Queere of the Lydians, 
- of whom he was Perditly inamoured : At whoſe command he fathjoned 
thoſe his tubborne and rude fingers (before imployed inquelling Tyrants, 
and ſubduing Monſters) to ſpinne, card”, and draw a corſe and untoward 
thread from the diſtaffe » 'bur what was the end of this floathfull effemi- 
nacie > His chaſte wife Dzaneyra hearing how ſtrangely he had loſt him- 
ſelfe, both-in'his perſon and repytation of the world ;'rhinking to recall 
-bim from this dull and ſleepy Lethargy , ſcent him a flirt for a preſcnr, 
(but ignorant that it was on frvrp "lm hcehad no fooner put on, but 
it inſtantly putrified and 11 GY all over , Cleaving fo faſt to his 
skinne , 'that-in ſtriving to plucke away the linen, he tore the fleſh from 
the bones 3 ſo that overcome with the ang and. inſufferable torture of

It is Radix omnium malorum, 1Tim.6.10, For the 
deſire of money & the yoot of all evill, which whileſt ſome luſted after they erred 
from the faith, and pierced themſelves through with many ſorrowes, for they that 
will be rich fall into-many temptations and ſnares, and into many fooliſh and noy- 
ſome lufts, which drown men mm perdition and deſtruttion. Covetous men are 
contemners of Gods Word, Matth.1z.22, And he that received the ſeed 
amongſt thorres is he that heareth the Word, but the cares of the world,andthe de- 
ceitfulneſſe of riches choak theWord, and he « madt ur fruitfull ' It is no better 
than idolatry, Col.3.5.: cMortifie therefore your members which are on earth, 
fornication, uncleanneſſe, the inordinate- affect 10s, evill concupiſcence, and c6- 
vetouſneſſe, which # 1dolatry. They are miſerable and vain, ob 20.19; He 
hath undone mavy, he bath forſaken the poor, \and hath ſpoiled houſes which he 
builded not, ſurely be ſhall feel wo quietneſſe in hu body, neuther ſhall he reſerve of 
that which he deſired, there ſhall none of his meat be left, therefore none ſhall 
hope for his goods, when be ſhall be filedwith his abundance, he fhaf be in pain,

Claudius Ceſar was held to bee twent 
times richer then Craſſas : - Plinins the Pretor ſpeakes of this Pal/as, as alſo 
of Califtss and Narcj{ſxs, poſleſt of innumerable wealth, during the princi- 
pality of Claudizm,infomuch that the plenty of Narciſſus grew to a proverbe, 
for it they had to ſpeake of any man who was poſleſt of ſuperabundant 
wealth, they would. ſay, he was as rich as N47&ſſ#s : of this Pallas Invenall 
; _—_— in his firſt Satyre, who with Ngrcf#s were the freed men of Clay- 

#s ; and by the | puny ſuffrage of the Senate, had not onely mighty Do- 
natives conferred upon them, but they were admitted unto prime Magi- 
ſtrates, and underwent the moſt honourable offices inthe Citie : More over 
the:Emperour (as Tacitws writes) beſtowed upon Pallas the Pretorian En- 
{ignes, with great ſummes of money, being yearely poſleſt (beſides his do- 
meſtick wealth), of three thouſand Seſter#i4.; but what happineſſe had hee 
by the enjoying of ſuch: abundance ? the fame Author relates, that Nero 
Ceſar grieving that hee had lived fo long, (for hee was growne aged) cauſed 
_ to-be poyſoned3 and by that meanes confiſcated his goods to his owne 
-: CAntiachu the great King of Syriadid-lo.abound in riches , that purpo- 
ſing to make warre upon the Romans, he gathered a puiſlant and numerous 
Army, who were accommodated in all the bravery that could be poſſible; 
their Helmets being richly plumed , and the heads of their Speares and 
Shields ſhining with ſilver and gold 3 who after with great eſteeme, ſhey- 
ing the glory of his Souldiers, and pride of his Hoſt to Harniball,. he asked 
him whether he thought that theſe were not able ro conquer the Romans ? 
who after ſome ſmall pauſe made him anſwer: I cannot preſume that they 
are able to vanquiſh them, but of this I amimoft aſſured, they are able to ſa- 
tisfie them, if the Romans be covetous 3 and fo it after proved to his- great 
diſhonour. | (1 | FAROE 
_  Pythius Bythinius:a Perfian, gave to Daring 4 plaine tree and a Vine all of 
gold; he alſo feaſked Xerxes Army, (in his expegition towards Greece) which 
confitted of ſeaven hundred foureſcore and eight thouſand men, and allowed 
unto them five moneths proviſion of corne, vicuall, and pay and onely 
becauſe that of five fonnes he had, Xerxes would leaye one of them at home 
with him tocomforthim in age : Herederus, and Pliny both teſtifie of him, 
that being demandeqof the'King of what poſlefion he was? he made anſwer, 
That he had in his Coffer ten thouſand Talents of {ilver, and foure hundred 
Mitriads of gold ; befides of the coyne of the Daricans, which amounted to 
feaven thouſand pound weight in gold: all which when he had'proftrated 
tothe Kings ſervice arid free diſpoſe , be wandring at his extraordinary lt- 
berality, tooke to ſupply his preſent ule the foyre hundred Miriadsof gold, 
and. left him the reſt :- notwithſtanding which, in his returne from Greece, 
whence he was baſelybeaten and baffled, he cauſed that yong man the ſonne 
of bountiful x farker; before his facet becut in pieces. And thus we ſee 
there 1s'\notruſt in\rjches + for even ws Tan wh} his ſonne,, who had 

wealth above account ;/agd-gold and = - = beyond number, the-one fell 
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into Murder and Adulterie, the other into Luſt and Idolatrie. 
From thoſe which were rich, I come tothe covetous : Conſtat, Manaſſes, 
Annaltum pag. 94. relates that Chaganu King of the Septentrionall Scythians, 
when he had invaded many of the Roman Forts and Cittadels, even thoſe 
moſt ſtronglF manned and defenct, in his firſt violent aſſaults tooke in mas 
ny walled Cities, and all the Region bordering upon ſer, quite depopu- 
lirated 3 infomuch that the whole River was ſanguind with the bloud of 
the Natives. And having ſurpriſed many Captives, to the number of 
twelve thouſand men, hee ſent ta the'Emperour Manricize to know if hee 
would redeeme them being Chriftians , and his fubjeRs : but neither the 
extreame rage of the Scythian cruetty;nor the barbarous Kings inbumanity, 
neither the cryes andejaculations of the miſerable and diſtreſſed priſoners, 
could move the minde of this obdure and flinty-hearted Emperour , who 
was wholly given over to baſe-and ſordid avarice: Againe, Chaganw ſent 
unto him Embaſſadours with more moderate and reaſonable conditions , 
with a great part of the firſt price deducted 5 to which the covetous Empe- 
rour would not lend any. care at all : which Chagawar hearing, he raged like 
a Tyger, and cauſed them all to be hewed to pieces 3 the whole Region to 
be covered with their carkafles 3 the fields to bee ſtain'd with their bloud ; 
and their bodiesto be piled in an heape almoſt to the height of a Pine-tree : 
which cruel! a of the Emperour my Author'thus aggravates. O gold and 
love of gold, more cruell then a Tyrant! of men the perſecutor, the Fort 
of miſchiefe, the Caſtle of deſtruQtion, the everſion of Towers, thedepopu- 
lation of Cities, the demoliſhing of Walls and Gates, the fall of Houſes, 
the riiine of Families: O with what miſchiefes doeſt thou affli&k us mor- 
tals !- no earthly thing can compare with thee in cruelty: Thou ſoftneſk

there is nothing which thou wilt not ſell , nothing which thou wilt not

Now let us looke upon the dreadfull Judgement of God, which fell upon 
this gripple minded Prince, whowas ſo hated amongſt the Chriſtians, that 
upon Chriſtmas day, as he was entring into the Temple, was like to have 
beene ſtoned to death : After which he grew jealous even of his owne bro- 
ther, and all the beſt friends about him, left they ſhould ſupplant him 
from the Imperiall dignity 3 of which he grew the more timerous, in re- 
ard of divers ominous dreames : for there appeared unto him in his flum- 
Ko a blazing-ſtarre like a ſword, and a Monke running with a ſword drawn 
to the Emperours Statue, inragd and crying out aloud , Imperatoreme ferrs 
periturum : (i.) That the Emperour ſhall periſh by ſteele. Mee dreamed 
alſo, That he was given to be murdered to one Phocas; upon which he ſent 
for one Philippicws out of priſon, a man whom hee much truſted, and asked 
him, 9wals fit Phocss ? What kinde of man is that Phocas ? To whom 
Philippicw anſwered, Centario ambitioſus, ſed timidus : To whom the Em- 
Pperour againe replyed, Ifhe be a coward, he is then a murderer. In conclu- 
ſion, he grew into ſuch a great contempt of the Army, that they ſought to 
ſepa. him; andthe La and men of YVarre about 1ſtr#s choſe Phocas a 
arbarous and bloudy Thracian to be Emperour , who made all the _ 
| poſſible 
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poſſible to Conſtantinople, where he was crowned'in the Suburbs by Cyprien 65 
the Patriarch. Marnricaw in this interim was with his wife and children at | 
Chalcedon, where through griete and trouble of minde be fell ſicke : thithet 
Phocas ſped him with all expedition,who firſt cauſed his two youngeſt Sons 
to be ſlaine in his ſight , and then his three daughters 3 and next their mo- 
ther Conſtantina, the daughter of Tiberiu the ſecond , the next Emperout 
before Mauricius 3 who beheld the deaths of his ſonnes and daughters with 
gtcat patience : but when he ſaw his-wife-in the band of theformentor , he 
burſt forth into theſe words, (acknowledging his faults) 0 Lord God, th 
art juit, and and thy Iadgements are right,. Laſtly , Phocas commanded his 
head to be cut off, whoſe body, with his wives-and children, were:caſt upon 
the ſhore, tabe a publike ſpeRacle tor all the/people ; where they lay upon 
the ground till one of the enemies which had belonged to 2anricims, cauſed 
them to be interred. o 04308 2ut: ern x 

Achem a King of the Lydians , was much branded with this vice of co- 
vetouſneſle , who when he had accumulated: much tiches ; and that too by 
ſiniſter meanes, not therewith contented, hee, proceeded further, and pur 
new and unheard of taxes and exations upon his ſubje&ts 3 when they knew 
his Treaſury abounded with all fulneſle and plenty. : In hate of whoſe ex-- 
treame avarice they conſpired together, -and made an inſurreXion againſt 
him; and having ſurpriſed him in his Palace ,.they haled him thence; and 
hanged him on a Gibbet with his heeles upward, and his head drowned it 
the waters.of Paolu; whole ſtreames (as wy Authors write) are of the 
colour of gold, and hath name amongſt the- golden rivers; an Embleme of 
his avarice«, Thus you ſee this deadly finne ſeldome or never eſcapes with- 
out Judgement. 

Neither did Iuſtinianwe the ſecond , the ſonne of Conſtantinui Barbatus ; 
eſcapethe aſperſion of this horrid vice, he was the laſt of the ſtocke of He- 
raclizs, a man covetous, unquiet, cruell, and unfortunate : He had two Sy- 
cophants who furniſh his coffers, and for that were graced by hitn with all 
Imperiall power and authority 3 the one Theodeſiom a Monke, the other 
Stephanus the Emperours Chaplaine : who was in ſuch credit with his Ma- 
ſter, that he durſt beate the old Empreſle. Theſe two not onely exerciſed 
extortion and oppreſſion amongſt the Subjeds, but great cruelty upon the 
Princes, Dukes, and Captaines, keeping one of them called Leontius two 
yeares in- priſon 3 who after eſcaping by the helpe of the Patriarch , was 
made Emperour , and cut off the noſtrils of 1u#:ian, and fent himas an 
Exile to Cherſoneſws. Which Leontius being after ſurpriſed by Tiberius 4p- 
ſpmarus, he cut off his noſtrils and ſent him into a Monaſtery. After 1«ſti- 
ian returned, being ayded by the Bulgarians , and ſupriſing both Leontizs 
and Apſimarus, he cauſed them to be led bound through the Marker-place 
and having firſt rrod upon their necks, cut off their heads : then hee pulled 
out the eyes of Callinicxs the Patriarch, and hanged up Herachiw the brother 
of Apſomarus, But at what time he ſent his Army-againſt Chzrſon, the Hoſt 
made Philippicus Bardaxes Emperour, who made all ſpeed to Confrantinople; 
and taking I«ſtinian and his ſonne Tiberizs from the Sanftuary,commanded 
them moſt miſerably to be flaine. * 

Nay,even your greateſt Prelates,and in the primeſt places of Epiſcopal! 
dignity, have not beene excluded from this generall ſinne of Avarice. ,Mar- 


tam Papa was of that gripple and penurious condition, that he ARE»

houſbald and family. And Pentanue writes of one 7% ik a Prieſt and

But I come now to ſhew you what dreadfull murders have been commit- 
ted through this grand fin of Covetouſneſle, their ſtrangediſcovery',and 
the fearfull judgements that have fallen upon the malefactours: in the rela 
ting of which, Hes lacryme,T am not able to vindicate our owry Nation, for 
in the time of Queen El;zabeth(of bleſied memory)there dwelt in the lower 
end of Cheap-fide in a place called Honey-lane, an old'man and woman, the 
leaſt of them threeſcore and ten yeares of age, who lived privately and kept 
no ſervant, and becauſe they had ſome meanes comming in yearly, and li- 
ved ſparingly upon it, were imagined by the neighboursto have good ſtore 
of money, and rather becauſe the furniture ofitheir houſe was very neat and 
handſom,and fit to entertain any reaſonable gueſts, (though they ſeldotn;in- 
vited any)and whether this by prating goſhps were talked of at the conduit, 
andjſo overheard by ſome idle raskals,who have no other trade or-meanes to 
live, bur robbing, ſtealing, burglary, and the like 3 it is not certain, 'byt 
molt true it is that inthe Jead of night, their houſe by a falſe key (or ſome 
other pick-locke engine) was entred, the two old people faſt ſleeping, mur- 
dered intheir beds, their cheſts broke open, and rzfled, and whatſoever was 
portable, and of any value carried away, and the doores faſt ſhut upon the 
dead bodies: the next day they were not ſeen by their neighbours; whowon- 
dred they appeared not as they cuſtomably were wont, yet fuſpeRed little, 
but the ſecond day when they found their door to continue ſhut, mo noiſe at 

in all the houſe,nor any newes of them;they knockt and rapt at the door, but 
received no anſiver : in the end they ſent for an Officer, who with his affe- 
ſtants, forced open the doores, and found in the firft room all things out of 
order, and walking up the ſtaires they might ſec the cheſts and trumkes wide 

open, 
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open, but looking further towards the bed; they might calily diſcover the 

good man and his wife miſerably murdered : upon which, warrants were 

made for a privy ſearch, and divers taken in fuſpition, but nowitneſſe or 

evidence could be brought againſt them : at :length one vagabond-like fel- 
low was laid hold on, who being brought before one of the City Juſtices, 

and examined, could give noaccount of his life, and by reaſon hehad been 
by ſome obſerved to hanker two or three dayes before thereabout, he was 
uponthat preſumption ſent to Newgate, and the next Seſhons arraigned and 
by ſomeerrour or-default found in his anſwer, condemned and hanged, but 
innocently for that crime (heaven knowes 3) forthe malefaQtor atter the 
murder done, with his rich priſe eſcaped intorhe Low-countries, where te 
ſet upatrade, made goodule of his ftocke, and' proved a verythrifty and 
thriving man, in ſo much that he grew into the 'knowledge and familiarity 
of the Burgers, and was of good credit and countenance amongſt them, and 
ſo he might have continued, but after ſome twelve yeares aboad there, be- 
ing grown out of all knowledge and remembrance here in his own Coun- 
try, hecould not reſt inhis bed, nor ſleep quietly, but he muſt needs ſee 
England, and made a voyage hither to that purpoſe, . having noother buſj- 
nefle but to buy a piece of plate in Cheap-ſide, to carry over backe with 
him into theLow-countries:toaGoldſmith he comes,and in ſome few ſhops 
above the Standard he cheapens a bowle,. and whileſt he was bargaining 
about the price, it happened at- the ſame time a Gentleman was arreſted 
juſt over againſt Bow-Church, who preſently drawing his fivord, made an 
eſcape from the Serjeants, and ran up towards rhe Crofle, the Serjeants and 
the people cried,ſftop him, andall their faces were bent that way; which the 
murderer hearing and ſeeing, andnot knowing the cauſe of their noiſe and 
tumult, he apprehends that he is diſcovered, and thar this is done in his 

purſuit, and ſo begins to take his beeles. The people lecing him run, they 
ran after him, (all not knowing the originall of this uprore) they ſtophim 

and demandthe cauſe of his flight, who in bis great affright and terrour of 
conſcience ſaid, He was the man, They asked what man ? he anſwered, the 
ſame man that commuted ſuch « bloody murder ſo many yeares ſince: upon which 
he was apprehended and committed to Newgate, arraigned by his own con- 
fefſion, condemned, and hanged firſt on a gibbet, and after at M/e-end in 

chaines. Thus we ſee how the devill never leaves his miniſters and ſer- 

vants, eſpecially in this horrid caſe of murder, without ſhame and judge- 

ment. 

Another ſtrange but moſt true ſtory 1 ſhall relate of a young Gentle. 
man of good meanes and parentage brought up in Cambridge, (whoſe name 
for his worſhipfull kinreds ſake, I am delirous to conceal ) he being of a 
bould ſpirit, and very able body , and much given unto riot and expence, 
could not containe himſelfe within his exhibition 3 but being a fellow- 
commoner, laviſht much beyond his allowance : to belpe which, and to 
keepe his credit in the Towne, he kept a good hotle in the ſtable,and often- 
times would flie out and take a purſe by the high-way 3 and thus he contj- 
nueda yeare,or thereabouts, without the jealouſte or ſuſpition of any : Ar 
length his quarterly meanes not being come up from his father , and hee 
wanting money to ſupply his ordinary riots , hee put himſelfe into a dif- 
guiſe, tooke horſe,and croſſing New-market Heath he diſcovered a purchaſe, 
a ſerving-manwith a cloak-bag behinde him; and ſpying him to travell fin- 


ply 
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gly and alone,” be made rowards hun jand/bid/him ſtand and deliver 3 the 
other unacquainted with-that language; anſwered him, that behad'butr lirtle 
money, and what he had: he was Joathto partyirhz Then,ſaid rhe Gentle-

Let us now hear the Fathers : this is Saint £Au#775s counſell, De werbs 
Dom.tra#.48. If you will marry wives, keep your felves unto them, and let 
them finde you the ſame you deſire to finde them > VVhat is he deſirous to 
marry, and would not be coupled to a chaſte wife ? Or if a virgin, onethat 
is untoucht 2. Bethon alſo chaſte and untoucht, Doſt thou defire one to be 
conſtant and puretothee ?. Be conſtant and pure to her 3 for can ſhe prove 
ſo tothee, and not thou alſo to her ? Saint Chriſoftome, Hom.z, As that 
Pilot which ſuffers his ſhip to be wracked in a port or harbour is inexcuſa- 
ble, ſo he that roqualifie the luſts of the fleſh ſhall lawfully take a ſpouſe to 
live withall for better and for worſe, and ſhall after infidiate the bed of his 
neigbour 3 neither can that man whoſe wanton eyes and petulant fancies 
wander after every looſe proſtitute or ſtrumpet, either acquit himſelfe 
to men, or excuſe himſelfe towards God, although he ſhall tenthouſand 
times alleadge his naturall inclination to pleaſure: or how canthat properly 
be called pleaſure, which is waited on by fear,diffidence, danger, and where 
there is expeCation of ſo many evils : accuſation the ſeat or the tribunall of 
juſtice, and the ire and wrath of the Judge, be ſtands in dread of all things, 
ſhadowes, walls, ſtones, graves, neighbours, adverfaries, nay even his dear- 
reſt friends, But be it granted, that their guilt be private, and known onely 
tothe delinquents, they are not therefore ſafe, here ſhall they bear a con- 
ſcience even reproving, and ſaggeſting bitter and fearfull things againſt 
them, 
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them ? and the confeienceto be alwayes about them;” For as =o man van fly 
him, fo nonecanevade or avoidthe ſentence of that privare Comt, for this 
judicatory ſenſe is not with gold tobe corrupred, with flattery miti ated, 
nor by friends mediated, in regatd it is a thing divine, and by God-himn- 
ſelfe placed and inted to have reſidence in-our hearts. Sant Ambroſe 
de Patriarchjs, in ſpeaking of the Patriatchs, "Abraham and 1acob, and bf 
their multiplicity of wives, hein excuſe of them ſaith, that: 4Þabtmriivas 
before either the Law or the Goſpell,-and m his rime 8rg4m7y was nor for- 
bidden. Now the puniſhment of a faiilt grew from the time of the Law. for 
it was not a crime before it was inhibited and forbid 3' fo 14h had four 
wives, which whileſt'tt was a cuſtom was nocrime, who as they thatried hot 
meerly for concupiſcehce; and to fulfill rhe luſtfull defires of the fleſh, but 
rather inſtigatedby'providence to the propagation of iſſue 3 therefotrlet 
no man flatter hiroſelfe by makingthem their preſident, forall adultery is 
damnable, &c. ae vo BAL : 564) pr 
tefes the ſon of Tebethanan in that Book which the Hebrews tile Capituls 
vel apothegmata, hath this ſaying, the time which a man ſpends'in thulti- 
plying words with a woman, he loſcth to his great dztnage 3 for at ferith 
with her petulancy ſhe will bring himits perdition: And Rabbi 4ziba faith! 
Laughter, and the light and unconſtant moving of the head, cafily convince 
2 man of looſneſſe and ey And Rabbi ben Syre ſaith, For the Fiks 
of beautifullwomen the ſtrongeſt have fallen, and matiy have periſtied ; 
therefore hide thine eyes from the alknrements of 2 fair woman, left ſhe 
catch rhee in her ſnare, and thou become her captive, to thy defitti&ion. 
Dionyſuthe elder (thoughotherwiſea Tyratr) wheri ke by complaine made 
had underſtood his fonto whoſe charge he had committedthegover ; 
of a Province, to have ftuprared the wife of 'a noble young Gentleniari, he 
ſent for hjm, and being exceeding angry, demanded of him, if he had fern 
any ſuch preſident in his father. To whom he replied, Many, for he had not a 
King'to his father. Nor thou, faid D:onyſfws,art likely to have a King to thy 
ſon, if thou followeſt theſe lewd and Imxmrious courſes. The Tyrant wid. 
ing Adultery a crime worthy to difinherir him from all regall Authority, 
which is now. made no morethan a ſport' and' paſtime amoneſt great ones : 
for Sylla ſirnamed Fau#ws, the freed man of Sylls the great competirour 
20ainſt Aarivs, hearing that his naturall ſiſter hadentertaine#two Adiil- 
terers into her ſervice at once; which were: Fabvins- Full and Pomponiug 
whoſe ſirname was Hacwla, he pur ir off with a jeſt upon their natties 
Miror (inquit) (prorem mean maculanr uber curs-futtonem habert :that is, 3 
wonder iy ſiſter ſhould have a macula, or wear any ſpot'or ſtain, when ſhe 
hath a full, a fuller, that waſheth andrakerh out ſtaines ſtill ſoncar her; 
There is alfo ſcortation, of Srortuma whore, which the Greekes call vaipi, 
and verywo,is Scortari,the Hebrews Zonach,To this capitall head of luſt like- 
wiſe belongcth inceſt,whicl isavenercall abuſcin Aﬀinity and conſangyi- 
ty, which for theſe reaſons may be1aid juſtly tobe prohibired, becauſe mart 
naturally acknowledgeth an honour to his parents, .and'fo by cotiſcquerice a" 
more than common reſpe& to thoſe of' his near blood and alliance; Se-- 
condly, becauſe it is necefſitous, that perſons ariſing from one root and 
ſtem be mutually converſant. -Thirdly, it hindererh the increaſe of friends, 
 whichare loſt by not marrying into other. ſtockes and families: Laftly, 
whena man naturally loveth tus ſiſter or coufin-germine, being ſo __ to. 
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him in blood, if that venereall ardor which comes from commixtion were 
added, love would break out into raging luſt, which 1s altogether repug- 
nant to all modeſty andchaſtity. There.is alſo Sodemia, Twrpitudo 17 maſcu- 
lam fatta, contranaturam : of which to ſpeak I will be very ſparing. Thus 
you ſee the ſixth of the ſeven heads af the Beaſt,” diſſeed and anatomiſed : 
But I comenow to Hiſtory and Example. 

Catelinethat firebrand of Rome, and peſtilent incendiary of all ſedition, 
to adde to all his other criminall and capitall malefaQions, which were in- 


deed beyond preſident; or fince his time, by any of the moſt notoriousrut- 


fians, that the later ages have bred, if imitated, yet ſcarce equalled, and 
therefore much lefle exceeded: this Arch villain (I: ſay} to all his other 


wicked acts added alſotheſe'of Adultery and Inceſt : he, was infamous for 


his many ſtuprations witha noblevirgin of Rowe 3 he rapedalſo one of the 
Yetals or prieſts of Yea; and further, to enjoy-the embraces of MHarelia 
Areffilla, he took away her ſon by poyſon, becauſe being grown to maturity 
and yeares of diſcretion, he oppoſed his mothers ſecond nuptials, which 
was in thoſe dayes held to be immodeſty amongſt the nobleſt matrons of 
Rome; and thus Salu#ius and Y alerizs report of him, Celim cap.zo.lib.s, 
reports,that Bages the Eunuch was much indeared to Alexander the great, 
for noother cauſe but that there was ſome brutiſh and unnaturall congreſſe 
betwixt them 3 therefore when 0rfines a noble Perſian cameto ſee MA le- 
xander., and preſented to him, and to them of his choice and intimate 
friends,many great and rich gifts,but gave to Bags«s not ſo much as the leaſt 
honour or reſpe&, being asked the. reaſon. thereof, he made anſwer, I owe 
unto, Alexander and his tricnds all-the duty. and: reverence that can be ex- 
pected from atrue loyall and faithfull heart, but to a whore or ſtrumper 
ſuch as Bagoas is, to him I acknowledge not ſo much as the leaſt notice to be 
taken that ſuch a wretched fellow lives. 

' Of the luſts and intemperances of C£Hnguitm, lulis, Tiberius, Heliog aba- 
lus, Caligula, Commodus, Domitian, . Proculws, and others, I have ſufficient! 
{ſpoken before : which ſhewed, as the Roman Emperours exceeded in ſtate, 
power and majeſty, ſo moſt of them maculated and poluted their hich and 
ſacred calling with the moſt baſe effteminacies and ſordidſt luxuries that the 
heart could conceive, or the fancy of man apprehend. Neither have the 
alone been.guilty of theſe notorious crimes and vices, but all Nations have 
been tainted with the like impurities, which hath been the depopuiation of 
famous Cities, the ruines of Kingdomes, the removing of Monarchies , 
from one people and language to another, when. ſeldom any Conquerour 
from any Nation brought home their victory without their vices, of which 
there be frequent examples. The Babylonians were the firſt that uſurped the 
name of a Monarchy; the Medes and Perſians wreſted it from them; the Gre- 
cans wan it from the former 3 and laſtly the Romans from the Grecians, who 
as they learned of them Grecar?, todrinke hard, ſo Mechars, to ſtuprate and 
adulterate.z and as they uſed their Dominion, and tyranny, governing them 
by ſubſtitutes, and przfe&ts, and proconſuls, and the ike; ſowith their 
power they brought in their prodigalities, riots, feaſtings, rapes, adnlte- 
ries, ſtuprations, ſcortations, fornications, even to abhominations above 
nature,too immodeſt to ſpeak, then by conſequent, too devilliſh ro a&. But 
from generalities I come to particulars,” | 

 Gemelius Tribunitias, though he were one of the Patricians family, and a 
- Nobleman 
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Nobleman of Rome, yet was ſodegenerate in his condition, thatof his wn 8 
houſe he made a Brothell or Stewes,, where among(t others werevitiated , 
Mwutis and Fabvia, two illuſtrious women, : and ot eſpeciall cemarke inthe 
City;witha noble youth called Saturnimus, who was polluted: and defiled 
againſt nature : bur as ſome:report of the maſter of the family, his houſe 
was after accidentally ſet on fire, and-he.himſclfe added part of the fewel! 
to the flame. And in this kindeof puniſhment luſt may be faid, (and not al- 
together unproperly) to be quenched with fire. Cetzus reports of Dionyſins 
Janor, that comming into the City of 'Locrs, whete he hadthe emertains 
ment belonging to a Princeof his eſtate and qualiry, but the Townabound- 
ing with fair and beautifull virgins, hecould not btidle his exotbirantappe- 
tite, bit ſome he courted with fair words, others bribed with rich gifts; and 
fuch as he could win to his infatiate deftres by neither, hecommitted vio- 
lence upon their perſons, infomuch that divers of the nobleft maidens were 
by hi vitiated and corrupted, which they (not having patience toendute) 
made aninſurretion againſt him, and-having firſt diſpatched his Guard; to 
whom bemoſt truſted,  ſeiſed upon h1s perſon, and put him co great 
maceration and torment + for, binding him'to-a ſtake, they thniſt ſhatpe 
needles betwixt the nailes and fleſhof his toes and fingers, and when he had 
endured as well the taunts of their rongnes, | 


asthe cxquiſite tortures of their 


engines, they put him to death, and' after —_— Cried his bones,

The Corimtbians were extremely. taxed with this incontinence, for'itis 
aid of them, that they profſtirmredtheir wives anddaughters for gain, and” - 
hencegrew a proverbe, Non#cuouts bhonagni comrnril aye Cor1Bune, Ie 880 
for every min to goto Corinth; they pay t& dear for their pleature. The 
Babylomans, Tyrrhenians, 'and 'Maſſagelans were: allogreatly contamihated 
with this vice, -abufing their bodies'in That 'tornſtrous forr; Farms dec 
fid, ratberto live ke beaſts than men. Tr iv/afiti which'competeth men 
neither tohavecare of their owngood'names,- tior'of their poſterity which 
ſhall come afterthem 3: anidrherefore D-aa-the famous Lav-giver writ fo 
bitterly againftthis conmupiſcence, tharhe is faid; ratherthan-tohavedrawn 
them in inke, tohave inſcribed them 1n blood 71 and no wonder if be were | 
ſoauftereand fuperciliousagainft:when it-nforccth ns 20 cover above'Gur 
power, to at beyondoutt Hitength, acdrodicbefore onrrime. One definerh 
it thus, 2n enemy to-the-pueſe, 'n foe wthe'pierf@n, a canker rorke mindie, a 
corrafivetorhe conſcience;aweaktes of the wityzbeſorter of the ſenſe, and.

- Demonax termes it, a pleaſure bought with pain, adelight 
hatched with unquiet; a contentment accompanied with fear, anda fin fi- 
hiſhed with ſorrow, by continuance it growes to impudence, and ſhame, 
and infamy continually waites at the heeles thereof. 

For futther inſtance, one Ho#ins a Prince who lived inthe time of A4s- 
guitus Ceſar, was aman of a moſt perdit obſceneneſle, praiſed in that fu- 
perlative degree of filthineſſe, that ſcarce any age could produce a prodegy 


to paralell him, modeſty will not ſuffer me to give them name. And Tegsl- 


ling (according to Tacitss {ib.17,) was aman of a moſt corrupted lite, who 
ſoothed and humoured Nero in all his ribaldries, bis ſirname was Othenius, 
by whoſe flattery and calumny many a noble Roman was put todeath : and 
when Orho who fecceedal Nero, came to weat the Imperiall purple, and to 
be inſtated Emperour, he ſent (amongſt 'other malefaQours) torhim, to 
ſuffer asa putrified and corrupt member of the Stare, and when the execu- 
tioner withother licors and officers came to ſurpriſe him in his houſe, they 
found him drinking and rioting amongſt bis:catamites and harlots, where 
without limiting avy time either to ſettle his eſtate; or to take leave of an 
of his friends, he was inſtantly ſlain, and his wounded body caſt into the 
open ſtreets. Craſſus the richeſt of the: Roman fathers, after the death of 
one of his brothers, married his wife, by whom he had many children. And 
Surines the wealthieſt: and moſt: potent- of the Parthians. next tothe King, 
had in his tefits two hundred concubines at.one time. And Xerxes King of 
Perſia was fo given over toall licentiouſneſſe: and luxury; that be bired;pur- 
fuivants, an kept Curſors and meſſengers: in pay-to inquire and finde out 
men who could deviſe new wayes! ofvolupthonGeiiey and to them gave 
great rewards, for ſo Yaltriss \Maximugadports of him;: :And Yolateranus 
remembers us.of one Ye wtivs a Flotentiie Prince, whowas flain of his Ci- 
tizens and SubjeRs for ſtuprating their:waves, atd vitidting their virgins. 
Thus ſeldom we ſee this vice to go unpuniſhed.. - >}! ; 

Nor is it particular to the maſculine ſex, as the ſole provocatours hereof, 
but women have been equally and alike or. We reade in Geweſisof Po- 
tiphars wife, who ſolicited Toſephto her adulterate embraces, who becauſe he 
refuſed to commit ſuch villany, and tooffend both God and his maſter, ſhe 
accuſed himtohis Lord, that he would have done to her violence, for which 
he lay two years in priſon. But from prophane Hiſtories we have mary 
examples. For Ilia Agrippina the mother of Neyo was ſaid to have unlaw- 


full congrefle with Domit1an, for ſo Jwvenal faith: nay more, after teaſling 


andbanqueting, inthe heat of her cups,*when ſhe with ber ſonwere roge- 


ther topt with wine,they commonly uſed inceſtuous conſociety:the conclu- 


ſion of which impious luſt was, that the ſon. in the end having cauſed his 
mother to be ſlain, commanded ber body to be diſſected, and ript open be- 
fore bis face, as longing to ſee the bed wherein helay when he was an un- 
borne .infant. She was the —_—_— to.-Germianicas, lifter; to Caligula, the 
wife firſt of Domitixs , after of Clodr4 wham ſhe! poyſoned , for noother 
cauſe but to make Nero her: ſon Emperour ;-and; you: bear tow well he re- 
quitedher. A. chicken of the ſame brood waseMeſſalinethe daughter of 
Meals, and the wife and Emprefle. of Claudius aſirs woman of a moſt 
1nfatiate luſt, whoſe cuſtome was to diſguiſe herſe}{6 like a private Gentle- 
woman, ſo that ſhe might not be known, and with her pandor uſhering ber, 
rG 
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towalke unto common ftewes and brothell-houſes, and there proſtitute 2 
her ſelfe toall commers whoſoever , nay, ſhe was not- aſhained to contend 
with the ableſt and-ſtrongeſt Harlot in the- City for maſterie, whence alſo 
ſhee returned rather tyred then ſatisfied ; nay more, ſhe ſeleedout of the 
nobleſt Wives and Virgins to be eye witneſſes and companions in her fil- 
thineſſe, whither men alſo were not denied acceſle, as ſpeRators, againſt all 
womenly ſhame and modeſty : and it any noble Gentleman of whom ſhe 
ſeemed to be enamoured, refuſed or deſpiſed her profered imbraces, ſhee 
would feigne and deviſe ſome crime or other to be revenged on him, and 
his whole familie. Pw. [3b. 29 tels us, That one Yedfime Y ali a notable 
Phyſitian was nobilitated meerly for pandthering to her luxuries. Fabis "RY 
the Wife of Fabrizs Fabricanw grew greatly beſotted on the love ofa faire "—_ 
young Gentleman call'd Petrovinue V alentinus, who the more freely to in- 
Joy in ber petulant imbraces cauſed her husband to be traiterouſly mur- 
dred, But being ( in regardof the high meaſure of-the fault ) complain'd 
npon by her husbands Kinred and Friends, ſhee was conviRted by the 1s- 
lies Law,and ſuffered according to the penalty thereof. Mariiall recko- 
neth up as notorious Strumpets.and Adultereſſes, Levians, Paula, Proculi- 
»a, ZetForia, Gallie, as Catullm remembreth us of AuFelins, and Invenall of 
Hyppia, Zotoneof the Roman Empreſles cauſed her husband Arginopilus 2,4 he Ems 
to E {laine to adulterate her ſelfe with Michael Palevioegu : but w all prefle, 
read of both their ends ſhall finde that they were moſt wretched and mi- 
ſerable. 

As theſe for Scortation and Adultery, ſo others have been notoriouſly Women rran: 
infamous for Inceſt; | Gidaica the Wife of Pomminins Laurentinus grew in- dcd for Inceſt, 
to ſuch an extreme dotage of her ſonne in law Comminixe, that not able to 
compaſle her unchaſte deſires, and her Inceſtuons love being diſcovered to 
her husband, ſhee. diſpairingly ſtrangled her ſelfe 3 of which death alfo 
Phedraalike beſotted on her husbands fonne H 7 wap periſhed. Papinimg 
the ſonne of Pepinius Volucris had a beautifull Sifter whoſe name was Cangy- ?4piximand 
ſia: Theſe two ſpending their childhood together, as their yeares, ſo their _ 
naturall affeAion increaſed, infomuch that the one thought nothing to deet 
for the other, their love being mutuall andalternate, nor guilty of the leaſt 
Impious thought or immodeſt apprehenſion, but when they came to ma- 
turity, new thoughts began togrow, and freſh temptations to ariſe, to 
which in their minority they were altogether unacquainted, and now they 
could not ſollace themſelves without fighing, nor frame any mirth; bur 
mixt with melancholly 3 both were ſick and of one diſeaſe, but neither 
had the boldneſſe to diſcover the” nature of their malady, and thus they 
continued for a ſeaſon 3 In rhe meane time the Father had found out a no- 
ble match for his Sonne, but be put it off with evaſions, and could not bee 
wonne to lend 4willing eare to the motion : The Mother alſo had ſought

Fulua the Br- Iniga was the ſtep-Mother of Antonizs Caracalla Emperour of the Ro- 
prefſe and mans, who having caſt many wanton glances towards her, and ſhe recipro- 
tons COME” cally anſweringthem, at length whenthey were in familiar diſcourſetoge- 
ther, he brake forth into theſe words, vellew ſi liceret, I would it it were 
lawfull : whoſe meaning ſhe ſoone apprehending ſuddenly anſwered again, 
and without pauſe, ſi lwbet licet, leges dat Smperator non accipit, if you like 
it is lawfull, Emperours make Lawes but are tide to none; with which 
words being emboldned, he firſt contrafted, and then publikely married 
- her, notwithſtanding ſome few dayes beforehe had cauſed her owne fonre 
Getato be put to death,and this is related by Sextus uAwrelins, and by vA1- 
Semirami, mSpertanus, Amongſt theſe Inceſtuous is liſted Capronis the veſtall Yir- 
in, who for her offence was ſtrangled. Semiramis was the wife 'of 
Nin Kingof 4ſſyris, who after ſhe had cauſed her husbands death, and 
ſcaring leſt ſogreat and warlike a people would not be govern'd by one of 
her Sex, ſhee tooke upon her the maſculine ſhape of her Sonne, whom 
ſhe had altogerher brought up in delicacie and effeminacy, and in his 
name ſhe raigned for the ſpace of fourtie two yeares, c_—_— the moſt 
part of Aſia, and ereRing many famous Cities : But Bby/oz ſhe made her 
chiefe place of refidence, who. alſo hedged or walled in the vareſt River 
Euphrates, turning the channell, and compelling it to run through the 
great City, yet according to Digderwy #6. tertio, thee grew to bee of that 
venerious and libidinous diſpoſition, ſhe did not enely admit but hire and 
inforce divers of the youngeſt andablef Souldiers to her laſcivious and 
incontinent imbraces ,.and farther as Trog we Pompeine, (ib. 2. hath left 
remembred, ſhee labonred to have Carnall congreflion with her fonne 
Ninw, (whom ſhe concealed in her Pallace,) and whoſe ſhape ſhe adulte- 
rated : for which ſetting all Filiall refpe& and obedience afide hee flew 
ber with his owne hands, and after raigned in ber ſtead. 
A Spaniſh A young Spaniſh Maid haying profſtituted her felfc toa Gentleman up-

man having more grace, ſharply teprehended and threatned both her"and 
her Companion. Vherefore to excuſe this her ſhameleſheſle, as [bb5ne'2; 
the Father returned ſhe complaines to him, ſaying , That his ſonnehad 
ſought three or foure times tocorrupt her z which he belecving, and nicer- 
ing his ſonne at. the ſtaires head, ranne farioufly at him with his fwyord 
drawne 3 andthe ſonneto ſhun that danger , leapt backward downe the 
ftaires and brake his neck.

hee revelled and rioted, which wickednefle eſcaped not without a moſt 
remarkable Judgement : For hewas after miſerably flaine in the very a&

Childebert the ſecond, and ſeventeenth King'of France, anno 692. grew Childebert K, 

in an utter deteftation of his lawfull Wite and Queene: PlefFrade , who LOS end 
was a Lady of a chaſte and untainted life, and divorc'd her from his Bed - 
and Table; in whoſe ſtead he received into his boſome one ©A/payde, a 
Gentlewomian of excellent Beauty and Featute, but of a cruell and bloudy 
condition : For when-Lambert Biſhop of Yezecht , a 'man of a ſtrit life, 
and auſtere converſation , undertook beldly te lay his ſinne before 'him, 
and tell him the danger thereof ( notwithſtanding hee/had before reſtcred 
him co his Epiſcopall See, of which he had been before deprived : Y ſhee 
having notice thereof, could not reſt in quiet till ſhe had cauſed her Bro- 
ther Dodon to kill this good Biſhop, which was done by the Kings con- 
ſent : For which neither of them eſcaped vengeance ; for DoJw dy'd 
deſpairing and mad, and the King was firook after the ating of this mur- 

der with a diſeaſe of Wormes, the ſtench whetof he not being able toen- 
dure, threw hiraſelfe headlong into the River of Mentz, A ftrange and 
heavy Judgemient, for Wormes to cate his living fleſh, fo that corruption 
did not altogether follow after death 3 but contrary to nature hee rot- 
red and his body, putrified before death, till the Worme of Conſci- 
w_ attended his ſfoule : a more miſerable Death ftill attending a bad 

ife. 

Philip the ſecond, firnamed Angufw , upon diſcontents repudiared Philip the [e-* 
his Queen Gelberge : For which the King of Dewmarke made complaint jonmonn Q 
tothe Popeof this injury Cone untshis Siſter ; and the rather,becauſe nei- "© DE 
ther Crime, nor Delinquency, nor the ſuſpition of any could bee pro- 
ved againſt her : But this publike aſperſion being caſt apon her (howſoe- 
verinnocent ) muſt needs cail her- Honour into queſtion , which cannot 
bee but greatly to her harme and prejudice. Theſe things with other being 
alledged, a day of hearing was appointed before the Popes Legate , in the 
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Biſhops Hall ar Zarie, where the Kings Cauſe was (irongly maintained 


by the venters and Advocates 3 but no one appeared inthe poore Queenes 


defence 3 inſomuch that Sentence was ready tobe pronounc'd againſt her, 
and ſpeedy order and dire&ion given for a Billof Divorce to be-drarne be- 
twixt them. VVhen on the ſuddaine ( as the Court was ready to riſe}ftept 
out of the Preſſe a faire and beautifull young man, of a ſweet and amiable

s tothe King andthereſt, and returning into the tnrong , was never more 


ſeen after. Which took ſuch an impreſſion inthe Court, ( but the King 
eſpecially) that the amazed Judges committed the Caule to the Kings 
Counſel, who judged the Queen guiltleſſe of whatſoever had _ and 
injuriouſly been laid againſt her. Then King Ph:1ip took hotſe, and road 

ny to Boys de Y inennes,towhich place the Queen was confined; where 
flog ovingly imbrac'd her, and received her into his former true con- 
jugall zffe&ion ,- there was never the leaſt, diſtaſte knowne to bee betwixt 
them after, Nor ict this Story feern altogether impertinent to the argu- 
ment now in agitation, which is to ſhew the Judgements impending 
in Adultery, and Spouſe-breach  'tis fit alſo that wee ſhould know how 
God in his-great mercy and goodneſle favoureth and proteteth vertue 
and Innocents : For his holy Angels are alwayes the Guardians of the 
juſt and faithfull.

ſuits with my youth, and complyes with my condition + The middle 
ag'd man will alledge, i am now in my ſtrength, my bones are full of mat- 
row, and my breaſts of Milke , ſhall I not rake occaſion by the fore-top, 
and make uſe of the p—_ when it offers it ſelf? the time will come 
when, being old my ability will not anſwer to my defire, and then it will 
betoo late, &c.The old man will ſay, I am now growne cold and weak, the 
fire of youth is quite extin& in me, and will yon not allow me a warme 
bed-fellow to helpe my decayed heat, and cheriſh thoſe few ſparkes which 
lye hid inthe cold embers and aſhes of mine age ? But theſe are but like 
his vaine excuſes, who robb'd the Statue of 1vpiter of his precious Ring, 
his rich Mantle, and his go!den beard ; and beeing apprehended and que» 
Rion'd about the Sacrilege , he began thus to apologize for himſelf : Tis 
truth (faith he) Itook away his Ring that compaſt his fore-firger, which

A NobleGentleman lived very conjugally and lovingly with his Lady; Jealoulic! 
ſhe had a Chamber-maid of a very ſweet aſpeR and featute, not any way F 
to bee taxed forthe leaſt wantonnefle or looſe carriage 3 but if the Lady 
thought her guilty of the leaſt immodeſty , ſhe needed no other Jury, for 
ſhe was both Jurer and Judge, aad condemned her by her owne verdi& 
and ſentence, Ir happened that the Noble-man having ſome occafion to 
detaine himſelfe ſome few dayes abroad , in his abſence ſhee pretended a 
quarrell with her maid 3 the colour was for letting a young childe flipour 
of her Armes 3 which though it had little or nohurt, yet ſhe made of. it 
as if it were lamd,beyoudall recovery; upon which her ahger grew im- 
placable, and ſhee won!d commir herto priſon: but unto what priſon 3 , barefull 
not into any ordinary light, or tollerable 3 but into adeep, obſcure, and prifn, oc 
deſolate Dungeon in the bottome of the Caſtle, for many yeares ſhut up Dungeon. 
with an Irongatc, and abounding with Toads, Snakes, Adders, and other 
Serpents : Into which no Sacrilegious perſon, Thiefe, Pyrat, Witch, Pa- 
racide, Traitor , or the greateſt MalefaQor whatſoever within the miemo- 
ry of man had beene committed ; and into this noyſome, ſtinking , and 
moſt horrible place ſhe was forced toenter, and the doores faſt ſhut upsn 
her : but from all the corners of the Vault the venemous vextiles came in 
heapes, with feareſull hiſſing, and ſeized upon thoſe parts of her body rhar 
were in their reach , which with lowd ejulation and ſhrikes, ſhee ftrivd

ah bufinefle 3 and as the cuſtome is in the Countrey , the night before a man 
takes his journey his neighbours and friends will ſend in their meat , and 
ſup with him, and drinke tothe hope of his ſafe returne : and fo they did 
to him, Now this Gentleman had in his houſe a young gentlewoman ſent 
thither to bee tuterd , and withall to learne good huſwifrie, and was 
about the age of fourteen or fifteen yeares at the moſt.

obſerved: after Breakfaſt the Gentleman road on his journey ; and the wo. 
man in whom this {light accident, ſtrooke a deepe impreſſion of devilliſh 
Jealouſie, ſoon after calldtothe maid to deliver her an account of her lin- 
nenus'dthe night before ( which was her charge) ſhe having kid a Napkin 
or two out of the way of purpoſe to pick a quarrell with her. The Girle

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were miſerably torcing breath for life : he lookt in cither at ſome chinke, 
orthe key-hole, where he ſaw his Miftris in the ſame poſture 1 before de- 
ſcribed, with a knife in her hand , and one pittifully bleeding under her: 
He broke open the doore, being Wainſcot, and caſting her off from the 
Bed to the floore, tooke up the Maid, nigh ſtifled, and carried hertz 
neighbours houſe , where Chyrurgeons were ſent for, and ſhe intime re- 
covered of life, though ſhee had made her utterly unable of Conception. 
But what gain'd ſhee by this her uncivill cruelty ? ſhe was after abhorr'd by 
all good and modeft women, aſham'd to looke out of her owne doores; nei- 
ther would any of faſhion converſe with her, but held it a ſcandallto be but 
ſeen in her company.

. tooke to his Bride Guendoline , daughter to Corinew Duke of Cornwall, 
who lived in great conjuzall love together, having a young Prince to their 
iflue call d Maday : but after the King hav ing reſt and eaſe in his age, with 
which his youth was ſcarce acquainted with , he was greatly enamoured of 
a delicate faire Lady whoſe name was hs re! , the danghterof one Homber 
a Daxe, who with a great power invadingthe'Land, .the King gave him 
battaile,and having routed their whole Army,they were forc'd to take that 
great River which parteth Zizcoln-ſhire and Holdernes , andrunnes up to 
Hull; in which he with his people being drowned, left to the ſame River 
his name untothis day, To returne tothe matter, Locrize had by this Lady 
Eftrild, a daughter cald Sabrina 3 bot this cloſe packing could not be long 
conceald, but by ſome who thought to infinuate into the favorir of the 
Queen ( who was of a haughty and maſculine ſpirit ) all was told her , 
for which being mightily incenſed, no mediation could appeaſe her impla- 
cability ; but ſhe firft incenſed her Father, and then all her owne particu- 
lar friends , whom by her bounty or favour ſhee had before obliged to 
make Warre upon her Husband ; and prevailing in her purpoſe,” thee 
avethe King Battaile , in which his party was diſcomfired, and he hing- 
Eb faine in field. This revenge to any of reaſon might ſeeme ſufficient g 
but here her anger reſted not , but ſheo cauſed the faire Efrild and her 
Daughter $abrinatobe brought unto her Tent, where having reviſed them 
both, one with the name of Whore, the other of Baſtard, ſbee in her heat 
of bloud , and height of rage, commanded them both to be throwne .into 
the River neare unto the place where the Battaile was late fought , where 
| they were bothdrowned, the River upon that accident loſing the name ; 
and after the Daughter Sbrins hath beene called Severne even to this

0 the firſt King of the Weſt Saxons, began his Reigne in the £6 
yeare of our Lord, ſeven hundred threeſcore and eighteen, and the tenth of Julcerefſe ” 


' Charles the Grear, then King of France, who took to Vife EthelBurge, one 
of the Daughters of Offs King of Adercia ; he wasa valiant Prince, and re- 
nowned for many Warlike exploits 3 but eſpecially for beating the 
Danes, and compelling chem ro avoid the Land. But what can Valour or 
Prowelſle availe cainſ a wicked and curſed woman, who the more 
freely to cnjoy the moecallt embraces of her libidinous companian, plot- 
ted divers ways totake away her — "rage at length ſhe affeded, 
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by poyſoning him, and divers of his family 3 waich having dore, and fea- 
ring to be queſtioned about the Fa,ſhe truſs'd up her Jewels,and the be 
things about her, and fled into Fraxce, unto the Court of Charles the Great, 
with whom ſhe ſo temporized and qualified her owne impious Cauſe, and 

ing withall a Lady of extraordinary aſpect and preſence, t:at ſhe grew 
highly into his graceand favour. 

But when after he was informed of her unſtable condition, hee thought 
to make ſome tryall of her 3 and being at that time a Widdower, one day 
when hee was in ſome private conference with her at a window, hee ſaid 
openly 3 New Lady 1 put it to your free eleftion, whether you wzll take 
mee for your wedded Lord and Husbard, or this my Son here ſtanding 


An! unadviſed jn preſence 2 To which Queftion, ſhee without the leaſt pauſc gave this 


ſuddaine Anſwer ; Then I make choice of rhe Sonne, and refuſe the Fa- 
ther; which the King taking as an affront, and being therewith fomewhat 
mov'd, he as ſuddenly reply'd ; I proteſt woman, 1f thou hadſt madechoice 
of me, I would havegiventhee to my Sonne, if he would have accepted of 
thee ; but for that thou haſt \lighted and forſaken me , theu ſhalt now have 
neither of us; and ſo preſently commanded her as a Recluſeto be ſhut up 
intoa Nunnery. But this. place, though never ſo ſtrict, could not centaine 
her within the bounds of Modeſty or Chaſtity ; For by the meanes of ſome 
Libertines, her old companions and acquaintance, thce made aneſcape out - 
of the Cloiſter ; and having quitted that place, ſhee wandred up and 
downe, til! having conſumed all that ſhee could make, ſhe fell into necefſi- 
tous poverty, in which ſhe miſerably dy'd, none commilerating ber in her 


greateſt extremity. In memory of which her miſdemeanors , mixt with 


the murder of her naturall Lord and Husband, the Kings of the Veſt 
Saxons made a Decree, that thence-forward none of their Wives ſhould 
be called Queenes, nor fit by <b<M at any Feaſt, or 1n any placeof State 
er Honour ; And this was obſerved amoneſt them for a long time 
after. 

Now to ſhew how the Creator of all, who inſtituted chaſte Matrimo- 
ny in Paradice, as hee hates thoſe contaminated wich all impurity, fo of 
the contrary, he is a Guardian and PoteAor to thoſe of cleane ard undefi- 
led life, as may appeare by this ſubſequent ſtory. In the time of Edward, 
the ſonne of King Edger, by his firſt wife Egeificda, who began his reigne 
inthe yeare of Grace nine hundred threeſcore and nincteene, though he 
was oppoſed by his ſtep-mother E/phaida , who got into her confederacy 
Alphred, Duke of Mercia, a potent man in thoſe dayes , to have inſtated 
her ſonne Egelredus, a childe of ſeven yeares old inthe Regall Dignity : 
yet ſhe was oppoſed by Biſhop D#n#an with the reſt of the Clergy, who 
were alſo ſupported by the Earle of Eaft- /»g/and, now called Eſſex 5; who 
againſt the Queens minde, and her Confederates, Crowned the ſaid Ew, 
at Kine ftowne ; but the fore-named C4lphred , who altogether adhered to 
the proceedings of the Dowager Queen; ( being ſuſpeRed to have too 
much private familiarity with ber) they agreed to put the ſtriQ Religious 
Cloyſterers out of the College of Winchefter,where K. Eagar had before 
there placed , and put intotheir roomes ſo many wanton and laſcivious 
Clerks, every one of them having his Concubine about him : which Con- 
froverſie had been like to have ended in bloud : But there was an aſſembly 
of the Biſhops and Lords, the Prelates and Peeres of both parties n in 
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which Danfan maintaining Chaſtity, was mach deſpifed by the Adverſz- 
ry ; but ſtill heupheld his opinion, being grovnded upon Juſtice atid Ver- 
rue. Now the place of their meeting was it'd faire'and wrom room; 
and inthis great divifion and argument itbeing doubttull which fide: 

carry it, ſuddenly the joyſts of the Loft' failed; andthe floore t 
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downe, being a great diſtance from the ground, in which ruine; thegreateſt accident, , 


part of thoſe adverſe to the Biſhop and Clergy, were either flame out- 
right, or very dangerouſly hurr, even to latneneſle : but of- all wt mi 
ſtnod with Da»ftan in the defence of chaſtity , not one periſhed, tejther 
was any heardto complaine of the leait hurt felt or found about then ; 
by which miraculous accident , the Biſhop compaſs d his ptous'ahd're- 
ligious ends. | | Ls 

This King Edward upon a timie being huiting in the Forreſt , and*Ha- 
ving loſthis Traine, and finding none of his ſervants neare him , hee be- 
thought himſelfthat his Morher-in-law Elphaida, with her Sonne Evclre- 
ds, lived at a place called Corfe-Caſtle (which is in the Weſt-Coun- 
trey ) and thought it no bettera time then now togive heravHit : butthe 
malicious woman looking out of her window,and knowing him a far off, 
called to one of her ſervants ( of her owne breeding) and told him what 
he had tadoe; for ſhe perceived he was alone, and none of his Peeres, or 
Attendants about him. By this time the King was comie tothe Caſtle gate, 
whither ſhe deſcended, and offered him all the Courtefie of entertainment 
that any Syre» (who only flatters to deſtru&ion) could have done : for with 
courteous words ſhe be{ought him to alight,and to lodge inthe Caſtle that 
night 3 both whichhe with great affability and gentleneſſe refuſed, faying 
hewould onely taſtea Cup of her Beere , and then tide to finde out” fome 
of his Company : but the ap beIng bra ht, he had nd ſooner moved it 
towards his mouth, but this Batbarous Yillan 


the poynt appear'd to have fore'd way through his breaſt: te which mor- 
tall wound receiv'd, he put ſputres to his horſe, making ſpeed towards the 
Forreſt, in hope to bave met with ſbnie of his Tervants 3 but by the cxtre- 
mity of bleeding, fainting by the way Hefell from his horſe wich one foot 
intangled in the ſtirrop3then he was drafg dcrofle high-wayes,and athwarr 
plowde lands, till his horſe ſtaid at a Towtie called Coviſpate,where he was 
found 3 but not being knowne for the King, hee was nnworthily buried 


ſtrook him with a long Dagger,edg on borh ſides; which entring behind, &'*<+

at a Town called Warhams, whete his body remained for theterme of three 
yeares after, at which time it was diſcovered , and the diſſembling and 
murderous woman' thinking to cleater her ſelfe of the fa& to the world, 
thought at the firſt to viſit hin inthe way of Pilgrimage 3 but to make the 
cauſe evident againſt her, the Horſe on which ſhe rode could not becom- 
pell'd tocome neare unto the place by a miles diſtance, neither by faire y- 
| ſage, nor fore beating, or any courſe that man could deviſe : after- whoſe 
death her ſonne Egelredes was Crowned King 3 in the firſt yeare of whoſs 
Reigne the Land grew barren , and ſcarce bote any fruit ; there bappened 
moreover a Plague, which tooke away the men; and a Marrainie, which de- 


_  troyedthe Beafts and Cattaile, He proved likewiſe a great enemy tothe 
- Church ; being ungracious in the beginning , wretthed in the middle of 


his life, and hatefull inthe end thereof. | 246 
Neither could ſome Church-men cleare themſelves of thoſe Capitall 
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Crimes which they very bitterly reproved in others : For S;zandus made 
Biſhop of Shirburne,. about the twelfth yeare of Edward ;; ſirtiamed:the 
Coufefſe;: ſhortly after uſurped the Biſhoprick of WineheFer by ſtrength, 
owes 2 lewd-and unlearned man. ( as moſt of the Prelates of England 
in thoſe dayes, and wholydevoredto Avarice, Luſt, and Vaine-glory, 
19.could. not containe himlſelfe within the Liſts of, keeping variety of 
Concubines , which in thoſe dayes was held but a: veniall or quoridian 
ſigne., but he imploy 'd his Panders to corrupt married women to his Iuſt- 
fullembraces , thinking no wickedneſle could be truely committed , till 
hee had aſcended the higheſt branch thereof: and when it was openly ſpo- 
ken, that be was unworthy the name of a Prieſt , who made ſuchbraſt of 
the pompe of the World, the uſe of Voluptuouſneſle , Gluttony . +1 
Luxury , whilſt” in'the interim there was no care of inſtrufing 1 1ens 
ſoules in the way tawards Heaven. Hee had learn'd from ſome one © his 
Chaplaines (abetter Scholler then himſelfe) this poore and ſlight Anſiver 


to, evade its 


Nuwc dlind tempus , alii pro tempore moyes. 


Now the times are.chang d , and wee have learnt to ſuit our Manners and 
Conditions tothe preſent ; ( a notorious Church-temperizer in thoſe 
dayes.) Bur though he reign'd long ingreat pompe and proſperity, he was 
in the time of William the Conquerour deprived of all his Eccleſiaſtical 
honours; and confined to FFincheFer, and there kept priſonertill hedyed 3 
who in that extreame deje&ion, when he ſhould onefy haye repented him 
of his former Avarice, aud ftadicd newnefieot ife, would uſually fweare 
he was a very poore Iman, andinot wpe& One Peny and that hee was free 
from all Concupiſcence z both which were'proved untrue : For 
afterhis death a key was oundabout his necke , by which in divers places 
of the - carth was diſcovered, much. Treaſure 3 and thoſe Women that 
miniſtred unto him were no,other then Proftitutes and Concubines, 

_ Henry the ſecond was a potent and moſt viftorious Prince ;-But after he 
had falne into the libidinous embraces of the Lady Roſamond, D avghter 
tothe Lord Fitzwaters ; he was never quiet, but continually aMiQed with 
Warres both forraine and, domeſtick - -inſomuch, that both his Queene 
and Sens rebelled againſt him, and put the whole Realme into great cotn- 
buſtion 3 and for her part ſhee did not eſcape a due ſcourge for her offence: 
for though the King provided all meanes poſſible for her ſecurity and fafe- 
ty,by puoing the intricate Labyrinth at Wooaftock, and gave her in chatge 
to a moſt truſty Guardian 3 yet the Queen ar length by her Spies found 
her out; and with more then a womaniſh chaſtiſement, which ſhould ever 
ſavour of ſome mercy, tore off thoſe delicate locks with which. the King 
had been ſo much intangled, and forced ber todrinke a draught of deadly 
poyſon, by which her life was compell'd out of her body : and thus Luſt 
ever carryeth her rod at her owne girdle, |

ther ; where for ſome other deed of the ſame natnre , he was burnt Wy 2 
Stage in Fleſhing 3 and ſhee her ſelfe , with Cosby and his Silter, together 

with a Gentleman Maſter Green, who had carried Letters betwixt the two 
Adulterers : ( though hee taok it upon his dearh, he knew not the intents 

of them) were all publikely executed at the Gallowes. 

The like murder was committed on the perſon of one Maſter Page of 
Plymonth, by his young wife; and one Maſter George Strangwidge , who Mater >. 
as the common voice went, were privately contrated together before her of Plymouth. 
enforc'd Marriage : But howſoever as they were convictedof the murder, 
ſo for the ſame they were condemn'd, and publikely executed. 

| Andbut of late dayes, thoſe two bloudy Miniſters of the Devill, moſt countreyr#w 
commonly knowne by the names of Countrey Tom, and Cambury Beſſe, nd Cambury 
who made a trade to have her his Vhore walke in the evening into the Beſſe, 
Fields ; and where ſhe ſaw any Gentleman or other likely to have money

profitable chaffer, being vendible at the Brokers 3 for the laſt of which,be- 
ing committed upon a young Gentleman of good quality, by his cloathes 
they were diſcovercd and apprehended, hee being executed neare unto the 
place where the laſt Fa was committed: andafter being thence removed 
to more remote place, his body hangs in chaines upon a Gibbereven to 
this day 3 and ſhee was hangd in Clerken-well fields, over againſt 
Iſlington. | 

If any would have further inſpe&ion intothe curſed fruits of Luft, let 
him but enquire after the monethly Sefliorfs at New-gate,where ſcarce one 
paſſeth without thoſe that goe for Maid-ſervants, either fitangling their 
Baſtard-Iflue, or putting them downe into privities, not caring to ſave 
their ſmal credit in this world,to hazard everlaſting perdition in the world 
to come : yet notwithſtandingall their cloſe packings, they are in the end 
found out, and bronght to the Gallowes, I am loathto be more tedious in 
this then the reſt ; therefore I conclude with this Diſtick,as a generall Ca-

ring tio ſickneſle untorhine bouſe. Shew not thy valiantneſſe in Wine, 
for wine hath deſtroyed many ; the Furnace proveth the edge of the tempe- 
ring, ſodoth Wine the hearts of the proud by drunkennefle. Wine fo- 
berly drunk is profitable for the life ot man : what is life that is overcome 
with Wine ? Wine was made from the beginning to make man glad, and 
not for drunkennefle : Wine meaſurably taken ns. in time, bringeth glad- 
neſle, and chearefulneſle of the minde 3 bur drinke with excefle maketh 
| bitterneſſe of minde, brawlings, and ſcoldings. Drunkennefle increafeth 
the rage of a Foole, till he offend 3 it diminiſherh his ſtrength, and maketh 
wounds, &c, Againe 37. 28. be not greedy inall delights, and bee not 
to haſty of all meats : for exceſle of meats bringeth fickneſle,and gluttony 
commeth with cholerick Diſeaſes. By ſurfeit have many eciſhed, and he 
thar dyeteth himſelfe prolengeth his life. 

Thus farre the old Teſtament 3 let us now heare what the Goſpel faith Texts ou of 
Luke 6,24, Woebe to you that are rich, for ye have received your confo- the New Te- 
lation : Woe be to youthat are full ; for yee ſhall be bungry : Woebe un- $2 
to ou that now laugh ; for yee ſhall waile and weepe: Apaine 21. 34. 

Take heed, leſt at any time your hearts be oppreſſed with furfeiting and 
drunkenneſſe, and cares of this lif& leſt that day come upon you unawares : 
For as a ſnare ſhall it come on all them that dwell on the face of rhe whole 
carth. Watch therefore and pray continually , that yee may bee counted 
worthy to eſcape all theſe things that ſhall cometo paſle, and that ye may 
ſtand before the Sonne of Man. Rem. 13.12, Thenight is paſt, and che 
day isat hand; let us therefore caſt away the workes of darknefſe, and [ct 
us put on the Armour of light : ſythat we walke honeRtly as inthe day,not 
in drunkenneſle or gluttony, nor in chambeting or wantonneſſe, nor in 
ſtrite or envying : but put yeeon the Lord Teſts Cri, andtake no thought 
for the fleſh to : [fill the lufts of it.

Drunkennefle increafeth 
the rage of a Foole, till he offend 3 it diminiſherh his ſtrength, and maketh 
wounds, &c. Againe 37. 28. be not greedy inall delights, and bee not 
too haſty of all meats : for exceſle of meats bringeth fickneſſe,and gluttony 
commeth with cholerick Diſeaſes. By ſurfeit have many veciſhes, and he 
thar dyeteth himſelfe prolengeth his life.

A Glafier in Chancery lane, not long fince ſo overcharged his ſtomack A Glafier. 
with wine, that comming home he fell a vomiting in that extreame and 
extraordinary: tathion , that breaking a-veine within him he dyed within 
tivo dayes after : and a Barber in Drewry-lane comming from the Ta- 
verne' inthe like diltemper , his wite with much adoe got him ro bed, a Barber. 
where he fell into a found and dead fleep; for that night being very tempe- 
ftuous, and a mighty wande Kirring, and they lodging inan upper roome 
or Garret, the Chimney was blowae downe and be kill'd inhis bed ; his 
wife that lay cloſe by his fide , having no-hurt at all: To reckon up all 
the knowne judgements in this kinde would make this Traftate volumi- 
nous theſe therefore for the preſent I hope may ſatisfie the indifferent rea- 
der,. who if be ſhall but enquire from man-to man of the diſaſters hap- 
ning in that kinde, ſhall heare from their owne motion, Stories too man 
of all good Chriſtians to bee charitably commiſerated , and lamentably

"Theſe have been examples of ſuch as wee call downe-right Drunkatds, One thar 
and like ſelfe-murderers have beene not onely acceſlaties, but the Agents _ 
of their owne deaths : of which nature one accident-of which my felfe | 
was eye-witnefſe, comes freſh in my remembrance, ahd happened ſortie ſe- 
ven or eight yeares fince at the moſt : Five young men comming from 1/. 
linstqn upon a Sunday, wherethey had beehedrinking goed flore of Ale, 
in their way home cameto the Nags-head Taverne uponCletkeni-well till, 
where they cal'd for Wine, (what quaintity they dranke I am nor certaine) 
but in the midd ſt of their Abrdcans” ae one of them {being a young tman 
a Barber in Ivy-lane, and lately married) grew to to bee drowſicy and at 
length dropt under the Table;' which the-reſt hor minding, pur it off 
with a jeſt, and faid, he did but counterfeit fleep tilt the'reckoning was 
paid 3 another ſaid, hee had knowne him doe the like befores and thus 
they paſt the time till __ were ready to part ; whencalling for a recko- 
ning, they alſo calld for their drowſie Companion to riſe, and to goe 
along 
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* along withthem : þut hearing that hemade no arſiver; they puſkt bim 
® * and joggd him, yetall in vaine 5 till at length by the helpe of the Maſter of 
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the Houſe, they lifted up his body, and ferÞhim on one of the Benches ; but 


* his head fell downe into his boſome, for there was no life in him : ar which 


they grew all amaz'd; neither: can I blame rhem, who for every Glafſe of 
Wine they enforc'd him to drinke beyond his {trength, might as well to 
have given him a ſtabbe in the breaſt with a Puniard: The next day came 
his weeping Wife, and ſome of-his ſorrowtull kindred, and conveighed 
his body from the Taverne to the Churchto be buried. 

I come now to that from which I late deviated,as to thoſe who through 
exceſſe of Guſling ( for manners fake calld good fellowſhip) deſtroy 
not themſelves with ſuddaine - Deaths ; but rather Conſumptions and 
lingring Maladies, which allo by degrees bringeth on an aſſured and un- 
timely end , one of the branches thereof is luxurious Prodigality , mixt 
with intemperate Vinocity , of which I will give youbur one Preſident.

and for his ewne particular would ſhift his CloathesTwice a day, wearing 
one {uit in the mY 7.9 Frm _ dinner Fan moſt Nu wg Ta- 
verne, was the Kings Head in new F1 ect, Wncre nee uſually din'd and 
fra the long Rooms , xr long able » where though hee were but 
himſelfe and his friends > bee wopld havethe Boord throng'd with variety 
of Diſhes, from che roP to the bottome 3 andas his meat was beyond rule,

ſo many times hisdrinke was beyond reaſon : and though he could not be 
without flatterers or Sycophants about him , yet could they never foole 
him out of any bounty : His Table was free for them , but his Pockets 
ſhut, keeping alwayes a brace of principall good Geldings ; his delighr 
was toride them off from their legges, and when they were foundred, 
or paſt preſent ſervice, givethemtoone of his Groomes. 

He had a great longing to pleaſe all his five ſenſes at once, nor could he

red him to reſolve him faithfully of one queſtion he would aske fiftm,who 
proteſted unto him that he would unfaignedly doet ; He then faid to him,
